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The  fecond  Period  of  the  Brethren's  A&ffion,  from 
the  firftVifitation  in  1740,  till  they  got  a  Church 
hull  in  1 747. 

The  eighth  Year  1740. 

§■■ 

Til  E  Reafon  why  I  begin  a  new  period  with 
this  year  is,  becaufe  the  fucceeding  years  per- 
ceptibly vary  from  the  former,  as  well  in  the 
niiffionaries  own  manner  of  thinking  and 
siting,  as  in  the  effects  of  it  on  the  conversion  of  the 
Heathen. 

They  had  formed  the  following  remarkable  conclu- 
Con  in  their  covenant -articles  of  the  year  1735  *• 
**  The  grand  object  among  us  {hall  be  Jefus  thrift, . 
"  and  the  grand  doctrine  the  purification  from  all  our 
"  fins  through  his  blood  fhed  upon  the  crofs,  and  his 
**  being  the  caufe  and  fource  of  eternal  falvation  to  all 
**  that  believe  in  him*  this  we  will  tefbfy  by  our  word 
•  Set  An.  1735.  $  ft, 
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**  and  walk,  according  to  the  power  God  fhall.  give  us, 
"  and  by  this  we  will  .endeavour  to  bring  the  heathen- 
**  to  the  obedience  of  faith."'  But  yet  their  Diary  pre- 
fents  us  with  diffident  tokens,  that  this  fundamental' 
article  was.  not  always  duly,  eyed  ip  their,  labour  among 
the  heathen,  ot^  as  they  expreffad,  thefctfelves  a  little 
before,  their  fincere  refolves  did  not  rightly  fueceed  in  the 
execution,  for  want  of  unanimity :  and  whoever  has  read 
the  preceding  period  with  attention,  muft  have  obferved,. 
that  with  a  very  good  meaning  according  to  what  they; 
knew,  they,  in  mftrucling  the  heathen,  moftly  made 
ufc  of  fuch  a  method,  which,  though  it-feems  «  priori 
and  vatbtfii  to  be  the  unoft  reafonable,  yet  apojkfiori  os£ 
in  practice  has  proved  to  be  not  qnly  fruitlefs  towards 
the  true  converftqn  of  jthe  heathens,  but  alio  frequently! 
a  hindrance  and  hurt.  On  the  other  hand  the  reader 
muft  have  obfer.ved,  thatjhe  gqfpel  concerning  the  Crea- 
tor's becoming  man,  in  order  to  redeem  his  fallen  hu> 
man  creatures,  and  his  parehafing  and  winning  then* 
with  his  own  precious- blood,  and  with  his  innocent  fuf- 
fering  and  dying,  flew  and  kindled  like,  a  fire  from  the 
Lord  in  the  heart  of  a.  perfectly  ignorant  heathen,  mol- 
lified his  obdurate  mind,  illuminated  his  dark  fpirit,  and, 
brought  his  dead  heart  to  life ;  and  therefore  it  ^s  obvi- 
ous,  that  this  v/etl-tfidd  method^iamely  the  Ample  relation 
and  profitable  application  of  the  meritorious  Incarnation, 
life,  paffion  and  death  of  Jefus,  had  the  belt  and  molt- 
infallible  effect  upon  the  heart  of  the  heathens.  It  is, 
certain ,  there  had  been  many  vkiiEtudes  in  point  of  the 
method  till  this.,  year,,  and  the  confequences  had  been* 
as  various  too.  Bn  the  more  experience  made  them 
wife,  "and  the  more,  they  were  led]  from  the  effects  ta 
the  caufe,  the  more  intent  they  became  to  know  nothing 
among  the  heathen  but  Jefus  Chrift  and  him  crucified, 
aftd  the  more  they  found  that  the  gofpd  is  a  power  of 
God,  capable  of  vanquishing  the  moft  wild  and  ftupid- 
favages.  . 

They  had  lately  feen  tome  little  fruit  of  their  labour, 
I  mean  Samuel  Kaiartiak  and  his  family,  and  would  have 
reckoned  all  their-paft  toils  richly  repaid  with  thole  four 
fouls,  if  they  had  not  beheld  their  flight  with  grief,,  and 
with  the  uncertainty  of  ever- getting,  them  again;  nei- 
thec 
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Relation'  of  Niw-Herrnh8t  174^.  $ 
-(her  did  there  af  pear  much  ground  to  hope  that  their 
loft  would  be  Jbon  fupplied  by  others.  However  in  the 
«nfuing  period  the  true  awakening  of  the  Greenlanders 
rightly  commenced,  and  the  number  of  the  baptized 
encreafed  more  fpeedily  than  any  one  cxpeded. 

Betides,  their  outward  circumftances  took  a  more  fa- 
vourable turn,  and  from  this  time  forward  they  were 
rernHhed  fo  far  with  what  was  neceftary  for  their  bo- 
tfly fubfiflence,  that  they  were  no  more  expofed  to  the 
trying  alternative  of  ftarving,  or  abandoning  their  port 
to  the  reproach  of  the  truth ;  and  not  only  fo,  but  feme 
thingi  which  had  before  brought  them  into  perplexity, 
Were  eafefi  or  abrogated  by  a  gracious  royal  refcript.

Therefore  I  could  do  no  other  than  begin  a  new  pe- 
riod With  this  year.  The  blefted  alteration  in  regard  to 
the  work  of  converfion,  is  to  be  attributed,  partly  tb 
theVrfitatSon  of  the  refpectable  brother  AmlrKo  Graf. 
an*,  who  brought  alfo  a  new  afliftaiit  Jtbn  Sthnddtr 
wrth'hrm;  and  partly  to  an  ufeful  vifit  the  eldeft  mrf- 
fionary  made  to  Germany;  by  which  means  the  bie- 
■  thren  m  Greenland  got  an  opportunity  of  growing  them- 
ielves  ki  the  faving  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  all— 
fuffident  merits  of  our  dearKedeemer,  which  the  Bre- 
thren's Church  had  made  a  very  (enftble  progrefs  in 
fence  theyear  1734  %;  and  comequently  alfo  in  treating 
with  the  -Greenlanders,  they  now  urged  more  the  free 
grace  in  the  blood  of  the.  Lamb,  than  the  laborious  and 
yetmofUyfi-uitlefslearpingofmany  truths,  needlefs  at  leaft

"  the  whole  doctrine  of  falvatita,  which  I  rAade  the  firft  happy  trial  of 
*'  upon  rliy  own  heart,  add  the  hearts  of  my  dear  brethren  and  lelbw-l*-

to  beginners,  and  which  could  either  not  be  rightly  com- 
prehended on  account  of  their  multiplicity,  or  not  duly 
ufed  and  improved  for  want  of  true  life  and  power  firtt 
obtained  through  the  blood  of  Jefus. 

But  as  I  find  nothing  very  particular  recorded  of  this 
vifitation,  (there  being  indeed  no  labour  to  be  mentioned 
on  baptized  Greenlanders ,  becaufe  there  were  none 
then,  and  as  to  the  bleffing  and  benefit  it  was  of  to  the 
miiEonaries  themfelves,  that  was  a  matter  rather  to  be 
pondered  in  the  filence  of  the  heart  than  to  be  defcribed 
in  words;)  therefore  I  {hall  only  fubjoin  thus  much  con- 
cerning it.  The  two  brethren  abovementioned,  who> 
were  natives  of  Moravia,  arrived  quite  unexpected  in  a 
Dutch  {hip  May  20.  The  captain  Was  obliged  to  land 
them  thirty-two  leagues  off  from  Goodhope,  and  the 
brethren  were  obliged  to  fetch  all  their  proviuon.  from 
the  lame  diftance.  This  was  attended  with  many  dan- 
gerous circumftances.  As  they  could  not  take  all  at 
once,  the  captain  attempted  to  advance  a  little  nearer  to 
their  place,  and  kept  three  of  them  on  board,  but-after- 
ward  the  fnow  and  contrary  wind  kept  him  off  at  fea. 
At  laft  they  were  obliged  to  take  their  {fores  out  of  the 
fbip  into  the  boat  on  the  open  fea,  and  to  unload  them 
again  at  the  next  ifland,  where  they  waited  a  week  for 
better  weather,  and  at  the  end  of  all  narrowly  efcaped 
being  loft  on  a  funken  rock. 

After  a  blefled  "abode  of  ten  weeks,  Andrew  Grauman 
returned  to  Germany  by  way  of  Copenhagen,  and  took 
the  eldeft  miflionary  Matthew  Staebwith  him  on  a  vifit 
to  the  congregation.  But  I  would  have  faid,  that  they 
firft  were  prelent  at  the  marriage  pf  the  {econd  miflio- 
nary, Frederic  Boebmjb  f,  with  young  Ann  Stach ;  and 
juft  while  they  were  at  dinner,  they  had  the  joy  to  fee 
the  firftling  Samuel,  whefe  return  had  looked  very  du-  ' 
bious  to  many,  come  quite  cheafrul  back  again.

With  refpeft  to  the  labour  among  the  heathen,  it  had 
but  a  poor  afpetft  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.     It  is 
true,  there  was  often  a  flirting  among  them,  efpecially

when 
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when  they  told  them  fomething  of  the  Lord  Jefus  and 
his  fufferings ;  but  the  hearts  of  very  few  were  through- 
ly roufed  out  of  death.  Many  withftood  the  truth,  par- 
ticularly if  they  were  reprehended  for  any  thing.  Thus' 
when  a  certain  woman,  that  was  caught  in  a  He,  was 
told,  that  at  this  rate  me  would  not  go  to  God,  but  to 
the  father  of  lies ;  /he  anfwered  with  great  impudence, 
that  the  had  no  mind  to  go  to  God,  nor  to  hearken  to 
his.  word.  As  foon  as  the  feverity  of  the  winter  was 
pair,  moft  of  them  went  away,  though  they  were  not 
compelled  to  it  by  want,  and  in  April  the  reft  followed 
them.  At  that  time  the  brethren  wrote  thus :  "  Our 
"  Lord  only  knows  what  part  of  the  fee'd  we  have  icat- 
"  tered  among  them  this  winter,  will  remain  in  their 
f  hearts.  It  is  undeniable  that  the  conscience  of  one 
M  and  another  has  been  touched;  but  the  power  of 
"  darknefs  is  frill  top  ftrong  for  them  *.  At  taking 
^  leave  we  exhorted  them,  not  to  forget  what  they  had 
"  heard,  but  to  think  of  it  often,  and  to  embrace  the 
"  grace  tendered  them,  that  their  hearts  might  be  truly 
"  converted.  They  parted  from  us  in  peace,  and,  as 
"  fome  of  them  faid,  with  a  heavy  heart.  We  pitied 
"  the  poor  children  the  moft  j  they  had  learnt  very 
■W  prettily  this  winter,  and  had  a  particular  love  for  us  j 
"  we  would  gladly  have  kept  them,  if  the  parents  would 
"  have  contented.  We  gave  them  their  reading-books 
*'  with  them,  in  which  we  had  wrote  fome  prayers  and 
. "f  many  little  exhortations;  arid  as  fome  of  them 
"  could  read,  we  bid  them  read  it  to  the  others, 
*'  The  heathen  for  feveral  leagues  round  about  us  have 
,"  alio  been  vifited,  as  often  as  wind  and  weather  would 
**  permit.  The  effefl  of  it  is  but  fmall  at  prefent,  yet 
f  now  and  then  fome  of  them  come  and  beg  as  to  vifit 
11  them  foon  again.  D  that  grace  may  but  once  truly 
"  feize  and  fotten  their  hearts  !  It  is  n«  impolHble 
*f  to  the  Lord.  He  can  call  that  which  is  not,  and 
*'  caufe  it  to  be." 


*  Howerer,  the  brethren  found  afterwardi,  in  "rilidng  Ihem,  *  per- 
ceptible difference  between  tbefe  and  the  other  heathen,  net  only  in  their 
knowledge  and  readinefe  to  leatn,  but  ilfo  in  their  walk.  And  the  ap- 
proaching harveft  trill  demonflvate,  that  they  did  not  low  in  vain. 
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Void  and  fruitlefs  as  all  now  teemed  to  be,  yet  very 
fooo  after,  this  their  wifti  began  to  tend  towards  its  com- 
pletion. The  firft  joy  with  which  they  were  regaled, 
was  the  already-mentioned  return  of  Samuel  Kajarnale 
after  a  year's  abfence;  and  he  not  only  returned  fafe, 
and  without  having  Curtained  any  harm  to  his  foul,  but' 
alio  brought  his  brother  and  his  family  with  him,  to 
gain  whom  had  been  the  chief  aim  of  his  expedition. 
He  ftepped  unexpectedly  into  the  room  while  they  were 
keeping  the  wedding-dinner  of  the  miffionary  Boehnifli, 
and  not  only  filled  the  brethren  with  fo  much  the  greater1 
joy,  as  they  had  almoft  given  him  up,  but  alio  Caufed  the 
gBcfts  then  prefcnt  a  pleating  furprize,  to  fee.  the  firft 
Creenlander  in  whom  grace  prevailed  fo  much,  thai 
amtdft  all  the  temptations  of  the  ravages  he  had  'remain- 
ed faithful,  and  had  even  laboured  on  their  fouls.  He* 
told  us,  that  all  he  had  heard  here,  he  had  made  knowrf 
to  die  heathens  in  the  fouth ;  that  at  firft  they  heard  if 
with-  pleafure  and  wonder;  but  when  after  a  while  they 
were  tired  of  it,  and  turned  it  all  to  ridicule  and  levity, 
then  he  retired  in  ftillnefs,  purfued  his  foul's  edification 
with  our  Saviour  alone,  and  kept  every  day  an  hour  of 
prayer  with  his  family.  Towards  the  latter  part  he 
longed  very  much  to  be  with  us  again,  and  now  he 
Could  not  poffibly  leave  us  any  more,  becaufe  even  in 
his  abfence  he  had  felt,  how  much  we  loved  his  and  hit 
i  family's  fouls.  He  had  left  his  fort  a  year  longer  among 
his  friends,  in  hopes  that  it  would  prove  an  opportunity 
for  them  alfo  to  come  hither  and  hear  the  gofpel. 

But  now  there  was  alfo  another  perfbn  that  incrcafed1 
die  brethren's  joy,  and  that  was  a  young  woman  that 
JBceffantly  entreated  them  to  take  her  into  their  fcrvice, 
as  fhe  had  nobody  to  take  care  of  her.  However,  as 
they  could  perceive  no  true  defire-  in-  her  after  the  word" 
of  life,  but  fuppofed  ihe  had  nothing  but  temporal  views,' 
they  fhewed  her  fome  kindneffes  and  difmifled  her.  After 
fonie  time  fhe  came  again,-  and  complained  with  tears 
that  (he  could  not  hold  out  any  longer  among  the  hea- 
then, who  all  defpifed  her  and  fell  hard  upon  her,  be- 
caufe fhe  could  not  join  in  their  ways  any  longer,  as  her 
whole 
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whole  defire  was,  to  be  convened.  -Upon  this'  they  toot 
het  in  at  the  colony,  where  fhe  con  tinned -with  the  Oi- 
ni&  miiflonary,  eimieflly  iupplicatmg  for  gface ;  fhe  in- 
.creafed  fo  faft  in  tbe  mofl  ncceffary  knowledge,  that  he 
^baptized  her  before  die  end  of  the  ysaF. 

-The  third  comfortable  inftance  was  a  young  woman 
in  New-Herrnhut,  who  wis  alio  very  much  laid  hold  of, 
«nd  fpoke  of  the  value  of  grace  to  all  that  would  hear 
her,  but -mote  efpedalty  to  the  children.  -She  did  not 
*nnt  for  contempt  and  opposition.  Arftoag  the  reflf, 
they  once  bid  her  hold  her  tongue,  adding  that  when 
•they  hearkened  to  her  and  reflected  upon  that  matter, 
(they  grew  fiefc  j  they  maattf,  that  they  fett  an  uneaiinefs 
-iiitheiti  he-arts,  which  was  difegreeabl*  »  them.  But 
Jhe  replied,  that  when  ihe  was  lick,  ft* was  made  well 
■by  prayer.  ~>  '  "»  •' 

.  Concerning  the  fourth  joyful  inftfctice,  I  find  fomei 
thing  more  noted  down  here  and  tlMerey  and  will  coii 
-rifely  collect  the  Brethren's  own  Word*  in  one  view'  • 
*l  In  one  Greenjafld  hottfe,  Where  all-the  reft  were  ftifl 
fl  dead  and  fujl  of  opnofition,  there  was  one  young  wo- 
"  rwa  called  Pufftmtk,  who  Was  Very  much  affected, 
i**  One  time,  when  we  were  (peaking  at  a  meeting,  (he 
**■  held  her  hands  befoM-her  facet© hide*er  tears,  and 
.**  fecretly  fighed,  O  Lord !  let  tny-'lfght-break  through 
*'  the  very  thick  darkn«fs.  Another'ttme  we  faw  her 
*'  kneeling  behind  a  rock,  and  only  he&rd  the  following 
•■"■words;  0  God,  thou  knoweft  that  \  ara  very  much 
i*'  corrupted  from  our  firft  parents,  litfve  mereyon  me  ! 
■*  Wfcen  ihe  was  afterwards  aflted  what'Ae  was  about 
4<  there,  the  anfwered :  Btcaufe  I  now  begirt  to  believe,  I 
■**  pray  every  day  in  fscret  to  God  to  be  gracious  to  me. 
.«  .Upon  this  ftie  was  taken  under  more  exprefs  inftruc- 
.**  tion,  and  once  when  fhe  wss  directed  to  ftedfaltnefJ 
■**-  and  continuance  in  prayer,  fhe  herfelf  began  to  weep 
*  and  pour  forth  the  following  ejaculations:  O  Jefus, 
1**  my  heart  is  very  much  corrupted,  O  make  me  truly 
4*  humbled  and  grieved  about  it,  becaufe  thou  wilt  have 
?*  it  fo ;  take  away  the  bad  thoughts  from  me,  and  form 
"**  my  heart  fo,  that  it  may  be  pleafing  to  thee.  And  as 
"  I  know  but  little  of  thy  word  as  yet,  give  me  thy  Spi- 
'**  A  to  inftru&  me."  The  reft  of  the  people  of  the 
A  4  "  houie 
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!(  houfe  where  flie  lived,  were  put  to  (hame  and  touch- 
"  ed  with  the  example  of  this  damfel,  and  yet  had  so 
"  inclination  to  follow  it ;  therefore  they  hated  her,  and, 
:i  contrary  to  the  cuftom  of  the  Greenlanders,  treated 
"  her  very  f  harply,  and  would  fcarce  allow  her  to  go 
"  any  more  to  the  meetings ;  and  when  they  removed 
"  their  habitation,  (he  was  obliged  to  follow  them, 
"  though  (he  would  have  been  very  glad  to  have  ftaid. 
"  But  in  a  few  days  (he  came  again,  and  entreated  us 
"  to  take  her  into  ourfervice,  and  afterwards  could  ne- 
"  ver  be  prevailed  on  by  good  nor  bad  words  to  leave  her 
'•'  teachers. 

"  One  could  perceive  a  particular  defire  in  this  perfoa 
!*  to  experience  the  power  of  Jefus's  blood.  She  was 
■'  never  weary  of  hearing  of  it,  and  foon  began  to  conr 
'*  fefs  and  fpeak  of  it  before  others.  When  any  hear 
•'  thens  came  on  a  vifit,  (he  went  among  them  directly, 
'■'  and,  whether  ajked  or  not,  told  them  why  (he  lived 
■c  here,  what  fhe  had  already  experienced  by  the  teftir 
'*  mony  of  Jefus's  furTerings,  and  how  fhe  wanted  to  be  a 
:*  partaker  of  all  the  bleffings  treafured  up  in  it.  By  this, 
'•'  always  fome,  and  now  and  then  perfect  ftrangers, 
■*  were  very  much  ait'e&ed.  Therefore  (he  was  taken 
'*  into  a  more  immediate  preparation  for  baptifth,  and 
■'  we  endeavoured  to  give  her  a  right  conception  of  the 
'  institution,  defign  and  operation  of  this  holy  (acra- 
1  meat.  And  now  her  (ready  declaration  was,  that 
'  (he  no  more  believed  that  Jelus  is  the  friend  of  foment 
'  becaute  we  had  told  her  fo,  but  becaule  (he  expe- 
''  rienced  it  in  her  own  heart.     Now  as  we  had  dif- 

*  covered  in  her  a  moft  ardent  longing  after  the. blood 
'  of  fprinkling  and  the  energy  of  Jefus's  death,  and  as 
'  {he  had  repeatedly  uttered  her  great  defire  for  bap- 
'  tifm ;  therefore  on  the  30th  of  October  fhe  was  bap- 

*  tized  in  the  name  of  the  holy  Trinity,  and  the  name 
'  Sarah  was  given  hqr.  Many  Greenlanders  were  pre- 
'  fent,  moft  of  whom  were  moved  by  the  power  of  the 
1  Lord,  and  fome  beheld  and  heard  with  tears.  Bleued 
f  be  God  for  this  time  of  grace ! "

Through  this  there  commenced  2  new  ftirring  among 
the  Greenlanders.  Many  had  a  defirc  excited  in  them 
to  become  fo  happy  as  thefe  their  country-people,  and 
begged  to  be  often  vifitod .  The  Brethren  alio  endea- , 
voured  toroake  the  example-  and  te&itnony  of  thefe  firft- 
fruits  of  iervice  to  others,  and  took  them  fotnetimes 
with  them  to  the  heathens,  to  convince  them  by  living 
epifties  that  the  word  of  the  crofs  is  the  power  of  God 
tmto  falvation  to  all  -them  that  believe,  and  chat  it  has 
efficacy  enough  to  new-mould  their  heart*,  minds,  tem- 
'  pers  and  all  faculties.  Neither  was  it  in  vain.  They 
bore  witneft  to  the  grace  that  our  Saviour  has  purchafed 
for  all  men  by  his  blood,  and  which  they  had  now 
experienced  in  their  own  hearts,  and  this  they  did  with' 
fuch  franknefs  and  foirit  mat  the  infidels  them/elves 
were  amazed.  Moft  of  them  were  touched,  and  fbtne 
were  fully  convinced  that  they  were  tinners,  and  ftood 
in  need  of  the  blood  of  Jefua ;  which  ofherwife  was 
fo  hard  for  them  to  believe.  An  old  grey-headed  man 
laid,  that  the  name  of  Jefua  was  imprefied  on-  his  heart, 
and  that-  wherever  he  was,  he  was  always  thinking 
Jifuruif  i.  e.  OJefus  !  which  word  he  had  heard  fome- 
times  in  prayer.  The  brethren  expatiated  further  upon 
it,  and  counselled  him  to  call  continually  upon  this  faving 
name  in  all  places,  and  then  life  would  be  imparted  to  him. 
Another  time  when  the  brethren  had  travelled  alone 
feveral  leagues  fouth  to  the  heathen  that  had  lived  with 
them  the  preceding  year,  and  who  had  at  fundry  times 
defired  them  to  vifit  them,  they  write,  "  Our  Saviour 
"  gave  entrance  to  our  testimony,  and  there  was  fcarcc 
**  one  difcourfe  held  during  thefe  five  days,  that  did  not 
*'  touch  fome  of  their  hearts.  We  lee  vifibly  that  the. 
"  Lord  is  arifcn  to  build  up  his  Zion  here  in  Green- 
"  land  alfo,  which  has  fo  long  lain  wafte.  In  the 
"  mean  time  Samuel  frequently  kept  hours  for  prayer 
44  at  home  with  the  Greenlanders,  neither  hath  Sarah 
f  been  inactive  among  her  lex  and  die  children.  But 
f*  efpecially  if  there  are  any  that  are  laid  hold  of  by 
**  grace,  fhe  enters  into  frequent  eonverfations  with 
"  them  about  the  ftate  of  their  hearts,  directs  them,  with 
*i  all  their  mifery,  according  (o  her  own  experience,  to 
"  the 
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*'  the  Lamb  of  God  that .  taketh  away  the  Gn  of-  the 
f*  world,  anil  in  ftiort  feeka  »H  oecafioo*  to.  gain  ftjfne- 
f  thing  with  the. talartf  etWrufted  to  net." 

The  heathens  alfo  that  came  from  reajct*  place*  and 
vifited  them,  went  away  with  a  blefled  iroprenwa  of  the 
converted  Greenlandcrs  testimony.  In  Juaj;  many 
fiotuhlandecs  came  hither  as  they  parted  by.  The  bre- 
thren could»HDt  rightly  leaps  the  place  of  their  afcode, 
(which  wis  very  far  off  awl  neffibly  quite  oft  the  eaft 
fide)  became  they  could  sot  per&£%  widerftarii  their 
dialeft,  which  they  lengthen  out  in  a  kind  of  ftieina; 
tone;  The  account  of  the  trudfied  Jeiua,  and -hu  Tew 
to  all  men,  was  quite  MaV,  aniiincoroprehenfible  to 
them;  yet  they  were  not  WK&r  to  .jtt  bur  he*fd  all  with 
eagernefs.  In  Auguft  many  K  art  blander*  pitched  the» 
-tents  by  the  brethren  for  'feme  days.  Though  theft 
fijppofed, :  they  ii«alyheliwed.  »U  .'that  was -told,  thew 
{for  they  were. not  perjfcaiy  i igni».tot  before)  yet  they 
were  often  touched  when  thtj  btetbran  told  thei*  of  tact 
light  ftateofa  foxd  that  reallyWlows  ia  Jefna  an^  Jofres) 
Jiim.  They  were  particularly:  very  {till  and  .mucft 
flruck,  when  Samuel  or  Pu(fimele  (the  latter  bang  DM 
yet  baptized)  gave  them  an  account  of  their  ccjnVertiorl^ 
They  wondered  moil  of  all  at  their  prayers ;  they  iwaj- 
gined  they  had  learnt  them '  by  heart;  and  would  taj» 
have  learnt  rhem  too.  But  they  told  there,  they  tnuft 
nrft  tearn  to  know  their  nrifery,  and  when  they  cam*  to 
Jeel  that,  want  and  diArds  would  ■.  taadi  them  how  ts 
.fppead  their  desires  from  the  bottom  of  their  heart  before 
our  Saviour- 

A  good  many  came  alfo  from  time  to  time  from  the 
adjacent iflands  on  a  vifit  far  fcweral  days,  and  this  .was 
never  without  fcrne  effect.  The  brethren  converted  fre" 
ernentry  with  them,  and  the  interview  was  commonly 
Concluded  by  one  of  the  awakened  onei  with  a  warm 
exhortation  or  prayer,  at  which  the  lavages  often  iaid* 
their  hand  upon  their  month  as  a  token  of  their 
wonder,    '

Towards  whiter  the  litth;  flock  of  Greenlandcrs  thaf 

were  in  fearch  of  folvation,  was  i&creaJed  with  another' 

family. 
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family.  The  brethren  now  regulated  their  meetings 
anew,  and  chofe  to  abridge  themfelves  of  part  of  their 
own  ufiisl  private  edification,  in  order  to  gain  more 
time  for  inftmfting  the  heathen.  For  this  end  they 
began  to  tntnflate  the  .Harmony  of  the  four  evangelifts 
into  Greenhvidiih,  in  which  work  Samuel,  and  Sarah 
rendered  them  great  ferviee,  and  enjoyed  many  a  blefT- 
'  ing  for  their  own  hearts.  The  brethren  obferved,  that 
they  ufed  expreflions,  efpechdry  in  their  prayers,  which 
it  would  have  been  knporfible  to  have  found  out  by  the 
'  rules  of  grammar.  They,  therefore  always  took  good 
police  of  fuch,  and  learnt  to  fptai  from  their  believing 
Greenlanden,   after   theft  bad   learnt  to   think    from 

In  teaching  thefe  two  :permas,  they  endeavoured  to 
acquaint  them  of  all  the  truths  necefiary  to  falvation, 
became  they  were  in  a  capacity  of  labouring  upon  others, 
and  had  often  more  opportunity  than  their  teachers,  of 
iwtroducing  fomething  profitable  among  the  favages. 
They  particularly  difcovered  a  very  lively  active  fpirit  in 
Samuel.  He  feldorri  omrtted  an  opportunity  of  bearing 
his  teflimony  before  the  Greenlanders,  and  confirmed 
it  by  his  exemplary  walkl  As  he  was  once  upon  a 
Journey,  he  was  invited  by  the  natives  to  a  dance  at  the 
iun-feaft,  and  to  rejoice  with  them  at  the  return  of  the 
fun;  but  he  gave  them  this  anfwer,  "  I  have  now 
"  another  kind  of  joy,  becaufe  another  Sun,  namely 
*c  Jefus,  is  arifcn  in  my  heart.  Neither  have  I 
**  any  time  foe  it,  for  I  muft  batten  to  my  teachers, 
**  who  will  foon  have  a  great  feftival,  to  rejoice  that 
"  the  Creator  of  all  things  was  bom  into  the  world  as 
*'  a  poor  child,  to  redeem-  us.™  He  uttered  fuch  a  di£- 
eourfe  upon  this  fribjefl,  as  amazed  them  all ;  as  his 
brother,  who  alio  concurred  with  him  therein,  told  us. 
Vet  when  he  was  to  go  away,  the  fevagas  made  another 
trial,  and  would  have  him  come  only  once  to  a  dance 
fome  other  time,  becaufe  he  had  been  always  a  great 
matter  in  this  art ;  but  he  replied  :  "  They  fhould  rather 
"  lay  to  heart  what  he  had  told  them,  for  he  was  quite 
**  in  cameft."  His  brother,  who  is  lately  come  to  feel 
feis  mifcry  and  to  long  for  grace,  ejepreffed  himfelf  to 
Stem  in  the  fame  manner, 

r         '  57. 
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There  were  alfo  traces  of  a  work  of  grace  among  the 
reft  of  the  Greenland  inhabitants,  though  attended  with 
many  vicifiitudes.  It  was  the  fame  among  the  baptized. 
Anna,  Samuel's  wife,  being  once  dangeroufly  fick, 
was  afked,  whether  (he  was  ftil!  afraid  of  death  like  the 
reft  of  the  Greenlanders  ?  fhe  anfwered,  **  No,  I  know 
"  well  that  I  am  very  dofe&ive  and  ftill  tardy,  but  yet, 
*'  I  truftour  Saviour  will  take  me  to  himfelf  in  mercy." 
And  during  her  ficknefs,  the  often  prayed  to  our  Saviour 
by  day  ana  night  from  the  bottom  of  her  heart.  One 
might  almoft  fey,  that  her  .hufband  prayed  her  well ;  for 
he  had  a  ftrenuous  and  ftedfaft  faith  which  no  ob&acles 
could  baffle,  and  when  he  had  a  fait  to  make,  he  faid, 
*'  My  Saviour,  I  know  that  all  things  are  poffible  to . 
"  thee;  now  as'  thou  haft  bid  us  afk  what  we  are  ia 
"  want  of,  therefore  I  pray  thee  hear  me  even  at  pre- 
."  fent."  And  many  times,  what  he  prayed  for,  cams 
to  pafs. 

But  the  malicious  enemy  plotted  foon  after  to  breed 
difharmony  between  thU  Ri&  believing  married  couple, 
in  order  to  bring  a  blemifh  upon  the  truth,  and  to 
render  Samuel  ufelefs.  Some  mifchief-makers,  out  of 
rancor  and  envy,  tried  to  make  his  wife  believe,  that 
he  had  taken  her  fervant-maid  for  his  fecondary  wife. 
Anna  examined  narrowly  into  it,  and  was  foon  con- 
vinced that  it  was  only  -the  wanton  lies  of  wicked 
people  that  had  fomented  her  jealoufy,  and  milled  her  to 
utter  hard  words.  Yet  Samuel  was  alfo  much  afliamcd, 
that  he  had  not  (hewn  due  patience  and  meeknefs  when 
flie  charged  him  with  it.  The  brethren  make  this  re^ 
mark  on  the  occafion :  "  We  fee  that  our  Saviour  ho- 
*■'  nours  feim  more  and  more  with  the  participation  of  his 
"  honourable  reproach  ;  but  at  the  fame  time  he  endows 
"  him  by  his  blood  with  more  and  more  ftrength  to 
"  bear  it  willingly  after  him." 

Thefe  now  were  the  firft  good  effects  of  the  teftitnbny 
concerning  the  crucified  Jcfus,  whereof  one  of  th* 
brethren  writes  at  the  clofe  of  the  year  as  follows : 
**  As  I  was  (peaking  in  the  meeting  of  the  wounds 
*'  and  nail-prims  of  Jefus,  an  invifible  power  ftirred  in 

"  my 
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1  my  heart  and  the  hearts  of  all  prefent .     There  has 
4  been  a  particular  fpirit  of  life  among  us  for  fome  time, 
'  fo  that  fcarce  a  foul  has  remained  untouched,  nay 
'  even  the  little  children,  that  ftill  fuck  at  the  brea% 
1  begin  to  life  the  name  of  Jefus  and  his  blood. 
"  Here  is  our  hand ;  us,  Lord,  affift 
"  To  execute ;  moft  glad  will  we 
'*  Thy  helpers  in  all  hardfhips  be, 
**  Until  we  once  together  reft."

TH  E  gracious  working  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  was  ob- 
ferved  to  be  very  powerful  on  the  Greenlanders 
during  the  remainder  of  the  winter ;  and  many  ftirrings, 
to  us  joyful,  difcovered  themfelves  among  the  neighbour- 
ing favages,  fo  that  there  were  hopes  of  winning  many 
of  them  as  a  triumph  of  their  Redeemer's  paffion.  Mean 
while  the  ftrftling  Samuel,  after  he  had  aiuduoufly  help- 
ed in  the  tranflations,  .and  made  a  couple  of  blefled  vi- 
fits  to  the  heathen  in  company  of  the  miffionaries,  haft- 
cned  to  his  happy  exit.  I  will  briefly  recite  their  own 
word's  concerning  it  out  of  their  Diary. 

"  In  February  we  have  been  diligently  at  work:  in 
V  tranflating  the  harmony  of  the  four  evangelifts.  Sa- 
"  ouiel  and  Sarah  have  anlfted  us  faithfully  therein,  and 
"  at  the  fame  time  the  words  of  our  Saviour  have  prov- 
**  ed  very  lively  to  their  own  hearts.  We  ditcourfe  with 
**  them  every  day  about  fome  truth  or  other,  becaufe 
"  they  can  illuftrate  them  to  others  better  than  we, 
"  which  'we  often  hear  them  do  to  our  furprize.  Sa- 
"  muel  has  alio  been  twice  abroad  to  tell  the  heathen 
**  fometbing  of  Jefus  the  friend  of  tinners.  They  would 
"not  hear  him  the  firft  time,  but  turned  his  difcourfo 
*'  into  ridicule.  He  came  home  with  grief,  and  pray- 
"  ed  our  Saviour  with  tears  to  look  in  mercy  upon  his 
**  and  his  country  people's  mifery.  Soon  after,  he  went 
•*  to  Kangek,  and  found  fome  hearers  full  of  deftre, 
H  whom  he  told  with  alacrity,  how  good  it  was  to  be. 
*'  long 
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<*  long  to  Jefits.  We  rejoiced  with  him  at  the  grace  out 
"  Saviour  had  beftowed  on  him.  On  the  18th  he  was 
.*«  uncommonly  affected  in  a  converiatiori  about  the 
**  blood  of  Jcfus,  and  hia  love  in  finners.  The  21ft  hfc 
"  was  taken  tick  of  a  cough,  attended  with  pleuritic 
"  flitches.  We  fpoke  with  him  of  the  tranfitorinefs  of 
**  this  momentary  life,  which  fliould  induce  us  to  refign 
"  our  (elves  daily  into  our  Saviour's  hands.  During  our 
"  difcourfe  he  grew  fo  faint,  that  he  could  neither  hear 
**  nor  fee.  We  prayed  with  him,  and  during  the  prayer 
"  he  came  again  to  himfelf,  .and  directly*  began  binueif 
"  to  pray  in  the  mid  ft  of  the  mod  acute  pains  lb  heartily 
"and  confidently,  that  We  and  all  the  Greenlanders 
**.  Handing  about  him  were  amazed.  After  that  he  found 
"  fome  mitigation.  The  15th  it  feized  him  again  1b  vio- 
"  lently, 'that  his  breath  was  often  quite  ftopped.  Yet 
"  amidft  the  greateft  agonies,  his  carriage  and  mien  was 
"  compofed  and  (olid,  and  when  his  oomeftics  would 
*'  talk  any  thing  to  him  about  earthly  affairs,  he  defired 
**  them  not  to  encumber  his  heart  with  fuch  things,  far 
"  he  had  our  Saviour  coaftandy  in  his  heart  and  mindv 
"  When  they  once  began  to  weep,  he  faid :  Don't  be 
"  grieved  about  me;  have  you  not  often  heard  that  be- 
**  lievers,  when  they  die,  go  Co  our  Saviour,  and  par- 
»6  take  of  his  eternal  joy  r  You  know  that  I  am  the  firft 
"  of  you  that  was' converted  by  our  Saviour,  and  now  fc 
«  is  his  will 'that  Iftiall  bethefirft  togo  lo  him.  Ifyou 
"  are  faithful  to  the  end,  we  fhall  fee  one  another  again 
**  before  the  throne  of  the  Lamb,  and  rejoice  for  ever  at 
"  the  grace  he  has  conferred  upon  us.  In  the  mean 
"  time  he  will  know  how  to  provide  food  for  you  all, 
«*  and  particularly -for  my  wife."  Then  he  entreated  ui 
**  to  take  the  charge  of  her,  and  the  reft  that  he  left  be- 
11  hind,  both  fpiritually  and  temporally,  and  efpeci&Ify 
•*  of  his  fon  Matthew,  who  was  not  yet  returned  from 
**  the  fouth,  and  of  one  of  the  two  little  Ions  that  were 
**  born  to  him  the  ift  of  laft  January ;  he  defired  ut  to 
**  look  upon  thefe  two  as  our  own  children,  and  to  keep 
"  them  here  in  cafe  his  wife  fhould  remove  from  us. 
"  Then  we  prayed  with  htm,  and  fung  fome  hymns, 
ff  and  he  could  join  fometimes  in  finging.  The  26A 
*'  we  fpoke  to  him  about  (he  Lamb  of  God,  how  he  had 
"'  "  borne 
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**  tome  oar  fins  ^nd  the  fins  of  die  whole  world,  and 
«*  that  heprayed  and  nveated  blood  in  the  great  anguifh. 
**  rf  his  fdul;  to  redeem  us*  from  everlafting  pain  and 
"  artguifti.'  He  laid ;  he  knew  very  well  that  his  paia 
*•  Was  nothing  to  what  our  Saviour  had  endured  for 
w  him,  and .  he  believe]  too.  that  he  had  not  only  de- 
"  ferved  much  greater  bodily  pain  for  his  wicked  life, 
**  but  eternal  damnation  befides ;  yet  he  rmnry  believed 
m  that  the  Son  of  God  became  man  and  fined  his  Mood 
*'  to  deliver  him  from  all  fin,  and  to  procure  eternal 
**  life  for  hmi.  The  27th  we  fpoke  to  him  on  Matt. 
X.  22.  He  that  tndnrtth  to  ike  aid,  jhcAl  bt  fautd.  He 
"'  was  very  touch  cheated  by  it,  and  told  us  that  every 
41  thing  be  had  heard  in  the  days  of  his  health,  was 
**  now  much  clearer  to  his  heart.  He  was  much  weak- 
"  er  in  the  afternoon ;  all  the  fix  days  he  had  conftant- 
**  ly  fat  upright,  becaufe  he  could  not  move  for  excef- 
•*  five  pain.  The  Danifli  miffionary  vifited  him  to-day, 
•*  as  indeed  he  had  done  every  day,  and  fpoke  to  him, 
"  becaufe  he  acknowledged  the  grace  our  Saviour  had 
n  endowed  him  with,  and  loved  him  very  much.  Now 
w  juft  as  we  were  fpeaking  with  him  of  the  goodnefs  of 
"  the  Lord,  he  bowed  his  head  and  refted  it  upon  his 
**  hands,  as  if  he  had  a  mind  to  deep.  But  we  foon 
"  perceived  that  he  was  near  his  departure ;  therefore 
M  we  kneeled  down,  and  committed  his  foul  to  the  arms. 
*'  of  Jefiis.  His  wife  Anna  and  bis  brother  Kuyayak 
**  were  very  reugned,  quite  contrary  to  the  cuftom  of 
"  the  Greenland ers,  and  defied  us  to  bury  him  accor- 
•"  ding  to  the  maimer  of  believers.  Accordingly  we 
"  carried  his  corpfe  into  our  houfe,  drefled  it  in  white 
"  and  laid  it  in  a  coffin.  The  28th  the  miffionaries, 
"  faftors,  boatmen  and  Greenlanders  of  the  colony 
n  came  hither  to  his  interment.  Firft  we  fung  feme 
**  hymns,  that  ufed  to  make  a  particularimprefEon  upon. 
**  the  deceafed.  After  a  difcourfe  on  John  v.  24—20, 
*'  four  Greenland  boys  carried  his  remains  to  our  new 
**  burying-place,  which  was  at  the  fame  time  confe- 
"  crated  with  this  tranfadion.  At  the  grave  one  of  tha 
"  Danifli  miffionaries  gave  a  ftiort  exhortation  to  the 
**  company  pre  lent,  on  the  words  :  lam  tbt  Ttfwreffie* 
"  m4  the  life,  &c.  and  told  them  that  a  believer  does. 
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"  not  die,  but  at  his  departure  begins  truly  to  live,  and 
"  lives  for  evermore.  Then  we  kneeled  down  upon  the 
"  {how  under  the  canopy  of  the  firmament,  and  gave 
"  back  to  our  Saviour  this  our  firftling,  with  our 
"  bounden  thanks  for  the  grace  he  had  imparted  to  us 
"  and  this  our  happily  departed  brother,  fuice  we  had 
*'  been  acquainted  together.  The  Greenlanders  won- 
*'  dered  at  all  that  they  faw  and  heard,  becaufe  it  it 
"  perfectly  contrary  to  their  way  for  people  to  be  fo 
"  willing,  active  and  affectionate  in  the  laft  offices  to  a 
"  corpfe,  except  it  is  their  ncareft  relation. 

"  Now,  tenderly  beloved  brethren,  you  may  eaiily 
«'  imagine  how  it  was  with  us  at  this  event.  Should  we 
"  contult  our  reafbn  about  it,  we  fhould  certainly  not. 
*'  know  what  to  think.  For  we  know  belt,  what  a 
.**  jewel  and  what  a  help  our  late  brother  has  been  to  us, 
.**  efpccially  in  tran  dating,  for  we  needed  but  to  tell  him 
«*  a  verie  with  half  Greenland  words,  and  he  knew 
"  directly  how  to  model  it  according  to  the  Greenland 
«*'  idiom.  We  have  vifibly  perceived  this  winter  that 
*'  our  Saviour  accelerated  his  confummation.  He  was  a 
<«  lively  active  witnefs  among  his  people,  and  anointed, 
*'  feiious  and  (olid  both  in  his  difcourfes  and  prayers. 
«  We  have  feen  that  his  teftimony  has  been  a  bleffing 
"  to  many  fouls,  and  have  perceived  by  thefequel,  that 
"  even  through  his  going  home  to  our  Saviour,  more 
"  ftirring  and  life  takes  place  among  the  Green* 
•'  landers." 

This  was  form  difcernible  in  his  widow,  who  often 
recollected  the  words,  of  her  hufband  with  bleffing, 
yielded  more  room  to  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  ana 
gave  real  proofs  that  the  was  not  like  the  other  heathen 
who  have  no  hope.  But  as  the  had  now  no  provider, 
the  brethren  took  her  and  her  children  under  their  care, 
that  want  might  not  drive  her  to  herheatheniih  relations 
before  we  could  ftation  her  in  fome  proper  Greenland 
family  again. 

Samuel's  departure  had  alfo  fome  good  effect  on  his 

brother  Kuyayak,   who  had  hitherto     no  full    mind 

to  be  converted.     u  It  is  true  (faid  he)  I  have  been  as 
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**  yet  undetermined  whether  I  would  remain  with  you 
*'  or  not.  But  fuice  I  have  fecn  how  faithfully  my  bro- 
*'  tber  adhered  to  the  Saviour,  and  how  joyous  his  end 
*  was,  I  very  much  regret,  my  negligence,  that  I  have 
"  not  taken  better  notice  of  the  words  of  our  Saviour  j 
"  but  now  I  am  come  to  a  resolution  to  follow  my 
.*'  brother's  example,  that  I  may  die  with  chearfulneu 
"  when  it  (hall  pleafe  God."  But  alas !  foon  after,  his 
wife  dying,  he  was  again  irreiblute.  Her  end  was  very 
different  from  Samuel's,  for  as  fhc  was  not  endowed 
.with  the  fame  fpirit  in  her  life,  fo  there  was  fuch 
a  glaring  difparity  in  her  ficknefs  and  death,  that  it  was 
confpicuous  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  Greenlanders,  and 
animated  them  to  a  zealous  emulation  of  Samuel's  in- 
itructive  example.  Only  it  had  not  this  effect  upon  her 
hufband.  In  the  %ring  he  went  with  his  family  to  the 
Sands,  as  all  the  Greenlanders  are  wont  to  do  for  their 
livelihood.  The  rarewel  was  attended  with  tears  on 
both  fides.,  he  as  well  as  all  the  reft  promued  to  trunk 
frequently  on  what  they  had  heard  during  the  winter. 
When  he  came  on  a  viflt,  he  allured  them  that  he  had 
not  yet  forgot  it;  and  that  word  particularly  recurred 
often  to  his'  mind,  that  Jefus  had  fhed  his  blood  for 
finners.  He  came  alio  according  to  promife,  and  lived 
the  following  winter  with  the  brethren ;  but  as  to  his 
converfion  it  came  to  nothing,  for  the  next  year  he  went 
quite  away  towards  the  norm,  and  on  the  way  he  loft 
his  lift.         ■ 

Of  his  fon  Kuanak  they  had  better  hopes,  but  alfo 
more  trouble  about  him  becaufe  of  the  inconftancy  of 
his  father.  He  was  a  boy  of  a  bafhful  but  childlike 
mind,  {hewed  a  hearty  love  to  our  Saviour  and  to  thofe 
that  believed,  and  was  often  foen  alone  at  prayer.  He 
was  indeed  obliged  to  go  with  his  father  to  the  iflands 
for  food,  but  fetdom  mined  an  opportunity  of  vifiting 
his  teachers,  who  found  fo  much  the  greater  deiire  in 
him  after  the  wor.d  of  life,  the  more  he  learnt  to  difcern 
the  difference  between  believers  and  unbelievers.  "  I 
"  am  often  quite  anxious  ((aid  he)  among  the  heathens, 
"  therefore  I  implore  our  Saviour  to  give  me  grace  and 
"  -  ftrength,  that  I  may  never  ftray  from  htm  1  fori  can 
**  find  reft  no  where,  but  when  I  call  myfclf  at  Jefus'i 

Voi.  II.  B  "  feet, 
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*'  feet,  and  lay  my  heart  before  him  in  the -condition  It 
«*  is  in."  .He  had  a  great  dehre  to  have  flayed  with  his 
teachers,  but  was  obliged  at  laft  to  follow  his  father  on 
his  voyage  to  the  north,  and  after  his  death' lie  carnfc 
back  as  a  poor crippl*.  .  -' 

Grace  difplayed  itfelf  powerfully  even  oil  refraclof* 
aoVerJaries.  Okutfuk  the  Tingle  woman,  who  had  re- 
turned fuch  an  impudent  anfwer  to  the  reproof  grveTt 
her  for  lying,  anil  had  loft  herielf  this-  fummer  among 
the  lavages,  having  been  a  fpedtator of  Saifmel'sedifylng 
exit,  came  again  and  laid,  That  though  flue  hud  been 
ever  fince  among  the  heathen,  yet  fhe  had  been  deeply 
convinced  of  her.  mtfery,  arid  had  now  an  ardent  defire 
to  experience  the  power  of  Jefus's  Mood  in  her  heart; 
and  to  be  baptized.  She  perfevered  in  ibis  mind  with 
great  zeal,  and  at  laft  forfook  her  great  and  wealthy 
family,  and  came  again  in  the  winter  to  the  believers.  - 
.  The  faithfulriefs  of  Ippegau  in  felling  the  brethren 
victuals  at  the  time  of  their  extreme  dhtrefs  -five  years 
ago,  was  requited  him  in  his  children.  His  daughter. 
who  lived  at  the  colony,  was  very  powerfully  laid  hold 
of,  could  feldom  hear  an  exhortation  without  tears,  and 
earneftly  longed  that  our  Saviour  would  be  gracious  to 
her,  and  warn  away  her  fins  with  his  blood  *, 

Such  inftances  of  heathens  of  both  fexes,  in  whom 
the  grace  of  our  Saviour  demonftrated  its  power,  excited 
the  reft  to  come  oftner  tt> 'vrfit  us,  and  to  give  more 
diligent  heed  to  the  preaching  of  the  gofpel,  which  they 
did  with  an  impreffion  from  whence  abundant  fruit 
might  be  expected  in  time.  The  miiSonaries  turned 
this  good  difpofition  to  advantage,  and  made  man/ 
excurfions  to  them.  I  fliall  only  tranferibe  a  compen- 
dium of  one  out  of  thrir-'diary. 

"  As  our  Greenlanders  would  go  to  vifit  their  friends 
**  atKangek  on  the  ioth  of  January,  it  was  thought 
**  proper  that  one  of  us  (hould  go  with  them,  to  inftruc^ 
*'  them  and  the  inhabitants  there.  We  fortunately 
"  came  to  a  place  where  there  were  fix  houfes  and* 

*  twenty  ytan  afttr,  many  *I  this  mu'*  family  and  pofteritj  hw^ 
been  &ae4bj  grate  uti  baptized. 

,  M  many 
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*  many  people.     In  the  evening  I  and  Samuel  *  (poke 

*  with  the  men,  Sarah  of  her  own  accord  accofted  the 
**  women,  and  Kuanak  the  boys.  They  lead  a  quiet 
**  life  here.  The  12th  I  went  to  another  place  where 
**  fourhoufes  ftand.  Wc  fpoke  with  the  people,  and 
**  perceived  a  ftirring  among  them.  But  in  one  houfe 
**  we  could  (peak  nothing,  they  were  quite  taken  up 
"  with  lamentations  over  fomebody  that  was  dead, 
**  The  13th  our  Saviour  gave  me  grace  to  fpeak  of  his 
**  fufferings  with  impreffion.  They  had  a  deal  of  talk 
w  among  themfelves  about  it.  Some  embraced  the  word, 
**  and  were  defiroua  of  hearing  more ,  but  others  fecre tly 
"  murmured  that  we -interrupted  them  in  their  diveriioni. 
**  My  heart  rejoices1'  to  fee  how  our  baptised  people 
"  (batter  abroad  the  .feed  they  have  gathered  at  home ; 
"  and  t  take  notice  that  our  Saviour  blcAes  it.  The  reft 
M  are  badly  off:  They  dan  no  more  «ohlbrt  with  the 
"  heathens,  for  they  are  enlightncd  and.  convinced  by 
**  die  words  they  hear  every  day  ;  ami  yet -they. have  not 
•c  Arangth  enough  to  .break  throu^t,  :  M*ny  of  the 
*'  inhabitants  here  are  wrought  upon.  We  had  a  blef- 
*  fed  convert  at  ion  with  them  till  late  at  night.  The 
**  14th  we  went  to  Kangak  again.  Our  Saviour  gave 
M  us' grace  to  (hew  me  heathen  fundamentally  the  true. 
"  ftale  of  their  hearts.  Some conffcfled  the-" roguery  of 
M  «heir  legerdemain,  and  Kaffiak  the  great  conjurer  f 
**  fcegifts  to  be  afhamed.  In  the  evening  one  of  them 
**  began  to  fing  and  dance.  I  went  to  him  and  alked 
**  him,  if  he  knew  what  our  Saviour  had  done  to  redeem 
«  us  i  He  faid,  No !  Then  I  told  him,  that  he  had 
"  permitted  his  hands  and  feet  to  be  pierced  through 
**  with  nails,  and  that  people  put  vinegar  and  gall  to  his 
**  mouth  to  drink,  that  he  might  do  penance  for  our  fin- 
"  ful  abufe  of  our  members,  and  confecrate  them  for 
**  his  fervice,  tsJV.  At  this  he  was  abafhed.  I  fpoke 
u  with  the  people  all  the  evening  upon  this  ilibject,  and 
"  felt  well  among  them.  The  igth  mere  was  a  par- 
**  ticular  motion  of  grace  among  the  men,  as  I  fpoke  to 
**  them  of  the  atonement  by  the  blood  of  Chrift.     The 

■  Atthtt  time  Samuel  wu.ftill  alive, 
■f  One  of  hit  fons  ii  now  bap ti  ltd. 
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"  16th  I  vifited  in  another  place.  The  Kangek  people 
"  always  think,  that  all  muft  be  read  out  of  a  book,  and 
"  when  we  come,  they  afk  directly  where  our  books  are. 
"  Sarah  told  them,  the  Holy  Ghoft  was  the  beft  fehool- 
*'  mailer ;  if  he  rales  in  the  heart,  and  makes  the  word 
"  of  God  to  become  truth  in  one's  foul,  then  a  perfen 
. "  can  alio  (peak  without  book.  In  Tettamak's  houfe* 
**  powerful  effefls  of  grace  were  felt,  and  fome  confefted 
**  that  they  were  corrupt  and  wanted  a  Saviour.  Qn 
"  the  j  8th  was  a  violent  fiorm,  which  drove  in  the 
. "  windows,  and  blew  many  things  belonging  to  their 
"  boats  into  the  fea.  I  defcribed  to  them  our  Saviour's 
."  omnipotence,  and  how  he  could  make  a  final  end  of 
"  them  and  all  creatures  in  a  moment :  But  he  would 
**  wait  longer  for  their  conversion,  becaufe  he  loved  their 
"  fouls,  and  mull  have  multitudes  mare  as  the  reward 
*'  of  his  fufferings.  Some  of  them  denied  me  to  pray  for 
"  the  averting  of  the  ltorm.  I  told  them,  if  they  were 
*'  afraid,  they  (hould  pray  themielves.  They  replied, 
«  they  could  not;  and  I  added,  I  would  not,  becaufe  I 
"  thought  it  was  our  Saviour's  good  pleafure  that  -* 
"  ltorm  mould  rage  once.  The  ifth  fome  of  them 
."  viiited  me.  I  put  them  in  mind  how  many  years  mey 
"  had  heard  of  God,  and,  as  they  pretended,  believed 
'«'  in  him  and  called  upon  him  in  their  diftrefs :  But  they 
"  had  (till  no  right  knowledge  ofjefus,  and  thereafoo 
J*  of  his  coming  into  the  world,  and  what  he  had  pur- 
"  chafed  for  us  by  his  fufFerings  and  blood-fhedding,  and 
"  much  lefs  had  they  any  vital  experience  of  it,  but 
*'  .would  rather  hear  of  other  things  than  this  one  thing 
"  needful.  They ,  acknowledged  it  to  be  true,  defired 
«'  more  inftm&ion,  and  begged  that  when  we  could  not 
"  come  ourfelves,  we  would  often  lend  Samuel  to  in- 
"  ftrudt  them.  The  20th  I  fpoke  of  our  Saviour's  rc- 
"  furrection,  and  counfelled  them  to  arife  from  the  fieep 
"  of  fin.  It  affected  them,  and  many  refolved  to  go 
"  with  us,  to  get  more  information  about  our  Saviour. 
"  In  the  evening  Samuel  fpoke  with  peculiar  energy  of 
'.'  the  bleeding  Reconciler,  who  -yielded  up  his  members 
*'  to  fuch  a  painful  death,  that  we  mould  not  employ  our 

■  A  noted  forttrcr  and  munlerer,  whore  children  in  pretefi  of  time  were 
Mliued  and  uved. 
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**  members  any  more  in  the  Tervice  of  fin,  but  as  inftni- 
**  ments  of  rigli  teoufnefs  all  the  days  of  our  lives.  The 
"  23d  the.  weather  was  ftormy.  Now  as  they  had  no 
*'  visuals,  I  told  them  that  God.  did  not  willingly 
"  affli&and  grieve  the  children  of  men,  but  only  to  roufe 
•'  them  to  rene£Hon,  that  they  might  loole  through  his 
"  works  to  hhnlelf,  thank  him  for  his  gifts,  and  not 
**  abufe  them  in  fin  and  luxury.  The  24th  I  reminded 
"  them  once  more 'of  all  that  they  had  heard  of  the  love 
*'  of  our  Saviour  to  their  fouls  during  this  laft  fortnight, 
*'  recommended  them,  to  his  grace,  and  invited  thofe 
*'  that  had  a  pleafure  in  hearing  God's  word  to  vifit  us. 
**  And  one  family  did  follow  us  to  our  home."

Among  thefe  "was-  an  unmarried  Greenlander,  called 
Arbalik,  in  whom  the  grace  of  our  Saviour  had  greatly 
difplayed  itfelf,,  and  as  he  was  of  abrifk  temper  and 
bright  genius,  the  Brethren  had  good  hopes  that  the 
Lord  would  prepare  him  in  time  for  an  ufeful  inftrument 
among-  his  people.  But  he  could  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
inftruction  only  two  months,  after  which  he  was  obliged 
to  follow  the  head  of  the  houfe  and  his  family  a  great 
way  off,  a  hunting  and  fifhing ;  and  now  time  mud  (hew 
whether  this  fcholar  of  grace  would  prefent  bimfelf  again 
foon,  or  many  years  hence,  or  never  any  mote.  Thus 
they  were  always  obliged  to  fbw  in  hope,  and  to  leave  it 
to  the  Lord  of  the  harveft  when  and  how  they  mould 
reap  the  fruit ;  for  as  yet  they  could  not  fee  how  the 
roving  Greenlanders  could  be  accuftomed  to  fettle  and 
dwell  together,  But  their  hopes  of  this  youth  were  foon 
revived,  for  he  miffed  no  opportunity  of  vifiting  his 
teachers,  and  as  faft  as  he  could,  he  extricated  htmfelf 
and  his  mother  from  the  houfe-company  they  lived  with, 
and  came  to  the  brethren  intirely.  They  received  thefe 
two  people  with  joy,  made  them 'a  tent,  and  lodged 
Samuel's  widow,  her  children,  and  Sarah  with  them, 
and  thefe  Arbalik  was  to  maintain  as  their  provider. 
Afterwards  when  he  made  an  excurfion  to  the  iflands 
with  his  family  for  provision,   he  did  not  conceal  the. 

frace  he  had  enjoyed,  but  rejoiced  when  he  found  hungry 
earts  among  the  heathen  to  hear  him ;  yet  at  the  fame

time  lamented  that  he  himfelf  was  ftill  To  wretched  and 
ignorant. 

§  5- 

This  was  die  only  family  that  dwelt  this  fummer  with 
the  brethren.  But  in  October  three  numerous  families 
took  up  their  winter-quarters  there,  moft  of  whom  had  an 
eaineft  deiire  after  a  Saviour.  The  brethren  did  their  belt 
to  teach  and  ground  them  in  the  do&rines  of  the  gofpel  * 
and  in  this  the  tranilation  of  the  harmony  of  the  evange- 
fifts,  which  was  finished  this  month,  was  of  eminent  fer- 
vice.  A  difcourfe  on  John  vii.  iy.  If  any  man  will  do  his 
toil!,  btjbttli  knew  of  tot  dulhim  whither  it  be  of  Gad,  was 
premifed  as  a  preparative  to  the  daily  reading  and  ex- 
pounding of  the  Words  or  Sayings  of  Jefus,  which  was 
rarely  done  without  benefit ;  and  they  afterwards  Taw  ma- 
nifold tokens  of  its  bleffing.  And  that  the  Green!  an  tiers 
in  tempeftuous  weather,  when  frequently  no  one  can  put 
their  head  out  of  doors,  might  not  be  destitute  of  the 
means  of  edification,  the  brethren  committed  a  family- 
meeting  to  Arbalik  and  Kuanak,  in  which  they  fhould 
fing,  pray,  and  repeat  the  infiru&ions  they  had  heard  to 
their  people  ;  and  this  alio  had  its  ufe. 

The  children  had  a  fchool  begun  again,  and  this  time 
there  were  eight  in  number.  A  new  ftirring  was  perceiv- 
ed among  them,  they  fpoke  of  the  ftate  of  their  hearts  as 
far  as  their  underftanding  reached,  and  often  with  much 
more  feeling  than  the  adult.  Kuanak 's  iifter,  twelve 
years  old,  was  deeply  touched  by  the  word  of  Jefus's  Paf- 
iion,  and  fometimes  of  her  own  accord  took  the  children 
together,  fpoke  to  them,  and  prayed  with  them  fo  hearti- 
ly, that  the  brethren  could  not  hear  it  without  joy  and 
refpeft.  Once  when  two  of  the  teachers  were  dange- 
roully  fick,  the  children  came  much  to  them,  kneeled 
down  by  their  beds,  and  prayed  with  tears  to  our  Saviour 
that  he  would  Iparc  them  longer  to  them;  and  their  pray* 
ers  were  heard. 

}  6. 
But  as  the  number  of  the  brethren  was  diminifhed  by 
Matthew  Stach's  laft  yew's  vifit  to  the  congregation,  and 
as  it  was  reduced  ililljrnaller  this  year  by  the  departure  of

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"  .*"  Rmt<oN  or  Niw^BekrnhU'V  ty+r.'  ,ij 
Chriftign  Margraf  to  Germany,  nrbo  was  ofen  ficfc,  and 
feefides  could  not  learn  the  language-;  therefore  ..Dm/d 
Sbtuider,  a  Moravian,  was  font  to  aniftthem  in  their  fe- 
cular  avocations  for  a  year,  .but  if  he  found  an  inclina- 
tion and  could  learni  the  .Greenland  language,  it  lhould 
be  at  his  option  to  ftay  there.      ...    - 

A  Greenland  boy  and  a  Tingle  woman,  whom  Mr.  Paul 
Egedetook  with  him  lafl  year  from  Chriftian's-Hope, 
came  back  with  the  fhip.     The  boy  was  our  Arbalik's 

-  brother,  and  would  gladly  have;fta.ved  with  him,  but  he 
was  directed  to  the  miffionary  Mr.  Drachart  at  the 
colony. 

,  ,  Though  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  give  a  complete  ac- 
■oount  of  the  Danilh  million,  for  want  of  adequate  and 
authentic  memoirs,  yet  I  cannot  omit  giving  feme  account 
here  of  the  neighbourly  friendmip  and  mutual  iervices 
between  this  Danifh  ana  die  German  mimonaries.  This 
.miffionary  'came  into  the  country  With  two  catechifis  In 
1739.  By  fome  particular  monuments  of  grace  amorfg 
our  Green  landers,  he  was  induced  to  enter  into  a  clofer 
acquaintance-  with  the  brethren,  -  conferred  often  with 
them  about  the  belt  method  of  reaching  the  hearts  of  the 
heathen,  vifited  them  often  in  company  with  them,  and 
as  the  event  teftified,  not  without  a  bleffing.  He  alfo 
believed  it  could  not  be  wrong,  nor  any  diminution. to  hjs 
office  and  church-order,  if  he  delired  their  alMance  in 

-  die  preparations  for  bapttfm,  lb  as  they  made  ufe  of  his 
afEftance  on  the  like  occafions  of  ihcirs.     He  poured  out 

■  his  grief  to  them,  whenever  he  did  not  directly  fee  all 
-that  fruit  from  his  labour  which  he  wifhed  for;  though 

the  brethren  faw  apparently  that  the  Lord  was  with  him, 
for  they  could  point  out  to  him  many  a  foul  among  his 
flock  of  Gree  11  landers,  that  had  not  only  a  dictated  head- 
knowledge,  but  a  true  defire  after  grace  in  the  blood  of 

-  Jems,  though  they  were  not  yet  quite  (tedfalt  and  im- 

■  moveable.  Now  as  he  delired  their  counfel  according  to 
.their  infight  and  experience,  theyadvifed  him  not  to  aim 
-fo  much  at  having  a  great  number,  as  at  bringing  thofe 
■that  were  awakened  by  the  word  to  a  true  foundation  and 
,  vital  knowledge,  and  therefore,  betides  the  general  and 

■  perfona!  in  ft  ructions,  to  promote  fellowlhip  alfo  among 
thole  few,  that  fo  when  he  could  not  be  with  them,  they 
.     ■       .  B  4  might 
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might  incite  and  encourage  one  another,  and  Spread  their 
petitions  before  our  Saviour.  He  difcerned  the  propriety 
of  this  counfel,  and  its  benefit  and  ufefhewed  itfelf  plain- 
er from  year  to  year. 

The  brethren  clofe  the  diary  of  this  year  with  thefe 
words:  "Now,  dear  brethren,  you  will  fee  pretty 
"  clearly  by  rhefc  accounts  what  our  Saviour  hath  done 
"  for  us  as  well  as  the  Greenlanders  hitherto.  We  find 
a  in  reality  matter  enough  to  adore  him  for  his  mercy, 
"  and  for  the  proofs  of  his  grace  and  glory :  Yet  when 
"  we  examine  ourfelves  before  his  face,  we  muft  confeft 
"  with  forrow  and  humiliation  that  we  are  poor  in  truth. 
*'  But  we  pray  to  be  poorerand  viler  in  bur  own  eyes,  if 
"  we  are  only  ftronger  in  the  blood  of'  the  Lamb,  that 
*'  we  may  labour  among  the  heathen  with  courage  and 
«*  faith,  till  a  flock  of  Greenlanders  fail  down  with  us 
"  and  adore  at  the  feet  of  the  Lamb  of  God,  who  bled 
"  to  death  for  us.  He  hath  laid  it,  he  will  do  it,  and  we 
*'  believe  it." 


The  Tenth  Year  174.2. 
§  1. 

MATTHEW  Stach,  the  nuffionary  that  had  been 
longed  here,  who  went  two  years  ago  to  Ger- 
many, returned  this  year  with- his  wife,  and  brought 
another  brother  with  him  to  take  care  of  the  children. 
When  he  went  from  hence,  he  arrived  juft  opportunely, 
in  December,  to  the  fynod  of  the  brethren's  church  in 
Marienbbm,  and  thus  could  deliver  in  to  the  convocated 
fervants  of  the  church  a  verbal  account  of  the  million  in 
Greenland.  Not  long  after  he  accompanied  the  Count  in 
his  journey  to  Geneva :  In  bis  return  through  Switzer- 
land, Wittenberg,  and  Franconia,  he  rejoiced  our  friends* 
as  well  as  afterwards  his  old  acquaintance  in  Herrnhut, 
with  his  vifit  and  relation,  and  abode  the  reft  of  the  rum- 
mer in  Wetterayia.  December  12,  1741,  being  in  Ma- 
rienborn,  he  was  ordained  a  prieft  by  Polycarp  Miller, 
then  biihop  of  the  brethren,  and  loon  after  fet  out  on  his 
return  to  Greenland, 

January 
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Relation  of  New-Herrnhct  1742*'      »s 

January  24,  1742,  he  prefented  an  humble  petition  at 
Copenhagen,  requeuing  the  abrogation  of  iome  galling 
reftri&ions  both  in- their  iecular  ana  fpiritual  proceedings, 
and  the  worthy  college  of  minions  having  delivered  in 
their  fentiments,  he  was  honoured  with  a  moft  gracious 
ediCi,  dated  March  16,  1742)  fully  to  his  fatisfadlion  ; 
in  which,  among  other  things,  are  the  following  wards 
in  Daniih,  relating  to  his  ordination,  and  his  minifterial 
office  refting  upon  it :  At  vi  aUtrnaatig/}  villi,  at  Jmu 
erdimtrtdt  Matthaeus  Stach  moot  btrefta-  vtere  it  Gran- 
hndjke  Mterijit  Bradtris  ordentligt  L*rer,  eg  i  dm  qtmlitt' 
ferretU  Daahm  eg  aUt  hi  dtHium  forfaldtndt  A&us  Minif- 
teriales,  &c.  In  English  thus :  <(  It  is  our  gracious 
"  will,  that  the  now  ordained  Matthew  Stach  fha.11  be 
*'  henceforward  the  regular'  teacher  of  the  Greenland 
"  Moravian  brethren,  and  in  that  quality  may  admi- 
"  nifter  baptifrn,  and  all  minifterial  a£b  ufual  among 
"  them,"&c. 

April  23  he  fet  fail  for  Greenland,  but  contrary  winds' 
retarded  his  landing  til!  July  17.  He  brought  (brae  build- 
ing materials  to  enlarge  their  houfe,  which  was  become 
too  fmall  for  their  dwelling,  and  efpecially  for  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Greenranders.  But  the  brethren  were  obliged 
to  defer  the  building  for  awhile,  and  in  the  mean  tune 
two  of  them  moved  into  a  Greenland-houfe,  that  the  , 
natives  might  have  room  for  their  meetings  in  the  Euro- 
pean houfe.  About  this  time  a  fire  broke  out  in  it  dur- 
ing a  violent  ftorm,  but  he  who  commands  the  elements 
gracioufly  averted  any  devastation. 

Daniel  Shneider  Went  away  with  this  ihip  on  his  re- 
turn. The  brethren  would  have  liked  if  be  had  ftayed 
there  another  year,  becaufe  they  had  various  fcruples 
about  this  voyage ;  but  as  he  had  no  exprefs  inftru&iott 
from  the  congregation  to  ftay,  and  as  he  could  not  adapt 
himfelf  to  the  Greenland  way  of  living,  they  difinifled 
him  in  peace.  From  the .  fouthern  colony  Frederic's- 
Hope,  where  the  captain  was  obliged  to  unload  fonts 
things,  he  lent  word  that  he  was  well.  But  iince  that 
time  neither  he  nor  the  (hip  was  ever  heard  of.  :  This 
was  the  only  brother  that  was  caft  away  in  the  many 
voyages  to  and  from  Greenland,  though  thefc  feat  are 
overipread  with  danger,  on  account  of  the  frightful 
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ice,  and  numbers  of  fhips  peiiftied  by  it  in  the  firft 
years. 

§2. 
During  the  two  years  of  the  miflionary  S  tach's  abfence, 
vmI  y  one  Greenland  woman  had  partook  of  bapttfra. 
But  yet  the  doflrine  of  Jefus  had  evidenced  its  efficacy, 
and  stirred  up  many  fouls,  from  whom  they  proauJod 
themiejvos  a  plentiful  harveft  by  and  by.  Many  Green- 
lander*  indeed  removed  /nam  thefe  parts  towards  the 
north,  and  perfuaded  the  late  Samuel's  brother  Kuyayak 
(as  mentioned  already)  to  go  with  them,  and  conie- 
quently  his  ion,  bis  daughter  and  fervant-maid  weie 
.obliged  to  go  too,  though  they  were  ftrongly  laid  hold  of 
and  would  have  been  glad  to  have  flayed.  Bat  this 
vacancy  of  hearers  was  (oon  filled  up,  and  the  diftriil 
fupplied  with  new  inhabitants.  Among  theft  were  two 
<rf  Samuel's  relations,  and.feveral  more  of  thoft  to  whom 
he  fled  after  his  baptifm.  Thefe  informed  us  that  he  had 
told  them  many  things  about  Jefus,  which  though  -they 
did  not  then  undnHfewid*  yet  they  had  often  pondered 
upon,  and/they  fad  they  were  now  come  into  this  neigh- 
bourhood to  he  better  inftrucled-  And  it  was  evident 
that  tb.de  were  not  empty  words,  for  many  of  them  wene 
jnotikisiied  onlywith  the  meetings,  but  came  ftogly  to  bear 
tne-re  of  Jefus  Had  his. redemption,  and  they  gene  nib/ 
accompanied  the  convention  with  this  rtjuculatron  :  "  0 
-"  that  God  would  open  my  eyes,  and  purge  my  ears,  that . 
*',!  might  rightly  underftand  this  matter  and  be  happy." 

It  is  true,  they  were  not  all  of  this  mind,  for  the 
ibvthlanders  in  general  are  a  very  uncivilized  people  and 
Vaftly  tenacious  of  their  heathoniia  cufloms.  There  was 
one  of  their  boat  and  tent-comrades,  called  Nauagiak, 
whom  they  no  more  liked  becaufe  his  mind  was  turned 
from  their  ways,  and  therefore  they  lecrctly  left  him  bet- 
bind  them  no  land,  when  they  .rowed  off.  He  ojune  with 
his  family  directly  to  the  brethren,  and  it  .was  fom  per- 
ceived.that  there  was  a  work  of  grace  going  forward  io 
thair  hearts,  and  that  they  were  rejected  by  the  world  in 
osder  to.  be  partakers  of  a  better  inheritance,  fo  as  it  had 
been  with  Samuel  and  his  family. 

Even  external  di&flers  brought  fame  to  mare  confidera- 

Hon,  and  made  them  aefeous  of  hearing  God's  word 

again. 
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IRelatum  oe  Niw-Herxwhut-  1742.  ay 
again.  Once  when  they  sfked  an  old  acquaintance, 
whether  he  ftill  knew  what  Was  told  him  at  his  laft  vifit  ? 
he  anfwered:  Yes,  he  knew  ftill  what  th«y  told  hint 
about  one  Jefus,  whom  bis  malicious  country-men  had 
fattened  up  with  nails  to  a  piece  of  wood j  and  added, 
that  a  little  while  ago  he  overfct  in  his  kaiak,  and  could 
pat  recover  himfelf,  and  as  he  lay  under  the  water,  he 
thought :  Now  I  muft  die,  and  my  foul  will  probably  go 
down  to  the  bad  fpirit.  But  he  cried  in  his  inmoft  parts : 
*'  O  thou  who  arc  above,  take  my  foul  to  thee."  That 
inftant  came  two  Greenlanders,  and  raifed  him  up. 
Afterwards  whenever  one  told  him,  that  Jefus  was  called 
a  Redeemer  orRefcuer,  who  had  delivered  us  by  his  blood 
from  fin  and  eternal  death,  and  gladly  helps  all  that  call 
upon  his  name;  he  would  cry  out:  O  that  great 
ReJcuer! 

§3- 

The  vifits  that  the  mifnonaries  made  either  accidentally 
with  the  factors  and  for  the  fake  of  provifions,  or  exprefsly 
to  fee  the  heathen,  always  fumifhed  opportunities  to  fow 
.  the  good  feed  anew,  or  to  water  what  was  fowed,  and 
(he  Lord  let  them  often  fee  the  footfteps  of  his  benedic- 
tion. The  firft  vhit  was  from  Jan.  30  to  Feb,  7.  They 
met  this  time  with  many  people,  but  few  had  open  ears 
and  hearts.  Yet  they  could  fpeak  of  the  Lord's  death  to 
feme  with  effect.  Thus  a  few  weeks  before,  our  Arbalilc 
had  related  fomething  of  our  Saviour's  dialogue  with  the 
Woman  of  Samaria  to  a  woman  here ;  this  had  fuch 
effect  upon  her,  that  fhe  now  enquired  with  longing  after 
that  living  water  for  all  that  thirft.  This  prelented  an 
opportunity  to  fpeak  more  amply  with  her  and  fome  other 
attentive  hearers,  about  believing  in  Jefus  who  was 
crucified,  and  is  the  true  God  and  eternal  life,  and  to 
explain  to  them  the  type  of  the  bracen  ferpent,  and  the 
exclamation  of  John:  Btbddthe  Lamb  afGod,  &c.  It 
was  always  perceived  that  they  were  particularly  affected,' 
When  one  fpoke  to  them  of  our  Saviour's  bloody  fweat 
and  his  wounds.  "  And  as  our  own  hearts  (the  brethren 
**  write)  were  uncommonly  enflamed  by  it,  the  words 
*'  came  fo  fluently  that  the  one  wondered  at  the  other's  gift 
**  ofeKpreffing  himfelf.  All  the  glory  appertains  tothe*

"  Spirit  of  God,  it  was,  he  that  in  the  hearts  of  the 
"  heathens  caft  a  divine  light  on  our  wretched  ftammer- 
"  ing.  But  efpecialty  was  the  heart  of  the  abovemention- 
*'  ed  woman  opened  like  the  heart  of  Lydia ;  for  though 
"  fhe  had  heard  a  great  deal  from  us  and  our'Sarah  all 
■*  the  day,  vet  (he  lent  her  fon  to  fetch  us  again  in  the 
*'  night  to  her  houfe,  to  tell  her  more.  But  then  we 
"  had  to  do  with  a  forcerer.  He  did  not  deny  that  there 
*'  was  a  God,  that  made  all  things  and  governed  the 
**  world,  but  he  pretended  that  he  alfo  had  received  a 
"  divine  power  from  Torngarfuk,  or,  as  he  exprefled 
*'  himfelf,  he  was  alfo  god,  (not  indeed  over  believers, 
"  his  power  had  no  influence  on -them,  becaufe  they  had  „ 
(C  committed  themfelves  to  the  protection  of  another 
**  God)  but  he  had  a  power  over  all  that  adhered  to 
**  Tomgarfuk,  and  his  art  could  be  of  fervice  to  diem. 
*'  Our  Saviour  gave  us  grace  to  convince  him  before 
* '  them  all,  of  his  wretched  "ami  unhappy  ftate." 

$♦• 
Our .  brethren 'found  in  general  that  the  believing 
Gxeenlanders  had  made  a  good  preparation  for  them 
among  the  heathen ;  for  wherever  they  ranged  for  food, 
they  fpread  the  doctrine  of  Jefus,  and  every  evening  had 
a  meeting  with  thofe  that  ddired  it  for  fpeaking  and  pray- 
ing. They  did  not  always  exprefs  themfelves  quite 
right,  yet  it  was  vifible  that  they  had  attended  with  more 
advertency  to  the  inftrudions,  and  efpecially  to  the  read- 
ing of  the  holy  fcriptu  res,  and  had  imbibed  more,  than 
one  could  have  thought.  Thus  one  of  them  being  afked, 
Why  he  did  not  according  to  euftom  eat  of  the  raw 
flelh,  and  drink  the  warm  blood  of  a  rein-deer  j  nft  fhot  ? 
gave  this  anfwer :  God  had  forbid'  it  his  people  in  the 
law,  and  he  faw  his  teachers  let  the  blood  run  off,  and 
he  would  follow  their  example.  He  gathered  this  purely 
from  the  fcriptural  relation,  for  no  one  had  prescribed  any- 
thing herein  to  the  heathen.  About  ArbaJick's  mother, 
who  died  without  being  baptized,  they  write :  "  While 
**  this  old  Greeenland  woman  was  alive,  it  made  a  great 
"  imprefllon  upon  her  that  our  Saviour  called  fome  at  the 
M  fixth,  fome  at  the  ninth,  and  fome  at  the  eleventh  hour  » 
"  and  flic  faid  repeatedly ;  I  have  been  called  in  the 
"laft 
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. "  laft  hour.  ,  We  could  not  get  to  her  in  her  Gcknefs, 
. "  but  her  youngeft  fan  accompanied  her  departure  into 
*'  eternity  with  affecting  rtconiuieodatory  lingiag  and 
"  prayer."  - 

1  One  of  Mr.  Drachart's  baptized  ones  was  once  obliged  &» 
lodge  all  night  in  a  hotife,  where  above  2  hundred  wcpc 
anemblcd  to  a  dance,  He  knew  not  what  to*lo  to  avoid 
.both  the  temptation  and  the  noife,  but  be, went  out,  tell 
upon  his  knees,  and  begged  our  Saviour  to  uphold  him. 
Then  Ke  went  with  fortitude  into  the  houfe,  and  bid  the 
heathen  be  ftUl,  for  he  had  ibmething  better  to  lay 
to  them;  and  if  they  did  not,  he  would  take  their 
drum  from  them  and  trample  it  under  his  feet.  They 
were  ftill,  and  he  witnened  with  i'uch  power,  that  fome 
of  them  were  very  much  affected.  Nay1  our  Sarah  once 
took  away  their  drum  and  broke  it;  but. afterwards  we 
admonifhed  her  not  to  meddle  with  the  fports  of  the  hea- 
then, but  only  fpeak-  limply  with  thofe  that  liked  to  hear 
of  our  Saviour,  and  for  the  reft  behave  herfelf  quiet.

Thus  zealous  were  the  firft  that  fet  out  in  crmffianitjr* 
both  in  word  and  deed,  to  bring  the  infidels,  off*  from  their 
errors  and  to  lead  them  to  Chriit.  The  miflionariei 
availed  themielves  of  this  to  good  advantage,  becaule 
they  could  not  go  to  the  natives  at  all  times  and  in  all 
places,  and  becaule  alfo  the  heathen  could  not  make 
the  fame  objection  to  the  teftimony  of  their  believing 
country-people,  which  they  had  formerly  made  to  the 
miJSonaries,  and  which  many  ignorant  minds  even  in 
Chriftendom  make  ufe  of  as  an  excute  for  their  luke- 
warm ftate :  "  You  are  another  fort  of  people  than  we  ; 
*'  it  is  your  profeffion,  you  have  fufRcient  time  and  car 
"  pacity  to  meditate  upon  thefe  things."  They  now  be- 
held examples  of  their  equals,  who  had  been  no  better 
than  .they,  and  yet  were  now  become  quite  other  people 
through  the  grace  of  Jefus,  and  freely  fliewed  forth  the 
praifes  of  him  who  had  called  them  out  of  darknefs  into 
his  marvellous  light. 

But  alas  !  how  eafily  does  an  inexperienced  foul  deviate 

into  bye-paths,  as  foon  as  felf-conceit  mingles  itfelf  in  a, 

wejl-meant  thing.     This  betrayed  itfejf  in  our  Green. 

'  landers 
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landers  alfo,  and-'too  often  embittered  the  joy  of  (heir 
■teachers  with  a  tinfture  of  grief.  For  inftance  they  write : 
■■•  We  have  obfemd  for  fome  time  parr,  that  our  Sarah 
"has  been  petulant,  unruly,  and  made  light  of  things,' 
**•  We  reprcfented  it  to  her,  reminded  her  of  the 
: «  grace  our  Saviour  had  beftowed  upon  her,  and  exhorted 
**  her  to  remain  faithful  and  not  to  undervalue  the  blood 
•*  of  Jefus }' Her  heart  fattened,  {he  acknowledged  her 
**  fault,  and  heartily  entreated  our  Saviour  for  forgive- 
'**  nefs  and  grace  to  amend.  But  this  did  not  fhew  itfelf 
'**-  fo  haftily.  Afterwards  we  found,-  that  the  root  from 
■*  whence  thefe  bad  fymptoms  proceeded,  was  lofty 
5*  thoughts  of  herfelf  on  account  of  the  diligence  fhe  had 
w  heftowed'  on  the  heathen,  and  the  bleflmg  attending 
**  it.  We  pointed  out  to  her  the  corruption  of  her  heart, 
■"  and  bid  her  reflect  on  the  deplorable  plight  fhe  was  in, 
*'  when  our  Saviour  firft  fhewed  mercy  to  her,  and  what 
**  fhe  then  felt.  She  burft  out  a  crying,  and  faid  :  Ah 
*'  now  I  plainly  tee],  that  I  have  gradually  departed 
"  from  the  happinefsrl  then  enjoyed,  and  our  Saviour  is 
*'  become  a  ftranger  to  me.  Now  when  I  pray,  I  .find 
"  no  comfort  notwithstanding  In  my  heart,  and  it  is  as 
"  if  I  could  not  find  the  way  to  him  again.  We  kneeled! 
M  down  with  her,  and  prayed  our  Saviour  to  reveal  him- 
**  fdf  to  her  heart  afrefh.  She  was  defired  to  pray  too; 
w  but  flie  could  not  utter  a  fingle  word  for  weeping. 
**  However  we  have  obferved,  that  fince  that  time  fhe 
M  has  been  very  little  and  lowly  in  her  own  eyes,  and 
'*  has  been  favoured  with  a  free  accefs  again  to  the- 
*(  Friend  of  the  finful  and  miferable." 

Mr.  Drachart  had  obferved  the  very  fame  failing  in  his 
baptized -ones,  that  as  foonas  they  had  acquired  fome  know- 
ledge of  divine  things  and  could  fpeak  about  them,  they  fet 
themfelves  up  for  teachers,  and  entertained  high  thoughts 
of  themfelves.  Therefore  they  found  that  it  was  necef- 
fary  to  proceed  very  cautioufly  in  the  manner  of  teaching 
them,  and  that  one  of  the  prime  articles  they  lhould  in- 
culcate, mufl  be  that  needful  and  happy  point  of  fitmer- 
iW,  or  poverty  of  fpirit,  and  the  knowledge  of  one's  own 
mifery  and  corruption ;  and  that  at  the  calling  them  forth 
to  recommend  the  grace  of  our  Saviour  to  the  other  hea- 
then, they  mould  take  care  that  they,  as  the  difciples  of 
Jcfw 
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Jafus  were  bid  to'do,  might; not  fa  much  -rejoice  «b*t 
their  Words  proved  of  ufe-to  Others,  :aj  rather,  with  deep 
bowedftefs  of  heart,  that  their  own  dame*  were  written  in 
heaven.  .  ;■      '   .'

In  this  manner  die  miffionaries  .■ could  with. more  profit 
wnd  folidity  rejoice  in  the  affiitance  of  their  believing 
Graeftlandefis,-  and  they  found  that  it  war  to*  without 
ttkH  even  this  rummer ;  for  in  October  thirty  Greenlan- 
efeM  moved  near  them  into  their  winter  houfes.  Tile  bre- 
thren endeavoured  to  bring  i  them  into*  proper  order -in 
temporals  and  Spirituals,  When  thofe  that  removed  to 
the  ttotth  this  year,  went  amy,  the  brethren  had  bought 
*  boat  and  tent  of  them,  and  given  then  to  one  of  *h» 
heads  of  families  upon  this  condition,  that  he  fhould  pro- 
vide t&t  feme  widows  and 'orphans,  and  train  up  the  lat- 
ter to  bblinds.'  The  reft  of  the  poor  were  cared  for  in 
another  manner.  At  the  Greenland  meetings  and.  tatc- 
chifadons  they  conftantly  read  with  bleffing  feme  of  the 
harmony  of  the  evangelifts,  they  having  this  year  trans- 
lated with  more  perfpicuity  the  hut  diicourfes  of  Jefus  in 
St.  Jbfm ;  they  alio  explained  that  tranfiated  hymn  front 
verfe  to  verfe,  the  Sawtar't  hhni  end  rigbuU/Jimfi^  &c. 
becaufe  of  the  incomparable  matter  it  contained  concern- 
ing free  grace  and  the  all-fufScient  merits  of  jefo&;  this 
and  other  hymns  the  Greenlanders  learnt  with  great-  ea- 
gemefs,  and  fung  continually  in  their  houfes  and  at  all 
their  employments.  There  was  many  times  fuch  an  emo- 
tion in  the  meetings,  that  fpeaker  and  hearers  wept  toge- 
ther,  when  Words  did  not  Suffice  to  exprefs  cleariy  what 
the  heart  was  pregnant  with.  And  this  had  often  a  bet- 
ter effect  than  the  moft  regular  and  learned  fertnon. 

Befides,  the  brethren  began  this  year  to  fawn  the 
Greenlanders  into  little  atibciations,  which  they  Called 
hands  Or  clafles,  in  which  four  or  five  perfons  of  the  lame 
Ax,  and  the  fame  choir  or  ftate,  ipoke  freely  and  with- 
out compulsion  of  the  ftate  of  their  hearts  and  their  ad- 
vances in  the  vital  knowledge  of  Chrift ;  and  could  men- 
tion and  receive  in  love  what  they  or  any  of  them  had  to 
oWerve  of  themfelves  or  others!  A  brother  Or  fifter 
had  the  direction  of  each  band.  Thefe  bands  confifted 
this  time  of  two  among  the  men,  and  four  among  the 
women. 
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women.  Every  Sunday  the  brethren  and  lifters  kept  * 
conference  among  themfdves,  though  fometimes  they 
.took  one  or  another  Greenlander  to  it,  whom  they  could 
look  upon  as  a  helper  in  the  little  aflbciations,  and  to 
whom  they  could  commit  forrie  kind  of  infpedion. 

They  kept  fchool  conftantly  with  the  children  and 
young  people,  of  whom  they  had  fix.  Grace  could  oft- 
en operate  more  emcacioufiy  on  thefe  tender  minds  than 
on  the  adult,  as  it  did  fometimes  through  them  on  their 
parents.  Thus  a  little  girl  talked  almoft  every  night  to 
her  mother  about  our  Saviour  and  his  love  to  poor  lumen 
and  to  the  children,  and  defired  her  to  pray  with  her : 
This  made  the  mother  afhamed  at  her  own  cold  heart, 
and  animated  her  to  an  earneft  purfuit  after  the  real  ex- 
perience of  the  faring  truth.  Nay  our  Greenlanders  once 
returned  home  from  a  vifit  of  the  natives  with  an  account 
that  a  child,  who  had  once  been  with  its  parents  to  the 
colony,  and  had  heard  the  muHonary  and  his  Green- 
landers  relate  the  htftory  of  the  birth  and  funerings  of 
Jefus,  had  fince  then  fpoken  fo  prettily  of  our  Saviour 
and  prayed  to  him,  that  all  the  heathen  wondered  at  it ; 
the  child  alfo  begged  its  parents  to  carry  it  again  to  the 
believers,  that  it  might  hear  more  of  the  love  of  Jefus. 
Blefled  be  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and 
out  of  the  mouths  of  babes  and  fucklings  hath  ordained 
praife  { 

*7- 

About  this  time  five  of  the  catechumens  became  can- 
didates for  baptifrn,  perfons  in  whom  there  was  a  vifible 
work  of  grace,  which  took  place  in  them  this  year,  and 
partly  in  the  laft.  They  were,  (i)  the  forementioned 
youth  Arbalik,  who  had  already  delivered  many  a  noble 
teftimony  among  the  Greenlanders.  He  had  formerly 
been  a  pupil  to  the  forcerers,  and  was  to  have  learnt  the 
art  of  conjuring  people  to  death.  But  in  the  year  1739 
he  was  awakened  in  Kangek ;  fince  then  he  often  want- 
ed to  difengage  himfelf  from  our  Saviour's  cords  of  love, 
but,  as  he  faid,  he  was  held  fait  by  an  invifible  hand. 
l'±)  Nauagiak,  and  (3)  his  filter  Kannoa,  came  into  this 
country  from  the  diftance  of  about  60  leagues  on  the  eaft 
fide,  as  far  as  could  be  gathered  from  their  account. 
After 
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After  they  had  been  fluxed  up;  by  the  preaching  of  the 
eofpel,    they   were    abandoned    by   the  Southlanders. 
(4)  Qkutfuk,  the  abovementioned  (coffer,  who  has  been » 
constantly  purfued  by  grace' .ever  fince  Samuel's  depar-  • 
turc,  ana  at  laftforibok  her  friends.     (5)  IiTek,  Sarah's 
lifter,  whe  was  directed  back  to  the  believers  by  her  dy- 
ing mother.     They  had  the  teftimony  from  the  reft,  that 
they  often  put  theni  very  much  to  dame  by  their  earneft- 
neft  and  defile  after  inftruction  in  the  faith;  and  in  their 
x  was  powerfully  perceived 
1  their  option,  whether  they 
r  have  new.     They  anlwcr- , 
over  all  their  old  corruption  ■ 
a  for  a  new  heart,  fo  they 
s  too. 

iriftmas- holidays  our  Green- ' 
landers  and  thole  in  the  neighbourhood  aflembled  to  the 
bapt.ifm.  After  a  difcourfe  on  Matt,  xi.  20.  Come  unto 
me,  all- ye  that,  labour  and  art  heavy  laden,  &c.  Matthew 
Stach  performed  this  ad,  and  it  was  attended  with  a 
great  emotion  among  all  the  fpe&ators.  They  were 
named  Simon,  Noah,  Rebecca,  Catharine,  and  "Judith.  Af- 
terwards they  had  a  love-feaft  given  them*,  at  which 
there  was  various  edifying  difcourfe,  of  love  and  fellow- 
fliip  among  one  another,  of  following  Jefus,  of  fuffer- 
ihgs  and  reproach  for  his  lake,  Wf.  and  they  concluded, 
with  finging  the  hymn,  The  Saviour's  blood  and  righteaujntfs, 
&c.  A  feparate  meeting  \vas  kept  every. day  with  this1 
little  flock,  which  confifted  of  nine  fouls,  reckoning 
Matthew  Kajarnak  to  it,  though  as  yet  abfent.  If  any 
one  did  hot  walk  worthy  of  the  gofpel,  he  was  not 
to  be  admitted  to  this  meeting  till  a  reformation  was 
wrought. 

Not  long  before  Mr.  Drachart  had  alfo  baptized  nine 
perfons.  Among  thefe  there  was  an  old  man,  who, 
when  he  heard  that  his  two  daughters  were  to  be  bap- 
tized, went  to  the  miffionary  and  afked  if  he  might  not 
be  baptized  too  f  "  It  is  true  (faid  he)  I  cannot  fpeak 
"  much,  and  very  like  I  fhall  never  learn  fo  much  as 
*'  my  children,  for  thou  canft  fee  that  my  hairs  are  quite ,

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''  grey,  and  rfiat  I  am  a  Very  old  man;  but  I  believe" 
"  with  all  my  heart  in  Jefus  Chrift,  that  he  died  for  all,  - 
«*  men,  and  that  all  that  thou  fayeft  of  him  is  true."*- 
Therefore  he  coitld  not  refufe  him  the  water,  when  he. 
had  teftified  fo  movingly  his  faith  in  Jefus  and  his  defire 
to  be  faved,  though  tie  was  no  more  able  to  retain  in  his 
memory  all  the  queftions  and  anfwers.  One  alfo  among. 
,  them  was  a  fon  of  fppegau,  who  had  once  fupplied  the. 
brethren  with  food;  he  was  formerly  a  very  wild  man, 
but  after  he  was  baptized  he  was  like  a  lamb.  Another 
was  a  fingle  woman,  that  had  once  lived  with  the  fajo- 
tftren.  As  for  the  old  man,  he  wetted  the  place  where 
he  was  baptized  with  his  tears,  and  when  the  miffionavy 
called  him  forth  after  baptifm  to  tell  the  audience  fome- 
thing,  bis  tears  fpolte  more  than  his  words. 


The  eleventh  Year  1743.

THE  preaching  of  the  gofpel  had  fuch  an  amazing 
eff&St  this  year,  that  it  looked  as  if  an  univerfal 
awakening  of  the  Greenlanders  in  thefe  parts  would  cn- 
fte.  It  is  true  not  a  great  many  could  attain  baptifm, 
becaufe  they  could  not  yet  refolve  to  forfalce  the  hunting 
and  fifhing-places  they  had  been  accuftomed  to,  and  live 
with  their  teachers  in  order  to  enjoy  due  inftrudion..  By 
this  means  the  firft  zeal  of  many  cooled  again,  and  ibme 
of  them  wandered  away  to  the  fouth  or  the  north.  But 
yet  molt  of  thofe  that  had  once  been  overpowered  by 
grace,  came  again  Into  this  neighbourhood  in  the  follow- 
ing years,  and  by  degrees  into  the  congregation;  and 
there  are  hopes  of  the  reft,  that  many  a  poor  fteep  that 
has  once  been  touched,  but  now  ftrays  in  the  wildernefs, 
will  at  the  deftined  hour  run  and  fhelter  itfelf  in  the  arms 
of  the  faithful  Shepherd,  which  extend  to  the  remoteft 
places.  And  indeed  the  brethren  met  with  plain  traces 
that  feveral  went  over  into  eternity,  in  a  manner  quite. 
different  from  what  is  ufual  among  die  heathen.  -  Several 
alfo  profecuted  their-  inquiries  after  truth  at  the  newly- 
erecled  colonies  and  millions  in  this  country,  and  were 
-  harboured 
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harboured  there  in  the  bofom  of  the  ehriffian  church : 
And  thbfe  that  had  lowed,  felt  a  ftheerejoy  at  this  too» 
'fine*  ft  was  all  one  to  them  who  reaped,  provided  the 
Lord  of  the  harveft'drd  but  get  what  is  his.  Indeed 
"from  this  time  there  has  been  difcovered  in  the  whole 
'  nation  in  general  a  very  different  idea  of  and  regard  for 
foreigners,  who  at  firft  had  been  fo  dreaded  and  hated, 
or  eke  defpifed ;  which  change  is  to  he  attributed  chiefly 
to  the  good  rmpreffion  tramped  upon  the  wandering,  coh- 

•  Tinted,  even  when  not  converted  Grecnknders.

This  ahnoft  general  revolution  and  commotion  among 
■ffie  Greenlandtri,  incited  them  to  frequent  vifits  aha 
afflduotrt  rtfearches  after  .the  truth,  and  alfo  to  yield  their 
teachers  a  welcome  reception  when  they  went  t*  inftrucl 
-them,  fometimes  alone,  and  fometimes  in  company  with 
the  Danifh  mrffionary  or  his  catechift.  They  write  of 
fane  firoh  vlfit  made  in  February  as  follows :  "  Mr. 
'■**  Drachart'got  an  account  that  one  of  his  baptized 
M  people,  caQed  Martin,  was  drowned  in  Kangek,  -arid 
*f  that  Jacob,  another  newly  baptized,  had  been  very 
**  active  in  feeking  for  the  dead  body  and  bringing  it  to 
"  land.  Now  as  ne  could  get  no  treat  at  the  colony, 
*"  werarried  him  thither,  and  took  fome  of  our  baptized 
■"  brethren  with  us  to  bury  the  corpfe,  and  to  improve 
*'  that  opportunity  to  tell  tne  heathen  that  lived  there 
**  fomething  of  the  death  of  Jefus,  and  the  happy  fleep 
-**  oFhertevers.  When  the  men  Came  home  in  the  even- 
"l  ing  from  fea,  we  went  into  the  houfes  to  Ipeak  with 

*  them,  and  there  we  found  our  Simon  in  full  employ 
w  already.  He  was  fpeaking  to  them  of  faith  in  Jefus 
a  Chriit,  and  how  all  men  are  dead  in  their  hearts  by 
u  nature,  and  could  not  help.nor  fave  themfclves.  But 
**  if  they  believed  in  our  Saviour,  and  obtained  his  blood 
**  m  theirhearts,  they  would  get  lift  and  would  be  full 
"  of  joy,  though  they  felt  ever  fo  much  of  their  own 
"  mifery.  Neither  had  they  any  occafion  to  be  troubled 
**  in  what  manner,  or  for  what  they  Ihould  pray,  for 
**  aH  that  would  afterwards  flow  out  of  the  heart.  I 
M  poor  creature  (faid  he  at  laft)  have  as  yet  but  little 
w  experience  of  h,  but  here  are  my  teachers,  they  can 
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**  tell  you  more.  We  fung  that  hymn,  Lamb,  Lamb, 
"  O  Lamb — with  eyes  of  flame,  &c.  and  fpoke  chiefly 
'.  "  about  the  contents  of  the  8th  verfe,  Let  the  world 
"  hear  {—God's  Son  and  Heir,  —who  to  us  came,-*- 
.  "  took  on  hlmfelf  our  blame,— upwards  of  thirty  year— 
**  Hv'dhere,— defpis'd  and mean,— *nd  then  was  flam;—* 
"  the  ranfom  he — for  all  the  world  and  me.™  The  whole 
"  faoule  was  aftectcd,  and  they  laid :  What  things  Up 
**  come  about  now .'  Your  prefent  difcoiirfe  makes  quite 
*'  another  impreffion  upon  us,  than  when  you  always 
"  told  us  only  of  God  and  the  two  firft  parents.  We 
"  continually  faid,  we  believed  it  all,  but  we  were  tired 
,"  of  hearing  it,  and  thought,  what  fignifies  this  to  us? 
'*  But  now  we  find,  there  is  fomething  interefting  in  it. 
"  Wealfofee,  that  our  country-people  have  experienced 
"  fomething  real  in  their  hearts,  becaufe  they  can  fpeak 
**  of  it  and  pray,  and  we  cannot.  We  then  (aid  to  them,: 
*'  The  God  of  whom  you  formerly  heard  is  the  fame 
"  Jefus  that  we  now  declare  unto  you,  only  you  have 
"  not  underftood  it.  He  created  all  that  your  eyes  fee: 
"  And  when  our  two  firft  parents  put  alide  his  word, 
"  and  believed  the  bad  fpirit,  and  confequently  were 
"  corrupted  by  fin  fo  as  you  alio  are  now,  he  would  not 
"  leave  them  in  this  unhappy  condition,  but  became  man, 
'*'  differed,  and  flied  his  blood,  and  this  blood  is  the  pay- 
"  ment  for  the  whole  world's  fins.  Whoever  new  believes 
"  in  Jefus,  he  lets  himlelf  be  baptized,  and  gets  a  living 
"  feeling  in  his  heart  of  the  blood  that  was  flied  for  us. 
"  This  enables  us  to  love  our  Saviour  above  all  things, 
"  and  to  hate  what  is  evil.  They  anfwered,  Ah  !  w«  ' 
**  would  fain  be  converted,  but  it  feems  fo  bard  to  us  to 
"  learn  to  pray.  We  replied ;  It  is  not  hard,  you  need 
"  only  fay ;  Jefus  thou  Lamb  of  God,  have  mercy  on 
"  me!  If  you  would  do  this  with  all  your  heart,  our 
'*  Saviour  himfelf  will  do  all  the  reft.  Then  we  read  to 
"  them  that  hymn :  The  Saviour's  blood  and  righteouf- 
"  nets,  &c.  and  concluded  with  prayer. 

"  The  nth,  having  vifi ted  and  fpoke  fomething  again 
"  in.all  the  hot:fes,  we  made  preparation  for  the  burial. 
"  Firft  we  fung  a  hymn  in  the  houfe  before  a  numerous 
**  ahembly.  At  the  grave  Mr.  Drachart  helda  difcourfe 
•*  on  John  xi.  25.  and  then  we  went  into  the  houfe  and 
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'£  concluded  with  prayer.  It  has  been  oUervcd  that  for  a ' 
**  year  pall  our  Saviour  has  haftened  in  his  labour  to  pce- 
"  pare  the  now  deceafed  Martin  for  himfelr".  He  was 
"  quite  lively,  and  lilted  to  hear  and  alfo  to  tell  others  of 
"  Jefus's  blood-fhedding.  The  inhabitants  here  now 
"  call  to  mind  his  memorable  difcourfes  or  fayings, 
"■  cfpecially  one  time  when  they  had  caught  a  Teal, 
*.'  which  is  a  rare  thing  at,  this  leafon,  and  were  at  a 
*c  meal  upon  it*  he  dijeourfed  of  the  nature  of  the  joy 
"  and  forrow  of  believers  and  unbelievers,  and  at  the 
"  fame  time  intimated  that  he  would  not  furvive  this 
"  winter.  In  the  evening  we  (poke  fomething  again  in 
"  all  the  hbufes.  They  confeited  their  corruption,  and 
"  (aid,  they  were  very  fenlible  it  mull  be  otherwife  with 
"  them,  but  as  yet  they  very  much  withstood  it.  An 
"  Angekok  had  taken  up  the  refplution,  not  to  pr  ;  ct 
"  his  roguifh  black  art  any  more.  A  ftartling  dream 
"  was  the  occaflon  of  it ;  this  dream  be  told  us,  and 
"  laid,  that  a  little  child  came  from  heaven  to  him,  and 
"  bid  him  follow  him.  The  child  conducted  him  to  a 
T*  very  agreeable  place,  where  he  heard  inimitable  fing- 
"  ing-  Then  he  brought  him  to  a  very  dark  place,  and 
*'  Jignined  to  him,  that  he  muft  come  thither  if  he  was 
"  not  converted.  He  was  very  much  troubled  at  this, 
"  efpecially  when  he  faw  many  people  call  in  there. 
"  But  the  child  led  him  back  again  to  the  agreeable 
"  place,  and  then  he  gave  the  people  that  were  afiembled 
"  there  fomething  white  to  eat,  the  effedl  of  which  was 
"  to  be,  aisrungnerlikulkgil,  to  make  people  ceafe  from 
'*  evil,  or  to  make  them  better.  Then  $he  alTembly 
*'  began  to  ling,  and  he  fung  with  them,  which  his 
"  wile  heard  and  awoke  him  out  of  his  dream  *,     We 

"  have    » 

*  Ve  do  not  Infcrt  this  and  fucli  -like  uncommon  anecdote]  u  any  kind 
of  taken  of  i  man's  good  Date.  The  Greenlandars  have  often  very  peculiar 
dreamt,  and  efpedally  the  Angekoks,  who  work  up  their  phantafy  into  I 
Tenement  perturbation  during  their  pretended  incantations.  This  Green- 
-lander  wasan  Angekok.  But  it  may  ilfo  be  eafily  feen  that  feme  chri- 
stian truths  he  had  heard  before,  for  inllance,  of  the  child  Jeius,  of  heav- 
en and  hell,  had  imprinted  them felves  upon  his  imagination,  and  recurred 
lb  lively  in  hit  dream.  Yet  the  laft  circurollancc  cannot  be  aferibed  merely 
to  his  imagination,  becaufe  our  brethren  were  certain,  Ihat  neither  he  nor 
any 'of  tor  Greealanders  hid  at  that  time  heard  or  feen  the  leal!  of  the 
Lorf's-Supper ;  for  the  brethren  never  divulged  any  gofpel-my  fiery  either  to 
baptised  or  unbaptiicd,  till  they  were  fure  tjiit  the  Holy  GUuft  hjd  preps- 
C  1  ■      ted 
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"  have  perceived  the  grace  of  our  Saviour  in  a  very  par- 
**  ocular  manner  in' this  voyage.  Thofc  that  one*  de- 
"  failed,  derided  and  maletreated  us,  now  come  and  afecur 
"  pardon  ;  and  thoJe  that  were  the  molt  untraceable,  now 
"  ftand  along  the  {bores,  call  after  us  as  we  pafs  by,  arid' 
"  beg  us  to  land  and  tell  then  the  words  of  God,  and1 
**  when  we  do,  they  are  greedy  of  learning  all.  In  the 
"  houfc  where  we  were,  ibrae  fat  together  in  one  corner 
"  and  Corns  ui  another,  talking,  ringing  aad  praying 
"  together.  The  15th  we  returned  home.  The  cold 
**  was  fo  intenfe  that  the  boat  was  frozen'ib  thick  round 
"  with  ke,  that  though  we  were  feven  perfons  we  could 
"  fcarce  row  it,  and  might  foon  have  funk,  becaufe  the 
'*  water  that  dallied  in  over,  congealed  lb  inftantaneouily 
*l  to  ke  that  we  could  not  lade  it  out  fall  enough."        X

But  as  the  teachers  could  not  vifit  lb  frequently  or  Co 
far  as  the  great  call  required,  they  were  obliged  in  many 
cafes  to  let  the  teflirnony  of  their  Greenlanders  fufHce^ 
when  they  went  abroad  for  provHton.  The  chief  that 
occurred  to  my  notice  in  reading  their  diary,  is  what 
follows. 

**  Jan.  8,   Simon  and  Noah    came    home    again. 

**  They  faid  they  had  met  with  a  very  kind  reception  in 

**  one  houfe,  the  people  liked  to  hear  of  our  Saviour,  and 

«  defired 

red  their  heart:  by  the  already  declared  and  univerfa)  truth,  God  was  ■w"'- 
fejIM  In  ibtJUjtK  which  the  apofilc  calls  the  great  myfiery  of  godlineis,  and 
by  Ibis  hid  made  them  capable,  not  only  of.  comprehending  the  truth  of 
fuch  a  myftery,  but  alfo  of  enjoying  it  in  a  good  confeience.  Every  one 
may  fee  from  the  fimple  account  jufb  no*  given  of  their  method,  that  tho 
word  of  the  crofs  was  the  only  means  the  mjlfionaries  made  ufe  of  to  bring 
bath  the  filly  and  the  feouble  heathens,  both,  the  deceivers  and  the  deceiv- 
ed, to  enter  into  the  way  of  troth  and  life.  Therefore  though  we  rriate 
this,  yet  we  by  no  tmpbafis  on  fuch  unaccountable  dreams,  nor  on  amy 
feigned  or  real  virions  and  apparitions,  which  fome  people  like  to  make 
much  noife  about..  Wewill  sot  deny  that  God  may  tondeicend  to  male* 
many  lingular  contingencies  fublervicst  to  his  purpofe,  and  dreamt  among 
the  reft,  accotding  to  Job  wait,  i  j,  16.  by  fuch  means  to  turn  the  mind 
of  man  ;  bat  yet  we  have  ohferved  from  frequent  experience,  that  fech  per. 
foni  feldom  arrive  to  a  right  and  fined  Jtite  in,  Chrift.  Accordingly  I  re- 
marked that  the  abovementioned  Greenlander,  whom  I  tuyfelffaw,  though 
he  led  a  quiet  and  unreprovable  life,  could  however  not  yet  attain  to  the 
food  he  had  a  light  of,  and  which  make?  a  foul  better,  be  caoft  there  wai 
Hill  no  true  hunger  and  thiril  perceived  in  him  after  the  righteouuKJi  of 
Chtifl, 
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'*  deiired  them  to  come  again  %x>r.  But  in  another 
"  houfe  there  was  a  man  that  had  oppofed  them  ftre- 
■'**  noufly.  You  carry  your  matter  too  far  (fays  he)  in 
"  fpeaking  and  tinging  always  about  God,  and  refuting 
**  to  make  yourfelves  merry  as  others  do,  who  will  for 
*'  all  that  go  to  God  as  well  as  you.  Simon  anfwercd 
'**  him:  Thofe  that  go  on  fo,  and  yet  pretend  to  be 
**  believers,  betray  their  ignorance  of  Jefus  our  Saviour} 
**  for  whocv«r  believes  with  all  his  heart  that  he  died  for 
■*■  our  fins  upon  the  crofe,  will  not  do  good  and  evil 
**  promifciioufly,  for  Jefus  fanctifies  him,  and  makes  an 
"  end  of  the  evil  that  is  in  him*.  Some  of  the  baptized 
"  from  the  colony  were  prefent,  who  confirmed  what 
"  Simon  laid,  and  put  the  opponent  much  to  fiiame. 
"  Another  time  (they  write)  Simon  came  home  from 
**  Kangck,  and  laid  he  had  been  very  happy  there  with 
"  Jacob,  one  of  the  colony.  They  had  talked  together 
"  about  our  Saviour  and  joined  in  prayer.  The  heathens 
*'  firft  laughed  at  them,  but  at  Iail  they  grew  ftill  and 
'*'  were  fined  with  furprife.  .  Another  faid,  that  there 
"  were  many  in  the  houfe  where  he  was,  who  afked  him 
**  many  queftibns,  and  were  glad  when  he  prayed  with 
**  them.  All  the  reft  were  frill,  and  had  dropped  all 
**  unprofitable  converfation." 

Sarah  alfo  was  Very  afitduotis  wherever  fhe  came,  to 
Tpeak  with  any  defirous  fouls  that  would  hear  her. 
When  flie  was  atked :  What  flie  then  laid  to  them  ?  fhe  , 
anfwercd ;  "  I  fpeak  to  them  of  the  corrupt  heart  of 
**  man,  but  direct  therri  immediately  to  the  wounds  of 
**  Jefus,  which  can  make  them  good."  Once  (he  went 
into  a  tent  where  a  child  lay  dead,  and  fpoke  to  the 
women  that  were  aflembled  to  the  funeral  dirge,  alledg- 
ufe  that  text,  Suffer  the  little  children  tt  come  mta  me,  &C.  and 
telling  them  that  they  had  no  occaiion  to  howl  over  the 
child's  death,  becaule  our  Saviour  loved  children  very 
much. 

Anna,  the  late  Samuel's  widow,  who  had  lived  above 
a  year  with  her  brother  among  the  heathen,  was  not 
there  without  Melting  neither.     She  told  us  that  ieveral 

*  According  to  the  Greenland  exprcflion  Ajtttamittipa,  he  mikci  hint 
teife  to  da  evil.  An  infUnce  haw  many  words  the  GrcenlitiJers  pit 
together,  to  cxprclj  j  thing  1V  nidi  Ihey  had  before  no  conception  sf. 
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leagues  up  the  inlet,  where  the  brethren  could  feldom  go, 
there  were  many  peopie  who  had  a  great  defire  to  hear 
fomethjng  of  our  Saviour,  if  they  haa  but  any  one  to  in,- 
ftru£t  them.  "  I  was  often  fent  for  (fays  me)  to  perfect 
"  ftrangers,  who  conftrained  me  to  fpeak,  which  I  di4, 
■**  but  I  poor  creature  am  ftill  fo  defective  and  ignorant* 
"  what  {hall  I  fay  to  other  people  ?" 

This  longing  of  the  heathens  to  hear  fomething 
of  our  Saviour  from  thofe  that  were  baptized,  had  a  good 
erreft  upon  Catharine.  "  I  am  often  reminded  (lays  fiiej 
**  of  what  I  have  heard  throughout  the  winter,  and  what  J 
"  felt  at  my  baptifm,  and  fometimes  I  have  been  enabled 
*•  to  fpeak  to  others  about  it.  But  I  mult  ftill  blufh  for 
"  ftiame,  that  I  have  not  made  it  more  my  concern  to 
**  know  him  who  laid  down.his  life  for  me." 

§4- 

In  this  manner  the  (battering  abroad  of  the  littje  flock 
of  the  baptized,  whom  in  fummer  necelGty  drove  fome- 
times here,  and  fometimes  there,  to  feck  for  food,  re* 
bounded  in  a  Wetting  to  themfelves  and  in  more  con- 
viction to  the  heathen.  Yet  when  they  took  leave,  it 
was  never  without  pain,  and  proper  warning  againft  all 
forts  of  polfible  unhappy  contingencies.  Their  account 
fays':  "When  they  were  making  ready  for  their  tJepar-« 
"  ture,  we  fent  for  all  the  baptized  brethren  and  lifters, 
«'  and  fpoke  with  them  feparately.  We  were  like  Jacob 
"  when  he  difmifled  Benjamin.  We  entreated  then 
**  with  tears  not  to  lbfe  Jefus  who  was  crucified  out 
*<  of  their  fight,  and  to  watch  over  their  hearts  while 
"  furrounded  with  the  temptations  of  the  heathen. 
"  They  promt  fed  us  they  would,  with  tears  in  their 
"  eyes,  and  thanked  the  Lamb  for  the  grace  they  had 
"  enjoyed  this  winter.  We  blefled  them  and  killed 
'*'  them,  and  went  with  them  down  to  the  Strand. 
**  There  we  once  more  fpoke  a  few  words,  on  Acls 
""  xx.  32.  And  now,  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God  and 
"  to  the  word  of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  end 
"  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  which  are  fane- 
"  tified.  Then  they  fet  off,  and  we  fung  mean  while : 
■*'  Thy  death  and  blood  once  lhed, — Lord  Chrift !  thy 
"  nail'prints  red,— thy  fweat  in  foul's  trouble^-ahd  thy 
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"  fo  pierced  fide, —  feeure  and  keep' thy  people,— till 
"  thou  com'ft  again,— church's  Prince  one*  flam. 

Some  of  them  were  continually  coming  to  fee  their 
teachers,  and  acquainted  them  how  it  went  with  them- 
fdves  and  the  reft.  At  fuch  times  there  was  always  joy 
on  both  fides;  they  werealfo  particularly  glad  to  hear 
from  the  heathen,  that  the  baptized  behaved  f*6  among 
them  as  was  edifying,  though  to  them  uncommon,  ana 
not  always  agreeable.  When!  feveral  of  them  met  in 
one  place,  their  cordial  love  of  one  another  was  obferved 
with  pleifure.  The  brethren  led  them  a  good  example 
therein.  Once  when  Tome  of  them  came  upon  a  vine, 
and  could  not  go  back  again  for  fome  time  on  account  of 
the  ftrong  winds  and  cold,  and  by  this  means  fuffeied 
hunger ;  as  the  brethren  had  nothing  elfe  to  give  them, 
they  divided  two  filial  1  flock-fifli  among  them,  which  the 
European  fillers  had  received  at  the  colony  for  fewing. 
It  was  but  a  trifling  circumftance,  but  it  led  me  at  leaft 
to  farther  reflection. 

:"•'-"■"  J  s. 

.  But  the  brethren  had  foon  after  a  call  to  fly  to  their 
afliftance  iji'a  fad  fatality,  which  however  was  alleviated 
with  many  pleating  circumftances.  In  Kookcernen  a  dead 
jrperma-e'eti  whale  was  driven  afhore.  All  the  Green- 
landers  that  come,  have  a  {hare  in  fuch  a  fund,  and  on 
fuch  occafions  they  keep  a  great  feftivity,  which  is  always 
concluded'  with  a  dance.  Ifaac  and  Adam  from  the 
colony  admonished  them  not  to  make  fuch  an  alarm,  but 
to  thank  God  for  his  gifts.  But  the  barbarians  only 
laughed  at  them,'  arid  fhouted  fo  much  the  more.  In  die 
rnidft  of  the  tumult  one  of  them  falls  down  and  dies, 
foon  after  two  more  that  had  eat  of  the  fifli  died,  and 
.others  the  next  dayi '  They  brought  afhore  directly 
many  that  were  lick,  and  the  brethren  were  fo  fuccefs- 
f ul  as  to  refcue  fome  of  them  from  death  by  fbme  anti- 
dotal drops;  for  they  had  heard  that  the  whale  was  green 
and  blue  oh  the  fide  which  was  ftruck  by  the  harpoon, 
from  whence  they  fuppofed  that  the  harpoon  mult  have 
been  poifbned  *.

*  It  is  probable  it  wit  wounded  ind  afterwardi  loft;  by  a  Spanifli  whale 
catcher,  two  of  whom  were  in  the  Strain  ifcis  year.  One  of  thefc  fl;:fs 
••»  -ftriaded  40  leagues  north  of  Goodhopcj  the  crew  Mtenipted  U  clcape 
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It  wan  obferved.  that  firft  the  eyes  of  the  lick  people 
ew  fixed,,  and  their  tongues  white  j  then  they  loft  their 
jenies  and  their  feeling,  fwelled  very  much,  and  fo  died 
away  without  any  pain.  But  thofe  that  lived  48  hours 
and  could  puke,  recovered  again.  All  that  had  eaten 
of 'the  green  flefh  irrecoverably  died,  but  fome  of  the 
others  were  reftored  by  medicine*.  Upon  this  occafioo, 
a  woman  brought  her  fick  fon  of  twelve  years  old  upon 
her  buck ;  he  defired  with  a  weak  voice  that  they  would 
tell  him  fomething  of  our  Saviour  before  he  died ;  they 
did  fo,  and  exhorted  him  to  look  to  the  wounds  of  Jefus 
with  a  believing  heart,  and  to  think  of  nothing  but, 
Jefus  died  for  me !  Thus  he  expired  during  their  diP- 
courfe,  after  they  had  blelTed  aim,  and  recommended  hia 
foul  into  the  hands  of  Jefus. 

The  brethren  could  not  direfllygo  in  their  boat  to 
thofe  that  were  fick  abroad,  becaufe  they  had  their  houie 
full  of  them:  at  home,  and  our  Noah  among  the  reft. 
He  was  uncommonly  chearful  during  his  licknefs,  ant) 
faid,  as  they  were  keeping  a,  meeting  around  his  bed: 
"  O  what  great  joy  have!  had  this  winter  when  we 
*'  have  been  fpeaking,  praying,  and  fingujg  together ! 
"  hut  now  I  can  be  no  more  with  you.  They  com- 
forted him  by  faying,  that  he  would  mingle  with  a  much 
larger  aftetnbly  around  the  throne  of  the  Lamb,  and . 
chant  much  more  agreeably  that  hymn :  Unit  tbt  Lamb 

Jn  their  bolt  to  land,  bat  it  ii  fiippofrd  were  thot  by  the  urowi  of  the 
Creenfandcts  and  plundered  i  though  thefe  Uh  fay  that  they,  found  them 
femiihed  10  deciHi  with-  hunger  ana  cold,  sni  In  feined  upon  wtwt  they  left 
m  a  booty,  Thi J  fitiHty  baa  befallen  taiay  a  Ai  p.  It  mi  but  two  year* 
before,  that  the  Cicutboikri  (tabbed  the  ere*  of  a  Dutch  Sup  in  an  artfully 
concerted  manner.  They  polled  themferees  among  the  crew  as  if  they 
wwrttdto  rkal-wi*h  then:  Bath  of  them  leaked  hit  man  hi  thrfaec,  u* 
the  fign,  agreed  span  beiaa  given,  they  drew  their  krwet  (ram  under  the* 
coati,  and  every  One  flatbed  the  man  he  undertook.  Only  the  pilot  and  a 
couple  of  failors  that  were  below  and  Jhut  themfelves  in,  fayed  their  Uvea 
and  bt*nght'(he  fhip  to  Hofiund.  In  Diftc-bay  tbey  enticed'  thacrewr  of  I 
Aup  which  came  to  tmwfti  to  btinj-their war«  to  land)  when  the  wm 
done,  one  was  appointed  to  come  running  down  to  inform  them  that  the 
DarliuV  faOon  were  battening  thither  to  feiac  them  alL  The  deafen  being 
in  a  con ftr  1  nation  left  their  goods  where  tbey  were,  and  fled  M  their  boat, 
hi*  the  Greenhuntart  had  ilarionei  an  amba&arfe  behind  the  nolet  which 
lhot  feme  of  then,  and  in  the  mean  time  the  reft  were  bu&lj  employed  in 
eartying  off  the  good*.

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*&#  vm  flaw,  &c.  When  they  aflted  him,  whether  he 
loved  our  Saviour  very  much  *  He  anfwered:  "  Yes^I 
*'  do  love  him."  In  his  laft  hours  he  faid :  "  I  have 
"  another  younger  brother,  whom  I  would  gladly  have 
"  fpoken  to  of  our  Saviour.  I  recommend  him  to  you, 
«  and  when  he  comes,  pray  keep  him  here,  and  tell 
«  him  that  I  deiired  id  on  my  death-bed."  They  Tung 
that  hymn  with  him :  The  Saviour's  blood  and  righ- 
teoufiiefs,  &c.  Sometimes  he  joined  in  the  tinging  with 
an  amiable  mien,  for  he  bad  the  command  of  his  fenfec 
to  the  laft,  moment,  and  certified  by  his  words  and  de-  . 
aortmem  his  longing,  to  be  foon  with  Chrift.  May  2,  at 
five  in  the  morning,  he  expired,  during  the  impolition  of 
hands  and  prayer  attended  with  many  tears.  On  this 
occafion  their  words  run  thus :  **  We  thank  our  Saviour 
"  for  the  grace  he  hath  fhewn  to  him  and  his  family,  ft 
«  is  not  a  full  year  fince  he  came  here  firft,  but  as  foon 
"  as  grace  begun  to  work  on  him,  we  perceived  an  up- 
**  right  walk  and  a.  daily  growth.  We  never  few  an 
**  unhappy  discontented  look  in  him,  though  he  was 
"  -obliged  to  put  up  with  very  indifferent  accommodations ; 
"  and  when  the  others  went  to  other  places  to  better 
"  their  outward  cifcumftanoes,  he  faid :  I  will  flay  with 
"  you,  I  have  no  want  here.  He  bad  not  fuch  gifts  as 
**  the  others  to  fpeak  to  the  heathen;  but  he  was  a  dif- 
"  ciple  on  me  bteaft  of  Jefus.  O  bow  dttb  tbt  Lord  love 
**  tbeptoplt!  Deut.  xxxiii,  3,  This  text  rurnuned  the 
f*  fubje&  for  the  funeral  difcourfe." 

After  this  the  brethren  hailed  away  to  the  iflands  to  vifit 
their  people.  They  alfo  met  with  an  opportunity  not 
only  to  urge  the  true  convernon  to  God  more  clofcly 
upon  the  heathen,  but  likewne  to  accompany  the  depar- 
ture of  two  baptized  perfcns  of  the  colony  into  eternity 
with  words  of  confolatiott  and  with  prayer.  One  of 
tbefe  had  been  baptized  by  Mr.  Egetle  in  his  childhood; 
and  had  continued  under  an  effectual  .work  of  grace. 
Befides  thole  that  died  by- this  venomous  difeafe,  another 
unbaptizedman  died,  who  had  lived  laft  winter  with  the 
brethren,  and  then  remained  infenlible  amidft  all  the 
grace  mat  bloomed  in  the  hearts  of  others ;  but  in  the 
Simmer  he  was  laid  hold  of.  He  was  quite  refigned  in 
-     .  ¥* 
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his  fickncfs,  and  exprefied  hh  joy  that  he  could  appear  as 
a- poor  firmer  before  the  throne  of  grace. 

§6. 

The  Southlanders  palling  by  towards  the  north}  or 
coming  from  it,  often  calico  upon  the  brethren,  who  en- 
deavoured to  make  known  to  them  the  way  of  falvation. 
.Many  that  were  going  upwards,  promifed  to  call  here 
again  when  they  returned;  and  as  foon  as  they  had  fur- 
jidhed  thenifelves  with  certain  neceflaries,  they  would  , 
come  and  live  here  entirely.  Some  that  lived  with  the 
brethren  and  had  been  inftru&ed,  went  again  to  the 
fouth  with  thofe  that  were  going  downwards:  They 
promifed  to  think  often  on  what  they  had  heard,  and  to 
come  again  the  next  year.  The  diary  fays:  "Notoneof 
■"  thofe  that  ftaid  here  all  the  winter  has  remained  un- 
*'  moved  by  the  teftimony  of  the  Lamb's  blood  j  but  it 
"  is  not;'  their  mind  as  yet  to  be  our  Saviour's  en- 
"  tlrely."  ,    .  ■-'.'■ 

On  the  other  hand  fome  other  families  that  had  lived 
here  formerly,  and  had  heard  the  gofpcl,  took  up  their 
final  refidence  here,  and  gave  hopes  that  they  would 
furrender  themfclves  up  to  our  Saviour  as  his  property. 
MatheOngoak,  that  is,  the  little  Matthew,  the  fon  of 
the  late  Samuel,  whom  he  had  left  behind  in  the  fouth, 
hut  bequeathed  to  the  brethren,  came  again  after  four 
years  abfence-  He  was  indeed  grown  a  little  wild,  but 
when  he  was  reminded  of  his  baptumal  covenant,  and 
told  of  the  words  of  his  dying  father,  he  grew  tender,  and 
was  directly  willing  to  ftay.  But  his  friends  did  not  like  to 
leave  him,  becaufe  they  had  difcovered  a  peculiar  Ypright- 
linefs  and  dexterity  in  him.  However  they  acquiefced, 
when  they  heard  his  father's  laft  will,  and  when  they 
Yaw  the  brethren's  uncommon  love  to  him,  and  his  own 
willingnefs  to  ftay.  Some  days  after,  his  foftcr-father 
perilhed  at  fea.  This  event  brought  his  fofter-mother 
and  her  family  toftay  here  too. 

The  Greenlander  Mangek,  who  was  the  very  firft 
that  fubmitted  himfelf  to  the  brethren's  inftrii&ton,  and 
Was  the  occafion  of  others  coming  and  being  converted  j 
though  Jie  himfelf  did  not  ftay,  came  now  again  in  hit 
(ijfirefs,  and  begged  us  to  fetch  him  and  his  people,  for 
they 
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they  had  neither  boat  nor  victuals.  Hereupon  the  bre- 
thren write :  "  It  was  not  in  our  power  to  help  them  a 
"  grea'  deal  in  their  external  wants,  yet  we  brought 
"  them  hither,  and  will  now  do  what  we  can  for  them, 
."  for  we  have  an  eye  to  their  fouls."  ,    .  . 

■"    %!■    '    .        '     -: 

Thus  there  was -a. 'pretty  good  company  of  Green- 
landers,  befides  the  baptized,  gathered  together  at  Newr 
.llerrnhut  again  for  the  winter.  The  brethren' began  the 
uuial  morning  and  evening-meetings  and  the  bands. 
And  as  experience  had  taught  them  that  one  or  another 
mifbehaviour  had  forncumes  intervened  among  the  bap- 
tized during  their  abfence,  they  were  ipojeen  with  one 
by  one,  in  order  to  remove  all  mifunderftanding,  before 
they  reftored  to  them  their  feparate  meeting  and  the  kiTs 
of  love  as  a  token  of  their  cloier  fellowihip.  They  were 
very  much  humbled  on  account  of  their  faults,  and  beg- 
ged each  other's  pardon  with  tears.  Afterwards  jiut 
when  the  brethren  intended  to  have  kept  a  love-feaft  with 
them,,  and  to  have  fupplicated  the  Lord  for  abfolutioo, 
Simon  and  fane  of  the  unbaptized  people  fet  olf  to  the 
iilands,  without  the  knowledge  of  their  teachers.  The 
unbaptized  yielded  to  the  pcrfuafions  of  the  heathen,  and 
played  at  ball  with  them,  and  while  they  were  at  play, 
one  of  them,  called  Kiafuk,  fell  down  dead  upon  the 
fpot.  This  unhappy  accident  might  indeed  have  its  na- 
tural caufe,  but  yet  as  it  was  coincident  with  manifeft 
difobedience,  it  gave  occauon  to  a  ferious  admonition 
to  avoid  a  needlefs  and  dangerous  allocution  with  unbe- 
lievers and  mingling  in  their  paftimes,  and  to  pay  a 
greater  regard  to  their  teachers,  words  and  regulations} 
and  tbis  was  not  without  a  bleffing. 

A  reading-fchool  was  kept  with  the  children,  and  a, 
fingmg-fchool  with  the  grown  Greenland-women.  The 
men  who  had  no  time  for  it,  learnt  the  hymns  and  the.' 
tunes  from  the  reft  in  their  houfes.  The  brethren  had 
now  tranuated  feveral  old  and  new  hymns  and  fingle 
verfes;  but  if  a  verfe  was  not  to  be  turned  into  right 
GreenlandiJh,  they  rather  omitted  it  than  let  the  natives 
ling  it  without  underftanding  it,  or  pofllbly  with  a  mii- 
taken  idea.  The  finging  hours  were  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity 
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cunity  to  mftil  into  the  Greenlanders,  and  efpecially  die 
children,  the  truths  of  the  gofpelin  a  very  agreeable  ntfl 
perhaps  an  eafier  manner  than  'by  queftton  and  anfwer. 
'They  teamed  the  verfes  prerenthr  by  heart,  and  fooner 
took  the  freedom  to  aft  the  meaning  of  a  verfe  than  of  a 
difcourfe.  The  finging  of  our  Greenlanders  was  grate- 
ful to  the  heathen  themfelves,  for  they  had  been  ufed 
from,  the  begitming  not  to  fine  with  boifterous  vocifera- 
tion, but  loft,  flow,  and  intelligible;  and  many  a 
{banger  has  been  induced  by  it  to  ftay  and  hear  a  dif- 
courle,  acatcchifation,or  a  chapter  out  of  the  BiHe. 

In  general  our  dear  Lord  favoured  the  meetings  with 
his  pretence,  and  his  Spirit  applied  the  teftimony  with 
life  to  many  fouls.  At  the  end  of  November  they  -write 
among  other  things  the  following :  "  The  Lamb  of  Goo" 
"  be  heartily  praifed,  that  towards  evening  he  ftnds  forth 
**  light,  and  puts  more  frequent  opportunities  into  out 
■*  hands  to  difpel  the  darknefs  by  the  light  of  the  golpel, 
'*  to  entender  the  obduracy  and  coHnefs  of  the  hearts  of 
**  men,  and  to  attract  them  to  him  by  the  power  of  his 
**  blood  and  death.  May  he  help  us  on  from  day  to 
**  day,  and  convince  our  and  all  the  other  Greenlanders 
**  what  his  blood  can  effe£t  on  poor  furriers.'* 

Another  time  they  fay :  *  Once  there  was  a  great 
**  ftirring  perceived  among  them,  when  we  read  the  - 
**  xxiid  chapter  of  St.'Matthew  to  them,  and  told  diem 
"  that  Jefus  Chriflr,  the  King  of  glory,  would  now 
*'  have  them  called  too,  and  that  they  might  all  come 
**  to  him  as  they  were,  and  get  phemfelves  adorned  with 
"  his  blood  as  the  wedding-drefs.  My  heart  (fays  one 
«•  brother)  burnt  for  love,  and  fome  of  the  Greenlanders 
w  burft  out  into  floods  of  tears,  and  faid,  that  they  had 
"  felt  an  energy  in  their  hearts  which  they  could  not 
*  defcribe." 

A  principal  article  in  this  affair,  which  muft  rejoice  a 
true  judge  of  the  tokens  of.  grace,  is,  that  the  miffion- 
.aries  in  preaching  and  treating  with  the  heathen,  (poke 
and  afled  with  a  peculiar  feeling  of  their  own  poverty 
and  un  worth  inefs.  Thus  at  different  times  one  and 
another  fays :  "  When  I  am  fometlmes  fo  poor  and  de- 
*'  feftive  that  I  fcarce  know  one  word  to  fay,  the  Lamb 
"  of  God  grants  aie  a  look  into  his  wounds,  and  then 
«  the 
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*  the  words  flow  like  a  torrent,  that  both  I  myfdf  and 
**  the  hearers  are  overpowered  with  fomething  unutter- 
■■*  able.  **  We  ail  know  who  and  what  we  are, — and  all 
**  with  one  confent  declare, — we've  no  ureenirnence  to 
«*  Jhew,^— to  move  our  Lord  to  love  us  (©.*  '  Dear  bre- 
"  tfiren,  yon'  have  very  little  in  -  us  to  rejoice  at ;  how* 
*(  ever  rejoice  in  this,  that  we  become  poor  tinners  more 
"  and  more.  We  will  remain  in  faith  and  love.  We'll 
"  follow  Jefu's  leading?*- throughout  our  lire's  proceed- 
*5  ings,-4and  venture  when  the  Prince  permits ;" — but 
?  not  as  heroes,  for  we  cannot  aft  the  hero,  but  as 

*  children,  who  would  gladly  do  the  will  of  .their 
«  father.'' 

§8. 

.  Through  the  blefSng  of  the  Lord  the  congregation 
V3S  augmented  this  year  with  eleven  adult  Greeiijanders  t 
three  of  them  were  baptised  in  February,  and  (he  other 
eight  at  Chriftmas. 

'  In  thfe  beginning  of  the  year  the  iirft  Greenland-pair. 
vje.  Sjrnon  and  Sarah  were  joined  together  in  matrimony 
according  to  the  chriftian-  institution.  Firil  the  brethren) 
fooVe  with  bun  previous  to  it ;  he  propofed  a  woman  that 
did  not  live  here  and  was  not  baptized.  The  brethren, 
V  might  well  be  fuppolbd,  objected  againft  it,  therefore 
he  took:  time  to  conlider  upon  it,  and  the  next  day  he 
faid,  he  had  prayed  our  Saviour  to  directum  in  this  af- 
fair tor  the  good  of  his  foiil,  and  had  found  that  bis  pur- 
pofe  had  not  been  pure,  for  he  had  looked  more  at  the 
.appearance  of  the  perfon  than  his  foul's  good.  He 
"elf,  an " 


aiharned  of  hirnielf,  and  would  afterwards  act  agr 
to  the  mind  of  his  teachers.  But  they  were  afraid  of 
meeting  with  more  difficulty  from  Sarah,  becaufe  it  is  an 
old  cuflom  among  the  Greenlanders,  mat  a  Jingle  wo- 
man is  not  brought  to  marry  by  confent,  but  by  compul- 
fion.  However  (he  was  in  a  good  dilpofition,  and  our 
Saviour  accompanied  the  propolal  t*  her  with  his  grace, 
fo  that  fhe  was  willing,  contrary  to  their  expectation. 
Then  after  a  fliort  exhortation,  to  let  themfelvcs  be 
formed  as  an  image  of  the  Lord  and  his  church,  they 
were  mutually  promifed  to  each  other,  and  this,  prelimi- 
nary tranfaclion  was  concluded  with  prayer.  A  few 
x  days 
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jays  after,  all  the  Greenlanders  and  Tome .  European* 
from  the  colony  aflembled  together,  an  J  a'difcourfe  was 
held  oh  Eph.  v.  23,  24.  and  .then  they  werc.joined  in 
marriage,  and  recommended  to  the  Lord  in  prayer  as  the 
|irA  married  pair  that  were  bound  together  here  according 
to  the  chfiftian  rites,  wUhjng  they  might  inherit  a  new 
blelfing  and  fliew  art  edifying  example.  '■"••,

I  now  come  to  the  relation  of  fome  intermixed  occur-, 
fences;  from  which  we  {hall  fee.  that  the  brethren  had 
great  reafon  to  thank  the  faithful  eye  and  Watchman '  of. 
ITrael  for  his  bleffing  in  externals,'  and  for  averting  many, 
dangers  in  their  voyages  on  account  of  vifi ting  or  other 
neceflary  affairs.  Once  when  they  went  to  fearch  for 
wood,  a  contrary  ftormy  wind,  and  fhpwy  weather, 
kept  them  prifoners  a  whole  week:  upon  a  defart  ifiand  in, 
a  piercing  cold  without  any  tent.  Another  time  fome" 
Greenlanders  were  fcarce  landed  fafe  with  a  corpfc  they 
had  brought  home,  before  a  raging  temped  arofe,  which1 
threatened  to  overturn  our  houfe. 

At  Good-hope  they  received  an  account  that  no  (hip 
had  arrived  this  year  at  Frederic's-hope,  a  colony  erecled 
but  laft  year ;  therefore  the  factor  here  refolved  to  carry 
(hem  a  couple  of  boat-loads  of  provifibn,  and  defired  the' 
brethren  to  accompany  him  with  their  boat.  Juft  as 
they  were  going  to  fct  off,  the  other  fa&or  came  him- 
felf  from  the  foutb,  and  could  take  fo  much  into  his  own 
boat  that  the  brethren's  affiftance  was  not  wanted. 
Whenjthey  were  got  20  leagues  from  hence,  the  fame  un- 
friendly ftorm  that  had  imprifoned  the  brethren  for  a 
week  on  an  ifland,  befet  them,  and  overturned  one  of 
their  boats'  by  its  monftrous  billows  ;  two  men  were 
drowned,  and  two  climbed  upon  the  keel  of  the  boat, 
and  in  this  manner  were  driven  about  for  a  league 
before  the  other  boat  could  come  to  their  relief  and  fave 
them. 

The  Good-hope  fhip  arrived  this  year  the  2d  of  July. 
The  brethren  received  by  it  many  joyful  accounts  and 
animating  letters,  and  alfo  as  much  of  the  necelfaries 
of  life  as  would  fuffice  for  their  fubfiitence,  with  the 
help  of  what  they  themfelves  could  procure.  July  3, 
they 
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'  the;  began  their  new  building,  ..which  fome  particular 
reafons  made  them  put  off  laft  year,  and  which  was  now 
become  more  neceflary  i  yet  they  did  not'  compleat  it 
till  the  year  following.  By  this  fhip  the  miffionary 
Frederic  Boehnim  made  his  nrft  vifit  from  hence  to  the 
brethren's  congregations,  jn  order  to  deliver  in  a  verbal 
account  of  matters,  and  to  ftrengthen  himfelf  anew,  for' 
his  labour. 


The  twelfth  Year  1744, 

!■; 
/  I  WE  almoft  general  flirting  that  took  place  among 

I  the  heathen  laft  year,  continued  this  year  in  its 
bleued  progrefs,  and  the  brethren  laboured  to  cherifli  it 
by  their  own  and. the  baptized  Greenlanders  co-agency. 
Yet  the  enemy  ftrove  to  Another  it,  nay  even  to  difpatch 
by  murder  the  inftmments  that  made  fuch  inroads  upon 
him.  But  he  fucceeded  lb  poorly,  that  he  loft  his  cap- 
tive fouls  more  and  more,  and  they  were  called  and  pre- 
pared for  eternal  life. 

■  When  our  Greenlanders  came  home  from  the  iilanda, 
their  account  commonly  ran  thus :  "  We  found  many 
.**  people  that  beard  us  gladly,  nay  that  defired  us  to  tell 
"  them  fome  thing  of  our  Saviour.  Some  indeed  mock- 
"  ed,  but  were  put  to  flume  by  the  others."  One  that 
was  baptized,  once  found  feveral  men  fitting  together,  and 
{peaking  with  concern  about  their  condition.  They 
conftrained  him  to  fit  down  by  them,  to  talk  with  them. 
Even  an  unbaptized  man  who  had  at  other  times  ex- 
prefled  an  enmity  againft  the  word,  but  could  not  as  yet 
leave  a  brother  of  his  who  was  baptized,  was  once  called 
upon  by  the  heathen  to  tell  them  fdmething.  But  as 
his  heart  fmote  him,  he  began  to  weep,  and  uttered 
himfelf  in  a  prayer,  in  which  he  confefled  his  own  bad 
condition ;  and  this  had  alfo  its  effect  on  the  favages. 

The  awakening  extended  further  than  the  brethren 
Could  ordinarily  vifit;  this  they  were  informed  of  by  one 
of  the  baptizco,  who  had  found  the  heathen  very  delirous 
many  leagues  to  the  north.  They  urged  him  to  fit  and 
talk  to  them  the  whole  night.   The  fecond  night  he  ftole

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away  into  a  little  hoirfe,  to  get  fome  reft.  But  they  foort 
found  him  out,  and  he  was  obliged  to  gratify  their  de- 
fire  of  more  converfetion.  A  celebrated  angekok  m  tfeic 
place  dreamed  Aat  he  was  in  hell-torments,  and  heard 
and  few  unfpeakabre  things.  ■  He  went  two  whole  days 
and  then  told  the  people  his  vhton,  adding  that  he  would 
not  go  on  with  his  dclunons  any  longer.  ■; 

.      *?•...._  ..'  " 

.  Thus  the  brethren  were  more  and  more  encouraged 
to  villi  the  heathen  fiequently,  or  to  live  feme  days  with 
them  in  order  to  blow  up  the  fire  that  was  under  the 
afhes.  At  one  vifit  in  Kangek.  a  Greenland  woman  was 
baptized,  who  could  not  come  to  the  great  celebration 
of  baptiim  became  of  the  bad  weather.  Of  this  they 
write :  "  We  were  welcomed  with  much  joy  by  the 
"  heathen,  and  our  meuage  was  heard  every  morning 
"  and  evening  with  great  eagernefc.  March  7,  the  1k- 
""  crament  ofnaptifm  was  difpenfed.  So  many  people 
**  came,  that  the  houfe  was  quite  filled,  and  feme  flood 
*  without  by  the  windows.  After  a  difcourfc  on  the 
"  text :  Gad  ft  loved  the  world,  &c.  the  candidate  was 
■**  baptized  arid  called  Sophia.  The  croud  Handing  round: 
'<*  were  vaftly  affefled  and  feed  numberlefs  tears*. 
"  May  the  Lamb  make  her  a  blefiing  to  her  country- 
**  folks.  She  is  endowed  with  both  gifts  and  grace, 
"  and  fee  meets  already  with  much  perfection,  becaufe 
■**  there  is  a  noted  Angekok  at  this  place,  who  coun- 
>*  teracto  us  very  much.  He  has  threaded  to  fall  upon 
*'  us  with  the  well-known  band  of  murderers,  becaufe 
"  he  fees  that  our  miniftry  among  the  heathen  ert- 
"  croaches  too  much  on  his  trade.  But  we  rely  On  the 
"  word  of  Jefus,  that  not  a  hair  fhall  fall  from  our 
;**  head,  nor  thole  of  our  Green! anders,  without  the  will 
*'  of  our  heavenly  Father.  The  9th,  a  woman  iprang 
*'  from  a  rock  into  the  fea,  and  was  drowned.  The 
**  reafon  was  this,  the  angekok  pretended  he  would 
**  conjure  a  healthy  foul  into  a  fick  child ;  but  as  it  died

"  thing  o/om  Saviour,  and"  is  hawd  on  that'sccount." 

•  ■    «*  after 
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"  after  al],   he  laid  the  blame  upon  this  woman,  awl 
"  affirmed  that  ibe  had  killed  this  new  foul  with  her 
■*  black  at.     On  this  account  the  child's  father  lay  in 
"  wait,  to  take  away  her  life,  and  fttc  leaped  into  the 
"  water  that  flie  might  not  be  hewn  in  pieces  in  the 
"  manner  that  the  Greenlanders  fcrve  the  reputed  witch- 
*'  ei.     The  forcerers  invent  fuch  ties,  when  they  want 
*'  to  have  any  body  out  of  the  way.     The  infidels  ftand

**  Afterwards  I  went  with  Rebecca  and  £fther  to  tjje 
*'  other  bouts.  At  firft  we  met  with  nothing  but  wa- 
"  men,  to  whom  Either  teftined  with  moving  and 
«  anointed  words  what  grace  the  Friend  of  tinners  hail 
■'  ib_ewn  to  her.  She  fet  before  them  the  example  of 
**  the  great  finner  Mary  Magdalene,  and  exhorted  them 
**  to  follow  it.  I  was  quite  pleafed  with  her  difcourfc. 
«'  Then  we  adjourned  to  another  haufe,  where  I  fpoke 
u  on  the  words ;  Heboid  tbt  Lamb  of  G*d,  ice.  and  irj- 
M  vited  them  to  the  approaching  baptiun  of  fome  of 
"  their  relatione.  In  the  evening  we  came  again  to 
"  our  lodging  j  thcr«  I  (poke  on  the  text;  1  gtut  tua- 
*'  kn  m  tbt  vH4*rnifi»  erf  *"***  *»  tit  drfart,  to  pw 
Da                         **  droi* 
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' **,  aVtnk  to  my  people"  .  I  felt  a  particular  energy  inning 
""  from  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  and  the  people  were  fa 
1 "  (truck  that  there  was  fcarce  one  unmoved.  After  th'e 
'**  difcourfe  they  fat  themfelves  down  here  and  there  in 
'  u  little  companies  to  talk  over  this  matter.  .  Dec.  '5,  as 
~  '<  foOn  as  they  rofe,  they  defired  me  to  fpcak  to  them 
1  *'  again.  I  (poke  of  the  agonizing  conflict  of  our  Sa- 
' "  viour's  foul  when  he  purchafed  us,  and  that  the 
**.  bloody  fweat  trickling  down  his  face  exempts  every 
-"foul  from  coming  into  judgment,  who  adheres  to  him 
***  by  faith.  '  We  had  a  blefted  canvertation  with  the 
"  heathen  when  the  difcourfe  was  over,.  Anna's  .b«I- 
"  ther  cried  out  with  tears:  Ah,  now  I  begin  to  uh- 
"**"  derftand  why -ye-  fpeak  fo  much  of  the  blood  of  Jefus'I 
"I  could  not  look  at  the  old  man  without  tears.  ■  fl« 
'*<  had  conftandy  laid  to  his  lifter :  I  mould  by  rights  be 
'**  converted^  and  fo  I  will  too,  but  I  know  not  wbat 
;**  'ails  me,  I  cannot  rightly  come  at  it.  The  6th,  after. 
;*'•  a  difcourfe  on  the  good  Shepherd*;  "we  reewnmended' 
"them  to  him  in  prayer.  Anna  gave  us  her  daughter 
'•*  to  go  awhile  to  our  fchool.  At  fetting  off  we  fung': 
""*  Up!  up!  yertdeantd,  be  -watchful  and  bri/k,  &C  Somq 
**  of  them  ran  along  the  ftrand  to  hear  what  we-fung, 
'**  and  wept  aloud.  We  ftaid  all  night  with  Rofuia, 
*'  and  flie  and  her  Elizabeth  refolVed  to  go  with  us. 
"  At  this  place  lived  fome  religious  Grecnlanders  ; 
w  therefore  I  fpoke  on  thofe  words :  Without  mi  ye  can  da 
'**  nothings  and  mewed  the  difference  between  mere  na-1 
**  tiiral  piety  and -a  true  change  of  heart,  which  induces 
"  a  perfon  to  abftain  (out  of  love  to  our  Saviour) -from 
;«  every  thing  that  he  redeemed  us  from  at  the  expene'e 
:*'  of  his  life,  and  which  endues  him  with  power  through 
,'**  his  blood  fo  to  walk  even  as  he  walked.  When  I 
tt  went  away,'  a  girl  ran  after  me  weeping  and  faying: 
"  OI  am  too,  too  bad,  and- feel  nothing  yet  of  the 
"  blood  of  Jefusj  what  fhall  I  do?  I  faid  to  her: 
"  Here  is  Either  and  Rebecca,  they  can  tell  thee  what 
.'*'  they  did.     And  that  they  told  her  with  joy."

Many  Greenlanders  came  from  thefe  iflands  to  vifil 

'  the  brethren  from  time  to  time. .  But  there'  were  feme 

,-  among 
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among  them  that,  in.  ipitc  of  all  the  work  of  grace  on.. 
their  hearts,  ftill  refilled  the  truth,  and  perfecuted  thofe! 
(hat  believed,  under  the  pretence  that  feme  of  them  were 
related  to  the  murderers  of  their  friends ;  therefore  they 
aimed  at  talcing  away  their  lives  to  revenge  their  friqidi| 
Hood.  The  brethren  defcribed  to  them  the  fin  of  mur-, 
dec,  and  the  injuftice  of  fuch  kinds  of  revenge,  which 
in  cafe  it  cannot  find,  the  perpetrator,;  vents  itfelf  on  his, 
innocent  relations,  nay  even:  on  fuch  as  only  happen  to. 
live  in  the  fame  land.  The  brethren  feat,  for  Jonathan* 
who  was  the  jchief  obje£t  of  their  evil  intentions,  '.  to. 
come  to  them  j  the  people  were  appealed  .  by  his  pro* 
teftations  of  innocence,  and  proraiied  to  do  no  harm  to 
him  or  any  of  the  telievers.  TJiere  was  one  of ,  them 
called  Kainak,  whom  the  brethren  reminded  of  the  time' 
four  years  ago,  when  he  was  laid,  hold  of  in  a  period 
of.  .awakening,  and  exhorted  him ,  to  furrender  himfelf 
once  into  the  hands  of  our  Saviour..  The  tears  came  in, 
his  eyes,  and  he  knew  not  what  to,  fay,  hut  that  he  was 
a  mueiable  corrupted  creature,. that  Jcnew  very  well  he 
ought  to  be  converted,  out  could  not,  becaufe  he  like*! 
better  to  wander  up  and  down  with  the  ravages.  After 
Kuyayak,  Samuel's  brother,. had  been  drowned  in  coaft- 
jng  to  the  north  as  was  mentioned  before,  this  man  took 
his  fon  Kuanak  with  him.  Afterwards  the  poor  lad  was 
feized  with  a  burning  fever,  and  being  light-headed  he 
wounded  Kainak's  wife  with  a  knife ;  he  was  beat;  fo  un- 
mercifully for  it,  that  fomebody  brought  him  to  the  breT 
thren  upon  their  back  as  a  wretched  cripple.  However 
they  were  glad  to  get  him  alive  again,  and  cured  him. 
This  boy  came  now  alfo  to  Kainak ;  and  confefled  that 
he  had  very  well  deferved  the  blows  j  but  advifed  him 
and  the  reft  of  them  to  be  all  converted.  They  wept 
.all  together,  and  owned  they  were  wrong  *. 

Some  of  the  other  vifitors  lamented  that  they  had 
.  hot  come  here  to  winter,  for  the  uneafinels  of  their 
hearts  purfued  them  without  intermiflion,  and  if  they  at- 
tempted to  Another  it  by  ball-playing  or  other  diver- 
sions, yet  it  returned  fo  much  the- ftronger.  Thefe  peo- 
ple were  now  very  much  out  of  humour  with  a  falfe

'     D  3  prophet 
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prophet  and  Angekok,  who  had  made  the  chrifrian  reli- 
gion fufpkious  to  them,  and  warned  them  againft,  be- 
lieving in  Jefus,  pleading  that  it  was  a  mere  invenrWfr 
of  die  foreigners,  which  might  now  be  feen^  beeajrfc Xorni 
of  the  believers  died,  though  their  teachers  had  find  that 
none  of  thofe  that  believed  m  the  &>n  of  God  would  die. 
Afterwards  when  he  was  called  to  an  account  before  the 
Others,  and  afked,  if  he  had  ever  heard  that  the  belief 
vers  fhouM  always  remain  in  this. worlds  he  laid :  **0 
**  no,  I  did  not  apprehend  it  fo,  but  becaufe  1  knew 
**'  that  I  ought  to  be  converted,  and  yet  would  hot,  I 
•*  invented  this  objection,  left  tie  reft  of  the  people 
**  fhould  be  converted,  and  I  be  Jefjfc  alone."  One"  can-; 
not  help  wondering  at  this  man's  honcft  eorifefEon  of  the 
icafon  why  he  d?d  not  avouch  the  chrifthui  doctrine ;  and 
it  were  to  be  wiflied  that  all  others  were  fo  honeft,  who  . 
have  once  determined  not  to  adopt  the  gofpeUtruths,  and 
on  that  account  fo  eafijy  farnHn  themfelites  with  argu^ 
merits  againft  them,  which  have  ju'ft  as  much  validity  as 
the  curious  devfces'of  this' Greenhmder.  He  told  one 
of  the  baptized,  that  he  had  a  mind  to  be  converted 
too,  but  that  his  love  for  his  deceafed  children  and 
friends  kept  him  back,  for  if  he  went  to  heaven  and  ■ 
thofe  were  hi  hell,  he  could  have  no  joy  there.  An 
bid'  man  of  another  diflrict,  who  had  expreffed  an  en- 
mity againft  the  word  of  God  for  many  years,  and  yei 
came  continually  a  vifiting,  was  once  JeriouOy  afked, 
why  he  was  fo  full  of  animofity,  fince  Jefus  died  for  his 
adverfaries  too,  and  would  forgive  and  take  away  his 
enmity  if  he  was  willing  ?  He  lifterred  carneftly  to  this 
news,  and  was  quite  friendly  at  Icaft  for  this  time,  arid 
early  next. morning  he  came  again  and  begged  them  to 
fpeak  further  to  htm  about  the  fame  fubjec?7  for  he  that 
was  crucified  in  fuch  a  manner  came  into  his  mind  as 
as  foon  as  he  awoke.  After  fome  further  inftruction  ■ 
he  cried  out  t  O  Jefus,  help  me  poor  creature !

In  this  manner  truth  obtained  one  conijueft  after  the  , 
other,  and  the  fimpre  docrrine  of  the  crucified  Jefus  was 
laid  before  the  moft  wild,  hard  and  refifting  hearts  and 

minds 
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minds  fo  plainly  and  hear tiiy, ;  as  the  method  of  teaching 
under  the  new  oovenant  requires  ^  neither  did  it  fail  ef 
-proviflg  its  efficacy  -and.  producing  its  J^uSt  in  its  tunc, 
-even  when  it  ieemed;  tp  lie  dormant  for  foine  yearn. 
JJitf  the  brethren  were  not,  backward"  tomcat  .feme  more  ft - 
verely,  fipeeiallV  thofeof  an  aMdactQffly  proflignte  fpirii; 
yes  as  foon  as  tHey  relented,  they  lud  jthcis  ajfo  in  the 
CVMgeJictJ  t(ac|£.    . 

In  May  the  aforementioned  banditti,  who  had  threaten- 
ed, the  teachers,  marched  (o  New-Herrnhut  at  a  time  when 
tooft  of  the  Greefdanders,  at  leaft  all  the  men,  were,  ab- 
ktn.m  queft  of  food,  arid  all  the  brethren  tut  Matthew 
Stach  were  gone  to  vifit  them.  He.  relates  what  follows 
eoncerninjEit:  ,

"  concerning  PdiiPs  occurrence  at  Athens,  and  aftcr- 
"  wards  I  laid :  "  Yet  I  will  not  fay  a  great  deal  to  you  of 
"  the  Creator  of  all  things  for  you  know  already  that 
"  there  is  a  Creator.  {This  all,  but  one,  confirmed,) 
*<  You  alio  know  that  you  are  wicked  people,  (which 
"  they  all  faid  Tit  to.)  Now  then  I  will  tell  you  of  the 
"  moft  neceflary  point,  viz.  that  you  and  we  have  a 
"  Saviour,  who  is  the  fame  that  made  alt  things  at  firft. 
"  He  came  into  the  world  like  another  man,  refilled  up- 
"  wards  of  thirty  years  upon  earth,  did  the  will  of  hia 
-**  heavenly  Father,  and  inftructed  mankind.  After- 
.    D  4  **  wards 
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**  wards  he  was  fattened  up  to  a  crofs  and  flain  by  his 
"  country-men,  who  would  not  believe  his  word;:  -But 
*'  the  third  day  he  rofe  again  from  the  grave,  and  after* 
■"*  wards  attended  up  into  heaven.  Now  the  time  is  ap- 
"  preaching  when  he  will  come  again  in  the  clouds  of 
"  heaven ;  then  all  the  dead  will  rife  and  appear  before 
*'  him  as  the  righteous  Judge,  and  he  will  render  to 
*'  every  one  according  to  his  works,  ■Then  I  turned  to 
'*  the  chief,  and  faid:  But  thou  poor  man!  how  wilt 
"  thou  ftand  before  him,  when  all  the  fouls  whom  thou 
**  haft  difpatched  out  of  this  world,  (hall  ftep  forth  and 
"  fay  to  him  that  (its  upon  the  tribunal :  This  wicked 
**  wretch  murdered  us  tuft  as  thou  hadft  fent  ttiy  mcf- 
*'  fengers  to  us,  and  hindered  us  from  hearing  the  ac- 
*'  count  of  our  falvation.  What  wilt  thou  then  an^ 
"  fwer  f"  He  was  ulent,  and  caft  his  eyes  down  to  the 
*'  earth.  I  obferved  now  that  a  tremour  feized  them, 
*'  all,  therefore  I  proceeded :  "  Hearken  to  me;  I  will  put 
*'  thee  in  a  way  how  thou  maynVefcape  this  tremendous 
"judgment,  but  thou  muft  loon  put  it  in  practice,  or 
*'  elfe  death  will  put  it  out  of  thy  power,  for  thou  art 
**  old.  Fall  then  at  the  feet  of  Jefiis.  Thoucanftnot 
•'  fee  him,  yet  he  is  every  where.  Tell  him  that  thou 
"  haft  heard,  that  he  loves  the  human  foul  exceedingly, 
**.  and  rejects  no  one  that  cries  for  grace,  though  he  be 
"  the  greateft  (inner;  tell  him,  he  mail  have  mercy  on 
"  thee  poor  wretched  creature,  and  expunge  thy  fins 
**  with  his  own  blood,"  and  fo  on.  He  promifed  with 
*'  an  afteclfid  heart  that  he  would.  'When  I  had  finiih- 
"  ed,  Anna  began,  whofe  brother  they  had  murdered 
**  in  the  year  1739,  flie  alfo  exalted  the  power  of  Jefu's 
*'  blood,  which  had  evidenced  itfelf  fo  happily  on  her 
"  and  hers,  and  admonifhed  them  not  to  with  ftand  the 
*'  truth  any  longer.  When  (he  had  done,  Sarah  came^ 
"  and  kept  them  a  long  difcourfe.  They  heard  it  all 
"with  great -attention,  and  afterwards  walked  up  and 
"  down  the  place'  in  a  thoughtful  pofture  with  their 
*'  hands  folded,  but  towards  evening  they  departed." 

In  March  the  Greenlanders  crept  out  of  their  winter.* 
houfe's,  and  went' to  their  fiflwry.    Now  as  the  brethren 
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had  experimentally  found  that  the  baptized  and  cate- 
chumens frequently  fuftained  harm  in  tHeir  diffipations 
among  the  lavages  in  the  fummer-feafon,  therefore  they 
made  an  .arrangement,  that  the  baptized  women  and 
children  who  had  no  provider  (i.  c  n»  father,  hufband 
or  brother)  fliould  live  in  the  tents  with  fome  baptized 
-head  of  a  family,  mould  afliit  him,  and  be  maintained  by 
him.  They  all  acquiefced  in  it  except  one  unmarried 
Greenland  woman,  who  would  abfolutely  live  witha 
Jingle  man  that  was  unpaptized,  and  in  order  to  carry 
her  point,-  made  ufe  of  all  manner  of  fcurrilous  refrac- 
'.tary  language,  as  fuch  people  are  wont  to  do,  who  in- 
veigh againft  all  orders  that  are  not  adapted  to  the  will 
of  the  flew  and  carnal  reafon,  under  the.  name  of  con- 
flraint  of  conference  and  implicit  obedience,  and  thus 
furniih  the  adverfaries  with  fuch  plaufible  evidences  and 
■calumnies,  as  they  can  expect  to  gather  from  discontent- 
ed deferters.  They  were  obliged  to  exclude  this  perfon 
from  the  fellowship  of  the  faithful  (for  flic  had  been 
baptized)  till  by  the  other  baptized  people's  talking  to 
her  ihe  became  alhamed  of  her  difobedience,  and  begged 
forgivenefs. 

John  Shneider,  one  of  their  teachers  went  with  them, 
that  they  might  regulate  themfclvee  from,  the  beginning 
.in  .a  manner  becoming  chriftians,  and  might  not  be  too 
long  without  initrulhon ;  he  kept  a  meeting  with  them 
every  morning  and  evening,  fpoke  with  them  finely,  and 
:had  often  an  opportunity  between  whiles  to  fpeak  to  the 
heathens.  Once  when  he  went  out  to  moot  fome  thing 
to  eat,  two  little  girls  fifhing  upon  the  ice  called  to  him, 
and  laid  that  they  rejoiced  when  they  faw  him  coming, 
and  now  he  fhould  {lay  a  little  with  them,  and  not  only 
apply  himfelf  to  the  purfuit  of  partridges,  but  tell  them 
Something  of  our  Saviour,  efpecially  as  they  had  no  op- 
portunity of  coming  to  his  houfe.  Accordingly  he  fpoke 
to  them -with  pleafure,  to  the  purport  of  that  verfe: 
f*  Ne'er  let  it  vanifli  from  my  heart-' -That  I  have  been 
**  redeemed — by  thy  execflive  fmart," 

In  the  mean  time  the  Grecnlanders  vifited  in  New- 
Herrahut  as  often  as  they  could,  and  by  degrees  moft  of 
them  came  home  again,  fo  that  towards  the  end  of  May 
nineteen  tents  were  flooding  there.    But  they  foon  fet 
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toff  again  to  the  Amaralik-bay  to  their  harveft'fc  cape- 
Kns,  a  kind  ef  fprat,  which  fcrves  them  in  the  winter 
for  their  dairy  bread.  Matthew  Stach  went  with  them 
-to  harre  acomjfant  infpe&ion  over  them  and  to  proceed 
in-  inrrnicrmg  tiffm.  He  had  an  opportunity  of  preach- 
ing, the  gofpel  to  many  heathens  diere, 

fn  June  they  returned  loaded  with  temporal  and  fpl- 
tittn}  Meffings.  The  miflionarr  brOMght-iorae  lacks  full 
ef  dried  capdins  which  he  htmteif  had  caught,  to  encou- 
rage the  Green-landers  to  diligence  by  his  example,  and 
To  Rare  fomethmg  to  give  the  needy  in  a  time  of  want. 
When  the  brethren  hod  nothing  elfc,  they  made  iafe. of 
■thefedurmg  the  building  or  enlarging'of  their  dwalh'ng- 
plaee,  which  they  finiihee  fc  far  as  to  enter  it  the  sent 
of  Augtrft-;  ret  this  food  did  not  agree  with  theni,  fb 
that  they  were  lick  and  weak  by  it,  but  more  fo  when 
they  Were  obliged  to  eat  mikkiak  or  half-rotten  feals- 
Hefti  with  the  Greenlandera.  Yet  they  write:  "The 
■**  Lord  be  prarfed  that  amidft  all  this  he  giwes  us  ■ 
*'  chearful  heart,  and  joy  in  our  Greenlanderfi,  whkb 
*•  is  better  than  abundance,  nay  than-  alt  the  treafures  of 
K  earth," 

Towards ;  autumn  ■the  Grecntaridars  went  a  feal- 
carching,  and  in  October  they  returned  to  New-Hermhue 
all  but  two  widows,  who  flayed  with  their  children. -a- 
jnong  their  relations.  The  inhabitants  diftributed.'them- 
felves  into  'three  houfe.  The  moft  confiderable  fire  of 
each  hottfe  made  a  meal  for  the  reft  of  the  men,  at  which 
Che  outward  conduct  and  order  to  be  obferved  among 
them  was  made  known.  A  man  from  the  colony  aHb 
came  to  beg  them  to  take  'him  in ;  but  he  was  lent  .thi- 
ther again,  and  told,  that  if  he  would  give  his  heart  to 
our  Saviour,  and  be  obedient  to  the  minuter,  he  migitt 
certainly  find  every  thing  there  which  he  pretended  ■  to 
want  here,

Now  the  brethren  regulated  the  meetings  and  the 
bands  anew,  and  the  people  were  afked  if  they  were 
willing  to  fpeaV  of  the  ftate  of -their  hearts  with  thofe 
perfoDs  of  their  nation  they  were  -clafied  with,  and  they 
all  faid  Yes.  Yet  one  man  ftaid  away  from  that  time, 
.and  declared  without  any  equivocation  or  ftudying  plau- 
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libit!  ftafons,  that  lw  had  an  averfton  to  faeh  fit*  coh- 
vsrftrron,  for  he  neither  would  nor  could  believe  any  thing 
he  Ward  h«n  of  God  i  there  was  no  God,  but  every  thing 
WUfiteof  irfeJf,  and  Will  always  remain  as  a  is.  When 
he  Was  fpofce  to  about  it,  and  the  dangerous  fttte  of  bis 
lbul  was  itprefcnted  to  him,  he  gave  no  other  anfwer  but 
this,  that  he  wouM  never  liter  the  opinion  he  had  once 
enwrtairced,  but  go  the  fame  way  as  his  fathers  had  gene 
before  him.  This  frantic  fpeeeh  proceeded  from  the  dhV 
quietude  of  his  heart,  bfccaufe  he  wanted  to  ftifle  the 
■work  of  grace  but  could  not,  which  «uft  neeeflkrily 
breed  a  confix  in  his  fool.  This  betrayed  itfelf  when, 
he  once  Went  unawares  to  hear  a  difcourre  on  the  words': 
The  wagH  of  jit  is  dtatb,  at  which  he  was  fo  refBefs-  arid 
afurious,  that  he  turned  from  fide  to  fide  as  if  he  fat  upon 
thorns,  and  at  laft  rofe  up  and  ran  away. 
'  On  the  other  hand  another  man  came  to  one  of  the 
million  a  ries,  and  begged  him  to  talk  with  his  Wife.  He 
faid,  the  ufed  to  be  very  earned  in  the  purfuit  of  what 
was  good,  but  becaufe  he  always  hindered  her,  fbe  now 
feemed  to  be  brought  off'  from:  it  entirely.  He  beggecT 
the  mtrEonaiy  to  give  her  freih  encouragement,  he 
would  neVer  hinder  her  any  more,  bnt  be  converted 
himfelf.  A  few  days  after  he  came  to  enquire  if  any  one 
had  fpolcen  with  his  wife,  and  what  effect  it  had.  One 
day  one  of  the  baptized  faid  to  his  wife,  "  Haft  thou 
"  never  any  thoughts  about  giving  our  teachers  fome- 
**  thing  ?  they  do  fo  much  for  us,  and  we  do  nothing 
**  for  them  ;  make  each  of  them  a  pair  of  ftoes."  Sirii- 
ple  as  this  Teems,  yet  it  fttews  that  the  Greenlanders  be- 
gan to  think  pf  feme  erateftl  acknowledgement,  where- 
as formerly  they  expected  to  be  paid  for  the  lean  <if  their 
ears. 

5  7- 
The  children's  fchool  was  begun  again,  and  at  the 
tlofe  each  time  a  text  was  repeated  to  them  to  learn, 
and  the  next  Sunday  they  were  catechised  upon  it. 
Sometimes  they  read  to  them  fome  animating  accounts 
from  the  children  of  believing  negroes  and  Indians  in 
America,  or  letters  from  the  children  of  the  nurferies  of 
the  Unity ;  then  gave  them  an  exhortation  to  follow  trie 
good  example,  and  concluded  with  prayer.    They  alio 
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read  fometimes  fuch  kind  of  accounts  of  other  millions 

to  the  adults  for  their  excitation,  and  after  a  time  they 

let  apart  a  day  every  month  for  this  purpofe,  which  was 

called  the, Monthly  Prayer-Day  or  Congregation-Day. 

Such  letters  and  accounts  awakened  a  defire  in  fome  of 

the  Greeiilandei  i  to  cxprefs  alfo  the  ftate  of  their  hearts 

and  minds  in  letters  to  their  brethren  beyond  the  lea. 

Accordingly  they  dictated  foruething  to  the  pen  of  .'their 

teachers,  which  they  tranflated  into  German  and  fent. 

Thus  the,  following  letters  were  wrote  this  ve'ar.

"rfjefnsin  ouf  hearts.     Mayjefus  blefi  thee.     Tell 

*  all  thy  brethren  that  I  love  them  very  much. 

3.  Rebecca  wrote  to  the  mimonary  who  was  then 
ttbfcnt. 

■  "  Hearken,  Boenifle- !  I  cannot  tell  thee  how  often  I 
•'  have  thought  of  thee,  and  prayed  our  Saviour  to  keep 

*  thee  and  me  in  his  care,  and  help  us  always  with  his 
«■  blood.  Thanks  be  to  Jefus,  that  he  keeps  his  blood 
■**'•  always  in'  our  remembrance.  One  thing  I  experience, 
*»  and  that  is,  that  we  have  a  Saviour  who  helps  us 
«  through  with  his  blood.  :When  he  lets  me  feci  my 
•('corruption,  I  fay  to  him;  remove. it  from  me  again, . 
«4-and  grant  me  the  power  of  thy  blood.  Now. I  will 
**  constantly  cleave  to  him,  and  thou  wUtalfo  do  the 

*  fame  for  thy  heart's  good," 


The  brethren  now  began  to  keep  fepwate  meetings  for 
each  of  the- different  fexes,  and  to  give  them  exhortations 
with  a  view  to  their  ■  (ex  and  Special  circum fiances, 
Thefe  were  called  choir-meetings,  they  were  kept  every  - 
Sunday,  and  contributed  very  much  both  to  their  Spiritual 
edification  and  alfo  to  their  outward  order  and  exemplary 
walk.  But  that  thefe  different  meetings. might  be  attend- 
ed with  no  irregularity,  and  that  every- one -might  know 
the  days  and  hours  appointed  for  the  public  or  the  Sepa- 
rate meetings,  they  appointed  two  servants,  a  brother 
and  a  lifter,  for  the  respective  fexes.  The  two  firftwere 
Jonah  and  Judith. 

The  missionaries  had  every  now  and  than  fortio  ex-  - 
prefs  conversion  with  thofe  of  the  nation  that: were  ap- 
pointed to  keep  the  bands,  that  is,  loch  Greenlanders 
under  whole  infpection  thofe  Smaller  affocittions  could 
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fpeak  of  the  fta» -of  tbeir  hearts>  At  tliefc  little  c«ifo- 
Koces  they  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing  their-  fairi- 
ments  of  the  growth  of  their  people,  which  commonly 
hatmoowed  very  nearly  with  the  thoughts  of  the  teach*. 
era ;  or  it  give  cccafion  to  fottia  animadveruooB  ©r>  the 
wife  leading  of  fouls.  They  particularly  enforced  it  oa 
them,  not  to  urge  or  prefs  any  one  to  (peak  of  his  filia- 
tion, that  lb  dead  or  lukewarm  people  irughr  not  be 
driven  to  bypocrify.  « 

I  fhould  protratl  my  fubjeft  Co  too  great  a  Iragrfc,  af 
I  was  to  infert  all  the  overflowings  of  the  brethren  ■  jay 
cm  various  occafions  at  the  blen7jii»aiiid.thaevi4enct«  of 
grace  in  general  and  in  individual  fouls;  but  it  was  often 
attended  with  fhowers  of  tears.  The  deiire  of  the  Qreen- 
landers  for  the  word  of  God  Inept  contiimally  incr^duiia, 
They  not  only  came  eagerly  to  the  meetings,  but  all* 
went  privately  and  alone  now  to  one  «f  their  taacfceaa, 
and  then  to  another,  fometkoes  to  aft  for  further  iliir&ra- 
tion  or  inftruflion,  Sometimes  to  bewajl  their  finfulpefii 
and  todefim'tne*  advicej  ibmetimes  to  reveal  ftt  to- 
kens of  grace  that  had  discovered  theaafe Ives  in  their  aw* 
perfbna  of  others,  attended  with  •  true  change  of  he*rts 
in  fhort,  .to  jttclofe  the  finnerlikc  feeling  of  their  «wa 
poverty,  and  of  the  precioufhefa  of  the  blood  of  JeAia. 
Here  the  brethren  write :  "  Since  we  now  lee  that  a- 
•*  midft  all  our  own  impotence  and  poverty,  the  blood 
**  of  lie  Lamb  eaBerti  its  power  on  the  hearts  af  the  fa- 
■■  vages,  baptised  or  not  bapttted,  therefor*  tfaw  4uU 
«  perpetually  remain  our  text:  BthtM  the  Lawd>efG*iy 
«  that  laitib  amaj  tie  fin  tf  tbtwrld.  We  wilt  diceft 
■**  all  fouls  to  turn,  became  we  ourfdves  have  f<w«d  a8 
**  our  faltatfon  and  righfeoufhsfs  in  him.  We  will 
**  freely  fpend  ourselves  in  wimeffing  ef  his  preciotte 
*•  blood.  But  why  do  I  lay  fpend,  it  always  gives  m 
'*  fiefh  vigour ;  and  when  a  coal  from  the  altar  of  the 
**  ends  touches  our  lips,  our  mouth  flows  over  with  it. 
**  anew."     ■  ■    . 

§  9. 

In  February  the  congregation  was  increafed  with  nine 

perfons  by  holy  baptiim,  and  in  December  there  was  an 

addition  of  fix  new  candidates.     When  tfaofe  laft  were 

acquainted  of  the  approaching  grace,  they  hucft  out  into 

fuch 
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filch  *  Ihower  of  tears,  that  they  could  fay  ao  more  n» 
them  for  that  tune.  Their  ninth  mt  fb  Mil  of  it,  that 
feme  dreamt  about  rt.  They  had  a  preparatory:  Meet- 
ing every  day,  and  the  day  before  they  were  to  be  hip. 
tiw»d  they  came  fmgly,  confefled  thai*  &ft%  and  wot 
abfeWed  by  impoution.  of  bawds  and  prayer.  ifapti** 
was  adminiftred  to  them,  Dec.  16.  Km  3  ditcourfe 
was  held  on  Chat  text :  /,  rtwi  I  mS  ink  fwrch  ay  fbap, 
mi  fid  Uxm  tut.  They  were  exhorted  to  draw  near 
to  the  throne  of  grace  as  naked  tinners,  and  at  their 
baptifin  to  put  on  the  blood  and  righteou&efe  of  Chrfll 
'as  their  robe  and  wedd  mg-d  reft.  -  They  dmpped  moot 
tears  than  words,  at  the  qucftions  that  were  afked  thaao. 
Among  thole  that  wwe  baptized  was  an  old  maiden, 
who  had  been  under  inftru&ian  feme  year*'  before,  but 
the  Hiieafinefs  of  her  heart  made  her  run  away ;  lite  lame 
-tfneafinefs  drove  her  now  hither  again,  and  obliged  her 
t»-gjve  way  to -the  power  of  grace.  Another  young 
woman  was  laid  hold  of  feme  year*  ago  at  tfce  vifita 
of  the  brethren  in  Kaigek ;  fine*  then  Ate  profited  by 
feme  chriftian  inftruftioiis  at  the  northern  colony,  and 
-made  good  improvement  in  knowledge.  When  Jhe 
had  livid  again  awhile  with  the  brethren,  the**  came 
■a  Greenlander  who  had  caft  his  eye  upon  Tier  for  his 
wife,  and  now  would  take  her  away  by  violence,  hut 
(he  was  refcued  from  him  upon  the  ftrand.    . 

Three  children  of  believing  parents  wevctwm.  But 
as  the  brethren  had  made  it  a  rale,  sot  to  force  the 
■holy  facraments  upon  the  Greenlandera,  bur  So  wait  till 
They  earneftly  defired  them,  therefore  only  the  laft  «hM 
~wes  baptized  at  prefent,  viz,  Simon  and  Swab's,  who 
begged  for  it,  and  promifed  to  take  p»d  oatc  -  rf  lb 
«rueation.  The  father  prayed  over  the  ■Cjrildt  avid,  the 
mother  being  alfe  prefent,  concluded  with  a 'fervent 
thanksgiving.,  They  were  the  fe*  couple  that  were 
joined  together  here,  according  to  the  chtifetttn  ritual, 
and  their  child 'the  firft  that  the  brethren  bapaced. 
This  fcrupurofity  was  perhaps  carried  too  for,  but  it 
fprungfcfrom  the  great  reluctance  they  had' -to  ra* -fating 
of  heathens  that  had.  been'  baptrted  they  tH  not  know 
why,  roving  about  wild.  They  ftrft  Made  a  trrai  fa 
every  thing,  nor  were  they  yet  certain  whether  all  they 
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had  baptized  would  flay  there,  and  educate  their  chil- 
dren in  a  chriftianlike  manner.  -  But  they  received  39 
admonition  on  this  head,  and  when  they  afterwards 
found  that  the  baptized  faithfully  kept  the  promife 
made  at  their  baptifm,  always  to  ftay  with  their  teachers,  . 
they  were  left  Scrupulous  of  baptizing  the  children  of 
believing  parents. 

One  of  the  miffionaries  gives  an  account  of  his  bap- 
tized people  in  a  certain  writing,  part  of  which  I  will 
infert,  becaufe  it  {hews. us  that  amidft  the  real  joy  they 
felt  at  the  grace  vifible  in  them,  they  were  not  blind 
£0  their  faults,  but  readily  owned  fuch  as  they  knew 
of.. 

"  It  feems.ae  if  they  had  all  fonje  life  in  their  hearts, 
"  but  we  cannot  yet  fay  that  they  are.  all  arrived  to-a 
«  fettled  confidence.  Yet  moft  of  them  know  where 
<*  the  fault  lies.,  and  long  for  the  blood  of  Jefus. 
*'  Many  of  them  have  good  infight  and  knowledge,  and 
**  feldom  mifs  an  opportunity  of  recommending  the 
**  grace  of  our  Saviour  to  others  j  but  they  themfelves  do 
.**  not  all  live  in  the  right,  enjoyment  of  it.  They 
"  being  abfent  from  us  and  feattered  among  the  bea- 
*'  then,  is  a  great  detriment  to  them  ;  and  yet  they 
"  cannot  be  always  with  us  becaufe  of  their  livelihood, 
«  though  we-  do  what  we  can  to  prevent  their  going 
*'  a  great  way  ofF.  We  make  no  difference  between 
"  our  baptized  people  and  thofe  at  the  colony,  nor  do 
*'  they  make  any  difference  among  themfelves.  Indeed 
"  at  firffi  we  obferved  a  little  ftrangenefs,  which  pro- 
"  bably  proceeded  from  their  being  of  different  coun- 
*'  tries,  for  thole  at  the  colony  are  natives  of  this  coun- 
*'  try,  and  ours  are  fbuthlanders,  and  therefore  are 
"  looked  upon  as.  (bangers.  But  this  estrangement 
"  foon  vanifhed,  and  thofe  that  have  an  upright  in- 
"  ten  lion ,  lave  one  another  cordially.  The  miflionary 
*  and  we  are  alfo  of  one  mind,,  and  we  have  bound 
**  ourfelves  before  the  face  of  the  Lord,  to  carry  on  the 
"  work  in  fellowfhip  for  one  Mailer,  and  not  to  ami  at 
.**  a  bare  fpreading  me  chriftian  religion,  but  a^  a  true 
""  converfion  of  the  heart  through  the  efficacy  of  the 
.*  gofpel  of  the  crucified  Jefus.'" 
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§  10. 
©ne  pair  of  the  believers  was  joined  in  matrimony 
this  year.  Two  of  the  baptized  inhabitants  and  a  child 
died,  and  one  alfo  of  the  baptized,  viz.  Solomon  a 
married  man*  entered  the  eternal  manfions  as  a  finner 
that  had  found  grace;  The  brethren  had  had  a  great 
deal  of  joy  in  him  ever  fince  his  bapttfin  till  this  fpring, 
when  he  was  excluded  the  fellowuiip  of  the,  believers 
for  a  certain  tranfgreffion,  and  went  away  for  a  little 
while  entirely  from  hence.  But  one  of  the  teacher* 
finding  him  when  he  viiited  the  heathen  a  fortnight  af- 
ter, took  him  afide,  and  encouraged  him  to  apply  to 
Jefus  for  mercy  as  a  firmer,  and  allured  him  he  might 
find  a  refuge  in  his  wounds,  and  there  alone,  from  all 
fin,  all  error  and  evil.  At  this  his  heart  grew  tender, 
and  he  fhcd  many  tears.  May  10,  he  came  again  with 
his  tent,  healthy  and  well  to  New-Herrnhut,  but  fell 
fick  the  night  after.  As  it  was  obferved  that  he  batten- 
ed to  his  end,  and  as  he  was  very  penitent  for  his  tranf- 
greffion, and  alfo  aftured  the  brethren  that  our  Saviour 
Ead  looked  gracioufly  upon  him;  he  was  again  receiv- 
ed into  the  congregation  during  many  tears.  Then  he 
declared  that  he  was  ready  to  depart  into  his  eternal 
ftate,  told  all  that  vifited  him  how  much  he  longed  to 
be  with  our  Saviour,  and  amidft  his  greateft  pains,  he 
Aid:  "  O  Jefus,  thou  knoweft  that  I  repofe  my  confi-. 
"  dence  alone  on  thee  and  thy  blood,  thou  knoweft 
"  that  I  have  no  other  Saviour  but  thee;  therefore 
«  ftand  by  me,  poor  firmer."  Being  afked,  if  he  could 
go  to  our  Saviour  with  joy,  he  laid,  Yes,  and  added, 
"  Here  comes  a  finner,  who  would  fain, — thro'  the 
**  LambVranfom,  entrance  gain." 

Ji'i. 

I  will  conclude  this  year  with  the  celebration  of 
Chriflmas.  Their  account  of  it  runs  thus :  "  Dec. 
"  24,  we  went  with  our  baptized  Greenlanders  to  the 
"  colony,  and  fung  feme  Chriftmas-verfes  before  every 
"  Greenland  houfe.  Then  we  went  into  the  veftry- 
M  room,  where  Mr.  Drachart's  baptized  congregation 
"  came  alfo  to  us.  Firft  a  Chriftmas-hymn  was  fung, 
"  and  then  %  dtfcourfc  kept  on  the  lowly  birth  of.  the. 
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"  Creator  of  all  things,  and  his  deep  condefcenfion  even 
*'  to  the  death  of  the  crofs.  The  difcourfe  alfo  touch- 
"  ed  on  the  promifes  made  to  the  fathers,  and  their  ar- 
"  dent  expe&atioa  of  the  falvation  of  God.  -Then 
"  the  factor  gave  them  a  flipper,  and  while  they  were 
M  eating,  they  were  entertained  with  foroe  profitable 
*i  difcourfe  on  die  feftiyal  fubject.  After  finging  ano- 
"  ther  hymn  we  went  back,  fang  feme  reries  before 
"  each  of  our  houics,  then  aflembled  in  our  ball,  and 
"  wrarfhipped  -the  child  Jefus  on  our  knees.  The 
"  Greenlanders  afterward  faid  i  "  O  how  many  night* 
"  have  we  waked,  and  revelled  with  our  heathenifh 
"  mirth,  but  hitherto  we  have  been  utter  ftrangers  to 
*i  fuch  joys  as  thefe,  &c.  ,  On  the  evening  of  the  third 
*t  holiday,  I  reminded  them  of  the  grace  we  have  en- 
«« joyed  all  in  a  body  at  our  meetings,  and  each  apart, 
'*  during  thefe  feftrval  days;  therefore  we  bowed  out 
"  knees  with  gratitude,  thanked  the.  Lamb  for  it  all, 
"  and  begged  die  grace  that  this  fcene  might  never  be 
*'  withdrawn  from  our  hearts  or  our  memories." 


LTHE  THI1.TEEHTH  YeAK  174$. 

§1. 

THE  joy  mis  Chriftrnas  was  crowned  with,  in- 
clined the  brethren  to  make  the  general  ieaft* 
of  rbe  church  of  more  benefit  man  they  bad  been  hi- 
therto, in  order  to  give  the  Greenlanders  a  right  un* 
derftanding  of  the  great  and  good  deeds  the  Lord  hath 
done  for  his  people ;  therefore  they  read  them  the  hifto- 
ry  of  the  reipe&ive  events  out  of  the  Bible,  and  made* 
tome  fhort  explanation  and  application.  If  the  Green- 
landers had  not  rightly  undemood  any  thing  when  it 
was  publicly  propounded,  they  came  afterwards  to  afk 
about  it,  which  prefented  a  fine  opportunity,  not  only 
of  making  it  mere  intelligible  to  them,  but  alfb  imper'-  ■ 
ceptibly  to  difbera  more  clearly  the  principles  of  theif 
hearts  and  the  fituation  of  their  minds,  ana  confemieritv 
ly  enabled-  their  inftrmftors  to  difpenfe  the  word  of  life- 
(0  as  fuited  all  and  each  at  that  feafon.  But  if  the  bre*-* 
thnm  ©bferved .  any  barrennefs  or  lukcwamuwfa,  or  if 
even 
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even  deviations  appeared,  and  bad  cuftotm  would  break 
in  *gain,  they  took  an  opportunity  "to  reprove  them  ei- 
ther in  a  public  meeting,  in  a  band,  or  in  private  inter- 
views, in  order  to  reform  them,  and  prevent  any  evil 
consequences. 

Thus  on  new-year's  day  they  write :  "  After  reading 
"  the.  hiftoty  of  the  birth  and  circumcifioii  of  Jefus, 
'**  feme  of  them  came  to  enquire  further  into  the  mat-

.'.  If  the  baptized  did  any  thing  unfeemly,  they  were  ei- 
ther (poke  with  and  rebuked  in  private,  or  if  the  cir- 
cumftance  required  it,  in  their  feparate  meeting,  or 
were  even  debarred  that  meeting  for  a,  time.  It  had  ge^ 
""herally  the  effect,  that  they  dire&ly  acknowledged  their 
fault  and  afked  pardon  of  thofe  they  bad  aggrieved. 
Sometimes  the  poor  offender  was  affrighted ;  iuch  they 
cheated  Up  :  fome times  he  was  affronted ;  fucn 
they  faltered  to  go  their  own  way  awhile,  till  they 
came  to  reflection,'  and  begged  forgivenefs  with  tears. 
The  worft  cuftom  of  the  Greenlanders,  is,  running  a- 
bout  with  ftories  and  idle  chat.  They  were  ferioufly 
warned  of  the  fin  and  damage  that  may  fpring  from  it, 
and  (Jiey  made  them  all  promife  not  to  carry  about  the 

*  Daring  the  winter,  the  mitragiow  wnthir  fttqutijily  cbliged  Ultra  to 
k(*i  meeting  m  evyj  W'jfc. 

E  2  bad 
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bad  things  they  faw  or  heard  of  one  another,  but  to  give 
timely  notice  of  it  to  their  teachers,  that  they  might 
duly  examine  into  the  matter  and  make  an  end  of  it. 
But  whoever  propagated  an  offence  among  the  peo- 
ple,  (hould  be  excluded  the  meeting  of  the  baptized, 

'   as  well  as  he  that  committed  it. 

But  notwithftandiiig  this,  the  brethren  could  moft: 
heartily  rejoice  at  the  vifible  proofs  of  the  progrefs  of 
moft  of  them  in  grace,  or  at  leaft  their  upright  conref- 
lion  of  their  defects.    The  bands  and  the  private  con,. 

,  verfations  were  here  of  great  benefit.  Once  their  jour- 
nal fays:  '*  After  the  meeting  feveral  came  into  roy 
"  room. '  I  took  occafion  from  the  fubjeft  of  the  di£- 
"  courie,  to  afk  them,  What  was  the  moft  dear  and 
"  valuable  thing  to  them  ?  One  faid  :  «'  That  our  Saviour 
**  has  chofen  me  out  of  the  world,  and  lets  me  feel  his 
«*  love  fo  often.9  Another  faid :  "  Becaufe  I  am  yet  fo 
"  ignorant,  I  want  to  learn  the  words  of  falvatjop 
"  rightly,  and  to  keep  them  in  my  heart."  A  third  ad- 
"  ded  :  Once  I  was  fo  eager  after  knowledge  too,  and 
"  thought,  if  I  could  but  learn  a  great  deal,  then  I 
•*  ihoufd  have  what  I  ought  to  have.  But  afterwards 
"  when  I  found,  that  with  all  my  knowledge,  the 
"  wounds  of  Jefus  were  ft  ill  foreign  to  me,'  nay,  fome- 
*'  times  my  contempt  and  averfion,  then  I  was  (hockv 
"  ed  at  myfelf,  and  found  I  mult  be  converted  anew.  ■ 
«  Now  nothing  is  fo  agreeable  to  me,  as  his  blood." 
**  The  laft  laid :  "  This  I  have  not  got  yet  I  am  ftiH 
"  choaked  with  the  cares  for  a  livelihood,  and  though 
"  it  avails  nothing,  yet  I  cannot  rightly  extricate  my- 
**  fclf  from  it."  This  fame  man  faid  once  to  his  clals : 
"  Brethren,  I  obfcrve  that  we  always  like  to  fay  fome 
'*  good  thing  of  ourfelves.  Yet  it  is  well  known  that 
"  we  have  bad  things  enough  too,  therefore  it  would 
"  be  beft  for  us  to  fpeak  of  things  as  they  are."  And 
he  himfelf  directly  fet  the  example. 

In  another  of  the  men's  bands  it  was  lamented,  that 
the  right  third  for  the  blood  of  Jefus  was  not  perceived 
in  all  of  them.  This  gave  vent  to  an  open-hearted  con- 
feffion.  One  faid :  "  The  thing  is  true,  and  I  am  one 
**  that  mull  be  aftiamed  of  mylelf.  I  have  been  bap- 
"  tiied,  but  now  it  is  to  me  as  if  I  was  not  baptized. 
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M  For  Toon  after  my  baptifm  I  went  among  the  Savages, 
*'  and  became  unfettled  and  vain.  When  my  heart 
«*  told  me  I  Should  go  to  my  teachers,  and  lay  open  my 
* '  heart ;  I  perfuaded  myfelf  that  it  would  be  to  no  pur- 
*'  pofe,  for  they  could  not  help  me,  neither  could  I  keep 
M  to  what  they  told  me ;  therefore  it  would  be  better  for 
w  them  not  to  know  how  it  was  with  me.  This  made 
**■  my  heart  grow  colder  and  harder.  Now  it  gives  me 
.*'  pain,  and  1  beg  out  Saviour  to  Soften  my  heart  with 
"  his  Wood." 

§2, 

It  is  certain  the  intercourse  with  the  wild  Greenland 
ders  was  a  dangerous  rock  for  thefe  weak  beginners, 
(which  yet  was  not  well  to  be  avoided,  becaiife  they 
were  obliged  to  be  often  and  long  abroad  to  feek  food.) 
For  as  the  heathens  could  no  more  withstand  the  truth, 
nor,  like  other  heathens,  confidering  their  deep  igno- 
rance, fet  up  Some  invented  wifdom  of  man  in  opposi- 
tion to  it;  therefore  they  went  another  way  to  work, 
and  tried  to  fediice  the  believers  to  join  in  their  revel- 
lings  by  all  forts  of  allurements,  that  fo  they  them- 
Selves  might  have  an  excufe  to  refill  and  trifle  the  con- 
viction of  their  confidence  and  the  uneafinefs  of  their 
heart.  The  teachers  could  not  go  every  where  with 
mem,  and  the  vifiting  was  not  Sufficient  always  to  warn 
them  at  the  right  time.  This  timely  caution  they  were 
obliged  to  commit  to  the  maternal  care  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  and  to  defire  their  people  to  hearken  to  his 
voice  with  a  listening  ear  and  an  obedient  heart.  Thus 
I  find  it  once  noted :  "  At  their  departure  we  fpoke  to 
"  them  on  thpfe  words,  Remember  je/ut  Chriftt  (2  Tim. 
*'  ii.  8.)  that  he  alone  was  able  to  help  them  when 
*'  they  would  be  Scattered  among  the  wild  favages,  and 
"  fee  a  variety  of  enticements  to  evil.  The  Servants 
*'  were  exhorted  to  Serve  their  matters  faithfully.  The 
"  children  were  catechized  from  the  Lift'  text  they  had 
"  learnt :  la  bit  humiliation  bit  judgment  was  taken  away, 
*'  and  who  Jball  declare  bit  generation  ?  They  were  told  to 
"  think  always  about  thefe  things,  to  repeat  their  texts 
"  and  verfes  often  to  the  heatneniSh  children,  and  to 
"  ihew'by  this  what  Spirit  they  were  the  children  of. 
**  At  taking  leave,  there  was  a  general  emotion }  great 
%  3        (  "and 
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**  and  fmall,  baptized  and  unbaptiied,  all  wept,  and 
"  we  wept  with  them  at  the  grace  that  the  Lord  hath 
**  (hewn  to  us  and  oar  Greenlanders  this  winter.  Some 
**  lamented  that  they  were  obliged  to  go  away,  and 
**  AH:  It  was  quite  another  thing  to  them 'now  than. 
*'*  it  was  at  firft;  for  then  they  h'ke\]  to  take  a  trip 
**  fometimes  to.  the  heathen,  but  now  they  were  very 
**  much  afraid.  We  gave  .them  that  prormTe  for  their 
"  comfort:."  Where  two  or  three  aregathered  together 
"  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midft  of  them.'* 

Some  of  them  came  now  and  then  on  a  vjfit,  and  (aid, 
that  every  Sunday  the  baptized  came  together  from  the 
iJknds  round  about,  and  kept  a  meeting,  and  that  fome 
of  the  heathen  came  to  it  and  behaved  very  devoutly, 
though  they  were  foon  carried  avray  again  into  their 
wild  courfe.  One  of-  them  was  defircd  by  the  lavages 
to  tell  them  fomething  good.  At  firft  he  could  not  re- 
collect himfclf,  but  by  and  by  he  bethought  him  df 
thofe  words,  (Ifa.  Ixv.  a.)'/  have  fpread  oat  ny  hands  all 
the  day,  &c.  This  led  him,  though  with  more  tears  at  his 
own  un worth inefe  than  words,  to  fpeak  fo  much,  that  they  " 
had  quite  enough.  A  conjurer  there  had  laid  heavy  char- 
ges on  the  believers,  that  their  new  db&rine  and  way 
of  life  frayed  the  fea-fowl  away  forfooth,  after  he  had 
reieafed  them  from  the  fubterraneous  regions  by  his  art. 
When  the  cold  increafed,  they  offered  part  .of  their 
houfc  to  our  moft  diftinguiibed  Greenlander,  whofe 
teftimony  found  the  moft  entrance;  but  he  perceived 
their  artifice,  and  civilly  declined  the  invitation.  Then 
they  attempted  to  inveigle  him  to  feveral  forts  of  plea- 
sures, but  as  they  could  not  prevail  witH  him  that  way 
neither,  they  made  him  an  offer  of  fome  of  their  things, 
if  he  would  go  only  once  with  them.  He  felt  an  incli- 
nation to  the  things,  becaufe  they  were  juft  fucfi  as  he 
flood  in  great  neea  of;  but  was  directly  rebuked  in  his 
heart,  and  refufed  them.  At  laft  away  they  went,  tel- 
ling him,  he  carried  matters  quite  too  far ;  that  after 
this  rate  they  could  have  no  communication  at  all  with 
the  baptized.  However  it  had  this  good  efrefl,  that  the 
heathens  of"  the  place  where  he  Was,  were  afhamed  to 
live  fo  very  wild  and  unruly  as  the  reft. 
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.-'  '  §3- 
The  brethren  went  abroad  as  often  as  they  could  to 
vifit  their  people  from  ifland  to  ifland,  and  if  they  met 
with  any  heathen  that  would  hear  them,  they  let  the 
gofpel  before  thru  hearts.'  One  fuch  vifit  is  related  in 
the  following  words.  "  In  one  place  tome  of  the  hea- 
**  then  told  us,  that  a  man  who  fome  time  ago  vifited 
"  us  frequently,  died  lately,  and  teflified  that  he  was 
"  not  afraid  of  death.  We  told  them  the  reafon,  why 
**  thofe  that  believe  need  not  be  afraid  of  death,  but 
"  may  rejoice  when  they  put  off  the  garment  of  ftefh. 
''  Then  we  cawe  to  an  ifland  where  many  of  our  bap- 
"  tized  fojoum.  They  were  very  glad  to  fee  us  again, 
."  and  had  a  ftgre  of  pretty  quefhons  to  afk  us,  which 
"  we  refolved.  May  ift,  an*r  the  morning-meeting  we 
*'  fpoke  with  all  the  baptized  and  feme  of  the  unbapti- 
**  zed  fingly,  and  in  the  evening  fpolce  on  the  words : 
"  God  it  but,  ttet  The  2d,  in  the  morning  meeting  we 
"  fhewed  them  how  they  might  be  acquainted  with  the 
*'  great  Teacher,  who  wouH  abide  with  them  for  ever, 
**  if  they  dp  not  wilfully  grieve  him.  Then  we  went  a 
f  couple  of  leagues  further  to  Kookcernen.  The  firft 
*'  tents  we  got  fight  of,  were  not  our  people.  Yee  we 
"  landed  at  fpme  places,  Thofe  that  wanted  to  hear, 
*'  foon  came  to  us,  and  we  exhorted  diem  npt  to  neg- 
,M  leel  the  offered  grace  in  the  day  of  falvation,  but  To 
*'  embrace  a  Saviour  with  joy,  that  they  might  receive 
**  power  to  become  children  «t"  God.  One  woman 
"  came  after  us  and:  fatd :  ff  Ah  I  fhould  be  very  glad  to 
"  hear  the  word  of  God,  for  at  prefent  J  know  but  one 
**  fingle  text:  Awa&t  thou  that  fletpejl."  We  explained 
*'  this  inert  faying  to  her,  arid  told  her,  that  he  that 
*'  had  imprinted  that  upon  her  heart,  would  give  her 
**  more  if  foe  afked  him.  She  faid,  fbe  did  not  know 
**  how  to  pray.  We  taught  her  that  verfe:  O  my 
"  heart's  lovely  Jefus  dear,  &c.  From  hence  we  went 
"  to  fome  of  our  own  people.  They  directly  confeTfed, 
"  that  they  had  played  at  ball  with  the  unbelievers,  and 
**  now- they  were  uneafy  and  could  not  conyerfe  with 
**  the  reft  of  the  baptized  with  righMieartinefs  and  free- 
"  dom.  We  admonifhed  them  not  to  put  themfelves 
**  upon  a  level  with  the  world  any  more,  nor  to  do 
E  4  **  things 
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"  things  out  of  compliance,  whereby  they  made  them- 
■**  felvea  the  fervants  of  men,  and  gave  offence  inftead 
"  of  edification  to  the  heathen.  Upon  another  bland 
"  we  found  things  better.  No  defcfiption  can  paint 
"  the  joy  they  had  in  us,  nor  the  joy  we  had  in  them. 
"  Some  of  them  turned  their  hearts  infide  out,  and  laid 
"  bare  all  that  was  in  them  good  and  bad.  Some  told 
"  us,  what  honourable  reproach  they  had  bome  from 
"the  infidels.  We  kept  the  evening-meeting  on  the 
"  text :  Looking  mta  "Jifia-,  &c.  '  The  3d,  we  divided 
"  ourfelves  into  feveral  tents  on  the  ifland,  that  they 
.**  might  all  hear  Iqmething.  Then  we  vilited  round 
"  in  every  tent.  In  one,  only  two  hearhenifh  women 
"  were  at  home,  who  were  very  much  moved  at  what 
**  we  (aid.  When  we  told  them,  that  they  might  ad- 
"  ways  pour  out  their  heart  before  our  Saviour,  and 
**  comfort  themfelves  that  he  would  give  them  a  gra-? 
"  cious  hearing,  they  laid :  "  Alas !  we  poor  creatures 
"  can  fcarce  do  that.  However  the  younger!  cried  to 
■*  her  mother :  "  Do  thou  pray-"  And  when  flte 
"  would  not,  'the  daughter  herfelf  began  and  prayed  fo 
"  fervently  that  we  did  nothing  but  weep  for  joy  at 
*t  hearing  her.  Many  both  baptized  and  unbapuzed 
"  came  to  the  evening  meeting,  which  was  held  on  the 
**  words:  y*fiu9  tfay  Sm  if  David,  have  nurcyon  me! 
**  The  Lamb  of  God  was  in  the  midft  of  us.  The  4th, 
"  before  our  return  we  kept  one  difcourfe  more,  on 
"  the  fountain  opened  for  fin  and  uncteannefs.  We 
"  fpokc  Separately  with  our  own  people.  Thofc  that 
"  at!  faithfully  and  uprightly,  are  very  much  defpifed, 
***  but  they  are  chearful  and  joyful  under  it.  But  thofe 
"  that  meanly  conform  fhemieh/es  to  the-  world  frill, 
■**  are  haraffed  in  their  fouls,  and  afliamed  before  us  and 
■**  their  brethren.  We  recommended  them  all  to  the 
"  overfight  and  guidance  of  our  S^viaur,  and  came 
*'  home  fafc  in  the  evening." 

§  4-  v 

In  May  they  all  came  home,  to  go  together  to .  the 

herring-hlhery.     One  of  the    miflionaries   went  with 

them,  to  keep  up  the  preaching  and  the  daily  meetings 

for  edification.     In  the  interim  many  Greeolaadcrs  from 

the 
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the  fouih  and  north  vifited  at  New-Hermhut,  as  they 
did  many  times  before  and  after.  Moft  of  them  indeed 
came  to  fee  fomething  new,  and  not  to  hear  die  gofpel. 
But  the  curiofity  of  many  a  one  turned  out  quite  other- 
wile  than  they  thought,  for  the  tefHmony  of  Jefus  ftruclc 
a  hook  in  their  heart,  which  they  could  not  always  difr 
engage  themfelyes  from.  Some  came  again  and  brought 
others  with  them,  that  they  might  hear  fomething  good 
too.  Many  came  to  fee  their  relations,  who  painted 
the  happy  life  of  faith  fo  amiably,  that  fome  were  di- 
rectly influenced  to  ftay.  But  others  refilled  all  at  this 
time,  though  fome  years  after  they  were  caught  too. 
Some  of  thefe  people  had  heard  nothing  at  all  till  now, 
others  only  a  little  in  converting  with  the  baptized,  or 
even  with  the  neighbouring  heathen  inhabitants,  nay 
fometimes  only  with  the  children  of  the  heathen  j  as 
for  inftance,  one  woman  had  learnt  this  verfe  from  a 
heathen  child :  "  And  now  the  Lamb  from  blcmifii 
"  free, — who  on  the  rugged  fliaroeful  tree, — for  me  his 
"  life  laid  freely  down,-r4or  my  true  Lord  and  God 
**  I  own;"  which  is  out  of  the  hymn,  The  Saviour's 
blood  and  rightcoufnels,  &c.  One  of  the  fervants  of 
the  fa&Qry  brought  an  account,  that  being  on  a  trading 
circuit,  he  met  with  many  Greenlanders  who  would  be 
glad  to  hear  fomething  of  our  Saviour,  and  that  fome 
of  taem  would  foon  come  hither.  Several  from  the 
colony  at  Frederk's-Hope  came  to  fee  the  brethren,  but 
the  brethren  had  heard  before  that  they  had  ftirred  up  an  in- 
fiirre£tion  laft  winter,  and  wanted  to  kill  the  minifter, 
becaufe  he  bad  put  a  flop  to  their  dancing,  and  when 
their  plot  proved  abortive,  they  fled  from  the  place  with 
a  horrid  (hout:  Tarngarjuk  ajungibk !  i.  e.  Torngarfuk 
is  good !  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  people  of  Ephcfus 
cried  out :  "  Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephefjans."  There 
was  not  much  to  be  done  with  thefe  mutineers  at  this 
time. 

•  Some  of  the  favages,  and  efpecially  their  angekoks,  were 
mightily  taken  up  with  fome  ominous  dreams,  which  feared 
them  and  others  for  fome  time.  Thus  one  of  them, 
who  fome  yean  fince  had  heard  the  gofpel,  but  now 
dwelt  at  a  great  diftance,  faw  heaven  and  hell  and  feve- 
rai  perfons  in  a  dream  ;  and  a  daughter  of  his,  but 
eight 
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eight  years  old,  had  a  vifloA  of  the  fame  kind.  '  Afftr 
this  dream  he  made  a,  little  box,  and  carved  ftveral 
figures  m  the  wood,  which  were  intended  to  reprefent 
Jefus,  Paul,  and  fom*  other  teachers  in  a  luminous 
place, '  and .  Some  Greenlanders,  who  wen  to  repre- 
fent the  damned,  in  *  dajlf  place.  This  imagery 
he  {hewed  about,  and  interpreted  every  where.  It  is 
difficult  to  decide  whether  fufth  lingular  things  an  to 
be  ranked  among  the  wbolefome  corrective  dreams  tint 
Elihu  (peaks  of  to.  Job  t  or  compared  with  the  operation 
of  the  (pint  of  divination  in  the  damfc!  at  Philippi,  who 
would  help  Paul  to  preach,  Atts  xvi.  or  with  the  lupcr- 
ftitlous  whim  of  a  certain  heathen  emperor,  who  placed 
Jeius  and  Paul  among  his  domeusc  gods,  So  much  is 
certain,  the  brethren  never  hud  any  weft  upon  it*  but 
put  a  restraint  upon  (heir  Greenlanaers  firom  tellmg  their 
dreams  to  others,  let  thom  be  ever  fo  pretty,  that  they 
might  not  be  taken  up  with  good  fancies,  or  pofijbly 
even  make  a  cuftom  of  them. 

$  * 

In  the  rummer,  frederit  Badmjfc  came  back  from 
his  vifit  in  Germany.  On  his  journey  thither 
two  years  ago,  he  was  topped  in  one  place  by 
the  foldiers.  All  their  efforts  could  not  make  him  en- 
Hft,  yet  he  was  detained  for  fame  weeks,,  and  few  from 
one  pkee  to  another.  His  meek  ftedfalmefsv  and  his 
occanonal  tcfHmony,  not  only  won  him  the  favour  and 
kindness  of  many  of  the  officers,  bat  buo  ftirred  up  fame 
of  them  and  fomc  common  foldiers  to  a  coafideratkm 
about  their  foul's  falvatton.  Thefe  gave  him  an  erapha* 
tical  memorial  to  the  Genera!,  and  the  Lutheran  abbot 
Stcinmetz  took  alio  a  good:  deal  of  pains  in  bis  behalf, 
and  thus  a  discharge  was  obtained.  Then  he  purfued 
his  journey  to  Herrnhuth,  vinted  the  congregations  in 
Silefia,  and  fpent  the  refidue  of  his  time  in  MarieoboC*, 
where  he  was  present  at  the  fynod,  and  delivered  in  an 
account  of  the  mimon.  In  the  mean  time  his  wife  fol- 
lowed him,  having  been  obliged  by  ficknefs  to  lie  by, 
and  ftte  carried  her  two  children  to  the  miricrtes  of  the 
Unity  to  be  educated.  March  13,  being  the  day  before 
he  fet  out  on  his  return,  he  received  ordination,  to  qua- 
lify 
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Trfy  Rim  the  better  for  the  profocution  of- his  calf;  and 
then  embarked  with  cap*.  Id&e  Alders  one  of  the  Dutch 
whale-  fiihers,  who  made  htm  his  chaplain  from  Holland 
to  Greenland.  He  tarried  on  board  the  fhip  during  the 
wnafe-tUhery  in  Difko-Bsy ,  -  and  mould  have  been  let 
alhore  at  Good-hope  on  their  return.  But  as  a  flrong 
fouth-wind  fprung  up  when  they  were  fourteen  leagues 
from  thence,  which  commonly  clogs  the  coaft  with  ice, 
he  chafe  to  land  directly,  nofwithftanding  there  was  a 
thick  fog ;  and  the  Ihip  Was  immediately  obliged  to  put 
off  to  lea.  The  Greeohuiders  carried  him  from  this 
place  to  his  brethren. 

The  whole  inlet  was  prefently  erouded  wHh  ft  much 
jce,  that  the  inhabitants  could  neither  go  out  nor  in. 
Tory  it.,  there  was  however  fo  much  opening,  that  the 
Daniih  Ihip  had  room  to  run  in,  though  in  great  dan- 
ger. The  eld  reft  Raftm  Nitfchmtn,  ahB  two  tingle  fit- 
ters, arrived  in  it.  But  the  captain  would,  not  take 
their  conduct*  with  them.  July  31,  John  £>hneidet 
was  married  to  one  of  theie,  Called  Reftka  Sbiefer,  and 
Aug.  6,  Mr.  Drachart  the  Daniih  miworiary  was  mar<- 
ried  to  the  other,  Rifma  Tbitm,  for  he  had  ddired  a  help- 
mate from  our  congregation. 

Jcbn  Bid,  and  alfo  the  above-mentioned  Rofina  Ni  tfch- 
man,  fet  off  with  this  (hip  for  Germany ;  arid  he  took 
his  children  with  him,  becaufe  they  now  law  plainly 
that  they  could  not  give  the  children  that  educatiort 
here,  which  would  be  neceflary  for  the1  furtherance  of 
the  work  among  the  heathen,  and  for  the  edification 
of  the  young  folks  among  the  Green  landers.  Soon 
after  their  departure,  the  brethren  were  alarmed  witfi 
a  fad  account  brought  by  the  Ihip  that  mould  have  run 
irrfo  the  (0  nth -colony,  but  could  hot  the.  fecond  timd 
for  the  ice ;  they  fald,  they  had  fecn  a  funken  ihip  iri 
that  diftrici.  But  it  did  not  prove  to  be  theirs,  for  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  conducted  them  fafe  to  Jutland. 

S«: 

By  this  time  the  Greenlanders  were  gone  again  into 

their  winter-houfes,  and  their  hours  for  inftrucuon  and 

edification  were  new-regulated.  The  brethren  tranflar.od, 

for  the  ufe  of  the  public  meetings,  an  incomparable  little 

tejtt- 
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text-book  of  its  kind  for  the  year  I740>  entitled:  72* 
Lamb  of  God  fit  firth..  &c.  containing  the  fame  num- 
ber of  pithy  choice  text*  as  there  are  days  in  the  year, 
all  relating  to  the  true  Godhead,  Manhood  and  Media- 
torial office  of  Jefus  Chrift.  At  fpeaking  on  thefe  texts, 
there  was  often  an  uncommon  emotion.  The  texts  are 
very  flioit,  and  (6  are  the  little  ftanza's  under  them; 
therefore  the  Qreenlanders  treafured  up  moll  of  them 
in  their  memories,  and  took  frequent  occafions  to  fpeak 
with  their  teachers  about  them,  by  which  means  they 
were  better  inuxu&ed.  They  alio  tranflated  fevera] 
more  hymns,  fo  that  they  had  now  upwards  of  forty  in 
all.  At  this  time  the  7V  Deum  kudamus  dirtinguifhed 
itfelf  very  much,  as  did  alio  that  charming  confeffion ; 
"  That's  the  moft  Unking  fubje&,— my  wounded  Lord ! 
11  when  I— look  at  thee,  my  foul's  object,— conftrain'd 
*'  by  love  to  die  j— and  how  from  thy  blood  flied  for 
**  me,-rrmy  happinefs  is  flowing— here  and  eternally," 
&c.  Bcfides  this  they  delivered  fome  difcourfes  pn  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  that  the  Grcenlanders  might  know  what 
they  prayed  for. 

Eighteen  perfons  were  incorporated  into  the  congrega- 
tion by  holy  baptifm.  Some  of  them  had  parents  and 
other  relations  in  Kangek ;  therefore  they  were  invited 
to  the  baptifmal  a&,  and  firft  afked  whether  they  had 
any  thing  to  object  to  the  baptifm  of  their  kindred,  and 
whether  they  would  be  a  hindrance,  or  not,  to  them 
hereafter  in  their  feljowfiiip  with  the  believers?  Theyex- 
prefled  their  entire  fatisfa&ion,  and  added,  that  they 
themfelves  would  prepare  to  came  here  to  live  and  be 
inftru&ed.  Only  .-one  man  kept  his  wife  back  from 
being  baptized,  contrary  to  his  promife,  by  taking  the 
child  away  from  her.  When  they  alked  him,  at  the 
next  vifit,  why  he  did  it  ?  he  would  give  no  other  anfwer, 
but  that  he  could  not  be  folong  without  the  child.  Yet 
he  defired  them  to  baptize  both  him  and  hjs  wife  at 
their  own  houfe ;  but  in  this  they  could  not  gratify  him, 
becaufe  they  plainly  law  that  he  with -held  his  wife  out  of 
vexation  that  Ihe  was  preferred  before  him. 

They  now  began  to  admit  the  catechumens  that  they 
intended  to  baptize  loon,  to  come  fome  weeks  before  tq    -

the  meetings  of  the  baptized,  that  they  might  enjoy  mor* 
inirriiiStion  and  bleffing. 

When  Greenland  children  were  born  of  parents  not 
yet  baptized,  they  were  blefied  Coon  after  the  birth  by  the 
impofftion  of  hands,  if  the  parents  de fired  it,  according 
to  the  example  of  the  miffionaries  in  St.  Thomas's. 

Some  witneffes  were  felectel  from  among  the  baptized 
at  the  baptifm  of  the  children.  They  made  this  institu- 
tion plain  both  to  the  parents  and  the  fponfors,  that  the 
fponfors  were  to  bear  a  care  of  the  child's  education  in 
fpirituais  and  temporals,  and  in  cafe  it  became  an  orphan, 
rfiould  train  it  up  as  if  it  was  their  own,  and  never  allow 
the  claim  that  any  of  its  heathenlfh  relations  might  pretthd 
to  it.  And  this  the  fponfors  promifed  at  the  baptifm  in 
theprefence  of  the  whole  congregation.       - 

§7- 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  congregation  amounted  to 
53  fouls.  The  firft  child  baptized  here,  entered  into 
eternity.  A  Greenlander  belonging  to  the  northern  co- 
lony, called  Tullimak,  was  drowned.  He  was  one  of 
thole  who  had  been  in  Copenhagen,  but  at  this  time 
was  with  his  brother  Simon  at  New-Herrnhut.  He  was 
caft  upon  a  rock  in  a  itorm  by  a  wave,  together  with  one 
of  our  unbaptized  people :  The  latter  efcaped,  but  Till* 
limak  was  warned  off  by  the  ^fea.  Another  had  a  hole 
rent  in  his  kajak  by  a  leal,  but  he  got  upon  a  flake  of 
ice  and  flopped  the  hole. 

Our  brethren  were  twice  delivered  from  danger  by 
water.  In  May,  when  earth  and  water  were  frozen  and 
theland  covered  with  fhow,  anoifearofe  in  the  morning 
like  the  roar  of  a  great  ftorm.  Before  they  were  aware, 
the  houfe  was  full  of  water ;  they  ran  out  to  divert  the 
ftiram,  fuppofing  that  it  proceeded  from  melted  fnow, 
but  behold  all  without  was  hard  and  dry.  In  the  (pace 
of  an  hour  all  the  water  was  gone,  and  then  they  found 
that  it  had  fpouted  out  of  the  earth  like  a  brook,  both 
in  the  dweiling-houffe  and  the  ftore-houfe  ;  but  it 
never  happened  before  nor  fince.  It  was  juft  flood  at 
full-moon,  which  has  fuch  an  influence  on  the  brooks 
and  fprings,  at  leaft  in  Greenland,  that  they  not  only 
(well  at  fuch  times,  but  the  water  alfo  rites  out  of  the 
earth 
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earth  in  places  that  ate  higher  than  the  fuiface  of  the 
lea.  In  Auguft,  when  they  went  out  to  hunt,  and  at 
the  fame  time  to  carry  forne  provifions  to  their  brethren 
who  were  returning,  they  were  inclofed  with  ice  during 
a  thick  mift.  But  they  had  time  enough  to  leap  upon 
a  great  piece  of  ice,  and  draw  their  boat  up  after  them. 
After  they  had  fpent  four  hours  in  this  cold  retreat,  an 
opening  made  itielf  fo,  that  they  could  proceed  further. 
Some  of  the  teachers  were  feized  this  year  with  feyere 
fickneffes,  which  were  the  more  dangerous  as  they  had 
no  medicines.  But  the  Lord,  who  is  our  phyJician, 
gave  them  proofs  of  his  wonderful  affiftance.  The  love 
and  concern  of  the  Greenlandcrs,  who  almofl  all  came 
even  from  the  moft  remote  places  to  fee  their  teachers 
once  more,  was  a  great  cordial  to  the  fick  patients.

THE  general  ftirring  among  the  favages  feemed 
now  to  abate,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  little 
flock  of  believing  Greenlandcrs  increafed  continually. 
Such  as  grace  could  mailer,  and  fuch  as  liked  to  be 
advifed,  drew  nearer  to  partake  of  the  happinefs  that 
their  hearts  were  destitute  of.  But  fuch  as  would  not 
yield  up  their  hearts  to  their  Creator,  endeavoured  to 
get  out  of  the  way  of  a  reftlefs  conscience  and  its  de- 
mands ;  and  if  they  had  an  opportunity,  to  detain  others 
by  fraud  or  force.  The  greateft  (lining  had  been  in 
Kangek.  Many  of  thofe  that  were  touched,  repaired 
to  their  believing  country  -  people  ;  others  wandered 
about  awhile  longer  with  the  favages;  and  others  were 
undetermined  which  fide  they  mould  take  to.  Thus 
upon  a  certain  occalion  it  is  faid :  "  May  29,  many 
"  ftrange  Greenlanders  vifited  us,  and  among  them 
"  was  one  who  had  been  very  much  laid  hold  of  two 
*'  years  ago.  I  aiked  him,  if  he  had  no  remains  left 
*'  in  his  heart  of  what  he  had  heard  and  felt  two  years 
"  fince  ?  He  anfwered :  "  The  firft  year  I  thought 
"  a  great  deal  about  it,  but  now  it  is  as  if  it  was  all 
*'  flown  away."  I  laid  again ;  But  haft  thou  no  mind 
"then 
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"  then  to  fide  with  the  believers  ?  He  replied  :  "  I 
"  know  it  would  be  well  for  rite  to  live  with  them, 
"  and  hear  God's  word,  but  I  am  too  much  linked 
*?  to  earthly  thing)*  and  cannot  extricate  myfelf. " 
"  Afterwaros  when  I  fpoke  further  with  him  of  the 
"  happinefc  of  thofe  that  believe*  and  how  he  would 
«  once  repent  his  letting  the  time  of  grace  paTs  over, 
"  the  tears  flood  in  his  eyes,  and  I  perceived  that  his 
"  heart  was  not  yet  quite  infenfible." 

The  angekoks  laboured  to  draw  fuch  irrefblute  peo- 
ple to  their  fide  again,  and  to  intimidate  them  from 
being  converted  by  all  forts  of  invented  tales.  ■  A  orange 
angekok  came  to  Kangek,  and. warned  the  people 
againft  giving  ear  to  the  christians,  giving  out  that 
he  had  ^performed  a  journey  to  heaven,  to  know  how 
It  went  with  the  fouls  of  the  Greenlanders.  There  he 
had  found  all  the  baptized  in  a  wretched  condition* 
without  food  and  raiment  j  but  the  unbaptized  in  great 
affluence-  A  formidable  account  was  alio  brought  them* 
that  a  baptized  Grccnlander  who  had  died  at  the 
northern  Colony*  appeared  again  quite  naked,  and  faid, 
that  he  had  been  driven  into  a  dark  difmal  hole*  where 
he  endured  great  diflrefs.  Thofe  that  were  glad  to  get 
excurea,  believed  fuch  fictitious  ftories*  and  added,  that 
the  foreigners  infli&ed  thefe  punifhrnents  on  them*  be- 
"  caufc  they  had  killed  their  anceflore.  Indeed  thofe  now 
here  did  do  harm  to  their  bodies,  but  tried  to  bring 
them  into  a  ftate  of  unhappinefs  by  their  new  opinions 
and  ufages. 

■  However  thefe  deceivers  effected  very  little.  As  loon 
as  the  firft  impreffiom  of  their  forgeries  were  evaporated, 
the  Greenlanders  came  in  abundance  to  vifit  and  hear, 
the  word*  efpecially  if  they  knew  there  would  be  a  bap- 
tjfm*  and  many  wifhed  to  be  partakers  of  the  fame 
pace. 

There  came  alfo  many  ftrange  fbuthlanders,  but  they 
were  very  ungovernable,  and  committed  many  extra- 
vagancies. A  baptized  widow  and  her  child  came  back 
again  in  the  company  of  thefe ,  people,  but  not  in  the 
rnoft  fati&fa&ory  condition.  '  However  ibe  had  borne 
'a  good  teftimony  of  the  truth,  arid  made  feme  of  thefe 
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wild  folks  attentive,  Co  that  die  brethren  could  lay  the 
truths  .concerning  their  Creator  and  Redeemer  dour  to 
their  hearts. 

Several  came  into  this  country  out  of  the  north,  who 
were  not  perfe&ly  ignorant  before,  but  now  were 
brought  to  more  reflection  by  converting  with  the  bap- 
tized people.  Some  of  thefe  begged  permiffion  to  live, 
with  our  Greenlanders,  to  which  the  brethren  anfwered, 
that  as  they  perfuaded  no,  one  to  remove  hither,  fo  they 
bid  no  one  go  away  that  came,  provided  he  was  no 
hindrance  to  others.  A  woman  came  alio,  who  had 
lived  here  more  than  once  before,  but  ran  away  again ; 
{lie  now  allured  them  fhe  could  not  hold  it  out  any 
longer  with  the  favages,  and  would  henceforth  gladly 
be  obedient  to  the  truth.

The  more  our ,  baptized  and  catechumens  law  into 
the  bleffing  of  daily  tuition  and  inftru&ion,  and  the 
detriment  arifing  from  their  being  fcattered,  the  better 
they  habituated  themfdves  to  fecial  living  together  under 
the  inspection  of  their  teachers,  and  at  the  fame  time 
were  convinced  that  the  external  good  rules  and  orders 
aimed  at  their  temporal  and  fpiritual  profperity,  and  not 
at  compulsion  and  fubje&ion.  Thus  a  believing  married 
pair,  who  had  been  over-perfuaded  to  join  in  an  excur- 
sion to  the  fouth,  could  the  readier  follow  the  brethren's 
advice  to  continue  here  for  the  prcfent,  becaufe  they, 
themlclves  knew  that  they  were  but  newly  baptized, 
and  not  yet  rightly  efhblifhed.  And  the  women,  who 
were  forbid  going  on  board  a  fhip  that  wintered  here, 
plainly  faw  that  the  motive  of  this  prohibition  was  not. 
arbitrary  power,  but  their  own  welfare  and  honour. 

When  they  were  obliged  to  go  to  the  filheiy  at  the 
iflands,  they  went  almoft  all  to  one  place,  that  they  might 
proceed  in  mutual  edification  among  one  another.  As 
foon  as  ever  they  had  procured  what  was  neceflary,  they 
came  again  to  their  teachers,  who  had  conftantly  viiited 
them  in  the  mean  time.  If  they  went  any  where  to 
fhy  a  long  time,  one  of  the  teachers  went  with  them. 
Accordingly  the  Greenlanders  that  went  this  year  upon 
the  nfhery  in  Kookarncn,   which  lafted  feveral  weeks, 
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.were  never  left  without  one  of  their,  teachers,  though 
thefe  latter  had  themlel  ves  at  that  time  all  hands  employ- 
ed in  cutting  turf  and  gathering  wood.  It  is  not  necclfa- 
ry  at  prdent  to  fpecifyat  large  their  vifiting  the  heatheh 
.from  time  to  time,  ana  how  the  Greerilandera  alio  omit- 
ted no  opportunity  to  declare  the  Lord's  death  wherever 
they  came.  Yet  I  will  mention  one  inftaiice.  In  March, 
"  Timothy  cmne  home  from  vifiting  his  friends  in  the 
**  diftrifi  of  Fifher's-bay.  Neither  he  nor  his  people 
"  could  cxprefs  b.ow  .ardently  they  longed  to  be  with  us 
.**  again,  They  had  -fppken  of  our  Saviour  to  all  that 
"  would  fcear  them,'- and  their  words  were  acceptable  tie 
"  fome."  :  :/i  .      *  -  ■  -■ 

They  vifited  from  time-to  time  the  few  baptized  that 
were,  obliged  to- live -ttf.- other  places  with  their  parents, 
er  ieot.occafionally  ttfaers  of  our  baptized  to  enquire  af- 
ter them.  Thus  Jonathan  abode  a  few  days  with  Bath- 
flieba's  parents,  and  his*teftunony  proved  a  bleffing  to 
thetn  and  live  other  families  that  lived  there.  As  often 
as  pur  brethren  -went  afterward*  to :  mat  houfe,  they 
found  a  great  ftirrifig,  which  Bathfheba  gave  occafiorf 
to,  who  had  taiigttt  Uer  younger  lifters  tome  texts.  Of 
one  of  their  vifirs  they  write :  "  It  often  affefted  Our 
"  hearts  .when  we  few  the  little  children  fitting  toge- 
"  ther  upon  a  rock,  tinging  pretty  verfes,  and  talking 
"  together  thereupon,  The  whole  family  is  now  well 
"  inclined.  It  is  fc'arce  necefiary  to  lay  much  to  the 
lc  parents,  the  children  do  it  without  us,  and  even 
"  thole  that  cannot  (peak,  fliew  the  old  folks  where  our 
"  Saviour  was.  wounded  in  his  hands,  feet  and  fide. 
"  But  yet  quite  another  afpei'i  and  vital  principle  mines 
"  out  of  Bathfheba's  eyes ;  it  is  obvious  in  her  that  {he 
"  has  been  baptized  with  the  blood  of  Jtfus,  and  lives 
'.'  and  ads  under  its  powerful  influence."

This,  time  Frederic  Boehnim  went  with  the  whole' 
Greenland  flock  to  the  Capelin-Filhery.  The  order  ob-' 
ferved,  that  the  Greenlanders  might  provide  the  necefla- 
rv  ftores,  and  yet  fuftain  no  damage  to  thek  fouls,  me- 
rits a  more  particular  -  fpecmcation*  I  prewnt  it  to  the 
reader  in  their  own  WCidi :

Towards  autumn  the  Greenlanders  fet  out  a  feal- 
cstcbing,  which  is  like  their  harveft,  and' this  time 
they  were  extraordinary  fuccefsful ;  but  as  to  mtemals- 
they  fell  into  dubious  circumftances,  which  was  how- 

'   '.  F  +  ever 
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ever  difcoveied  in  good  time,  though  .fome,  got  a  heavy 
heart  by  it.  Therefore  at  me  entrance,  into  their  win- 
ter-habitations, there  were  many  things  to  be  examin- 
ed into  and  adj  Lifted.  .  But. here  itinuft  not  be  forgot, 
ti&t»in  confluence  of  an  exhortttfofl  to-  go  uprightly 
to.cW«rk,  mod  of  them  came,  of  their  own , accord,  aid 
confeued  their  mifearriages  with  ah  >  open;  heart,  .folhaf 
their  teachers  did  rio^ltnow- whetherVmey'fhould  grieve  * 
or  rejoice  over  thenvmoft.  ■  HowSten  tbeyweie:  oftigeeV 
to  putfome  under  cbaftifcmcntj'arid  escKide. them  for 
a  time  from  the  .affembly  of  the  baptmed, .  that  they 
themfelves  might  reform*  and  tbe.iothers ■  :take  example 
from  them.  It  Irarf  ftlfo  a,- good  effect}  for.  •  they:  got  betv 
ter  acquainted  vcith::their  own  heart,  their -town  cor- 
ruption was.  more  manifeft  to  them,  the  merits  of  Jei'us 
more  important,  and  .his  wounds  more  indifpenfably 
neceflary.  They  alfo  learnt  to  walk,  mote , wifely,  and' 
to  guard  againft  their  own  fpirit  onfeentagly  innocent 
occasions,  but  which  yet.  might  iinHeroejrably  betray 
them  into  fin.  After.  this!affair.!wja8j»vwv  thtmeetkig' 
of  the  baptized  wat  enlivened  with  new:  grace  and  fpi* 
rit.  Upon  rhe  earneft.defire  of  many,  tbey  were  now 
induced  to  -begin  the  finguig-hours  again,  which  had 
been  intermitted  on  laeeount  of  their,  languor;  foritii  a' 
principle  among  the  brethren,  to.  fet  afide;ev«n  an -nfe** 
ful  thing  when  it  does  not  anfutex  its. end  any  longer,- 
or  degenerates  into  a  mere  ^uftom..  1,'hofe  that!. were 
excluded,  humbled  'themfelves  -  from  ..thejr  2  hearts  and 
reformed,  and  'were .  re-admittedy  before,  the  .  enuring' 
ipring.  And -^ft  mxbaptJMd  wc«n,iwhotn!  they  were- 
obliged  to  turn.-away  -as,  a  feducer,  came  again  after 
feme  weeks  and  begged  .with  many  tears  that  they,  would' 
receive  her  again.  '■■  It  Js  true,  (laid  ihe)  I  have  expc-- 
*f  rienced  nothing  ir»  my  heart  yet,  but  only  gleaned  a 
*f  little  knowledge  in  .my  bead  lately,  hut  yet  I  cannot 
"  bear  to  Hay  among  the  heathen ;  the  disquietude  of' 
f*  my  heart  follows  me  wherever  I  am,  and  imbitters 
"  every  thing  to  me ;  and  the  revilings  that  I  muft  daily 
f?  hear  againft  you  and  the  believer*,  are  intolerable  to 
**  me."  Accordingly  the  poor  woman  was  taken  upon 
a  new  trial.  •  '

The  Congregation  was  inereafed  with'  26  perfons  by 
holy  baptifin,  3  of  whom  were  tittle  cnuriren.  A  wo- 
man in  Kangek  was  alio  baptized  in  the  'beginning  of 
the  year;  it  was.  flic  who -trad-been- kept  back  by  her 
hufband  -  from'  being  baptized  laft  year.  >  Many  of  the 
heatbeai  that  lived  at  that  place,  attended  this  tranfac- 
tion,  and  few  and  heard'  every  thing  with  great  emotion. 
Her  hufband  alfo  begged  eameftiy  to  be  baptised}  the 
brethren  promifcd,  to  think  -of  him,  if  he  wooU  corns 
with  his  family  to  live  with  us-  and  be  iitftrafied.  Nor 
was  it  long  ere  he  came,  .  and;bcf»re  the  year  ended,  he 
partook  of  the  lame  grace;  He  was  called  Ptttr,  and 
he  andhia  wife  turned  out  one. of  the  moft  exemplary 
married  pairs  and  blefied  labourers  among  their  nation,' 
though  be '  hnrfhed  his  race  in  a  few  years.  His  wife  h 
ftill  »  respectable  helper  among  the  widows. 

Three  pair -were  joined  in  marriage.  A  widow  who 
was  fpokc  to  with  the  fame  view,  anfwered ;  "  I  would 
"  rather  have  no  fecund  hufband,  for  at  my  bapttfln 
'*  I  gavermrfclf  entirely  up  to  our  Saviour,  that  he 
"  flnsnU  be  mine  ■  and  I  his.  I  know  liow  it  is  in 
**  that  flate,  many  things  occur  todifhirb  one.  lam 
*•  much  .more  comfortable  in  my  widow-ftate :  and- 
'*  you  .yourfeives  know  that  I  have  now  -  been  two- 
*'  years  a 'widow,  and  hitherto  I  have  fuffered  no  want, 
**•  though  - 1  'have  no  other  provider  but  my  -  tittle 
*f  fon.  .:-  The  brethren  could  have  no  objection  to  this 
declaration,  and  the  man  that  had  folicited  for, her  was 
fatisned  too.  Circumftances  required  that  they  mould 
advife  another  to  drop  the  thoughts  of  marriage  for  the 
prefent,  they  themrclves  would  'think  of  him  when  .  rucV 
a  change  would  be  good,  and  iiiitable  -,  and  he  was  fa* 
tisfiedaho.  Bw  there  was  a  young  widow,  who  during 
her  abfenoc  had  begun  a  tacaty  with  one  that  warn  un* 
■japtJKcd,,  aw**  the  brethren  were  obliged  to  fetch  her 
home  bag  and  baggage,  that  fhe  might  not  .plunge  her- 
fclf  foolimly  into  danger,  wherein  there  was  mpre  like- 
lihood of  -  .perifhing  herfelf,  than  of  gaining  her  unbe. 
ticving  hufband. 

This  was  a  very  tempeftuous  year,  and  the  ntiffion- 

aries  as  well  as  .the  Greenlanders,  were  involved:  in  va--

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and  there  they  went  on  board  a  whale-fiftier  Capt.  Idle, 
Alders,  /and  had  an  extraordinirv  q'uiqlt  voyage,  for  ten 
days- after  their  tailing  .from  theTexel  they  ipied  Cape- 
Farewell  in.  Greenland.  April  J,  they,  reached  the  la- 
titude of  Good-hope,  hiit  'di|i  not  dare  to  approach  the.' 
laii$-$ti  account  of  ftornu^and  therefore  were  obliged 
to  "go  Jo  leagues  further,  north  as  high  as  the  latitude  of 
Wyde-bay,  Before  they  could  be  fire  off  in  their  own, 
boat  which  they  had  bought  in  Holland.  .  The  captain 
denred  them  to  wait  for  another  opportunity,  becaufe 
he  was  afraid  they  would  be  murdered  by  the  lavages  in 

and  at  that  time  there  were  no  colonies  in  thaTaTftriA. 
But  they  ventured  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  April 
7,  they  went  into  their  &6at  in  fine  ferene  weather, 
and  coafted  fouthward  near  the  {hore.  But  in  the  evening, 
when  they  attempted  to  crcfs  a  wide  inlet,.,  a,  ftrong  eaft- 
vind  arofe  all  of  a  Hidden,  asif  it  would  drive  them  with" 
violence  out  into1  the-  'wtdfe]  ocean.  Witn  much  toll 
and  (lout  rowing  they  made  ihift  to1  reach  with  dufieufty 
a  lonely  hland,  on  which  they  were  obliged  to  hold  out 
without  covering  two  days  aha  three  nights  in  great  cold 
and  wet  deaths.  The'  wprft  vnt,  that  in  lightening 
the  boat  in  their  diftrefs,  they  threw  overboard  the  im- 
plements for  ftrjking  fire  dkrwng  the  reft,  and  cohfe- 
quently- could  make  rtoih-e. ,  They  had  t  fcuKy  portion" 
of  bread-  and  Gheefe,*  and, fcufie  bottles  of  red  wine.buir 
the  cold,  fro?*  and  burft  them,,  therefore  for  want  orw^-' 
ter-  they  were  forced  to  eat  friow.  A*  ntgfet  they  lay  Uv 
a  hole  dug  is  the  mow,  and  severed  thehmm  with  tM1 
fail.,'  ;  April"  ro,  they.  firiled  from  thence  and-  pafled-. 
Bmyne-Bay  and  Kin  von  Saal,  and  qame;  the  I3&y  inr: 
the.  night,  to  the  firtt-Geecnhjnd.h'oufe.ia-  Oiwaafeyi 
which  was  inhabited  by  40- perjbna.  'They  were  receivy> 
ed  in-  a,  friendly  manner,  by  then),  and  feaftsd  with  fiflH 
and  water.  But  as  this-,  territory  is  infamous;  for  ftwnd. 
murders  aommitted  on  navigators,  they,  kept. good  watctei 
by  their  boat  all  the  night  through.  'The.  13th,  theyh 
fet  fail,  again'  and  pafled  ■  Naparfok,  vwfesrc  they,  were  aW-. 
gain:  treated  kindly  by  die  Greenland ers,'  The. 14th,  the*] 
were  again  in-no  (mall  danger  by  a-ftrong'  fouth-wirtd#-. 
fceweva  they  reached  land,  though  ccjd.andwtt  thiwlgh-; 
and 
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ind  thfoilgb-  '  The  i^tK^  they  retted.  Wherever  "they 
found  people,  they,  preached  fte  gofpel  and  nor  without' 
bleifing ;  and  the1  ilfiie  proved  it,  for  fix  families  at  leaf!

BY  what'  Kas  already  been'-  related,  ft'  tmrft  ttVe 
been  y'&  pkafufe  to  obforvej-  how  tHe-gofpel'waj 
'  preached-  Jiv-this  whole  diftri&i  and  liow  its  found 
■<«s  fpread  ftiW  fanher  by  thf  lavages  themfelves.  fef* ' 
fetation,,  at  leaft  Hlf  forts  of  obstacles,  reproach 'and 
niocltery1  were  not  wanting^  Th*  heathen  indeed  had 
no  foiimed  fyftem  ef  fies;  to  fet  againft  the  divine  trams, 
nor  hadthejranyhiied  heathenifli  priefts,  tikeother  in- 
fidels, to  rapport  them  therein }  however,  there  were 
feme  among  me  ang*kok6,  M*e,  *aring  they  rriight'en-  ' 
tirely  lofe  their  reputation  and  the  profits  accruing  from 
their  impofttifles,  invented  all  forts  of  things  to  deter  ' 
their  fi%  .adherents  from  adopting  the  truth.  But  the fe 
efforts  were  feeble,  and  unable' to  withftand  the  divine 
p»wer«f  the  goipel,  Thofe  whom  the  Spirit^  God 
Ctfld-but  COhvinte  truly  of  fin  becaufe- they  believed  hot  ' 
i«  Jefijj,  and  of  the  pghteoufiufs  purchafed  by  his  > 
blood, 
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'  blood, rhefe  the  prince  of  this  world  was  or#g6*:*o  quit 
■  his  claim  ■  to,  as  foon  as  ■  they  were  willihg^tbrun  into 
the  arms  of  their  faithful  Shepherd.  A  copious  WeffiHg 
.  was- ftilj '»■%•■  eiipeiaed  from  the  awakening  hWherto, 
-and-'dniefelny  one' voluntarily  and  deliberately  thole  to 
-remain  an^uuirped  prey-'ef  .the  devil,1  there  was-  hope, 
notrinthftaiidMg  all  human  impediments,  that  >atte  way 
or  other  hei  would  in  the  end  be  conducted  into  the  arms 
.  of . -his. Creator,,  by  means  of  that  fmall  light 'enkindled 
in  hum  thro  Ugh  the  truth  of  the  gofpe). 

Great  grace  was  obfetved  among  the  little  ocjlech*! 
company- of -ths  baptized.  Many  painful  circamlrances 
indeed  frill  Occurred  ;  nor  could  it  be  othcrWile  expect- 
ed even  hereafter,-  fo  long  'as  We-  are  here  below  in  an 
imperfect  congregation,  which  on  this  fide  the  grave  is 
an  hofpital,  not  indeed  of  dead  people,  but  of  fick  who 
■are  recovering,  where  one  is  to  strengthen  that  which 
wasreadyto  die.  But  upon  the  whole  there  was  caufe 
to  rejoice. heartily  over  them,  and  to  ftand  amaned  and  ' 
thank  God  on  account  of  their  •  growth  in  grace,  parti- 
cularly when  calling  to  rriind,  that  fa  very  httly  they 
were  not  on  ty  heathens,  bat  of  the  mbft  brutlm;  diforder- 
ly  fort,  who  lived  according-  to  the  evil  -propenfity  of  their 
heart  without  any  reftrakit. :j  In  the  public  meetings  the 
divine  power  of  the  gofpel  ihewed  itl'eJf  confpicuoufly. 
On  individual  fouls  a  work  of.  grace  was  many  ways  to 
be  difcerned  in  a  lovely  manner,  which  gave  z  hopeful 
-  profpect :  At  the  fmall  bands,  as'  likewife  at  incidental 
converfabons,  but.  principally'  whenever  baptiim  wis 
adminiftered,  that  promife,  fvhtrt  two  or  thrtt  art  ge* 
thertd  Ugtlhir  in  my  name,  thrrt  am  1  in  tht  nadft.ef  than, 
could  be  often  fealed  with  yeft  and  amen ;  from  a  feeling 
which  caufed  the  tears  to  flow  plentifully.  'Moreover 
it  appeared,  that  feveral  of  the  baptized  were  endowed 
with  fine  gifts  and  a  witnefs-fpirit,  infbrauiirt  that  they 
declared  te  others  the  grace  which  they  had  experienced 
in  their  own  hearts,  which,  together  with  the  good  df- 
portment  of  the  baptized  among  the  unbeli  vers,  not 
only  adorned  the  doctrine  of;  God.  our  Saviour,  but.  alio 
gave  great,  weight  to  the  teftimony  of  the  teachers.  Nor 
is  it  to  be  efteemed  a  fmall  matter,  that,  the  gifts  of  fane 
of  the  natives  could  now  be  employed  in  familiar  fep.fcuv 
able 
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able  difcourfe  with  their  equals,  by  which  means,  they 
could  he  prepared  by  degrees  to  become  labourer*  among 
.their  own  nation. 

That  die  laft  upfhot  be  good,  is  the  principal,  point. 
This  had  been  cbfenred  with  joy  in  thofc  few  who  had 
hitherto- departed  this  lift;  and  k  is  pwfumed  that  no- 
body can  have  read  the  happy  exit  of  Sarouol,  Noah  and 
Solomon  without  being  a&eood  with  it.  Even  among 
the  unhaptized,  it  was  evident  in  the  fcift  days  of  many, 
that  they  had  been  teachable  fcholare  of  pace,  and 
through  the  preaching  of  the  gofpel  bad  got  fo  much  im- 
preffion  of.  the  merits  of  Jefus,  that  in  reliance  upon  it, 
they  could  launch  intqehw nity,  if  not  with  a  perfect  joy- 
fulnefs,  yet  tree  from  the  fear  of  death.

Notwithftanding  aU  this*  the  moil  eflentbl  *eaumte 
for  a  true  chtiftian  congregation  was  ftill  wanting  to  this 
hopeful  company  of  believing  GrecnJ&ndew,  viz.  the 
teftament  of  the  holy  body  and  Mood  of.  aw  Lord.  Hi- 
therto the  brethren  had  fcrupled  to  tell  the  Gteenjanders 
of  this  great  ■  and  inejcprcffiUc  .'myftery,  or  make  them 
participants  thereof.  For. although  they  acknowledged 
Jthe  grace,  to  the  prahe  of  our  Saviour,  which  rnantfen> 
ed  ioelf  in  an  undeniable  manner  on  all  the  baptized, 
and  more  particularly  on  fome;  yet  the  frequent  vlchfU- 
fcudes  and  various  deviations  which  ftill  occurred  whs 
feveral of  them,  cau'fed  a  fecret  diffidence  to  arifej  i 


they  were  really,  converted,  and  lived,  with  the  hamate 
compunction  of  finners,  in  a  true  communion  with  can 
Saviour.  Z  .wiH  not  hers  examine  whether  this  dial* 
cjence  was  well  or  Ungrounded.  So  much  is  certain, 
that  they  did  hot  lookjupon  the  beft  and!  mofc  psonufih* 
of  their  baptized  as  'fit  to  partake  of  this,  htgheft  of 
blcflings,  till  they  knew  them  to  be  really  poor  finnera, 
ieafiWcof  their  own  weaknels  and  wretdiednefc 
•  The  ;prcfpa£r.  of  this  cleared  itfelf  up  from-  time,  to 
time,  particularly  the  laft  year.  But  ftsft  of  aU  it  was 
needful^  that  that  depravity,  which  is  in  every  man-, 
fhould.  begin  as  it  were  to  ferment,  that  lb  each  indivi- 
dually might  he-brought  to  a  real  knowledge  of  himfelf, 
learn wnoorn  at  his  ojvn.coft,  or.  by  feeing  the  rnifcar- 
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■mgos.of  jotirers,  might  -get  vmrt&d  fenfe^,,  ((na^h  ex- 
perience, and  attain  a'caimoent  aHadtmtjrtf  to  Jete, 
erounded  on,  humility,  tocethcr' with  *  hearty-. iotfliwrtion 
for  feHcwflup  and  far  obedience.  Thar,  thus  cteWtP  pais, 
appears  by  reading  the  account  -of  laft  Jfmn  wid'in  this 
ycar:there:aKr  delightful  traces  .-of  that  fi*n&q*«nt«.af 
got^y  foirow,  the  fruits,  of  mte  arnendiuent;  ami  widtai, 
a  neater  .preparation  for  the.  communion  of  the-  bojjy  ami 
khmd-of  Jefiisj  to  wauthithe  three  fiiit.Qtvitikiidw 
wcBL.ak.cd  (as  will  he  sdatsd  byran4fb,y)  ^awards  the 
end -of.  this  year.  -And  w  the  facrcd  mwwdwl  body  of 
Jenis  ewsted  its  power  jnightily  on  their  fauJa  4»d  mem-* 
bos,  the- brethren  were  encouraged  ton  to  admit  mew 
to  the  participation  of  this  grare.  . 
.  Nowasnotonlythepicathiogoi'th*w>t^oi;(Sofi,huI 
likewife  theioly  iacramertts according  to. the  institution 
of  Chrift,  are  euential  to  a  congregaticn  of  the  faithful ;. 
tfa^jitefore  we  may.  date,  the  beginning  of  the  Grttatsnd 
congregation  from,  .this:  year.  Moft  certain:  it  is,  thai 
fhwithis  ypar,  that-unntterahle  Charifinaof  atruccorm 
gregation  of  Jefus,  which  is  caUcd. the  congsegawr^ipirit, 
appeared  in  an  amiable  manner,  even  the  walking  of  the 
Head  of  the  congregation  irt.the  midft  of  the  candTefticks,

fehVj.and  fo  fallings  down  on  their  faces,  they.uawftjip 
God,  and  (at  ieaft  tor /that  lime,  though i  it&*R  agaiiira 
theitwill)  muft  report  that  GnaVia  in  fuel!  aaal&pfaty a£ 
axtaith,:'  v     :       . 

■'  These,  were  alfo  many  defects  in  outward  cqn^gattonw. 
•cder  and  regulation*,  tbough  much  previous  preparotinBU 
had'  beta  made  foe  it.  The  baptised  and  cajcermwenf, 
were  become  more  willing  to  dwell  in  one.  place  togftther;^ 
without;  which  no  abiding  fruit  and  difciphae  could  tvxs; 
he  expected.  They  were-moie  and  mom  fcnfiblg.  of  to* 
lov&of  their  teachcts  tr>  them.;  firm,  notn^lhirihduiglhatfi 
own:  accumulated  outuiard.lahour,  oue  or  aoothfSr  wouii 
always-  devote  their  time,  to  their  ko/jsfih  to.  g*  vp  fea.. 
with. 
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with  them, '  of  vifit  them  frequently,  in  order  to  care  for 
their  fcnids  and  bodies  in  the.  heft  manner  paffible:  And 
when  their  teachers  could,  not  be  with  them,  they  attend- 
ed to  the  advice  of  their  band-keepers,  who  informed  the 
teachers  from  time  to  time  what  had  occurred.  But  when 
they  moved  into  their  winter-houfes,  and  were  to  regu- 
late themfelvea  in  an  orderly  manner,  there  was  great 
want  of  room  every  where.  The  brethren  indeed  had 
enlarged  their  dwelling-place  three  years  ago,  but. yet  it 
became  fbon  too  finall  for  the  meetings  to  be  kept  in. 
On  this  account  they  were  how  For  fame  time  reduced  to 
the  neceffity  of  keeping  the  public  meetings  and  baptif- 
Rul-uanfaetions-  in  the  open  air,  which,  when  the 
weather  would  not  admit,  obliged  them  either  to  poftpont 
the  meetings,  or  divide  and  keep,  them  in  feveral  houfes, 
which  was  certainly  very  inconvenient  both  for  teacher 
andhearer.  ■     J  : 

This  defect  was  remedied  this  .year,  by  building  a  fpa- 
cious  houfe  and  church.  Since  then,  a  very  different 
kind  of  life  has  been  obfcrved  among  the  people,  and 
matters  were  brought  from  time  to  time  into  a  beautiful 
edifying  order.  ....;..„

An  observation  indeed  has  been  made,  that  fmce  that 
time  the  very  ftrong  witnefs-impulfe  was  not  fp  difcovei" 
able  among  the  Greenlanders  as  intnehrft  times;  which- 
I  myfelf,  at  the  beginning,  looked  upon  as  a  defect,  till 
by  examining  and  ftri&ly  weighing  all  circumftancca  tot- 
gether,  X  found  that  this  was  no  longer  neceuarjr,  yea 
might  perhaps- have  had  hurtful  confequences.  It. was- 
do  longer  needful  to-  fet  up  Tingle  witneJTes, .  becaufe  the 
candleftick  itfelf,  I  mean  a  living  congregation,. a  city.  - 
upon  a  hill,  was  exhibited*  which  gave  light  to  all  both 
far  and  near.  A  whole  cloud  of  witnefles  mutt  certainly 
yield  more  luftre,  than  finall  feparate  candles,  which  fre- 
quently did  rather  glimmer  than  burn  clear  and  give  a-. 
good  light.  For. they  were  often  nich  perfons  who  had.' 
not  yet  a  fufficient  foundation  in  their  own  hearts,  but 
yet  were  willingly  made  ufe  of,  feecaufe  the  Matter  of 
the  houfe  hi'mfelr  owned  them  and  their  teftiinony,  fo 
that  many  fouls  were  thereby  touched  and  excited  to.  feck 
after  fomethuig.  farther.  But  if  this,  had  continued  in 
that 
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that  track,  it  is  net  probable  that  thole  whofe  minds  were 
the  raoft  roufed  ap,  would  have  attained  that  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  themfelves,  fo  long  wUhed  for, 
nor  that  firm  root  in  the  merits  of  Jefus,  which  branches 
out  in  a  flricr.  adherence  to  the  Lord,  a  continual  look- 
ing unto  Jefus,  and  that  defirable  converfe  with  the  Man 
of  forrows,  which  constitutes  the  life  of  faith  in  the  Son 
of  God,  yea  the  heaven  which  the  children  of  God  have 
upon  earth. 

Notwithftanding  this  defect  of  the  witnefs-impulle  (if 
it  is  to  be  called  a  defect)  it  mull  yet  be  confeffed  to  the 
praife  of  grace,  that  the  Greenland  era,  by  their  very  walk 
and  conversation,  did  let  their  light  ihinc  before  men, 
and  that  many  alfo,  when  opportunity  offered,  gladly 
and  without  fear  proclaimed  the  virtues  of  him  who  had 
called  them,  and  invited  others  to  .the  participation  of 
the.fame  happinefs.  How  much  this  tended  to  facilitate 
the  teftimony  of  their  teachers,  and  what  good  fruit  it 
produced,  is  firmdently  witneffed  by  the  copious  harveft 
in  the' following  years,  towhichthofe  words  in  the  126  th 
Pfalm  may  very  jnfHy  be  applied  :  "  He  that  goeth  forth 
and  weepeth,  bearing  precious  feed,  fhall  doubtlefs  come 
again  with  rejoicing,  bringing  his  fheaves  with  him."

As  I  have  been' more  prolix  than  I  intended,  I  will 
this  time  pafs  over  what  particulars  occurred  jn  the  firft 
half  of  this  year  at  Vifiting  the  heathen,  in  the  daily 
meetings  and  fuch-like  opportunities,  and  proceed  directly 
to  the  building  of  the  church,  and  the  fettling  of  the 
Greenland  congregation  which  followed. 

The  accounts  hitherto  fent  from  Greenland,  which 
had  caufed  great  joy  in  all  the  Brethren's  congregations, 
and  the  complaints  of  the  milfionaries,  that  for  want  of 
room  it  was  impoflible  to  have  things  in  proper  order,  had 
fuch  an  effect  at  the  fynod  held  at  Zeyft  laft  year,  that 
fome  wealthy  members  refolved  to  get  a  large  timber 
houfe  framed  in  Holland  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
miffionary  John  Beck,  who  was  then  prefent,  and  to  fend 
it  thither  in  a-fliip  freighted  folely  with  it,  commanded 
by  captain  Gerrifon.  Some  brethren  offered  themfelves 
voluntarily  to  go  with  it,  in  order  to  ere&  and  finifll  it

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there,    and  the  old  venerable  ChriJi'uM  David  feized  this  . 

opportunity  with  joy  to  go  alio  in  the  quality  of  mafter- 

builder.     He  had  built  the  firft  hut  for  the  brethren  in 

Greenland,   and  the  firft  fchool-houfe  for  the  Green-  ' 

landers,  and  fcarce  expected  when  he  then  came  out  of 

the  country,  that  the  latter  would  ever  be  inhabited,  and 

•  the  former  grow  too  final).     But  behold,  he  was  now  to 

bring  them  a  church.     He  therefore  made  all  fpeed,  that 

he  might  have-that  lingular  good  fortune  to  fee  this  work 

tinifhed  in  God,  and  give  his  benediction  to  it.     They

After  the  houfe  had  been 

and  cleared  by  the  Danifii 

w  Stach-and  Jehn  Schneider 

xi  having  firft  been  pretent 

#_  a  _.  _  _  ieto  the  houfe  the  5th  of 

July,  and  having  left  their  bleiEng  to  the  building  with 
tbofe  words,  "  Lift  up  thy  piere'd  hands,  O  deareft 
Saviour, — o'er  this  place,  and  pour  out  all  that  favour,— 
which  in  thy  loving,—- -and  kind  heart  towards  it  is 
furely  moving."  The  building  was  carried  on  lb  expedi - 
tiouily  for  a  month- together, 'that  the  houfe  was  erected 
the  7th  of  Auguft.  Much  JJiow  had  fallen  injury,  and 
it.  began  again  in  Auguft :  They  wen  often  hindered  by 
it  in  their  work,  yet  they  advanced  fo  far,  and  got  to 
much  of  it  under  cover,  that  they  could  keep  the  holy 
communion  in  one  of  the  rooms  the  16th  of  September. 
As  this  feafon  of  the  year  is  the  chief  time  for  the  fifliery, 
at  which  the  Greenlanders  are  much  difperfed,  the  two 
remaining  teachers  were  frequently  neccilitated  to  defift 
from  their  work  at  the  building,  to  vifrt  their  Green-  • 
landers.  Thefe  latter  likewife  v  iiited  the  brethren  dili- 
gently at  the  building,  and  were  filled  with  great  joy  that 
they  ihould  now  have  a  Church.  The  rumour  of  mch  a 
houfe,  as  had  never  been  feen  in  Greenland  before,  in- 
deed many  of  the  favages  alfo  to  come  to  fee  it,  who 
were  told  that  the  intention  of  it  was,  to  have  the 
golpel  preached  In  it,  and  the  brethren  made  ufe  of  this 
opportunity  to  declare  the  gofpel  to  them.

During  this  time  ow  Greenlander*,  as  alfo  Ibme 
families  lately  c^me  to  the  brethren,  built  their  winter* 
hrtttfts*  and  mowed  into  them  die  14th  and  15th  of 
OSpbei.  The  l6tb  of  that  month  the  new  church  was 
conJecrated.  Tbe  woid  of  that  day  was  taken  out  of 
the  lali  TeflssMnt  of  David,  (that  man  after  God's  ami 
heart,  who  likewife  caeld  not  reft  till  he  had  found  s 
fm  fir  the  a?k  «f  the  covenant  and  a  place  of  aflembly 
for  his  aeepk}  j-  v«s.  1  Kings  ii.  4.  That  tbt  Lord  meg 
ta&im*bis.iw4m  vibkh  it  jpake  tmutmiag-  up;  with  the  . 
Mtipbon,.  .**  Now  with-  joy  I'm  lookin^-iord,  what 
thou  wilt  de, — till  thou  canft  thy  precious— oath  to  tut 
fulfB>-efeat.w?ftaU  entirely— yieW  thee  pleafure  flail". 
Thc-fayi»g  et'.wv  Savour  which  was  alio  appointed  at 
the  fttbjwSt  ol  meditation  in  the  brethren's  congregations 
fee,  thai  day  WW  J  (Johp.jdv.  13.)  HtytjMwr  yt  Jhall 
tifk.tJit  frtbt  r*  .mmm»  *M  ««*  '  A  ■  John  Beck, 
who  on  the  5th  o|  April  this  year  had  received  prieft's 
order*  with  a  view  to  hie  miffion,  preached  the  fermon 
M  thftcenfecrwien  of  the  church  on  hall  on  thefc  two 
texts,  and  anions  othes.  things  reminded  his  auditory 
what  «fpe&  natters  wore  here  in  the  beginning,  when 
the  mofi  that  could  be  done  wag  only  to  pray  behind  the 
rocks  with  tears  to  the  Father,  in  the  name  of  his  Son* 
for  the  fitlvahon  0/  the  Graenlandns.  That  thofe  prayers 
wereheanl,.  was  heft  atatfted  by  the  exulence  of  the 
preferrt  Greenland  congregation ;  and  in. particular  thout 
that  had  been  here  from  the  beginahig,  mult  own  and  fet 
their  leal  to  it,  thur.  God  is  true.  He  had  done  more 
than  they  expeehrd,  of  than  entered  into  their  thoughts  to 
pray  for.  By  the  affiftance  of  their  brethren  in  Europe 
he  had  now  given  them  this  houfe  and  church,  where 
under  the  protection  and  with  the  good  pjcafure  of  their 
moil  gracious  favareigi*,  Frederic  the  fifth  CSV.  they  could 
meer  together  fc*  the  pseach.irjg  of  the  gofpel,  for  the 
facramentof  holy  haptifm  *,  and  for  the  future  enjoy' 
rnentof  all  thofe  Meffipgs  which  were  ft  ill  treaiured  up 

*  The  Lord's- fut>p?r  could  nM  bi  fptcified  hepa  ;  btcaule,  Hoarding 
to  the.'ofrp  of  ibt  Bii'triKMi'i  (tuirtb,  ifitj  Arnold  not  he  informed  about  it 
till  lluy  a>uid  uke  it  in,  in4  enjoy  it  with,  1  duly  ■  ie pred  hem. 
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for  them  in  the  heart  of  Jefus.  He  then  exhorted  them, 
now  at  the  confecration  of  this  houfe,  to  devote  their 
foul  and  body  anew  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  and  to  pray 
hitn  that  he  would  fprinkle  and  fanerjfy  this  place  with: 
his  blood,  that  the  divine  worfhip  therein  might  be  well- 
plcafing  to  him.  The  Greenland  brother  Jonathan  con-* 
eluded  this  meeting  with  a-  hearty  prayer. 

In  the  fecond  meeting  in  the  afternoon  Fredric  Boehniflt 
held  a  dlfcourfe,  in  which  befpoke  of  the  great  love- 
which  God  bore  from  eternity  towards  men,  and  which 
he  manifefted  when  the  fulnels  of  time  was  come,  wherl 
he  fpared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  tip  for  us 
all ;  out  of  whole  wounds  flowed  the  new  fpirit  with  the 
blood  and  water,  of  which  fouls  now  become  partaker* 
in  holy  baptifm.  This  grace  was  then  conferred  on 
three  Greenlanders,    Martin,    Hannah  and' Eherura.'     ■ 

The  third  meeting  was  a  love-feaft  for  the  members  of 
the  congregation,  which  was  kept'  with  tinging  and 
familiar  converfation,  during  which  the  Greenlanders 
teftihed' their  joy  and  gratitude.  Such  a  fpirit  of-grace 
ruled  at  this  meeting,  and  fuch  a  feeling  of  love,  that  it 
was  as  if  the  Greenlanders  were  inebriated  with  inward. 
joy,  and  they  were  fcarce  able  to  feparate  again. 

The  fourth  meeting  was  a  Green!  andifh  itnging-hour, 
which  was  attended  with  fpirit  and  grace;  in  which  at. 
this  time  German  and  Danifh  verfes  were  likewife  fungi 
as  moft  of  the  failors  from  the  colony  were  prefent.   ■ 

Laftly,  all  the  baptized  came  together  for  prouration 
and  adoration.  The  whole  congregation  fell  on  tnerr 
faces  before  the  Lamb  of  God,  during  the  ringing' of 
fchofe  verfes ; "  O'er  all, Weft  Lord  I — th'  eternal  Word!— * 
**  each  creature's  head — (fince  all  by  thee  were  made)— 
*'  God !  who  the  world  fo  wide— dolt  guide : — whomad'ft 
*'  by  blood,— what  fpoil'd  was,  good  !~ our  holinefs— 
"  thou'rt, '  Lord .'  we  thee  embrace. — Sure  as  thou 
"  tiv'ft, — and  as  Lord  mov'fl— on  cherubim,— and  aw'ft 
-  "  theferaphim; — as  Jehovah's  thy  name,— and  Lamb  :— 
**  fo  fare's  thy  blood — the  chiefeft  good — of  finneri 
*'  poor,— till  death  fhall  be  no  more."  They  add; 
«  We  thanked  him  aloud  in  a  prayer  in  the  Greenland 
"  language,  accompanied  with  many  tears,  for  all  the 
"grace  he  had  fhewn  us  hitherto,-  particularly  for  this 
*  temple, 
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"  temple,  and  for  this  day  of  bleflme,  on  which  he  had 
"*  granted  us  to  feel  his  gracious  pretence  in  fuch  a  very . 
*•  fenfible  manner,  that  when  we  arofe  we  were  obliged 
"  to  confefs :  Surely  the  Lord  is  in  this  place." 

"  In  the  night  Margaret,  the  wife  of  Thomas,  was. 
**  delivered  of  a  fon.  She  had  been  prefent  at  moll  of  the 
"  meetings  in  the  day,  and  the  next  morning  flic,  and  her 
li  hufband  came  to  our  houfe,  entreating  for  the  bap  ti  fin  of 
"  their  child,  which  was  performed  in  the  morning- meet- 
*'  ing.  The  child  was  called  Simon.  She  herfelf  was 
"  prctent  at  the  meeting,  and  no  one  who  did  not  know 
"  her,  could  have  perceived  that  ihe'  was  the  mother. 
"  The  Greenlanders  were  flill  overpowered  with  grace, 
"  joy  and  thankfulnefs  from  yefterday," 

The  number  of  the  Grcenlanders  ,  who  lived  in  fix 
large  houfes,  amounted  to  upwards  of*  a  hundred  and 
eighty  perfons,  and  thofe  at  die  colony  to  more  than  a 
hundred,  fo  that  when  thefe  latter  came  to  our  Green- 
hinders,  there  was  commonly  about  three  hundred  fouls 
in  the  hall.  Ofi.  20,  thofe  that  lived  with  us,  were 
divided  into  thirty  bands,  and  nine  men  appointed  to  pre- 
fide  at  the  interviews  of  fuch  little  companies  of  their  fex, 
and  fifteen  women, at  thofe  of  theirs.  They  all  rejoiced 
when  this  regulation  was  made  known  to  them ;  the  new 
people  were  thankful,  that-  they  were  included,  and  it 
was  difcemible  that  frefli  grace  refted  upon  it. 

A  fmging-fchool  was  begun  for  the  inft ruction  of  thofe 
who  had  apy  genius  for  finging.  And  as  two  of  thofe 
brethren  who,  came  this  year  with  the  fhip  to  affift  at 
building  the  houfe,  understood  fomefhing  ofmufic,  they 
were  not  only  ferviceable  in  bringing  the  finging  of  the 
-Greenlanders  into  order,  but  feme  boys  who  had  inclina- 
tion and  capacity,  learned  to  play  fuch  tunes  by  the  car 
as  they  had  learnt  by  rote,  by  which  means  the  finging 
of.  the  Greenland  congregation  was  rendered  more 
agreeable.  Two  brethren  alfo  were  nominated  from 
among  the  Greenland  helpers,  who  fhould  now  and  then 
keep,  a  difcourie  to  thofe  of  their  nation  j  at  which 
Jiowcver  one  of  the  teachers  ihould  always  be  prefent. 
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Thefe  two'  helpers,  together  w«h  a  married  woman,* 
were  die  three  firft  Greeriandere  to  whom  our  Saviour 
granted  the  favour,  to  enjoy  the'  faerament  of  his-  body 
and  blood  with  their  teachers.  When  they  were  told 
that  .they  fhould  foon  be  admitted  to  .this  grace,  and 
die  neceuary  conceptions  concerning;  the  holy  eom- 
qnmion  were  given  them,  they  were  m  filled  with  fhefne' 
and  joy  that  they  knew  riot  what  to  fay,  but  that  they' 
would  devote  themfelves  anew  with  body  and  ftral  to' 
dur  Saviour,  and  await  with  childlike  hearts  to  expe- 
rience how  glorioufly  he  would  reveal  h  imfclf  to  them 
at  this  ckftft  felhwmb  (fo  they  called  the  holy  com- 
munion) with  his  flofn  and  blood.  The  preceding  day 
they  were  blcfTed  and  confirmed  thereto  with  nrtpofitiori 
of  hands.  At  the  communion  they  were  overpowered 
with  awe,  and  the  tears  rolled  down  their  cheeks  in 
abundance.  They  raid  afterwards :  It  was  as  if  thcic 
body  fhould  fink  into  the  duft,  and  their  feirit  fly  up- 
wards, and  that  they  were  not, able  n  think  any  thing, 
but:  O,  how  is  it  poffible  that  our  Saviour  can  love- 
poor  men  fo  exceedingly  • 

is. 

On  the  firft  Greenland  congregation -day  after  the. 
confecrationof  the  chapel  (for  rocn  days  had  been  kept 
every  four  weeks  even  before)  the  candidates  for  baptifm 
and  reception  were  fpoken  with ;  after  which  feveral 
letters  were  read  in  the  firft  meeting  from  feme  of  the 
labourers  in  Europe,  partly  te  individual  Greeolanders, 
and  partly  to  the  whole  flock,  as  alio  from  the  children 
i  in  the  hurfcries  of  the  Unity  to  the  children  hen, 
and  after  reading  each  letter  a  couple  of  verfes  were 
fang,  the  laft  of  which  was,  **  Thy  hlood,  my  blood 
the  deed  has  wrought, — that  won  us  to  thee,  Saviour," 
&c. 

In  the  fecond  meeting  a  homily  was  kept  on  die 
Word  of  the  day,  Is  thtrt  ytt  any  tbgt  is  hft,  that  I  may 
Jbtw  fnm  iindntpf  7.  Sam.  ix.  j.  Whereupon  fire 
perfons  were  baptized,  one  of  whom  was  from  the 
colony,  and  was  baptized  by  the  DanMh  rnifnonary  himfclf. 
In  the  third  meeting,  an  anointed  difeourfe  was-  de- 
livered concerning  reception,  in  which  the  nature  of ' 
this 
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this  acl  was  explained,  and  "what  benefit  fouls  iriignt 
expert  to  derive  from  fuch  a  connexion  both  with  the 
Shepherd  hirafelf  and  with  the  flock  j  after  which  eight 
catechumens  were  received  with  the  kifs  of  peace  as  the  . 
neareft  candidates  for  baptifm,  during  the  Tinging  of  this 
verie:  "  Howismy  heart  with  rapture  mov'd, — thatlhave 
hopes,  he  my  Belov'd — will  make  me  his  heart's  comfort j 
•—that  I  to  him,  my  Jeftis  dear,— my  Bridegroom  won- 
derfully fair, — mall  prove  a  faithful  confort. — O,  I — 
have  joy, — that  abiding — and  rending— in  my  Lover,— 
I'm  his  body's  living  member." 

To  the  fourth  meeting  the  baptized  came  alone  for 
proftration.  We  thanked  the  Lamb  with  tears  for  this 
day  of  bleffing,  and  laid  all  Chriftendom,  our  dear 
magiftrates,  all  out  friends,  and  our  brethren  and  fitters, 
particularly  thofe  among  the  heathen,  on  the  heart  of 
our  faithful  High-Prieff;  and  after  tinging  the  ve'rfe: 
"  Sure  as  Thou  li/ft,"  fyc.  we  feparatea,  and  went 
chearful  and  thankful  to  reft. 

The  congregation  was  increased  this  year  with  fifty- 
-  two  perfons,  who  vrere  added  by  holy  baptifm  ;  aryi 
at  the  clofe  of  the  year  it  confifted  in  all  of  a  hundred  ' 
thirty-four  baptized,  including  eight  who  departed  tp 
the  church  above  fince  1741.  One  of  theft,  viz.  the 
late  Noah,  when  on  his  death -bed  in  the  year  1743, 
prayed  heartily  for  the  converfion  of  his  brother.  Thishis 
brother  afterwards  came  here,  remained  with  the  brethren, 
and  was  baptized  this  year.  But  his  lifter  came  a  year 
before  him.  On  the  other  hand,  Rofina,  Noah's. 
widow,  had  been  moftly  with  her  mother  among  the 
favages  fince  his  departure,  and  by  degrees  loft  the  life 
(he  once  had  in  her  heart.  She  came  indeed  feveral  times 
"but  went  away  again,  and  not  being  willing  to  renounce 
her  connexions  with  the  favages  for  the  fake  of  a  better 
livelihood,  was  at  laft  prevailed  upon  by  them  to  qiu't 
this  dtftri&  this  fpring  and  move  with  them  to  the  foutj). 
Her"  daughter  Elizabeth,  a  child  of  five  years,  whom 
jne  had  left  with  the  miflionary  to  be  educated  by  him, 
was  foon  after  ftolen  away  in  his  abfence  by  Tome  of  the 
mother's  relations,  which  was  the  more  painful^  as  the 
■        G4  child. 
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child  was  not  only  baptized,  but  was'  the  moft  agreeable 
of  all  the  Greenland  children,  who  at  catechifations 
often  aftonifced  both  teacher  and  hearers  with  its  fen- 
fible  and  heart-afrccting  anfwers. 

Only  one  pair  were  joined  together  in  marriage. 
Three  of  the  baptized  departed  into  eternity,  one  of 
whom  was  the  little  fon  of  the  late  Samuel,  which  was 
baptized  on  its  death-bed  the  day  before  its  departure. 

§  10. 
I  will  conclude  this-  glorious  year  (for  "  As  long  as 
Jefus  Lord  remains,— each  day  new  riling  glory  gains ") 
with  the  celebration  of  Chriftmas  and  the  new-year's 
vigils;  concerning  which  it  is  noted:  "On  Dec.  24, 
M  after  a  difcourfe  had  been  held  in  the  evening  con- 
**  cerning  the  birth  of.Chrift,  we  fung  alio  of  this  fiib- 
*'  je£t  with  old  and  new,'  German  arid  Greenland 
"  Chriftmas- verfes,  and  then  with  the  baptized  adored 
**  the  child  Jefus,  which  was  attended  with  a  fweet 
"  breathing  of  the  Spirit.  They  were  fo  filled  with  joy, 
**  that  many  of  them  ftaid  up  and  fung  Ctoifttnas 
**  hymns  in  their  houfes  the  whoje  night.  We  there- 
"  fore  called  them  again  together  iptg  the  hall  by  the 
"  found  of  trumpets,  at  half  hour  paft  three  in  the 
*'  morning  of  the  25th.  Somewhat  was,  difcourfed 
*'  concerning  the  great  humiliation  of  our  Creator; 
"  and  at  the  dofe,  fume  p relents  were  delivered  to  them 
"  that  had  been  fern  by  forrie  of  the  children  in  Ger- 
"  many,  confifting  of  knives,  needles,  &c.  which  they 
*'  received  with  thanks  .and  joy,   as  a  proof  of  their 

■**  being  loved  and  remembered,  in  Europe.  We  then  went 
"  with  moft  of"  the  adults  to  the  colony,  and  awoke  the 
<(  inhabitants  there  with '  mufic  and  Zinging,  and  then 
**  held  a  Chriftmas"  finging-hour  together  in  the  room 
**  made  ufe  of  for  their  church.  When  we  returned 
"  home,  they  all  followed  us.  In  our  abfence,  thofc 
«'  that  remained  at  home  had  illuminated  the  church 
"  and  all  the  windows  with  burning '  rnufcle-fhells 
"  inftead  of  candles,  in  a  fimple  but  very  pretty  mannet. 

'"  Then  the  Chriftmas   fermon  was  preached   on   the 
"  words;  Behold,  1 -bring  you  good  tidings  of '.great  joy,  &c 
*'  On  the  ficond  holiday,  we,  together  with  as  many 
«  Green-' 
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"  Grccnlanders  as  the  place  would  contain,  attended 
V  divine  fervice  and  a  baprifm  at  the  colony.  We 
"  Europeans  made  ufe  of  the  third  holiday  for  our  own 
"  benefit.  The  28th  being  Innocents-day,  we -kept  a 
"  love-feaft  with  the  children,  then  fpoke  with  each  of 
"  them  feparately,  and  found  them  in  a  difpofition  of 
"  heart  which  gave  us.  good  hopes  of  them. 

"  The  31ft  of  Dec.  after  having  read  the  diary  of 
"  this  year  with  inward  thankfulnefa  for  all  the  mercies 
*'  {hewn  to  us  and  our  flock,  we  begun  the  Greenland 
'.'  vigil  with  a  homily  on  the  laft  text  of  this  year,  / 
**  determined  not  ta  kmnv  any  thing  amng  you,  Jaue  J'f<*s 
"  Cbriji,  and  htm  crucified.  They  were  then  put  in  mind, 
"  of  what  our  Saviour  had  done  among  them  hitherto, 
41  and  particularly  in  this  year.  We  had  no  occafion  t» 
"  exhort  them  to  thankfulnefs,  of  which  their  broken. 
"  looks  and  tears  fufficiendy  teftified.  We  then  hast 
"  a  love-feaft,  which  we  kept  with  dried  capelins.  We 
"  read  the  names  of  the  baptized,  beginning  with  thoJe  , 
"  in  I747>  anc'  ^°  hackwards  in  the  order  they  had  been  " 
"  baptized  till  the  year  1730,  and  rung  fome  beiiedic- 
"  tory  veries  for  each  clau.  When  we  made  mention 
*'  of  thoie  who  were  baptized  the  firft,  and  called  to 
"  mind  the  powerful  grace  that  was  obferred  when 
**  Samuel,  who  was  the  firft-fruits,  was  awakened,  a 
"  holy  awe  came  over  the  whole  affembly,  fo  that  we 
"  all  fell  down  and  thanked  the  Lamb  of  God  with 
"  thoufand  tears  for  all  that  he  had  done  on  us  and  our 
"  Greenlanders.  At  two. in  the  morning  we  feparated,: 
<*  We  mull  confefs  that  though  we  have  had  many  dif- 
*'  tinguHhed  days  of  Helling,  yet  we  never  before  Taw 
"  fuch  an  emotion,  accompanied  with  fuch  floods  of 
"  tears,  as  was  obfcrved  at  this  time  amongft  this  (null 
<*  congregation,  which  he  hath  collected  together  for 
"  himfelf  out  of  the  ftupid  and  infenfible  lavages  near 
*f.  the  north-pole,  and  which  he  hath  bedewed  with  bit 
"  fweatand  blood. 

"  Unto  the  Lamb  which  was  (lain,  and  hath  redeem- 
"  ed  us  to  God  by  his  blood  out  of  every  kindred  and 
f*  tongue  and  people  and  nation,  be  hleifing  and  honour 
*'  and  glory  and  power  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen ! "

rr\  PfE  mftit!  tH*  Greenland  congregation  improved. 
I  the  worft  it  grew  among  the  favages,  at  leaft  th* 
oWereitce  was  ntoK  confpicubus.  The  brethren  often 
went  to  them,  bat  found  no  ears  to  hear ;  and  to  forte 
they  could  not  find  iri  their  heart  to  fpeak  at  all.  It  ft 
faitf  of  a  certain  viftt,  "  It  was  as  if  my  heart  was  locked 
**  up,  and'  I  cooht  hare  wept  on-  account  of  the  horrible 
«*  power  of  darkncfe  dominant  over  the  ravages  thra 
"  winter,  whereby  malty  fouls  are  carried  away  who  had 
*  once  been  laid  hold  of  by  grace,  A  couple  of  children, 
**  who  had  lived  for  fome  time  among  us,  and  had 
**  been  fetched  away  again  by  their  father,  were  very 
40  fhy;  and  upon  bemg  afked  the  reafon,  antwered  with 
*•  tears,  that  they  had  been  prevailed  upon  to  return  to 
«  the  heathenifli  vanities.  One  man  declared,  that  he 
**  had  often  a  drawing  to  be  Converted  and  to  be  a  believer 
**  in  Jefus,  but  the  rove  to  the  finful  cuftoms  of  the 
"  heathen  always  got  the  fway  again.  So  long  as  we 
"  were  with  them,  they  defifted  from-  thefe  things,  in 
*'  order  pot  to  grieve  us ;  but  were  fo  much  the  worfe 
**  when  we.were  gone  afctip.  Another  perTon  faid-; 
**•  What  Jhe  heard'  ef  our  Saviour  was  a  refreshment  to 
■**  her,  orffy  the  was  not  attic  to  retain  it,  her  heart 
■**  being  like  a  big  futf  of  holes,  which  lets  every  thing 
**"  jun  through.  Every  ttorrfing  arid  evening  we  kept  a 
*'  meeting  in  the  houfe  where  we  lodged,  to  which 
•*  every  one  had  leave  to  come  who;  had  an  inclination. 
'*■  But  not  many  attended  thefe  meetings.  Oh  how  are 
'■**  we  bowed1  down  oh  account  of  «rW  Haetf  our  Saviour 
'■**  has  imparted  »  oar  Green+aWdcrS-:  ■Defective  as  finffe 
-«*  afthemfriH  are,  yet  Ac  <MftW«tft  tattwitt  them  and 
*'  the  lavages  is  unfpeakably  great."

Thus  U  was  with  the  heathens,  in  the  beginning  ofthjs 
year.     As  long  at  they   had   plenty,   and-  could  live 
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iwcordmg  to  their  appetite,  it  wry  feUora  happened  tine 
any  of  own  cams  on  a  vifit.  But  in  {bring,  when 
throogh/a  Jong  owMnaiaaoP  of  unfavourable  weather  they 
ooaJdcatofa-  but  little  at  Tea,  they  were  driven  by  want  t» 
apply^  M  tteir  behoving  ceontty-nien,  which  futnifiwd 
me  wwffionaric*  with  opportunity  to  recommend,  to  them 
the  richee-of  the -low  and'  patience  of.  their  Creator  and 
Redeemer,  neither  HI  it  beard  by  lhem  without  an  hn- 
pteffien.  Many,  who  themfelvei  had  not  yet  an  inm* 
mind  to  jcnounoe  their  wicked  habits,  fullered  their 
children  to  go  to  the  congregation,  or  brought  them 
thither  themftivet,  in  omen,  a»  they  laid,  -  to  hear  fome- 
thing  good ;  and  when  they  came  to  fetch  diem  back 
again,  ibine  were  prevailed  upon  by  their  tears  to  let 
them  remain  there,  yea  fume  even  to  nay  there  them* 
ftlves,  fe  that  often  the  hearts  of  the  fathen  were  turned 
to  the  children,  and  thereby  afterward  gained  for  the 
Lord.  -  Sometimes  a.  voice  within,  "  Mai*  baft*  and 
rtfau.  thy  fiai,"  would  impel  a  young  nnad,  to  foriake 
father  and  mother  and  brother!  and  finer*,  and  to  follow 
jefus.  -  If  the  father  came,  and  neither  by  promncs  nor 
mpeatningi  could  prevail  upon  his  child  to  go  back  again 
with  him  among  the,  favages,  the  Brethren  left  each  party 
at  their  full  liberty;  they  per  fwaded  no  one  to.  flay,  yet 
neither  did  they  fufftr  any  one  to  be  carried  away  by 
force,  who  had  a  defint  to  live  with  the  Greenland, 
congregation  from  a  ^Ulcere  intention  to  be  con* 
verted.  ....'.'

in  die  beginning  of  fpting  when  the,  tVeonkrulerS 
feikd'to  the  iftands,  the  mifnonaries,  by  oocauen  of 
vifitmg  their  own  people,-  got  frefh  opportunity  to.  fpeaac 
f»  the-' -hearts  of  the  heathens;  and  onrQreenianderaj 
who  had  meetings  among  theanfclvt*  for  edification  in 
the  abfenW'  of  their  teacTwrry often  brought  us  joyful 
accounts  that  feme  ftrangeni  attended  them,  and  eiprdfcd 
a  pdrpoft  to  live  with  them  the  next  winter. 

Thefe  journeys  to  and  from  the  heathen  were,   tbfc 

r  in  particular,   attended  withgiWKVhazaid:  of  me. 
May   the  long-continued  (butt-win*   decve  large 
'quantities  of  floating,  ioe  towards  had,   and-  at  length 
into 
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into  all  the  bays,  which  remained  for  a  whole  month, 
though  the  weather  was  afterwards  fine  and  mild.  .Our 
brethren,  on  their  return  from  Kookcerntn,  -were  fo 
hemmed  in  by  two  great  pieces  of  ice  near  their  enrnhoufc, 
'  that  their  deliverance  is  to  be  afcribed  folely  to  the  mira- 
culous hand  of  God.  They  were  obliged  to  tack  about  in  ' 
the  ice  and  tide  for  twelve  hours  together,  before,  they  . 
could  make  land.  A  few  days  after,  Seventeen  boats 
betides  fcveral  kaiaka  ventured  to  go  on  the  herring- 
fishery,  and  Frederic  BaehnUh  went  with  them.  For  the 
firft  four  leagues  they  were  in  danger,  but  then  had  an 
Men  fea,  but  which  in  a  fbort  time  grew  full  of  ice. 
The  nummary  going  out  once  with  fome  Greenlanders, 
the  womenVboat  was  crufhed  in.  They  jumped  out 
haftily  on  a  round  piece  of  ice,  which  turned  about  under 
their  feet,  but  they  were  all  fo  fortunate  as  to  get,  upon 
another  large  piece  of  ice  which  by  near  it,  from  whence 
it  was  practicable  to  fetch  them  in  a  {hart  time.  To- 
wards Whiduntide  a  wind  made  fo  much  opening,  that 
the  miffionary  ventured  to  work  his  way  through  with 
fome  boats,  which  he  effected  with  much  toil.  But  the 
greater!  part  of  the  boats  were  difperfed,  and  did  not 
come  home  till  Whitfun-Monday,  yet  none  of  them 
damaged.  Some  merchants  who  were  out.  about  their 
blubber  trade,  were  detained  fix  weeks  in  great  danger 
of  life  and  want  of-  provifions,  and  a  couple  of  poft-  . 
kaiaks  from  the  fouth-colony,  related  that  all  was 
incloled  with  ice  for  120  leagues  fouth wards.

Betides  this,  there  were  many  occaCona  for  praifing 
the  hand  of.  the  faithful  Watchman,  which  was.  held 
oyer  the  poor  Greenlanders.  An  old  baptized  man  was 
purfued  by  fome  murderers,  it  having  been .  reported  that 
his  brother  had  once  killed  a  child  by  exercuing  forccry 
upon  it.  But  he  made  his  efcape  from  them*  and  was 
brought  by .  the  other  baptized  to  his  teachers  in 
fafcty.  The  laft  winter  many  were  overtaken  with  a 
/quail,  fo  that  they  were  obliged  to  work  their  way 
through  with  their  kaiaks  more  under  the  waves  than 
above,  and  were -neceffitated  to  cover  themselves  with 
the-fhow  in  an  exceeding  cqjd  night  on,  an  uninhabited 
q  ifland, 
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ifiand,  Whereby  the  moft  of  them  woe  much  froft-bitten 
in  their  face  and  hands.  In  March  another -was  feparated 
from  hU  companions  by  the  floating  ice,  arid  did  not  get 
home  till  the  forth  day  after.  Not  being  able  to  make 
way  backward*  nor  forwards,  he  had  crept  upon  the  ice, 
but  this  broke  f  however  he  rowed  betwixt  it,  and  at  laft 
with  great  toil  came  toanifland,  where  be  was  obliged 
to  remain  three  days  and  nights  in  the  fevereft  cold. 
Soon  after  they  had!  moved  into  their  winter-houies, 
.which  were  railed  with  (tone  and  earth,  they  were  To 
Ibaked  through  with  ftorm  and  rain, ;  that  moil  of  the 
roofs  fell  in,  and  hurt  many,  people,  but  (hey  were  all 
cured  again. 

They  had  but  a  mid  ling  harveft  in  catching  feals,  but 
in  December  fame  of  them  on  their  return  from  a-vifit  iii 
Kangek  were  fo  fortunate  as  to  meet  wjrh  a  dead  fper- 
n»-ceti~whale.  Some  of  the  kaiaks  ftaid  with  it,  while 
the  other*  hurried  home  to  fetch  more  afliftancc.  The. 
former  wen  difperfed  in.  a  ftorni,  but  the  third,  day  were 
found  again  fare  and  well,  and  were  helped  to  bring  the 
whale  on  land.  This  fifli  was  nine  fathom  long,  the 
head- alone  three,  and  two  high.  Near  three  hundred 
people  from  hence  and  th.5  colony  were  employed  three 
days  in  feparathig  the  blubber  and  the  fiefli,  the  latter 
of  which  the  Grecnlandcrs  arc  fond  of  eating,  and  they 
thanked  God  for  his  gifts.

By  occafion  af  a  confirmation  to  the  holy  communion 
on  Maundy-Thurfday,  it  is  faid :  "  Our  people  are  not 
*'  able  fuAciently  to  exprefs,  nor  we  to  defcribe,  how 
"  we  and  they  felt  at  this  tranfefiion.  We  fell  down 
"  with  them  at  the  feet  of  Jefus,  and  ilied  tears  of  love 
*?  on  account  of  his. unfpeakable  love  towards  fuch  poor 
"  JInners. .  We  now  richly  reap  the  efredrs"  of  the  rc- 
"  membrance  of  the  congregation,  which  no  doubt. 
"  prays  to  the  Lord  daily,  arid  rpore  particularly  at  fuch 
"  fefljval  feafons,  for  us  and' our  people ;  and  we  be- 
*'  lieye,  yea  we  feel,  that  the  invifible  Head  of  the  church , 
**  hath/ tfits  year  formed  us -alio  into  a  congregation,  and,,

"  ther  manner,  fo  that  we  can  referve  the  bodily  feeing 
"  and  hearing  for  the  world  to  come.         .  . 

*■  As  an  ocular  demonftraljion  that  he  has  owned  OUT 
"  tcftimqny,  at  the  clofe  of  this  difcourfe  thirty-five 
**  perfons  Were  mentioned,  who  have  been  baptized  in. 
"  this  year,  and  can  declare  from  experience  that  hs. 
"  hath  granted  them  to  feci  the  power  of  his  blood*. 
"  Befidcs  thefe,  thirteen  catechumens  were  received  a- 
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"  mong  the  candidates  for  bapti£n>  Three  couple  who 
"  have  been  married  in  this  year,  have  alfo  been  able  to 
**  teftiry,  that  he  hath  approved  himfclf  to  them  in  this 
"  change,  as  the  Saviour  of  his  body.  The  moft  amia- 
"  ble  fight  was  nineteen  communicants,  fifteen  of  whom 
"  attained  this  great  grace  in  this  year,  and  in  whofe 
"  eyes  it  was  legible,  that  they  had  tafled  in  the  fan&u- 
**■,  ary  to-day,  how  gracious  the  Lord  is.  Each  of  the 
*,  above-mentioned  clafles  flood  up  when  their  names 
*'  were  read,  were  briefly  exhorted  to  faithful  nefs,  and 
**  blefled  with  a  verie  fuitable  to  their  degree  and  cir- 
"  cumflances.  This  gave  a  renewed  impreffion  to  all 
**  prefent.  At  midnight  we  fell  prpftrate  at  the  Lamb's 
"  feet,  thanked  the  holy  Trinity  for  the  prefer vati on, 
*'  grace,  tuition  and  mercy  which  we  had  enjoyed  in 
*'  the  pafl  year,  recommended  ourfelves  and  all  our  bre- 
*'  thren  and  fiflers  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  particularly 
"  thofe  among  the  heathen,  to  our  Lord's  farther  fupcr- 
"  intendence  and  the  near  influence  of  his  wounds,  and 
"  then  about  three  in  the  morning  went  chearfully  to 
«  reft." 

§7- 

Among  thole  baptized  were  feven  children  of  believing 
.  parents,  as  alfo  a  virgin,  to  whom  a  particular  circurn- 
flance  happened  fome  weeks  before  her  baptifm.  She 
went  with  the  man  of  the  houfe  to  Kangek,  where  a  la- 
vage took  her  away  by  force,  with  intention  to  compel 
her  to  marry  him  according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  Green- ' 
landers.'  Her  hoft  was  not  able  to  retake  her  from  him,  - 
there  being  many  of  the  heathens  there,  who  boafted 
that  they  were  not  afraid  of  any  European,  and  would  aft 
with  the  baptized  Greenland  women  according  to  the 
cuftom  of  ihe  country.  He  was  therefore  neceftitated  to 
leave  her  with  them,  which  he  did  with  a  heart  full  of 
grief,  and  it  was  three  days  before  he  was  able  to  acquaint 
Bis  teachers  therewith.  They  haired  away  immediately 
to  the  affiflance  of  the  diftrefied  perfon,  and  arrived  at 
tf)e  place  the  fame  night.  One  of  them  ran  directly  into 
the  houfe  where  fhe  was  confined,  and  faid  to  her :  "  How 
"  comeft  thou  to  be  here  ?  Jnfw.  That  man  keeps  me  by 
**  force.— Art  thou  inclined  to  have  this  man  ?  No,  but 
**  be  dragged  me  hither  by  the  hair  of  my  head. — Then 
"  take 
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"take,  thy  things-  and  follow  us,  for  we  are  corhc  to 
V  fetch  thee."  Juft  then  a  perfon  came  into  the  ItouTe 
with  a  gun.  The  perplexed  lavage;  fa1d  to  her;  Make 
hafte  and  get  thee  gone,  left  we  fhould  be  all  dot. 
'  They  were  allured,  no  hurt  fhould  be  done  to  theru,  but 
charged  never  more  to  attempt  to  lay  hands  on  our 
people,  as  we  fhould  certainly  find  them  out,  though 
they  fhould  carry  them  ever  fo  far.  They  were  outer, 
ana  only  defiled  that  we  would  foon  go  away.  Thus' 
this  perfon  was  brought  into  fare ty  that  fame  night,  after 
having  neither  eaten  nor  flept  far  two  days  and  nights 
together ;  but  otherwife  fhe  had  incurred  no  damage, 
excepting,  as  cuftpmary  in  fuch  cafes,  the  being  beaten, 
by  the  old  women  to  compel  her  to  yield  her  content.

Eight  of  the  baptized  were  delivered  to  ths  church  above 
I  will  mention  what  is  moft  remarkable  of  fomeof  them. 

t~.)  The  firft  wasEve,  a  dear  old  mother.  When 
Ihe  was  afked  in  her  tedious  ficknefs,  how  fhe  did  ?  Her 
anfwer  was  ;  "  Here  I  lie,  and  my  inward  part  converfes 
with  my  bleeding  Lamb,  and  I  long  ardently  foon  to 
Itifs  his  wounds."  When  it  was  thought  fhe  bad  loft  her 
fpeech,  it  was  difcernible  in  her  countenance,  that  in- 
ftead  of  common  death-pangs,  fhe  was  occupied  in  hap- 
py meditations ;  and  at  once  fhe  pointed  with  her  hands 
upwards,  as  if  fhe  would  grafp  at  fomething,  and  im- 
'  mediately  begun  to  fpeak  again,  and  faid :  "  Ah,  what  a 
clear  light!  See  the  Lamb!  How  bright  his  wounds 
fhine !  Now  I  go  !"  and  foon  after  fhe  extinguished  like 
a  candle. 

2.)  Manoah,  a  married  man,  being  overturned  near 
Raven-Ifland,  was  indeed  refcued,  yet  got  a  diforder  in 
his  breafr.  by  the  great  quantity  of  lea-water  which  he 
then  fwal lowed,  which  occasioned  his  going  happily  out 
of  this  world  fame  months  after. 

3.)  Laban,  a  married  man,  foon  followed  him.  He 
was  an  acquifltion  of  our  Saviour,  laid  hold  of  by  th* 
teftimony  of  the  late*  Samuel  in  the  year  1741,  and  was 
baptized  1744. 

4.)  Hannah,  an  old  widow.  Her  departure  was  no 
lefs  edifying  than  her  exemplary  walk  had  been  both  to 
believers  and  unbelievers. '

',  Thefe  were  blefied  and  certain  fruits  of  the  brethren's- 
Ipiritual  labour.  Nor  was  there  any  lack  of  mannal' 
labour,  in  order  to  procure  neceflary  provifioris,  turf  an* 
wood  for  fire,  in.  which  they  were  this,  time  very  fucceis- 
ful.  For  at  a-  time,  when  it  was  often  impracticable  to*  go. 
to  lea  on  account  of  the  ice,  the  floating  ice  brought 
them  fo  much  wood  before  their  door,  that  they  had  a 
fiifficiency  even  to  build  a  wing  to  their  bottle,  as  alios 
ichool-room.  Ajid  ac  one  draught  with  the  net,  they 
once  .caught  upwards  of  500  falmon. 

Every  one  was  doubtful,  whether  it  was  pofflble  for  a 
fhip  to  arrive  at  this  time,  as  no  one  had  ever  before  leen 
fitch  quantities  and  long  continuance  of  ice :  But  in  the 
beginning  of  June  the  pafiage  was  lb  far  opened  by  a 
ftrong  north-wind,  that  two  fllips  found'  it  practicable  to 
run  in.  at  this  colony.  Cbrim'an  David,  and  Thomas' 
the  joiner,  returned  in  one  of  thefe  mips  to  Europe, 
after  having  built  the  church  laff  year,  and  in  this  year 
fo  far  fjinifhed  the  reft  «f  the  dwellings,  that  the  brethren 
could  move  into  them  the  2d  of  April ;  on  which  occa- 
sion the  following*  thank.fgiving-pialm  was  fung  at  a 
love-feaft:

The  seventeenth  Tear  1749. 

*»• 

IN  the  firft  half  of  this  year,  nothing  very  particular 
occurred  in  the  Greenland  congregation,  but  what 
has  already  been  taken  notice  of  in  former  years-.  Its 
bleflect  courfe  cannot  be  expreued  better  than  in  the 
words  ofjf£!i  ix.  31.  "  The  church  had  reft  and  was 
"  edified,  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the 
"  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghoft."  In  this  time  there  was 
but  little  intercoAirfe  with  the  heathen,  as  no  Arange 
ignorant  fouthlanders  fojourned  in  the  iftands.  Some 
old  acquaintances  indeed  came  now  and  then  on  a  villi ; 
but  moft  of  them  were  as  )'et  spiritually  dead,  and  could 
not  comprehend  what  was  meant,  when  they  were 
advifed  to  turn  to  Jefus.  Their  reply  was,  "  Our  ears 
"  are  not  fitted  for  that  matter,  nothing  abides  with  us." 
Here  the  brethren  were  obliged  to  wait  with  patience  for 
theEpphatha  !  Be  opened  !  Others,  who  bad  heard  ,the 
voice  of  the  Son  of  God,  wreftled  for  fame  time  with 
the  difquietude  of  their  hearts,  but  at  laft  crept  to  the 
crofs  as  weary  and  heavy  laden.  Thus  the  late  Samuel's 
brother-in-law  came,  and  faid  ;  "  Now  I  am  quite  weary 
of  living  among  the  favages,  I  will  therefore  devote  my-  , 
felf  to  our  Saviour  and  dwell  with  the  believers."  This 
man  had  been  laid  hold  of  in  the  year  1739  by  Samuel's 
teftimony  and  example,  heard  the  word  of  God  gladly, 
loved  and  willingly  ferved  the  believers,  but  could  never 
"take  the  full  refolution  to  change  his  old  courfe  of  life. 
During  a  fharp  fit  of  ficknefs  laft  year,  he  dreamt  that 
he  ftood  upon  a  high  fteep  hill,  on  one  fide  he  faw  a 
pleafant  place  wherein  the  believers  were  very  happy,  and 
on  the  other  a  dark  pit  full  of  people  exceedingly  tor- 
mented. "There  are  many  inftances  (fays  the  diary) 
*'  that  Greenlandcrs,  when  they  are  no  more  quite 
"  dead  and  infenfible,  but  yet  cannot  refolve  to  be 
"  entirely  our  Saviour's,  are  terrified  by  fueh  dreams, 
"  and  conftrained  to  bethink  themfelves  better." 

We  had  alfo  the  joy  to  fee  feveral  prejudiced  perfons 

brought  to  different  fentimenrs,  fo  as  to  give  ear  to  the 

truth  as  friends,  at  leaft  for  a  time.      There  was  one 

man, 
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man,  whole  fon  had  been  awakened  tall  year,  and  could 
not  be  prevailed  upon  to  move  again,  with  him  among 
the  heathens,  which  lb  enraged  the  father*  that  lie 
threatned  to  kill  his  ion ;  this  man  came  on  a.  vifit,  and 
was  entirely  fatisfied  that  his  fun  had  ftaid  here  and  was 
baptized ;  nay  he  told  one  of  the  Greenlanders,  that  his 
fon's  words  and  behaviour  had  attested  him  very  much, 
and  that  he  would  move  hither  hirafelf  as  foon  as  he 
could  prevail  on  his  wife  to  come  with  him.  ,A  famoua 
conjurer  and  perfecutor  did  alio  pitch  his  tent  for  awhile 
among  the  brethren,  and  heard  the  truth.  He  laid,  that 
a  repeated  terrible  dream,  in  which  he  thought  a  man 
flood  by  him,  and  ipread  before  him  all  the  wickedneis 
he  had  ever  committed,  was  the  means-  of  bringing  him 
upon  reflection.  Likewife  the  chief  of  thofe  banditti, 
who  fince  the  murder  of  Samuel's  brother-in-law  in  the 
year  1739!  had  committed  feveral  -others,  and  who  in 
'744  Sot  a  fevere  fhock  by  being  fpoken  frriouily  to  by 
one  of  the  miulonaries,  came  frequently  hither  both  in 
-the  laft  and  this  year,  and  heard  the  word  of  God  with 
fuch  attention  and  fitch  a  pious  mien,  that,  as  one  of  the 
baptized  exprefled  it,  he  looked  as  if  he  was  the  only 
pious  man.     But  hi*  convqrfion  went  no  farther. 

:    .  %i> 

Our  Greenlanders  ftaid  longer  together  this  time  than 
Ul'ua],  and  did  not  fet  out  with  their  families  to  the  i Hands 
till  May.  It  was  painful  to  them,  they  (aid,  to  be 
deprived  of  fo  many  blefled  meetings,  which  were  food 
for  their  fouls,  and  it  was  to  be  fcen  and  felt  that  they 
loved  their  teachers  as  children  do  their  mother.  And  as 
p.  multitude  of  believers  were  together,  who  were  one 
heart  and  one  foul,  the  church-feftivals  and  other  im- 
portant memorial-days  of  the  Greenlanders,  could  the 
better  be  celebrated  with  an  union  of  fpirit.  The  6th 
.jof  Jan.  being  the  day  of  the  manifeftation  of  the  general 
Saviour  of  the  world  to  the  firft  Heathens,  there  was 
Brayer-day,  as  alfo  a  baptifm  and  jeception.  Jan.  19, 
iejng  the  day  on  which  the  firft  mefiengers  fet  out  from 
Herrnhut  for  Greenland,  they  had  a  love-feaft  with  all 
the  inhabitants,  and  proftration,  accompanied  with  many 
.tears.  Jn  Lent  feafon,  the  rea.dijjg.and  illuftrating  the 
H  3  '  hiftory  1 
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hiftory  of  our  Saviour's  fujferings  was  particularly  anoint- 
ed ;  and  the  paflion-week,  were  dap  which  the  Lord 
himfelf  made.  On  Maundy- Thu'rfday  was  the  holy 
(acrament.  On  Good-Friday  the  hiftory  of  our  Saviour's 
death,  and  (he  opening  of  his  holy  fide,  was  read,  fung  of, 
and  taken  to  heart  with  inmoft  devotion.  The  following 
day  being  Eafter-Eve,  was  celebrated  with  a  iove -fcaft, 
at  which  our  Lord's  reft  in  the  grave  after  ending  his  hard 
confiifl  and  obtaining  the  victory,  was  the  fubjecl  of 
meditation  and  fmging.  On  Eafter- Morning  die  con- 
gregation came  together  in  the  hall  before  fun-riling,  and 
after  the  acclamation,  Tbt  Lord  is  rifen  indeed,  Jaluted 
their  rifen  Lord  with  that  verfe,  "Welcome  among  thy 
"  chofen  flock— with  joyful  acclamation,— thou  who  of 
.**  ages  art'the  rock! — come,  feed  thy  congregation .-rr 
*(  Thy  hand,  with  its  print  of  tbe  nail, — we  kifs  with 
*f  heart's  affection,— that  hand  fo  ftiff  and  fo  death- 
**  pale, — ftretch'd  out  by  crucifixion  j — that  hand, 
**.  which,  ere  thou  went*ft  away,-r-hath  thy  rile:  pies 
*'  ble'fled ; — that  hand,  near  which,  on  judgment-day,— 
*'  thy  poor  worms  {hall  be  placed."  After  the  refurrec- 
tion  of  Jefus,  and  what  he  had  purchafed  for  us  thereby, 
had  heen  briefly  confidered,  the  congregation  went  tp 
the  burying-ground,  prayed  a  part  of  the  litany,  and 
called  to  ipind  with  few  words  accompanied  with  many 
tears,  all  the  mercy  which  had  been  fhewn  on  the  Green- 
land congregation  w  thin  thefe  few  years,  and  particularly 
on  thofe  fuice  departed.  In  the  fcrmon  afterwards,  our 
Saviour's  meritorious  reft  in  the  grave  was  treated  of,  by 
which  he  has  rendered  the  grave,  lately  fo  frightful,  a 
lovely  chamber  of  reft  for  all  the  dead,  who  die  in  the 
Lord.  In  the  noon-fermon  thpfe  words  were  the  fupjec^, 
Yefetk  "Jefus  which  was  crucified:  He  it  rifen,  he  is  net  here, 
Mark  xvi.  6.  They  experienced  in  thefe  holidays  what 
that  means ;  "  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within  us,  while 
"  be  talked  with  us,  and  while  he  opened  to  us  the  fcrip- 
*'  tures  V 

Thus  it'  was  alfo  on  the  other  feftival  and  memorial- 
days.  The  congregation -days,  or  prayer-days,  were 
alfo  great  fertilities.  When  the  Greenlanders  were  not 
far  difperfed,  they  were  held  every  month,  and  com- 
monly concluded  either  with  a  baptifm  or  reception. 
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..Asto  the  holy  com munion,  no  feffival  pan  come  into 

£pmpetiti«n  with,  it,  nor  can  it'pe  defcribed.  'Jhe 
"  ^communicants  rejoiced  always  when  ^tneft  days  came, 
"-is  at  a  wedding-day.  -On  fuch  an;  OcCafion  they1  Jay :

After  this  expedition  our  Greenlartders  ftaid  rooftly 
at  homo,  or  if  they  went  out,  foon  returned,  till  they 
went  to  the  Sound  to  catch  teals  in  September:,  Jn  the 
,  mean  time  Matthew  Stach  returned  with  .his  Green  - 
landers  the  19th  of  July  on  board  the  Irene,  £aptaui 
{jerrifojj,  at  a  time  when  all .  the  parages  and  bays  were 
fo  full  of  ice,  that  every  body  wondered  how  it  was 
poffihle  for  fuch  a  light-bwlt  lhip  to  make  her  way 
between  ice  and  rocks,  in  a  very  thick  fog  and  ftrong 
wind,  without  receiving  the  leaft  damage  *.  Two 
years  ago  he  went  to  Europe  with  the  Dutch  fhjp  which 
had  brought  the  materials  hither  to  build  our  prefect 
chapel,  and  had  taken  ire  Greenlanders  along  with  him, 
who  had  expxefled  their  deiire  to  fee  Chriftendarn ;  thsy 
were  Simon  Jrhaiik,  and  Sartib  Puffimek  a  married  pair, 
Judith  lffik  a  fingle  fitter,  and  folifiH  Kriamai  and 
' Angufauik,  two  youths.  This  journey  had  proved  a 
bleffing  to  them,  and  one  of  the  youths,  who  had  not 
been  baptized  before,  had  holy  baptilrn  adrninjftfed  to 
him  at  Herrnhaag.  Jan.  19,  1748,  and  was  called 
fohamn.  About  the  lame  time  the  other  four  were 
admitted  the  firft  time  to  the  holy  communion.  JSeing 
apprehenfive  that  die  hot  weather,  and  the  being  tao 
long  deprived  of  the  Greenland  diet  and  manner  of  life 
might  be  detrimental  to  their  health,  it  was,  thought 
advifabk  for  them  to  return  hack  before  the  commence- 
ment of  fummer.  The  mimonary  mentioned  it,  but 
there  arofa  fo  many  obiracles,  that  before  they  were 
removed,  it  was. too  late  in  the  feafon.  He  therefore 
made  a  journey  with  them  to  Herrnhut,  and  was  pte-

r-'M '  *  .lent 
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lent  at  the  fyhod  in  Silefia .  and  the  Saxon'  electoral- 
commiffion  at  Great-Hennerfdorf.  In  the  month  of 
May,  Sarah  departed  this  life,  happily,  .and  five  weeks 
after,  her  hufband  Simon  followed  her.  Both  of  them 
were  interred  in  the  burying-ground  at  Herrnhut.  This 
was  no  ihiall  grief  to  the  miiGonary,  he  being  thereby 
difappointed  in  his  expectations,  that  ;  this  married 
couple,  who  even  before  had  been  fo  ufeful,  would  now 
be. of  great  and  real  fervice.  Nor  did  he  know  how  to 
get  the  other  three,  who  were  quite  healthy  and  to  the 
joy  of  every  body,  back  again  into  their  country.  To- 
wards autumn  he  travelled  with  them  back  to  Holland, 
in  hopes  of  finding  Tome  opportunity  to  return  with 
them  from  thence,  As  the  Irene  came  thither  from  New- 
York  in  November,  and- the  captain  was  willing  to  take 
him  and  bring  him  from  thence  to  Greenland,  he  came 
with  this  fhip  to  London  in  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  two  youths  had  travelled  backwards  and  forwards 
through  Germany  on  foot,  and  nobody,  that  did  not  know 
it,  could  ever  have  thought  that  they  were  of  the  fa- 
vages.  All- imaginable  precaution  was  ufed  to  prevent  ' 
their  being  much  obferved,  other  wife  they  would  have 
been  admired  by  many,  which  might  have  been  hurtful 
to  themfelves.  The  princely  houie  at  Gotha,  which 
had  heard  fomething  about  them,  procured  a  fight 
of  them  on  their  journey  through  that  place;  and 
this  gave  occafion  to  their  being  likewife  prefented  to 
his  prefent  Majefty  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  reft  of  the 
princes  and  princelTes  of  his  kite  Royal  Highnefs  the 
Prince  ©f  Wales  at  Lactfler-Hwfe.    •■ 

They  then  went  with  the  Irene  to  Penfylvania,-  vifited 
'  the  congregations  at  Bethlehem  and  Uezaretk,  and  the 
converted  Indians  in  America,  who  fent  fome  letters 
by  them  to  the  Greenlanders.  When  Chriltiah  David 
brought  a  new  dwelling-houfe  to  New-Hemihur,  and 
erccied  it  two  years  ago,  he  faw  theTgreat  necefRty  of.-a 
ftore-houfe  for  the  Greenlanders,  for  want  of  which, 
their  dried  meat,  nfh,  capelins,  &c.  which  they  pre- 
served under  a  heap  of  ftones,  was  either  half  devoured 
by  the  foxes  and  ravens,  or  pu trifled,  and  this  was  fuc-  , 
ceeded  either  by  famine  or  infectious  diforders.  He  had 
conducted  their  oldeil  teacher  to  them*  he  had  built 
them 
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them  a  houfe,-- in  which  they  could  enjoy  the  falubrioua 
food  of  the.  gofpel  in  a  convenient  and  dacent  manner. 
Now  he  alio  wanted  to  carry  them  a  houfe,  in  which 
they  might  preferve  their  ftores  Jecure  and  wholefom. 
He  therefore  accompanied  thde  three  Greenlanders,  and 
their  miffionary,  to  America,  where  the  congregation 
made  hhn.  a  prefent  of  as  inuch  wood  and  ihmgles  of 
cedar,  as  was  fufficient  to  build  not  only  the  great  ftore- 
houfc  for  the  Grcenlandera  which  he  had  pro  mi  fed  them, 
but  alfu  another  (mailer  ftorc-houfe  and  wood -houfe  for 
the  European  brethren,  which  he  expedition  (ly  effected 
in  a  fortnight,  as  he  wanted  to  go  back  with  the  fame 
fhip. 

The  voyage  from  New-York  to  New-Herrnhut,  was 
performed  in  three  weeks,  but,  as  has  already  been  men- 
tioned, was  attended  with  great  danger  at  entring  the  har- 
bour, on  account  of  the  great  quantity  of  ice  and  thick 
fog,  which  blinded  the  Greenlanders  therhfelves  fo,  that 
for  a  long  time  they  could  not  difcern  the  diilrict.  The 
Greenland  congregation  was  exceflive  glad  to  fee  their 
two  firft  meffengers  of  peace  again,  and  the  three  Green- 
landers  who  had  been  abfent  from  them  near  two  years. 

Whoever  is  acquainted  with  the  circumftances  at  that 
time,  will  not  marvel  at  their  making  fuch  a  circuit,  and 
thereby  bringing  fuch  an  expence  upon  their  benefactors : 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  all  thofe  who  are  acquainted 
with  the  fimplicity  of  the  heathens,  and  the  depraved 
ftate  of  Chrtftcndom,  mull  look  upon  it  as  a  miracle 
that  they  were  not  corrupted  by  means  of  their  journey, 
and  the  many  unavoidable  objects  it  prefented ;  that  the 
few  unprofitable  imaginations  which  had  infenfibly  been 
imprinted  in.  their  minds,  were  fo  foon  erafed  again,  and 
that  they  immediately  adapted  themfelves  to  their"  former 
way -of  life.  Nay  they  reaped  this  advantage  from  their 
journey,  that  to  the  end  of  their  days  (for  two  of  them 
are  how  with  the  Lord)  they  were  tit  to  be  employed  as 
labourers  among  their  nation,  and  approved  themfelves 
as  ibme  of  the  moft  judicious  and  trufty. 

§  5-  - 

The  Greenlanders  were  highly  delighted  to  fee  their 

country-folk  again,  and  made'frequent  enquiries  what  good 

things  they  had  feen,    heard  and  experienced  in  Europe 

and 
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and  America,  fit.  particular  the  unmarried  women1 
rejoiced  greatly  td  fee  their  Judith  again  'fo  healthy  and 
happy,  who  before  this  had  been  a  helper  among  thofc 
cfherfe*.  This  fitter  had  in  a  peculiar  manner  made1 
good  ufe  of  her  abode'  in  Germany ;  and  having  lived 
moffly  in  the  fwgfe  fitters'  choir-boufe  at  Herrnhtrt  after 
the  happy  departure  of  her  own  filter  Sarah;  flw  got  ar 
particular  rtliih  for  the  external  order,  fo  conducive  to 
the  internal  growth1.  Therefoi'e  the  fent  a  propofal'  to 
the  heads  of  families*  to  allow  their  upgrown  daughters* 
as  alio  thofe  that  ferved  in  the  capacity  of  maids;  to  live1 
with  her  that  winter  in  a  feparate  heme,  and:  Deep  there 
together,  after  having  done  their  bufinefs  in  the  refpeitive; 
families  ;  that  fo  they  might  net,  as  hitherto,  be  expoffed 
to  the  inconvenience  of  feeing  and hearing  fuch  things,  as 
might  awake  urineceflary  and  hurtful  reflections  in-  mem. 
Her  propofal  was'  agreed'  to.  In  confequence-of  this,  flic 
and  her  lifters  built  this  autumn  the  firft  fingle  fitters 
houfe  in  Greenland,  in  which  the  families  aflifted  her 
faithfully. 

§6. 
The  way  in  which'  things  arc  regulated  and  conduftcd 
during  the  winter,  is  to  brfeeh  by  the  account  given  iri 
,  former  years.  I  will  therefore  only  obferve  here,  that 
John  Soerenfen,  who  came  into  this  country  in  the  year 
1746,  and  who,  befides  his  labour  in  the  rninittry  of 
the  gofpcl,  devoted  himfelf  particularly  to  the  manage-' 
inent  of  the  external  osconomy  and  the  maintaining  of 
order  among  the  Greenlanders,  was  joined  in  marriage 
the  2d  of  Auguft  to  the  Jingle  lifter  Catharine  Paulfiny 
who  came  with  the  Arid  to  be  a  help-mate  for  him;  ''■ 
And  as  Michael  Ballenhorft,  who  came  with  the  houfe 
two  years  ago,  was  got  pretty  well  matter  of  the  Green- 
land language,  he  was  appointed  catecbift,  took:  upon 
himfelf  out  of  the  hands  of  the  miffionaries  the  care  of 
the  boys  fchool,  and  at  the  fame  time  had  the  care  of 
the  internal  and  external  welfare  of  the  Greenland  Angle 
men.  Among  thefe  young  people  fome  were  found  of 
very  good  and  quick  capacities,  who  befide  their  own 
proper  -occupations,  which  require  long  practice,  learned

Two  pair  were  joined!  together  in  nflMriasc,  and  the 
ftumbrf  of  inhaBlttu**  was  increased  with  five  new 
fkriiiliesj  and  many  fuigle  perfons. 

On  the  other  hand  thtf  eeng*egafiofl.hrsre  be!oW  was 
aimrnHfeed  by  fi*  peribfls ;  one  of  whonv  was  the  before- 
mentloneet  BarAolomeW,  who  was  ehotltcd' in1  the  bog  at 
KAltOrbift?  another" was'  Nathan,  a  lively  chearful 
youths  whom  it  was-  a  pleafurt  td>  fee*;'  -It  was  thought 
■f  firfl  that  he-wftsloft  in  the  iba*  UtMfe>his<koiak  was 
found,  but  not  hit  body.  But  fome  years  afterwards-  it 
was  discovered,  that  one  of  the  forages  had  murdered 
him,  becaufe  another  baptized  Greenlander  had"  reffored 
a  leal  to  the  right. owner  which-  this-  lavage  had  forcibly 
taken  from  him ;  .therefore  this  wretch  had  cut  poor 
innocent  Nathan  to  pieces',  and  thrown  him  into  an 
old  ditch  in  aii-urfnhanH^  ifiawd^  t»  revtwge  himftIP, 
although  not  on  the  petferi agaiflftwhbntheborrhis  in- 
dignation; yet  ort  orie'ot*  the  mhabitantB  of  the  fame  place. 
Since  that  tirhe  there  h&ve  been  mora'  inftahcos  of  our 
,  people  who  never  ret  urriedfVbrii;  (tenor  have  been  found, 
and*  it  rrmft  be  left  undeteririitted  whether  they  were

drowned 
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drewrled;  oe  maflacred  by  the  heathen  by  way,  pf  reTengev 
or  for.  hiving  prevented  fpme  of  their  malicious  defigns. 
There  have  been  alfo  fome  rj-aces,  .from  whence  it  might 
be  conjedtwed,  that  fome  vile  fellows  have  murdered  one 
tor  another  innocent  perfon,  either  put  of  enmity  to  the. 
iniflionaries,  or  to  avenge  die  lufs  of  fome  of  their  rela- 
tions who  had  been  converted.  Among  thofe  departed 
this  year,  was .  alfo  Rofina,  the  relict,  -of  the  hite  Noah, 
who  moved-,  with  her  relations;  to  thefouth  two  years 
ago,  where  Ihe  made  her  exit.   ■  flcr  cafe  caufed  much 

Sief  to  the  teachers,  but  proved,  a  bleued  warning  to  thq. 
recniandws.  .Yet  nothing  was  ever  heard  of  her  walk 
being  any  reproach  to.  the  gofpel,  and  the  moft  favourable 
hopes  may  be  entertained  as.  touching  her  end  ;  nay  it  is 
not  improbable  that  fhe  was..the.firft  caufeof  many  of 
thofe  in  the  fouth  feeking  the  Lord,  and  coming  to  the 
enjoyment  of  that,  in  this  time  of  .grace,  which  {he  de- 
prived herfelf  of  by  her  divided  heart.   . 

Among  thofe  of  the  unbaptized  who,  departed,  this 
life,  was  a  woman,  who  left  a  little  child  behind,  her, 
which  file  delivered  to  the  care  of  the  hoft  where  fhc 
'  lived  at  the  time  of  her,  departure.  A  lavage  at  Kangek" 
claimed  a  right  to  this  child,  became  he  had  maintained 
the  mother  in  the  time  of  her  pregnancy,  .and  the  child 
had  been  named  after  a  child,  of  his  which, was  dead. 
But  as  the  laft  hod,  a  baptized  man,  had.  provided  laft 
of  all  both  for  mother  and  child,  and  the  child  had  been 
committed  to  him,  the  lavage  was  obliged  to  be 
iatished.

TH  E  weather  this  winter  was  very  inclement,  tem- 
peftuous  and  fhowy,  and  towards  Eafter  fuch  fever6 
cold  let  in  till  April,  that  the  like  had  not  been  known 
before  in  the  memory  of  man,  whereby  the  haven, 
which  is  fix  mile  broad  in  the  narroweit  place,  was  fo 
frozen  and  filled  with  ice  for  a  confiderable  time,  that 
no  water  was  to  be  feen  notwithstanding  the  high  tides 
and  ftrehg  current.    On  this  account  the  Greenlartders 
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were  expofed  to  many  dangers  of  life  when  they  went 
out  to  leek  provtfions,  yet  nose  were  loft  this  time. 
About  Eafter  there  was  a  general  famine  in  the  country, 
in  which  thofe  who  belong  to  us  fuffered  the  leaft,  as 
they  have  not  only  learnt  to  pray,  but  to  work  too,  and 
to  be  good  ceconomifts,  by  which  means  they  had 
always  fomething  to  give  to  the  needy,  and  many  fitch 
had  recourfe  to  them.  Thofe  from  Kangek  were  called 
to  account  for  having  buried  an  old  man  alive.'  They 
pleaded  in  their  excufc,  that  it  was  done  at  the  requeft 
of  his  daughter,  becaule  he  had  got  a  putrid  hand  and 
could  not  provide  any  thing.  The  gofpel  was  declared 
to  thefe,  as  well  as  the  other  heathen  who  came  for  food  ; 
but  alas,  by  fuch  opportunities,  feldom  much  was  effect- 
ed. They  indeed  admired  the  fine  order  of  their' country- 
men ;  but  when  they  were  alked,  whether  they  would 
not  furrender  thcmfefves  to  our  Saviour  too,  and  follow 
the  example  of  the  believers,  who,  as  they  themfelves 
mull  own,  led  a  happy  life,  and  moreover  fuffered  kfs 
external  want  than  other  Greenknders,  nowithftanding 
their  living  at  a  place  which  fubjefb  them  to  greater 
ioconveniencies  and  difficulties ;  they  had  recourfe  to  their 
ufual  excufc :  Sanitijftgalloar  fegut,  Sriffun  ejarrmkau.  "  We 
"  fhould  have  no  objection  to  the  being  converted  too, 
"  if  it  was  riot  fo  difficult."  It  was  evident  upon  various 
occafions  that-  their  judgment  was  convinced  of  the  truth 
andhappinefsofchriftianity,  and  yet  their  heart  would  not 
embrace  it.  Many  of  them  ran  away  as  foon  as  pur  Saviour 
was'  fpoken  of,  and  guarded  themfelves  as  carefully  againft 
being  brought  into  uneafinefs  of  mind,  as  a  timorous 
man  guards  againft  an  infectious  ficknefs  or  fome  witch- 
craft. 

Amongft  thofe  who  came  on  a  vifit,  was  one  who 
was  baptised  as  a  child  upwards  of  twenty  years  ago  by 
the  firft  of  the  <Panifh  roimonaries.  Though  he  was 
grown  pretty  wild,  yet  when  the  blood  of  Jefus  was 
fpoken  of  to  him,  the  fenfible  difference  was  obvious, 
which  b  to  be  feen  in  all  countries  betwixt  people  who 
have  been  baptized,  and  over  whom  the  falutary  name 
of  Jefus  has  been  pronounced,  and  infidels  who  have  not 
been  baptized.     His  heart  was  eaiily  foftnedi    whereas

,  "in  the  Simmer,  ■vm*ei&camc  slraoft  daily,  though  did 
fewefr-of  them  cams  with  an  intention  to  hear  any  thing, 
but  only  to  few  their  old  acquaintance,  and  to  relate  howl 
Aiceeftful  they  now  were  in  their  hunting,  arid  how  tvell 
they  now  lived.  Among*  others  that  came,  there  was 
alio  Kainaric,  mentlunerf  feveral  times  before,  who  re- 
ported that  he  would  fitt  fire  to  the  brethren's  buildings, 
becaufe  they  had  taken  a  woman  into  protection  whoj 
made  her  efcape  tor  them,  when  he  wanted  to  compel 
fcer  by  violence  to  be  his  wife.  When'  he  was 
charged  with  this,  he  dcaied  it,  yet  lay  continually  in 
wait  till  he  got  an  opportunity  fecretly  to  kidnap  the  flud 
woman.  As  the  was  not  received  among  the  catechu-  '* 
mens,  it  was  difficult  for  the  brethren  to  intermeddle  in 
this  quarrel,  but  they  lent  a  pertbn  alter  him,  to  defiro 
him  not  to  treat  this,  woman  wickedly,  as  he  had  before 
threatned  to  do ;  and  it  being  reported  that  they  were 
now  fatisfied  on  both  fides,  it  was  judged  heft  to  let  the 
matter  take  its  courfe.  In  like  manner  a  ftnglc  woman 
who  was  in  lervice  with  one  of  the  baptised,  was  volun- 
tarily delivered'  up  to  her  former  hoft,  who  claimed  a 
sight  to  her,  it  being  believed,  that  if  the  was  only  con- 
cerned about  the  falvation  of  her  foul,  (he  would  here- 
after find  lawful  means  and  ways  to  attain  thereto*. 

§2. 

Our  Greenlanders  remained  moftly  together  till  after 
Eafter,  and  celebrated  the  holidays  in  a  happy  manner. 
Afterwards  moft  of  theovwent  to  the  Sound,  where  they 
were  vifited  diligently ;  twenty  -  four  boats  full  of 
Greenlanders  went  to  the  herring-fifhery,  accompanied 
by  Matthew  Stach.  But  as  the  fhip  came  into  the  har- 
bour in  their  abfence,  the  6th  of  June,  he  was  obliged  to 
leave  them  this  time  behind,  under  the  care  and  inflec- 
tion of  thofe  Greenlanders  who  are  fellow-labourers.  In 
this  year  the  trade  to  Greenland  was  configned  to  the 
royal  incorporated  company  of  merchants,  and  at  the' 
fame  time  it  was  ordered  by  the  government,  that  the 
'.  brethren 
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fcfWftreti,  inflttd  of the'llberty  of rrarfborting  thebrfervei 
and  their  -prdttfebh  free-.Cbfr,  fliould  henceforth  pa?  a 
mA<&  Ml*  *ftd  rfeafonatt*  freight,  only  not  in  foreign  bot- 
toms. By  rfcte  riteans  they  were  at  once  freed  from  all 
drfficukiefe  and  rMrieceftitV  of  beiijg  troabldbme  to  thole 
A  power*  weft  fatempteH  from  many  delay*  and  expen- 
ded and  have  'purfired  theSf  plan  chearfully  fihee  that 
tune,,  and  te  *vfcfy  Mfj  ^tiSfeaion.

-  The  remainder  of  the  fuAirnef,  both  die  brethren  an3 
At  Or*u!an4ers  were  bufily  occupied  in  the  procuring  , 
what  Was  tteceflary  fbr  whiter,  which  begun  to  be  rtry 
ftrtre  about  the  end  -or"  •September,  though  afterwards  i( 
was  more  like  Cummer  than  winter  till  towards  Chrift- 
mlSj  which  the  brethren  made  good  ufe  of  in  vifiting 
foflie  of  their  neighbours  who  lived  on  the  continent,  up 
the  bayj  and  had  not  been  fo  frequently  vifhed  as  thofe 
at  Kangelt.  The  following  relatibn  B  given  of  one 
fiich  vifit. 

"  ttfor.  2,  three  of  us,  together  with  feveral  Green- 
•*  landers,  failed  fix  leagues  up  the  Inlet  to  a  Greenland 
**  houfe.  The  people  were  exceeding  glad  that  we  came 
"  to  vifit  them,  arid  received  us  With  much  love.  When 
**  they  heard  of  our  people  that  one  «f  their  relations 
"  was  dead  at  Kangck,  tfttre  arofe  a  terrible  howling 
*^  among  them,  but  it  did  n6t  continue  long.  This 
"  furnilhed  us  with  an  opportunity  to  tell  them,  how  we 
«*  and  all  thofe  who  love  Jefus,  are  difpofed  with  regard 
w:to  dying;  aridttien  we  related  to  them  with  what  great 
**  j<*y  two  of  Out  Greenland  fitters  departed  to  our  Sa- 
«  vibtif  laft  fummfer;  That  this  bleffing  was  procured  for 
*'  tfs  by  the  death  and  blood  of  Jefus ;  and  when  fouls 
**  are  vrafhed  therewith,  it  is  as  natural  for  them  to  deJ 
"  fire  to  depart  to  their  Creator,  as  it  is  for  a  child  to  go 
**  to  iW  father.  Brother,  and  own  brothers  and  fifters. 
w  They  were  aftofiiflied  to  hear  this.  One  of  them  fait', 
M  he  ftrould  be  glad  to  become  a  believer,  but  he  could 
•*  not  live  with  us,  becaufe  of  the  great  Waves  On  out" 
"  cOaft.  There  were  three  among  them  who  had  been 
K  bapiized  by  Mr.  Egedft  in  their  infancy,  two  of  whom 
"  were  married  wgethct,  and  have  a  lover/  child.  All 
I  2  "toe 
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**.  the  people  in  the  houfc  have  a  love  for  us.  Therewas 
*?  one  pretty  circumftance,  that  the  children,  who  never 
"  were  at  our  place,  could  fing  many  of  our  verfcs,  with 
*'  which  they  frequently  animate  their  parents.  This 
"  may  perhaps  be  a  means  of  thrir  approaching  nearer 
"  the  kingdom  of  God.  .  At  another  place  we  met  with 
"  nine  families,  among  whom  we  (laid  two  days.  They 
"  defired'  fome  medicine  of  us  for  an  old  fick  man,  and 
"  having  nothing  with  us  but  a  little  brandy,  we  gave 
"  him  a  fpoonful  of  that,'  and  jt  was  of  fervice  to  him. 
"  They  offered  us- a  deer-ikin  for  it,  but  our  refufal 
*■  heightened  the  kindnefs.  We  told  them,  how  happy 
*'  it  was  to  be  acquainted  with  the  maker  of  our  foul,  be- 
•«  fore  the  foul  is  to  leave  the  body,  and  is  to  hear  the 
*'  fentence  at  the  tribunal  deciding  its  eternal  abode, 
"  They  were  all  quite  ftill,  and  behaved  civilly  and 
«(  friendly.  A  boy  was  much  affected,  and  would  glad- 
"  ly  have  gone  with  us,  if  he  could  have  got  permiiEon 
"  of  his  relations.  In  the  day-time  we  went  out  to  hunt, 
**  it  being  exceeding  fine  weather,  and  the  fnow  moftly 
"  gone  which  fell  in  September  and  Ofiober,  but  the 
"  ground  was  fo  hard  frozen  that  one  could  walk  over 
"  all  the  bogs  and  lakes,  and  travel  farther  in  eight  hours 
"  than  in  twelve  in  fummer,  though  the  poor  feet  fuffer 
"  for  it.  We  got  five  rein-deer,  which  furpafled  our 
"  expectation,  but  we  had  to  carry  them  twelve  mile, 
«*  which  was  hard  work  for  us." 

§4- 

At  moving  into  the  winter-houfes,  it  was  found  that 
the  number  of  inhabitants  was  again  confiderably  aug- 
mented. One  entire  ftrange  family  came  from  the  foutb, 
which  had  a  kinfwoman  in  the  Greenland  congregation. 
And  from  the  north  there  came  feveral  families  with  fome 
of  the  merchants  fervants  there  to  Good-hope,  the  fliip 
not  having  arrived,  and  confequently  they  could  not  fub- 
fift  all  together.  A  family  belonging  to  the  million  of  the 
colony  at  Good-hope  obtained  leave  to  live  at  New- 
herrnhut,  in  confluence  of  their  earner}  and  repeated  re- 
queft,  and  the  interpofition  of  Mr.  Drachart ;  and  fome 
of  them  foon  attained  to  the  holy  communion.  More- 
over the  brethren  thought  it  but  reafonable,  at  his  defire, 
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to  receive  a  baptized  woman  from  him,  who  by  her  conJ 
iv.£t  among  his  people  might  have  done  harm,  but  by  a 
change of  place  and  ctrcumftances  might  probably  be  re- 
covered. Towards  the  end  of  the  year  he  himtelf  was 
neceffitated  on  account  of  fome  family  ctrcumftances  to 
move  with  his  wife  to  the  brethren,  and  from  thence,  to 
difcharge  his  office  among  chriftians  and  heathens  at  the 
colony,  though  it  was  attended  with  many  difficulties. 

is- 

The  general  and  fpecia)  meetings  of  the  Greenlanders 
were' regulated  anew,  both  with  regard  to  the  choirs,': 
(ex,  and  age,  »  alfo  the  inward  degree  and  growth  in- 
chriftianity.  Previous  to  the  new  regulating  of  the  bands,' 
it  was  made  known,  that  if  any  one  had  no  pleafure  in 
them,  and  would  not  gladly  difcWe  his  heart,  he  mould 
acquaint  us  before-hand,  or  at  leaft  afterwards  refrain  go- 
ing to  the  bands,  as  the  intention  was  not  to  compel  any 
one  to  open-hearted  band-like  conversation, 'much  lefs, 
that  they  fhould  become-  hypocrites.  But  they  were  all' 
defirous  to  belong  to  one  of  the  bands ;  and  the  names  of 
fome  of  the  new  people  having  been  forgot  to  be  wrote,  ■ 
they  were  troubled  about  it,  thinking  they  were  not 
efteaned  worthy  to  enjoy  an  intimate  acquaintance  with 
the  believers.  It  was  found  that  the  number  ofthofe- 
who  could  be  admitted  into  bands,  amounted  to  about 
three  hundred  perfons,  befides  the  very  young  people. 
Who  could  not  yet  gh/e  much  account  of  their  inward 
ftate.  The'number  of  thole  who  kept  the  bands,  was 
upwards  of  thirty,  and  five  or  fix  bands  were  held  daily 
one  after  the  other,  in' the  meeting-hall,  becaufe  the 
Greenlanders  have  no  apartments  in  their  houfes  where 
a  company  can  be  alone  together.        .

-  Befides  this,  attention  was  paid,  and  pains  taken  to 
bring  and  preferve  the  Greenlanders  in  fuch  an  external  - 
order,  as  might  be  moft  conducive  to  their  bodily  welfare, 
(which  is  frequently  very  nearly  connected  with  the  fpiri- 
tual)  and  tend  moft  effectually  to  the .  rendering  them  a  - 
fober  moral  people,  well-pleaung  to  Clod  and  roan.  la 
this  view,  fome  Statutes  relative  to  external  carriage  and

Nothing  indeed -Was  loft  eftlie 
proofs  of  that  grace,  which  accompanies  the  haprifm  with 
the  blood  of  Ch rift;  but  the  Greenlapders  loft  fomething 
t»f  the  eagerneft  they  had  formcrryTrorii^ftidmrl  to  month 
'■aftet1  the"  ce^JgregaoorVdays,  to  wftieh  ■  they  hafle'nft! 
•Jiome' when  -they  were'otit  at  fea-pand  the  keeping  e)f 
Sunday  ltfcjff  to*  which"  thty  were  ufcd  to  come  in  large 
.tWtUteudo  withgreat*arnefttiefs,-  alfai'oftained  that  lofs 
^hereby,  that- they  did  no  more  come:  in'  fitch  numbers 
artJ  wrdi*  fifth -eagerrtefe  as  before  from  aB  the  difFeretit 
Wands ;  t  mean  in  the  fummer,  form  winter^  when  they 
"ate  aH  at  home,  every  thing  Went  on  in  its  regular  and 
feleffeti  couffe.  They  therefore  (bon  made  an  alteration, 
and  reftored  to  the  Greenlanders  their  congregation-days, 
as  one  of  their  moil  beautiful  arid  blcfted  opportunities.

The  congregation  -Wal  increafed  this  year  with  fifty 
twoperfons  through  baptHm,  eight  ofwrtom  were  fman 
children,  whole  parents  were  either  baptized  -or  at  leaft 
received  among  the  catechumens,  and  were  fully  refolved 
to  Temain  wtrh  the  faithful,  and  to  train  up  their  children 
as  becomes  chriftians.  But  that  feveral  boys  and  girls 
Were  baptized  this  year  at  the  fame  time  with  their 
jpatents,  who  couM  no  more  be  reckoned  among  the 
innocent  children,  and  yet  were  not  arrived  to  a- mature 
underftanding  and  to  years  capable  of  judging  for  them- 
feives,  although  at  their  preparation  there  were  traces  ttf 
ft  good  intention  and' defire ;  this,  I  fay,  could  by  "rid 
means  be  approved  of  afterwards  by  the  rynod,  and  wai 
not  to  be  done  any  more,  h  being  the  practice  in  tht 
brethren's  church,  that  ail  who  arc  not  baptized  foon 
I  4  after 
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after  their  birch,  muft  wait  till  they  know  on  whom  they 
believe,  what  baptifm  is,  the  benefit*  accruing  to  them 
from  it,  and  the  obligations  it  lays  them  under. 

Thirty- fix  Greenland  ers  attained  to  the  holy  commu- 
nion. On  Maundy-Thurfday  the  intention  of  foot- 
wafhing  was  explained  to  them  from  Joba  xiii.  and  then 
this  act  itfelf  was  adminiltred  to  them  the  firft  time. 
The  candidates  for  the  communion  were  not  confirmed 
the  day  preceding  it,  as  formerly,  but  four  weeks  pre- 
vious to  it,  after  having  been  prefent  at  fpe&aton  when 
tt  was  adminiftred.

Two  pair  of  Greenlanden  were  joined  together  in 

marriage.     I  find  Something  to  obferve  relative  to  one 

of  thei'e  pairs.     The  man,   whofe  name  was  David, 

Sropofed  marrying  a  virgin  who  lived  at  the  colony, 
"he  mifllonary,  and  the  merchant  with  whom  me  was 
in  fervice,  were  fpoken  with  on  this  head-  Both  of 
whom  gave  their  confent  gladly,  and  when  it  was  pro* 
poled  to  her,  though  me  did  not  expreJly  give  her  Yes  to 
it  (which  no  Greenland  woman  does)  yet  foe  gave  for 
anfwer:  "  I  will  be  obedient  to  my  teachers,  and  will 
11  gladly  live  among  you."  This  perfon  came  to  Good- 
hope  in  a  remarkable  manner.  She  had  been  baptized 
the  year  before  at  Chriftian's-hope  in  Difko-Bay  by'Mr. 
Block  the  miffionary,  and  was  called  Chriftina.  Soon 
after  her  baptifm,  her  brothers  came  -  and  attempted-  to 
take  her  away:  But  as  fhe  was  not  inclined  to  go  with 
them,  and  the  mituonary  took  her  into  protection,  the 
Greenlanders  feized  him  with  an  intention  to  murder  him. 
To  prevent  this,  fhe  herielf  leaped  into  the  boat,  and 
called  out  to  the  ravages  to  come  and  fail  away  with  her. 
The  miffionary  directly  fent  letters  after  them  to  his  ftep- 
brother  Paul  Molzau,  merchant  at  Good-hope,  to  have 
them  arretted,  and  the  young  woman,  releafed.  He 
waited  for  them  at  Kangek,  where  they  propofed  palling 
by  in  their  way  to  the  fouth,  but  could  not  find  her,  for 
they  had  concealed  her  under  the  ikijis  in  their  boat,  and 
Ihe  dared  not  betray  her  being  there,  as  they  had  threat- 
>  ned  tp  kill  her  in  cafe  fhe  moved  in  the  leaft.  But  after 
they  were  got  upwards  of  14  leagues  farther,  ihe  pre- 
vailed 
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vailed  upon  her  brothers  to  go  with  her  to  the  continent, 
and  there  to  let  her  gather  bilberries.  Here  fhe  Hole  ' 
away  and  hid  herfelf  between  the  rocks ;  the  lavages 
fought  her  two  days  without  finding  her,  though  they 
had  put  her  into  great  fear  by  leaping  fcveral  times  over 
the  very  cleft  of  the  rock  where  (be  was  concealed,  but 
at  laft  they  .failed  away ;  then  fhe  went  over  mountains 
and  yallies  fer.many  leagues,  till  fhe  met  with  a  preen- 
lander  from  hence,  at  f«,  who  brought  her  to  the 
colony  in.fafety.  ;  She  is  an  extraordinary  well  behaved 
and  cleanly  home-wife,  and  a  reputable  and  ufeful  helper' 
amongtier  nation. 

Betides  thefe  two  new  pair,  four  couple,  who  bad 
married  while  among  the  favages,  and  were  now  become 
members  of  the  body  of  Jefus,  and  participants  of  die 
holy  communion,  received  the  blelSng  of  the  church  to 
their  living  in  chiiftian  wedlock  in  a  manner  well-pleaf- 
ing  to  God,  The  hufbands  fat  together  before  the 
brethren,  and  the  wive*  before  the  fillers,  and  received 
the  bleJKng  kneeling,  through  unpofition  of  hands, 
during  a  prayer  over  them.

Iaftly  fix  of  the  baptized  had  the  grace  conferred  upon 
them,  to  be  tranfplantcd  into  a  happy  eternity  j  amongft 
whom  was  Tobias,  a  venerable  old  father,  and  the  aril 
•  of  the  lift  of  the  communicants.  His.  walk  was  refpect- 
able,  and  he  himfelf  was  always  joyful.  When  any  one 
converted  with  him,  be  icarce  ever  omitted  giving  honour: 
to  the  wounds  of  Jefus  as  the  caufc  of  his  happinefs. 

Farther,  tlie  firft  fingJe  filter,  whole  nam*  was  Araeua* 
departed  this  life  happily )  and  fhe  was  foon  folle-wed  by 
another,  called  Mary  Elizabeth,  whofc  exit  was  10  extra* 
ordinary  joyful,  and  attended  with  fuch  tender  expref- 
fions  of  love  towards  all  her  fillers,  that  their  houfe  reaped 
from  it  an  abiding  blefling,  and  ftill  retain  it  in  thankful 
remembrance.  "  By  fuch  inftanees  (it.-isfaid  on  this 
occasion}"  trie  departure  out  of  this  world,,  which  is  ebc 

(b  terrible  to  the  Greenlanden,  and,,  attended  with  fuch 
arnentablc  howling,  becomes  more,  and  snore  agneabkt 
1»  our  baptized  GreenlaoderB."

aaoMtattht.  were  hung  with  fatty  or  fifty  a  piece.  This 
oaewedj  &  aaany  of  mem  to  &il  again  to  the  ulands  on, 
Sunday  morning  early,  :tbat  the  meetings  could  not  be> 
held  in  a  proper  mariners  ..But  now  they  brought  home 
nothing  hut  fatigued  limbi :  and  it  being  Tepreuntod  to> 
thorn,,  that  they  had  got  fiich  in  abaorumao  ycfbmhvy 
that,  fa  -they  might  tedp .  Sunday  in  reft*  they  vow  one 
to  ihame,  and  it  ferved  at  a  Neta-bau  to  them  after*

-  Wtef  remained  moffly- together  till  Aey -went  to  the 
hwring-fifhery  in  May ;.  (©  that  all  the  meeting?  could 
be  hefd  in  proper  -order, :  nor  was  there  any  occafiorT 
to  fufpend  one  communion.     But  once  leVeral  perfom, 


and  were  thankful  .for  this,  wholcfonw . c baMemfln*, 
which  proved:  much  more  bjeffid  to  them'  thai*  they in'  ■ 
the  beginning,  could  have  conceived. 
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At  the  facrament  on  Good^Friday,  the  congregation 
of  communicants  confifted  juft  of  a  hundred  perfbns; 
A  family  had  once  gone  out  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  teachers,  and  hearing'  at  their  return  that  they 
bad  mined  the  holy  communion,  they  flied  floods  of 
tears,  and  'the. wife  uippofed  thatihe  had  iikewiie  thereby 
forfeited  her  right  to  go  into  the  other  meetings  of  the 
communicants.  When  fhe  was  told,  that  fhe  mould' 
have. petraiffion  to  go  to  themi  fhe  laid:  "Now  my 
heart  ,La  fomewhat  eafier  than  it  was  before."  One  of 
the  candidates  aifo  failed  to  be  at  home  at  the  right  time, 
and  his  confirmation  muft  be  .poftponed  till  the  next 
time.  He  indeod  had  not  been. informed  that  he  was 
to  have  been  confirmed  thitltirae,  yet  the  very  fame  day. 
he  found  an  .intimation  within  himfelf  to  make  all  poili-. 
ble  hafte  home,  and  now  was  very  much  troubled,,  that 
he  was  prevailed  upon  by  his  relations  to  Hay  contrary 
to  his  conviction.  ......... 

An  ardent  defire  was  obferved  among  the  reft  of  the 
baptized,  to  be  brought  into  the  mon  intimate  con- 
nexion with  Jefus,  {as  they  called  the  holy  communion, 
without  knowing  yet  wherein  it  confided  *)  and  ac- 
cordingly, before  they  feparated  for  the  fummer,  fourteen 
perfons  more  could  be  admitted  thereto.  ■

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two  Danifh  fhips  bound  for  Chriftian's-Hope  was  beat  to 
pieces,  but  the  people'  were  fayed .  -  '.  ■ 

The  Greenlandeis  however  fet  out  on  the  herring' 
fifliery,  and  as  no  miflionary  could  accompany  them  this 
time,  the  care  of  the  congregation  was  entrufted  to  the 
Greenland  helper  Ptttr ;  and  two  more  helpers  Jonathan 
and  Nathtnuul  had  commiffion  to  keep  them  meetings  for 
edification  every  morning  and  evening.  A.ftnall  com- 
pany of  baptized  remained  at  home,  and  many  Grangers 
were  gathered  to  them  from  time  to  time.  '  Some  of 
them  came  to  vifit  their  relations,  and  were  glad  to  hear 
the  word  of  God,  and  promifed  foon  to  enter  into  a 
clofer  acquaintance.  Others  had  upgrown  children  here, 
fome  of  whom  were  married,  and  they  came  to  perfuade 
them  to  go  again  tp  live  with  them.  But  when  they 
heard  they  were  baptized,  or  had  been  received  among 
thofe  who  are  more  Specially  inflrucledj  they  declared 
that  they  would  not  "compel  their  children  by  force,  nor 
hinder  their  becoming  believer* ;  but  as  for  tbemfelves, 
they  were  not  as  yet  difpofed  to  flay  there,  or  to  become 
otherwife  than  they  were,  and  than  their  progenitors  had 
been  before  them. 

'  There  came  now  and  then  a  couple  of  kaiaks  from 
PjiEkfarbik,  the  place  of  the  herring-fifhery,  with  re- 
ports of  the  ftate  of  the  baptized  there.  They  were  well 
in  "body  and  foul,  excepting  that  an  old  man  had  been 
drowned,  and  a  boy  who  having  already  four  fmall  feals 
in  his  kajalc,  wanted  to  catch  the  fifth,  was  overfet,  and 
was  brought  out  of  the  water  almoft  dead.  The  commu- 
nication however  was  loon  cut  off  by  the  great  quantity; 
of  floating  ice,  and  their  return  was  not  in  the  moil: 
regular  manner.-  Some  of  them  were  gone  to  feck  rein- 
deer, by  which  means  they  deprived  themfeives  of  many 
blefled  opportunities  of  enjoying  fomething  for  their 
hearts,  which  they  afterwards  repented  of;  and  Peter, 
to  whom  the  care  of  them  was  committed,  was  fo  cha- 
grined about  a  few  diforderly  people,  that  he  feparated 
trora  the  company.  Obferving  the  grief  this  caufed  his 
teachers,  he  took  it  fo  to  heart,  that  he  excluded  himfelf 
from  the  meetings  of  the  communicants,  till  after  having 
been  encouraged  to  faithfulnefs  for  the  fitfure,  he  was 
bid  to  go  again  to  them.

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It  was  neceffary  to  (peak  with  the  Gftehlindftrs*  aftef 
their  return,  fepattwely  altd  indiridttnlly,  »  knew  the 
ftate  of  their  hearts  towards  our  Savtour,  and  what  W 
Occurred  during  their  abfenee  which  required  to  be  re- 
moved and  abc-lifhed,  that  they  might  be  enabled  to 
begin  the  winter  fo,  as  to  proceed  in.  B  blefled  congre- 
gation-coitrft  without  any  tiling  to  iHlpede  if.  As  feme 
reientrnent  againft  each  other  had  token  plate  in  feme  o£ 
them  while  they  were  away  from  Us,  all  forts  of  unhappy 
consequences  weft  apprehended ;  bat  it  was  found  that 
the  holy  Spirit  had  continued  his"  faithful  work  in  moft 
ef  their  hearts  without  interruption,  even  during  their 
'  abfenee  and  amidft  a  variety  of  Uftcornrnoti  occurrences, 
and  that  many  of  them  had  got  a  more  fundamental 
knowledge  of  the  bloody  atonement,  and  more  feeling  in 
their  hearts  towards  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  than  was 
expeiled.  Some  of  them  related  how  much  they  had 
vrifhed  to  be  again  with  their  teachers,  being  often 
anxious  when  they  were  among  the  lavages.  They 
reflefied  with  deep -flume  on  theft  times  when  they  like- 
wife  were  heathen,  and  walked  in  darknefs.  Whatever 
was  not  of  a  happy  kbfd,  was  removed.  Theft  who 
had  committed  a  fault,  acknowledged  it,  and  defired 
fergivenefs.  And  wherever  an  obdurate  heart  or  luke- 
warm mind  was  Ail!  obferved,  Hut  person  was  exduo'ed 
from  feme  meeting  which'  he  ufed  to  prize  greatly,  till 
he  came  to  a  ferious  recollection,  and  it  was  evident 
that  he  was  concerned  to  obtain  a  true  fprinkling  and 
healing  with  the  blood  of  Jefiis. 

Thus  all  the  congregation  and  choir-meetings  could 
be  begun  again  in  their  ufual  Order,  and  it  was  perceptible 
that  they  were  attended  with  new  grace.  But  the  chief 
thing  was  ftill  wanting,  vifc.  the  holy  communion,  . 
which  on  account  of  various  obftacles,  particularly  that 
they  were  fo  difperfed  from  May  till  October,  had  net 
been  administered  in  five  months.  Some  came  of  their  own' 
accord,  complained  of  the  want  of  it,  and  would  needs 
charge  their  own  fdves  with'  many  things  as  the  reafbn 
of  its  fufpenfton.  "Though  they  did  not  always  reach 
the  point,  yet  it  gave  the  brethren  real  pleafure  to  fee 
the  fprrit  of  open-heartcdneis  and-  confidence  continually 
gaining 
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gaining  'ground  in 'a  nation  usually  tdfcov«dy  fiifatk  and. 
not  apt  to  own  a  fault,  October  1 5,  when  the  holy -core- 
munioit  whs  to  be  auininirb-ed,  there  wag  abundant 
CSafbn  both  to  rejoiceand.be  filled  witbihams  on  aoeounD 
of  their  hunger  and  thirft  after  the  bafy  and  Wccul-of 
JeJua,  which  was  tnoft  lenfrbly  perceived  It  fpeakrrrgt 
pcevjouHy  with  them  and.  at  the  facramerrtal .  onjoytnctit. 
The  following  day  a  tbjemn  congregation-da)' was  again: 
held,  to  commemorate  the  comaontion  of-thei  «£a£B]y 
though  the  congregation-days  are  ufually  kept  a  fortnight 
after  the  communion.  Firft,  a  part  of  the  diary  of  the 
Indian  congregation  at  Rio  d«  Berbice  in  South- Amentca, 
and  feme  chapters  out  of  St.  John's  gotpel  wont  read  f 
then-  fix.  catechumen*  were. received  into  a  mom  fpeciai 
preparation  for  .bapttfm;  next  'followed  a  Sermon  com-: 
memorati ve  of  the  church's  csnfctration,  andthe  baptjfet 
of  a  new-born  child,  and-  finally  the  bapijftn  of  five 
adults,  previous  to  which  was  a  rhftourfe  cen*ar»i*g  the 
nature  of  this  (acrament  j  and  -then  this  bleflfed  day  wtt 
concluded  with  player.

Ih  this  year  thirty-fix  peribns,  twelve  ©f*whom  werej 
children,  were  embodied  into  the  congregation  by  bap- 
tism, undmuch-eaufe  for ■  prat fe  ■  was  found,  both  tor  die 
means  grace  had  made  ufe  of  to  bring  them  to  liften  to  tho 
Word,  and  for  the  powerful  operation  of  the  Mood  of 
Jefus  at  their  baptifm.  There  was  a  man  amongft  4h*m 
who  came  to  the  congregation  with  his  family  twto  years 
ago,  but  afterwards  he  went  away  again  in  difpiea&ire, 
becaule  two  of  bis  children  were  baptised  and  he  Was  net 
deemed  fit  for  it  j  but  he  lad  no  reft  till  he  returned  thi* 
rummer,  and  now  attained  with  more  effectual  Mefiing* 
what  he  before  wanted  as  a  prerogative,  and  might  have 
received  to  his  prejudice. 

Our  carechift  being  once  out  a  hunting,  heard  that  a 
Greenlander,  whole  wife  was  j  ult  dead,  pttrpofed  bury- 
ing his  little  daughter,  half  a  year  old,  alive  with  her, 
becaufe  he  had  nobody  to  nurfe  it.  He  feitt  one  of  out 
baptized  no  him  directly,  and  defiied  -the  child  might  be 
given  to  him,  and  the  brother  returned  home  joyfully 
with  this  booty,  got  it  baptised]  and  gave  it  to  a  Oroen-

land  filter  to  be  nurfed.    It  was  a  weakly  child,  however 
k  lived  a  year. 

A  woman,  who  only  two  months  ago  had  prevailed 
en  her  hufhand  to  come  and  live  with  the  believers,  did, 
oat  of  the  fire  impalfe  of  her  heart,  make  a  confrffion  of 
her  faith  at  her  baptifm,  which  was  the  more  agreeable 
and  credible,  as  it  had  neither  been  required  of,  nor  pre- 
meditated by  her,  but  was  accompanied  with  many  tears 
both  by  herfclf  and  thole  who  heard  it 

5  6. 
.  A  lively  work  of  grace  was  oblerved  among  the  cate- 
chumens, and  when  they  came  to  beg  for  reception,  or 
were  fpoken  with  at  other  times,  it  was  plainly  to  be 
felt,  nay  it  was  legible  in  their  eyes,  that  they  were  con- 
cerned about  the  cflcntial  point,  forgiveaels  of  fin,  and 
life  and  happiaefs  in  the  blood  of  Jefus.  Our  Greenland 
helpers  were  of  great  fervice  and  hleffing  to  fuch  people, 
and  when  they  (poke  their  thoughts  of  them,  the  bre- 
thren could  not  but  admire  their  clear  infight  and  accu- 
rate feeling,  which  commonly  identically  coincided  with 
the  thoughts'  of  the  teachers ;  and  alio  their  impartial 
teflimony,  as  they  did  not  fpeak  to  obtain  the  favour*  of 
any  one,  fpared  no  one,  and  gave  no  better  teftimonies 
of  their  neareft  friends  and  relations  than  they  did  of 
ft  rangers. 

This  winter  leveral  women  and  young  people  were 
found  fit  to  be  taken  from  the  catechumens  as  candidates 
for  baptifm,  and  they  frequently  exprelTed  their  defire  by 
their  tears ;  but  as  the  heads  of  their  families  were  not 
fully  refolved  to  remain  with  the  believers,  a  reftraint 
was  necelTarily  laid  upon  thele  poor  people,  till  the  chiefs 
had  taken  a  refolution  to  ftay  there ;  it  being  an  efta- 
blifhed  rule,  not  to  fuller  any  one  who  has  been  baptized 
to  go  and  live  again  among  the  lavages,  nor  to  baptize 
any  who. are  dependent  on  others  in  uncertain  hope. 
For  this  reafbn  baptifm  was  alfo  refufed  to  fome  people 
who  were  ltirred  up  at  Kangek,  but  were  not  able  to 
prevail  upon  their  relations  to  move  to  the  believers ;  yet 
ere  long,  various  ftrange  providences  opened  a  way  for 
many  of  them  to  come  to  the  believers,  at  a  time  when 
they  lealt  expected  it.  Thus  one  man,  who  twelve  years 
4   .  ago 
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ago  had  fome  calls  of  grace  in  his  heart,  which  he  always 
flighted,  was  drowned,  and  afterwards  his  widow,  who 
had  often  in  vain  repeated  her  requeft  for  baptfilm,  could 
now  move  with  her  children  to  live'  among  net  believing 
relations  without  moleftation,  and  obtain  what  file  had 
fo  much  defired  to  her  great  joy.  Another  unbaptized 
-man,  who  was  bent  upon  removing  with  liis  family, 
which  were  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of  .God,  was 
fo  .terrified  in  a  dream,  that  he  derated  from  his  inten- 
tion. 

Six  pair  were  joined  together  in  matrimony,  among 
whom  was  Johanan,  who  had  been  in  Europe.  On  this  . . 
occafion  it  is  obferved,  that  the  important  matter  of 
marriage  was  from  time  to  time  brought  into  an  order 
more  regular,  decent,  and  more  becoming  chriftians, 
and  that  this  was  attended  with  fewer  difficulties  than 
formerly  could  have  been  imagined,

It  had  now  the  appearance  as  if  the  Beloved  purpoled 
vititing  his  garden  more  frequently,  and  gathering  fuch 
of  his  pleafant  fruits  as  were  ripe  and  fit  for  the  harveft. 
This  gathering  to  eternal  life,  was  on  the  one  hand 
matter  of  joyous  reflexion  to  the  teachers,  hut  in  fome 
inftances  veiy  painful,  as  in  this  manner  they  had  to 
furrender  up  fome  of  their  beft  fellow- labourers. 

In  this  year  eleven  Greenlanders  departed  happily  to 
that  eternal  abode  they  panted  for,  amongft  whom 
wert  Jonathan  and  Sophia,  two  of  the  mod  ufeful 
helpers. 

The  fifft  of  them  came  hither  with  his  wife  from  the 
fouth  1743,  and  was  then  called  Kajo.  He  was  bap- 
tised at  Chriftmas  the  fame  year,  and  direSly  endowed 
with  fuch  a  witnefs-fpirit,  that  wherever  he  came,  he 
teftified  of  the  mercy  fliewn  him,  and  many  fouls  were 
gained  through  his  testimony.  He  was  one  of  the  fuft 
three  that  became  participants  of  the  (acred  body  and 
blood  of  Jefus  in  the  facfament,  October  28, 1747,  which 
had  a  mod  extraordinary  happy  effect  on  his  heart,  foul, 
and  members.  A  few  days  ago  he  was  feized  with  the 
contagious  burning  fever  and  pleurify,  which  at  prefcnt 
is  epidemical  in  the  Sound,  from  whence  he  was  brought 
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tp  us.     He  (aid  dfreiHy  that  he  fhould'go  to  his  eternal- 
home,  for  which  he  expreffed  an  ardent  defire.  Hefoonloft 
rus  hearing  and  fpeech,  but  his  lovely  countenance  flieW-   - 
ed  what  his  heart  believed  and  loved.     September  the 
lbth;  his  foul  had  the  favour,  "  In  Jefu's  fide  to  fly  fr<jrn 
'*  hence,— to  its  eternal  refidence."    At  the  moment  at. 
,his  departure  the  laft  blefling  was  imparted  to  him  With  ' 
many  tears.     He  was  a  very  Angular  man,  an  humble, 
finner-like  happy  heart,  enamoured  with  the  wounds  of 
JcAis,  always  courteous  and  c 
could  molt  confide  fn  of  all  c 
his  nation.     He  often  refrefliec 
fiiion,  and  every  thing,  that  r 
viour  or  his  people,  filled  him 
final  adieu,  and  wept  heartily, 
the  Lord  hath  taken  away,  bl 
Lord.     About  two  hundred 

places  to  his  burial,  and  brought  two  other  fick  people 
with  them.  They  walled  him  up  'a  pretty  tomb,  for 
they  all  loved  and  refpe&cd  him  very  much,  and  inward  . 
pain  was  vifibfe  in  every  countenance. 

Sophia  heard  the  word  of  atonement  the  firft  time  at 
Kangek,  in  the  year  1742.  Our  Saviour  direflly  opened 
her  heart,  and  ihe  was  always  an  attentive  hearer.  When 
we  went  to  vifit  the  heathen  there,  ihe'  received  us 
vyith  joy,  and  Frequently  lodged  us  for  a  fortnight  to- 
gether. But  in  a  fhort  time  flie  was  obliged  to  follow 
her  hufband,  who  as  yet  was  not  at  all  of  the  fame  mind 
with  her,  200  leagues  northwards,  "and  when  he  returned 
he  purpofed  going  almoft  as  far  foyth.wards.  Hewe«t\ 
her  repeated  entreaties  prevailed  upon  him  to  remain  in . 
this  diftrict,  and  as  flie  faw  no  probability  of  being  able 
to  dwell  here,  the  brethren  made  an  exception  to  the, 
general  rule,  and  ventured  in  the  fpring  1744,  to  bap- 
tize her  at  her  place  of  abode  among  the  heathen  at 
Kangek.  She  adhered  inviolably  to  her  unfeen  Lord 
and  friend  amid  ft  all  the  temptations  of  the  lavages,  and 
finally  was  fo  fuccefsful  through  her  teftimony  and  ex~ 
eoiplary  walk,  that  in  autumn  the  fame  year  fhe  brought 
hgr  hufband  and  whole  family  hither.  In  1748  flie  be- 
came a  partaker  at  the  Lord  s  table.  She  loved  her  na- 
tion tenderly,  and  was  a  great  benefactrefs  to  the  poor. 

Her 
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Her  heart  was  tenderly  affected  and  penetrated  by  the 
merits  and  woiinds  of  Jefus,  nor  could  fhe  be  filent  about 
the  grace  and  happinefs  fhe  experienced  therein,  but 
from  time  m  time  delivered  her  teftimony  of  the  grace  in 
the  blood  of  Jefus  to  upwards  of  a  thoufand  people,  and 
confirmed  it  by  her  tmblemilhed  and  chearful  life  and 
cOnverfetkw. 

Befidfes  thefe  two  blefled  fellow-labourers,  I  will  juft 
much  upon  a  few  otlier  inftances  wherein  there  was 
rbmtthirig  partictthr :  as,  a  widow,  who  on  the  one  fide 
lived  an  urvbiameabrc  life,  but  yet  on  the  other  was  not  fo 
fitaated  in  her  heart,  that  it  could  be  laid  of  her  with 
certainty,  roe  had  attained  to  a  true  and  abiding  con- 
ne&on  with  oar  Saviour, 

©n  the^other  hand  a  fingle  fitter  departed  this  Kfe^ 
who  formerly  was  much  contemned  by  the  Greenlanders 
on  account  of  her  ftupidity,  but  after  her  baptifm  was 
greatly  beloved  and  reflected  by  all- thofc  who  knew  how 
to  eftimate  the  grace  of  our  Saviour. 

The  old  widow  Jael  likewife  entered  into  her  reft, 
after  having  lived  to  fee  forty  of  her  pofterity ,  which  is 
fomething  rare  in  Greenland-  She  herfelf  bore  feven 
children.  She  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  twenty-three 
grand-children  of  four  of  1ier  children,  and  ten  great- 
grand-children  of  four  grand-children.  Of  thefe,  two 
children,  feven  grand -children,  and  four  great-grand- 
children are  ftril  living,  and  thefe  thirteen  perfons  are  all 
m  the  congregation.  She  lived  with  her  children  many 
years  in  the  neighbourhood,  but  did  not  come  to  us  till 
the  year  1748.  Notwithftanding  her  great  age  fhe  was 
very  lively,  and  declared  her  ardent  delire  to  be  embodied 
in  the  chriftian  church  before  her  departure.  And  when 
the  grace  of  barm  fin  was  conferred  upon  her  at  Chriftmas 
i74$,  it  was  as  if  her  life  was  renewed,  and  fhe  fpent  the 
remainder  of  her  days  below  quite  lively  and  happy. 

Another  was  a  man  who  was  baptized  this  year,  and 
loort  after  entered  into  the  married  ftate,  in  which  he  lived 
happily  and  exemplarily;  before  his  dilTclution  he  cried 
out  feveral  times  with  his  arms  extended,  "  Ah  what 
••*  blefiednefs  it  is  to  have  a  happy  heart!  now  I  fhall 
"  foon  be  with  my  Saviour." 

K  2  Daniel 
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;:  Daniel  was  another;  before  his  baptifm  he  went  by! 
the  name  of  Simek,  of  whom  mention  has  frequently 
been  made  in  the  firft  years.  In  1739  he  lived  with 
Samuel  Kajarnak  among  the  brethren,  but  removed  to 
Kangek,  afterwards  to  the  north,  and  nnally  returned  to 
remain  here  in  1743-  He  was  baptized  in  1744,  after-, 
wards  became  a  partaker  of  the  holy  communion, :  and 
now  clofed  his  quiet  and  happy  walk  with  our  Saviour 
and  his  people  here  on  earth,  as  an  inftance  of  the  truth, 
of  that  promife  of  Jefus ;  No  man  jhall  fhuk  them  «tf  rfmy 
band.  When  he  was  fick,  his  wife  was  lb  troubled  that 
fhe  often  fell  into  a  fwoon ;  when  {he  came  again  to  her- 
iclf,  (he  called  out  to  him:  "Daniel,  haft  thou  our 
"  Saviour  with  his  bleeding  wounds  ltill  before  thy- 
'*  eyes  ?  Thou  wilt  probably  loon  go  to  him,  and  we  will 
"  fellow  thee." 

.     .      it. 

But  the  firft  grain  that  was  fewn  in  the  earth  this  year, 
nay  the  firft  and  hitherto  only  European  helper  in  this 
million,  was  Mrs.  Drachart,  the  wife  of  the  Danifh 
miflienary.  Towards  the  end  of  laft  year  fhe  was  feized 
with  a  violent  burning  fever,  foon  after  fhe  came  to  live 
at  New-He rml int.  The  firft  day  of  this  year  fhe  was 
delirious,  but  it  was  of  a  lovely  kind ;  fhe  inceilantly 
fung  verfes  of  her  own  compoungi  and  that  in  fuch  a 
coherent  manner,  as  if  {he  had  been  one  of  the  moft.  ex- 
cellent poets.  Towards  night  fhe  was  quite  ftill,  and  in 
a  inort  time  afterward  fell  gently  and  happily  afleep  in 
theLordy  iti  the  thirty-fixthyear  of  her  age.  Hercorpfe 
was  depofited  in  a  walled  fepulchre  in  the  burying-ground 
at  New-Herrrthut. 

This  incident,  fo  Unexpected  to  her  hulband  Mr. 
Drachart,  together  with  a  ficknefs  he  cafually  got  laft 
year,  was  probably  the  motive  that  induced  him  to  take 
his  leave  of  the  colony  and  mifEon.  He  had  two  lovely 
children*  whom  he  could  not  bear  to  fee  grow  up  wild 
among  the  Green  lander?,  but  wanted  them  to  be  educated 
in  the  fchools  of  the  Unity,  according  to  the  requcft  of 
■their  lafe  mother.  And  as  the  eldeft  iriiffionary  of  the 
brethren  Matthew  Stach,  was  in  this  year  called  with  hie 
.    .  family 
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family  from  hence*,  being  propofed  as miffionary  to  the 
EfquimmiXy  (for  fome  circumftances  in  England  at  that 
time  feemed  to  open  a  door  for  carrying  the  gofpel  among 
them})., the  Danifh  miffionary  laid  hold  of  this  opportu- 
nity to  travel  with  his  old  acquaintance  to  Herrnhut,  and 
to  deliver  his  children  into  the  fchools  of  the  Unity,  being 
for  the  reft  undetermined  whether  to  return  again  to  his 
million,  or  accept  a  vocation  in  his  native  country.  But 
he  was  fb  delighted;  with  Herrnhut,  that  he  could  not 
refolve  to  remove  any  more  from  thence,  and  upon  his 
repeated  requeft  obtained  leave  to  ftay  there,  after  having 
made  application  for,  and  obtained  a  very  civil  difmiflion 
from  the  honourable  millions-college. 

His  memory  is  ftill  a  good  odour  both  among  Euro- 
peans and  Green!  anders.  His  fermons,  concerning  God, 
and  our  Saviour  iht  Lord  J'fut  Chrift,  through  whofe  Alont~ 
mmt  and  all-fufficiint  fatisfaclion  all  poor  finncn  may  attain  to 
lift  and  happinefi,  (as  the  words  are  in  a  written  teftimony 
fent  in  concerning  him)  .had  fuch  an  effect  on  the  fer- 
vants  of  the  company  and  failors,  many  of  whom  were 
come  hither  as  very  ignorant  and  wild  people,  that  he 
had  always  a-  ibeiety  among  them  of  fuch,  who  were 
fincercly  defirous  of  their  falvaticui,  and  whofe  life  and 
conversation  tended  greatly  to  facilitate  his  office  among 
the  heathen.  He  had  the  happinefs  to  fee  an  abiding 
fruit  among  the  Greenlanders,  for  he  calculated  matters 
in  the  beginning  fo  as  to  have  theni  together  in  one  place, 
and  to  care  for  their  bodily  fuftenance  as  well  as  their 
Spiritual  welfare.  And  that  his  inftruftions  made  a  lad- 
ing impreffion  on  great  numbers  -to  their  falvation,  has 
been  confpicuous-  in  many  at  their  departing  this  life ;  but 
-fuch  inftancec  I  will  omit,  and  only  recite  the  following. 
"A  long  time  after'  his  leaving  the  colony,  a  man  bap- 
tized byhim  was  fick,  and  one  of  our  brethren  was 
Retired  to  bleed  him.  The  prelent  miffionary,  who  was 
Dot  yet  mafter  of  the  language,  requeued  that  the  fick 
:  man  might  be  comforted  out  of  the  word  of  God;  ac- 
cordingly the  brother  alked  him  how  he  felt  his  heart 
difpofed?  He  anfwered  with  parrhefy :"  I  meditate  on 

■  *  His  coufin  Thomas  Stach,  and  Chriflian  Bernike,  who  came  hithet 
five  jeara  ap),  the  fiift  as  fchool -mallet  to  the  European  children,  and  the

families  alio  to  Europe,     "  ■ 

"":  K  3  «  our 
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"  our  Saviour  who  died  for  me,  and  I  kifs  the  wounds 
"  in  his  hands  and  feet.  I  call  frequently  to  mind,  nor 
"  can  I  forget,  what  I  heard  when  Ptliffingpak'*  was 
"  here,  and  baptised  me."  Upon  being  afked  farther: 
whether  he -could  depart  this  life  in  firm  reliance  an  ow 
-  Saviour?  he  aniwered:  "  O  yes,  for  he  hath  purchaled 
"  me  with  his  precious  blood,"  &c.  Ail  prefent  were 
afle&ed  at  thefe  declarations. 

The  laft  twelve  years  have  fcewn  to  every  one's  joy 
and  edification,  that  miffionaries  of  two  different  conih- 

Stions,  but  of  the  fame  foundation  of  faith,  need.not 
:  their  naffionate.  zeal  drive  them  afunder,  but  if  both 
fides  take  wifdom  for  their  guide,  they  may  couduft 
their  minions  in  harmony,  gather  fouls  for  one  common 
Lord,  and  preferve  them  in  him,  without  the  one's 
labour  being  any  detriment  to  the  other.  Both  parties  , 
adopted  the  Auguftan  Confcffion,  and  acknowledged  each 
other  in  that  refpe£t ;  they  had  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
baptism ;  they  inculcated  in  both  churches  the  chief  and 
fundamental  article  of  the  proteftanc  religion,  viz.  jus- 
tification before  God  by  free  grace  through  faith  in  the 
aD-iufBcJcnt  merits  of  our  Lord.  They  honoured  each 
other  as  fathers,  and  loved  each  other  as  brethren. 
They  afSfted  each  other  with  counfel  and  deed,  particu- 
larly in  leading  the  awakened  fouls  to  Jefus,  and  no 
jarring  of  opinions  was  ever  observed  among  them  or  their 
people.  Things  being  thus  conducted,  what  fource  could 
there  be  for  fchifm  among  the  believers,  or  calumny 
among  the  unbelievers  ? 

The  Danifh  .miffionary  all  the  while  proceeded  in 
preaching,  teaching  and  baptizing,  according  to  the 
prefcribed  rules  of  his  church;  and  the  brethren  accord-. 
rng  to  the  regulations  in  their  congregation ;  which  they 
however  looked  upon  as  fo  far  from  being  necefTary  -in 
another  conftitution,  or  even  feafible  or  beneficial,  that 
they  faithfully  advifcd  the  Danifh  miffionary,  not  to 
adopt  the  leaft  article  thereof  which  was  not  confiftwt  ■ 
with  the  rules  of  his  church ;  and  that  not  fo  much  from 
apprehenfions  of  bis  being  called  to  an  account  for  fo 
doing,  but  principally,  that  nothing  might  be  introduced 
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among  the  Greenlanders  which  (boner  or  later  might 
caufe  difTenhons  among  them. 

I  ftill  remember  with  what  pleafure  the  late  Ordinary 
of  the  Brethren  read,  in  the  yearly  accounts  from  Green- 
land, the  report  of  this  famenefs  of  principle  and  unani- 
mity in,  labour  between  thefe  two  miuions,  how  he 
extolled  it  and  recommended  it  as  worthy  of  imitation, 
and  how  earneftly  he  exhorted  our  brethren  to  continue 
in  this  courfe.  This  he  alio  teftified  publicly.  In  his 
annotations  on  Dr.  Weiflhwn's  eccleuaftical  hiftory  he 
fays  * :  "  The  internal  harmony  between  the  brethren 
"  and  the  Lutherans  there,  is  one  of  the  greatest  beauties 
**  in  Davis's  Straits." 

."  Thus.  much.  I  thought  needful  to.  remark,  in  order  to 
tlucidate  the  exemplary  courfe  obferved  in  profecuting 
harmonioufly  the  corrverfion  of  the  heathen ;  and  will 
now  conclude  this  thir  d  period  with  the  entiling  departure, 
for.  the  prcfeiit,  of  our  and  the  Daniftv  miiEonary  from  , 
their  refpe&ive  blooming  miffions?  in  which  the  former 
bad  been  engaged  eighteen  and  the  latter  twelve  years  ; 
which  I  will  infert  in  the  identical  words  of  the  diary  at 
the  rlojr  of  the  year  V  "  We  th  a  nV  our-  dear  Lord,  that 
*'  he  hath  called,  enliahmed and  colIeSed  thiscongre- 
**  gation  aifo  from  among  the  lavages  by  his  Spirit 
"  through  the  gofpel,  who  hath  kept  them  hitherto, 
"  through  Jefus  Carift,  in  the  true  and  only  faith.  If. 
"  there  had  beet)  no  more  than  two  or  three,  who  in 
"  truth  and  reality  had  gathered  thernfelves  together 
"  around  Jefus,  it  would  ftill  have  been  a  congregation, 
,«  according  to  our  Saviour's  own  weeds,  and  we  ihouM 
**  have  efteemed  this  a  firffieient  reward  for  our  eighteen 
"  years  toil  and  trouble,  though  the  with  and  fcope  of 
"  our  labour  is  to  fave  many  thoufand  trophies  of  his 
'*  ccofs.  Bui  when,  at  reviewing  the  church-book,  we 
"  can  reckon  upwards  of  three  hundred  f  fouls  who 
• "  have  been  bound  up  in  the  bundle,  of  life,  more  than 
,"  forty  of  whom  are  already  taken  to  the  marriage  of 
"  the  Lamb  above,  and  a  hundred  are  hungry  and  thirfty

BOOK     VIII. 

The  fourth  Period  of  the  Brethren's  Mi£jont  /rem 
the  feconi  Vifitation  in  1 752,  to  the  ereUing  of 
tbefecond  Mijfmn  in  1758. 

The  twentieth  Ysae  1753. 

§«• 

THUS  a  conftderable  flock  of  Grcenlanders  were 
gathered  to  Jefus  Chrift  by  the  preaching  of  the 
gofpel,  were  moulded  into  a  con gregatien  by  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  and  brought  into  fuch  order  inwardly  and 
outwardly,  that  amidft  all  defects  and  infirmities,  they 
might  in  truth  be  called  a  living,  blooming,  fruitful 
plant  of  the  heavenly  Father's  planting ;  there  were  alio 
good  hopes  that  the  Lord  would  further  continue  hit 
benediction,  to  the  right  unction  and  watering  thereof. 
On  this  account  it  was  thought  proper,  at  a  fynod  of  the 
brethren  at  Barby  in  Saxony,  An.  1750,  to  depute  one  " 
of  thefervants  of  the  church  on  a  vifitation  there,  who 
might  confirm  their  regulations,  or  if  needful,  amend 
them  according  to  the  model  of  the  other  congregations 
and  millions ;  but  particularly  to  examine,  whether  per- 
haps Tome  baneful  blail  had  wafted  hither  too  any  o(  the 
noxious 
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noxious  feeds  of  thofe  liftings  and  irregularities,  which 
had  broke-in  in  feveral  congregations  for  fome  years  paft, 
but  were  now  happily  eradicated.  This  could  not  be 
efre&ually  done  by  written  admonitions  and  refutations, 
but  by  the  pcrfonal  interposition  of  fome  refpe&able 
labourer,  who  had  universally  remained  faithful,  and  was 
inverted  with.fpirit  and  power*, " 

-  Our  reverend  brother  Auguftus  Gottlieb  Spangenberg 
made  a  tender  of  his  fervice  for  this  bufineft.  He  was 
lately  come  to  the  fynod  from  his  poft  of  many  year* 
duration  in  America,  and  had  acquired  great  experience 
by  carrying  on  the  direction  and  visitation  of  the  congre- 
gations of  negroes  and  Indians  there.  But  when  he  was 
making'  ready  for  his  journey,  his  wife  fell  lick,  and 
clofed  her  faithful  and  Welled  fervice  at  Herrnhut  in  the 
fpring  1751.  By  thic,  his  departure  was  delayed  till  it 
was  too  late,  and  therefore  loon  after  he  returned  to  his 
poll  in  America. 

•  But  the  bifhop  Johannes  or  John  de  WatteviUt  being  come 
back  in  1750  from  a  vifitation  in  North-America  and  the 
Weft-Indies,  where  he  had  regulated  upon  a  better  footing 
both  the  Indian  and  negro-congregations ;  he,  with  the 
confent  of  his  canfort  the  countets  Benigna  de  Zinzendorf 
and  her  parents,  undertook  in  this  year  1752,  the  Vifita- 
tion of  our  congregation  in  Greenland,  and  delired  for 
his  companion  the  mimonary  Matthew  Stach,  who 
was  then  in  the  Ordinary's  houfe  at  Weftminfter.  This 
brother.had  hitherto  fued  in  vain  to  the  Hudfon's-Bay 
company  for  leave  to  preach  the  gofpel  to  the  American 
Indians  belonging  to  their  factories,  and  now  was  eagerly 
waiting  to  fee  what  would  come  out  of  the  commerce 
which  fome  merchants,  belonging  to  the  united  brethren 
in  England,  intended  to  fet  on  foot  among  the  Efquimaux 
in  Terra  Labrador,  with  the  previous  knowledge  of  the 
Board  of  trade  and  plantations.  But  as  this  undertaking 
was  deferred  ftill  longer  by  reafon  of  feveral  intervening 
difficulties,  he  accepted  with  joy  an  intermediate  viiit  to 
his  old  beloved  Greenland,  and  hajtned  to  Barby,  where 
he  expe&ed  to  have  found  bifhop  Johannes.     But  he

being 
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being  already  gone  from  thence,  be  ventured  to  majce 
all  fpeed  after  him  by  way  of  Stettin,  and  was  (b  fortu- 
nate as  to  crofs  the  Baltic  in  as  many  hours  as  he  had 
been  days  the  preceding  autumn,  and  found  the  Green- 
laud  fliip  juft  ready  to  fail. 

}«. 

They  fet  fail  April  2>8  on  board  the  Brigirta*  captain 
tars  Peterfen.  In  the  fame  flue  went  Mr.  Brirtm,  his 
wife  and  her  filler,  he  being  appointed  miffionary  at 
Goodhope  in  Mr.  Drachart's  place'.  I  will  beg  leave  to 
introduce  once  a  fea-diary,  and  the  whale  procefs  of  the 
Vifitation,  in  bifliop  Johannes's  own  words,  from  a  rela- 
tion fent  to  his  father-in-law;  it  fhall  be  as  concife  at 
poflible,  and  I  flatter  tnyfelf  it  will  be  agreeable  to 
many.     He  writes  as  follows : 

■*  May  i ,  a  large  fleet  of  Slips  ran  out  from  Helfuigeq: 
"  with  us ;  we  counted  64.  Our  veflel  out-ran  many, 
"  and  failed  by  then).  We  fleered  along  the  Swediifi 
<L  coafr,  and  on  the  2d  were  near  Shagea  in  Jutland^ 
**  and  fo  we  pa  (led  out  of  the  Cattegat  into  the  north- 
"  fca.  We  faw  great  fhoals  of  herrings,  which  heaped 
11  themfelves  in  the  lea  like  little  waves.  The  4th  we 
M  faw  the  coafl  of  Norway,,  and  pafled  Lindcfnefs. 
"  The  6th  we  foil  light  of  Norway,  and  the  gth  palled 
•'  Fairhill  ifland  near  Shetland,  and  of  courle  entered 
'**  the  well  fea.  At  noon  we  law  the  ifland  Fulce. 
,  **  Thefe  three  laft  days  we  had  a  fine  eaft  wind,  with 
*  which  we  advanced  .at  leaft  200  leagues.  The  14th 
««  we  had  a  pretty  hard  ftorm,    and  were  obliged  to  lie

"  ihe  feamen  dread  ftormy  weather  moft  in  tins  place. 
**  The  21ft  being  Whitfrinday,  we  had  a,  hard  Storm 
"  from  the  north-eaft,  which  continued  all  the  three 
**  holidays  with  only  a  few  hours  mlcnniflion  now  and 
**■  then ;  however,  it  did  not  hinder  but  haften  ub. 
,V.  A«ording^to  our  reckoning  we  were  not  far  from 
/  **  Statea- 
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**  Statenhook.  The  23d  we  overtook  the  two  fiiips 
"**  bound  for,  Difko-Bay,  which  failed  8  days  before 
"  us,  and  we  fpoke  with  them.  In  the  night  we  were 
. "  obliged  to  lie  by  again.  The  24th  we  pafied  Cape 
if  Farewell,  and  entered  Dayis's-S traits. 

"  May  25  we  (aw  dje  firft  ice,  and  failed  between  (brae 
**  pieces.  The  27th  the  favourable  wind,  we  had  had 
**  hitherto,  turned  againft  us,  or  was  very  flack.  We 
''  tacked  backward  and  forward,  and  had  fiich  a  fog 
*,'  till  the  ill  of  June  that  we  could  often  fcarce  fee  the 
"  length  of  the  fliip  before  us.  When  the  mift  dif- 
"  perfed,  we  law-  a  great  illand  of  ice  near  us,  and 
*'  were  obliged  to  turn  die  {nip  about.  The  2d  we  got 
"  the  moft  favourable  fouth-wind,  hut  could  make 
"  but  little  ufe  of  it,  for  the  3d  in  the  morning  we  were 
"  fo  impounded  with  ice,  that  we  faw  no  opening  nor 
"  end  of  it  towards  caff,  weft  nor  north ;  the  water 
"  being  open  no  where  but  towards  the  Couth.  The  41b 
"  we  were  clofed  in  with  ice  on  all  fides,  and  plyed 
"  round  in  it  till  noon.  Among  the  reft,  we  came  near 
"  to  one  mountain  of  ice  that  pretty  much  re  fern  bled  in 
"  form  and  fize  the  ifland  Hween  between  Seeland  and 
'V  Skonen.  At  length  we  faw  open  water  again  towards  - 
*'  foutb-weft.  The  captain  made  a  bold  attempt  and 
"  failed  happily  through  the  fields  of  ice,  and  then  kept 
*'  upon,  the  tack  with  contrary  wind,  mift,  and  (now 
"  till  the  1  itb,  trying  all  the  while  to  keep  clear  of  the 
i*  ice,  which  at  firft  lay  only  on  the  north-eaft  of  m, 
.**  but  afterwards  alfb  on  the  W.  and  S.  W.  anjl. 
"'  ftraitened  us  more  and  mare.  At  kft  we  perceived 
"  towards  the  S.  E.  an  Opening  between  two  great  fields 
"  of  ice ;  we  failed  into  it,  and  attempted  to  pat* 
"  through.  From  4  in  the  afternoon  till  10  at  night 
"  we  failed  between'  thefe  great  icy,  iflands,  and  man/ 
"  thoufand  fmaller  pieces,,  and  by  the  aid  of  the  holy 
*.*  angels  we  worked  our  way  at  lail  through  a  v*y 
£<  narrow  paftage  into  more  room ;  yet  we  failed  th* 
f  whole  night  and  till  the  next  afternoon  between  fmaller 
*!*■  fields,  or  Jakes.  It  is  certainly  a  very  kind  providence 
**  of  God ,  that  there  is  fcarce  any  night  about  ttys  tirna 
W  in  thefe  ftraits,  ' 
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"  June  12,  in  the  morning  we  faw  the  firit  land,  and 
*■  about  nine  o'clock  we  could  Tee  the  tops  of  the  moun- 
**  tains  clad  in  (how,  but  we  were  ftill  above  twenty-four 
"  leagues  off.  About  ten  o'clock  a  curious  phenome- 
"  non  prefented  itfelf  in  the  heavens,  viz.  three  parhelion: 
"  or  mock-funs,  and  at  the  fame  time  fix  circles  be- 
*'  tween,  near,  and  around  them.  None  of  the  navi- 
"  gators  had  feen  any  thing  like  it  before.  We  had  a 
"gentle  weft-wind,  and  afterwards  a  brifk  fouth-wind. 
"  As  we  were  now  got  too  far  north,  we  were  obliged  , 
"  to  tack  about  on  the  iath  in  the  morning.  About 
*«  eight  o'clock  we  made  for  the  land  again.  The  cur- 
"  rent  befriended  us,  fo  that  we  reached  the  outermoft. 
«*  iflands  by  ten  o'clock.  There  the  firft  favage  came  to 
"  us,  and  then  two  Greenland  brethren,  but  the  wind 
«*  was  fo  ftrong  that  they  could  not  get  on  board.  It 
"  appearedvery  curious  tome,  when  I  faw  the  Green - 
"  landers  fwimming  about  the  fea  in  their  kajaks,  like 
**  ducks,  in  the  midft  of  fuch  high  waves  and  hard 
"  winds,  and  withal  fo  fwift,  that  they  always  kept  be- 
**  fore  the  (hip,  though  they  were  often  half  under 
**  water.  Then  we  (ailed  between  Kangek  and  the 
"*'  Kookcemen,  through  the  north-pafiage  into  BallS- 
"  River.  The  increafing  wind,  which  at  laft  grew  to  a 
"  little  ftorm,  obliged  us  to  take  in  one  fail  after  the 
**  other,  and  yet  the-  (hip,  with  one  half-fail  fpread1, 
rt  flew  by  one  ifland  after  another  like  an  arrow.  ■  When 
**  I  got  the  firft  tight  of  our  dear  New-Herrnhut,-  my 
"  heart  grew  exceedingfoftand  the  tears  guflied  intomy 
**  eyes.  I  had  a  particular  impreffion  of  our  to-day's 
"texts;  the  watch-word  was  :  Upon  Mount  Zion  JhaWie 
'**  deliverance,  and  there  jhail be  holinefs,  (in  the  German,  a 
y*  fanfiuarf. )  Obad.  ver.  17.  "  This  alfo  is  one  of  the 
**  mounts  of  the  Lord,"  And  the  word  of  our  Saviour 
*J  was Matt.  *xxiii.  Asa  htn  gatbentb  her  chickens  under  Iter 
*,tmngs.  •  This  was  jaft  according  to  our  wifti  at  our  ar- 
*'  rival  among  thefe  bare  and  barren  mountains.  The 
**  firft  fcripture-paflage  which  had  occurred  to  the  bre.- 
""  thren  there  on  new-year's  day,  (not  having  yet  receiy- 
***'  ed  the  proper  annua]  book)  was  Ifa.  lvi.  8.  The  Lord 
*  Gtf  which  galbtrtlb  the  out-cafti  of  I/reel,  faith i  Tet-wtU 
' '  '■  *'  lj>a~ 
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"■  I  gather  others  to  .himt  he/ides  tbefe  that  are  gathered  urtii 
"  him*.  About  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  we  came 
"  into  the  haven  with  a  hard  wind  and  raih.  Scarce  had' 
"  we  dropped  anchor,  before  our  brother  Beck'  came  on 
"  board,  the  reft  not  being  at  home.  I  was  juft  going 
«  up  the  fteps,  not  knowing  that  any,  of  die  brethren 
w  were  come,,  as  he  came  down,  and  thus' he  ran  into 
*.*  my  arms,  and  I  embraced  him  before,  he  knew  who  I 
"  wu,  but  when  he  looked  at  me,  he  was  quite  tranf- 
"  ported  with  joy,  and  began  to  weep  like  a  child.'  This 
«*  fudden  commotion  of  joy  had  fuch  an  efiecl  upon  him, 
"  that  he  loft  his  ague  directly,  from  a  fit  ,"of  which  "he 
V  was  then  juft  rifen.  In  the  mean  time  the  fhip  was 
*.*  -moored  with  a  cable  to  great  iron-rings  driven  into  the 
" .  rock,  and  the,  ftorm  rofc  to  fuch  a  degree  that  we  were 
"  obliged  to  be  drawn  aftiore  in  a  boat  with  a  rope. 
a  Thus  we  fet  foot  on  Greenland-ground  in  the  name  of 
"  Jefus,  and  walked  a  mile  to  New-Herrnhut."

,  Now  before  I  relate  his  labour  among  the  Green-' 
landers,  it  will  he  neceflary  to  give  feme  account  of  the 
ftate  of  things  this  winter.  It  was  one  of  the  moft  dread-' 
ful  winters  that  ever  was  known.  The  cold  Was  perfect- 
ly horrible,  and  held  from  February  till  towards  Eafter 
with  little  intermiflion,  fo  that  the  inlets  were  frozen' 
over,  and  blacked  up  with  ice  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  often- 
times not  a  kaiak  could  ftir  in  the  water;,  and  not  only- 
lb,  but  the  weather  was  fo  unfettled  and  attended  with' 
fuch  frequent  ftorms,  {now  and  rain,  that  the  Green* 
landers  could  feldom  go  abroad,  and  when  they  did,  were 
not  fure  of  their  lives  one  day,  and  came  home  with  their 
hands  and  faces  frozen,  but  feldom  with  one  fingle  bird. 
Yet  amidft  all  this  danger,  only  one  young  Greenlander 
was  carried  away  by  the  impetuofity  of  the  waves  in  a' 
monftrous  tempeft,  and  found  again  three'  months  after  in 
his  kajak  half  devoured  by  the  ravens  and  foxes.     Jan.  8. 

*  Tie  brethren  did  not  receive  the  annual  book  for  this  yeir  till  thit 
Diip  arrived.  When  they  opened  ji  amidft  the  joy  at  Johannes's  arrival, 
.  they  nil  their  eye  upon  thofc  words:  Blrjfrd  it  Gad,  v/tt  tati  fm  til 
tngili  **£  d'fivfrtd  bit  ftrventt.  Did.  iii.  li.  "  Thojit  wha  for  mi  fiV> 
"  their  lift  did  venture,  in  the  holy  «u."  - 
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there  was  another  fuch  hurricane  accompanied  with 
lightening,  and  the  brethren's  dwclling-houfe  and  chapel 
was  very  near  being  thrown  down ;  it  tottered  and  crack- 
ed like  a  fhip  in  a  tempeft.  A  few  days  before,  the 
waves  had  (nattered  their  new  and  largeft  boat  in  fuch  t 
violent  dorm  as  none  of.  them  had  ever  feen,  although  it 
was  drawn  upon  land  and  tied  to  a  poft;  they  and  the 
Greenlanders  ventured  To  far  in  to  favfc  it,  that  the  waves 
went  over  their  heads,  and  afterwards  they  had  fame 
weeks  work  m  a  ftill  greater  cold  to  repair  it. 

And  yet  this  was  not  their  greaten  diftrefs.  A  rhbft 
{hocking  cold  followed,  which  Drought  the  poor  Green- 
landers  into  a  great  dearth  and  dangtr  of  periming  by 
hunger  and  cold,  and  in  other  places  many  favages  actual- 
ly died.  Our  brethren  constantly  let  one  company  of 
Greenlanders  after  another  come  by  turns  into  their 
rooins  to  warm  themfelves  throughly,  though  they  would 
tiave  liked  better  to  have  had  train  to  give  them  a!fo  for 
burning.  However  they  diftributed  dried  capelins  among 
the  poor  families,  and  when  they  were  fpent,  they  gave 
them  their  flock  of  peafe.  They  alfo  exhorted  the 
wealthy  Greenlanders  not  to  fliut  up  their  hearts  agaifrft 
their  poor  diftrefled  brethren  and  fillers,  but  to  impart 
what  they  had  to  them  as  long  as  they  had  anything  left, 
without  taking  thought  for  the  morrow.  This  incite- 
ment had  fuch  a  good  effect,  at  lcaft  among  the  commu- 
nicants, that  it  needed  no  repetition.  Now  and  then  the 
men  brought  home  a  couple  of  birds,  and  towards  £af- 
t.cr  a  feal,  and  the  women  and  children  caught,  though 
rarely,  a  couple  of  little  fiib.es  under  the  ice ;  and  by 
theic  means  they  kept  themfelves  from  ftarving  till  the 
beginning  of  March,  when  there  was  fo  much  opening 
in  the  Water  that  fome  of  them  could  make  their  way  to 
the  iflands.  But  moil  of  them  came  back  foon,  becaufe 
there  was  lefs  to  be  done  there  than  here  becaufe  of  the 
bad  weather  j  but  the  return  of  the  reft  was  cut  off,  part- 
ly by  the  cold  that  broke  in  again,  and  by  the  ice,  which 
stretched  itfejf  within  and  without  the  land  as  far  as  the 
eye  could  fee,  and  partly  by  a  florm,  which  mattered 
rhoft  of  their  boats  to  pieces.  However  at  laft  they  were 
fetched  back. 

In 
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lit  fuch  rigorous  circumftances  the  iifual  meetings 
could  feldom  be  kept  in  their  order,  for  either  the  fu- 
rious weather  ImpriJbned  them  all  in  their  houfes,  or  the 
fair  weather  (which  was  a  great  rarity)  enticed  them  all 
to  lea.  But  few  as  the  opportunities  for  mutual  edifica- 
tion were,  yet  no  diminution  was  perceived  in  the  pro- 
grefe  of  trie  inner  man  in  that  grace  which  exerted  ltfelf 
powerfully  every  where  and  in  all  circumftances.  It 
was  juft  as  our  Saviour  laid,  Mark  iv.  26,  Sec.  "  So  is  ' 
"  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a  man  mould  call  feed  into 
"  the  ground,  and  fliould.  fleep  and  rife  night  and  day,. 
"  and  the  feed  fliould  fpring  and  grow  up,  he  knoweth, 
"  not  how,"  becaufe  it  fell  on  good  ground,  where  the, 
word  was  heard,  underftood,  cherifhed  in  a  good  heart, 
and  mixed  with  faith.

It  was  obferved,  that  when  tl 
predion  :  **  He  hath  redeemed 
it,  as  if  Chrift  died  only  for 
they  were  obliged  carefully  to  1 
the  Lutheran  catechifm  fays)  t! 
hearts.     An  old   grey-headed 
that  he  was  paft  learning  fuch 

that  he  need  not  fyftematically  learn,  but  only  believe 
them  ;  for  his  going  toourSaviouras  a  loft  man,  juft  as  he. 
felt  hknfelf,andhis  alkinghim  for  abfdlutionfrom  fin  and 
the  fulnefs  of  grace,  did  not  require  a  retentive  memory, 
nor  that  he  mould  torture  his  brains  with  fntenfe  re- 
flection, no,  nothing  was  requiftte  but  the  cries  of  un- 
aSccted  diftrefs,  and  an  upright  mind  to  be  fet  free. 

One  brother  writes  thus :  "  On  Sunday  I  had  firft 
H  a  hearty  conversion  with  our  Grcenlanders,  after- 
"  wards  fome  of  the  favages  came  to  the  preaching, 
"  which  treated  of  the  happinefs  a  perfon  can  enjoy  here 
*'  below,  if  he  believes  in  our  Saviour  and  loves  him 
"  above 
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**  above  all  things.  Then  I  afked  feme  men  who  had 
'  "  been  long  convinced  and  ftirred  up,  what  it  was  that 
«  hindered  them  from  furrendering  thetnlelves  up  to  our 
"  Saviour,  who  had  fpent  fa  much  upon  them?  For 
M  a  good  while  they  evaded  coming  to  die  point,  but  at 
*«  laft  they  made  a  confeflion  to  this  effeft,  that 'they, 
**  like  other  men,  let  themfelves  be  fooled  and  infatuated" 
*'  with  pleafure,  pride  and  avarice,  or  deterred  by  the  fear 
"  of  (hame,  or  the  cares  of  a  livelihood,  fo  that  the  word 
**  ihared  the  fate  of  the  feed  that  was  choaked  among 
"  thorns.  I  told  them,,  that  if  they  would  but  love  our 
«*  Saviour  above  all  things,  who  had  purchased  them 
"  at  fo  dear  a  rate,  the  efficacy  of  his  blood  would  (bun 
"  evidence  itfelf  fo  effectually  on  their  hearts,  that  they 
**  would  be  able  joyfully  to  hid  adieu  to  lull,  pride  and 
"  covetoufhefs,  becaufe  therefore  our  Lord  was  cruci-' 
"  fied. 

"  The  24th  of  Jan.  we  vifited  In  five  houles  further 
"  north.  In  one  houfe  my  heart  was  quite  warm,  and 
"  my  mouth  quite  open,  becaufe  feme  defirous  fouls 
**  were  there, .  But  in  another  houfe  they  were  p 


infeniible,  and  though  they  underftood  what  I  faidV 
"  yet  they  made  as  if  they  had  no  ears ;  they  were  poor 
"  deplorable  creatures  outwardly  and  inwardly. 

"  The  25th,  we  vifited  in  fix  other  houles,  and  had 
**  an  opportunity  to  pourtray  before  the  heathen  their 
•*  Creator  and  Redeemer  in  his  croft's  attitude.  Moft 
«'  of  them  that  came  hither  laft  year  from  Statenhook, 
'<  were  more  defirous  of  bread  and  needles,  than  of  the 
"  word  of  our  Saviour.  I  told  one  of  them,  that  T 
**  wiftied  he  had  a  hunger  for  the  imperifhable  food ; 
"  he  entered. into  a  dialogue  with  me  about  it,  and  it 
"  was  very  near  turning  out  with  him  as  it  did  with 
"  the  Samaritan  woman  at  the  well.  Some  old  Kan- 
**  germers,  who  have  made  too  light  of  the  thing  they 
"  cd\  believing,  defired  to  hear  fomething  of  God.  J 
"  told  them,  they  knew  already,  that  God  had  made  alt 
"  things,'  but  now  I  would  tell  them  fomething  more, 
"  viz.  that  the  Saviour  of  all  men  had  fhed  his  blood 
"  for  them  alfo,  and  if  they  did  not  experience  this  in 
"  their  hearts'  to  cleanfe  them  from  fin,  all  their  feigned 
*'  believing  would  be  of  no  fervice  to  them.  Some 
wondered 
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"  wondered*  others  laid  in  their  old  cold-hearted  way : 
"we  believe  fufficiently."  We.fpent  the  night  with 
*•  Anna's  brother ;  he  is  now  die  only  one  of  the  late 
"  Samuel's  relations  that  does  not  live  with  us ;  and  it  is 
*f  probable  he  will  not  be  able  to  rfft  much  longer  among 
**  the  wild  .natives,  for  every  creature  atmoft  in  that 
**  houfi:  bcoqvikeed,  and  even-whea- they  would  fall  afleep, 
**  they  are  continually,  roufed  again  by  the  frequent  ex- 
"citations of  our  Greenlanders,  who  always  call  upon 
-«  them  when  they  go  by.  As  it  threatened  to  be  bad  ■ 
i*  weather  again,  we  haftened  hone  the  26th,  and  had 
'■&  the  pleafkre.  of  bringing  with  us  a. couple  of  fouls  more, 
(*  who hada  ddire  of  living  with  us,  and  learning  to 
."  know  our  Saviour." 

s  .At.anocher  vilit  made'in  April,  chiefly  tor  the  fake  of 
the  baptized,  who  fojourned  at  Kangek  to  procure  food, 
they  found  ibuj  few  .-lavages  left,  moit  of  them  being 
driven,  by  hanger  farther  louth;  but  they  found  ftifl 
fiwer  wliofc  hearts  and  ears  were  unclofed.  An  unbap- 
,ti«ed  woman,  .'who  had  Kved  <anCe  before  with  the  bro 
■threo,  got  leave  to  move  to  her,  teachers  at  the  removal 
■of  her.  friends  to  the  fouth,  and  fome  of  thofe  were 
louched  too.'  Before  they  went,  the  brethren  bought  their 
std.boufe  of  them,  to. fupply  their. want  of  arcing  with 
its  wood-work.  .  -  .

**  in  the  evening  we  Germans  flayed  a  good  while 
"  together,  and  then  I  read  through  the  diary  of  thh 
."year,  to  make  tnyielf  tightly  acquainfled  with  the 
.**  oaorle  of  the  Greenland  congregation. 

"June  14, 1  kept  the  morning-meeting  on  the  words: 
'"  /  am  came  tn  fend  fin  on  lbt  earth,  Sec.  Afterwards  I  toot 
.  'f  a  view  of  the  country  round  New-Hcrrnhut.  No  one 
- "  would  expect  to  find  fuch  a  pleafant  place  in  fudh  an 
u  unpteafant  land.  ,  The  country  confins  entirely  of  bald 
:'*  rocks,  thinly  interiper&d  with  •fpots  and  veins  of  earth, 
"  or  rather  land.      But  our  houfe,  area,  garden,  Sec, 
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"  Jo«3c  very  regular  and  decent,  and  all  the  adjacent  land 
"  round  about  the  place,  where  once  not  a  blade  of  graft 
"  grew  in  the  fond,  i§  now  enrobed  with  the  moft 
"  beautiful  foliage,  ft  that  >few-Hetrnhut  may  ht 
"  called  a  garden  ef  the  Lord  in  a  n»IV  frightful  wit* 
"  der»e&*. 

"  While  we  were  thus  taking  a  furvey  of  thecduit*

"  hageri,  and  flibuld'  have  -gone  to  Fredefjc'S-hope  'th'eV 
""  (buth-colony,  but  (he  loft  her  boat  and  fuftained  othe'f 
"  damage  in  two  (forms,  thesfirft"at  the  fiinken  land 
*'  of  Bufe,  and  the  laft  on ■  Whilfunday  near' St*  ten- 
"  hook,  which  laft  ftorm  we  had  a  tafte  of  too.  ■Thefl' 
•'kitchen  and  pump,  nay '-every- thing  upon  decb,  was> 
"  wafhed  away  by  the  waves,  fe  that  they  did  not  pre- 
*'  ferve  fo  much  as  a  ^bucket  to  draw  water.  ■  At  laft! 
'.'■  they'wereVobliged'teVrun  in  here  to  procure  afliftance^ 
<*  Some  of-  our  Greenlanders:  broaght  the  'fliip  to  ah' 
*'  anchoring- pi  ace"  near  Kangek,  for  which  and  other

*'  tinguifhes  it.  •  It  is  arefpedtaHIe -fight  to  fec:ithtf 
**.  Greenland  congregation  in  their  devotion  and  fuppli- 
*'  cationy  and-  this  opportunity  is'  fo  important  to  them',' 
«,4haf  it-is 'principally' for- the.  fake'of  it  that  they  eornt 
**  oh  Sundays  from  places  of  fix  or  ten  leagues  dtftancc,' 
»'-and'fliuft-often  fet  off  a*iin4n*he  night.  Attheeoni 
"  clufion,  I  prayed  with  them  on  our  knees  with  many' 
v  fears.  When  "the  words'  that-  clofe  theLitanj\  viz,

"  fourids  very  beautiful  and  grand  in  Greenlandilh,  and*

"  Oh  bow  pleafed  did  (tasyiook  at  hearing  this  !  ■  -  ■ 
'  "  The  20th,  three  brethren  went  to  Kangek  to  fetch 
f*  wood,'  which  they  had  bought  there.  The  reft  of  us 
f  vifited  fome  ftrange  Green  landers,  and  fpoke  largely 
*'.  with  them  of  our  Saviour.  They  had  pitched  their 
''  tents  about  a  thoufand  paces  from  our  houfe,  which 
"  pleafed  me,  becaufe  by  this  means  they  give  us  lefs 
"  diflurbance  than  might  be  expected  from  fuch  wild 
**-  people.  My -heart  felt  juft  as  it  did  at  the  vifit  of  the 
'  **  Indians  in  Neflcopeko  on  the  Sufquehannah, 
-  s**'The'2ift,  many  Greenlanders  came  home.  I  made 
f*  a  beginning  of'  (peaking  with  them.  My  heart  was 
"  quite  alive  in  it.  With  refpeet  to  their  connexion 
"  with  our  Saviour,  they  exprefled  themfelves  with  a 
*'  true  feeling  of  their  hearts  •>  and  in  the  point  of  the 
**■  Lord's-fupper,  with  more  plainneft  and  reality  than- 1 


'  The  ».?.d,  I  (aw  how  the  boys  exercife  in  their 
-"  kajaks,  how  they  overfet  in  various  ways,  rife  again 
f*  of  themfelves,  go  under  the  Water  and  up  again  in  the 
*'  midft  of  their  rowing,  and  perform  other  evolutions 
.*'  that  are  really  furprizing.  Our  brethren  train  up  aH 
*'  their  young  people'  from  their  youth  to  manage  their 
**  kajak,  and  to  learn  thole  exercifes  as  completely  as 
**  poffibie ;  for  thofe  who  do  Hot  learn  them  in  their 
«  youth,  never  acquire  them  afterwards,  or  at  lead  with

.«  and  are  inwardly  in  a  happy  track.  It  is  agreeably  to 
-"  befeen  on  many  occ&fions,  that  they  have  vifited  other 
*'  congregations,  and  have  profited  by  it; 
,  **  To-day  nine  womenVboats  of  our  Greenlanders 
f*  came  home ;  in  feme'  boats  there  were  ten  or  twelve 
*'-  people.  -  It  was-  quite  delightful  to  fee  how  they  came 
■"  rowing  along,  and  rejoicing  to  be  with  their  teachers 
**  again.  In  the  meeting  of  the  communicants,  one

"  The  13d,  twenty  brethren  and  fiims  who  were 
**  newly  pvepofed  as  candidates  for  the  Lcaxl'sdiimiKT, 
"  were-  fyokta  with  apart,  and  than  I  kept  then  aft  . 
"  together  a  difoeurfe  on  the  unfocalcahle  tVour  our 
"  Saviour  had  intended  for  them  ia  the  iacratftent  «f  his 
"  body  and  Word.  Their  eyes  could  hot  Jong  with- 
«  hold  from  tears.  We  a¥o  (poise  with  thefc  that 
*'  were  proposed  as  candidates  for  taptiun  mi  re- 
*'  ception. 

"  The  14th,  being  the  feaft  of  Jobtthi  #4*9!,  was  a 
'«*  happy  day  for  New-Herrnhtrt,  on  whieh  me  Lamb  of 
"  God  walked  very  graciouily  and  gtorioufly  in  hit  con- 
"  gregation.  After  the  ufoal  morniiig-devotio*,  was 
"  the  firft  meeting  for  the  Greenland's  at  half  bom 
"  after  nine;  there  were  above  three  hundred  pseftnt. 
"  After  an  extenfive  baptifmal  difcourfe,  the  candidate* 
"  anfwered  the  ■qaoftions  afked  them  with  a  melted  be-  ,  * 
«  licving  heart.  Then  I  and  Matthew  finch  laid  dw 
**  hands  on  three  men,  and  claimed  their  fails  w*m  aX 
**  demand  of  Satan  and  the  powers  of  derknefs  fix  oaf 
■*  Saviour,  to  be  the  eternal  reward  of  his  travail.  Then 
"  I  performed  the  baptilmal  rite  in  the  name  of  the  holy 
"  Trinity ,;  and  tbey  and  all  prefect  felt  how  power&lry 
"  the  three  that  bear  witnele  on  earth,  the  Spirit,  the 
*'  water,  and  the  blood,  evinced  themfelvcs  in  this  sno» 
*(  ment.  The  reft  of  the  labourers  imparted  aho  their 
"  blenlng  to  them  by  impofition  of  hands  and  the  kift 
"  of  peace.  Directly  after,  a  Greenland  woman  was 
**  haptisedan  the  tame  order.  Their  names  are,  IffMUu*, 
"  Jehu,  Selmwi  uid  FJizah.etk. 

**  I  will  on  this  occafion  infert  the  Greenland  hap* 
"  tnmal  formulary:  Koiaitbit  Ataiab  AW«e*Va  JLutr- 
"  turublo  Ajungirmenat  Jkianut,  Jtfuh  Teihmmt.  i.  e, 
«  1  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  sad  of  the 
"  Son,  and  of  the  UolyGhoft,  into  jefut's  death. 

"  Before  and  after  dinner  1  viwxd  in  all  the.  teats, 
**  which  were  this  time  near  forty  in.  number;  then  a 
"  few  were  fpokxn  with,  who  a*riwed  fiace  ynflstidarf 
«*  evening.  In  the  afternoon  I  puesched,  and  m*pjher 
•*  John  Beck  tranflated  (entente  by  septaice.  I  told 
"  then* 
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"*  them  the  hiftory  of  John  the  Eiptift,  efpacially  how  he 
"  pointed  to  the  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away  the  fin 
"  of  the  world.  At  the  condufiqn  three  catechumens 
**  were  received  among  the  candidates  with  the  kifs  of 
"  peace,  and  recommended  in.  prayer  to  be  effectually 
**  prepared  for  hoi/  faaptifm  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 

«.*'  Soon,  after  the  whole  congregation  aflembled  to  the 
41  Agape ;  we  had  brought  the,  bread  for  it  from  Copen* 
M  hagen.  A  good  deaf  was  /poke  of  our  voyage,  of  the 
"  congregations  in  Europe,  and  of  thofe.  among  the  hQa- 
**  men  in  South  and  North-America*  &c. 

"  Afterwards  X  held  the  comtnu meatus  a  doctrinal  dj  f-  . 
«  courfc  at  large  oa  the  fiibjoa  of  the  holy  conv- 
M  munion.        .  „ 

"  About  feven  o'clock  was  the  ufnal  evening-meet' 
"  ing,  which  treated  of  John's  leaping  for  joy  in  his 
."  mother's,  womb  at  the  babe  Jefus,  and  the  application 
"  was  made  to  the  children,  and  to  all  our  hearts  in 
"  general. 

*'  Afterwards  we  kept  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  and  at 
«  the  conclufion  eight  brethren  and  twelve  lifters  were 
"  confirmed  for  the  next  enjoyment  of  it.  But  it  »  not 
"  in  my  power  to  defcrihe  how  I  felt  at  this  firft  Lord  V 
"  fupper  with  the  Greenland  congregation. 

"  The  2 jto,  the.  meetings  were  as  cuftomary  on  Sun,- 
"  .days.  Only  inftead  of  the  children's  meeting  we  kept 
"  a  bleued;  love-ieanV  with  all  our  baptized  children, 
,**  whafe  numbers  were  forty-four  boys  and  thirty-four 
"  girls.  We  catechifed  them,  and  they  anfwered  tole- 
f*  rabjy  well,  I  toJd  them  fomething  of  the  .children  the 
*'  other  fide  of  the  ocean,  and  got  them  all  to  tell  me 
*'  their  names.  Directly  after,  the  mothers  came  bring- 
,*'  ing  their  fueklings  in  their  arms,  and  they  alio  gqt 
*'  their  fljare  of  the  yefterday's  love-feaft.  There  were 
,**  twenty-fix  of  them,  I  began  a  meeting  purely  for 
".  them,  which  will  be  continued  from  this  day  forward,. 
."  Some  verfes  will  be  fling  for  the  children,  and  a  word 
■"  of  exhortation  given  to  the  mothers.  I  tiffed  'and 
"**  bidled  thofe  KttTe  infants,  and  they  were  as  ftill  and

**  In  the  liturgy  of  the  baptized,  the  Litany  op  the  Life, 
**■  fufferings  and  Death  of  Jefus  was  fung,  and  then  the 
U  congregation  prayed  on  their  knees.    Afterwards  we 

"**  took  a  tender  leave  of  moll  of  them  for  a  few  days, 
*'  becaufe  they  muft  now  go  away  again  for  their  food. 
**  Our  brethren  looked  upon  it  as  fomethjng  uncom- 
"  mon,  to  have  all 'our  people  together  in  fuch  days  as 
"  thefe,  and  not. one  of  the  communicants  flayed  away ; 
*'  which  is  rare  in  Trimmer,  for  that  is  the  feafon when. 
"  they  muft  lay  in  for  the  whole,  year,  and  the  rammer 
"  is'  very  fleeting  here.  But  jn  winter  they  are  niore 
"  at  home,  and  the  filters  always. 

'*  To-day  we  have  naturalized  the  words  Communion 
"  and  Communicant  in  the  Greenland  language,'  becaufe 
**. the  name.it  has  had  hitherto  was,  improper,  and  has 
"  occasioned  many  mifconftrucrions  among  thofe  who 
**  have  not  yet  been  admitted  to  the  Lord's  fupper.

«*  walk  eastwards  over  fome  cliffs  and  valleys  to  Partridge- 
.**  Hill,  where  our  brethren  get  many  partridges  in

"  The  28th  they  began  to  cut  turf;  this,  and  fcarching 

P  for  wood,  are  two  of  their  moft  difficult  fturimerr 

f  employments.     In  the  firir  years  they  had  turf  not  fa/ 

-     •'     •  '    '  "  froifl 
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«  from  their  hotife,  but;now  they  are  forced  to  go 
"  two.leagues  and  moreforit.  I  went  with  them.  We 
"  alfo  gathered  fome  wood,  and  came  home  again  in  the 
*'  evening. 

■  '**  The  29th  after  the  marjung-meeting,  we  fpoke  with- 
f*  fome  ftrange  Greenlanden.  Great  numben  of  them, 
"  have  come  here  of  late. '  We  converted  with  them 
"  ourftives  firft  for  an  hour;  then  Andrew,  one  of  our 
"  Greenlanderi,  kept  them  fuch  a  folid  evangelical 
"  difcourfe,  that  my  heart  and  eyes  overflowed,  for  I 
"got  our  brethren  to  tranftetc  it  to  me  unobferved  from 
**  word  -to  word.  _  He  fpoke  of  cur  Creator's  becoming 
"  man,  his  fuftering  and  "dying,  and  his  love  to  them, 
"  with  fuch'  feeling  of  heart  and  connexion  of  matter, 
"  and  fo  well  accommodated  to  the  conception  of  the 
"  ignorant  Greenlanderi,  » I  could  by  no  means  expefr, 
**  nay  I  wife  many  a  one  m  Eurepe  the  lame  gift  when 
**  they  fpeak  with  the  ignorant. 

"  The  widow  Lbuifa;  "who  had  long  -been;  afflicVd 
f*  with  a  leprofy,  went  -happily  out  of  "the  world,  and 
**  her  remains  were  buried  to-day.  The  whole  congre- 
**  gation  came  together  in  die  meeting-hall.  I  kept 'the 
«'  funeral-difcourfc  on  the  deftre  of  believers  to  depart 
"  and  to  be  with  Chrift ;  then  the  corpfe  was1- carrie'd 
**  out  by  four  brethren.  The  Greenlanden  made  a 
**  firetty  orderly  proceffieh,  followed  in  pairs,  and  forni- 
M  ed  a  circle  round  t|ie  buryingi-ground.  ■  ;"' 

"  The  late  widow  Louifa  had  the  leprofy-  upon  her 
"  before  her  baptifm,  and -more  Greenlanden  are  infefted 
"  with  it.  She  was  baptized  1  aft  year,  and  'was'  after. 
'*  wards  reflored  fo  far  that  (he  could  go  to  the  meetings, 
"  which  was  a  great  joy  to  her.  Amidft  her  (harp  and 
**  long  continuing  pains,  ihe  comforted  herfelf  with  the 
«  pain  our  Saviour- had  endured  for  her,:  and  {be  looked 
"  out  for  her  call  hence  with  a  joyful  heart  and  an 
•*  ard«nt  longing. 

"  The  «tth  they  went  in  our  boat,  accompanied  witfc 
**  eleven  Greenland  boats,  to  bring  home  the  turf, 
*'  They  alfo  fought  for  wood  and  birds  eggs ;  eggs  are 
-"  a  good  part  of  our  brethren's  fuftenance  at  this 
1*  fcalon.  '•'..'"

**  killed  by  his  own  relations.  In  1746  when  the  bre- 
•*  thren  Beck  and  Soerenfen  performed  that  dangerous 
"  voyage  from  the  north  toNew-Herrnhuth  in  their  own 
M  boat,  this  man  was  touched  by  the  wftimony  of  Jefus, 
*'  accompanied  them  as  pilot,  and  rendered  them  many 
*«  Services  among  the  wild  murderou»GreenlanderB.'Th« 
*'  next  year  he  and  fome  more  families,  that  had  been 
"  won  by  die  gofpel  00  this  voyage,  came  to  the  bro- 
*!  thren,  and  he  was  often  very,  much  affected.  But  as 
"  there  were  fome  in  this  neighbourhood  that  lay  in 
**  wait  for  his  life,  he  removed  again  from  hence,  prac- 
**  tifed  his  old  trade  again,  and  at  length  received  his 
«*  juft  reward  f.  In  the  Greenland  conference  to-day  ,

"  they  add,  that  there  is  not  a  place  in  all  Greenland 
"  where  fo  many  people  live,    . 

■  "  Aug.  6,  was  the  larf  Sunday  I  enjoyed  in  Green- 
**  land,  it  was  alfo  monthly  congregation-day.  Our 
"  Greenlanders  were  a!  molt  all  at  home.  We  read 
**  accounts  from  St.  Thomas's.  At  the  clofe  of  the 
**  preaching,  I  recommended  the  Greenland  congre- 
**  gation  and  this  whole  nation  in  a  prayer  to  their  faith- 
*'  nil  Creator  and  Redeemer.  A  widow  and  a  girl  weie 
"  baptized.  All  the  other  opportunities  proceeded  as  is 
"  cuftomary  on  a  congregation -day.  At  praying  the 
*'  words  in  the  litany :  "  Keep  thy  eyes  open  on  ail  thy 
"  witndles  and  meflengers  both  by  land  and  fea,"  our 
**  approaching  voyage  was  recommended  to  the  remem- 
"  branceof  the  congregation.  This  occasioned  .a  wail - 
*'  ing  among  our  people,  of  a  very  peculiar  nature1. 
**  Then  three  pair,  that  were  married  before  their  baptifm, 
"  received  the  church's  bleffing. 

*'  Aug.  7,  the  burying-ground  wa*  brought,  into 
**  better  order  according  to  a  plan  of  mine,  and  <he 
*'  graves  were  covered  with  earth  and  fods.  I  was  a  ' 
«*  little  while  with  them  while  they  were  doing  it,  and 
■**  the  Greenland  (Vfters  worked  with  fuch  adb'vity, 
"  Lvelinefs  and  ■  pleasure,  that  it  was  delightful  to  fee 
"  them;  (as  for  the  men,  they  do  not  lay  their  hand 
"  to  any  land-labour,  nor  have  they  any  (kill  for  it.') 
"  While  they  were  working,  they  had  fome  very  happy 
*'  difcoorfes  about  going-'home  and  the  refurrection, 
**  whereas  otherwise  in  general  the  dread  of  death,  and 
"  the  aversion  for  the  grave,  is  greater  among  the  Green- 
"  landers  than .  perhaps  in'  any  other  nation.  I  vifired 
**  once  more  at  the  colony,  and'  took  leave  of  the  mifti- 
*'  onary  and  faftor,  requefting  them  to  maintain  the 
"  fame  good  friendfliip  with  my  brethren  that  ftay  here, 
**  as  they  had  done  with  me,  and  to  ret  nothing  fpring 
"  up  to  the  offence  of  the  Greenlanders. 

"  The  8th  and  fome  days  paft,  I  was  incommoded 
**  with  the  too(h-ach.  This  was  the  only  ail  I  endured 
'  **  in  this  rough  climate.  We  fpoke  with  three  itrange 
'  "  Greenlanders,  who  had  ears  to  hear.  Two  of  them 
**  .had  attended  a  Greenland  helper's  meeting  in  the  ' 
K  M  2  "  Sound, 
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"  Sound,  and  came  hither  to  hear  more.  The  third,  a 
**  pretty  (ingle  man,  begged  leave  to  live  here, 

«  The  gth,  the  (hip  had  been  long  ready  for  failing, 
"  but  contrary  winds  detained'  her.  Therefore  wa 
"  continued  re vifing  the  hymns,  and  finifhed  the  book 
"  to-day.  At  preient  it.  contains  the  Li,tanies,  fome 
' "  Liturgies,  and  above  a  hundred,  entire  hymns  and 
"  fmgle  verfes ;  and  the  GrcenUnders  have  learnt  mod 
"  of  them  by  heart  through  their  frequent  ufe,.  The 
"  ereateft  part  of  them  ftaycd  together  here  flnce  laft 
"  Sunday  to  await  our  departure.  But  as  it  was  deferred, 
**  I  was  fcrupulous  of  incroaching  on  their  few  dimmer  - 
««  days,  therefore  I  advifed  them  to  fet  off  to  their  pro* 
■**  viding-places.  It  would  have  been  more  convenient 
"  for  me  to  have  taken  leave  of  them  all  at  once;  and 
"  yet  there  was  a  bluffing,  of  a  peculiar  tender  nature* 
"  m  the  parting  adieu  with  one  family  after  another. 
"  Innumerable  tears  were  fhed  on  both  fides,  but  I  (hall 
"  particularly  retain  an  indelible  impreulon  of  the  Jaft 
■**  interviews  with  Peter,  Nathanacl,  Matthew  and 
■*  Andrew.*,  and  the  declarations  they  made  of  their 
**  whole  heart  and  mind.  I  am  often  amazed  at  what 
."  our  Saviour  has  really  done  on  this  nation,  notwithr 
'*  {landing  all  their  defects  and  infirmities. 

"  The  ioth,  two  of  the  trades-people  of  the  colony  ' 
"  were  married  to  two  Greenland  women  with  the 
"  facerdotal  benediction.  Our  houfe  was  invited  to  the  * 
"  ceremony,  and  three  of  our  brethren  went.  In  the 
«'  Greenlandiih  helpers  conference  we  heard  encouraging 
"  accounts  of  feveral  favages  that  eagerly  attended  the 
"  meetings  in  the  Sound,  and  have  a  mind  to  give 
"  themfelves  up  wholly  to  our  Saviour,  which  they 
"  confefs  they  have  long  had  a  call  to.  On  this  occafion 
"  it  recurs  to  my  mind,  that  our  hymns  prove  a  great 
"  blefling  among  the  Grangers.  The  factor  lately  told 
"  us,  that  being  once  on  a  trading-round  thirty  leagues 
"  from  hence,  he  entered  a  tent  that  had  flood  awhile 
"  in  this  neighbourhood,  where  the  children  were 
*'  devoutly  Tinging  feveral  hymns,  which  they  had  leamt 

•  All  ihefc  are  now  at  home  with  their  Lord, .  J  We  (? Idom  cbofe  *• 
mention  the  names  of  any,  even  the  belt  Greenland ers,  thit  are  (till  here 
"below,  and  confeijuently  not  out  of  the  reach  of  danger  and  temputionij 
i j  ie  -wife  firaits  aanx  endure  to  hear  their  living  children  praifed. 
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**  of  ours  when  they  were  here,  and  this  furnifhed  him 
*'  with  an  opportunity  to  fay  fomething  to  their  cdifi- 
"  cation, 

"  Aug.  11,  I  had  many  a  happy  interlocution  with 
**  my  dear  Lord  about  Greenland,  where  I  have  bow 
*'  fpent  above  eight  weeks  with  fuch  fatisfaction.  To- 
V  day  a  good  deal  of  ice  drove  into  the  inlet,  and  the 
*  Greenlanders  brought  an  account  from  the  iflands, 
rt.that  the  fea  without  was  quite  full  of  it.  Ifthefouth- 
w  wind,  which  brings  the  ice  up  hither,  had  continued 
"  fome  days  longerj  we  muft  have  given  up  all  thoughts 
**  of  a  fpeedy  departure ;  but  to-day  the  wind  veered  tb 
"  the  weft,  and  in  the  evening  tb  the  north,  and  carried 
'"  out  moft  of  the  ice  to  fea  again.  As  now  the  wind 
"  favoured  our  failing,  I  kept  my  farewel-difcourfc  in 
"  the  evening,  and  concluded  with  that  verfe:  The 
**  wounds  for  us  endur'd— on  thy  whole  body,  Lord,— 
"  and  thy  bitter  paflion, — according  to  thy  word,— 
"  preferve  thy  congregation,—-! ill  thou  com'ft  again,— 
•*  church's  Pii nee  once  flain. 

.  "  Aug.  12,  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  were 
"  called  aboard  the  fhip.  The  Greenland  congregation 
*'  was  juft  aflembling  to  their  morning- meeting,  and 
"  after  a  ftiort  difcourfe  1  took  a  tender  leave  of  them 
*'  all.  They  are  certainly  what  the  to-day's  watch- 
"  word,  Numb.  viii.  16,  (peaks  of,  a  Gift  which  the 
"  Lord  our  God  hath  previoufly  taken  1b  himfelf  out  df 
"  this  nation,,  as  the  reward  or  his  bitter  fuffering  add 
**  Dying ;  although  at  the  fame  time  "  a  coarfe  mafs  of 
"  blood, — a  being,  impoverifh'd  in  honour  and  good." 
**"  H&wever  they  are  uidifputably  his,  a  people  in  whom 
"  their  Creator  glories,  becaufe  they  have  been  purchafed 
**  by  him  at  fuch  a  coftly  price.  To  him,  to  his 
**  Father,  and  to  the  Holy  Ghoft,  I  committed  them  in. 
*'  a  farewel-bldfing,  hedewed  with  many  tears. 

*'  At  my  departure,  the  number  of  the  ftill  living  bap- 
"  tired  inhabitants  amounted  to  300,  and  thofe  that  are 
"  gone  home  to  53.  During  my  abode  there  10  we« 
"  baptized,  and  fince  the  departure  of  the  fliip  the 
**  preceding  year  68  had  been  baptized,  and  17  departed 
'"  this  life.  The  number  of  the  communicants  was  120, 
**  and  the  fum  total  of  all  the  inhabitants  330,  and  there. 
M  3  "  was 
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'*  was  hopes  that  a  confiderable  number  of  Grangers 
**  would  move  to  them  this  auturrtn. 

"  Before.  I  went  aboard,  I  vifited  the  fick  Greenland 
"  brother  Jofeph,  and  blefted  him  before  his  departure. 
"  Our  Green  landers  ran  about  us,  and  Ihewed  their 
"  tender  love  and  gratitude  in  a  thoufand  ways.  During 
*'  our  paflage  to  the  {hip,  the  rocks  flood  lined  with 
"  women  and  children,  and  a  great  number  of  men 
"  efcorted  us  in.  their  kaiaks.  About  8,  we  failed  out  of 
"  the  haven,  at  9  palled  our  houfe,  fainted  the  colony, 
"  and  at  10  out  brethren  and  the  Green]  anders  took 
"  their  laft  leave  of  us  at  Kangek.  A  firong  wipd 
"  prefently  conducted  us  out  to  fea,  but  loon  after  w* 
"  fell  in  with  the  ice,  and  that  night  were  obliged  to 
"  tack  backward  and  forward  between  the  ice  and  the 
"  land.  Aug.  13,  in  the  morning  we  found  anopen- 
"  ing  towards  the  fouth-weft,  through  which  we  paned 
"  very  fortunately  and  loft  fight  of  land,  but  we  had 
"  'conftantly  large  mountains  of  ice  on  out  fide  till  the 
"  evening.  The  16th  we  had  a  fhort,  but  a  fmart 
"  ftorm.  The  aift.I  thought  very  much  on  St. 
"  Thomas's,  as  this  day  20  years  the  nrft  million  thfther 
"  commenced.  The  22d  the  wind  was  very  variable, 
*'  and  towards  noon  we  were  befet  with  a  norm  from 
*'  the  S.  E.  and  afterwards  N.  E.  which  lafted  till  the 
"  27th,  that  is  5  days  and  5  nights  in  one  continued 
'  *  fury,  and  drove  us  140  leagues  towards  America.  At 
*'  the  fame  time  there  was  fuch  a  (well  in  the  fea,  that 
"  it  was  not  poffible  to  turn  the  ftiip  without  danger  of 
"  being  fwallowed  up  in  the  billows.  Therefore  we  were 
"  obliged  to  let  her  drive  on  at  God's  good  pleafure, 
"  and  to  refign  the  fteerage  of  the  veffeito  him  whom 
"  the  winds  and  waves  obey.  The  failors  never  remem- 
■'  bered  to  have  feen  a  tempeft  of  fuch  fury  and  dura- 
1(-tionI  They  were  afraid  of  being  caft  upon  the  to 
■'  them  unknown  American  coafts,  and  they  expected  it 
■*  would  have  certainly  been  fo,  if  its  rage  had  continued 
■'  only  one  day  longer.  Therefore  they  appointed 
'  extraordinary  hours  of  prayer,  and  every  one  made 
'  vows  in  favour  of  the  poor -according  to  his  fubftance. 
'  To  my  furprife,  I  was  not  at  all  fea-fick ;  and  at  laft 
*  I  was  of  the  fame  mind  with  my  fellow-travellers,  to 
"  fupr 
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**  iiipplicate  ow  heavenly  Father  in  the  name  of  his  Son 
.**  for  an  alteration.  The  27th,  at  noon  the  ftocm 
"  began  to  abate,  end  the  28th  the  weather  was  better, 
"  .and  we  &W  a  iine  rainbow.  But  the  fca  was  v« ry 
**  iwftlefs  frr  fevend  days  after-  The-  49th,  -we  found 
*'  ourfelves  in  the  lat.  55,  d.  43  m.  and  -ponfecjuentk/  > 
"  120  leagues  mote  fouth  than  we  fhould  be.  .September 
*'  4,  we  came  up  with  on?  of  the  {hips  from  the  narthefti 
•*  colony,  imdtiteStV  with  the  other.  When  the  great 
■?*  flnnn  w»,  they  wep*  jn  the  Straits,  but  (hey  had 
"  jwthing  of  it._  TbeytoM  us,  thap  after  the  hard 
.■*.!  winter  this  year,  many  Greenland  «#.  bid  died  at  the 
,**  north  colony,  and  than  the  Europeans  had  been  v«ry 
**  iJlof  the  fcurvy.  Tb>i|th,  we  pafled.  the  funken. 
"  J  and  with  a  good  Wind.  The  15th,  we  w$ij  Jeparattd 
'**  from  tne  ether  two  ihips  in  another  uqn-a,  which  Was 
S  nsceeded  Co  Sepmobef  iothc  hy  a.fudden  calm,  but 
*'  the  fea  was  very  turb\*Jent  and  threaded  the  veflel 
"  with  more  damage  than  the  ftorm.  The  17th,  it 
"was  ftonny  again,  aed  tile  tackling,  of  the  fliip  «« 
"  damaged;  thus  it  tailed  till  the  19th.  The  wind 
"  was  favourable,  but  fc  violent  that  we  were  obliged 
**  to  lie  by  again  tiH  the  2ift»  when  all  at  ©ace  we  jrpied 
"  cheiuand  Fuloe,  The  23d,  we  faUed  round  Shetland 
"  in  a  iiorm.  The  i&th,  wecame  Ujwtpediedly  fonea|r 
iC  the  ihore  of  Norway,  that  we  were  obliged  to  rw 
«  between  tbe  Lab  of  Bergen  and  the  jfland  ijyt  freer*  1 
"  the  wind  drove  ut  toward*  land,  and  it  was  retqived 
"  to  fearch  for  a  harbour.  But  as  it  was -too  late,  w* 
*'  were  obliged  to  tack  rourid  the  Bay  all  night,  and  in 
5<  the  mean  time  we  got  a  better  wind.  The  37th,  w» 
"  palfed  Lindetheis,  failed  foftly  along  under  Norway, 
"  rao  the  ift  of  October  into  the  Cattegat*  and  the  tAt 
«  cafi  anchor  befpre  Helfiagcer.  On  the  3d,  we  few* 
**  while  lying  here,  a  Urge  Beet  of  a  hundred  frips  fail 
"  out  of  the  Sound.  The  3d,  the  ftrong  current 
w  obliged  us  to  cart  anchor  again,  and  .October  4,  w« 
**  landed  with  the  captain  in  his  boat,  and  came  toward!  . 
•*  evening  happily  to  Copenhagen."

The  above  diary  will  give  the  reader  a  pretty  complete 

pkn  of  the  internal  and  external  ftate  of  the  Greenland 

M  4  con- 
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congregation.  And  hs  it  has  already  fweikd  the. accoutre 
'of  this  year,'  f  fliall  fay  no  more  of  the  reciprocal  vifits  W 
the  brethren  to  the  heathen  and  the  heathen  to  them, 
'of  the  entrance' and  adjuftment  of  the  Green  landers  in 
-their  winter- abodes,  and  of  the  blefled  communions, 
'congregation- day  s$  and  baptifmal  miniftrations,  &c.  but 
conclude  this  year  with  fome Perftnaiia'of  feveral  Grecrr- 
•  landers  who  ftH  happily  afleep.       ... 

Directly  after  the  departure  of  the  {hip,  a  fiekneft 
broke  out  among  the  Greenlanders,  attended  with  -  a 
violent  head-ach,  and  a  pain  in  the  bceaft  or  Hitches  in 
the  fide*.  By  this  diforder  many  awakened  heathen  in 
the  neighbouring  iflands,  and  -thirty  of  our.  baptized, 
■fome  of1  whom    were  our  mod  ufcful   helpers,    were 

■  tran  fp]  anted  into  eternity.  The  ficknds  was  the  mo  ft 
violent  from  the  middle  of  Auguft  to  the  middle  of 
October,  (b  that  once-  there  were  three  corpfes  to  be 
interred  at  the  fame  time.  And  many  times  when  the 
-teachers  came  from  one  burying,  .they  were  called  16 
impart  the  valedictory  bleffirig  to  another  expiring  four. 
Thus  they  had  enough  to  do  with  caring  for  the  ficfc*, 
whom  they  were  obliged  to  furntfh  with  medicines  and 
with  proper  waiting  and  nurflng,  and  they  them fetves 
had,  moft  of  them,  fome  attacks  of  the  lame  malady'. 
However  their  ardtfous  fervice  was  much  alleviated  by 
the  care  the  Greenlanders  fojourning  in  the  Sound  toot, 
to  bringmoftof  tlwfick  directly  home;  and  thofe  that 
could  not  be  brought  acrofs  the  inlet  without  danger, 
were' carefully  vifited  there. 

■  The  heathen-  made  their  own  remarks  upon  this 
affliction,  and  could  not  conceive  why-  the  mortality  was 
the  greateft  among  the  NcoiUtti%.  At  lair,  they  faid; 
the  reafon  probably,  was,  becaufe  they  believed  and 
thought    overmuch-   of  the  Saviour;   and  a   mocking 

,  who  was  riot  quite  ignorant,  faid :    There  we

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ice,  that  they  go  too-  far  with  regard  to  their  Sauaraagaai  ft 
and  Ipve  him  too  much*.  However,  their  turn  came  too} 
But  thole  heathen  that  were  once  come  to  a  conclufion  to 
idcvoiff  themfelves  to  our  Saviour,  were  not  reftraineij 
from  their  frequent  vifits,  nor  .even  from  coming  to  Jive 
With  the  brethren  in  due  time,  j  though  the  Grecnlanderj 
generally  fhun  a  place,  where  only  two  or  three  die 
fuccemVely,  like  a;  peft-houfe. ,  They  alio  received  the 
brethren  with  willingnefs  and  pleafure,  as  loon  as  they 
could  go  abroad  a  vtfitiag  again.  .-•

with  fidelity,  and  with  many  prayers  and  implications. 
She  bore  the  fignature  of  a  firmer  that  had  received  grace, 
and  of  a  heart  full  of  love  towards  her  brethren  and 
-lifferti,  and  her  end  was  -  anfwerable  to  .her  edifying 
character.  .  ■■,   - 

r  2.}  Catharine  or  Okutfut,  an  old  maiden,  mentioned 
more  than  once  in  174^  when  fhe  received  holy  baptifra. 
.She  was  a  lively  witness  among  her  people.  After  ine 
waa-  admitted  .to  the  holy  communjon,-  a  more  calm 
compofure  was  obferved  in  her,  but  at  the  fame  time  .a 
ddfer  communion  with  our  Saviour.  She  was  the  fourth 
rjerfbn  who  went  home  out  of  one  family  within  a  fort- 
night. A  little  before  ho  exit,  ine  deured  them  to  bring 
her  /ofter-child  Mary,  the  little  daughter  of  Simon  ana 
Sarah;  ihe  killed  it  with  uncommon  tendering,  and 
recommended  it  to  Judith,  the, child's  mother's  lifter, 
with  expreJEve  geftures,  for  her  (beech  was  already 
gone. 

.  3.)  The  next  was  Nathaniel,  one, of  the firfl:  baptized, 
communicants,  and  helpers.  He  had  an  active  ipirit, 
an  heart  enamoured  with,  the  fufferings  of  Jems,  and  was 
a  bleflcd  preacher  of  hie  -  merits  and  wounds,    and  many 

.  \  May  I  tranflafe  this  came?  It  it,  the  dear  Lamb,  ("ft".)  Tht 
fpirit  of  derilion  comet  upon  all,  «en  ilupid  Green landers,  when  thr* 
know  more  thin  they  belieie,  when  they  ate  touched  and  convinced,  and 
yet  will  not  givs  tflenjfelves  entirely  up  to  our  Saviour,  but  refill  the  holy 
Spirit.  , 
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ftuls  were  brought  »  our  &*vis>ur  by  his  ttflimony. 
He  Was  diligent  and  faithful  ifc  every  thing  committed  to 
him.  They  had  the  pleafure  W  fee-  him  ever'  fatiafied 
and  patient  in  his  domeftic  alftu>s*  which  wort  a  little 
crampt  and  eumberfeme.  He  bore  fueh  a  rcfpe&able 
character,  that  no  creature,  neither  chriftian  nor  infidel, 
neither  European  nor  Greenfander,  could  help  loving  and 
honouring  him.  And'  amidft  ail  Ait,  he  had  lowly 
thoughts  of .  hiinfelf,  and  loved  and  Honoured  his 
brethren  from  his  heart,  --in  a- -  tetter  ha  dictated  this 
year,  he  expreffed  the  ftate  of  his  heart  in  the  following 
word; : 

"  I  kifc  you  m  lore  fhottt  the*fewteffl  of  my  heart, 

*  becaufe  our  Saviour  has  made  me 'happy.     But  my 

*  happinefi  does  not  fpring  'from'-myfelf.  My  heart 
**  would  have  no  joy,  and  could  think  nothing-  good, 
**  if  he  did  not  let  me  fed  his  Mood.  He  has  brought 
*'  me  into  the  feHcrwfliip  of  thofe  thateat  his  flrfh  and 
w  drink  his  bfood,  and  this  joy  melts  me  into  tears.  I 
•*  have  given  my  whole  heart  to  him-,  and  will  no  mom 
"  turn  my  eye  from  him.  I  love  our  Saviour  and  his

His  ftcknefs  -  was  pleuritic  ffitehejr,  yet  It  frtriied  as 
IfhewouW  recover  again  ftahe  did  a  year  ago,  hut  a 
firdden  fit  of  the  apoplexy  disappointed  all  our  hopes. 
When  hts  obfeqww  were  performed.,  there  wfts  an  univcr- 
fal  emotion.  Every  creature  that  could  ftir,  were  fend 
of  mewing  their  love  to  the  dear  deceafed  by  bringing  ft 
ftone  or  a  fod  to  cover  his  afhci,  and  feme  heathen  who 
were  awakened  through  his  teftimony,  being  juft  heteop 
a  vffit,  helped  very  officioufly  to  erea  his  tomb,  though 
filch  kind  of  Work-  ra  in  common  not  reckoned  fuitsbk 
for  Greenland  men.  The  funeral-fermon  was  preached

Nine  years  ago  flic  Was  fnade  partaker  of  baptifln,  and 
four  years  ago  of  the  Lotd's-Supper.  She  could  not  long 
conceal  the.  grace  ftie  had  experienced,  and  foon  Cora- 1 
nieticed  one  of  their  fctlow-labourers  among  he*  feX.

parted 
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parted  the  farewel  blefling  to  him,  he  fang  with  them 
himfelf,  and  foon  after  fell  foftly  and  happily  afleep. 

6.)  Matthew  Kajamak,  the  late  Samuel's  fon,  and 
one  of  the  four  firftlings  who  were  baptized  here.  Sixth 
after  his  baptifm,  he  was  obliged  to  fly  with  his  father  to 
the  fouth.  After  his  father's  return,  he  (laid  two  years 
with  his  friends  there,  and  was  the  means  of  the  falvation 
of  many  Green)  anders.  In  1747  he  made  a  yiiit  to 
Europe,  where  he  was  admitted  to  the  Lord's-Supper. 
In  1749  he  came  back,  and  afterwards  was  ufed  with 
blefling  as  a  congregation-fervant  and  helper.  In  the 
beginning  of  this  year  he  married,  and  gave  hopes  of  a 
very  exemplary  deportment  in  that  Hate.'"  In  the  fpring, 
when  the  piercing  cold  abated,  which  is  apt  to  bring  on 
feveriih  difdrders,  he  lay  lb  ill  with  flitches  in  his  Tide, 
that  even  then  we  gave  up  all  hopes  of  his  recovery. 
But  he  was  to  enjoy  the  ibove- mentioned , Netted  visita- 
tion before  he  fell  afleep.  He  writes  as  follows  about 
it :  "  We  have  rejoiced  exceedingly  at  Johannes 
"  Aflerlbk's  vifit.  When  he  fpoke,  the  firft  time  in  our 
.'*'  meeting-hall,  my  eyes  were  riot  dry,  fo  near  did  I  feel 
"  our  Saviour.  I  can  fay  with  truth,  that  I  am  very 
"  happy,  yea  much  more  fo  than  at  the  time  when  I  was 
."  with  you.  Since  then,  our  Saviour  has  done  a  great 
*(  deal  upon  my  heart.  I  can  rejoice  in  Him,  when  I 
. "  reprefent  him  to  myfelf  with  all  his  wounds.  Worth- 
"  lets  as  I  am,  I. know  not  what  to  do  elfe  but  thank 
.*'  him.  Our  Saviour  is  exceeding  lovely,  and  my 
"  comfort  in  him  will  never  have  an  end.  I  often  think 
*'  on  my  having  feen  you,  but  now  I  never  expect  to 
*'  lee  you  any  more  till  we  go  to  our  Saviour.  His  opeh 
"  fide  i?  the  ianftuary  where  we  (hall  meet  together 
«  again." 

He  had  a  clear  difcerning  mind,  a  brifk  active  temper, 
and  a  foft  melted  heart,  and  was  a  wonder  to  us  all. 
His  end  was  edifying.  The  Lamb  and  his  wounds  was 
the.  only"  thing  he  fpoke  of  in  his  ficknefs,  and  which 
gave  him  any  joy.  Once  when  fomebody  afked  hinij 
now  he  did?  he  pointed  with  his  finger  towards  Hi* 
.  hand,  to  intimate  that  he  was  meditating  on  the  wounds 
of  Jefus.  Soon  after  he  recovered  his  voice. again,  arid 
began  to  fpeak  in  German. ;  "  I  love  our  Saviour 
"  exceed- 
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**  exceedingly.  I  am  very  glad  that  I  (hall  foo'n  go  to 
"  him ;  wilt  thou  not  foon  come  too  ?"  Then  he  defired 
them  to  fing  German  and  Greenland  verfes.  At  hit  he 
kitted  the  million  ary's  hand  and  faid :  ",1  love  thee  very 
"  much."  Directly  after,  it  was  as  if  his  breath  would 
flop  its  motion,  but  he  opened  his  eyes  once  more, 
looked  round,  and  began  to  ling :  "  Sleep  in  the  Lamb's 
(fafeguard,  &c. )  but  the  tongue  had  no  ftrength  to  go 
any  further.  Thefe'were  his  laft  words;  we  fung  that 
fame  verfc  to  the  end,  and  then  during  the  words: 
«  The  foul  of  Chrift  thee  fanaify,"  ire.  he  flept  fo  foftly 
away,  that  it  was  ftarce  to  be  perceived.  His  name  will 
never  be  mentioned  among  us  without  the  moft  pleafing 
fcntiments  of  affection,  though  it  will  always  revive  the  ■ 
pain  at  his  lots.  But  we  congratulate  him  to  his  reft 
with  all  our  hearts.  "  Hufii,  ftir  not  up  the  friend  of 
"  Chrift, — wake  not  the  foul  his  bride  i— fome  vifion 
M  caufeth  her  to  fmile, — flie  views  his  open  fide. 

7;)  Therefia,  the  widow  of  Daniel  Simek.  She  was 
one  of  the  firft  booties  gained  by  the  late  Samuel's  tefti- 
mony,.  and  lived  in  the  fame  houfe.  Indeed  fhe  foon 
went  away  again  with  her  huiband,  but  their  children 
gave  them  no  reft  till  they  returned  hither  in  1743. 
After  fhe  was  admitted  to  the  holy  communion,  the 
brethren  difcerned  a  great  alteration  in  her,  and  a  deep 
•  impreffion  of  the  merits  of  Jefus.  In  her  ficknefs  fhe 
declared  with  much  joy,  as  well  as  her  fwelled  throat 
would  allow  her  to  utter  it,  that  her  heart  adhered  firm 
to  Jefus,  and  thought  of  nothing  but  his  wounds.  She 
alfo  faid  that  our  Saviour  had  appeared  to  her  in  his 
crucified  form.  Into  his  hands  fhe  committed  her  fpirit. 
She  left  five  dear  hopeful  children  behind  her,  one  of 
whom  is  married  to  Johanan  who  was  in  Europe. 

The  laft  three  perfohs  departed  within  twenty  four  hours 
of  each  other,  and  were  depofited  in  the  earth  at  the  fame 
time.  Soon  after,  an  unbaptized  man  departed  this  life 
alfo.  He  had  lived  four  years  with  his  baptized  friends, 
and  all  the  while  remained  infenfiblej  but  upon  his 
death-bed  he  exprefled  a  longing  for  him,  who  could 
make  him  happy.

"  Saviour,  becaufe  I  could  come  to  you  fo  feldonithis 
"  furnn>er ;  but  believe  me,  }  have  really  had  a  happy 
*•  communion  with  him  though  abfent,  and  can  go  to 
*"  h*m  wiih  joy."  ,

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II.)  Anna,  Samuel  KajaraafcV  widow.  Jt  ratift  be, 
coafeflfd,  flie  did  not  come  up  to  her  hufband  j  but  yet 
vnidft  all  the  allurements  and  temptations  of  the 
fcvag»»  (for  after  her  hufband's  death  fbe  lived  fome. 
years  with  her  two  brothers)  ftill  fne  was  preferred,  and 
not  only  lb,  but  our  Saviour'  rewarded  her  faithful  per- 
severance by  giving  her  the  joy  to  fee  her  youngeft 
brother  and  his  four  children,  and  her  eldefl  brother's  fon 
with  his  wife  and  child,  brought  to  us  by  means  of  her 
teftimony,  moft  of  whom  are  already  baptized  *. 

12.)  Zaccheus.  He  was  baptized  in  1746,  and  in  his 
ficknefs  partook,  of  the  Lord's- tapper  the  iirft  and  Uft 
time,  which  transported  him  with  extreme  joy,  and  the 
Greenlanders  fay,  that  he  uttered  fome  delightful  expref- 
fions  the  laft  night.  Among  the'  reft,  he  began  feveral 
times  to  repeat  the  words  of  institution  at  the  Lord's- 
fupper,  and  defired  the  ftanders-by  to  finifti  them  J'.

Once  when  the  brethren  had  three  corptes  to  interr  it 
once,  they  vented  tnemfelves  jn  the  following  words: 
"  What  mall  we  fay  to  ft,  that  our  dear  Lord  begin*  to 
"  reap  fo  plentifully  in  his  harvcft :  On  the  one  hand, 
"  we  hail  our  brethren  and  lifters  to  their  everlaftine 
"  reft  in  his  arms  and  bofom  j  but  on  the  other,  we  feel 
"  our  loving  attachment  to  them,  and  a  pain  which  no 
**  one  can  take  ill  at  the  lofs  of  fo  many  faithful  and 
"  exemplary  hearts,'  and  fome  of  them  our  blcffed  fellow- 
"  labourers.  It  is  a  very  lingular  time  among  as.  They 
"  go  fo  willingly,  fo  happily,  and  fo  joyfully  out  of  the 
**  world,  that  we  mult  needs  wonder  at  it ;  fome  of 
**  them  have  fcarce  patience  till  the  hour  of  their  dif* 
**  million  ftrikeg,  This  their  happy  ftate  of  heart  very 
*(  much  moderates  and  allays  Our  fmart  at  our  temporary

**  But  the  heathens  themfelves  fee,  that  true  vital  chrif-

THE  cuftomary  new-year's  'vigil  was  prevent- 
ed by  a  terrible  fl.onn ;  but  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  year,  the  promife  given  them  to  begin  the 
former  year  with,  Tet  wll  <I  gather  others,  bifida  tbafe  that 
are  gathered,  was  laid  to  heart,  and  at  the' recapitulation 
of  the  mod  memorable  occurrences,  the  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour of  his  body,  was  praifed  for  the  increafe  of  fifty-two 
baptized  laft  year,  thirty-fix  communicants,  feven  new 
married  pairs,  and  fifteen  pair,  who^  having  been  mar- 
ried before,  received  the  church's  b]  effing  to  their 
-chriftian-jike  marriage,  Forty  fouls  had  been  tranfplant- 
ed  to  a  better  world,  and  the  number  of  baptized  left  here 
.below,  was  317,  befides  a  good  many  catechumens.  A 
.thank-offering,  enlivened  with  joy,  and  moiftened  with  • 
confeious  tears,  was  fung  unto  the  Lord  for  the  grace, 
nurture  and  prefervation  that  the  whole  congregation  and 
'each  member  of  it  had  experienced,  and  particularly  for 
the  blened  time  of  the  vifitation.  They  had  alfo  a  long- 
'ing  expectation  of  new  hidings ;  nor  were  thefe 
^bleffings  withheld  this  year,  in  proportion  as  the  hearts 
■  of  the  people  were  prepared  for  them.

The  other  fheep,  not  yet  in  the  fold,  were  not  forgot- 
ten, but  the  brethren  early  in  the  year  laid  to  heart  the 
vifiting  them  and  rendering  them  more  affiftance,  by 
which  the  raw  lavages  always  got  an  opportunity  to  hear  in 
fome  meafure  the  things  which  belonged  to  their  peace. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  foregoing]  year  they  made  fuch  a 
vifit  in  Kangek  and  the  neighbouring  iuands,  which 
their  diary  fpeaks  of  as  follows  : 

■  "  Dec.  12,  we  came  to  Kangek,  and  lodged  with 
**  our  old  acquaintance  Kainick.  The  people  received 
"  us  in  a  hofpitable  manner,  and  I  told  them  how 
*'.much  our  Saviour  loved  them,  and  how  gladly  he 
"  would  impart  to  them  the  falvation  in  his  blood.  At 
"  going  to'fleep,  we  fung  fome  Greenland  verfes.  The 
"  13th,  before  die  men  went  abroad,  Iipoke  onourSa- 
**  viourS  thirft  on  the  crofs,  and  in  the  evening  on  the 
**  words :  Come  unto  me,  &c.  how  our  Saviour  very  foon- 
"  comforts  a  man  with  his  blood,  who  is  troubled:  that 
**  he  did  not  know  him  and  love  him  fooner.  The 
"  14th,  in  the  morning,  I  fpoke  on  the  words :  Alight 
*'  ta  lighten  the  Gentiles.  Afterwards  we  had  fome  impor- 
*«  tant  difcourfe  with  our  hoft  and  his  wife.  Amongft 
«'  the  reft,  I  faid :  "  After  all,  you  belong  to  our  Sa- 
"  viour,  juft  as  you  are  j'and  I  am  perfuaded  he  will  cer- 
"  tainly  get  you  and  yours,  and  baptize  you  with  his 
"  blooo.  Thereupon  the  woman  faid:  "Hannefe, 
"  doftthou  believe  this  of  us  in  goodearneftr"  I  faid, 
•*  Yes,  and  till  then  you  will  never  get  rid  of  the  uneafi- 
**  neft  of  your  heart."  Upon  this  they  both  began  to 
**  weep.  The  15th,  I  fpoke  of  the  hunger  and  thirft  of 
"  the  foul  after  our  Saviour,  and  how  he  manifefts  him- 
«  felfto  fuch  as  do  hunger.  Then  I  went  further  and 
"  viuted  in  five  houfes.  I  fpoke  to  the  people  there  about 
"  their.  Creator,  how  he  became  Man,  and  redeemed 
«  them  with  his  blood.  Some  of  them  would  needs 
**  treat  it  as  a  romance :  but  when  I  bid  them  take 
«  notice  of  their  hearts,  whether  they  were  not  ftruck 
**  with  thcfe  things,  and  obliged  to  fay  Yes  to  them, 
*(  though  their  heads  wvuld  teafon  and  argue  them 
;    Vol.  II.  N  «  away* 
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f*  away ;  they  were  dumb  and  afliamsd  *.  This  had  fo 
"•  much  good  effect,  that  on  the  16th,  in  the  morning* 
"  fome  of  them  ddired  to  hear  more  of  this  matter. 
"  Then  I  crofled  the  land  to  two  other  houfes.  Some  of 
**  thefe  people  were  ignorant,  and  fome  were  virulent, 
"  I  ."begged  them  with  a  forrowful  heart,'  not  to  neglect 
**  the  time  in  which  redemption  and  reconciliation  was 
H  made  known  and  tendered  to  them.  This  brought 
**  fome  of  them  to  attention,  but  others  laid:  "We 
"'  cannot  comprehend  uich  things,  we  ace  not  ufcd  to 
'*  them." 

§3- 
Another  vifit  this  winttx  is  fpecified  as  follows.:  "Jan. 
41  20,  we  difpatched  two  kajaks  with  provilions  for  our 
**  brethren  Soerenfen  and  Ballenhorft,  who  twelve  days 
*•  ago  went  to  Kangek,  but  could  not  loon  be  exr- 
'  «  pcdted  back,  becaule  a  ftonhy  wind  had  brought  a* 
'**  great  deal  of  ice  into  the  bay.  But  behold,  before  we 
"  were  aware,  they  came  home  in  moft  mocking  wea- 
"  ther,  and  brought  with  them  fome  booties  that  we 
"  had  long  and  ardently  wiflied  for,  via.  Kainsefc  with 
"  his  whole  family,  whom  we  have  been  acquainted 


'  with  fince  1739,  an^  wno  ^  been  ftirrad  op  for 
1  fome  years.  Theafpe&of  thefe  travellers  wasfright- 
1  fill,  for  they  were  clad  in- ice  like  a  coat  of  mail, 


**  which  gathered  around  them  from  the  froft-fmOak 
"  fteaming  from  the  fea  through  the  exceiEve  cold. 
"  The  ftrand  foon  fwarmed  with  people,  for  they  art 
**  rejoiced  at  the  arrival  of  new  candidates  for  the  king- 
** '  dom  of  God.™ 

-  Our  brethren  vifited  all  the  houfes  in  Kangek,  and 
fought  after  hearts  hungry  and  diftrefted,  but  this  time 
met  with  few  fuch.  They  perceived  that  the  word  of 
Jefus's  fufrerings  had  excited  a  reeling  in  the  hearts  of 
fiime  Southlanders,  who  came  there  but  autumn.  -Our 
Zippbra  fpoke  with  liveliness  and  courage  to  fome  of  her" 
friends,'  whom  ine  found  among  them.     But  Kaimek 

•  An  old  German  hymn  fays:  Stafin  rcS/lt  the  fibtm  if  faith,  tec. 
One  ill  at  loves  darknefa  rather  than  light,  eifily  finds  out  objections,  where- 
by  to  drown  the  voice  of  the  heart  and  conscience  which  are  ftirred  up  by 
the  Eofpel  ;  .and  it  ii  poflible  he  may  airy  It  fo  far,  is  to  fall  under  the  iw- 
ifal  judgment  of  being  never  more  counted  worthy  of  feeing  that  light  which 
lighteth  every  man.  No  Gicenlander  ii  too  ftupid  and  ilotiiful  far  thia. 
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and  his  family  was  the  main  object  this  vifit  aimed  at, 
and  our  Saviour  has  at  lift  prospered  it,  fo  that  we  can 
rejoice  and  thank  bhn  for  it. 

This  nan  was  one  of  the  firft  Southlanders  that  got 
acquainted  with  the  brethren  in  1739,  and  did  not  go 
away  without  being  touched.  But  as  tie  was  of  a  good 
family*,  and  made  a  great  figure  among  the  Green- 
landers,  fo  that  they  looked  upon  him  as  a  prince,  it 
was  a  long  while  before  he  could  refolvg  to  relinquish  his 
final  1  modicum  of  fancied  honour  and  reputation,  and 
give  himftdf  to  qui1  Saviour;  for  following  Chrift,  is  at- 
tended with  ignominy  and  derifiori  among  the  Green- 
landers  as  well  as  others.-  Therefore  one  while  he 
betook  htmferf  to .  the  footh,  and  another-  while  to  the 
north,  but  could  never  fly.  from  a  reftlefs  heart,  let  hint 
fly  where  he  would.  This  was  the  man,  who  has  been 
feveral  times  "mentioned  fince  1744,  as' having  beat 
Kuanaktlllhe  crippled  him, -as  having- -lain  in  wait  for 
the.  lives  of  feveral  of  the  baptized,  ana  threatened  to  fet 
she  brethren's  horde  on  fire,  becaufe  they  took  a  woman 
inder  their  proteatian,  who  fled  to  them  to  avoid  mar- 
rying him  by  compulnon,  though  afterwards  he  accom- 
plished his  defign  of  carrying  away  this  perfon.  How- 
ever this  very  woman  was  the  means  of  his  getting  to 
hew  the  word  of  God  feveral  times,  which  blew  up  more 
and  more  the  fpark  that  had  long  lain  dormant  in  him, 
and  which  he  would  gladly  have  (mothered,  but  could 
not.  He  had  many  times  begged  to  be  baptised,  but 
could  not  determine  to  change  me  place  of  his  abode; 
bat  now  the  brethren  did  not  think  it  proper  to  defer  his 
baptrfm  any  longer,  in  hopes  that  his  outward  circum- 
fiances  would  give  way  of  themfelves,  as  foon  as  the 
Used  of  Jefus  fhould  endow  him  with  inclination  and 
power  to  break  through  everything.  Therefore  they 
went  to  fetch  him  to  the  congregation-day  on- the  19th 
of  January,  which  was  the  memorial-day  of  the  Green- 
land minion.  But  as  a  ftorm  then  prevented  their  return, 
he  was  numbered  that  day,  though  abfent,  among  the 
candidates  for  bapthm,  and  thole  brethren  allured  him 
that  he  mould  be  baptized  foon.     This  filled  him  with 

. ."  That  is,  when  a  man  can  boaft  that  he  is  defcended  from  a  fithtt, 
"grandfather,  and  s  .cat -grandfather,  who  were  all  renowned  fcil- catchers. 
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ftichjoy,  that  he  went,  with  them  diredtly  to  beg  for 
holy  baptifm,  which  grace  he  was  foon  after  made. 
partaker  of.  He  was  obliged  to  go  back  to  his  own 
home  again,  but  came  almoft  every  Sunday  with  his 
family,  and  on  the  next  congregation-day  he  had  the 
pleaftire  of  being  a  fpedtator  of  the  baptifm  of  his  wife. 
He  was  named  Ifaac,  and  flie  Sarah.  As  foon  as  they 
could  leave  their  winter-houfes,  he  moved  to  his.  teachers 
with  raoft  of  his  domeftics,  who  were  upwards  of  twenty 
in  number,  and  he  few  one  after  another  partake  of. 
the  baptifmal  grace.  In  the  interim  he  was  frequently 
vifited  at  the  place  of  hisab'edej  and  as  this  man's  con- 
verfion  made  a  great  noife  and  a  new  ftirring,  the 
brethren  had  a  great  many  eager  hearers  for  fame  time, 
who  made  preparation  to  follow  him.

There  Was  not  a  week  in  winter,  nor  fcarce  a  day  in 
fummer,  without  the  vifits  of  ftrangers  out  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood,-and  often  from  remote  places  in  the  fouth  and 
north.  Moft  of  them  attended  the  public  meetings,  and 
if  there  was  any  thing  that  they  did  not  rightly  under- 
stand, it  was  explained  better  to  their  conception,  and 
brought  nearer  to  their  hearts  by  our  baptized  at  their 
vifits  in  the  Greenland  houfes ;  by  this  means  many  a 
one  carried  away  an  uneafinefs  and  concern,  which 
required  time  to  operate  inferriibry  in  fecret.  Thus  one, 
whole  wife  and  children  were  full  of  longing,  faid : 
*'  Pray  do  not  tell  me  always  fo  much  about  the  Saviour, 
*(  or  clfe  Ifliall  become  a  believer  too  j  and  at  .prefect 
*'  I  have  no  mind,,  for  I  mutt  goto  the  north  once  more 
*'  to  trade;  andbefides,  J.  am  afraid  my  wife  and  children 
*'  will  give  me  no  reft,  and  .1  am  reftlefs  enough  without 
"  it."  Another  faid  to  the.  nulEonary,  when  he  was 
going  to  keep  a  meeting  in  a  houfe  at  Kangek: 
*'  Hear  you  !  fay  ho   more  of  that,   for  it  makes  me 


He  was  anfwered:  "If  thou  wilt  not 
"  hear,  then  go  thy  way,  for  the  other  people  will 
*'  hear."  One  of  them  told  his  wife,  as  an  excufe  why 
he  did  not  move  to  the  believers,  that  fome  years  ago  he 
had  reviled  their  dodrrine, 

A  great 
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A  great  dearth  broke  out-  again  among  the  heathen, 
which  was  the  cafe  almoft  every  fpring,  and  rrjany  came 
to 'our  Green  landers  to  buy  food.  Some,  who  had 
fomething  in  their  hearts  before,  took  this  opportunity 
to  ftiy  there,  and  others  that  went  away  again,  heard 
however  the  gofpel,  and  did  not  go  away  empty. 

A, couple  of  traders  who  had  fpent  the  winter  feveral 
leagues  off  in  the  north,  and  had  told  the  heathen  fome- 
thing  for  their  edification,  when  they  returned,  drew 
fome  families  after  them  into  this  country,  that  they 
might  be  nearer  to  the  found  of  the  gofpel.  Thefe  came 
on  a  vifit  from  time  to  time,  and  part  of  them  defircd 
their  names  to  be  wrote  down,  as  a  token  that  they 
intended  fometime  to  remove  hither  entirely:,    ; 

is- 

With  refpefl  to  the  heathen  that  lived  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, it  was  a  great  benefit  for  the ■  jniflionaries  tbat 
they  had  helpers  of  this  nation,  who  looked  upon  them- 
felves  as  bound  (even  more  than  others,  who  did  not 
hide  the  grace  they  had  received  neither,)  to  proclaim 
the  gofpel,  and  encourage  them  to  believe.  Among 
thefe  Daniel,  a  lively  witnefs*,  intimated  more  than 
once,  that  he  could  not  be  eafy  till  he  had  invited  his 
brothers  and  acquaintance  in  the  north  to  the  fruition  of 
their  falvation.  The  brethren  could  not  corroborate  his 
intention  by  their  advice,  in  confederation  of  the  many 
dangers  it  would  expofe  him  to  inwardly  and  outwardly; 
but  his  urgent  folicitations  obliged  them  to  acquiefce  iri 
his  undertaking,  and  they  difmilfed  him  with  the  bleiT- 
ing  of  the  congregation  in  the  company  of  Jonas,  another 
of  the  Greenland  helpers. 

Not  long  after,  the  brethren  were  greatly  alarmed 
about  them  j  for  a  certain  family  came  down  from-  the ' 
north,  and  told  them  a  difmal  tale,  that  their  children 
had  been  taken  away  by  a  pirate,  and  they,  the  parents, 
had  been  very  ill  ufed  by  blows  and  thrufts  with  their 
guns,  becaufe  they  would  not  give  up  their  children. 
At  laft  when  they  were  at  a  lofs  how  to  help  themfelves, 
they  called  aloud  the  names  of  the  miffionary  and'factor, 
and  pointed  to  the  land  with  their  hand  as  if  they  were,

near  at  hand.  Then  the  robbers  let  them  and  their 
children  go,  but  fhot  after  them  feveral  times.  They 
alfo  obferved,  that  there  muft  have  been  other  Green- 
landers  in  the  fliip,  whom  they  had  ftolen.  Therefore 
there  was  reafon  to  fear  that  our  two  Greenlanders,  who 
were  very  fine  young  men,  were  carried  away  Mo. 
But  foon  after,  they  came  home  fafe  and  chearful,  and 
brought  fome  of  their  relations  with  them.  They 
had  travelled  140  leagues  north,  arid  had  declared 
with  freedom  and  boldnefs  the  word  of  Atonement 
wherever  they  met  with  any  people,  and  particularly 
among  their  relations.  In  fome  places  they  found  willing 
and  deftrous  fouls.  However,  there  was  no  wont  of 
reproach  neither.  "  We  have  alfo  experienced  (faid 
"  they)  how  it  is  to  be  a  long  time  abfent  from  our 
*'  'brethren,  and  in  the  midft  of  unbelievers.  We  were 
"  like  ignorant  children  among  them,  and  were 
*'  eftranged  to  their  ways  and  manners."  The  brother 
of  one  of  them,  and  his  whole  family,  were  on  their 
way  to  come  hither,  but  as  he  fell  into  the  pirate's  hands, 
who  robbed  him  of  all  his  houmold  -goods  and  his  kaiak, 
he  was  intimidated  from  the  profecution  of  his  voyage ; 
however,  he  was  prevailed  on  to  follow  his  brother. 
But  thefe  were  not  the  only  booties  gained  by  this 
pilgrimage,  for  the  enfuihg  year  put  feveral  into  the 
brethren's  hands,  who  had  heard  at  this  time  from  the 
lips  of  their  countrymen  how  happy  it  is  to  live  with 
Jefus.

In  the  mean  time,  the  lorgeft  part  of  the  Greenlanders 
bad  been  on  the  capelin-fijhery  under  the  infpe&ion  of 
one  of  the  mi/nonaries,  and  had  very  blefledly  celebrated 
on  the  pavement  of  the  rocks  the  Whitfun-feftival,  which 
commonly  falls  in  this  interval.  After  that  was  over, 
they  repaired  to  the  Sound  a  feal-catching  *.  They 
were  fo  diligent  and  fortunate,  that  they  could  difpofc  of 
a  coniiderable  quantity  of  blubber  to  the  factor,  without 
abridging  their  own  neceHary  fbres.

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The  greateft  joy  was,  that  they  had  been  preferved"'  in- 
health  and  fafety  amidft  many  dangers.  It  was  an  un- 
favourable tempeftuous  cold  rummer,1  the  fnow  fell  every 
month ;  in  January  there  was  horrible  cold  weather, 
in  June  the  froft  prevailed  again,  and  in  Auguft  a  great 
deal  of  drift-ice  made  its  appearance.  They  were  often 
overfet  in  their  boats,  yet  only  one  perifhed.  A  ftrong 
wind  carried  away  the  kaiak  of  one  man  from  the  land 
into  the  fea,  while  he  was  hunting  afliore ;  he  jumped  upon 
a  piece  of  tee  and  paddled  after  it  with  his  hands.  Mean 
while  one  piece  of  the  ice  after  another  broke  off,  and" 
at  laft  when  he  had  recovered  his  kaiak,  and  ftepped  into 
it  with  one  foot,  the  reft  of  the  ice,  on  which  his  other 
foot  flood,  'broke  quite  to  pieces.  Another  was  obliged  to 
make  his  retreat  in  February,  on  a  piece  of  ice,  and  draw 
his  kaiak  to  him;  there  was  he  forced  to  fit  all  the  night 
in  his  wet  deaths,  for  at  ftepping  out,  he  had  fallen 
into  the  water  up  to  his  breaft.  The  current  drove  the 
ice  out  to  fea,  and  he  faw  no  deliverance.  At  laft  the 
ice  feparated  fo  far,  that  he  could  make  his  way  through 
it  to  land.  A  little  before  Chriftmas,  an  European 
brother  being  {hooting  eider-fowls  on  the  land,  faw  an 
over-turned  kaiak  driving  in  the  water;  he  had  two 
Greenlanders  with  him  to  fetch  the  fowls  out  of  the 
water  in  their  kaiaks  as  he  {hot  them,  and  thefe  he 
difpatched  after  it.  They  foon  brought  a  poor  boy  of 
the  colony  to  land,  who  was  almoft  frozen  to  death, 
but  they  put  their  dry  cloaths  on  him>  and  carried  him 
to  his  habitation. 

In  Cummer  the  mimbnaries  and  all  in.  their  houfe  were 
vifited  with  various  diforders.  Moft  of  them  had 
eruptions  like  St.  AnthonyVfire,  and  fome  fore  throats 
or  the  raft.  Therefore  they  could  vifit  but  feldom 
abroad,  and  only  with  the  Greenlanders  that  went  to 
and  fro.  Being  once  upon  fuch  a  voyage,  a  violent 
fiiow  fo  bewildered  them,  that  they  fleered  a  wrong 
1  courfe,  and  when  they  came  at  laft  to  land,  they  had 
fcarce  fet  foot  afliore  before  the  womenVboat  went 'to 
pieces  from  the  weight  of  the  feals  they  had  loaded  it 
with ;  fo  that  it  was  apparent  to  every  body  how  faith- 
fully the  angel  of  the  Lord  had  kept  his  hand  over 
them.

At  entering  their  winter-dwellings,  they  miffed  two 
families.  They  had  not  indeed  been  baptized  by  the 
brethren,  but  they  had  been  awhile  under  their  care. 
One  of  them  was  the  happily-departed  Jacob's  widow  and 
children,  who  removed  her  quarters  again  to  the 
colony. 

The  other  family  .came  away  from  Frederic's-hope  lail 
year,  where  the  man,  whofe  name  was  Jacob,  had  been 
embroiled  in  a  quarrel.  They  then  intended  tohave  proceed- 
ed northwards  to  their  heathenifh  countrymen,  but  were 
?rfuaded  by  their  believing  relations  to  ftay  here. 
his  year  they  had  a  mind  to  profecute  their  travels  to 
the  north.  In  the  mean  time  the  man  was  perfuaded  by 
a  Dutch  lhip  to  go  to  Europe,  and  fent  a  meffage  to 
recommend  his  wife  and  children  to  the  brethren's  care 
during  his  abfence.  As  ibon  as  they  heard  of  this  odd 
affair,  they  haftened  to  fetch  him  back,  hut  came  too 
late.  As  this  man  was  afterwards  made  a  fhow  of  in 
Holland  for  money,  fome  friends  could  not  help  thinking 
from  his  deportment,  that  he  was  baptized  by  the 
brethren,  and  had  been  either  enticed  or  forced  away. 
The  circumftances  that  difcovered  this,  merit  a  more 
ample  recital.  Firft  they  repeated  the  names  of  the 
miffionaries  to  him  ;  but  as  they  are  only  known  to  the 
Greenlanders  by  their  chriftian  names,  he  did  not  under- 
{land  them.  Then  they  fung  the  tune  of  the  hymn : 
**  The  Saviour's  blood  and  lighteoufnefs,"  &c.  The 
Greenlander  fell  'in  with  it  directly,  -and  went  on  fing- 
ing  fome  ve'rfes  in  that  tune.  In  order  now  to  find  out 
whether  he  was  one  of  the  German,  or  Danifh  milTion, 
they  fung  a  tune  that  was  not  in  the  common  hymn- 
books,  viz.  "  Only  matchlefs  heart!  this  fhall  be  for 
me,  my  repair,  my  heaven  here,"  &c.  He  alfb  fung 
fome  verfes  in  this  tune.  In  the  mean  time  more  fpec- 
tators  had  gathered  round  him ;  to  thefc  the  Greenlander 
began  to  keep  a  difcourfe  ;  they  could  only  understand 
the  words  J'fa  Ghri/l,  but  could  conjecture  from  his 
gefhires,  from  his  often  pointing  to  the  finery  of  the 
room  wi;h  a  contemptuous  mien,  from  his  fmiting  with 
his  hand  upon  his  heart,  and  falling  upon  his  knees, 
that  he  would .  recommend  to  them  a  contempt  for  the 
world, 
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world,  and  would  extol  the  love  of  Jefus,  in  the  fuppo- 
fition  that  he  had  a  parcel  of  heathen  before  him.  Every  ' 
body  was  amazed  at  it.  But  as  it  made  a  noife  in  the 
city,  and  the  feamen  Were  afraid  they  fhould  b«  called 
to  account  for  it,  they  conveyed  him  aboard  the  fhip 
again.  In  the  mean  time  notice  was  given  of  it  to 
Matthew  Stach,  who  was  then  in  Herrnhuth.  He  made 
all  fpeed  to  Amiterdam,  to  deliver  him  from  this  odd 
fituation  difagreeable  for  a  human  creature ;  but  he  came 
too  late,  for  he  died  in  the  mean  time,  and  (according 
to  a  certificate  of  the  minifter)  had  been  buried  in  the 
ohurch-yard  of  Nieuendam.  Brother  Stach  had  reafon 
to  conclude  from  all  circumftances,  that  he  came  away 
voluntarily,  and  that  this  voyage  had  turned  out  a  bleJT- 
ing  to  him,  and  for  the  deliverance  of  his  foul,  feeing  he 
had  intended  to  go  among  the  favages  again.  The 
family  he  left  behind  bim,  repaired  to  their  own  relations, 
and  wandered  with  them  to  the  north. 


This  diminution  of  fix  people  was  richly  made  up  by 
fixty-feven  new  ones,  which  was  more  than  tenfold  j 
and  thefe  afforded  fuch  good  hopes,  that  fome  of  them, 
who  had  lived  fome  years  in  the  adjacent  places  and  been 
inltru&ed,  were  directly  numbered  among  the  candidates 
for  baptlfm.  When  all  were  together,  they  renewed 
their  cuftomary  autumn -arrangements,  and  regulated  all 
the  inhabitants,  baptized  and  unbaptized,  ana  whoever 
could  and  would  be  taught  (and  indeed  they  all  would) 
into  fifty-two  claJTes,  twenty-one  among  the  men  and 
thirty-ope  among  the  women.  They  began  a  new 
catechifation  of  the  baptized,  and  the  children  were  every- 
day catechifed  in  a  body  together,  befides  their  fchool- 
hours,  when  each  fex  was  taught  feparately.  The 
fmgle  brethren  and  boys  built  a  feparatc  houfe  for  them- 
felves,  where  they  might  live  and  fleep  during  the  winter. 
The  catechifl  confecrated  it  with  a  difcourfe  and  prayer, 
and  they  kept  alfo  a  love-feaft  at  their  entrance.  He 
took  the  fpeciat  inspection  of  it  upon  himfclf,  and  as  he 
had  the  inftruclion  of  the  boys  committed  to  bim,  fo  he 
alfo  took  care  that  each  of  them  might  be  provided  in 
due  time  with  a  kaiak  and  all  necenary  tackle,   which 

was 
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was  given  out  of  the  common  magazine  to  iuch  as  had 
no  father  or  pjoper  mafter. 

The  ufual  Sunday's  and  week-day  meetings  were  con- 
tinued with  new  grace,  and  the  Greenlanders  did  not 
like  to  mifs  any  of  them  without  neceffity.  But  as  the 
meetings  were  obliged  to  be  kept  by  lamp-light  bod) 
morning  and  evening,  on  account  of  tie  exceeding  fhort 
winter-Bays,  that  the  Greenlanders  might  not  be  hindered 
in  procuring  food ;  therefore  it  was  represented  to  them 
as  reasonable,  that .  they  mould  provide  the  lamp-oil 
themfelves  according  to  their  ability,  which  had  hitherto 
been  bought  by  the  brethren  of  them.  They  contented 
quite  willingly  to  it,  and  collected  fo  much  together, 
.  that  there  was  even  an  overplus,  which  they  gave  to  feme 
poor  people. 

$■>• 

One  ignorant  foul  after  another  of  the  new  inhabitants 
was  enlightned,  and  filled  with  a  true  longing  after 
lalvation  in  the  blood  of  Jefus ;  which  one  expreflcd 
more,  another  lets,  but  all  intimated  it  by  their  words, 
and  often  by  their  tears,  fo  that  there  was  no  room  left 
to  doubt  of  the  fmccrity  of  their  mind.  In  confequence 
of  this,  thirty-two  fouls  were  embddied  this  year  into 
the  congregation  by  holy  baptifm.  Ifaac  Kainsek  was 
tiie  firft,  and  his  lifter's  daughter  Maria  Therefa  Arnakok 
was  the  laft.  p 

Twenty-eight  baptized  were  admitted  to  the  holy 
communion,  and  fix  pairs  joined  in  marriage.  Five  of 
the  fixty-feven  new  inhabitants  died  without  baptifm, 
but  they  had  heard  the  gofpel,  and  hot  without  bleflmg. 
Among  the  feventeen  baptized,  that  went  to  their  eternal 
home,  the  five  following  are  the  moft  obfervable. 

I.)  Hedwig,  was  baptized  in  1746,  became  a  commu- 
nicant in  1750,  and  this  year  entered  the  married  ftate. 
Her  courfe  of  life  was  ample,  and  in  humility  joyful, 
and  thence  liable  to  few  vicUEtudcs.  At  the  capelin- 
fifhery  in  Piffikfatbik  fhe  was  feized  With  a  violent  colic 
and  jaundice.  When  it  was  thought  fhe  had  loft  her 
fpcech,  fhe  began  to  fing :  **  Ah  my  heart's  lovely  Jefus- 
*  Chrift,— Thou  haft  the  fofteft  bed,— where  thy 
w  fat-baric  hearts  can'  reft,"  &c.  She  pointed  upwards 
with 
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with  her  finger,  and  uflcf  d  tliofe  who  flood  round  heiy 
if  they  could  not  fee  our  Saviour  ftanding  there  with  hit 
wounds,  and  waiting  feff  her.  Tbeic  were  her  latt 
words,  and  foon  after  ihe  fell  tweedy  ailecp.  Her 
exanimate  body  was  brought  to  Newherrnhutb,  and 
there  buried. 

?.)  £eata,  eiUertM  into  reft  after  a  three  days  har^ 
and  /riiitslejis  labour  in  childbed ;  a  rare  inftance  among 
die  Grsenlanders.  Qn  the  other  hand,  the  lately-depart- 
ed Mofes's  wjdow  ran  home  from  fifhing  0/1  die  ice,  and 
when  ftte  found  fome  ftrangers  in  the  houfe,  retired  to  * 
Greenland  ftore-houfe,  and  there  bore  a  fine  fan,  whicn 
(he  brought  directly  after  to  be  baptized. 

3.)  Thomas,  was  pulled  over  in  his  kaiak  by  a  £al*. 
After  iome  dayj  he  was  found  again,  and  buried  here. 
He  came  hither  in  1743  with  his  brother  Natiianael,  was 
baptized  the  year  after,  and  admitted  to  the  holy  com- 
munion 1750.  He  was  twice  married,  and  conducted 
JiimieJfuiliatjftatejyceaprieft  0/  Qod.  He  was  of* 
lively  temper  and  a  pleafant  converiadon.  But  .the  jewej 
mat  made  him  mod  valuable  and  agreeable  was,  a  heart 
penetrated  by  the  fufterings  of  God,  fo  that  he  rejoiced, 
whenever  ihe  heard  any  dung  fpofcen  qr  fung  of  the 
wounds  of  Jefus. 

4.)  Hejena,  was  one  of  die  firft  that  were  awakened 
and  dwelt  at  JScwberrnhuth,  but  went  loon  after  with 
her  late  bulband  JLaban  again  to  the  north ;  yet  as  .they 
could  find  no  reft  any  where,  they  came  here  again  in 
1743.  CdOCB  her  -being  made  partaker  of  baptifm  and 
the  Lord's-fupper,  (be  has  led  a  quiet  happy  life  in  die 
cpnverfe  with  our  Saviour ;  and  in  her  long  paralytic 
difbrder  ihe  rejoiced  all  that  vifited  her  with  her  bright 
ferene  countenance,  and  her  animating  difcourfe  about 
the  ardent  expectation  ihe  had  of  her  r'eleafe. 

5.)  Boaz,  alias  Okkomiak,  was  one  of  the  firft  inhabi- 
tants here,  but  the  brethren  were  obliged  to  wait  for 
his  entire  converfion  till  the  twelfth  year.  He  .came  to 
us  in  1738  with  his  brother-in-law  Samuel  Kajaraak. 
31ut  when  the  aflaffins  murdered  his  brother  Irmungeidbk 
in  1739,  and  lay  in  wait  for  his  life,  Samuel  conveyed

him 
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him  to  the  fouth  for  fafety.  In  1746  he  came  back,  but 
foon  proceeded  further  north  whh  his  brother  Tiiffillartok: 
But  the  uneafrnefs  of  his  heart  drew  him  back  again  into 
this  country.  Yet  he  held  out  till  1 749  before  he 
entirely  difengaged  himfelf  from  the  favages,  and  all  this 
while  his  now  happily  departed  fifter  Anna  was  forced 
to  take  up  her  abode  constantly  with  him.  At  faff" 
he  drew  nearer,  and  as  he  had  long  counted  the  coft, 
he  now  gave  himfelf  up  without  any  further  demurr  to 
the  Lord  and  his  congregation.  He  was  baptized  in 
1750,  partook  of  the  Lord's-fupper  in  1752,  and  foon 
after  was  Weffed  to  his  marriage  entered  upon  among 
the  heathen.  He  had  a  tender  feeling  of  our  Saviour, 
an  unfeigned  brotherly  love,  a  lowly  mind,  and  an 
humble  Walk.  He  was  an  edification  to  every  body  in 
his  ficknefs,  and  no  one  that  faw  him  could  retrain 
from  tears  of  joy.  Something  like  Jefus  Ihone  out  of 
his  face,  and  as  he  was  otherwife  of  a,  ftlent  difpofitiorf; 
his  expreflions  of  the  wounds,  of  Jefus,  which  bis  living 
faith  now  hoped  to  be  gratified  with  the  light  of,  made 
fo  much  the  greater  impreffion.  When  his  brother,  and 
fome  of  his  acquaintance  ftill  among  the  heathen,  vifit- 
ed  him  on  his  fick  bed,  he  recommended  the  happmefs* 
he  bad  found,  in  fitch  a  lovely  manner  to  them,  that 
they  promifed  with  tears  to  feek  after  it  too.  He  re- 
tained his  fenfes  to  the  laft,  and  often  cried  out :  "  0 
"  hew  beautiful !  O  beta  delightful!  "  And  when  he  was 
afked,  what  it  was?  he  anfwered,  "  My  Saviour !  hit 
**  woundi!"  In  this  manner  he  departed  hence'  to  his 
cvcrlafting  abode  with  a  milling  countenance)  and  left 
ah  indelible  impreffion  upon  all  prefent. 

5  10. 

I  fhall  clofe  this  year's  account  with  fome  incidental 
circumftances.  The  fhip  arrived  June  14,  and  failed 
again  in  Auguft  for  Frederic's-Hope,  but  within  three 
weeks  it  returned  again,  having  fuftained  much  damage 
and  been  expofed  to  much  danger  in  Storms  and  ice. 
Consequently  the  fouth-colony  was  obliged  to  fetch 
their  provisions  from  hence,  and  by.  this  opportunity 
Mr.  Buch  the  miffionary  there,  came  here  on  a  vifit.

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1  This  year  one  of  the  Servants  of  the-  fa&ory  returned 
from  a  voyage  fouthwards  for  the  difcovery  of  the  eaft- 
fide  of  Greenland.  It  feems  as  if  he  had  pushed  forward 
a  few  leagues  further  than  Mr.  Egede  had  done,  and. 
met  with  feveral  good  providing-places  and  many  peo- 
ple, but  there  was,  fo  much  ice,  that  according  to  his 
opinion  it  would  be  difficult  to  land  there,  except  in  the 
month  of  September.  _   .  ,        r  .  ..

Three  years  9go,  two-baptized  families  moved  from 
another  colony,  to; their  relations  in  New-Herrnhut,  and, 
brought  a  hearty  letter  of  recommendation  from  their, 
miffionary  to  the  brethren  j ,  and  lafli  year  they  went 
back  again  with  a  teftimony  of  their.^ood  behaviour,, 
and  a  letter  to  the' miffionary.  Th^s  occafioned  the, 
following  anfwer,  which,  for  the  fate  of- its  edifying; 
contents;  I  muft .  beg,  Ieive  to  communicate,  tranflated 
from  the  Danifh,  and  emitting  unneceflkry  particulars.   ,

The  twenty-second  Year,  1754. 

,      Si- 

THIS  year  was  remarkable  beyond  all  others,  in 
that  the  Lord  in  his  wifdom  (often  unfearchable  to 
man)  was  pleafed  fo  to  vilit  the  Greenland  congregation, 
that  near  fixty  baptized,  without  reckoning  the  unbap- 
tized  catechumens,  were  tranfiocated  out  of  this  time 
into  a  happy  eternity,  which  never  happened,  to  fuch  an 
amount,  before  nor  fine*.  No  month  but  January  and 
December,  was  free  from  inftances  of  mortality.  I  {hall 
now  proceed  to  give  the  account  of  them,  month  after 
month,  and  fubjoin  fome  inward  and  outward  circum- 
ftances  relating  to  the  courfe  of  the  Greenland  con- 
gregation. 

The  year  was  begun  with  the  holy  communion,  af 
which  they  could  be  all  prefent  this  time,  viz.  146 
perfons,  for  they  were  all  in  good  bodily  health,  and  in 
fuch  a  fituation  of  heart,  that  the  brethren  could  rejoice 
in  them. 

The  feftival  and  memorial  days,  that  fell  out  in  this 
month,  were  celebrated  with  grace  and  joy,  viz.  Epiphany, 
which  is  the  Heathen's  feftival,  and  the  19th  of  January, 
which  is  the  memorial-day  of  the  Greenland  million. 
On  the  firft  of  thefe,  viz.  Jan.  6,  was  a  ferrrion  on  Luke 
xi.  28.  Blejfed  are  they  that  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  keep  it  % 
and  in  the  afternoon  on  Eph.  ii.  19,  zo.  New  therefore  ft 
we  no  more  Jlrangers  and  foreigners,  but  fellow-citizens  tuith  an 
Joints,  and  of  the  houjhold  of  Gad ;  and  are  built  upon  the  foun- 
dation of  the  apo/lles  and  prophets,  Jefus  Cbrifi  hitnfelf  being  tht 
thief  eorner-ftone.  la  the  application,  fomething  was  faid 
about  the  reception  among  the  candidates  for  baptifth, 
what  fuch  new  domeftlcs  of  God's  houfhold  have  to 
enjoy,  and  how  they  ought  to  deport  themfelves  in  the 
profpect  of  baptifm  and  the  other  privileges  of  the  houfe 
of  God,  which  they  have  to  await.  Then  fixteen  perfons 
were  received,  viz.  two  married  men,  one  fingje.  .man, 
three  married  women,  five  widows,  and  five  fingle 
women. 
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women.  Afterwards  fome  unbaptized  came  and  ex- 
preffed  their  forrow  with  weeping  eyes,  that  their  hopes 
of  reception  bad  mifcarried,  and  begged  they  might  not 
be  forgotten. 

Jan.  19,  was  the  monthly-e&Bgregation-day.  Ac- 
counts were  read  from  other  congregations  among  the 
heathen:  Then  was  the  preaching  on  Jer.  xxix.  11. 
/  know  the  thoughts  that  J  think  towards  ycu>  faith  the  Lord, 
thoughts  efpeaa,  &c  At  which  the  teacher's  as  well  as 
the  hearers  tears  flowed  more  readily  than  the  words. 
Afterwards  four  perfons  were  baptized,  and  a  fick  wo- 
man in  her  houfe.  At  the  feftiva]  agape  they  called  to 
mind,  to  the  praile  of  our  Saviour,  what  an  aipect 
things  had  here  twenty-one  years  ago,  and  what  had 
been  done  on  this  nation  fince  that  time.  Next,  the 
congregation-day's  leflbn  was  read  and  illuftrated,  which 
is  commonly  one  of  the  Pfalms,  or  a  chapter  out  of 
the  prophets.  Then  a  widow  was  received  among  the 
candidates  for  baptifm,  and  all  was  concluded  with 
prayer  and  thankigiving  kneeling. 

The  other  three  Sundays  of  this  month,  viz.  Jan.  13, 
20  and  27,  were  folemmzed  as  ufual.  -  In  the  Sunday  . 
morning-meeting,  a  part  of  the  litany  of  the  life,  fuf- 
ferings  and  de^th  of  Jews  was  prayed ;  then  a/foort  ex- 
hortation was  given  to  each  choir,  and  fomething  fung 
and  j>rayed  with  the  fucklings.  It  fljas  .often  obferved 
of  flus  laft,  that  a  peculiar  prefence  of  our  Saviour  was 
perceived,  who  ordains  himfelf  praife  from  babes.  The 
texts  of  the  afternoon's  fermons  were  taken  out  of  Epb. 
v.  2.  of  the  returns  of  love  to  Chrift,  who  loved  us  fo  as 
to  die  for  us;  out  of  Ik.  li.  1,  %,  of  the  hole  of.therock 
in  the  holy  fide  of  Jefus,  from  whence  all  believers 
were  born,  and  from  whence  they  derive  their  daily 
nourishment ;  and  laftly  out  of  l/o.  lxi.  10.  of  the 
robe  of  righteouihefs  in  the  blood  of  Chrift.  The  laft 
public  meeting  on  Sundays  for  the  church-litany,  was 
always  enlivened  with  particular  grace,  and  was  not 
willingly  miffed  by  any  one. 

The  week-day  meetings  could  not  always  be  kept  in 

proper  order,   becaufe  fuch  drifts  of  ihow  were  often 

whirled  about,  that  the  people  could  not  fet  their  foot 

out  of  doors.    At  fuch  times  the  Greenland  helpers  kept 

aihort 
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a  (hort  exhortation  or  unging-hour  in  their  houfes; 
and  once  or  twice  every  week  one  of  them  kept  a  dif- 
courfe  in  the  meeting -hall.  The  brethren  improved  fuch 
days  of  reft  in  perfecting  themfelves  in  the  language, 
tranflating  ■  fome thing,  or  reading  the  inftructive  ac- 
counts ^nd  letters  Tent  from  Europe.  But  the  Green- 
landers  that  were  gone  abroad,  to  catch  birds  before  fuch 
ftorms,  fell  frequently  into  the  moll  extreme  danger, 
elpecially  when  great  quantities  of  ice  came  driving 
again  into  the  inlet.  Some  were  obliged  to  make  their, 
retreat  on  an  uninhabited  iftand ;  iome  overfet,  and 
were  brought  to  themfelves,  after  they  had  been  half 
dead  and  frozen ;  and  fome  having  fpent  the  cold  night 
on  a  piece  of  ice,  were  obliged  either  to  go  above  two 
.leagues  over  it  carrying  their  kaiaks,  the  ice  breaking 
•ften  under  them,  or  to  make  their  way  through  it. 

$>• 

In  February,  things  proceeded  in  the  fame  Wetted 
track,  but  their  outward  cifcumftances  were  no  better. 
The  reaft  of  the  prefentation  of  Jefus  in  the  temple  on 
the  2d  of  February,  being  Sunday,  was  accordingly 
celebrated;  only  that  on  account  of  the  bad  weather,  a 
fermon  was  kept  on  Luit  ii.  inftead  of  the  choir-meet- 
ings, and  in  the  application  the  widowers  and  widows 
were  wifhed  fuch  a  joy  at  the  corifolation  of  Ifrael,  as 
Simeon  and  Anna  felt  when  they  faw  Jefus  and  took 
him  up  in  their  arms.  Afterwards  the  holy  communion 
was  held. 

On  the  congregation  -  day  the  17th,  after  public 
preaching  on  1  John  v.  6,  7.  ten  perfons  were  baptized. 
They  anfwered  the  queftions  made  them  with  a  modeft- 
readinefs,  and  let  many  a  tear  drop  from  their  eyes. 
And  after  a  difcourfe  about  reception,  eight  catechu- 
mens, who  had  repeatedly  expreued  their  defire,  were 
received  among  the  candidates  and  prayed  for. 

In  general  the  brethren  found,  in  the  conferences  they 
held  with  the  keepers  of  clafles  pr  helpers,  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  wrought  with  great  aifiduity  on  the  hearts  of  the 
new  inhabitants,  and  they  were  rejoiced  with  charming 
feftimOnials  fometimes  of  one,  and  fometimes  of  ano- 
ther. 

Vol.  E.  O  Laft 
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Daft' month  four  children  were  bora  and  baptized;' 
hut  in  this  month  only  one.  Afbn  was  alfoborn  to  the 
miflfonary  John  Beck,  who  received  the  name  of  Cbri- 
Jtian-Raiaius  in  baptifm. 

Feb.  4,  a  lively  youth,  of  particular  good  hopes,  de- 
parted this  life  happily  of  a  lingering  confumptioiL. 
They  write  of  him  as  follows :  "  Our  Chriftian  was 
«*  born  in  the  north,  An.  1737,  came  to  us  in.  1746, 
«<  was  baptized,  the  year  after,  and  admitted  to  the  holy 

■  "  communion  in  1750,     He,  had  a  bright  and  ready 

■  «c  genius,  foon  learnt  inthefchool  to  read  and  write  Green- 
.«  landifh  and  German,  and  did  us  great  fervice  in  copying 
«  and  tranflating.  He  alio  learnt  Something  of  mufic* 
•'  and  by  that  means  helped  to  bring  the  Singing  into 
«  better  order.  At  the  lame  time  he  by  no  means  ne- 
"  glecVed  to  attain  due  dexterity  in  the  Greenland  arts 
*«  and  occupations.  No  one  that  fawbira  could  help

*(  Saviour  to  have  mercy  on  me.  At  laft  he  was  gra*r 
"  clous  to  me,  and  took  me  again  to  the  enjoyment  o£ 
*'  his  flcfti  and  blood.     Then  my  heart  grew  warm  and 

*  happy  anew.  Now  I  have  given  him  my  heart  en-. 
**  tirely>  and  I  will  Euro  my  eyes  no  mote  from  him.! 

"My 
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*f  My  heart  Ls  our  Saviour's,  and  is  one  with  the  be- 
"  lievers,  and  our  Saviour  is  in  the  midft  of  us." 

(  la  his  ficknefs  he  often  fang  h\s  favourite  verfes  :  "O, 
"  Head  fo  fur!  of  bruifes,  &c.  Ill  here  with  thee 
**  continue, — tho'  poor,  defpife  me  not,"  &c.  No- 
body could  vifit  him  without  tears  of  joy.  When  ha 
obferved  that  his  rcleafe  drew  nigh,  he  afked  feveral 
tunes,  if  the  Lord's-fupper  would  not  be  foon  again,  and. 
having  fatisfied  his  longing  the  fecond  in  ft  ant,  he  went 
(tv day  out  of  this  vale  of  mifery  to  the  congregation' 
above  m  the  feventeenth  year  of  his  age ;  and  our  fincere' 
thanks  a  (tended  with  him,  that  our  Saviour  gave  him  to* 
us,  and  left  him  fo  Ion?  to  our'joy  and  lervice." 

The  loth,  the  fingle  filter  Shulamith  followed  him. 
A  St.  Anthony's  fire,  which  fucceeded  a  boil  that  broke 
out  in  her  face,  was  the  means  of  her  going  to  our 
Saviour,  the  unfeen  object  of  her  faith  and  love. 

■The  12th,  the  widower  Baraillai  followed  her,  the' 
eldeft  man  in  the  place.    He  was  a  perfon  of  fenfe  and' 
diftin&ion  among  the  Greenlanders,  and  the 
numerous  family,  moil  of  whom  came  here 
and  frayed;  or  rather  his  children  brought  h 
efpecially   his  daughter  Bathiheba,    who  wa 
long  before  him.     (See  An'.  1746,     §  2-) 
was  ftill  among  the  heathen,  he  once  alked  < 
miffionaries :    "  Haft  thou  feen  the  God    W 
"  fpeakdr  fo  much  of?"  The    mruionary 
**  I  have  not  yet  feen  him,   but  Hove  him  u, 
"  heart,  tnd  I  and  all  true  believers  fhall  one 
V  with  our  bodily  eyes."     This  confident  ar 
have  occafioned  a  deep  impremon  and  a  gre 
reflection  in  him,  becaufe,  after  he  was  bapti 
year  1747,  he  ftul  very  often  called  it  to  mind.    The. 
brethren  had  caufe  to  rejoice  heartily  at  the  ftill,  butt 
happy  walk  of  this  old  man ;    and  yet  they  did  not  dis- 
cover till  in  his  ficknefs,  what  lay  in  the  deepeft  recedes 
of  his  heart,    for  while  he  lay  in  racking  pains  of  the 
colic  he  was  extraordinary  happy,  and  when  it  remitted 
in  the  leaft,  hc-fung  the  fweeteft  verfes  of  the  fufferings 
•fGod;  among  the  reft :  "  My  own  wounds  of  Jefus,— 
**  mine,  mine  ye  're  forely ;— -it  is  as  if  you  were  oJSen'J 
**  purely— for  me  alone.9   Again :  "  Thy  Spirit  of  glad- 
O  a  "  neli 
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**  nefs  give  me  pow'r,— heal  me  with  all  thy  bruilcs  ;— 
**  walh  me  in  my  departing  hour— with  thy  fweat's 
**  bloody  juices, — and  take  me  home,  when  thou  Hull 
*'.  pleafe, — that  I  in  faith  may  end  my  days, — and  go  to 
"  thy  elefled," 

A  young  woman  called  Abigail,  who  was  baptized 
Jan.  19,  alio  went  home  this  month.  She  completed 
the  number  of  a  hundred  that  had  gone  home  to  our' 
Saviour  in  New-Herrnhuth,  and  this  hundred  wasjuft 
a  quarter-part  of  all  the  Grecnlanders  baptized  fince 
j  y  39-'  Let  their  bones  flourifb.  again  out  of  their  place. 
(fcha.  xlix.  16.) 

§3-' 

The  monftrous  cold  that  laired  all  laft  month,  rofe  t« 
fuch  a  pitch  in  March,  that  the  windows  and  the  Hones 
burft.  At  the  lame  time  there  were  fuch  floats  of  ice, ' 
that  it  was  but  feldom  any  one  could  put  to  fea,  and 
when  the  cncrealifig  famine  obliged  the  Grecnlanders  to 
venture  out,  the  leaft  variation  of  the  wind  put  them  in 
imminent  danger.  The  Angle  brother  Lot  loft  his  life 
by  it.  He  had  retreated  to  an  iflaiid,  and  next  day,  when 
he  attempted  to  go  home,  he  was  crufhed  between  the 
ice,  and  driven  away  with  it,  fo  that  he  could  not  be 
faved.  At  laft  the  inlet  was  quite  covered  with  ice,  fo 
that  a  perfon  might  walk  on  foot  from  the  ifiands 
fix  leagues  off  to  the  colony.  As  foon  as  the  communi- 
cation was  open  again,  they  faw  and  heard  the  great 
mifery  of  the  poor  heathen,  who  came  in  a  ftarving 
condition  to  get  food.  As  long  as  our  people  had  any 
thing,  they  freely  parted  with  it,  and  let  no  one  go 
hungry  away.  • 

They  could  have  no  thought  of  vifiting  the  heathen  in 
fuch  circumitanccB,  but  they  themfelves  came  in  their 
fcajaks ;  indeed  they  came  only  out  of  temporal  motives, 
but  yet  they  always  heard  fomething  on  thefc  occafioni, 
that  might  be  profitable  for  their  fouls  in  their  diftreis, 
and  as  foon  as  the  paflage  was  fully  open,  one  family 
came  to  flay.  In  the  mean  time  the  teachers  took  a 
particular  care  of  the  unbaptized  inhabitants.  They 
round  moil  of  them  very  defirous  of  being  taught,  and 
growing  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  and  the  longing 
after 
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after  baptifm.  At  (peaking  once  with  an  old  widower, 
he  expre/red  himfclf  thus:  '.'  I  am  i  til  I  very  fulfill,  and 
''  Men  I  hear ,  how  I  am  to  get  acquainted  with  the 
."  Saviour,  I  foon  fbi-get  die  words  again.  But  .yet 
*'  I  hare  obferved  three  expreiEons,  'which  I  bear  con* 
■*  ftanrjy  in  mind;  1.)  Dear.  Saviour,  I  am  good  for 
**■  nothing,  have  mercy  on  me !    2.)  Make  me  to  believe 

,*'  in  thee.   3. )  Waih  me  with  thy  blood  from  my  defile- 
**  ment,  and  bring  me  into  fuch  a  ftace,  as  I  ihould  be 

'**  in,  in  order  to  be  laved. "     Not  long  after,  this  man 

•tod  four  other  catechumens  were  received  among  the 

candidate*  for  baptifm.     But  being  with  the  reft  on  the 

fiflicry,  he  left  the  world  before  he  was  baptized,  yet  in 

reliance  on  the  merits  and  mercy  of  Jefus.

Soon  after  the  widow  Rebecca,  the  only  grown  pertbn 
.  baptized  this  month,  departed  this  life  happily  and  with 

an  earneft  longing  to  fee  her  Saviour.

In  April  the  cold  broke  at  Jail,  and  the  ice  drove  from 
the  land  to  lea.  Our  Greemanders,  notwithflandiiuj 
their  distributions  to  the  poor,  had  hitherto  got  through 
pretty  well,  though  in  other  places  many  had  died  again 
for  hunger.  And  now  they  could  go  again  after  their 
food,  and  brought  home  fame  hailibuts  and  feals,  which 
are  a  rarity  at  this  feafon.  Now  alio  the  mifllonaries 
O  3       ,  could 
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could  vifit  the  heathen  again,  and  were  received  and 
heard  in  a  friendly  manner  by  their  ofd  acquaintance) 
but  yet  in  general  they  did  not  lay  the  matter  much  to 
heart.  It  was  rather  found,  that  the  word  made  a  deeper 
Jmpreffiort  on  the  perfectly  Grange  arid  ignorant  Greeri- 
landers,  than  ori  their  old  acquaintance,  who  were 
accuftomed  to  it.  '.Having  vitited  -  in  all  the  houfes,  add 
initru£ted  all  that  deftr«T  it-,  in  the ; Way  bf  falvatiorl; 
they  returned  home,  and  brought  a  woman  on  a  vifif, 
and  a  boy  to  flay,  with  the  content  of  lih- father.  ' ' 

,:  Then  they  ■celebrated  the  iblemn  arid  bleffed  feafon  of 
Paffion-week,  read  everyday  a  portion  out  of  the-Paffion- 
hjftbry,  fpoke  .with  the  communicants  concerning  the 
Lortl's-f  uft ion-agape,    artd    the

''   Oh  Eafter-mornme  early,   the  congregation  went  to 
mind  the  eighteen  brethren 
ere  gone  home  fince  laft 
hops  of  a!  joyful  refurred- 
y  fellowOiip  with  them  and 
id  the 'throne1  of  the-LamB, 
After  their  return  to  the  chapel,  a  fcrmon  was  preached 
'pn  our  participating  of  our  SaviourV'reft  Tn^thfc  grave 
'and  his  refurreirioh.     Then  followed  the  exhortations  tb 
every  choir.      In  the  afternoon  ;  ten    candidates  were 
ipoken  with  once  more,  and,  after  the  feftival-difcourfc, 
on^f«M,vi,3,  4.  they  were  buried  into  the  death  of  jefus.

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"EmmaUs,  which  made  their  hearts  burn  within  them. 
-But  they  were  obliged  to  fpend  the  third  holiday  m 
'turning  »ff  thewater  that  Was  rifen  bytbe  melting  of ^ 
■deep  (now  and  Tilling  of  a  great  rain,  and  poured  every 
-where  into  the  houfe.  Laftly  they  interred  the  corpfe  6f 
•the  youth  John,  who  had  departed  happily  in  a  con - 
riiimption. 

■  -Some  days- after,-  three  pair  were  married,  and  then 
the  moll  needy  families  betook  themfelves  to  their  pro- 
viding-placcs  in  th«_  iflands,  but  came  again  the.fecond 
-Sunday  after  Softer  to  the  preaching  and  congregation  - 
■day,  when  the  difcourfe  was  on  the  good  Shepherd  that 
:4aid  down  his  own  life  for  his  loft  fheep,  and  then  'four 
(perfons  were  baptised.  ■ 

Many  Dutch -men  came  to  the -preaching,  who  were 
alnaxed  to  find  fitch  a  large  flock  of  baptized  Green-; 
pandas.  They  belonged  ■  to  a  fleet  of  fourteen  whale- 
-fiAers.  Six  of  thefe  veffels  ran  into  BaJlVRiver  to  avoM 
the  ice,  and  lay  at  anchor  for  a  fortnight  a  couple  of 
'leagues  from  the  colony.  But  the  other  eight  were 
impounded  by  the  iee  without;  Thefe'were  not  the  beft 
■opportunities  for  the  Greenlanders-,  and  if  they  are  warned 
eycr  fo  much  againft  it,  yet  they  cannot  always  with- 
stand the  allurements  of  a  multiplicity  of  new  things, 
«fpecially  of  fome  Uncommon  dainty  difh,  by  which  |t 
may  well  be  believed  many  a  one  might  fljay  from  his 
heart,  and  lofe '  fomewhat  of  his  connexion  with  our 
Saviour.  Thus  it  happened  now.  that  one  who  was 
-baptized  but  this  year,  having  been  taxed  with  feme 
•mlfcarriage,  fufrcrcd  the  -Jailors  to'  take  the  advantage 
■of  his  refentmenr,  and  perfuade  him  to  go  with  them  to 
Europe;  and  it  coft  trouble  enough  to  divert  his  and  the 
-iailors  thoughts- from  rt. 

In  other  rafpeAs  hoth  the  crew  and  the  commanders 
*kHaved  in'a  very  fri&ioly  and  drftreet  manner  towards 
*vefy  body,  and  were  very'  much  pleafed  and  affected 
with  what  they  faw  and  heard.  They  a!fo  brought  a 
■dead  corpfe  amore,  requefting  the  brethren  to  grant  It 
!«hriftian  burial.  On  this  occafion  they  difcovered, 
though  too  late,  that  a  Contagious  drfremper  prevailed  in 
tbefe  veflels,  at  leaftjn  one  of  them.  Multitudes  of 
Greenlanders,  both  thriftians  and  heathens,  had  crept 
—  -     ■      .   -         -  O4  ■'  «■■■•   -  aboat 
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about  in  every  corner  of  every  fhip,  and  had  been  treat- 
ed with  foreign  victuals,  especially  with  peafe,  which 
they  eat  with  the  greater  excels,  at  fharp  hunger  had  for 
fome  months  pretty  well  whetted  their  appetite.  .Ac- 
cordingly it  was  not  long  before  a  diforder  broke  out, 
firft  among  the  favages,  and  then  among  the  chriftians, 
which  carried  off  a  great  many,-  at  kail  for  fourteen 
leagues  round. 

is- 

In  May  the  brethren  were  obliged  to  think  of  coIlecV 
ing  wood,  hunting  rein-deer,  and  catching  falmon ;  and 
this  furniflied  them  with  an  opportunity  of  vifiting  the 
heathen,  as  well  as  their  own  fcattered  congregation, 
and  of  bringing  a  trophy  from  this  or  the  other  place  for 
pur  Saviour.  At  this  period  fuch  occafional  vifits  weic 
perhaps  the  moil  bleft ;  for  many  a  wild  creature  that 
hardened  htmfelf  againft  the  truth  when  he  was  ex- 
prefsly  applied  to,  was  unobfervedly  fmitten  in  his  heart 
upon  fome  outward  occanon,  which  wrought  the  more 
unoppofed,  the  lefs  he  regarded  it  at  the  tula. 

In  the  firll  part  of  the  month  many  farages  came  on 
a  viiit:  but  as  foon  as  the  raging  ficknels  made  its  ap- 
pearance among  our  people,  bringing  in  its  train  coughs, 
ear-ach,  and  pleuritic  witches,  and  carrying  off  fome- 
body  almoft  every  day,  they  fled  far  away  through  the 
fear  of  death,  and  did  not  foon  (hew  their  faces  again. 
But  thofe  new  people  that  had  moved  to  the  brethren 
the  winter  or  fpring  before,  though  they  were  not  bap- 
tized, had  yet  known  fo  much  of  the  happy  exits  of  true 
chriftians,  or  bad  profited  lb  much  by  their  converfation, 
that  they  had  no  thoughts  of  flying,  but  looked  death 
in  the  face  without  fear.  It  was  a  little  Angular,  that 
the  fickle  reaped  its  harveft  properly  among  the  baptized, 
and  principally  out  of  the  moft  uieful  helpers.  The 
pain  at  their  lots,  and  the  joy  at  their  happy  departure, 
kept  an  even  ballance.  But  that  fome  of  the  mod  ca- 
pable heads  of  families  were  called  hence  among  the  reft, 
and  thereby  much  augmented  the  number  of  widows  and 
orphans,  which  was  large  before,  was  a  pain  of  long 
duration ;  becaufe  the  providing  for  them,  and  cfpecialiy 
for  the  fucking  children,  accumulated  the  embaraflmencs 
of  the  miflionaries,  and  the  toils  of  the  few  remaining 
able 
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able  Greenlandersv  though  they  deported  themfeives  in 
the  affair  as  behove*  christians. 

The  miifionaries  knew  not  in  what  light  they  fliould 
look  upon  this  breach  among  their  people  |  whether 
they  ihouJd  conftme  it  by  thele  words :  His  foul  pUajed 
the  Ltrdy  tbtrefire  hafttd  be  it  take  htm  away,  Sec.  (Wild, 
iv.  14.)  or  by  thofe  other :  Tbt  titm  is  cttrtt,  that  judg- 
ment muji  htgin  at  tbt  baufi  of  Ged.  ( 1  Pet.  iv.  17.)  At 
leaft,  they  were  induced  to  thoughts  of  the  laft,  becaufe 
a  cettain  unbridled  liberty  had  got  head,  to  the  preju- 
dice of  the  outward  order,  which  never  occurred  again, 
at  leaft  not  Co  generally,  after  this  great  breach.  But 
be  this  as  it  will,  they  refigned  themfeives  and  their 
people  into  the  hands  of  the  faithful  Creator  and  Re- 
deemer of  their  fouls,  who  knew  how  to  tranfmute  their 
tears  into  oil  of  gladnefs  by  ample  confolation  in  thofe 
committed  to  their  charge. 

The  firft  that  went  home,  was  the  miiEonary  John 
Beck's  little  daughter  Elizabeth,  three  yeats  old,  a  child 
that  had  given  its  parents  and  the  Grecnlanden  much 
joy  with  its  pretty  carriage  and  finging  of  verfes.  She 
was  the,  firft  of  the  European  inhabitants  at  New-Herm- 
huth,  that  was  called  home  to  our  Saviour,  for-  Mrs.  * 
Drachart  was  there  only  en  a  viJxt.  The  texts  of  the 
day,  when  the  fickle  made  the  beginning  of  gathering 
fo  many  fouls  into  the  joy  of  their  Lord,  were  very  par- 
ticular, viz.  A  littlt  vjhilt,_and  ye  /bail  Jet  me.  (John 
xvi.  16.)  "  So  we'll  ftaiid  waiting."  When-  tbt  King 
•  turned  himftlf  *  lime,  my  jpiitnard  fent- firth  the  fineil  there- 
of. (Cant.  i.  12.)     "  My  longing  foul  he  blefles." 

Soon  after,  Peter,  one  of  the  moft  eminent  Green- 
land helpers^  followed.:  He  was  baptized  in  174.6,  and 
in  procefs  of  time  was  made  partaker  of-  all  church- 
hleffings  and  privileges  in  this  militant  ftate.  Even  while 
he  was  among  the  lavages,  he  was  a  man  of  figure,  not 
only  on  account  of  his  great  family,  hut  alio  of  his 
good  fenfe  and  ferioufiiefs,  and  our  Greenlanders  looked 
upon  him  as  their  leader.  They  modelled  themfeives  all 
by  him;  and  if  any  did  not  go  on  regularly,  he  knew 
how  to  bring  them  into  order  ay  his  gentle  and  yet  ear- 
neft  method.     If  he  himfelf  committed  a  miftake,  be 
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wept  for-forgivenefs ;  if  he  had  any  thing  that  burdened 
i  ihisheart, -He  cOuW.Tnot«)ong'Conceal.it.  The  concerns 
of  the  congregation  lay  very  elofe  to  his  heart;  and 
when  her  apprehended  *hey  ■did  not  go  on  aright,  he 
-would  fay  to  tfie  miffionaries :  "An,  dear  brethren, 
-"  what  muft  you -and  our  Saviour  feet,  when  it -afteels 
.**  mefe!"  -itfe-was  occupied  day  arid  night  .wit&  the 
-fubjeift  of  God's  fufrerings,  and  what  he  (poke  &>o\it 
■it  to  his  people,  -went  -from  heart  to  heart,  ik  had 
entertained  ■thong&ts  of  going  home  for  a  long  time,  and 
during  -his  fiaiflefs,'  which  Wei  him  at  Pmiklarbik  at 
A  diftance  from  his  teachers,  they  -fay,  he  was  in'  die 
■'beginning  foinewhat  thoughtful,  -but  at  laft  exceeding 
chearful  and  lively,  (hough  he  vrts  commonly  of  a  ftifi 
temper.  After' a  fhort  but  affecting  farewel  with  his 
wife  and  three  children,  -he'fcH  foftly-and  happily  afleep 
-the  25th  of  May.  I  find  ibmething  about  it  in  a  letter 
which  his  wife  wrote  the  year  folwwmg,  yJhieh'I'wai 
;iiifart:    '■  .'.."'

Qn'tbe.Iaft  day.of  this  month  fdur  corpfes  werjc 
-depdfited  in  the  ground  jat  the  fame  time,  which  were 
,all  quitted. by  the, foul  iaPiflikiarbik.  fince.the  25th  in- 
,ftarit,  viz.  two  own  brothers  Aaron  and  .Philip,  (h^r 
'nephew  Henry,  and  a  cliifci  Daniel.  The  firft  >as  one 
■at  the  helpers,  and  a  particularly  jealous  wi,tnefs  qi 
Jeius,as  well  in  the  met;  ting- hall  as  among  the  favages. 
'We  .was -the  firft  of  his  .family  that  raoyeji  hither  frpm 
the  fouth  in  1746,  and  foon  after  lie  drew  his  throe 
-brothers  after  him.  His  walk'  was  amiable  .and  cdifyiiig.

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In  thewiean  tim&.Jobi  .  fieclt  followed,  i«fe?  Greta- 

■  Jandera'to  the  cipelinr-iiflieryi  who  had  ;etnbarked  for 

■  «:  top  -early  and  m  a  fotle  fdiforder.     Jie  io*md  thejn 
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fcattered-,  and  almoft  every  one  fick.  Their  joy  at  hit 
*unexpeded  arrival  {for  they  had  left  him  fick  at  home) 
made  moft  of  them  gather  ir>und  him,  though  the  ca- 
lamity was  thereby  only  inereafed  before  his  eye**  efpev 
cially  when  he  (aw  lb  many  children,  whom  nobody 
could  provide  food  for.  Inwardly  he  found  them  all 
pretty  much  renamed,  and  moft  of  them  ardently  long* 
ing  to  go  to  our  Saviour.  He  vifited  them  continually, 
and  kept  an  enlivening  difcourfd  {btnetimes  in  one  tent, 
and  fomeiimes  in  another.  Many  of  the  current  word* 
of  the  day  were  delightfully  applicable  to- their  cafe,  as ; 
/  inaw  tint  my  Rtdetmtr  Jivnb,  &c.  Wefhalljt*  bim  at  it 
ii.  Ht  Jhoil  cbmgi  Mr  nit  body,  &c.  But  he  birnftlf 
was  not  long  well,  for  a  quotidian  fever  or  ague  foen- 
feehled  him,  that  he  could  fcarce  walk  with  the  help  of 
a  flick.  Mean  while  he  kept  the  Whitfun-fcftival  with 
the  few  that  could  come  to  him,  and  preached  on  JiJi  ii. 
Soon  after  he  was  rejoiced  with  a  vifit  of  Matthew  Stach, 
who  came  lately  with  the  fhip,  and  was  to  accompany* 
'•the  cateehift  Bwlennorft  back,  whofe  place  of  infpe&ion 
over  the  youths  Matthew  Kuns  was  come  to  utppry. 
He  came  out  of  Moravia,  and  had  been  in  Labrador 
two  years'  ago.  Now  as  fomc  corpses  already  lay 
above  the  ground,  and  more  were  expected,  which 
could  not  well  be  conveyed  far  for  burial,  and  yet  they 
did  not  like  to  bury  them  in  fcanered  places,  therefore 
they  looked  out  a  fui  table  place  for  a  bury  big-ground  in 
Piffikfarbik,  consecrated  it  on  the  nth  of  June  with 
prayer,  and  interred  the  three  firft  corpfes,  viz. 

I.)  Peter,  a  married  man,  who  came  to  the  brethren 
in  1745  like  a  wild  lion,  but  was  foon  converted  into  a 
gentle  Iamb.  His  wife,  the  happily-departed  Sophia  *, 
was  baptised  in  Kangek  long '  before  him,  and  we  may 
fay  that  this  her  hufband  was  the  principal,  yet  not  the 
only  prize  {he  won  by  her  teftimony  and  faithful  per- 
feverancfl.  —     ->    ■ 

2.)  Sibylla,  a  widow;  the  was  laid  hold  of  in  1740  by 
the  late  Samuel  Kajarnak's  words,  but  was  obliged  to 
follow  her  bulband  Tettamak,  the  well-known  angekok 
'»nd  murderer,  twice  to  the  north.  But  after  his  death 
'  flie  came  with iher  three  children,  and  obtained  the  joyful

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accomplifement  of  her  wiflj,  to  live  with  the  believers,  - 


to  be  baptized,  and  now  to  go  to  our  Saviour. 
3.)  Martin,  a  child,  a  year  old. 
The  other  bodies  had  been  carried  to  New-Hermhutb, : 


befides  thefe,  Jofeph,  a  married  man,  bad  been  oYcrfet 
by  a  fcal  and  drowned.  His  two  brothers-in-law  were 
but  lately  buried,  fo  that  three  own  fiiters  entered  into 
the  ftate  of  widowhood  pretty  much  about  the  fame 
time,  and  many  children  became  poor  orphans. 

ScarceadaypafiinNew-Herrnhuth  without  a  burial ; 
nay  once  three  corpfes  were  laid  in  the  lilent  tomb  at 
eiie  time.    I  (hall  mention  fome  of  them. 

I.)  The  widow  Veronica;  (he  often  wept  about  her 
Itnfulnefs,  but  rejoiced  that  fee  had  a  Saviour  that  re- 
ccivcth  tinners. 

,  2.J  Mary. Barbara,. a  bleffed  helper  among  the  mar- 
ried women,  a  faithful  mother  and.  benefactrefs  to  the 
poor,  a  heart  that  adhered  to  our  Saviour  with  tender 
affe<3ion,  and  one  who  imitated  Mary  by'  pondering 
every  thing  ihe  heard  in  a  calm  and  peaceful  heart.'. 
In  a  letter  of  hers  fee  lays.:  "  When  I  think  of  you, 
"  my  eyes  run  over  with  tears  of  love ;  and  when  I  go 
"  from  hence,  I  mall  rejoice  with  you  in  the  eternal 
"  ftate,  where  we  (hall  behold  our  Saviour  with  his 
*'  wounds  without  intermiffion,  and  walk  before  his 
"  face.  I  kits  his  wounds,  becaufe  I  love  them ;  and 
"  I  rejoice,  though  I  am  very  poor  and  fmful,  for  I 
**  know  that  my  Saviour  will  think  of  my  fins  no  more. 
"  I  erect  you  all,  and  you  have  me  for  your  lifter, 
•■*  Mary  Barbara." 

3.)  Andrew,  an  extraordinary  fenfible  and  ufeful 
-helper,  and  wjtnefs  among  his  people.  His  difcourfes 
in  the  meeting-hall  had  (omething  peculiarly  agreeable 
and  heart-affecting ;  and  when  he  (poke  with  the  hea- 
then, it  was  attended  with  concern  and  cordial  com-' 
paffion  at  their  ignorance  and  mifery ;  fo  feat  they  fel- 
dom  went  away  without  feeling  famethmg.  He  him- 
fclf  had  a  tender  "heart,  and  our  Saviour's  , electing 
him,  feekjng  him,  bringing  him  on  his.  arms  to  his 
flock,  and  letting  him  have  paihire  on  his  merits,  was 
to  great  and  important  to 'him,  feat  he  could  feldom 
fpeak  of  it  without  tears.  This  alio  was  commonly  the 
■    .        iubje6t 
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fubje£l  of  his  difcourfes  to  his  countrymen,  and  both 
they  and  the  Europeans  had  a  great  love  and  regard  for 
him.  Two  years  ago  he  dictated  the  following  words 
in  a  letter :  "  I  hang  upon  and  dafp  out  Saviour  con- ' 
**  tinually  in  truth.  He  takes  all  pains  to  keep  our' 
«  heart  as  a  clear  fountain,  even  when  we  art  fcattered.' 
*'  among?  the  heathen.  We  are  acquitted  from  pu- 
*'  nilhment,  becaufe  our  Saviour  took  it  upon  himfelf. 
*  O  lei  us  heartily  rejoice  every  day.in  our  Saviour." 

They  received  an  account  from  Piffikfarbik,  that  fome 
were  again  departed  this  life;  and  interred  in  the  burying- . 
gruuna  there ;  however  raoft  of  them  recovered,  and 
could  lay  in  the  needful  flock  of 'capeltns.  They  kept 
alfo  together,  and  followed  the  two  helpers,  to  whom 
the  miffionary  had  committed'  the  general  infpe£tion 
when  he  took  leave. 

§  7- 

The  beginning  of  July,  moft  of  them  came  back 
from  the  caperjn-nfhery,  but  many  others  were  dif- 
perfed  in  the  iflands  and  the  found,  and  could  not!  well 
come  home  for  ficknefi.  The  turf-labour,  which  takes 
up  moft  of  the  brethren's  time  in  this  month,  gave  them 
an  opportunity  of  vifiting  them  frequently.  Moft  of 
them  came  home  when  they  heard  that'  the  Lord's- 
.  fupper  would  be  adrninifterea,  and  it  was  found  that 
their  foul  hungered  the  more  after  it,  as  they  had  par- 
took "of  none  Tince  May ;  and  many  had  found  in  the 
fitknefs  they  were  recovered  from,  how  necefiary  it  is1 
to  come  into  a  true  and  clofe  connexion  with  our  Sa- 
viour. The  ficknefs  now  began  to  flacken1;  however 
the  following  perfons,  among  others,  departed  in  this' 
month.  ' 

1.)  Caroline,  a  very  fenfrble  young  perfon,  who  was 
foon  to  have  been  confirmed  for  me  Lord's -fupper. 
She  was  with  her  mother  and  the  reft  of  her  relations 
when  flie  grew  lick,  exprefted  uncommon  chearfulneis 
under  it,  comforted  her  mother  and  her  brothers'  and 
Afters  that  wept  over  her,  and  fang  hcrfelf  into  her 
happy  fleep. 

2.  J  Withelmina,  one  of  the  booties  that  were  gained ' 

on  that  perilous  voyage  from  the  north,  1746.    She  was 

a  refpectable  difciplefs  of  Jeius,  who  as  a  poor  firmer 

tenderly 
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tenderly  loved  hep  unfeen  wounded  Friend,  and  like 
Tabitha,  had  a  maternal  companion  and  active  fym- 
pathy  towards  all  that  were  in  need,  efpecially  poor 
little  children.  Her  little  daughter,  throe  years  old, 
followed  her  an  hour  after,  and  was  laid  in  the  bed  of 
earth  in  her  arms ;  and  a  fortnight  after,  the  remains  of 
her  hufband  Noah  were  alfo  depofited  in  the  refining 
earth.  He  likewife  was  a  peaceful,  uninterruptedly 
happy  difciple  of  Jefus,  and  an  ufeful  helper  among  his 
nation.  I  find  the  following  words  of  his :  "  My  heart 
"  leaps  within  me,  bccaufe  my  Saviour  has  accepted  of: 
*,*  me.  Though.  I  have  not  yet  feen  his  wounds,  yet  £ 
"  can  never  let  them  go  out  of  my  mind*  Thanks  od' 
"  to  God,  that  my  fom  hath  found  a  place;  of  reft  there 
"  Mow  mv  Jov  m  my  Saviour  w'"  have  no  end;"  . , 

This  was  the  kit  mat  nnifhed  his  race  by  occafion  of 
the  infectious  diforder  that  had  reigned  for  three  months.' 
.Vet  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  his  two  children' 
followed  him,  fo  that  fix  perfons  died  out  of  one  family. 
Thus  in  all  thirty-  feven  perfons  were  curied  off,  and,: 
except  perhaps  a  couple  of  children,  by  this  peftilentiai 
difeafe.  This  made  a  great  breach j  yet  no  one  repined; 
at  their  entering  into  the  joy  of  their  Lord,  which  is  fo 
ardently  defired  by  all  children  of  God,  but  rather 
rejoiced,  though  with  a  mixture  of  tears,  that  fo  many' 
were  again  delivered  fronvfinand  from  all  the  calamities 
of  the  earth,  and  transplanted  into  eyerlafting  fecurtry 
and  reft  in  the  wounds  of  Jefus.  The  Ordinary*  of  the 
brethren  fent  from  ■  England .  his  thoughts  upon:  it  to' 
the  mifiionaries  in  the  following  lines-; 

The  many  Indians  happy  end 

(O  what  a  play  of  grace !) 
Doth  many  tears  of  gladnefs  blend 

With  thole  of  tendernefe. 

That  dreadfull'ft  thing  in  nature's  viewy

Scarce  any  of  the  Europeans  here  or  at  the  colony 
efcaped  this  year  without  forne  diforder  or  other ;  among 
the  reft,  the  faftor  Mr.  Molzau  ftniggled  with  a  fevere 
ficknefs,  and  recovered.  Soon  after  he  and  his  family 
went  back  to  Copenhagen,  and  not  long  after  that,  he 
departed  this  life.  He  had  been  thirteen  years  at  Good- 
hope,  was  a  lover  of  Jefus,  and  a  particular  friend  of 
the  brethren.  His  place  was  fupplied  by  Mr.  Lars 
Dalagcr,  who  before  had  lived  as  factor  in  Frederic's- 
hopc  The  preceding  month  the  flrip  went  to  Fiwer's- 
Inlet,  thirty-fix  leagues  fouth  of  Good-hope,  where  a 
factory  was  eftablifhed  for  trade.  The  brethren  Matthew 
Stitch  and  Michael  Ballenhorft,  who  went  in  her  to 
Europe,  took  this  opportunity  to  vifrt  the  heathen  at 
Fi&erVbay. 

Our  Greenlanders,  having  been  at  the  congregation- 
day  on  the  4th  of  Auguft,  now  betook  themfelves  moft- 
ly  to  the  halibut-nfhery  at  Kookcernen,  which  turned ^ 
out  very  poorly  this  time,  on  account  of  the  mifty  and 
fiiowy  weather.  The  brethren  vifited  them  frequently, 
efpecially  as  about  this  time  they  buy  many  of  thefe 
large  fiih  of  them,  and  fait  or  dry  them,  which  is  a 
third  part  of  their  provifion.  This  time  there  was  little 
to  be  got.  At  fuch  vifits,  and  at  the  reindeer-hunt,  an 
opportunity  often  prefented  itfelf  to  get  hold  of  the  hearts 
of  the  heathen,  or  at  lcaft  in  the  meetings  appointed  for 
the  baptized,  to  which  fome  heathen  always  came, 
to  blow  up  the  fpark  that  lay  in  them  before,  or  to 
fcatter  fome  new  feed. 

A  pretty  large  number  of  Greenlanders  came  from- 
Difko  on  a  vifit,  A  widow  of  their  company  ftaid  here, 
and  three  tingle  people  came  from  the  bay  with  the  fame 
view.  An  infant,  and  alfo  a  little  girl,  ended  a  fliort 
but  chearful  life. 
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In  September  the  Green  landers  catch  the  moil  feals  in 
the  found;  in  this  month  there  was  a  great  deal  of  ftormy 
weather,  which  drove  thefe  creatures  in  abundance  out 
of  the  open  fea  between  the  iilands,  therefore  the  capture 
of  the  Greenlandefs  turned  out  very  fuccefsful,  buttbefal- 
mon-fifhery  of  the  European  brethren  was  quite  fpoiled. 
However,  they  could  contentedly  brook  their  lofs,  or 
repair  k  Tome  other  way,  and  thank  their  heavenly  Fa- 
ther for  the  gifts  he  had  fo  bountifully  enriched  the 

-  Grccnlanders  with,'  that  the  many  poor  widows  and 
orphans  might  not  fufFer  hunger  and  perifh,  as' is  com- 
mon among  the  ravages.  And  yet  they  had  fo  many  poor 
toprovidefor,  that  they  could  this  time  fparenomore  than 
thirty-fix  barrels  for  the  factor,  which  was  but  half  the 
quantity  vended  laft  year. 

The  ftormy  weather  alfo  hindered  the  Greenlanders 
from  coming  in  fuch  numbers  as  ufual  to  the  Sunday's- 

'  meetings,  nay  only  half  of  them  could  be  prefent  at  the 
Lord's-fupper  and  the  enfiiing  congregation-day.  The 
brethren  vifited  them  the  more,  and  kept  meetings  with 
them,  and  the  heathen  that  defired  it.  One  of  the 
helpers  who  had  been  hunting  rein-deer  for  fonie  time! 
came  home  with  the  joyful  account,  that  he  had  fpokc 
with  many  heathens  m  the  upper  parts  of  Ball's-River;, 
who  heard  his  words  with  pleafure.  Some  days  after, 
another  came  from  the  Amaralik-Bay,  and  brought  the 
real  bleffed  fruits  of  his  teftimony  with  him,  viz.  two 
families,  one  confiding  of  eleven  perfons,  and  the  other  of 
three.  They  had  lived  one  winter  with  the  brethren 
fifteen  years  ago,  but  had  kept  aloof  ever  fince,  and 
now  at  laft  willingly  fubmitted  to  the  gentle  yoke  of 
.Jefus.  A  woman  died  out  of  one  of  thefe  families,  in  a 
fervent' defire  after  baptifm.  A  fervant  of  the  factory 
brought  again  two  women  that  were  ftirred  up,  to  the 
Greenland  congregation,  from  Piflugbik.  Two  own 
brothers,  whofe  fitters  lived  here  before,  came  from  ano- 
ther diftriit  to  flay  here.  Thus  many  of  the  baptized  drew 
nioftof  their  relations  after  them,  and  whoever  once  re- 
folved  to  live  a  while  with  the  believers,  to  be  inftru£ted, 
and  to  forget  the  vanities  of  the  Greenlanders,  could 
not  long  withftand  the  grace  that  prevailed  in  the  Green- 
VorJH.  •  P  land 
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land,  congregation,  ■■  nor  refrain  giving  themfelves  up 
entirely  to  their  Redeemer  as  his  property.  It  was  per- 
ceived in  inoft  of  them,  that,  wild  as  they  were  when 
they  came,  ftill  the  Holy  Ghofthad  made  iome  prepara- 
tory work  on  their  hearts  in  one  way  or  other,  which 
they  afterwards1  knew  what  to  call,  when  they  wens 
quite  thaweoV  If  I  may  fo  (peak,  or  fully  rouied  from 
their  fleep,'and  now  better  understood  themfelves  and 
the  wonderful  leadings  of  God  in  the  light  of  Jefus's 
Wounds.        ' 

A  fon  was  born  in  this  month  to  the  miffionary 
-  Eochnifh,  and  named  John  in  baptifm.  Two  children. 
and  a  widow  went  over  into  a  happy  eternity.  The  latter, 
viz.  Anna-Catharina,  was  a  communicant  and  a  handmaid ' 
of  Jefus.  The  time  fhe  lived  in  the  married  ftate  with 
her  happily-;  departed  hufband  Leonard,  was  (hort,  but 
agreeable  "and  happy.  After  the  birth  of  herfirft  child 
{he  feti  into  a  consumption,  and  this  terminated  in  ber 
final  releafe,  which  (he  ardently  waited  for. 

§10.  - 

In  October  the  Greenlanders  remitted  their  tolls,  and 
dropped-  Jn  one  after  another  to  repair  and  re-occupy 
their  winter-houfes.  Then  their  public  and  feletS  meet- 
ings came  again  into  compleat  order,  and  the  labourers 
could  join  cbunfels  with  the  Greenland  helpers  for  the 
benefit  of  the  congregation.  Their  prineipal  delibera- 
tions this  time  referred  to  the  families  that  had  loft  their 
heads  arid  providers.  If  there  was  a  grown  fon  ftill  left 
in-a  family,  he  had  the  maintenance  of  his  mother  and  hit 
.brothers'  and  filters  aJhgned  him.  Other  rifing  children 
were  distributed  in  other  families,  to  be  trained  up  to 
the  Greenland  manual  occupations.  But  tbofe  that 
could  not  yet  ferve  in  the  families,  flayed  ftill  with  their 
mothers  j  or  if  the  poor  children  were  bereaved  of  theiir 
imother  too,  they  were  given  in  charge  to  feme  other 
Greenland  lifters  to  be  educated,  and  if  there  were  any 
Sucklings,  they  were  obliged  in  their  turns  to  nurfe 
'them  too*.  It  may  be  eafily  imagined,  that  notwith- 
ftanding 
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ftanding  all  the  willingnefs  of  the  Greenland  families, 
in  which  thofe  that  were  not  rich  often" put  to  fhame 
thole  that  were,  -vet  the;  miflionaries  muft  ,have  had 
trouble  enough.  Their  finances  alfo  were  drawn  upon 
from  various  quarters;  for  chrKHan  companion  called 
Upon  them  to  clothe  fofne  poor  children,  and  to  provide 
boate  and  utenfrfs  for  many  boys,  that  they  might  learn 
to  provide  anon  for  themfel  ves  and.  theirs,  io  that  no  one 
might  lie  a  burden  upon  the  reft.  .  for  our  brethren 
had- neither  will,  nor  ability  to  maintain  a  parcel  of  poor 
people,  whom  they  had  neglected  to  train  to  labour  in 
their  youth,  at  the  expence  of  their  good  friends ;  but 
thofe  rather  to  fpenifo  much  upon  them  in  good-time, 
as  would  enable  them  once  to  work  with  their  hand*, 
find  to  provide  for  themfelves  and  others. 

A  couple  more  heathens  came  to  ftay  here,  but,  they 
.were  of  the  htlplefs  fort,  who  were  obliged  to  liveon 
their  friends.  Among  the  five  perfons  that  departed 
Ait  life  in  this  month,  were  four  bogs  *,  who  began  to 
bring  in  fomething,  and  this  enhanced  the  brethren's 
burden  with  regard  to  the  reft.  But  they  were  habitu- 
ntjed  to  hope  and  believe  where  nothing  was  to  be  feert, 
nor  was  their  hope  ever  yet  put  to  lhame. 

On  the  com  muni  on -day  this  time)  an  agape  and-/Wf- 
irvitim  were  held,  as  was  cuftornary  directly  after  their 
entering  the  winter-houfes,  becaufe  the  brethren  then 
can  fpeak  with  all  of  them,  and  remove  any  thing  araifs 
that  had  occurred ,  The  next  day  the  ficlc  had  their  portions 
of  the  holy  facrament  carried  them  in  their  aoufes, 
Theri  they  fpoke  with  the  reft  of  the  baptized,  andlaftiy 
took  a  view  of  the  unbaptized  and  the  new  inhabitants, 
end  wrote  down  and  arranged  them  for  mftruition.  The 

rival  in  the  lovs  and  nourifhtnent  of  their  bofom.  In  this  cafe  then  i|  not  ' 
thiroght  of  companion  Iwm  a  Greenland  worrinn ';  fo  Chat  there  is  no  other 
(heroaii vc  f«t  an  unfortunate  father,  Ibat  cannot  brpr  to  lee  the  lingering 
death  of  lils  motherkfs  infant,  than  to  bury  it  alive  direftly,  becaufe  ha 
can  procure  do  proper  aliment  to  fuftain  its  feeble  nature.  Therefore  the  . 
reader  may  be  aflurett,  that  it  n  no  (mall  conquer?  of  grace,  when  a  bap- 
pwd  Greenland  woman  fuckta  a  ft  range  child, 

:  *  One  of  there  was  Hofea,  a  boy  thirteen  years  of  age.  The  account  of 
him  %>,  that  he  had  a  tender  heart  towards  the  woundj  of  J  :fus,"  <m 
always  chearful,  toolc  great  delight  in  reading  and  writing,  and  wa, 
like  a  fchool-maftex  fof  the  little  children  in,  the  Greenland  houfe,  In  hi, 
Jwiruols  he  fans;  conlUntly  till  he  expired,' 
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whole  number  of  the  latter,  great  and  (mall,  were  abov« 
fcventy  fouls. 

The  Greenlanders  went  (till  abroad  diligently  to  catch 
feals,  and  though  they  were  often  overtaken  by  ftormff, 
where  many  a  one  loft  his  boat,  yet  they  all  efcaped  un- 
hurt. Such  a  frorm  furprifed  the  traders  between  Good- 
hope  and  Fifhers-Lodge ;  they  went  out  with  two  boats 
to  buy  blubber,  and  one  of  the  boats  was  overfet  and  a 
man  periined.  The-  reft  caught  hold  of  the  keel  of  the 
overturned  boat,  and  two  hours  after  were  laved  at  the 
laft  crifis.  ■ 

,  *»' 

In  the  beginning  of  November  the  clafles  were  renewed 

with  324  perfbnB',  and  the  fchool  profecuted  with  thirty 
children.  The  helpers  gave  the  miffionaries  joy,  by  an 
account  of  the  good  inipeftion  fome  of  the  parents  had 
Over  their  children,  when  they  were  not  at  fchoor*. 
They  alfo  heard  tbat  the  new  inhabitants  were  very 
much  pleafed  with  their  refidence  here,  did  not  like  to 
lofe  one  meeting,  and  exprefled  themfelves  fo  in  their 
clafles  concerning  the  dciire  of  their  hearts,  that  they 
could  entertain  good  hopes  that  one  and  another  of  the 
catechumens  might  foon  be  baptized.  When  the  bre- 
thren came  to'  fpeak  with  them,  they  found  that  the 
report  of  the  helpers  had  good  grounds,  and  accordingly 
on'  the  enfuing  congregation-day  they  received  three 
perfons  among  the  candidates,  and  at  the  Lord's- -fupper 
three  baptized  were  confirmed  for  the  enjoyment  of  it  the 
next  time. 

Now  and  then  fome  heathens  came  from  Kangek'  on 
a  vilit ;  and  one  family  of  four  perfons  were  brought 
hither  from  the  found,  who  had  longhad'adeftretocome 
nearer  to  the-  believers,  but  they  could  not  gratify  it  till 
the  tragical  death  of  die  head  of  their  family,  who  was 
murdered  by  the  heathen  in  purfuance  of  an  accufation  of 
forcery. 

A  baptized  woman  of  the  colony  alfo  came,  and  begg- 
ed leave  to  (lay  with  her  friends  here.  But  me  was  rat 
-back  with,  the  anfwer,  that  according  to  an  agreement 
made,  they  could  not  receive  her  without  a  written  per- 
miffion  from  the  pallor  who  had  the  care  of  her  foul. 

Two  children  deceafed  in  this  month.     One  of  them 

was  the  boy  Ezra ;  he  was  a  very  lovely  child,  in  whole 

hear 
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heart  the  baptifmal  grace  displayed  itfclf  in  an  uncom- 
mon manner,  and  gave  hopes  of  his  turning  out  well. 
He  was  the  laft  that  departed  this  life  in  this  year. 

Some  convinced  heathens  came  from  Filters-May- on  a 
yifit.  One  of  the  traders  there  endeavoured  to  do  good/ 
among  the  Green  landers,  and  begged  for  fome  tranflated' 
hymns,  which  he  would  read  to  the  perfectly  ignorant 
heathen,  who  had  however  a  defire  to  learn  Something : 
for  he  had  perceived  that  they  readily  learnt  hy  heart  the 
little  ejaculations  in  rhyme,  and  that  the  hearts  of  many 
heathens  in  this  country  have  been  prepared  by  them  for 
the  fuller  embracing  of  divine  truths.  Accordingly  the 
miflionaries  fe  t  him  fo.ne  verles  eafy  to  be  compre- 
hended, and  containing  the  grand  truths  of  the  chriftian 
religion  :  and  by  this  means  the  foundation  was  laid  to 
our  acquaintance  with  the  heathen  of  thofe  parts,  and 
to  pur  blooming  Greenland  congregation  now  gathered 
there.  The  verfes  they  fent,  were:  "O  Jefu  Chrift, 
"  all  praife  to  thee, — chat  thou  vouchfaf'dft  a  man  to  fee,^ 
*'*  He.  The  world's  Creator  fovereign — aflum'd  a  fer-' 
"  vant's  body  mean,  &c.    O  wonder  far  exceeding— 

**  all  human  pow'r  and  fenfe, — heav'n's  Sov'reign 

**  feen  bleeding,— to  wipe  1 
ts/ nought  wprtb  the  gjvinj 
**  living,  &c;  Thy  five 
**  me, — my  rock-holes  ani

cl  only  Son — of  thy  celeftial 
**  ihed  for  me,-1-!  will  bap' 
tX  within  my  worthlefs  heart.

*'  do  you  think  it'  then  will  be,— when  Chrift  fhall  come

«  low — and  fay,  dear  Jefus,  here  we  are." 

§  I*.  • 

This'year  there  were  no  ignorant  heathen  to  vlfit  and 

inftrud,  becaufe  not  one  Southlander  took  up  his  abode 

in  the  iflands  this  fummer,  which  they  ufe  to  do.almoft 
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every  year  whew  tb'ey  fteer  northward,  and  becaufe  all 
that  came  back  from  the  north,  went  directly  further 
fouih,  for  fear  of  the  ftcfcnefs  among  us.  However,  the 
few  old  inhabitants  of  theifles  were  vifite4>  becaufe  there, 
were  fome  fouls  laid  hold  of  among  them.  Suchavifitis 
recorded  as  follows. 

*5  Dec.  2,  we  and  fome  Greerilanders  went  to  fee 
"  the  heathen  in  Kookcernen,  and  landed  on  an  ifland 
*.(  near  three  houfes.  Milluktuarak .  received  us  in  his 
"  houfewithjoy.  We  fpoke'  every  day  with  him  and  his 
**  houihold,  and  kept  every  evening^  meeting  for  our  own 
"  people*  when  the  heathen  might  alfo  hear  if  they 
«'*  would.  Some  were,  very  attentive,'  and  it  might  be 
■  *'  feen  by  their  wet  eyes  that  the  word  pf  Jefus's  fuffer- 
*f  ings  had  ftruck  their  hearts.  As  it  changed  to  bad 
*f  weather*  wc  were  obliged  to  flay  five  days  with  them ; 
"they  were  not  tired  of  us^  but  (hewed  us  all  kindnefs. 
**  Our  Greenlanders  talked  a  good  deal  to  them  too, 
*  which  was  a  bluffing  to  them.  The  7th,  we  recom- 
*'  mended  them  to  the  grace  of  our  Lord,  and  exhorted 
*'  them  to  apply  evtrv  day  to  our  Saviour,  who  would 
*'  gladly  be  near  to  them  even  in  this  remote  places  and 
**  therefore  they  fhould  uitreat  him  for  falvation  in  his 
f  blood.  Then  we  went  to  Kangek,  and  lodged  w-ith, 
*'  our  old  acquaintance  Tuflillartok,  the  late  Samuel's. 
*{,  brother^n-faw.  We  fpoke  with  the  whole  family, 
"  but  his  fon  Siuana  in  particular  entered  into  aneiTen- 
*'  tial  dhcourfe  with  u«  about  bis  heart.  The  8th,  we, 
**  viilted  further  north,  and  brought  one  of  our  bapT 
^  tixed  with  us,  who  had  nurfed  his  uck  brother  all  the 
"  fummer  till  his  death,  and  by  this  opportunity  had, 
"  won  bis  fUfer,  who  now  went  with  us.  We  came  late. 
"  and  in  great  danger  to  our  former  quarters  again; 
*'  mean  while  fome  of  the  traders  were  come  there.  We 
*'  kept  a  difcourfe  to  the  heathen,  and  laid  them  in 
"  prayer  on  the  heart  of  him  who  had  purchased  them 
**  with  his  blood.  The  9th,  we  fet  out  on  our  return. 
"1  The  above-mentioned  Siuana  with  bis  family,  and 
*'  two  fingle  women,  went  with  us.  There  are  only. 
"  ftven  imall  houfes  in  Kangek  this  winter,  and  very 
"  few  people  in  comparifon  to  former  times,  .  Thole 
*(  who  were  prompted  by  a  defire  after  our  Saviour,  ga- 
«  theped 
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"  tbered  round  us  direclly^  to  fee  and  heat.. what  our. 
"  Saviour  dc""  f"r  hle™*""1'' "

As  the  Gi  eenlanders  arc  wont   to  treat  one   another. 
about  the  folflice,  in  order  to  exprefs  their  joy  at  the  return; 
of  the  fun,  ours  were  allowed  on  the  ni  of  December  af-  .

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Cbriftmas- meetings,  and  according  to  the  relation  of  the 
helpers,  they  were  laid  hold  of  anew. 

The  new-year's  vigil  was  begun  with  a  difcourfe  on 
Pf.  xix.  i — 3.  and  then  the  works  of  God  in  this  place  ' 
were  brought  to  remembrance  to  his  honour.  This  year 
forty-eight  fouls  have  been  incorporated  into  the  congre- 
gation by  holy  baptifm,  and  thirty-eight  heathen  came 
to  tarry  here,  four  baptized  have  been  admitted  Jo  the 
holy  communion,  four  pair  married,  eleven  boys  and 
five  girls  born,  and  fifty-feven  fouls  have  been  tranflated 
to  their  eternal  home.  At  the  patting  out  of  one  year  ; 
into  another,  their  particular  thanks  were  rendered  for 

■  ill  this ;  for  the  recovery  of  fo  many  fick,  when  fcarce 
one  remained  uninfected;  for  the  faithful  care  of  their 
heavenly  Father  in  their  outward  need,  when  their  beft 
providers  lay  fick  in  the  beft  providing-time;  for  the 
blefled  progrefs  of  the  gofpel,  and  the  powerful  proofs 
of  the  blefled  Spirit's  influence  on  the  fouls  at  the  public 
meetings  and  in  private  life  j  for  the  reft  from  without ; 
for  the  kind  guidance  and  prefervation  both  of  the  mif- 
fionaries  and  Greenland  helpers  in  their  frequent  vifits 

■  to  the  heathen ;  for  the  bleffing  conftantly  refting  on 
their  witnefs  among  the  heathen ;  and  for  all  that  had 
flipped  the  memory,  notwithftanamg  the  fulnefs  of  the 
heart:  I  fay,  for  all  the  fpecified  bleffings,  the  holy 
Trinity  was  thanked  and  praifed  on  their  Vnees  with  in- 
numerable tears  and  unutterable  afpirations;  they  alio 
implored  the  continuance  and  increafe  of  grace,  and 
efpecially  the  daily  near  prefence  of  the  Head  and  Lord  of 
the  congregation  in  his  wounds  glory  ;  and  laft  of  all  the 
congregation  was  reminded  of  the  firft  word  of  the  paft 
year:  V  my  people,  renumber  raw,  [fuch  and  fuch paft  cir- 
cumstances,] that  ye  may  know  therighteoufnefi  (gpodnefs)  ef 
th,e  Lord.  Mic.  vi.  5.

flchael  Ballenhorft,   who  came  to  New-Herrn- 
__  .  J_  huth  with  the  new  houfe  in  1747,  and  as  he  very 
Son  learnt  the  language,  was  appointed  catechift ;  ■  went  ' 
'""-'-  laft 
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lift  year  on  a  vifit  to  Europe;  He  went  flrfttoEngland,- 
where  the  Ordinary  of  the  brethren  then  was  j  there  he 
was  ordained  a  deacon  in  the  brethren's  church,  and  af- 
terwards vjfited  the  congregations  In  Germany.  In 
HerrnhutK  he  was  joined  in  marriage  with  thes  fingle 
fjfterDorothy  Teicher,  who  came  out  of  Moravia,  and 
foon  after  fet  out  on  His  return  to  Greenland.  He  got 
■  Peitr  Rudberg  for  a  companion,-  and-  came  to  New- 
Herrnhuth  after  a  voyage  of  fix  weeks,  ■ 

"Thefhip  foon  proceeded  further  to  fettle  a  new  colony  ' 
at  the  place  talled'Zuktcertopi  fixty  leagues  north  of 
jGood-hope.  'Afterwards  the  Danifli  catechrft  Berthel 
Liirfen  went  thither,  to  inftruct  the  heathen ;  he  had 
been  fixteen  years  at  Good-hope.  The  ftiip  touched 
again  at  Ball's-River  in  its  return,  and  took  to  Europe 
tM  hitherto  deacon  in  outward  matters  John  Soerenfen, 
his  wife,  and  four  daughters,  belonging  to -him  and  the 
other  two  miffionarics,  who  at  their  repeated  reoueft  had 
obtained  leave  to  have  them'  educated  in  the  niirieries  of : 
the  Unity.  Till-his  return,  the  -  newly-arrived  BaHen- 
horft  took  the  charge  T)f  the  external  diacony,  entered 
aHb-oh  his  poft  as  thetieareft  afflftanttorhe  twomimona-  ' 
rieSj  and  endeavoured  to  introduce  his  fellow-traveller 
Rudberg  into  the  language,  and  the  < iftfpeition  over  die, 
Greenland  youths.

As  to  the  Greenland  congregation,  it  proceeded  this 
year  with  bleffing,  without  any  particular  alterations,  ' 
Their"  manual  employments  were  directed  by  the  feafons  ' 
of  the  year  and  circumltances  of  the  weather;  in  which 
is"  difplayed,  even  in  theft  moft1  remote  and  fieri!  parts  of 
-    the  world,  the  wonderful  hand  and  wife  providence  of  the  ' 
Creator.     For  havirig  this  year  filch  a  mild  winter,  that 
it  often  rained  in  January,  and  wasnot  colder  than  in  fum- 
nier,  iwraufed  a  fcarcfty  of  fea-fowl,  which  flock  only  in  ' 
the  fevefeft  cold  between  the  iflands,  but  on  the  other- 
hand  they  were  fuppjied  with  a  good  number  e-f  feals, 
which  are  generally  rare  at  this  time  of  the  .year;  al-  . 
though,  in  catching  them,- the  exceeding  ftormywea-  > 
ther  expoled  them  "to  frequent  dangers,  in  which  three 
this  year  loft  their  lives ;  and  one  was  forced  to  endure 
put  the  floral  a  whole  night  in  his  kajak  upon  a  {mail- 
rock. 
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rock,  the  high  waves  oft- times  beating  quite  over  him,- 
which  carried  away-  his  lea]  and  all  his  tackling.  No  Ce~ 
vere  cold  fetia  till  March  (  which  was  then  accompanied, 
with  Ajch  furious,  teinpefts,  as  did  much  damage  to  tho, 
dwellings,  and  railed  the  ieato  fuch  a  degree,  that  fcye-- 
ral  woaiens-bozts  and  kajaks,  with;  their  tackling,  were, 
carried  away  from  land  by  the  waves.  Arid  in  April,-. 
afudden  thaw  enfuing,  and  the  deep  inow  being  put  in 
motion  by  the  abundance  of  rain  that  attended  it,  the 
quite  new  church  at  the  colony  was  in  the  utmofl  <fcm- 
gerofbeing  fwept  into  the  tea,  by  the  water  and  fnpw 
together  forcing,  their  way  into  it,  whereby,  all  within  ■. 
was  thrown  on  heaps, :  without  the  poflibility  of  coming' 
at  it  to  iave  *>»*  1*«*  riu«».

<*  It  was  a  particularly  happy  and  bleflU  Whir- 
"  leotide,  and  we  had  caufe  to  blefs  the  Spirit  of  the  . 
"-Lord  for  preferving  our  Greenlanders  together  in  one 
**,  mind  in  thefe  hard  times  of  great  poverty  among,  many-, 
"  aad  for  now  making  them  fo  willing  tw  go  out  in  fel- 
"lbwfliip,  and  to  affift  one ;  another."  On  Whirfua- 
Tueiday,  being  the  ac*h  of  May,  after  an  affecting  fare-  : 
wel,  they  Tet  off,  under  the  infpectlon  of  a  miuionary, . 
with  trwenty-feffen  women Vboats  to  Piilkiarbik,  ,  and 
the  accounts  receinied  of  them  from  time  to  time,  were 
agreeable.  They  loved  one  another  like  children, 
learnt  to  bear  one  another's  burdens  in'  all  difficult,  cir- 
cum&mcei,.  hearkened  to  their  teacher,  were  abundantly 
brcficB  in  externals*,  and  ail  well  in  health ;  and  at  their 
mattins  and  even-  fong  the  Lord  .owned  them  as  the  Jhecp , 
of his pafture.  This  wasfoaod  te  bt  fthjnfa#,  oivrhsir 
being 
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being  rpokewith,  at  their  return,  previouSy  to  thef  holy 
communion,  to  which  moft  of  them  eame  with  h\Ha-> 
bled,  hungry,  and  chearful  hearts.  And  the  Head  of  his 
body  owned  his  members. 

They  then  feparated  again,  at  tribal,  to  their  feveral 
providing-praces,  and  wens  vinted-  from  rime  to  time  by 
their  teachers.  At  the  ufual  time  the  greafeft  pan  came 
to  the  holy  Communion,  and  the  neareft  at  hand  to  the 
fiwclay's.  meetings;  when  they  brought  alfo  the  children, 
born  abroad,  to  be  baptized.     -

In  the  mean  time  there  were  not  wanting  heathen* 
who  vilited  at  New-Hermhuth,  and  attended  the  meet- 
ings or  even  a  baptifrnal  foJemnity,  of  which  they  alwayf 
carried  an  impreffion  away  with  them.  Efpecially  in 
dimmer  many  Southlanders  came  to  vifit,  in  their  way 
to  and  from  the  north.  As  ignorant  and  iinpolifhed  a# 
thefe  peojire  were,  fome  of  them  were  defirous  of  hearing 
fomewhatj  and  though,  to  all  appearance,  they  went 
away  as  they  came,  yet  all  was  not  to  be  looked  upon  as 
labour  jn  vain.}  fmce  former  experience  has  ihewn, 
that  in  many,  feveral  years  were  required,  before  the 
feed  of  the  word  of  God  could  fpring  up,  and  fo  far 
change  their  minds,  as  to  make  them  only  determine  t» 
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ever  a  company  of  baptized  had  pitched  their  tents  together* 
cue  of  the  helpers  ufed  to  keep  their  morning  and  even- 
Vig- meetings,  to  which  the  heathen  were  admitted.  The 
laitcr  was  full  of  his  pretty  accounts  how  things  went  at 
ihofe  times;  for  on  his  travels,  he  lodged  a  night  with 
but  people,- and  was  prefent  at  their  evening-meeting. 
The  .Greenland  helper  fpoke  in  a  fimple  but  edifying 
manner,  and  chiefly  of  himfelf,  how  happy  he  was  in 
the  converfc  with  our  Saviour,  and,  on  the  contrary, 
how  painful  it  was  to  him  immediately,  if  lie  had  not  an 
abiding  fenfe  of  hint  at  all  times  and  on  all  occafions  in 
his  heart.  He  then  gave  a  word  or  two  of  exhortation 
to  the  reft,  who  lent  a  very  attentive  ear.  Their  devo- 
tion, and  efpecially  their  ftnging,  pleafed  the  factor  very 
much. 

It  is  a  great  pleafure  to  the  Greenlanders,  when  fome- 
times  one  of  their  countrymen  keeps  a  fimple  difcourfe  to 
them.  They  are  particularly  attentive  on  fuch  an  occa- 
sion, and  a  teftimony  to  fome  fuch  purport  as  this : 
<(  Behold  with  your  eyes*  how  that  I  have  had  but  little 
"  labour,  and  have  gotten  unto  me  much  rt&t"  (Ecriiu.li. 
37.)  gives  great  weight  to  the  exhortations  »f  their  fo- 
reign teachers,  whom  the  heathen  would  willingly  look 
ypon  as.  a  quite  different  clafe  of  men,  arid  leaves  them 
bo  manner  of  fubterfuge. 

§  4-  ' 
But  we  are  to  form  no  other  conceptions  of  the  dif- 
courfes  which  the  Greenlanders  keep,  both  abroad,  and, 
during  the  winter,  about  twice  a  week  in  the  half,  but 
that  they  are  fimple  confefJions  and  declarations  of  their 
own  Hate,  going  from  the  heart  to  the  heart ;  although 
fome  arc  ai  no  lofs  to  fupport  their  proportion  with  a 
text  or  two  from  the  Bible,  and  to  introddce  Iikewife 
firong  exhortations,  or,  according  as  circumftahces  re- 
quire, ferious  reproofs,  Their  chief  topic  is  the  pafGon 
and  merits  of  Jefusi  and  how  men  may  experience  the 
fnrgivenefs  of  fins  in  bis  blood,  and  grow  and  advance 
in  the  faving  knowledge  of  Jefus  Chrift,  or  in  daily 
communion  with  him.  Theyfpeak  of  thefe  things  from, 
their  own  experience,  and  that  with  an  ingenuous  ac- 
knowledgement of  their  own  defects,  which  has  a  better 
effect 
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eiTeft  upon  their  people,  than  if  they  were  to  alledgt* 
well-meant,  but  ill-applied  fcripture-  illuftrations,  the 
produce  of  laborious  ftudy  or  conceited  wifdom,  fucli  as 
is  not  to  be  looked  for  among  the  Greenlandcrs;  or  than 
if  they  wen;  to  afliime  a  naufeous  felf-fufficiency,  and  re- 
prove matters  which  the  hearers  could  retort  upon  them- 
felves. 

But  little  of  their  difcourfes  is  noted  down,  as  the 
writer  often  had  not  time  for  it  juft  then,  and  to  forgot 
the  beft  part*;  yet  fa  much  we  fee,  that  after  the  man- 
ner of  all  fimple,  perhaps  I  dughc  to  fay,  all  original 
nations,  they  make  uie  of  limilitudes.  Thus  when  they 
were,  once  going  out  among  the  favages,  one  oftheni 
fpoke  as  follows:  "They  mould  take  notice  how  the 
"  fervantsfet  off  the  hall,  at  a  feftival,  by  ftrewing  fand 
"  about.  Thus,  wherever  they  came,  and  were  fcat- 
*'  tered  about  like  fand,  they  ought  to  adorn  the  doc- 
"  trine  of  our  Saviour  in  word  and  walk,  and  endeavour 
"  to  fcatter  fomething  into  the  very  hearts  of  the  fava- 
"  ges;  by  this  means  they  might  keep  a  daily  feftival  to 
"  our  Saviour."  Did  the  Greenlanders  know  any  thing 
of  the  ufe  of  fait,  or  had  ever  feen  com'  lowed,  this' 
Greenlander  would  perhaps  have  made  ufe  of  the  funili- 
tude  of  fait,  or  of  the  lower,  according  to  Mail,  y.  or 
xiii.  If  one  of  them  would  exhort  his  people  to  a  true 
defire  after  our  Saviour,  and  to  an  unintermitting  purfuit 
after  grace  in  his  blood,  he  ufes  the  companion  of 
ground  parched  and  chapt  by  the  heat  of  the  fun,  and  of 
the  refrefhing  rainj  or  of  gnats,  which  cannot  be 
kept  off  from  fucking  blood  from  men ;  or  of  children, 
who,  as  foon  as  they  awake,  cry  for  food. 

The  oft-mentioned  Daniel,  once  began  his  difcourle 
in  this  manner:  "My  dear  brethren,  when  children 
**  get  up,  they  fay  to  their  parents :  I  am  hungry  Or  dry, . 
"  and  the  mother  cannot  forbear  giving  them  what  they 
**  want.  Juft  fo  does  our  Saviour  deal  with  us,  if  our 
"  hearts  do  but  at  all  times  hunger  and  thirft  after  him.' 
"  He  has  laved  us  with  his  bleod.    What  ihall  we  do 

*  This  rtafon  bat  alio  been  alltiged  to  me,  that  the  Gresnlaudcr^  fa 
ottering  ths  conceptions  of  hit  mind,  h)s  often  fuch  ip  unufual  mj  of 
joining  many  wordi  and  ideal  in  one,  that  tbii  one  mndanuft  in  Germtaj 
It  Uriel/  paiapluafedj  and  jet  tkc  true  ftnit  cannot  be  full/  eipieffcd. 

"  unto 
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«'-  unto  him  ?  or  what  return  flull  we  make  him  for  it  I 
*'  None,  but  continually  to  loot  to  his  wounds,  and 
*'  let  the  heathei>  know  what  he  has  done  for  US.'-  &sc. 

Another  time  he  (aid :  "  Ye  arc  fcnfible  what  an  at>- 
"  horrence  we  have  for  the  blood  of  the  flab,  and,  if 
"  any  of  it  ihould  fall  upon  our  clothes,  we  ihould 
"  waili  it  clean  out,  or  throw  the  garments  away.  But 
*'  we  ate  tjftite  otherwife  difpofed  with  regard  to  the 
**  blood  «f  our  Saviour.  It  mall  be  oar  ornament, 
"  wbansver  *  good^ponjon  of  it  fathr-tp  our  fhare.  Oh  I 
"  if  we  have  but  once  got  a  tsfte  of  mis  precious  blood, 
"  it  is  of  fo  fwect  a  favour-  to  us,  that  we  cannot  regale 
*'  ourfelves  enough- with  it,"  &c. 

The  fame  pertbn,  in  fome  letters,  expreued  himielf 
thus:  "I  have  been  this  fummer  hunting  rein-deer) 
«  and  while,  I  was  wandering  about  in  the  wilderners,  I 
*'  prayed  our  Saviour  to  lead  and  guide  me  with  hia 
*'  grace.  For  I  know  that  I-  am-  a  poor  and  wretched 
*'  man,  if  he  is  not  continuity  near  roe,  giving  food  t» 
"  my  toid  out  of  his  wounds.  My  faults  and  innrmitias 
"  are  numberlefs ;  but  my  Saviour  knows  them  all,  for 
V  he  knows  my  heart;  and  therefore  I  at  all  tiraos  ad- 
"  drefs  him  as  a  firmer.  Thus  the  holy  Spirit  direcls  my 
**  heart  to  his  wounds,  and  I  feel  that  our  Saviour  loves 
*'  me,,  who  always  chufcs  none  but  the  poorefc  of  men, 
**  Therefore  I  .need  not  be  forrowful.  —  —  I  will  now 
**  tell  you  my  defire :  You  know,  how  children  are  to. 
?  words  their  parents;  thankful  and  obedient.  Juft  fi* 
**  would  X  be  towards  bur  Saviour.  I  am  alfo  fenfibki 
*,'  that  Ihayo;  had  two  forts  of  life ;  the  firft  was  in  per- 
"  fe£t  darltnefs'i  but,  our  Saviour  having  fought  and 
*f  found  ale  among  the  favages,  I  now  live  in  his  light, 
M  in  hil  blood,- — When  we  are  fenftble  of  our  wretch* 
"  ednffft  our  eyes  flow  with  tears :  but  when  we  let  be- 
"  fore  us  our  Saviour  on  the  crois,  we  cleave  to  his  fide, 
**  as  the  nepifet-filh  to  the  ftone  *,  and  all  the  time  ww 
*.*  retain'  a  fenfe  of  our  own  wrctchednels.  '  Here  have 
t*!  yew  dJt  thoughts  ofmyhcaro."

Befides  the  j  ouiney  s  which  their  fecking  of  provifioqf 
•r  the  vint«»»v«f  their  own  Greenlariden  while  abroad, 

*S«B,lt.  $,  to. 
L  gave 
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g»«edcc»fion  to,  and.  which  chiefly  fell  out  in  fiimmer; 
die  brethren  went  twice  to  viiit  the  heathen  expmfly,  in 
fjwing  and  autumn.  The  ncft  time,  they  baptized' the 
child  of  a  believing  couple,  after  a  difcourfe  upon  the 
words;  1  Jlandat.  the  iur  and.  knock,  &c.  delivered  chiefly 
with  a  view  to  the  heathen.  Afterwards  they  fboke  a 
good  deal  in  a  more  particular  manner  With  them.  This 
was  in  Kookcernen,  But  they  came  to  fCangek  at  * 
wrong  time.  Several  boats  of  Greenlandsrs  were  juft 
preparing  to  remove  their  quarters,  who  viftted  all  the 
places  where  they  had  before  lived,  and  joined  with  rhojf 
that  flayed  behind,  in  bewailing  all  who  had  died  during 
their  ftay  there. 

At  the  laft  vifit,  betides  women,  to  help  to  row,  four 
of  the  Greenland  helpers  went  along  with,  them  t» 
Kookcernen.  "The  heathen  (fay  they)  received  us 
"  kindly.  Upon  our  entering  into  converfation  with 
"  them,  a  man  pleaded  his  ignorance  as  an  excufe  for 
f  hlmfelf.  This  gaveoccafton  to  a  difcourie-ooncerning 
!'  Jefus,  the  true  Ugh:,  that  will  lighten  every  man  and 
**  favc  them  by  his  blood.  Some  very  pretty  children 
*.'■  were  there,  to  whom  it  was  a  pleafure  to  have  to  do, 
«  with  us,  and  it  would  have  been  a  greater  pleafure  to 
*'  them  had,  they  been  allowed  to  go  with.  us.  The 
*'  next  day  I  let  our  Daniel  keep  a  difcourfe.  He  tefti- 
*:'  fled  with  great  freedom,  that  he  was  formerly  equally 
M  blind  and  dead,  and  yet  full  of  dread  for  futurity  j 
¥  but  that  fince  he  became  acquainted  with  his  Kc. 
M  conciler  thro'  blood,  be  was  very  nappy  -,  and  this 
f*.  he  could  not  conceal,  hut  was  deiirous  of  declaring 
i*  it  to  every .  one,  in  hopes  that  others  may  learn  wi£ 
*(  dom  alfo,  and  have  their  eternal  welfare  at  heart, 
**  The  heathen  were  very  attentive  to  what  be.-  &id> 
**  Oct.  la,  we  went  to  forae.  other  houfcs,  wiihed 
' *'  thenv  the  peace  of  Goth  and  where  they-  received,  us, 
f*  we  fpoke  of  the  love  of  qur  Saviour  towards  all  menfc 
*'  and  especially  towards  them  in  this  their  day,  A 
M  woman  was  very  attentive,  and.  (poke  every  word  after 
*'  me.  She  faid  to  the  Greenland  fillers,  that  fhe  had 
*'  alfo  formerly  fome  fenfeof  our  Saviour,  but  had  now. 
**  loft  it,  and  wifhed  much  to  be  with  us,  ia  order  to 
**  fitdc  again  what' flic  had  loft  j  buthethuu»od.had.y« 
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"  no  mind  for  it.  The  30th,  we  were  obliged  to  lie  ftill 
"  becaufe  of  the  Ilrong  wind,  and  had  an  opportunity  to 
"  fpeak  a  good 'deal  with  the  heathen.  The  31ft,  we 
"  'returned,  and  had  fuch  a  high  lea,  as  if  the  waves 
M  would  (wallow  us  up,  but  we  got  home  fafe  and 
«  well." 

Moreover  the  brethren  were  invited  both  by  the  traders 
and  the'  Greenlanders  in  FiflWs-bay  to  vifit  them,  and 
rather  ftill,  to  live  there..  Many  of  the  heathen  of  thole 
parts,  in  their  puffing  to  and  fro,  had  a  defire  excited  in 
them  to  be  acquainted  with  our  Saviour  and  to  be  bap- 
tized, partly  while  they  were  in  New-Hermhuth,  and 
partly  in  places  where  they  had  fojourned,  in  company 
with  our  Greenlanders ;  and  their'  deiire  was  increafed 
fey  the  forementioncd  hymns :  but  no  viliting,  much  Ida 
living  (here,  was  to  be  thought  of  for  the  prefent.

;  In  the  mean  while  the  Greenlanders  were  again  moved 
into  their  winter- houfes,  rich  in  God's  temporal  blelfings, 
(of  which  they  were  again  able  to  part  with  a  cordiderable 
quantity,  to  every  body's  fiirpriie,)  and  full  of  hunger  and 
defire  after  the  word  0/  life,  which  was  particularly  ob- 
servable on  Sundays,  when  the  hall  was  by  far  too  (mall, 
efpecially  at  the  meeting  for  the  litany;  fothat,  notwith- 
standing the  cold,  the  hot  fumes  in  the  hall  rendered  it 
slmoft  iniufferablc.  This  made  it  neCcnary  for  the  chil- 
dren to  ftay  away ;  but  as  they  did  not  like  to  lofe  this 
-blefled  part  of  divine  fervice,  it  was  performed  with  them 
the  next  morning,  inftead  of  their  ufual  catechifation. 
Their  fchools  were  alfo  fet  on  foot  again,  and  the  three 
mifEonaries  To  divided  the  bufinefs  between  them,  that 
one  taught  the  boys  to  read, another  the  girls,  and  the 
third  the  grown  perfons  to  write.  The  catechhations 
arid  fui gin g- fchools  were  kept  with  the  young  people  of 
both  fates,  at  certain  times,  by  each  alternately.  One  of 
the  biggeft  fchool-boys  once  wrote  to  his  mailer  the  fol- 
lowing letter  :  *'  As  I  feel  in  my  heart,  that  I  am  a  poor 
"  finner,  I  often  pray  thus :  Dear  Saviour,  give  me 
'"  Continually  a  deeper  fenfe  in  my  heart,  that  thou  haft 
*«  died  for  me  on  the  croft.  It  is  fattened  in  my  mind, 
"  that  blood  and  water  flowed  out  of  thy  fide*  This  I 
"  cannot 
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"  cannot  poffibly  forget,  while  I  am  here  upon  earth. 
"  O!  how  happy  and  bleffed  are  the  communicants, 
"  who  have  often  their  particular  meeting  with  our  Sa- 
"  yiour.     This  I  write  with  tears." 

Ecfides  the  blefling  retting  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
whole  congregation,  and  of  the  feveral  choirs,  a  parti- 
cular blefling  retted  upon  the  little  companies,  called 
bands.  In  fuch  free  heart's- con verfations  between  peo- 
ple of  like  fort,  the  inmoft  longing  of  the  heart  was  often 
beft  difcovered.  The  catechumens  longed  for  baptifnr, 
as  they  did  not-only  hear,  but  fee  that  it  mutt  be  a  happy 
life,  for  a  perfon  whofe  "  heart  was  fprinkled  from  an 
"  evil  confeience,  and  his  body  walheJ  with  pure 
'*  water,"  to  have  a  right  to  rejoice  in  the  communion 
with  the  body  of  Jefus.  The  baptized,  not  yet  admit- 
ted to  the  Lord's -fupper,  fhewed  a  defire  to  be  partakers 
of  this  grace;  and  nothing  could  be  more  painful  to  the 
communicants,  than  to  be  obliged  at  any  time  to  forego 
this  exalted  good.  A  particular  grace  was  perceptible 
this  winter  among  the  young  men,  and  efpecially  among 
the  boys,  and  there  was  ground  to  hope  that  the  ri- 
ling generation  would  be  an  honour  to  our  Saviour  and 
a  joy  to  the  congregation. 

§7- 
A  pretty  confidcrable  number  of  new  inhabitants  came 
hither,  and  fcarce  a  month  but  brought  fome.  There 
were  a  couple  of  families,  who  were  fome  time  ago  ftir- 
red  up  at  the  vifit  made  by  two  Greenlanders  to  the 
north.  The  greateft  part  were  people,  who  have  lived 
a  long  time  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  could  not  enjoy 
their  with  till  one  or  other,  who  till  now  had  kept  them 
back,  was  gone  off  the  ftage.  Among  the  reft  was  an 
old  widow,  of  whom  nothing  particular  was  known,  but 
'  that  (he  had  once  been  buried,  and  after  two  days  came 
to  herfelf  again.  She  gave  a  relation  of  her  dead- flee  p 
with  many  ftrange  gefturesj  the  brethren  took  occaftori 
from  this,  to  tell  her  about  the  Shepherd,  that  leaped 
into  the  jaws  of  death,  to  free  and  refcue  us  from  this 
monfter.  She  was  not  a  little  aftonilned,  that  God  !oved 
men  in  fuch  a  manner,  and  fhe  afforded  hopes  of  our 
Vol.  II.  Q,  feeing 
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feeing  her,  or  at  leaft  her  children,  one  time  or  other,' 
obtain  falvation. 

Twenty  eight  of  the  catechumens,  and  eleven  chil- 
dren, were  made  partakers  of  baptifm.  Among  them 
were  two  men,  who  had  lived  with  the  brethren  in  the 

Jtear  1739,  but  had  ever  fince  gonealtray,  and  were  now" 
illed  with  ftiame  and  joy,  that  this  grace  was  frill' 
vouchfafed   unto  them.

On  the  other  hand  thirteen  baptized  happily  de- 
parted this  life.  Among  them  the  following  are  .worthy 
of  notice: 

1.)  Jehu,  alias  Kuanak,  a  prize  which  the  late  Samu- 
el Kajarnak  brought  with  him,  in  the  year  1741,  out  of 
the  louth,  being  his  brother's  fon.  Our  Saviour  foon 
drew  near  to  his  heart,' he  was  a  real  joy  to  us,  and  ac- 
cording to  his  meafure  of  knowledge,  a  bleffing  to  many 
heathen,  efpecially  the  children.  But  the  next  year  he 
was  obliged  to  go  with  his  father  to  the  north.  At  tak- 
ing leave  we  fellupon  our  knees  with  htm,  and  he  pray- 
ed fo  movingly,  that  we  {hed  numberlefs  tears  together. 
After  his  father's  death,  he  returned  a  cripple  j  but  yet 
cot  fo  far  cured,  that  he  could  go  in  his  kajak.  He  was 
toon  made  partaker  of  the  church-graces,  had  a  fimple 
child-like  heart,  and  amid  ft  all  the  heavy  circumftancei 
of  his  ftckly  body,  was  always  chearful.  He  once  wrote 
thus  of  himfelf:  "  I  poor  cripple  am  heartily  poor,  but 
"  our  bleeding  Saviour  with  his  wounds  is  become  my. 
"  comfort,  be  fides  which  I  have  none.  Whenever  r 
"  think  on  this,  my  heart  rejoices.  Of  my  felf  I 
"  fhould  never  have  obtained  comfort ;  but  he  himfelf 
"  has  fixed  my  thoughts  and  fenfes  upon  his  wounds." 
*'  Therefore  I  conftantly  cleave  unto  him,  and  becaufe  I 
"  am  fo  poor  and  wretched,  I  will  ever  hide  myfelf  in  hit 
u  wounds." 

1.)  Auguftina,  a  chearful  heart,  and  likewife  a  very 
ftn ft ble  helper,  beloved  and  honoured  by  all  her  fitters. 
The  time  of  her  tedious  iicknefs,  the  confequence  of  a 
mifcarriage,  {he  fpent  in  fuch  a  blefled  manner  as  incited 
every  body  to  vifit  her,  and  be  refrefhed  by  her  joyful  ex-* 
reflation  of  her  Bridegroom. 

3.)  Jofcph,

3.)  Jofeph,  an  extraordinary  fine  child,  feven  years 
old,  which- had  been  under  a  concern  for  two  yeara  about 
baptifm,  and  often  made  his  defire  known  with  tears,  was 
baptized  on  his  tick  bed,  and  thus  went  clean- waihed  to 
the  bleJIed  hbft  arrayed  in  white  robes. 

A  man  among  the  catechumens  departed  this  life,  be- 
fore he  could  be  baptized;  yet  comforted  through  the 
wounds  of  Jefus.  The  brethren  afterwards  learnt  from. 
the  people  of  the  houfc,  that  fhortiy  before  his  departure, 
he  gave  an  account  of  our  Saviour's  appearing  to  him 
with  his  wounds,  and  faying  to  him:  "  I  appear  to 
"  thee  for  -this  reafon,  that  thou  mayeft  tee  and  believe, 
**  when  thou  comeft  to  me,  that  it  is  I." 

As  pleating  as  it  is  to  fee  fouls  go  home  to  their  Re- 
deemer, it  was  neverthelefs  as  afflicting,  that  this  year 
three  brethren  loft  their  lives  in  their  kajaks,  one  of 
whofe  bodies  awas  only  found,  who,  under  water,  had 
crept  out  of  his  kajak,  and  tied  himfelf  faft  to  it,  that 
he  might  be  round  and  buried.     Their  names  were : 

Ifaac,    an  ufeful  helper,  and  particularly  worthy  of  ' 
-  love  and  confidence,  becaufe  of  his  fleady  and  invariable 
difpofition  in  all  circumftances. 

Enoch,  a  poor  weak  mind,  but  one  to  whom  our* 
Saviour  ihewed  great  mercy,  and  took  him  away  at  the 
right  time  into  a  ftate  of  fafety,  feeing  his  heart  vnm 
never  in  fo  goods  fituation,  as  at  prefent.    ■ 

Salman,  a  Angle  brother,  a  ftill  and  happy  foul.  Foe 
fome  time  a  particular  work  of  grace  was  apparentin  him, 
which  made  him  ready  for  his  happy  releafe. 

There  was  in  general  this  year  a  great  deal  of  ftormy 
and  dangerous  weather.  Four  European  brethren  were 
once  detained  at  an'  uninhabited  part  of  die  country  by  a 
ftbrm,  which  .lafted  three  days,  and  could  have  no  pnf. 
vifion  fent  them.  However  they  could  go  by  turns  fix 
miles  over  land  to  the  Greenlanders  in  the  found,  and 
thereby  fave  themferves  from  famrfhing.  And  in  Octo- 
ber nine  Greenland-women  going  to  a  diftant  uninhabited 
iftand  to  gather  bilberries,  were  driven  by  a  hard  Itorra  in 
their  boat  into  the  tea .  But  they  were  leen  at  the  right 
time  by  fome  favages  paffing  by,  who  carried  tjiem  to 
their  houfes,  and  rook  good  care  of  them,  till  they  could 
be  fetched  away.

I  Wilt  give  peace  in  this  place,  faith  the  Lord  tf  he/it,  Hag. 
ii.  9.  This  was  the  promife  which  the  brethren  in  a 
particular  manner  received  from  the  bible,  the  beginning 
of  this  year,  a  time  of  fo  great  difturbance  in  almoft  all 
other  parts  of  the  world ;  and  it  had  its  accomplifhment, 
in  their  place,  both  in  a  temporal  and  fpiritual  fenie. 
The  Amen,  the  faithful  and  true  Witmfi-,  (which  were  the 
words  prefixed  to  the  little  text-book,  containing  the 
Jayings  of  our  Saviour)  owned  his  poor  lowly  little  flock 
out  of  the  Greenland  nation,  (which,  wretched,  void 
of  outward  cornelinefs,  fmall,  defc&ivey  as  it  was,  was 

Jet  his,  and  that  was  all  it  denied)  I  (ay,  he  owned  this 
ink  flock,  according  to  the  gracious  good  pleafure 
he  has  in  his  reconciled  children  of  men,  at  the  very  firft 
entrance  of  the  year  in  the  moft  holy  facrament  of  his 
body  and  blood;  and,  throughout  the  whole,  one  iab- 
bath  after  another,  in  his  word ;  and  one  month  after 
another,  both  on  congregation-days,  and,  in  particular, 
on  communion-days,  in  the  holy  facraments  of  baptifm 
and  of  the.  LordVfupper ;  nay,  in  all  its  daily  meetings, 
and  in  the  fdent  converfe  of  every  hungry  foul  with  her 
unfeen  Friend. 

Indeed  at  the  beginning  things  did  not  feem  to  profptr 
rightly  with  the  catechumens  ;  and  the  6th  of  January 
being  the  day  of  the  manifestation  of  Chrift  to  the  Gen- 
tiles, which  was  always  wont  to  be  a  great  baptifm-day, 
palled  this  time  without  this  folemnity.  Yet  after  a  fer- 
mon  upon  the  words,  A  Light  tt  lighten  the  Gentiles,  a 
particular  meeting  was  held  with  fifty-five  unbaprized, 
at  which  many  difcovered  a  great  delire  after  our  Saviour 
and  baptifm ;  nay,  a  widow  could  not  fleep'  the  night 
following,  and,  as  (he  faid,  was  obliged  to  get  up  and 
go  out,  to  weep  before  our  Saviour  for  the  hastening  of 
mis  grace.  The  greater  was  the  joy,  and  the  more  the 
thankful  tears  both  of  teachers  and  hearers,  that  on 
Jan.  19,  being  the  memorial-day  of  the  Greenland- 
minion,  they  could  aflure  fourteen  catechumens  of  the 
nigheft 
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nigheft  expectation  of  baptifm,  by  reception  among  the 
.  candidates.  The  word  of  the  day :  Thou  Jbalt  rimember 
thy  ways,  and  be  ajbamed,  gave  occasion  to  recollect  with 
joy  and  fhame,  what  the  Lord,  thefe  twenty-three 
years,  had  done  for  this  wild  and  wafte  place,  on  which 
a  temple  of  God  of  living  (tones  now  (lands,  and  how 
richly  he  had  comforted  die  congregation  for  the  laft 
difficult  years,  healed  thehurts,  and  repaired  the  breaches 
and  had  brought  every  thing  temporally  and  fpiritualjy 
to  a  happy  iflue.

"  We  thank  him,  weeping  at  his  pierced  feef, — for 
"  nought  fo  much,  as  his  atonement  great."  But  yet 
external  well-being  was  no  fmall  excitement  for  offering 
him  thanks  and  praife.  In' the  fpring  was  again  a  great 
famine  among  the  heathen.  Mr.  Dalager  the  factor 
having  been  atKellingeit  on  the  blubber-trade,  a  place 
lying  twenty  leagues  to  the  fouth,  and  generally  abound- 
ing with  feals,  brought  nothing  but  the  lamentable  hews 
of  people  perilling  with  hunger  ;  indeed  he  brought  too 
a  particular  prefent  for  the  brethren,  viz,  a  deferred 
little  girl,  whom  the  lavages,  for  want  of  food,  had 
.twice  laid  in  a  diftant  cave,  to  avoid  feeing  her  die  for 
hunger ;  but  on  finding  her  flill  alive,  when  they  went 
two  days  after  to  fee  after  her,  they  caft  her  quite  naked 
into  the  fea.  And  as  .even  the  fea  would  not  be  her 
grave,  a  man*  touched  with  companion,  but  able  to 
give  her  nothing,  laid  her  in  anempty  ftore-houfe.  Pre- 
fently  after  came  the  merchant,  and  hearing  the  affair, 
was  moved  with  pity,  ordered  this  poor  worm  to  be 
brought,  though  (he  was  emaciated  to  a  perfect  [keleton 
with  cold  and  feveral  days  hunger,  cloatbed  and  fed  her 
with  his  own  hands,  brought  her  home,  and,  as  (he  had 
a  little  life  left  in  her,  he  fent  her  in  a  bag  to  the  bre- 
thren, with  an  offer  to  be  helpful  to  any  poor  widow, 
that  would  take  upon  her  to  care  for  and  bring  her  up. 
She  is  ftill  alive,  to  the  joy  of  her  benefactor.  May 
the  bltjjhtg  of  ber,  that  was  rtadj  to  ftrijbt  emu  upon 
him!

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This  famine  drove'  many  Greenlanders  to  vifit  here. 
But  it  was  with  themoft,  as  if  want  and  anxious  cares bid 
benumbed  their  fenfes,  and  had  only  rendered  their  hearts 
more  hard.  Ours,  by  good  order  and  management,  bad 
fuch  a  Efficiency,  as  to  be  able  to  fpare  the  hungry,  a 
tnorfel.  A  fevere  cold  brought  many  fea-fowl  to  the 
{flands  to  their  relief  j  and  a  few  peafe  and  oatmeal  wtra 
diftributed  among  the  poor  widows  and  orphans,  arid 
alio  among  a  coupleof  families,  whofe  heads  were«rmt 
to  venture  to  fea  in  all  forts  of  bad  weather ;  for  which 
they  blefled  their  benefactor  in  a  fimple  letter  of  thanks. 
In  the  mean  time  the  growing  want  caufed  many,  for 
this  time,  to  move  very  early,  viz.  in  the  beginning  of 
March, "with  their  families  to  other 'places,  where  they 
were  vilited  from  time  to  time,- and  by  this  opportunity 
the  heathen  were  called  upon  too ;  although  kit  'few, 
.  this  year,  were  nigh  at  hand,  and  no  morethan  two 
houfes  were  inhabited  in  Kangtk,  which  is  generally 
very  populous. 

§  3- 

Towards  Eafler  the  greateft  part  came  to  the  blefled 
commemoration  of  the  Taffion -week,  though  the  bad 
■■■weather  kept  back  feveral.  In  the  Eafter-boJidaya, 
&me  confuftsn  was  made  by  an  American  captain,  who 
•  pretended,  that  the  ice  forced  him  to  run  in.  He  was 
'probably  the  fame  pirate '  that  had,  two  years  ago, 
carried  off  fome  men  with  him.  But  be  that  as 'it  will, 
'it  was-  faid  after  this 'man's  departure,  that  he  had  robbed 
'many  Greenlanders  of  their  goods.  The  chief  uneafmefs 
indeed  was  between  the  captain  and  his  crew  ;  but  yet 
'the  people  of  thefe  parts  were  obliged  to  be  well  on  their 
,  guard  agamft  any  hoftile  attempt,  and  at  leaft  to  prevent 
any  Greenlanders  being  matched  away,  as  both  his  load- 
ed guns  gave  caufe  of  apprehenfion,  and  he  had  even 
■confined  one  of  our  Greenlanders  on  board.  The  mer- 
chant ordered  fome  of  his  crew,  who  came  afhore  in  the 
boat,  to  be  put 'in  hold,  till .  he  difmifled  the  Greenlan- 
der;  therefore  he  came  himfelf  on *fl»re,  and  made  due 
far  is  fa  ft  ion. 

In  June,  the  fhjp  bound   for  Frederic's -hope,  being 

again  hindered  by  the  ice  from  running  in  there,  came 

i*>  GoodJiopei   and  Ball's-River  being  quickly  after 

.  '  filled 
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filled  with  ice,  (he  was  forced  to  lie  nine  weeks,  and  at 
her  departure,  was  again  under  aneceffity  of  running  into 
Fifhers-bay.  \f\  the  mean  time  John.  Sqerenfen  gave  no- 
tice of  his  fafe' arrival  at  Naparibk,  thirty  leagues  north 
of  Good-hope,  where  the  ftiip  bound  hither,  was  oblig- 
ed by  the  ice  to  fly  for  fhelttr.  The  ice  appeared  fo 
dangerous,  that  it  was  fcarcely  to  be  hoped  that  thefhip 
could  come  in.  Therefore  one  of  the  brethren  went 
with  a  women's-boat  to  fetch  him,  and  brought  him,  be- 
tween the  ice  and  the  foore,  to  within  two  leagues  of  the 
colony  into  the  found.  But  here  they  were  obliged  to 
ftay  fome  days  with  the  Greenlanders,  as  the  inlet  was 
fo  full  of  ice,  that  the  Greenland ers,  and  likewife  fome 
tailors,  who  were  gone  to  the  ifiands  in  quell  of  eggs, 
and  had  been  fliut  up  with  ice,  were  obliged  to  walk 
over  the  ice  home.  Yet  fome  Greenlanders  ventured  to 
Carry  our  brethren  fome  provifion.  But  though  a  final! 
Openjng  was  again  made  in  the  ice,  yet  as  it  was  not 
fufficient,  they  had  a  very  toilfohie  and  dangerous  piece  of 
work.  Sometimes  they  were  forced  to  carry  their  kajaks 
on  their  heads  or  in  their  hands ;  fome  times  to  fhove 
them  before  them,  or  draw  them  after  them  j  fometimes 
to  ufe  them  as  bridges  to  ftep  over  from  one  piece  of  ice 
to  another;  fometimes  to  fit  in  them,  and  pais  between 
the  ice"}  till  they  reached  our  brethren,  who,  after  being 
detained  four  weeks,  and  palling  backwards  and  for- 
wards in  the  ice,  at  length  arrived  fafe.  But  it  was  rive 
weeks  after  this,  before  the  fhip  could  run  in. 

54- 

Nothwithftanding  all  this  ice,  the  Greenlanders  were 
obliged  to  go  on  the  capelin-fuTiery,  and  a  milSonary 
■along  with  them.  In  their  way  to  the  place,  a  womenV 
txnt  was  cruQied  to  pieces,  but  the  people  were  faved. 
On  their  return,  a  heavy-laden  boat  likewife  received  a 
hard  cruQi.  The  Greenlanders  unloaded  their  cargo, 
and  fet  up  a  tent  upon  a  large  cake  of  ice,  but  hard 
weather  coming  on,  and  the  cake  breaking,  they  were 
forced  to  quit  tent,  lading  and  all,  and  make  a  fliift  to 
fave  themfelves  in  the  damaged  boat.  Such-like  particu- 
lar occurrences  and  prefervations  were  experienced  by 
Q_  4  more 
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more  about  this  time,  when  many  loft  their  little  all,  but 
no  body  his  life. 

Thus  with  refpefi  to  their  provifion,  things  bad  ft  very 
indifferent  appearance ;  add  to  this,  that  they  caught  but 
a  (mall  number  of  Teals  in  autumn.  However,  provi- 
dence had  cared  for  them  in  another  way,  viz.  many 
whales  had  been  fcen  at  the  fpring  of  the  year,  which  are 
wont to  come  but  feldom  into  thofe  parts.  Now  though 
they  could  catch  none,  the  Greenlanders  here-abouts 
being  unprovided  for  fuch  exploits,  yet  in  the  fummer, 
they  found  a  dead  whale,  and  in  autumn  they  caught 
fome  Ardluit,  a  fort  of  fword-fifh,  which  feed  upon 
feals*.  Thus  they  were  fu mimed  with  fo  much  flejh 
and  blubber,  that  they  had  to  fpare. 

It  is  eafy  to  imagine,  that  the  European  brethren,  in 
their  providing  neceflaries,  and  efpecially  in  gathering  the 
needful  turf  and  wood,  muft  fall  exceeding  ftiort,  as  in 
the  heft  fummer- months,  fcarce  a  GreenLwder,  not  to 
fay  an  European  with  his  boat,  could  make  his  way 
through  the  ice.  , 

5s- 

The  vaft  quantity  of  ice,  which  was  fo  great  an  ob- 
stacle to  providing  neceflaries  for  the  body,  was,  on  the 
other  fide,  not  without  fome  good  effect.  For  again  a 
large  troop  of  South  landers  calling  upon  the  brethren  in 
their  way  to  the  north,  were  neceflitated  partly  to  ftay 
longer  with  them  than  ufual ,  and  partly  to  take  up  their 
abode  in  thefe  parts.  Which  was  a  defirable  opportunity  ' 
of'inftilling  fomething  into  their  hearts  and  confei- 
ences. 

A  ftirring  ftyl  fubfifted  among  the  neighbouring  hea- 
then, though  not  fuch  an  univerfal  awakening  as  twelve 
years  ago ;  this  the  brethren,  learnt  from  our  Greenland 
helpers  when  they  came  home  J .  For  as  they  now  did 
not  accoft  the  heathen  of  their  own  accord,  which  did 
more  harm  than  good  to  fuch,  as  had  long  heard  the 
word  of  God,  and  were  cloyed  with  it;  they  wereoften 
invited  to  fpeak  a  little  to  them  and  theirs,  which  they 
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then  always  did  with  joy,  though  many  ftill  had  recourfe 
to  various  fhifts  and  evaiions,  why  they  could  not  wholly 
furrender  themfelves  up  to  their  Redeemer:  Jt  appeared, 
that  many  conferred  with  flefh  and  blood,  which  every 
where,  and  fo  like  wife  among  the  heathen,  choaks  fo 
many  good  motions.  Thus  one  faid :  *'  I  have  two 
"  wills,  one  yielding,  and  the  other  withftanding ;  thefe 
*(  two  wills  are  at  variance  with  each  other,  and  as  yet 
"  the  withftanding  will  always  prevails."  The  old  well- 
known  forcerer  Kaffiak  often  prsfted  the  Greenland- 
brethren  into  his  houfe,  in  order  to  fpeak  a  little  to  his 
family,  that  his  children  might  attain  fdme  good  know- 
ledge. But  on  the  propofal  being  made  to  him,  whether 
he  himfelf  would  not  make  the  beginning  by  his  own 
conversion,  he  gave  anfwer  :  '*  My  fpirit  indeed  is  never 
**  without  fome  fmall  inclination  to  it,  but  my  flefh  is 
*'  tpp  weak."  And  a  fcholar  of  the  conjurers,  after  a 
long  conversation  with  a  Greenland -helper,  lamented, 
that  though  he  had  once  made  a  beginning  of  being  con- 
verted, he  was  now  fo  captivated  by  the  evil  fpirit  fince 
his  engaging  in  the  forcerers  fchool,  that  he  was  in 
great  doubt  whether  his  converiion  would  ever  take 
effea. 

The  Greenland  helper  Daniel,  who,  three  years  ago, 
made  the  vifit  to  the  north,  and  ftill  proceeded  in  vifiting 
the  heathen,  and  making  known  unto  them  the  way  of 
falvation,  related  of  his  vifit  to  Rookcernen  and  Kan- 
gek,  that  he  had  every  where  met  with  willing  and  at- 
tentive hearers.  A  rhan  told  him,  that  oftentimes,  when 
rowing  alone  in  his  kajak,  he  calls  to  mind  what  he  has 
heard  of  «ur  Saviour.  One  conjurer  faid  to  hibi,  that 
he  had  indeed  heard  much  Spoken  of  believing,  but  did  not 
know  what  particular  advantage  the  believers  had  above 
the  unbeheVers ;  for  he  was  not  yet  fijch  a  proficient,  (as 
fome  angekoks  boafted  they  were)  as  to  be  able  to  travel 
about  in  the  other  world,  and  to  learn  the  Hate  of  de- 
parted fouls,  of  which  are  many  different  ftories.  Our 
Greenlander  anfwered ;  "  We  fhall  come  into  a1  very 
f*  glorious  place,  which  we  cannot  defcribe,  becaufe  we 
u  have  never  yet  feen  it ;  but  the  greateft  glory  will  con- 
*'  fift  in  feeing  our  Saviour,  on  whom  we  believe^  with 
"  our  eyes.  But  this  is  a  place  none  can  come  to,  ex- 
«  cept 
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.**  cept  he  is  born  pf  water  and  the  Spirit;  and  moreover 
*(  he  muft  firft  Jay  afide  his  body,  which  mull  be  turned 
*'  to  duft.  And  out  of  this  our  Saviour  will  make  a 
".new  body,  in  all  refpe&s  complete;  and  with  this 
*'  body  believers  fhall  enter  into  that  fine  glorious  place, 
.**  and  liv&for  ever  with  their  Saviour."

■*'  good  people."    AsJbonas  he  was  out  of  danger,  he 

.went,  away  again  ;  however  a  girl  was  not  robe  jierfuad- 

iSd.to.it,  but  forfook  her  people,  and  flayed.     Another 

.  (fhild,  whole  -parents  were  going  away,  being  a£ked,  .if 
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AC. would  leave  us  too?  the  mother  anfweredj  yes, 
it  is  on  the  child's  account  we  muft  be  gone,  becauie 
{he  will  not  ftay.  But  the  child  faid :  "Ah!  mother, 
: "  you  are  a  great  liar,  I  would  be  glad  to  flay  here, 
"  and  learn  our  Saviour's  words,  but  you  have  per- 
"  fuaded  my  father  to  depart  *." 

On  the  other  hand,  many  children,  who  had  fbr- 
fook  rather  and  mother  and  followed  Jefus,  had  the 
happinefsto  draw  their  relations  after  them.  A  Green- 
.lander  in  PiiEkfarbik,  who  for  many  years  had  com- 
„munication.with  the  brethren,  but  could  never  refolve 
to  for&ke  f.his  land,  where  he  was  held  in  great  repute  $ 
.being  at  the  capelin-fiihery  got  a  fight  of ,  his  daughter, 
who  had  moved  from  him  and  was  baptized,  and  ihew- 
ed  his  reJentment  at  it-  But  flie  modeftly  told  him  the 
rcafons  that  induced  her  to  it,  fet  forth  to,  him  the  hap- 
.pinefs  .of  the  believers,  concluding  with  thefe  words : 
'"**  So  "happy  may  you  alfo  be;  but  if  you  will  not,  I 
.  **  cannot  ftay  .and  perifli  with  you."  This  foftened  his 
.heart,  and  he  began  to  weep,  went  with  her  to  the 
I  mitiianary,  and  declared  his  intention  now  was  not  to 
lake  away  his  .daughter  from  the  baptized,  but  rather 
.logo  with  her.  He  defired  him  only  to  engage  her, 
.wrth'  another  or  two,  to  help  him  to  put  his  matters  in 
order.  This  was  done,  and  at  length  he  himfelf  came, 
1  with  his  two  fons  and  the  reft  of  his  houihold,  and  faid :  - 
-*'  Now,  I  come  to  you  alfo,  and  will  not  leave  you 
'"again.  I  only  wiin  that  the  reft  of  my  children  may 
*'  foon  be  baptized,  for  they  are  young  and  have  a  de- 
**,  fire  after  our  Saviour.  As  td  myfelf  I  am  in  a  very 
■**  indifferent  ftate,  and  am  not  likely  to  come  to  much ; 
■  f*  but-  yet,  at  lying  down  and  rifing  up,  I  call  to  mind 
"  wrmlhaveheardofourSaviour,  and  I  am  come  hither 
"  on  purpofe  to  hear  more."  He  came  alfo  frequently 
to  enquire  whether  his  grown  fon  was  not  foon  to  be 
.'baptized.  "  I  myfelf,  faid  he,  dare  not  think  of  bap- 
"  ul'm,  as  I  am  very  bad  and  old  too,  and  incapable  of 
**  learning  much  more;  but  yet  I  will  live  and. die  with

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**  you,  for  it  is  very  reviving  to  me  to  hear  of  our

Avaftmany  new  evidences  of  grace  might  be  alledged 
both  in  individual  fouls,  and  in  public  and  private  meet- 
ings, if  it  was  proper  to  follow  the  order  of  a  diary. 
For  the  word  of  Jefus :  /  am  with  you  akvayt  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  -world-,  was  vifibly  fulfilled,  if  not  in  all  and 
each  (for  there  were  lick  members  too)  yet  in  the- 
greatcfl  part.  Immediately  after  the  winter-  recefs,  a  new 
Spirit  of  grace  moved  in  the  meetings,  bufily  tending 
to  render  Jefus  truly  neceuary  and  lovely  to  the  hearts 
of  the  people.  The  band-keepers  brought  in  pleafirig 
accounts  concerning  the  little  companies  called  bands, 
with  what  eagemd's  the  fouls  laid  hold  of  the  word  of 
life,  which  had  that  fruit,  that  it  produced  respectively 
either  change  of  mind,  or  growth  in  grace.  In  fpeakirlg 
with  the  communicants  previoufly  to  the  Lord's-fupper, 
it  might  be  faid  of  the  mod,  that  from  one  time  to  ano- 
ther, they  advanced  in  acquaintance  and  communion 
with  their  unfeen  Friend ;  and  if  any  one  had  fuffered 
the  .leaft  interruption  herein,  he  either  difcovered  his  de- 
viation  himfelf,  and  did  not  approach  to  that  table,  or 
was  willing,  without  difguft,  to  be  refuted,  and  fub- 
mitted  to  the  chaftifement  as  a  falutary  means  of  amend- 
ment. Thus  it  is  faid  of  one,  that  of  his  own  accord 
abfented  himfelf  for  years  from  the  blefied  flipper ;  He 
came  uncalled  to  a  mimonary,  and  told  him  with  ma- 
ny tears,  he  had  carried  fuch  a  burden  of  mind,  that 
he  could  bear  it  no  longer,  and  therefore  begged  our 
Saviour  ftill  to  have  mercy  upon  him,  and  accept  of 
him  as  he  was ;  for  he  could  not  help  himfelf.  And  our 
Saviour  prefently  proved  again  gracious  to  his  heart. 

The  conferences  with  the  helpers  did  not  conftft  in 
bare  rehearfals  of  what  they  had  to  remark  concerning 
others,   but  their  own  hearts   and  minds  reaped  the 

*  Whit  fimplicity  and  integrity  of  mind !  Might  not  this  heathen  put 
U  in  mind  of  but  Saviour's  wordi  concerning  the  centurion  at  Capernaum : 
tLnx**fi«*Jfiiril,lfIIiib,K,  Kotinlfadi  Mutt.  viU.  And  will  not 
many  from  the  caft  and  weft,  and  from  the  north,  fit  down  in  the  king-  . 
dom  of  heaven  ?  while  to  others,  who  hue  it  in  their  power  to  boaft :  W* 
brat  arm  and  Jrant  in  thy  frtftmt,  ""I  it**  haft  tatgbt  in  mr  jtroi't  it 
will  ktiaid,  Ihmjoi  tat,  -abactjn  art. 
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greateft  benefit  from  them.  If  any  of  them  had  com- 
mitted an  error,  the  reft  were  fo  ingenueus  with  them, 
.as  to  reprefent  the  matter  to  them  ferioully,  but  in  love; 
which  was  well  taken  and  turned  to  their  profit.  The 
naiuionaries  likewife  took  an  occaiion  to  explain  to  . 
them  the  reafons  on  which  a  congregation  and  its  fta- 
tutes  are  founded,  but  particularly  to  inculcate  deeper 
into  their  hearts  thecareful  education  of  the  children,  as  fel- 
low-heirs of  the  kingdom  of  grace,  and  to  animate  them 
to  a.  congregation-like  order  in  their:  houfes.  Joyful 
accounts  were  alfo  given,  that  a  particular  nearnels  of 
Jefus  was  often  perceived  *in  their  houfes,  efpecially  af- 
ter the  communion  and  congregation-days.  A  widow 
faid:  "  She  was  in  a  particular  manner  well  in  her 
"  heart  this  winter ;  (be  could  not  have  imagined,  that 
■**  it  was  poflible  to  lead  fuch  a  happy  li-'a  in  the  ftate 
**  of  widowhood."  She  added,  **  The  widows  perceiv- 
"  ed  the  peace  of  God  among  them,  and  fometimes 
**  fpontaneoufly  entered  upon  various  profitable  fub- 
**  jcdts  of 'difcourfe ;  and  if  it  happened  now  and  then, 
"  that  qne  of  the  old  ones  would  tell  fome  heathentfh 
**  ftory,  ftie  was  prefently  put  to  lhame  by  the  reft." 

And  it  was  a  particular  joy  to  underftand,  that  they 
often  aflted  each  other  queftions  in  feveral  houfes  con- 
cerning one  or  another  point  delivered  in  the  public 
meetings  :  and  as  the  litany,  with  which  the  celebration 
of  Sundays  is  concluded,  contains  fome  fcripture  phra- 
fes,  or  certain  circumftances  deduced  from  the  ftate  of 
chriftianity  in  Europe,  which  the  Greenlanders  could 
not  pbiBbLy  have  a  right  understanding  of;  the  help- 
ers defired  a  farther  illuitration  of  one  and  another 
matter,  which  they  again  occasionally  communicated  to 
their  people  in  their  houfes. 


The  number  of  inhabitants  was  increafed  this  year 
with  thirty  two  perfons.  And  thefe  with  the  remaining 
unbaptized,  made  above  fixty  catechumens,  eleven  of 
whom  were  received  among  the  baptifmal  candidates. 
Thirty-fix  peifons  had  been  made  partakers  of  holy  bap-' 
tifm,  among  whom  were  feveri  children.  Seventeen 
.perfons  had  been  admitted  to  the  holy  communion  $  and 
nine 
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nine  couple  joined  in  matrimony.  Of  the  twenty-one 
gone  to  reft,  were  in  particular  the  following. 

I,)  Paul,  a  married  man,  came  hither  in  the  year 

.  I-745,  but  continued  for  two  years  pretty  infenitble. 
In  the  year  1747  our  Saviour  found  a  way  to  his  heart, 
and  fo  haftened  the  work  of  grace,  as  to  render  him 
quickly  a  fit  fabje&  of  baptifm.  Three  years  after  he 
attained  to  the  holy  communion.  Much  might  be  faid 
of  his  particular  leading.  We  were  often  obliged  to  let 
him  take  his  own  courle,  fin  which,'  notwithstanding, 
be  walked  without  offence,)  neither,  were  remonftran- 

*  ces  of  any  avail ;  and  he  would  then  of  his  own  accord, 
generally,  for  a  considerable  fpace  of  time,  abfent  him- 
Felf  from  the  holy  facrament.  But  whenever  he  came 
to  recollection,  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  without 
much  human  interpofition,  was  attended  with  fuch  a 

rarful  effect  upon  his  heart,  that  it  was  aftonifhing. 
proceeded  for  fome  years  in  this  interchangeable 
way,  till  laft  fummer,  when  our  Saviour  directed  him 
into  the  evangelical  path  of  poor  lumen,  and  gave  him 
a-fenfe  of  his  great  love  to  fuch.  From  that  time,  he 
remained,  to  the  joy  of  every  one,  in  a  conftant  blefled- 
intercourfe  with  our  Saviour  and  with  his  brethren, 
who  were  able  to  rejoice  over  him  heartily,  and  thank 
our  Saviour  for  the  grace  bellowed  upon  him.  Hi»  un- 
commonly edifying  ficknefs  and  end  in  tfce  new-year*i 
night,  comforted  and  made  us  afhatned  as  to  aU  the 
pains  and  trouble  we  had  for  years  on  account  of  this 
now  fo  happy  heart. 

2.)  Barnabas,  a  boy,  the  late  Boaz's  Ion,  and  one 
of  Samuel  Kajarnak's  kindred,  had  great  gifts  of  mind, 
and  an  agreeable  difpofition,  could  read  and  write  welly 
and  might,  in  procefs  of  time,  have  been  an  ufeful  irt- 
ftrument  among  his  nation.  But  his  too  great  propen- 
fity  to  manage  the  kajak,  was  the  means  of  his  being 
taken  home:  for  overfetting  in  February,  though  he 
was  faved,  yet  as  the  cold  was  terrible,  and  nobody  had 
any  dry  cloaths  at  hand  to  put;  upon  him,  he  was  under 
the  fad  neeeffity  of  freezing  fo  that  it  extmguifbed  life. 
While  he  was  able  to  fpeak,  he  is  faid  often  to  have 
called  out :  "  I  neither  can  nor  will  let  my  Saviour  go 
**  out  of  my  heart.     I  rejoice  that  I  am  going  to  him." 
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As  the  extreme  cold  prevented  their  getting  any  Rones 
to  malce  graves,  his,  and  three  corpfes  more,  wefe  fet 
afide  in  a  Greenland  ftore-houfe,  till  the  froft  broke. 

3.)  Zaccheus,  a  (ingle  brother,  came  often  flnce  the" 
year  1742  to  the  brethren,  but  was  always  retched  away 
again  by  his  father,  till  in  the  year  1745  he  tookfo  much 
courage,  as  entirely  to  give  him  a  denial  and  ftay  here. 
He  foon  after  obtained  holy  baptifm,  and  three  years 
after  that,  was  made  a  fellow-partaker  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  Jems.  He  was  very  Httle  of  ftature,  and  of 
ah  uncomely  afpecit,  hut  a  very  good  heart,  wiftingy 
faithful,  and  of  manifold  ufefulnefs  j  and  accordingly 
he  was  choir-fervanl  in  the  brethren's  houfe,  one  of  the 
overieers;  and  moreover  the  ordinary  barber  of  the  Eu- 
ropeans.    Some  years  ago  he  wrote  die  following  letter. 

*«  lam  fenfibleofmy  wants,  and  if  our  Saviour  did 
**  not  dwell  in  my  heart,  I  mould  be  in  z  poor  condt- 
"  tion.  But  now  I  thank  him,  that  he  comes  in  unto 
■"  me,  and  gives  me  his  flefh  to  eat,  and'  his  blood  to 
"  drink.  I  could  not  be  fatisfied,  if  I  had  ho  Sa- 
**  viour,  and  had  he  not  died,  I  had  never  been  faved. 
"  I  cannot  malce  many  words,  but  I  am  thankful  for 
*c  our  teachers,  which  are  fent  us.  Now  we  know, 
"  that  our  Saviour  loves  us ;  and  he  grants  us  daily  to  ■ 
**  hear  his  word.  When  I  think  on  my  Saviour,  my" 
"  eyes  flow  with  tears.  Ah !  dear  Saviour,  thanks. 
**  to  thee  for  not  defpifing  me,  while  a  heathen.  My 
".own  friends  defpife  me,  but  God  be  praifed,  that  I, 
41  have  x  Saviour.  He  does  not  defpife  me,  though  I 
"  am  exceeding  poor,  and  good  for  nothing.  And 
"  while  I  am  in  this  world,  I  (hall  never  forget  that  he 
**  bought  me  with  his  precious  blood." 

4»)  Timaeus,  the  forementioned  Daniel's  brother, 
and  an  acquifition  of  the  journey  he  made  iri  the  year 
'753 ;  a  ftilU  chearful  youth,  from  whofc  eyes  a  Jefus- 
like  afpedt  beamed  forth,  which  could  not.  be  beheld 
without  joy,  nay,  even  refpedt.  He  foon  attained  to' 
baptifm,  and  was  confirmed  for  the  holy  (upper;  but, 
fliortly  before  the  time  of  participation,  he  departed  to 
his  everlafting  home. 

5.)  Ifeac  Kainsk,  mentioned  in  the  year  1753,  aman! 

as  quiet  and  peaceable  fince  his.  bapti&rl,   as  he  was 

wild 
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wild  and  ungovernable  before,  becaufc  of  the  reftlefs- 
nefs  of  heart  continually  haunting  htm.  He  depart- 
ed this  life  haftily  of  a  violent  fever,  while  he  was  a-* 
mong  the  iflands  with  his  family ;  who  loft  in  him  an 
induftrious  and  faithful  father,  and  the  congregation  z 
refpectable  difciple  of  Jefus. 

6.)  Ignatius,  a  young  married  man.  Of  whom  if 
is  obierved,  that  he  was  at  firft  a  very  dry  and  indiffe- 
rent Southland  er,  but  as  foon  as  our  Saviour  gained  his 
heart,  and  he  was  baptized,  he  led  a  life  truly  happy  and 
to  every  one's  fatisfaction.  He  faid  to  a  miffionary,  who 
vifitedhima  little  before  his  departure :-"  I  am  conti- 
"  nually  growing  better  and  better."  He  is  now  at 
home,  and  reftored  to  perfect  health.  His  ftate  of  heart 
appears  from  a  letter  of  hit  year. 

**  I  have  nothing  greater  to  exercife  my  mind  upon, 
"  than  that  our  Saviour  died  for  me.  And  that  being 
*■'  tbemoft  joyful  object  of  my  heart,  I  meditate  much 
"  upon  it.  When  I  am  fenfible  how  greatly  I  am  cor-i 
*;  rupted,  I  intreat  him  with  tears,  to  confer  more  grace 
"  upon  me.  The-  communicants  indeed'  furpafs  me 
*f  greatly,"  (for  at  that  time  he  had  not  attained  to  the 
holy  fupper  of  the  Lord)  "  which  makes  me  efteem 
"  them  very  highly:  yet  t  always  think  our  Saviour  out 
"  of  love  died  for  me  alfo.  Our  Saviour  be  praiied,  for 
**  bringing  me  to  the  believers ;  for  while  I  was  among 
"  the  ignorant  *,  I  was  a  miferable  man." 

7.)  Henrietta,  a  fingle  fitter,  who  fince  herbaptifm, 
has  continued  in  a  comfortable  frame  of  mind  ;  (he  had 
good  natural  parts,  and  was  not  only  a  prompt  reader, 
out  wrote  a  neat  hand.  Her  laft  converfation  with  her 
labourer  was  of  a  refrefhing  nature,  and  her  ficknefs 
and  end  left  an  impreffion  upon  the  whole  houfe. 

8.)  Amos,  a  rough  unpolifhed  man  at  the  beginning, 
who  gave  the  brethren  much  trouble  and  concern,  but 
in  his  laft  years  much  joy  by  his  tender  and  chearful 
difpoution. . 

9.)  Sigifmund,  the  late  Samuel  Kajarnak's  brother's 
Con,  heard  even  in  the  year  1739  the  gofpel  of  the  re- 
conciliation of  Jefus,  but  made  little  of  it  till  174.8, 
when  he  was  quite  powerfully  laid  hold  of  at  the  new- 

■     _  •  So  they  call  the  heathen,  NiUurfiu.  ~~  _ 
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C's  vigil,  and  the  next  autumn  left  his  father  and 
her,  in  order  to  live  with  us.  From  that  time  a 
particular  change  took  place  in  him.  In  the  year  1752 
he  was  made  partaker  of  baptifm,  and  1753  of  the 
Lord's-fupper.  He  had  a  tender  mind,  lived  in  peace 
with  every  one,  and  in  an  exemplary  manner  in  his-  mar- 
riage. As  his  own  heart  lived  in  the  enjoyment  of  the 
happinefs  from  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  he  had  but  one 
concern,  viz.  to  fee  his  old  father  Tumllartok,  and  his 
brother,  partakers  of  the  fame  happinefs.  And  he  was 
fo  fortunate,  as  to  bring  them  both  hither  with  their 
families  this  autumn.  Some  days  ago  they  went  toge- 
ther to  catch  feals.  On  the  way  he  declared  his  joy 
once  more  to  his  brother,  that  he  and  his  father  had  at  . 
length  repaired  to  die  believers.  For  this  was  the  only 
tiling  he  wifhed  to  live  to  fee,  having  felt  a  ftrong  de- 
fire  mis  fummer  to  go  home  to  our  Saviour;  and  he  was 
pretty  well  allured,  that  he  fhould  not  lire  over  this 
-winter.  He  only  wifhed  that  in  cafe  he  overfet,  his 
body  might  be  found  and  buried.  A  few  days  after,,  he 
(truck  a  large  fcal  alone,  which  overfet  him  and  drew 
him  under  water.  His  body  according  to  hjs  wifh,  was 
found,  and  on  October  the  12th  buried.  It  was  expected, 
that  his  unbaptized  father  and  brother  would  now  for 
ibrrow  move  far  away,  but,  they  foon  came  home,  and 
prepared  for  their  confront  flay;  thus  this  refidue  of  the 
late  Samuel's  relations,  after  eighteen  years  waiting, 
were  at  length  refcued,  and  fixed  their  abode  with  the 
people  ofjefus. 

10.)  The  late  Manoah's  widow,  who  thefe  eight 
years  fince  her  hufband's  deceafe,  maintained  herlclf 
and  her  three  children,  though  with  no  fmall  trouble, 
yet  with  a  chearful  mind,  like  a  widow  that  trufted  ro 
God.  She  lived,  efpecially  the  two  laft'ears,  in  which, 
fhe  lay  ill  of  a  confumption,  in  a  hearty  connexion  with 
our  Saviour.  Notwithstanding  her  longing  for  a  fpeedy 
releafe,  fhe  was  chearful  and  refigned  to  his  will,  only 
crying  out  feveral  times :  "  Ah  !  my  Saviour,  how  happy 
"  win  it  be  for  me,  when  I  fhall  be  able  to  kifs  thy 
"  wounds  in  hands  and  feet." 

Among  the  unbaptized  who  departed  this  life,  was 
an  old  tingle  man,  who  had  lived  here  very  quietly  and 

Vol.  II.  R.  orderly 
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orderly,  but  as  a  feparatift,  having  not  attended  the  ki- 
mon  above  twice,  though  often  reminded  of  it  by  hit 
countrymen.  In  his  iicknefs  he  gave  a  Greenland  help- 
er to  underftahd  To  much,  that  he  was  how  forty,  he 
faad  fpent  his  time  to  no  better  purpoie. 


The  TwiNTTf-rrrTH  Year,  1757. 

»-■••'.* 

THE  laft  year  ended  with  a  fevere  cold, 
with  abundance  of  frofty  exhafat'r&ns  and  alternate 
ftormy  and  fnowy  Weather,  which  raited  till  March: 
Now  as  the  iflanda  were  hereby  mclofed  with  ice,  and 
the  heathen  prevented  from  going  in  tjiieft  of  their  food, 
fuch  an  univerfal  and  fevere  famine  followed,  as  no  Eu> 
iopeari  hid  ever  leen.  At  the  Very  beginning  of  the 
year,  came  many  taimmed  heathen ;  and  how  couM  the 
brethren  reftife  letting  them  (hare  with  |  them,  when  one 
lamentable  account  after  another,  of  chitdren  penfhing 
with  hunger  in  one  place,  and  old  helplcfs  people  being 
buried  alive  in  another,  reached  their  ears  ?  In  March 
ttie  diftrefs  was  at  the  greateft  height*  U  Stay  be  fcea 
from  the  relation  of  the  viilt  of  two  brethren  in  Kangefc. 
It  is  as  foHvws : 

**  March  23,  we  fet  out  on  our  journey.  Though 
**  the  feaftffl  fmosled  Vehemently  with  cold,  *et  the 
"  wind  was  favourable,  and  we  fobn  reached  Ksn<- 
**  gek.  The  Soutlilafid-ftrangers  reteired  us  kindly, 
**  and  heard  our  word  gladly.  .  We  palled  farther  to  a 
"'  houfe,  which  for  want  of  blubber,  the  people  had 
*'  long  fince  forfaken*,  and  fold  the  timber  to  as.  Near 
w  the  houfe  we  found  fifteen  perions  half  ftarred  t» 
**  death,  lying  in  fuch  a  fmall  and  low  pi'iJvifion- houfe, 
**  that  we  could  not  ftand  upright  in  it,  but  were  forced 
"  to  creep  in  on  our  bellies.     They  lay  one  upon  ano- 

•  When  the  Creenlandsrs  hive  burnt  all  their  oi!,  or,  as  their  phraie  ij, 
the  haipi  murt  go  out,  with  which  ihej  warm  their  hogfe,  and  drelj  their 
Titluili,  thty  more  into  i  clofe  hole,  which  requim  fewer  lamps  to  wm

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J?  ther  all  manner  of  ways,  only  to  keep  themfelves 
*'  warm,  They  had  no  fire,  nor  the  lcaft  model  to  eat. 
«  For  very  faintneis  they  did  not  care  to  lift  up  them- 
*'  feivesf  ox-  Ipeak  with  us.  At  length  a  man  brought 
y,»  couple  of  fUh  from  the  fea.  A  girl  took  one  of 
*'  them,,  raw  as  it  yras,  tore  it  to  pieces  with  her  teeth, 
*'  -and..go$ged  it  down  with  violence.  She  looked  at 
",pale  as  death,  and  was  ghaftly  to  behold.  Four 
*'  children  of  thplp  people,  were  already  ftarved  to  death.

'  as  are  willing  to  be  fet  free  from  htm  by  jefus's  blood, 

*  and  be  perwsutos  them  as  the  falcon  does  the 'little 

R,  a  '   "  birdi : 
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"  birds :  But,  as  thefe  fly  under  a  great  (lone,  and'  hide 
u  themfelves  in  the  clefts  of  the  rocks,  fo  we  fecure  bur- 
**  felves  in  ouf  Saviour's  wounds,  &c.  &c. 

"  The  people  liftened  attentively,  and  we  helped  to 
*'  confirm  his  reftirnony.  The  24th  and  3:5th,  we  vi- 
&  fited  in  the  reft  of  the  houfes.  The  people  were  in 
"  general  attentive  to  our  words,  yet  (fame  oppofite. 
"  The  26th,  we  fet  forward  on  our  return,  but  the 
■*'  ftrong  wind  and  high  Tea,  which  carried  us  along 
"with  violence,  obliged  us  to  Ha  by  in  a  corner  with 
•*  fome  Greenlanders  of  the  colony,  who  were  indeed 
"  ready  to  ferve  us,  but  they  arfo  had  nothing  to  eat  • 
"  nor  burn.  The  children  cried  for  hunger,  and  we  gave 
"  them  a  dilh  full  of  grits,  which-  they  inftandy  eat  up 
*'  raw.  Having  ftayed  with  them  fome  hours,  we  were 
*'  able  to'go  farther,  and  came  fife  home  in  the  even-

In  the  mean  time  thr  abor  emeu  tinned  ftarving  people 
were  aim  arrived,  and  had 'been  distributed  and  fed  in 
-the  Greenland  houfes.     At  firft  they  were  riot  to  be  (a- 
tisned,  bu*  went  to  feek  at  the  du ft- heaps  the  fifh-bone* 
already  fufficiently  chewed,   and  pieces  of  old  {hoes. 
More  fuch  were  foon  added  to  the  former,  and  though 
our  Greenlanders  themfelves  were  forced  to  make  hard 
fhifts,  as  the  bad  weather  made  it  almoft  rmpraifticab'Ie 
for  them  to  go  out,  arid  when  they  did,  they  often  re- 
turned empty;  yet  they  communicated  to  the,  ttoorfuf- 
-ferers  with  willing  beans.     The  Lord  alio  btened  them 
in  their  pro vifions,  and  providence  had  prevronfty  cared 
for  them;  as  they  bad  ihortly  before  the ' extreme  coTd    . 
and  ftormy  weather,  caught  many  feals,  and  'arfo  had 
killed  a  great  white  bear  in  the  ijiands,  which  are  fel- 
dom  ieen  in  thefe'  parts  ;  therefore  they  received  it  as  a    ■ 
great  benefaction  for  the  poor,  from  the  hands  of  djeir 
Father.     **  The  wants  of  our  brethren  and  Afters,  it 
is  faid  in  the  diary  of  the  beginning  of  April;  fome- 
*  times  put  us  to  ftraits,  becaufe  it  is  not  iri  our  power 
to  relieve  them,  as  we  could  heartily  wifti  j  but  yet 
our  Saviour  helps  them  on  from  day  to  day1,  and  they 
are  very  chearful  and  lively  withal.     We  often  can- 
not help  wondering  at  their  refources;  fo- that  nei- 
...  ««  rher 
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*'.  titer-  the  ftrangert  nor  our  own  people  need  go  hun- 
"  g'y  to  bed ;  and  yet  we  have  many  poor  widows  and 
*.'  orphans,  betides  many  a  helplefs  family.  We  find 
"  therefore  funicient  reafons  to  comply  with  this  day's 
"  exhortation  of  our  little  text-book  of  morals :  If  ben 
"  thou  hafl  eaten  and  art  full,  then  thou  {hah  biefs  the.  herd 
U  thy  God.  (Deut.  viii.  10.)  "  Who  us  adopted  has, 
"  that  we  now  may  call  him  Father:  he  will  always 
"  for  us  provide."  We  have  had  many  opportunities 
**  to  put  in  practice  the  moral  inftructions  *  of  laft 
"  month,  as :  The  poor  jbaii  never  ceofe  out  of  the  land; 
**  there/ere  I  command  thee,  faying,  thou  /halt  open  thine 
"  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy  poor  and  to  thy  needy. 
**  Deut.  xi/.  11.  If  there  be  among  you  a  poor  man  of  one 
"  of  thy  brethren,  thou  /bait  not  harden  thy  heart,  nor  /but 
**  thing  band  from  thy  poor  brother ;  but  thou  /halt  open  thine 
"  band  wide  unto  him,  and  /halt  furely  lend  him  fuffident  for 
'.*  bit  need.  Thou  /halt  furely  give  him,  and  thy  heart  /ball 
u  not  be  grieved  when  thou  g'rveft  unto  him.  Deut.  xv,  7, 
"  8,  10.  If  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor,  and  fallen  in  decay 
"  with  thee,  then  thou  Jhah  relieve  him :  yea,  though  he  be 
•■'  a  flranger  or  afijourner  ;  that  be  may  live  with  tliee.  Lev. 
*'  xxv.  35.  Honour  the  Lord  with  thy  jubjlance.  Prov.  iii.  9, 
«*  Give  to  him  that  a/ketb  thee.  Matt.  v.  42.

In  thefe  heavy  c  ire  um  fiances  they  neverthelefs  con- 
tinued together  till  after  Eafter,  when  mod  of  the  fa- 
milies were  difperfed  to  their  providing  -places;  and  then 
went  together  to  the  capelin-mhery  under  the  infpe&ion 
of  a  miffionary.     There  they  chearfully  celebrated  the

the  15th  ef  February  [ill  the  Sth  of  April,  the  Ten  commandmenH  were 
treated  of,  and  each  illuflraced  by  divas  moral  precept-  and  dying)  of  holy 
writ,  whereto  were  joined  antiphona  out  of  ancient  and  modern  hytnni. 
The  -te«s  quoted  above,  together  with  fome  more,  were  thofe  which  elu- 
cidate the  tenth  commandment.  Thus  the  whole  moral  fyftem  of  the  Bible 
ym  eooipriied  in  a>  many  leiti,  as  there  are  d>y<  in  the  for;  and  the 
Greenlandera  learnt  to  underiUnd  tbcm  practically,  and  efpccially  the  ten 
Mmmandroentlt  i»  Iheir  daily  meetingt  and  catecnifetions. 

R  3  feaft 
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feaft  of  Pentecoft,  as  well  as  die  dreary  fituation  of  a 
defart,  and  the  multiplicity  of  labour  permitted.  **  If 
"  was  a  heart- rejoicing  fight  (fay  they)  to  fee  before 
*'  us  in  this  defart  a  company  of  three  hundred  Tinners, 
*'  redeemed  and  laved  by  die  blood  of  Jems.  The 
"  weekly  meetings,  the  fermon,  and  especially  the  li- 
*'  tany,  were  held  with  a  blefled  fenfe  of  the  prefence 
*'  of  our  Saviour.  I  then  had  a  conference  with  the 
*'  helpers.  They  rejoiced  at  the  grace,  which  in  gene- 
"  ral  was  manifeft  among  our  people,  and  exprefled 
"  themfelves  exceeding  prettily  concerning  the  bleffing 
*'  which  they  had  often  perceived  m  the  ringing,  ana 
"  in  converfation  in  the  families,  efpecially  during  the 
*"  winter.  I  again  reminded  diem,  how  neceflary  It 
*'  was  for  them  to  obferVe  order  themfelves,  and  thus 
*'  fet  a  good  example  to  the  reft.  Though,  it  is  true, 
"  by  rcafon  of  their  difperfion,  (c'ircumftances  not  ad- 
**  mining,  at  prefent,  their  being  near  together)  lome- 
"  times  things  occur  of  an  afflictive  nature,  yet  I  per- 
"  ceived  loth  at  vifiting  in  their  tents,  and  in  ail  the 
"  meetings,  that  the  Lord  is  among  us." 

After  die  return  of  the  great-eft  part  (fome  fraying  a 
while  longer,  jn  order  to  go  a  hunting  rein-deer)  they 
were  foon  difperfed  again  in  the  iflands,  as  ufual,  to  at- 
tend the  hallibut-fiihing  and  catching  feals,.and  were 
fo  fuccefsful  this  time  as  to  catch,  among  them  all,  feye- 
ral  times  a  hundred  feals  a  day,  and  at*laft  a  fword-fifh 
too ;  whereby  they  were  once  enabled  to  fparc  the  trade 
to  the  amount  of  an  hundred  and  fixty  barrels  of 
blubber.     . 

They  were  oftentimes  vifited  for  feme  days,  while  hr 
this  emplovmcnt;  and  were  found  chearftll,  bufy  and 
orderly.  Tne  little  children  efpecially  were  a  caufe  of 
joy,  who  often  excited  their  parents  to, tell  them  fome- 
thing  of  their  dear  Saviour.  But  for  the  prefent,  not 
much  was  to  be  done  with  the  heathen ;  moft  of  them 
were  moved  away,  and  as  to  their  old  acquaintance, 
they  generally  went  no  farther  than  a  bare  acknow- 
ledgement of  the  truth,  without  being  obedient  to  it 
Among  die  reft,  one  heathen  laid  to  a  Greenland  helper, 
who  Was  defired  by  the  heathens  themfelves  to  fpeak  in 
iome  houies :  "  We  now  hear  the  matter  fo  plainly, 
«*  that 
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**  that  we  cannot  put  understand,  chat  God  loves  man- 
"  kind,  and  would  gladly  fave  them.  But  we  fh'all 
M  never  be  able  to  learn  all  that  ye  know."  Our 
Greenlander  replied :  "  The  matter  among  us  does  not 
**  come  by  learning,  we  ourfelvei  having  learnt  but 
M  little  by  rote,  but  from  hence,  that  we  have  given 
"  up  our  hearts  to  our  Saviour,  and  he  has  faved  us, 
*'  ana  what  we  have  experienced  in  our  hearts,  that  we 
ipeak"  They  wondered  at  it,  reckoned  the  believers 
happy,  and  wtfhed  they  were  fo  top  j  but  it  went  no  far- 
ther for  the  prefect. 

But  few  vifits  were  paid  this  fummer  by  the  hea- 
then, except  by  feme  from  the  .north,  who  came  to 
fee  their  relations ;  and  a  couple  of  families  from  Fifh- 
•  erVbay,  in  which  parts  the  motion  among  the  Green- 
landers  increafed  more  and  more.  Two  families  of 
ours  took  a  journey  thither  in  the  fpring,  to  vifit  their 
friends.  Though  they  found  their  external  Gtuation 
bad,  and  all  in  a  very  familhing  condition ;  yet  they 
were  received  with  joy,  and,  on  feveral  occafions, 
had  delivered  here  and  there  a  teftiinony,  which  was 
cot  without  effe£r. 

§  4- 

One  would  think  that  the  great  famine  would  have 
caufed  the  Greenlanders  to  relent  hither  by  troops,  at 
leaft  with  a  pretence  in  their  mouths,  that  they  were 
difpofed  to  be  converted.  Yet  not  only  no  fuch  peo- 
ple came,  but  others  that  did  come  for  the  fake  of  food, 
as  foon  as  their  hunger  was  fatisfied,  haftened  away 
again  as  fall  as  poflible.  Nay,  we  have  feen  with  what 
reluctance  fome  half-ftarved  people  concluded  to  apply 
for  fuccourto  their  believing  countrymen,  becaufe  they 
had  a  fettled  averuon  to  them.  And  though  they  came 
and  obtained  relief,  not  one  of  them  ftayed,  no  not 
even  fuch  as  have  their  relations  in  the  place,  who  fpa- 
red  no  pains  to  keep  them  *. 

One  family,  that  had  lived  in  the  place  before,  came 
indeed  again  in  their  need,  but  foon  went  further,  ft 
was  therefore  more  and  more  dlfcernible,  that  the  true 
converfion  of  the  heathen  is  a  pure  work  of  the  Holy

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Ghoft,  and  that  neither  external  profperity  nor  adver- 
fity,  neither  perfuafion  nor  profit  is  able  to  move 
and  gain  their  hearts,  till  the  Spirit  of  God  himfelf, 
by  the  promulgation  of  the  gofpel,  knocks  at  the  heart, 
and  is  able  to  convince  them  folidly  of  their  unhappy 
condition.  On  the  other  fide,  many  inftances  have 
been  produced  of  fucli,  a.s  indeed  have  run  aftray  feve- 
ral  years  after  this  conviction,  but  yet  at  length  un- 
urged  by  outward  adverhty,  nay,  even  in  their  moft 
profperous  circuniftances,  have  been  contained  to  yield 
themielves  up  to  Him,  who  had  followed  them  without 
inter  million  *. 

In  the  foregoing  years,  the  inhabitants  were  com- 
monly increafed  with  thirty,  fixty,  nay,  feventy  per- 
fons  from  amon»  the  heathen ;  but  at  prefent  no  more 
than  feven  new  ones  came.  Among  thefe  were  the 
famous  forcerer  xCafljaVs  two  fons,  who  had  heard  the 
.gofpel  many  years  both  here  and  in  Kangek,  and  were 
now  at  length  determined  to  for  fake  heathenifm,  and 
their  magickf-  Their  father  had  no  objection  to  it, 
he  efteemed  them  happy,  but  could  not  determine  him- 
felf to  follow  them.  He  affigned  as  the  reafon,  his  being 
much  too  wicked  a  man ;  which  made  him  apprehen- 
five,  left,  were  he  to  live  with  his  children  in  New- 
Hermhuth,  he  fhould  be  driven  away  with  fhame  and 
reproach,  as  Was  lately  the  cafe  with  a  widow.  He  was 
allured,  that  this  was  not  done,  becaufe  (he  was  wicked 
.and  owned  it,  as  he  now  did  of  himfelf;  for  as  to  fuch 
people  as  confefs  it,  and  defire  to  be  relieved,  they  fhall 
foon  find  fuccour  in  the  wounds  of  Jefus;  but  this  fame 
widow  was  fent  away  becaufe  (he  reckoned  herfelf  good, 
and  endeavoured  at  the  feme  tin-e  to  feduce  others; 
Would  flfc  acknowledge  the  truth,  and  turn  with  all 
her  heart  to  the  Lord,  ihe  fliould  be  received  again  with 

•  Thepiflure,  whichf-he  author  of  the  hymn  :  0  Ltrdt  afford  ttyfigbt,

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joy  *.  But  he  ftuck  to  his  purpofe,  not  to  be  convert- 
ed, left  he  fltould  difhonour  his  former  profefiion. 

At  their  entrance  into  their  winter-osconomy,  the 
number  of  inhabitants  amounted  to  three  hundred  and 
ninety  two.  Externally  all  was  well  and  healthy. 
They  were- richly  provided,  and  this  time- not  one  was 
loft  m  his  Icajak,  though  often  befet  with  perils  in  this 
dangerous  occupation.  One  man  was  once  lb  inclofed 
with  ice,  that  he  was  obliged  to  jump  upon  a  flake,  and 
drag  his  kajak' with  a  feal  the  fpace  of  three  miles  after 
him  -,  going  along  lie  often  broke  in-up  to  bis  arm- 
pits. Another  time  a  women 's-boat  fplit  in  two.  But 
four  kajaks  were  inftantly  at  hand,  which  tied  them-  ■ 
felves  two  and  two  together,  took  up  the  four  women 
that  rowed  before  and  behind,  and  thus  brought  them 
to  land.  As  one  of  the  miflionaries  was  going  with 
fome  Grcenlandera  in  a  women's-boat  into  the  found,  af- 
ter they  had  rowed  a  good  way,  the  Green  landers  on  more 
law  the  boat  begin  to  fink.  One  went  dire&ly  after  them, 
and  fetched  them  back.  They  were  fcarce  able  to  reach 
the  fhore,  and  found,  in  unloading  the  boat,  that  it  had  - 
a  hole  at  the  bottom,  which  they  fewed  up,  and  then 
proceeded  on  their  way  again.  A  widower  had  a  mind 
to  catch  a  dim  of  fifh  on  the.  day  he  was  to  be  married. 
On  his  return,  he  overfet,  but  as  he  was  not  far  from 
land,  he  crept  out,  laid  himfelf  upon  his  kajak,  and 
committing  himfelf  to  the  mercy  of  the  waves,  was 
thus  driven  by  them  on.  more.  A  boy  tore  a  hole  in 
his  kajak  with  his  hook,  in  drawing  up  a  hallibut  up- 
on it,  and  began  to  fink.  On  his  crying  out,  the  reft 
haftened  to  him  and  faved  him. 

Their  external  welfare  therefore  afforded  matter  of 
joy.  As  to  the  internal,  its  afpe&  was  of  a  mixed  na- 
ture. By  occafion  of  a  Lord's  fupper,  it  is  once  faid ; 
**  Six  were,  for  the  prefent,  obliged  to  forego  the 
"  bieffed  participation  of  his  flelh  and  blood  in  the  holy 
"  Sacrament,  fince,  during  their  long  abfence  in  dU- 
**  tant  parts,  they  had  fullered  their  minds  to  be  cor- 
**  rupted  by  the-  ferpertt  from  the  Simplicity  that  is  in 

J  Which  is  liluwue  come  to  oafs,  and  flic  now  walk!  without  ofFene*.

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u  Cbrift,  and  thus  fallen  into  circumftances,  .Which 
"  caufed  both  us  and  diem  pain.  Two  peggle,  who, 
**  had  walked  quite  unworthy  of  the  gofpcl,  wens 
"  obliged  to  be  excluded  all  fellowfhip ;  which  cauled 
•'  neat  weeping  whan  it  vat  made  known  in  tfee-pvb. 
*'  lie  meeting.  But  now  though  out  pajn  was  great 
**  becaufe  of  thete,  our  joy  was  ftill  greater  w«h  r«J- 
**  fpe£t  to  the  moil ;  in  wham  we  found  a  heart  fcofv- 
**  ble  of  ins  own  poverty,  hungry,  and  clearing  to 
*'  their  Lord,  and  they  had  uuTered  nothing  to  difturb 
*'  their  intercourfe  with  their  unfeen  Friend."  The 
brethren  law  and  heard  afterwards  from  the  Greenland 
helper*,  what  a  falutary  effect  the  chaitifement  had  up- 
on the  excluded ;  and  the  misfortunes  of  others  proved 
'  a  leflbn  of  wifdom  to  the  helpers  themfelves,  who  were 
thus  taught  the  bad  conJequence  of  afling  according  to 
one's  own  will,  (to  which,  people  in  common  would 
fain  give  the  appellation  of  liberty)  and  in  prefurnp-r 
tion  on  one's  own  ftrength  affording  occafion  to  the 
enemy,  efpecially  while  long  and  far  diftant  from  toe 
tacky  to  entangle  one  in  his  net. 

§«• 

Among  the  accounts  read  to  them  on  the  monthly 
congregation -days,  fome  lives  of  children,  departed  in 
one  or  other  of  the  European  congregations,  fupplied 
them  with  peculiarly  agreeable  matter  for  ihortenuig 
their  long  winter-evenings  in  an  edifying  manner;  as 
Hkcwife  the  account  of  the  ftedfaftnefg  of  fome  chri- 
stians, in  a  ftate  of  vaflalage,  under  the  barbarous  treat- 
ment of  their  lords ;  again,  the  hard  fate  of  the  negro- 
flaves  ;  and  alfo  the  particular  prefervation  of  the 
.churches  in  the  troubles  of  the  war,  admin  iftered  oc- 

-  cation  to  a  variety  of  natural,  though  wondeoaus  and 
Ample  reflections,  from  which  they  made  this  thankful 
conclulioo,  that  though  they  were  in  a  wild,  mifera- 
hie  and  unfriendly  climate,  yet  they  lived  under  a  mild 
government,  could  ferve  their  Saviour  .without  molefta- 
tion,  and  be  preferred  from  fo  many  calamities  of  the  , 
earth.     Nothing  touched  them  fo  deeply,  as  the  demo- 

.  lifting  of  the  Indian  congregation  at  Gnadenhutten  in 

FeniyTvania.    And  when  a  relation  of  fome  iarther  <pr- 

cumftances 
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cvmfhuica  was  given totne  helpers  at  their  next  meet- 
ing, for  mftance,  that  though  feme  European  brethren 
andfifters  were  burnt,  yet  the  Indians  had  time  to  ef- 
eapc  to  Bethlehem,  and  therefore  only  loft  their  all  in 
die  fire;  that  thefe  poor  refugees,  together  with  a  mul- 
titude of  people  burnt  out  in  the  country,  were  received 
in  Bethlehem,  and,  by  the  arUftancB  of  fome  wealthy 
and.compaSonate  neighbours;  were  fed  and  cloathed; 
this  relation,  I- fay,  ■  excited  fuch  an  emotion  among 
them,  as  caufed  them  to  weep  heartily,  and  to  make 
offers  of  railing  alio  fome  contributions  for  cloathing 
the  naked,  and  feeding  the  hungry  members  of  Chrift. 
One  faid :  *'  I  hare  a  fine  rein-deer  ftin,  which  I  will 
*'  give."  Another :  "  And  I  a  pair  of  new  rein-deet 
"  boots,  which  I  will  lend."  **  And  I,  faid  a  third, 
'*  will  fend  them  a  feal,  that  they  may  have  fome- 
*'  thing  to  eat  and  to  burn."  Now  though  their  con- 
tributions, when  turned  into  money,  would  be  but  of 
little  value,  yet  the  imftonariea  did  not  chute  to  rejeft 
the  mite,  or  rather,  the  companionate,  willing  heart 
of  their  poor  Greenland  brethren  and  lifters,  but  order- 
ed the  value  of  their  preients,  (proffered  with  an  equal 
aneafure  of  joy  and  tears,)  to  be  lent  by  their  brethren 
in  Europe  to  die  needy  in  America, 

5  7- 

As  the  manner  was  limple,  though  natural,  in  which 
they  took  fhare  in  the  cjreumftances  of  other  members 
of  Chrift;  fo  likewife  were  their  difcourfes  artlefs,  but 
heart-ftrtitirtg,  which  they  ufed  in  order  to  make  the 
unhappinefs  out  of  Jefus,  the  happinefs  in  his  blood, 
and  the  conftant  adherence  to,  and  converfe  with  their 
wounded  Friend,  clear  and  necellary  to  their  country- 
men. It  is1  indeed  but  a  little,  and  commonly  no  more. 
than  the  beginning  of  their  difcourfes,  which  it  noted 
down ;  but  perhaps  one  or  another  may  find  a  relifli  in 
that -little.  Thus,  for  inftance,  laid  A.  "  It  is  with  us, 
*'  as  when  a  thick  mift  covers  the  land*  which  hinders 
*'  us  from  feeing  and  knowing  any  thing  certain.  But 
"  when  the  mift  difperfes,  we  get  right  of  one  corner 
**  of  the  land  after  another,  and  when  the  fun  break* 
*  forth,  we  fee  every  thing  clearly  and  diftinctJy. 
"Thus 
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*'  Thus  it  is  with  us.  While  we  remain  at  a  diftance 
"  from  our  Saviour,  we  arc  dark  and  ignorant  of  our- 
"  felves;  but  the -nearer  approaches  we  make  to  him, 
"  the  more  light  we  obtain  in  our  hearts,  arid  thus  wc 
"  learn  rightly  to  difcover  all  good  in  him,  and  alt  evil 
"  in  ourfelves."  &c. 

-  The  fame  laid  another  time :  "  My  dear  brethren, 
"  give  ear!  I  am  now  again  to  fpealc  a  little  to  you 
"  of  our  Saviour.  Indeed,  I  know  not  much  of  him ; 
"  but  fo  much  I  know :  he  died  for  us  upon  the  crofs, 
,(  and  frittered  his  fide  to  be  pierced,  from  whence 
"  flowed  blood  and  water.  Why  did  he  do  this*  He 
*'  has  hereby  provided  for  us  a  purification  for  heart 
**  and  foul  and  members,  and  if  we  make  a  daily,  ufe  of 
"  it,  we  may  have  a  life  of  continual  happincfs  and  fa-' 
*«  tisfa&ion,  &c. 

-  Daniel,  (after  having  fhortly  before  poured  out  his 
heart  to  the  miffionary,  and  then  in  the  beginning  of 
his.difcourfe,  confefled  before  the  whole  congregation, 
that,  during  the  fummer,  he  had  ftayed  too  long  in 
bunting  rein-deer,  and  thus  had  fullered  damage  in  his 
heart,)  faid  among  other  things  :  "  If  we  wili  be  truly 
*'  well,  our  heart,  mind  and  thoughts  muft  at  all  times, 
"  in  a  direct  and  Ample  manner,  be  fixed  upon  our  Sa- 
"  viour's  blood  and -death.  If  not,  we  have  no  life,  no 
*'  chearfulnefs,  nor  any  thing."  The  conclufion  he 
made  with  thefe  words:  "  We  may  be  as  happy  as  we 
*'  will ;  and  if  we  are  not  fo,  the  fault  is  wholly  and, 
*^  folely  our  own." 

Another  time,  he  (poke  of  the  conftant  communion 
with  our  Saviour,  faying  among  -other  things :  "  If  we 
*■  thus  continually  converfe  with  him^  and  have  him 
"  in  our  eyes,  as  the  man  full  of  wounds  and  itained 
^*  with  blood,  our  fouls  will  be  carried  away,  as  with 
"  a  torrent,  .and  we  fliall  be  brought  to  his  open-cleft, 
"  blood-flowing  heart,  juft  as  we  fee  the  fea-grafs  car- 
"  ried  on  in  the  current  of  the  tide,  and  driven  without 
**  flop  on  fhore." 

The  fame  Greenlander,  on  the  feftival  of  the  Holy  Ghoft, 

after  fcrmon  offered  up  a  penetrating  prayer,  which  the 

audience  accompanied   with  many  tears;  among  others 

hefpoke  the  following  words :  ."God  Holy  Ghoft,  we  .an 

■     **  heartily 
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"  heartily  afliamed,  that  we  have  all  along  behaved  i'o 
"  ill  towards  thee,  while  thou  doit  treat  us  with  To  much 
"  goodnefs.  '  We  db  not  fo  much  as  know,  how  very 
.**  wretched  we  are  j  but  thou  knoweft  all  things; 
»  T-herc&re  we  befeech  thee,  take'  us,  poor  and 
"  wretched  children  as  we  are,  under  thy  care  anew, 
M  arid  ceafe  not  thy  work,  till  thou  haft,  quite  brought 
*'  Us  into  the  wounds  of  our  Saviour.  I  call  upon  thee 
"  in  behalf  of  us  all,  for  forgivenefs  of  all  paft  difobe- 
**  dience  ;  and  we  promife  thee  to  bo  from  henceforth 
"  thy  faithful  and  obedient  children." 

M.  delivered  himfelf  thus  in  hi*  difcourfe :  "  I  can 
'**  never  be  chearful,  nay,  I  am  in  the  fame  anxiety  of 
"  mind  as  1  man  feels  that  is  with  deep  concern  in  fearcn. 
-,<  for  fomething  he  has  left,  if  at  any  time  I  have  hot 
■**  our  Saviour  in  the  form  of  his.  fufferings  in  my  heart; 
"  His  death  is  undoubtedly  the  greateft  thing  we  know, 
*'  Had  he  not  purchaftd  a  church  with  his  own  blood, 
"  I,  and  we  all,  had  been  favage  heathens;  b*t  his 
"  death  is  the  caufe,  that  I  am  now  a  fellow-member 
**  of  his  people,  and  am  fo  happy  in  him,"  &c, 

The  (ame:  "  It  is  true,  I  have  been  baptized  many 
'**  years,  and  always  thought  1  had  an  obedient  heart : 
-*  -jut  now,  fince  our  teachers  have  fpoke  largely  upon 
'  -3ie  jaithfulnefs,  patience,  and  labour  which  the  Holy 
"r.Ghoft  ex-ercifes  towards  us,  with  a  view  to  educate 
■**  us  like  a  mother'  forjefus,  and  (hewed,  in  how  ma- 
;•*  ny  HffpttSts  we  fo  often  grieve  him;  I  have  obtained 
■"  --a"  true. fenfe,  that,  in  time  paft,  I  have  not  been  right- 
"  Jy  obedient  to  his  admonitions.  This  puts  me  to 
"(name.  -And  I  will  now  give  myfelf  quite  up  tp  hini' 
i(t  anew,"  &c. 

'  Thus  might  (ketches  of  more  be  produced,  but  all 
tend  to  this  point:  "  That  we  always  weigh  the  cauft 
"  —of  his  death  and  fufF  'ring,— ana  for  this,  tho*  poor 
•*  we  are,— bring  him  our  thank-offririg."  And,  "  If 
"  I  have  him,  I  have  the  thing, — that  will  perpetual 
-•*  comfort  bring."  * 

§  8. 
Though  this  year  no  -  more  than  (even  perfons  were 
■  added  to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  yet  things  went  fo 

much  the  more  profperoufly  among  the  great  number  of 
unbaptized  j 
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onbapcized  ;  and  the  fuit  of  many  of  them,  who  uttered 
their,  defire  after  baptifin  with  tears,  could  be  gramedt 
In  this  manner,  fifty-three  were  added  to  the  congrega- 
tion, among  whom  were  fourteen  children.  There  wen 
fire  baptiimal  folemnitic* ;  J  will  cite  a  little  of  the  firft 
eoly. 

■*  Jan.  1-3,!  we  found  that  we  could  baptize  the 
:<*  next  congregation-day  eight  perfons,  and  receive  f«~ 
*'  venteen  heathen  concerned  above  their  (alvation,  inta 
**  .a  clofer  care.  When  we  acquainted  the  Greenland 
*'  helpers  with  this  .news,  they  were  filled  with  uscom* 
"  mon  joy,  and'  all  thanked  God  with  heart,  mouth 
**  and  band,  for  (hewing  fo  much  grace  to  the  now 
*  heathen." 

The  14th,  the  candidates  for  baptifin  and  receptisa 
were  hokea  with.  In  both  ela&s  it  was  fweet  aod  a*. 
grecablc  to  perceive  by  their  cheeks  moiftened  wkh  tcaw, 
in  extraordinary  grace  moving  amoegft  them,  as  well 
as  the  defire  they  had  to  be  the  entire,  piopejty  of  tfiair 
Redeemer.  They  knew  not  how  to  express  thereielvea 
for  joy,  forrte  faying:  **  They  were  quite  fick  with  do- 
"  fire,"  &c.  Sunday  the  16th  was  a  particular  day  of 
Ueffieg.  After -the  liturgy,  a.  fine  diary  of  the  blefled 
icsurfc  of  the  ftegro-thildren  in  St.  Thoreas'a  was  read, 
to  the  general  joy  and  quickening  of  the  heaters.  Then 
-the  candidates  were  once  more  fpoken  with,  JJothjey 
and  trembling,  both  flume  and  yet  a  believing  applica- 
tion to  the  throne  of  grace,  were :  pfcaDngly  felt,  among 
«hem.  An  old  widow,  formerly  accufed  of  witchcraft, 
was  troubled  at  being  afked,  if  we  Jheuld  ever  bear;  the 
like  of  her  for  the  future?  And  fee  premifed,  with.  e»- 
preuions  which  might  be  believed,  to  renounce  the  -devil 
and  all  his  works  and  ways,  and  to  give  herfelf  entirely  to 
ftar  Saviour  as  his  eternal  property.  After  fermon  upon 
the  words :  /  am  tone  to  fendjirt  on  the  ttrrtb,  &c.  ihtfc 
eight  fouls  were  baptized,  viz.  .three  brethren  (among 
whom  was  the  old  man  mentioned  lait  year,  ^6.  who  looked 
upon  his  children  as  worthy  of  bapttfm,  but  not  hira- 
felf,  together  with  his  fort)  and  five  fillers.  An  agree- 
•  able  and  glad-  aipe&  fltone  in  their  «ounteritnces.  After 
reading  and  explaining  the  congregation -day's  leflorj, 
feventeen  catechumens  were  received  with  the  kifs  «f 
peace, 
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$>e*ee,  to  a  nearer  nurfing  and  tnitioB.  .  Among  whom 
ww  the  often-mentioned  TuflUUrtok,  brother-in-law/ 
bf  the  late  Samuel  Kajarnak,  that  fame  angekpk,  that 
bad  "been  fo  often  frighted  by  particular  dream*  , .  toge- 
ther With  bm  fon  Smana;  and  the  girl,  font » i*e  lait 
War  halMes*  in  a  lade 

T^ie  WHftWlhg  days,  accounts  were  brought,  what 
dftd  theft  a&s  had  upon  the  reft  of  the  baptized.  The 
fcerpers  rttattd,  that  the  remaining  candidate*  had  great- 
ly bemoaned  themfelves  in  thifir  bands,  and  fheWed  great 
longing,  for  baptnrtt.  And  a  widow,  received  two 
rnoitrhj  ag'oy  whole  daughter  had  been  baptized  this 
tirnei  feid  wfcfc  fears :  •*  Alas !  certainly  my  cafe  muft 
*'  lie  Very  fed,  that  I  canhet  yet  attain  to  it  ?  And  I 
**  have  fo  great  a  defee,  and  fo  frecntcrrtly  weep  to  oar 
*  Saviour  orr  that  account." 

TKe  great impreffion,  baptflm  leave*  npdn  the  Grem- 
landers,  and  (he  sold  a  wife  fteward  gets  of  their  heart* 
to  h,  may  be  gathered  from  what  follows.;  A  nun, 
flint  had  for  feme  time  boen  under  the  chaftiferaent  of 
the  coirgreg^afiohv  whieh  had  been  a  little  galling  to  bra*, 
had  beMVfrd  very  ftobborniy  to  the  deacon  m  an  tacono*- 
mtcau  affair, -end  was  not  to  be  moved  from  his  felf-wiH' 
by  any  remonftrances.  Boa,  on  being  aflced,  if,  he 
fcievr,  that  -he  wis  bafflbmt  J  he  fcU  a  weeping  lb  ve- 
rr^rheBtrV,  (hat  he  was  haftily  to  be  pacified.  And  thai 
1lis  Wf-im  was,  it  it  were,  dfowited.

Trrfs  yWlr  forty  ftrtflchurnens  were  received  to  a  doftr 
ieare-dfrfhwrfing,  and  lame  oS  them  by  degrees  bapti- 
■zed:  batiio  «to«'  than  two  pe^lbns  were  admitted  to 
the  Holy  Communion.  Five  couple  entered  into,  the 
holy  ftate :-'bf  matrimony,  awl  eleven  departed  this  life, 
among  whom  were  onry  three  grown  perfons,  viz. 

i;)  Antctoetta,  a  married  woman,  who  had  many 
years  finec  rreafd  the  gotpel  in  Kangek.  At  the  very 
flrft  a  defire  after  Jsfus  was  difcerniWe  in  her;  and 
therefore  ntit  long  after  her  Corning  to  ui  in  the  year  1 748 
'  fhe  received  barttifra.  After  three  years  (he  partook  of 
the  Lord's-fopper,  and  lived  fince  then  happily  and 
-cheorfnlly  with  her  huiband  as  a  poor  firmer  who  had 
obtained 
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obtained  grace.  For  theft  two  yean  (he  had  been  (kkly 
of  a  confumption,  which  had  been  the  happieft  time  of 
her  Hie.  She  longed  for  her  releafe  and  rejoiced  at  the 
profpefl  of  it,  as  of  a  wedding-day,  was  continually  enga- 
ged with  our  Saviour,  andfpokeof  hint  to  all  that  vifitcd 
her.  Among  other  things  fhe  laid :  "  Now  our  Saviour 
"  will  foon  come  and  take  my  foul  with  him ;  I  hare 
"  often'  prayed  for  it,  and  he  is  always  gracious  unto  me, 
**  whenever  I  fpeak  with  him.  The  Saviour's  blood 
**  and  rlgbteoufncfs  my  iin'ry  is,  my  wedding-drefs. 
*•  But  I  defire  you  alio  to  drefs.my  body  neatly,  the 
"  members  of  my  body  being  all  hit  gin."  The  laft 
evening  the  verfe,  f '  Ever  O  Lamb !  to  her  remain,— fa 
"  that  (he  not  only  obtain — fomedawnings  of  thy  grace  j 
M  — but  let  her  have  thy  wounds  each  hour — quite  near, 
**  and  let  her  feel  the  pow'r— which  thy  whole  martyr'd 
**  body  has,"  being  fuhg  for  her,  (he  pointed,  with  plea- 
fant  looks,  to  her  heart,  and  with  a  broken  voice  begun 
that  verfe ;  "  The  Lamb  with  all  his  grief  and  fmart,— • 
"  remains  the  pkafure  of  my  heart,— long  as  it  moves 
-■*  in  me : — yea,  even  when  it  beats  no  more, — there, 
"  where  the  fpcar  his  fide  did  bore, — I  have  my  place 
"  eternally."  And  thus  (he  palled  in  a  loft  divine  peace 
into  the  arms  of  her  Redeemer. 

2.}  Abilhag,  a  married  woman,  had  a  'tender  heart  to 
the  death  and  paffion  of  Jems,  arid  a  particular  gift  of 
beating  her  houfhold.  She  once  was  difturbed  by  (elf- 
love,  and  fancied,  (he  was  not  made  enough  of.  This 
made  her  fretful  and  dejected,  but  (he  foon  recovered 
berfelf  again,  and  fpent  her  laft  yean  very  chearfuUy. 
Efpecially  in  her  ficknefs  (he  joyfully  declared,  now  much 
(he  loved  our  Saviour,  and  longed  to  kift  his  wounded 
feet  - 

3.)  Peninnah,  an  old  fingle  fitter,  of  a  weakly  body 
and  melancholy  difpontion  or  mind.  The  firft  years'  af- 
ter baptifm  (he  fpent  cheerfully.  But  after  all  her  re- 
'  lacions  were  departed  this  life,  and  (he  found  it  pretty 
difficult  to  get  her  maintenance,  (he  grew  fo  difpirited, 
that  of  her  own  accord  (he  kept  away  from  the  Lord's 
Supper,  by  which  means  (be  gradually  fell  into  great 
drynefs,  and  it  fecmed  often,  as  if  (he  would  leave  us.  In 
her  eight   days   ftcknefs,  the  Friend  of  all  the  poor 

and, 
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and  wretched,  martifefted  himfelf  again  in  a  very  kind  , 
manner  to  her  heart,  and  fhc  went  home  as  a  poor  {in- 
ner, with  an  eameft  longing  and  full  of  comfort,  to  him, 
4.)  Chriftian,  the  orphan  Ton,  nine  years  old,  of 
our  ever-memorable  Nathanael,  Who  departed  in  the 
yeari752;  he  was  a  very  briflc,  amiable  child,  of  whom 
we  conceived .  great  hopes.  He  was  uncommonly  dili- 
gent at  fchool,  and  had  a  very  retentive  memory.  The 
catechift  had  once  tranflated  fome  verfes,  and  rehearfed 
them  to  his  fchool -children,  but  becaufe  he  could  not 
render'  an  exprdfion  or  two  plain  enough,  he  deftroyed 
them}  which  he  was  afterwards  furry  for,  and  mould 
have  been  glad  to  have  them  again.  A  year  after,  he 
accidentally  heard  the  late  Chriftian,  who  was  a  great 
lover  of  finging,  fing  thefe  loft  vcrfiS,  and  wrote  them 
down  from  his  mouth.  As  lively  as  his  fpirit  was,  nay 
fometimes  inclined  to  extravagancies,  fo  tender  arid  foft 
was  his  heart  to  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  and  his  mind 
thankful  for  all  admonitions.  A  pleurify  furthered  his 
releafe,  while  in  the  Sound  with  his  fofter-parents,  who 
were  much  touched  by  his  edifying  end. 


BOOK    IX. 

The  fifth  Period  of  the  Brethren's  MJJion,  from 
the  founding  of  the  Mtffion  at  lachtenfels  in 
1758,  unto  the  year  1  y 62. 

The  twenty-sixth  Year,  1758. 

$■• 

OF  late  years  the  Greenland-congregation'  wai 
augmented  to  four  hundred,  befides  near  two- 
hundred  baptized  perfons  already  tranflated  into 
a  blefled' eternity.  Since  the  year  1,742,' when  the  great 
(luring  among  the  heathen  commenced,  the  tncreafe 
was  Ipeedy  enough  in  proportion  to  the  fmall  number 
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of  the  nation  itlelf  j  but  now  it  feemed,  as  if  it  would 
take  no  hafty  fteps  farther  from  without.  Hencefor- 
ward not  many  Greenlanders  were  to  be  expe&ed  frorA 
the  North,  and  BallVKivcr.  For  fince  the  fettlement 
of  new  colonies,  they  were  provided  with  Daiiifli 
miffionaries  near  thofe  parts ;  and  as  to  thofe  hereabouts 
that  lived  far  up  the  inlets,  they  for  the  molt  part  attend- 
ed the  minion  at  Good-hope.  The  Kook  and  Kangelc 
iflands  were  properly  the  brethren's  chapels  of  eafe  and 
preaching -pi  aces :  arid  in  them,  moftly  Greenlanders 
from  the  utmoft  South,  where  there  are  flill  no  colonies 
nor  millions,  are  wont  to  take  up  their  abode  for  a  year 
or  two  on  their  journeys  to  and  from  the  north,  partly  bf 
way  of  taking  tb«ir  reft,  and  partly  in  order  to  provide 
rieceflaries  for  travelling  farther.  The  brethren  had  got 
ihoft'of  their  inhabitants  from  among  thofe  people; 
which  wis  in  fome  meafure  owing  to  the  bleffing  arifing 
from  the  journey  of  the  firftling  Samuel  Kajarnak,  who 
was  himfelf  a  South -country-man,  and  firft  of  all  made- 
known  in  thofe  parts,  the  blened  tidings  of  a  Creator, 
who  had  redeemed  his  loft  creatures  with  his  death  and 
blood -medding.  It  may  be  recollected  from  foregoing 
Muttons,  that  the  brethren  received  yearly  many  vifits 
from  the  South-country  people,  that  the  gofpel  was  not 
wholly  unknown  to  many  of  them*  and  that  they  had 
invited  the  brethren  to  come  Into  their  country,  as  hav- 
ing indeed-  an  inclination  to  be  converted,  but  being  un- 
able to  fupport  thcmtelves  here.  For  although  Ball's* 
River  is  one  of  the  fined  countries  in  all  Greenland,  (not 
having  every  thing,  it  is1  true,  but  a  great  deal  of  What 
other  places  are  in  want  of,)  yet  the  Greenlanders  can- 
not eanly  refolve  entirely, to  relinquish  the  place  where 
they  were  bom  ind  bred,  and  to  fettle  in.  another,  fince 
almoft  in  every  place  the  way  of  fifliing  and  catching 
feals  differs;  which  obliges  them  to  a  new  practice, 
and  in  the  mean  while  perhaps  expofes  them  to  want 
for  a  year  or  two.  And  efpecially  they  that  were  borft 
on  the  fea-coafij  or  on  an  illand,  do  not  chufe  their 
abiding-place  on  the  main  land  or  in  the  inlets.  And 
when  fuch  people  fettle  in  fuch  a  place  as  New-Herrn- 
huth,  lying  on  the  continent  five  or  fix  leagues  from  the 
main  fea,  it  can  fcaice  he  confidered  as  any  thing  left 
than   . 
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than  a  piece  of  felf-denial  with  refped  to  their  wonted 
advantage)  which  they  then  are  willing  fhould  give  way 
to  eheir  fouls  good ;  Unce  they  know,  that  it  will  take 
then  up  a  couple  of  years  to  learn  new  methods,  and 
they  fhatl  the  while  be  often  .forced  to  fuffer  great  hard- 
ships in  point  of  fuftenance. 

This  difficulty  has  kept  many  a  Greenlander,  who 
hi3  been  touched  in  his  heart,  from  living  in  New- 
Bermbuth  j  neither  could  even  the  brethren  with  tbs 
place  more  populous.  For  although  they  would  hava' 
been  glad  to  win  them  to  Chrift,  by  preaching  the  gof- 
pcl  to  every  human  creature  in  Greenland  j  yet  they 
were  under  a  neceffity  alto  of  having  a  regard  to  the) 
proper  congregation-nurfiug,  instructing,  eftabliftiing  in 
grace,  and  preferring  from  all  by-paths,  the  fouls  awa- 
kened by  the  gofpcl,  and  baptized  into  the  death  of  Jems. 
Such  a  care  of  fouls,  which  requires  more  than  bars 
preaching  and  catechifing,  is,  at  Jeaft  in  heathen  nations, 
wherever  the  number  is  fo  great  that  it  cannot  be  duly 
infpe&ed  into,  exceeding  difficult,  if  not  impoffible. 
Add  to  this,  that  fome  were  apprehenfive,  fuch  a  hum-' 
ber  of  Greenlanders  together  in  one  place  might  not  at 
all  times  find  2  fufficient  livelihood,  though  others  were 
of  another  opinion,  which  experience  has  fhewa  to  b» 
juft. 

$2. 

For  thefe  reafons,  and  from  well-grounded  hopes, 
that  many  more  Greenlanders  would  Submit  to  the  gof- 
pcl, if  fetded  in  a  place  convenient  for  their  fupportj 
the  mifBonariea  had  for  fome  time  been  considering, 
whether  fome  of  them  could  not  live  in  Kangek  or  Ka^ 
riak,  (which  lies  fix  leagues  fouth  of  New-Herrnbuth) , 
in  order  to  minifter  the  gofpel  to  the  Greenlanders  living, 
or  paffing  and  repairing  there,  and  to  give  fuch  bapti- 
zed perfons  as  could  eafier  provide  their  fuftenance  there, 
an  opportunity  of  removing  thither  from  New-Herrn- 
huth.  This  propofal  was  taken  into  confideration  at 
the  afotefaid  vilitation  in  the  year  1752,  but  not  found 
advifable.  ,  " 

Two  years  after,  viz.   1754,  a  trading  factory  wat 

fettled  at  Fifher's-bay,  (o  called,  thirty-ax  leagues  ta> 

the  fouthward.    Many  Greenlanders  from  thofe  parts, 
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who  fpent  the  nimmer  at  Ball's-River,  had  heard  the 
gofpel.  Some  had  alfo  actually  fixed  their  abode  in 
New-Herrnhuth,  but  the  greateft  part  declared,  that 
they  could  not  fubiift  here,  and  invited  the  brethren  to 
fettle  in  their  parts,  where  they  would  move  to  them  and 
embrace  t,he  gofpel. 

•  It  happened  luckily,  after  the  fettlement  of  the  facto- 
ry there,  that  Matthew  Stach  and  Ballenhorft,  intend- 
ing for  Europe,  were  obliged  to  take  {hipping  at  the 
new  factory.  They  took  a  view-  or  the  country,  and 
laid  it  before  the  Brethren's  church,  together  with  the 
defire  of  the  Greenlanders  there.  The  next  year  John 
Soerenfen  taking  his  departure  from  Europe  to  Green- 
land, delivered  a  memorial  to  Count  Berkentin,  the 
then  prefident  of  the  Greenland  trading  company  at  Co- 
penhagen, with  an  offer  of  the  brethren  to  fettle  among 
the  Greenlanders  on  Fifher's-bay,  if  (hey  could  be  of 
any  fervice  to  the  trade  thereby.  This  overture  was 
agreeable,  but  could  not  fo  foon  be  put  in  execution. 

In  the  mean  while  the  brethren  were  time  after  time 
invited  in  the  moft  prefling  manner  both  by  the  heathen 
and  the  agents  of  trade.  But  fince  they  had  nobody  to 
fpareforthe  purpofe,  the  following  propofal  was  made 
by  John  Beck,  who  was  that  year  in  'Herrnhuth,  that 
as  Matthew  Stach  had  at  all  times  discovered  a  ftrong 
inclination  .to  carry  the  gofpel  farther  fouthwards  among 
the  Greenlanders  ;  whether  he  would  not  be  the  proper 
,  perfon  to  make  an  attempt  to  fettle  at  Fifher's-bay,  and 
fee  if  any  of  the  Greenlanders  in  (hofc  parts  were  to  be 
gained  for  our  Saviour  ?  This  propofal  met  with  appro- 
bation; Matthew  Stach  received  a  call  to  this  end,  be- 
ing joined  by  the  two  brethren  Jens  (or  John)  and  Pi- 
ter Haven,  as  his  affiftants. 

§  3- 

As  their  departure  was  prefling,  thefe  three  brethre11 
were  di  unified  without  delay  ;  and.  on  the  15th  of  March* 
with  the  blefling  of  the  church,  entered  upon  their  jour- 
ney from  Heruihuth.  And  though  they  were  obliged 
to  pafs  through  the  theatre  of  war,  yet  they  proceeded 
without  raolettation  j  and  reached  Copenhagen  the  8th 
•f  April,  by  way  of  Hamburg  and  Hohatia.  But  on 
•     their 
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'  their  arrival,  they  found  the  ftiip,  bound  to  Frederie's- 
Hope,  Fifter's- lodge  and  Good-Hope,  lying  at  anchor 
in  the  road  ready  for  failing,  and  as  fhe-  was  already 
heavy  loaded,  they  could  not  take  their  paflage  in  her. 
Therefore  they  were  obliged  to  wait,  till  another,  bound  to 
Zukkertop,  100  leagues  north  of  their  deftined  place,  was 
ready  to  fail.  On  the  afcenfion-day  of  Chrift,  May  4,  they 
went  on  board  the  Mary-Church,  captain  Peter  Ste- 
phenfen  Holm ;  and  tranfmitted  from  Helfingoer,  where 
they  were  detained  a  few  days  by  contrary  winds,  the 
following  fare  well -lines  : 

We  now  lie  here  in  Oere-found, 

The  feaman's  fate  oft,  weather-bound, 

Waiting  the  pleafant  hour,  to  fail 

Our  proper  courfe  with  profp'rous  gale. 

May  Jefus  bear  us  company. 

And  .may  his  faithful  foul  ft  ill  be 

The  guide  of  ev'ry  ftep;  and  then 

Labour  is  light,  and  void  of  pain. 

We,  without  this,  (hould  feel  difirtay, 

Nor  ever  w  ifti  to  put  to  fea, 

Much  lefs  to  Greenland's  dreary  coaft, 

For  banifli'd  flaves  adapted  moft  *. 

Only  the  leading  ftar  which  fhone 
'        To  th'  heathen  Magi,  guides  u*  on  [, 

And  Jefu's  fweat  in  pain  and  death,. 

Dots  heat  to  coldeft  hearts  bequeath. 

Therefore  with  true  and  childlike  mind, 

To  be  his  fervants  we're  inclin'd, 

Would  gladly  his  heart's  joy  remain, 

And  this  to  him  and  us  brings  gain. 
What  was  remarkable  in  their  paflage  was,  that  they 
had  no  ftorm,  and  very  little  bad  weather.  To  the 
praife  of  our  Saviour,  and  out  of  gratitude  to  the  Daniflj 
nation,  I  cannot  at  prefent  wholly  pafs  over  in  filence, 
.  our  acknowledgements  that  the  circumftances  of  out  bre- 
thren failing  to  Greenland,  are  vaftly  altered  within 
thefe  twenty  years,  and  efpecially  fince  the  moft  gra-

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cious  royal  regulation  of  the  year  1750.-  For  whereas 
formerly  the  {hip's  company  ftudied  to  vex  and  grieve  the 
brethren  with  all  kinds  of  bad  words  and  actions,  nay, 
with  mockeries  at  religion  itfelf,  and  denied  them  even 
the  due  relief  in  externals,  thefe  three  brethren  cannot 
now  fufficiently  praife  the  civility  and  kind  ufage,  which 
the  {hip's  company  (hewed  them,  and  efpecially  the  hear- 
ty affection  which  the  captain  and  mate  treated  theni 
with ;  nay  the  fame  teftimony  is  due  to  them  all ;  and 
©n  this  occafton  one  may  venture  to  apply  the  promii* 
of  Jefus  ;  "  Verily  they  fhall  not  lofe  their  reward-" 

They  arrived  the  18th  of  June  at  the  colony  of  Zuk- 
kertop,  and  were  received  with  much  kindnefc  by  the 
factor  Andrew  Olfen,  and  the  catecliift  Berthel  Larfen. 

In  the  mean  time  two  kajaks  arrived  from  New- 
Herrnhuth,  which  were  fent  to  convoy  them  60  leagues 
along  a  coaft  they  were  as  yet  entire  ftrangers  to.  With 
thefe  they  fet  forward  June  23,  in  their  boat,  (the  only 
thing  which  they  could  bring  along  with  them  from  Co- 
penhagen for  their  new  fcttlement}  and  though  their 
pafiage  was  fomewhat  rough,  yet  it  was  in  quick  and 
fortunate,  that  they  arrived  the  27th  of  June  in  New- 
Herrnhuth,  to  the  joy  of  the  brethren  and  die  Green- 
landers. 

§4- 

And,  having  concerted  the  neceflary  meafures  with 
them,  they  entered  upon  their  voyage  July  the  19th  to 
Fiflier's-Inlet,  taking  along  with  them  from  New-, 
Hennhuth  four  families  of  Greenlanders,  in  aU  thirty- 
two  fouls,  as  a  beginning  of  a  fmall  congregation.  On 
the  23d  of  July  they  came  to  the  inlet  with  the  comfor- 
table word  :  Let  ihi  beausy  of  list  Lord  ofir  God  bi  upon  us  ; 
end  ejiablijh  thou  the  iveri  of  our  bands  upon  us.  PC  xc.  1 7. 
**  Say  yts  to  what  we  undertake,"  Before  they  proceeded 
to  the  factory,  they  followed  the  advice  of  their  Green- 
land-guide, who  was  a  native  of  this  country,  and  took 
a  view  of  a  place  called  Akonamiok  upos  a  large  ifland, 
near  three  miles  from  the  main  fca,  where  an  old  Green- 
landifh  houfe  flood.  But  it  being  too  dofely  environed 
with  mountains,  they  went  full  three  miles  farther  up 
the  inlet  and  came  to  the  factory.  The  traders  would 
gladly  have  had  them  nigh,  and  a  finer  and  more  con- 
venient 
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Wnient  place  for  Europeans  is,  hardly  to  be  'found  in 
Greenland ;  but  as  it  is  the  brethren's  concern,  to  con- 
fylt  the  fpiricual  and  temporal  benefit  of  their  Green- 
landers,  rather  than  their  own  conveniency,  (which 
muft  not  be  fought  in  Greenland)  they  could  not  fettle 
there,  but  looked  out  farther  for  a  place,  having  the 
following  conveniencies,  1.  Frefli  water  that  does  noj 
freeze  up  entirely  in  winter.  1.  A  fecure  harbour  for 
the  boats.  3,  A  ftrand,  which  remains  open  in  winter, 
a«d  is  not  too  far  from  the  fea :  to  the  end  that  people 
that  are  ufed  to  be  near  the  fea,  as  almoft  alj  the  Sourh- 
countrymen  are,  may  find  their  fuftenance  as  well  as 
the  inhabitants  of  the  inlet,  and  that  nobody  need,  oij 
that  account,  be  deterred  from  living  with  them,  and 
hearing  the  gofpel.  But  they  could  meet  with  no  fuch 
place  on  the  whole  inlet,  except  at  Akonamfok ;  and 
although  they  have  no  profpec"t  'there  towards  the  fun, 
which  in  Greenland  is  a  great  refreshment,  nay,  it$ 
chearing  beams  are  entirely  intercepted  by  a  high  moun- 
tain for  three  months  together,  yet,  for  the  fake  of  the 
Green  landers,  at  laft  they  made  choice  of  this  place, 
and  July  the  24th,  pitched  their  tents  there.  The  word 
of  that  day  was:  Ah  herd  Gsd-,  heboid  there  is  nothing  ton 
hard  for  thee.  Jer.  xxxii.  17. 

%%■ 

Their  firft  bufinefc  was,  to  raife  a  houfe  of  ftones  and 
fads  in  the  Greenland  way.  As  they  could  have  no 
help  from  the  Greenlanders,  who  were  building  at  the 
lame  time,  and  one  of  the  three  brethren  was  like  wife  obli- 
ged to  fpend  fome  hours  in  dreffing  victuals,  the  work 
went  very  flowly  forwards  in  the  beginning.  Befides, 
they  were  in  want  of  neceflaiy  utenhls,  not  being  able 
to  bring  them  with  them  either  from  Copenhagen,  or 
from  Ncw-Herrnhuth  in  a  boat.  They  were  forced  to 
roll  "the  ftones  to  the  fpot,  carry  the  earth  in  bags,  and 
fetch  the  fods  by  water  from  another  place.  For  the  roof 
they  could  bring  fome  laths  from  New-Hermhuth,  but 
DO  timber,  neither  could  they  for  a  confidcrable  |ime 
find  any  in  the  fea  fit  for  their  purpofe.  But  the  wall 
being  fintfhed,  it  happened  jufl  as  they  were  going  out 
in  their  boat  on  othgr  bufinefs  not  far  from  the  houfe, 
S  4  that 
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that  they  met  with  two  fuch  pieces  of  timber  as  theyjuft 
wanted,  which  would  have  been  carried  away  again  by 
the  next  flood-tide,  if  they  had  waited  any  longer.  In 
ftjort,  it  was  as  if  one  of  the  miniftringfpirits  had  rowed 
them  thither  at  the  time  of  the  brethren's  greafeft  ne- 
cefiity,  and  they  received  them  with  thankful  hearts,  a* 
a  prefent  from  the  hand  of  the  Lord. 

Their  houfe  confifred  of  one  room  five  yards  fquare, 
and  a  fmall  fore-houfe,  to  ferve  for  the  kitchen.  The 
roof  was  near  fix  foot  high,  without  cieling  and  moftly 
flat,  fupported  with  two  pillars ;  the  laths  were  covered 
with  a  double  layer  of  fods  and  earth  between ;  and  to 
prevent  the  rain  coming  in  (though  ftill  it  often  drop- 
ped through)  'old  tent-fkins  were  fpread  over  the  whole, 
the  walls  alfo  within  being  lined  with  the  fame.  Sept. " 
16,  theyfinifbed  this  dwelling,  and  made  their  entrance 
with  thankful  and  glad  hearts.  But  from  that  time,  the 
winter  fet  in  with  rain  and  fnow,  and  there  was  not 
much  to  be  done  without  doors. 

In  the  mean  .time  the  Greenlanders  alfo  built  them- 
felves  a,  houfe,  which  they  entered  the  14th  of  October. 
Their  provisions  at  firft,  fell  fo  fhort,  that  they  main- 
tained themfelves  with  much  difficulty.  But  they  dif- 
'  covered,  not  far  from  home,  a  place,  through  which 
the  feals  ran  into  a  narrow  bay ;  where  finding  it  practi- 
cable to  prevent  their  efcape,  they  could  kill  fevcral  to- 
gether, and  were  thus  enabled,  to  furnifh  the  factor 
with  between  three  and  four  barrels  of  blubber  as  a  good 
beginning.  The  natives  declared,  that  they  had  never 
feen  feals  in  that  place  before,  and  were  furprized  at 
their  running-in  in  fuch  numbers  now.  Therefore  they 
could  not  but  acknowledge  it  as  a  fpecial  providence  for 
their  fupport. 

§6. 

It  was  not  long  before  Greenlanders  came  on  vifits, 
fome  of  them  ijiftigated  by  curiofity  only,  but  the  great- 
eft  part,  with  intent  to  hear  the  gofpel.  The  moft  of 
them  lived  near  the  factory,  and  on  the  other  fide  of 
the  ifland.  The  way  by  land  to  both  places  was  at 
leaft  fix  miles  over  rugged  cliffs  and  valleys.  But  yet 
they  came  frequently,  and  efpecially  at  Chriftmas,  the 
men  by  water,  and  the  women  by  land*  in  order  to  hear 
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the  word  of  God,  returning  home  again  often  by  night. 
The  rntffionary  likewife  vifited  the  heathen'  at  times.  - 
Thejr  defire  to  hear  of  Jefus  made  the  way  eafy  to  him, 
though  in  itfelf  not  only  difficult,  but  even  dangerous  j 
as  a  proof  of  this,  it  once  happened,  that  his  foot 
flipped,  and  he  tumbled  down  the  hill  with  his  bead 
foremoft,  though  without  receiving  any  hurt,  having 
the  good  fortune  to  rail  into  a  fufficient  depth  of  mow. 
Neither  were  our  Greenland  •  brethren  idle,  but  vifited 
time  after  time  fuch  Greenlanders,  as  the  miffionary 
could  not  come  at,  and  found,  that  they  were  fo  far 
from  difliking  the  teftimony  of  the  crucified  Jefus,  that 
they  often  received  it  with  joy,  and  promifed  to  follow 
them  one  time  or  other. 

Betides  fome  widows  and  their  children,  and  fome 
.  fingle  women,  two  families  came  to  them  with  an  in- 
tention to  live^here.  The  men  were  own  brothers  of 
a  Greenlander  departed  this  life  in  New-Herrnhuth,  and 
had  often  beard  the  gofpel  there,  not  without  emotion 
of  heart.'  They  now  came  with  a  defign  to  be  convert- 
ed; did  noteafilyroifs  one  meeting,  and  were  -alfo  before 
the  end  of  the  year  received  as  catechumens.  But  their 
wives  were  not  of  their  mind.  And  whereas  the  Green- 
landifli  women  are  wont  to  be  much  more  eager  after 
the  gofpel  than  their  hufbands,  and  are  often  an  occa- 
sion of  good  to  them  -,  thefe  on  the  contrary,  came  very 
feldom  to  the  preaching,  and  the  next  year  were  the 
means  of  their  hufbands  forfaking  their  teachers  again,' 
and  thus  forfeiting  the  privilege  of  being  the  firft-fniits 
of  thefe  parts. 

§  7-  . 
The  fmall  beginning  of  a  Greenland  congregation 
was  regulated  in  the  fame  manner,  as  in  New-Herm- 
liuth.  The  Sunday's  preaching,  and  other  general' 
meetings  were  kept  in  the  Greenlanders  houfe ;  but  the 
holy  communion  and  the  meetings  of  the  baptized  were" 
holden  in  the  brethren's  houfc,  where  likewife  the 
fchool  was  kept.  It  was  matter  of  great  joy,  to  per- 
ceive the  fame  grace,  which  anoints  the  meetings  of  the 
Greenland-congregation  in  New-Herrrihuth,  attending 
this  branch  of  it  in  their  new  plantation.  As  they  were 
Che  firuVtime  praying  the  litany,  at  rehearfing  the  Lord's 
prayer,

prayer,  Lord  God  mtr  Fatbtr  which  art  in  htatmr  jSfc.  it 
i$  remarks d  that  fuch  a  motion  was  raifed  in  (very  heart, 
that  the  tears  trickled  down  tfaeir  cheeks.  At  the  fin?: 
facjament  of  the  I^rd's-fupper,  it  is  faid  in  the  diary : 
**  Whan  J  was  about  to  (peak  with  the  communicants, 
*f  at  I  know  that  many  things  would  require  to  he  tt* 
**  ken  notice  of,  I  was  not  a  little  uneafy.  But  I  was 
"  much  afbamed  and  comforted  on  finding  before  me, 
"  without  exception,  broken  and  contrite  hearts  pre- 
**  pared  by  the  Holy  Spirit  himfdf." 

As  to  any  inercafp  from  the  heathen,  as  a  Greenlander 
tmuft  have  time  to  conuder,  and  a  miffionary  ftill  more 
to  obtain  »  due  knowledge  of  him,  it  was  not  to  early 
to  be  thought  on.  The  congregation  therefore  was  in- 
created  with  no  more  than  one  new-born  child  by  the 
facrament  of  holy  bapti  fm,  but  on  the  other  hand  dimi- 
nUhed  by  the  melancholy  lofs  at  fea  of  a  young  man,  cal- 
led Joel.  "  It  is  a  Angular  and  exceeding  anecting  mat. 
**  tor,"  {writes  the  miffionary)  **  to  have  juft  feea  a 
**  brother  fo  lively  and  vigorous,  and  prefenty  after  have 
"  the  paip  to  hear  the  news,  that  he  is  gone  into  cter* 
"  nity  in  fuch  a  manner,  leaving  his  body  to  he  driven 
"  about  in  the  raging  fea,  a  prey  tor  the  rubes.  I  could 
"  not  tell  what  was  the  matter  with  me  yefterday,  I  felt 
**  myfelf  very  anxious,  went  feveral  times  upon  the  hill 
**  to  look  put  into  the  lea,  without  knowing  why  ? 
**  Neither  did  I  juft  then  rcfleit  upon  him,  although  I  had 
"  often  been  troubled  on  his  account,  becaufe  he  ventu- 
*'  red  fometimes  farther  than  hie  abilities  would  admit  of. 

"  In  the  year  ]  744,  he  was  baptized  as  a  child  at 
*'  the  fame  time  with  his  Barents,  learned  to  read  and 
**  Write  well,  and  was  of  a  chearful  and  upright  difpe- 
"  fittoa.  As  be  advanced  in  years,  a  tender  fenfe  of 
"  low  towards  our  Saviour  and  his  wounds  was  percep-. 
**  tible  in  him,  and  fee  had  a  010ft  amiable  method  of 
"  recommending  him  to  the  children,  being  employed 
"  as  keener  of  .their,  bands.  Afterwards  he  teemed  tp 
"  fuffer ,  feme  lofs  in  his  childlike  difpofition )  hut 
*'  yet  a  beast  attached  to  our  Saviour  was  at  ail 
**  times  obfenvsbk  in  nim.  He  remained  uneittangled 
w  in  the  fine  of  youth,  and  in  what  point  foevcr  he  felt 
■*  his  .corruption  and  finfulnejs,  he  {poke  out  conccrn- 
"  ing 
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**  ing  it  with  an  open  heart,  and  would  gladly  be  an 
«*  entire  joy  to  our  Sayiour  both  in  foul  ana  body. 
•*  This  year  he  obtained  the  privilege  of  partaking  of  the 
*'  bleiHd  iuppcr  of  the  Lord ;  and  then  moved  with  his 
**  brother-in-law  Johanan  from  New-Herrnhuth  hither. 
"  Here  1  always  remarked  a  particular  work  of  our  Sa- 
•*  viour  in'  his  heart,  and  indeed  he  oftentimes  gave  me 
"  great  pleafure.  In  this  very  year  he  exprened  him- 
**  felf  thus  in  a  letter :  «  When  I  call  to  mind,  in  what 
*'  manner  our  dear  Saviour  hrft  drew  near  to  me,  my 
*'  eyes  fttU'flow  with  tears.  His  bufferings  warm  my 
*'  heart,  and  fill  it  with  joy;  J  can  now  part  with  hint 
"  no  more.  He  has  ray  heart  as  his  property  wholly, 
*'  as  alfo  my  body  and  members.  He  has  likewise  be- 
**  flowed  on  me  his  body  and  his  blood,  at  which  I 
"  greatly  rejoice.  My  thoughts  and  fenfes  are  cpn- 
*«  Sandy  directed  onto  mm,  and  I  intreat  him  often  wiith 
"  tears,  to  be  quite  near  my  heart,  to  mortify  by  bis 
«  body  every  thing  in  me  that  is  unprofitable,  and  make 
"  me  a  faithful  youth.  For  J  would  gladly  live  with, 
H  true  fatisfa&ion  unto  him."  Thus  fax  bis  own  words, 
**  He  afltfled  me  diligently  in'  translating,  and  hU  Jaft 
*'  work  was  a  Paffian-liymn  i  when  he  exjjrefJWi  his  joy 
"  particularly  at  the  words,  *(  Had  t  of  him  a  vifion,-^- 
•*  my  heart  would  tell  me  £qdo,- — it  was  no  apparition, 
«*  —but  God  my  flcflj-and  bone." 

§8. 
Now  to  return  to  New-Fferrnbuth.  The  preaching 
'of  the  gofpel  publickly  and  privately  proceeded '  with  fpt- 
rit  and  grace.  The  heathen  alfo,  from  far  and  near, 
paid  frequent  vifits.  Efpecially  a  great  many  South- 
country  people  were  there  Again  m  fummer,  vifiting 
their  relations.  Some  of  them  were  quite  lavage  and 
raw,  and  did  not  care  to  hear  any  thing  of  God ;  fome 
feemed  not  to  be  quite  infenfible,  yet  they  alfo  were  de-  • 
fignedly  on  their  guard,  and  forbad  their  relations  to 
hear  the  gofpel,  left  they  too  fhoujd  be  caught  in  the 
fnare  ;  becaufe,  as  they  laid,  they  bad  already  feen  man 
fiy  examples  of  people,  efpecially  young  minds,  who 
had  only  once  or  twice  given  attentive  ear  to  the  word 
ef  Jefus's  croft  and  death,  being  %>  captivated,  and,  as  - 
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it  were,  bewitched  *  by  it,  as  never  after  to  be  at  reft,' 
;  till  they  too  could'  live  with  the  believers,  often  to  the 
grief  or  their  friends  and  relations. 

The  eafe  was  not  much  different  with  refpe£t  to  the 
heathen  who  lived  in  the  neighbourhood,  except  that- 
many  of  them  had  fo  often  been  touched  by  the  found 
of  thegofpe!,  and  were  lulled  to  fleep  again,  or  had  fo 
guarded  and  fortified  tnemfelves  againft  it  by  the  deltres 
of  the  flefli  and  of  the  mind  f  (for  even  the  Green- 
landers  are  capable  of  making  this  wrong  ufe  of  their 
ratiocination)  that  except  the  awakening  of  a  frefh  reft- 
leflheis  in  the  confeience,  not  much  was  to  be  done 
with  nor  expected  from  them  for  the  prefent.  Never- 
thelefs  there  were  never  wanting  fome,  who  difcovered 
an  inclination  for  our  Saviour,  though  it  was  no  eafy 
matter  for  them  to  break  loofe  from  their  friends  and 
relations,  and  therefore  they  were  obliged  to  wait  for  a 
more  convenient  feafon. 

The  deacon,  in  particular,  who  went  with  the 
Greenland-congregation  to  the  capelhvnfliery,  had  of- 
ten fome  attentive  hearers  from  among  thirty  or  forty 
families  of  ftrangers,  who  had  encamped  upon  the  fame 
place.  And  when  our  Greenlanders  made  vifits  among 
the  heathen,  they  found  eafy  accefs  to  fuch  people  as 
thefe,  who  often  requefted  them  to  preach  the  word,  of 
life  in  their  houfes ;  which  they  were  the  more  willing' 
to  do,  as  they  perceived  that  their  fimple  tcftimony  was 
not  without  bleffing,  and  was  an  inducement  to  many 
fouls,  nay,  many  large  families,  to  change  their  place 
of  abode,  though  often  to  their  difadvantage  in  temporal 
things,  in  order  to  have  a  better  opportunity  of  pro- 
fiting for  their  fouls. 

§  9- 

And  if  any  one  once  took  the  refolution  to  live  with 

the  believers,  he  might  be  accounted  as  good  as  gained  o- 

ver  to  the  faith ;  and  the  examples  of  fuch  as  went  off 

•  What  wonder  is  it,  that  the  unbelieving  Greenhnden  compare  what 

St.  Paul  calls  tbo  power  of  Gad  and  the  ■wi/Jan  of  God,  or  the  inifdom  of 
God  m  o  tn/floy,  with  their  Favourite  (brcery?  when  many  even  in  en- 
lightened nation),  attribute  what  they  cannot  bear,  but  yet  cannot  deny, 
to  a  lecret  magick,   though  ever  lb  conttary  to  all  the  reft  ol    their  p»io-

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again,  grew  more  and  more  rare.  For  they  had  fre- 
quently weighed  the  matter  for  feveral  years  together^ 
and  the  determination  only  to  come  thus  near  aroic,  if 
not  in  all,  yet  iri  the  moft  of  them,  from  grace  working 
by  the  word  of  Jefus's  fufFerings  }  which  had  power  to  ope- 
rate the  more  effectually  upon  their  ftupid  minds  and  be- 
nighted hearts,  the  more  time  and  opportunity  they  had, 
By  being  removed  from  the  tumultuous  din  of  the  hea- 
then, to  awake  out  of  their  dream,  in  converfation  with 
their  believing  country-men,  and  to  attain  a  heart-felt 
knowledge  of  their  wants. 

■  Thus  twenty-two  fouls  from  among  the  heathen 
moved  this  year  to  New-He rrnhuth,  and  afforded  hopes 
of  becoming  fome  fatisfaclion-to  our  Saviour  for  the  tra- 
vail of  his  foul.  Thirty-three  fouls  out  .of  the  former 
inhabitants  were  added  to  the  congregation  by  holy 
baptifm.  Thirty-two  were  admitted  to  the  holy  com- 
munion. Six  new  couples  were  joined  in  holy  matri- 
mony) and  four  couple  from  among  the  heathen,  after 
embracing  the  faith,  received  the  blef&ng  of  the  church 
unto  their  marriage. 

In  order  to  give  an  idea  of  the  inward  progrefi  of  grace 
this  year,  I  will  only  infert  out  of  the  diary  fome  obferva- 
tions  concerning  the  fpeaking  with  the  communicants. 
."  Jan.  26,  fome  brethren  and  fillers  were  fpoken  with  in 
-"  a  preparatory  way  for  the  blefled  (upper  of  the  Lord. 
"  They  were,  this  time,  in  an  extraordinary  degree  up- 
"  right,  voluntarily  declared  their  faults  and  defects, 
**  and  exprened  their  defi re  of  entering  into  a  more  inti- 
"  mate  acquaintance  and  converfation  with  our  Saviour. 
'*  We  were  informed  by  the  helpers,  what  great  plea- 
*'  fure  it  gave  to  a  certain  married  couple,  that  their 
"  Ion  was  to  receive  confirmation  for  the  holy  facra- 
*'  ment.  We  underftood  the  fame  of  feveral  others, 
"  which  was  a  cordial  to  us.  We  had  at  this  time  fix 
f*  brethren  and  ten  fillers  to  confirm.  The  30th,  in 
*'  the  helpers  band  many  agreeable  things  were  related 
"  of  the  perfons  laft  confirmed ;  how  they  expreHed 
"  their  joy  with  tears,  that  they  would  now  foon  be 
"  partakers  of  this  highefl  good.  Many,  whom  we 
"  cannot  yet  admit  to  confirmation,  lamented  their 
**  cafe  grievoufly,  and  efteemed  the  others  happy. 
«  This 
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**  This  is  a  new  evidence  to  us  of  the  particular  wefk 
u  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  tin*  hearts  ef  the  baptized. 

**  Feb.  24.,  In  fpcaking  this  time  with  the  cc 
"  nicants,  we  found  reatott  to  thank  God  for  his  uo- 
**  fpeakable  gift*  on  account  of  their  fincere  mind,  and 
"  teal  fenfe  of  their  poverty  and  weakntfles,  which 
**  caufed  diem  to  figh  for  grace.  But  yet  there  wet* 
"  feme,  who  had  not  made  a  right  ufc  of  the  loving 
**  heart,  and  maternal  leading  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and 
«*  were  ftepped  into  by-paths;  but  they  Were  alio 
**  grieved  to  the  heart  on  that  account.  The  27th* 
*'  we  had  many  rejoicing  accounts  given  us  of  the  Mef- 
"  ling  of  the  fall  Lord's-fupper.  Some,  who  partook 
*'  of  it  for  the  fifft  time,  as  alfo  the  confirmed,  could 
"  not  fleep  that  night  for  joy  and  comfort  of  heart,  and 
"  expmiled  themfelves  very  tweedy  to  the  reft  concern- 
'*  ing  the  grace  they  bad  enjoyed.  To  Ibme  likewife* 
**  who  have  a  great  defire  for  it,  but  cannot  yet  be  ad» 
"  mitted,  it  caiiibd  fleeplefs  nights  and  many  tears. 

§  10. 

As  to  externals,  the'  Greenlahders  had  a  very  good 
year,  there  being  fcarce  any  winter,  conAdering  the 
climate.  In  January  more  rain  fell  than  fnow,  and 
when  the  fnow  increafed,  it  was  feldom  extreme  coldi 
On  the  other  hand  towards  fprihg,  fo  much  (how  fell 
and  lay  fo  long,  that  they  were  obliged  to  ufe  (how* 
fhoes  till  the  end  of  May.  The  Greenlanderi  were  ne-* 
ver  hindered  from  going  to  fea,  and  were  fo  blefled  in 
their  provifiorts,  that  a  few  only  were  neceffitated  to 
leave  the  foot  before  the  feafon  for  capel in- rifting,  when 
all  hands  muft  betake  themfelves  to  the  teeming  teas. 

For  fomc  of  the  laft  years,  I  have  taken  no  notice  of 
What  parted  in  the  Greenland  congregation  during  this 
their  four  weeks  abrence,  becaufe  the  accounts  of  it* 
though  pleafing,  axe  not  attended  with  much  variety. 
But  at  this  time  I  cannot  omit  giving  a  fhort  fummary 
of  a  helper's  di&ourfe  to  the  Greenlanders.  He  faM 
among  other  things :  "  The  grace  which  our  Saviour 
"  confer*  upon  us  is  inexpreffible.  He  is  every  day, 
•^  nay,  every  hour  with  us.  Indeed  w*  cannot  fee 
**  him  with  the  eyes  of  our  body,  but  our  heart  can  feel 
"  him* 
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**  him,"  if  we  only  truly  love  him,  aid  cleave  Whim, 
**  juft  as  ye  now  fee1  the  angrharfet  do,  fwarming  about 
«  AC  rocks,  and  let  them  be  driven  away  ever  fo  often, 
M  they  return  inftaotfy  in  great  number*,  ftriving  tb 
"  reach  the  rocks.  Juft  fo  ought  wt  to  cling  to  the 
M  petfoftof  Jefts,  atidfuffer  nothing  to1  drrve  us  from 
**  nim:  HiS  blood  has  certainly  power  fuffitient  tb 
*  keep  irs  immovably  with  him." 

The  whole  ended  without  any  hurt  or  (misfortune, 
neither  did  any  perifh  in  the  water  this  year,  which  is  a 
r»rt  caft  ul  Greenland.

Of  the  twelve  that  eriteted  into  reft,  I  will  only  take 
nutice  of  the  following,  for  the :fi&e'  of  fame  particular 
clrctiniftances. 

i.)  Maria  Barbara,  came  hither  with  her  parents  in 
ijS*  when  fhe  was  a  girl  twelve  years  old.  She  wis 
Ibofi  powerfully  laid  hold  of  by  our  Saviour,  and  bap- 
tized the  next  fprifig  in  the  pretence  and  with  die  ap- 
probation" of  net  "parents.  But  they  afterwards  changing 
their  minds  and  departing  td  the  fouth,  violently  {ex 
upah  this  their  daughter,  in  order  to  carry  her  along 
With  theita  by  force  or  fraud.  But  as  the  Was  immOvsr- 
ble,  and  implored  our  protection  with  many  tears,  the 
parents  were  obliged  to  make  off  without  he*  arid  out 
late  filter  wis  very  chearful  ahd  quiet  With  her  relations 
here  till  the  year  1^54,  when  her  rather  and  eldeft  After 
t&m6  again  ihco  thefe  parts,  and  piirpofed*  to  fnafclt 
her  away  by  ftealth  ;  but  (he  Was  quickly  delivered  from 
this  apbreherilibn,  by  their  going  both  off  the  ftage  of 
this  World'  fhonly  after  their  arrival.  However  there 
was  frill  a  fcinfmari,  Who  tried  his  utmoft  to  carry  her 
off.  But  he  too  was  foon  gathered  to  his  fathers. 
Thus  fhe  Was  now  refcued  out  of  this  danger,  and  led  ft 
comfortable  life  with  her  people.  A  year  agoflie  broke 
a  leg,  became  a  cripple,  and  fell  into  a  confuniptbtl. 
She  bore  all  her  affliction  With  resignation,  and  in  a  be- 
lieving expectation  of  a  fpeedy  re leafc,  which  tranfla- 
ted  her  into  the  kingdom  of  eternal  life  and  health,  on 
the  6th  of  January,  the  day  of  the  tnanifeftation  of 
Chrlft  to  the  Gentiles, 

3.}  Ste- 
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2.)  Stephen,  a  married  man,  came  hither -with  his 
'wife  in  the  year  1749.  Though  he  was  otherwife  one 
of  the  moll  unpohibed  Greenland ers,  yet,  after  his  bap- 
'.tiCm,  he  was  remarkable  for  his  fimplicity,  childlikenefs 
and  fincerity  of  heart  towards  our  Saviour  and  the  bre- 
thren. Therefore  he  alfo  profpered,  nor  was  Subject 
to  fo  many  vjciffitudes,  as  feveral  others  were.  And 
thus  by  degrees  he  attained  fuch  an  agreeable  nature 
and  temper,  even  outwardly,  that  it  was  a pleafure  to  every 
one  to  have  any  converfe  with  him.  Since  laft  year  he 
was  one  of  our  moft  fenfible  and  trufly  helpers,  but  at 
laft,  falling  ill  of  a  consumption,  it  was  not  in  his  power 
to  do  much  more.  It  was  often  a  great  grief  to  him, 
that  he  was  not  able  to  frequent  the  meetings,  and  there- 
fore he  longed  for  a  fpeed'y  deliverance,  which  was 
granted  him  to  his  lingular  joy, November  the  7th.  I  will 
juft  note  the  following  lines  out  of  a  letter  he  wrote  this 
Jpring :  "  I  am  poor,  and  yet  chearful  and  happy,  for 
"  I  continually  meditate  in  my  heart  upon  our  Saviour. 
"  His  blood  and  fufierings  alone  are  what  rejoice  my 
**  heart  and  preferve  me  from  evil.  Hence  it  is  that 
.  **  there  is  nothing  better  for  my  heart,  than  when  he 
*'  feeds  and  nourifhes  me  with  his  body  and  blood. 
"  I  thank  him  that  he  has  endued  me  with  his  mind, 
*c  and  befeech  him  to  be  cohftantly  near  me." 

3.)  John  Ludwig,  a  child  of  four  years  old,  in  whom 
a  tender*  heart  was  perceptible.  Laft  autumn  he  was 
.thrown  down  upon  a  rock  by  a  fudden  guft  of  wind, 
-  whereby  his  back  was  broke,  fo  that  he  could  not  go, 
and  at  laft  grew  double.  In  his  ficknefs  he  (aid  to  his 
parents :  "  I  will  go  hence*"  and  on  his  father's  alking 
him:  "  Whither  wilt  thou  go?"  he  replied:  "Tothe  ■ 
«'  dear  Lamb."  He  fpoke  continually  of  it,  and  how 
He  would  kifs  our  Saviour's  wounds ;  and  when  he  loft 
nisfpeech,  he  ftill  pointed  with  his  finger  to  his  fide, 
'and  to  his  hands,  and  by  a  pleafant  countenance  gave  us 
to  understand,  what  a  joyful  fenfe  he  had  of  the  blifs, 
*'  Soon  near  at  hand  to  greet— Chrift's  fide  and  hands 
**'  and  feet." 

4.)  Judith  eSas  Iflek,  a  happy  heart,  charmed  with 
the  paffion  of  Jefus,  and  the  firft  blefTed  overfeer  of  the 
"Cngle  fifters  choir  at  New-Herrnhuth :  She  was  born

in  the  fouth,  and  came  in  the  year  1741'  into  thefe  parts. : 
She  was  formerly  a  very  pattern  of  a  ft  up  id  heatbenefs  ; 
and  being-  once  afked,  whether  (he  was  fenlible  of  no 
defire  in  her  foul  after  her  Creator  and  Saviour?  (he 
replied :  fhe  did  not  understand  that,  fhe  had  left  her 
foul  behind  in  the  fouth.  The  late  Sarah,  who  depart- 
ed to  her  Lord  at  Herrnhuth  in  Upper-Lufatia,  being 
her  own  filler,  prevailed  fo  tar  as  to  get  her  away  from 
the  favages  to  her,  and  took  much  pains  in  recommend- 
ing our  Saviour  to  her,  and  endeavouring  to  awaken  a 
longing  in  her  foul  after  him,  in  which  fhe  was  fuccefs- 
ful.  Our  deceafed  fifter  was  poflHIed  of  finglenefs  of 
mind,  got  acquainted  with  her  depraved  flare,  and,  like 
a  litde  child,  was  prefently  encouraged  to  put  her  whole 
truft  and  confidence  in  the  unfeen  Friend  of  finners, ' 
She  was  often  difcovered  in  fome  folitary  place  with  wet 
eyes ;  fhe  fignified  her  defire  to  be  baptized  with  tears, 
and  was  made  partaker  of  this  blefllng  in  the  Chrlftmas 
holidays  1742,  from  that  time  fhe  proceeded  ftedfaftly 
in  grace,  and  begun  to  learn  to  read,  but  often  wept 
favourily  at  her  unaptnefs,  and  flow  progrefs.  In  the 
year  1747,  fhe  travelled  with  her  fifter  and  brother-in- 
law  to  Germany,  and  there  was  firfl  admitted  to  the 
Holy  Communion.  She  was  beloved  by  every  one  where- 
ever  fhe  came,  and  received  more,  benefit  in  fecret  from 
the  bleffingsof  the  church,  fo  far  as  fhe  could  enjoy  and 
underftana  of  them,  than  appeared  outwardly.  At  her 
return  in  the  year  1749,  her  country-people  foon  per- 
ceived from  her  ferenity  of  mind,  and  cbearful  walk, 
that  our  Saviour  had  bellowed  particular  grace  on  her. 
Now  as  the  had  feen  in  the  churches  the  beautiful  re- 
gulation of  the  choirs,  it  was  her  concern,  to  come  into 
better  order  alfo  with    her  Greenland   fillers.     They 

Jherefore  built  a  houfe  the  fame  autumn,  in  which  (he1 
ept  good  order  and  overiight.  -  It  was  her  heart's  great 
concern,  that  her  fillers  might  always  lead  a  regular 
and  happy  life;  fhe  rejoiced  heartily  at  their  profpe- 
rity,  and  was  in,  her  lall  years  fometimes  uneafy,  that 
on  account  of  her  hardnefs  of  hearing,  fhe  could  not 
bear  all  that  paffed.  She  was  often  aJHi&ed  with  fpit- 
ting  of  blood,  but  yet  fhe  gave  us  no  intimation,  that 
fhe  believed  fhe  fhoulifoon  depart  to  her  Saviour,  be- 
Vol.  II.  T  fore 
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fore  the  prefent  year,  when  flie  often  fpoke  with  great* 
fatisfaclion  of  her  approaching  diflbl.ution.  The  laft 
quarter  of  a  year  (he  moftly  kept 'her  bed,  but  was  very 
happy*  and  when  for  the  two  laft  times  the  holy  facra- 
njent  was  adminiitcred  to  her  on  her  fick-bed,  (he  was 
replenished  with  extraordinary  joy  in  expectation  of  her 
laft  fummons,  which  followed  October  13,  while  her 
lifters  were  keeping  a  heart-affecting  liturgy  around  her. 

The  following  extract  from  ibme  of  her  letters  may 
illuftrate  the  ftate  of  her  mind. 

"  1  am  fenfible  of  my  infufficiency,  but  at  the  fame 
*'  time  feel  that  our  Saviour  loves  me,  and  is  rendering 
*'  my  heart  conformable  to  his  will.  And  therefore, 
M  with  all  my  indigence,  I  will  adhere  unto  him.  If 
'.'  he  had  not  fought  and  chofen  me,  I  (hould  ftill  have 
"  remained  in  darknefs.  When  1  coniider  "this,  my 
*'  eyes  pour  forth  tears.  My  dear  Saviour,  I  have  no 
*.*  other  joy,  but  in  thee  and  in  thy  blood  alone.  This 
«*  inflames  my  heart,  &c." 

"  I  poor  creature  conftantly  abide  as  a  poor  (inner  u> 
"  my  Saviour,  and  he  keeps  my  heart  ever  chearful  and 
"  pure  with  his  blood.  I  know,  if  he  did  not  do  fo, 
"  I  (hould  be  capable  of  every  thing  that  is  bad.  There-t 
"  fore  my  defirc  is,  always  to  feel  pur  Saviour's  fuJFer- 
"  ings  and  love  in  my  heart,  wherein  is  the  greateft 
"  fatisfa&ion  and  life,  &c." 

"  When  I  reflect,  that  our  Saviour  redeemed  us  with, 
P  his  blood,  I  thank  him  moft  heartily.  And  aotwith- 
"  ftanding  I  am  a  poor  wretched  child,  he  ftrengthens, 
*'  my  weak  heart  with  his  body  and  blood.  ■  This 
"  winter  I  have  been  very  weak  in  body,  and  often 
f*  had  (pitting:  of  blood.  I  then  thought :  Now  I  ftiall 
"'  go  to  my  Saviour,  and  often  rejoiced  greatly  at  it, 
**  But  now  that  my  Saviour  reftores  my  bodily  health) 
"  a  little,  I  thank  him  for  that  too,  and  will  yield  my- 
w  felf  up  wholly  to  his  difpofel,  &c." 

**  I  have  been  very  happy  this  winter  with  my  lifters* 
*■  and  whenever  they  were  together,  they  thanked  oub 
"  Saviour  for  his  grace,  and  employed  themfelves  in> 
"  difcourfing  of  his  fufferings.  I  ibinetimes  tell  them, 
*'  that  the  lifters  over  the  great  waters  have  no.othes 
,  "  aim,  but  to  pleafe  our  Saviour  and  live  unto  him, 
,  .     **  We

"  We  then  wifh :  Ah  !  if  we  loved  him  fo  too !  Many 
*'  of  the  new  ones  are  baptized,  and  we  have  taken 
*'  ten  into  our  houfe,  who  afford  me  much  joy,  &c." 

•*  AH  my  fitters  here  greet  you.  Though  they  do 
■  **  not  know  you,  yet  they  often  think  of  you.  They 
"  are  afhamed  on  account  of  their  wretchednefs,  but 
**  have  confident  hearts  unto  our  dear  Saviour,  that  he 
**  will  make  them  continually  more  agreeable  and  plea- ' 
*'  fing  unto  him.     When  we  meet  together  before  him, 

**  we  feel  his  pretence. My  dear  Saviour  leads  me 

"  poor  weak  child,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  tends  and  nur* 
*'  ies  me.  At  which  I  am  often  aftonilhed,  but  greatly 
»*  comforted,  &K."" 

Two  days  before  her  end  flie  dictated  die  following 
letter  to  a  filter,  that  had  been  very  dear  to  her  in 
Europe. 

"  My  dear  A.  C  I  now  fend  you  the  laft  kifs  out 
f  of  my  heart.  My  tabernacle  is  exceedingly  weaken- 
"  ed  and  decayed  by  ficknefs,  but  I  meditate  continu- 
*'  ally  on  my  Saviour's  fufferings,  and  rejoice  greatly 
"  in  the  profpe&  of  that  blefled  moment,  when  he  will 
■*■  call  me;  and  that  I  lhall  now  fee  his  wounds  with 
"  my  eyes,  for  I  am  redeemed  with  his  precious  blood. 
"  Although  I  ihould  have  been  willing  to  tarry  a  little 
**  longer  with  my  fillers,  yet  I  leave  it  to  our'Saviour  j 
"  and  my  great-eft  inclination  and  defire  is,  to  be  with 
"  him.  When  I  contemplate  the  particular  grace  of 
**.  our  Saviour,  "which  I  have  enjoyed  here  upon  earth 
*'  in  his  congregation,  my  eyes  overflow  with  tears :  I 
"  love  him,  and  (hall  love  him  without  ■ceafing.  I 
*'  once  more  ialute  all  the  fitters,  that  are  with  you.  I 
**  now  feel  myfelf  toe  weak  to  proceed  farther,"  your 
dear  Judith.

A  Gain  frequent  opportunities  offered  this  year  of 
proclaiming  the  gofpel  to  entirely  rough  heathen; 
becaufe  many  fouthlanders  as  they  palled  to,  and  front 
the  north,  came  to  pay  vifits  to  their  relations  and 
country-folks  in  New-Herrnhuth.  From  the  end  of 
June  to  the  beginning  of  Auguft  fcarce  a  day  palled 
without  fome  of  thefe  guefts,  and  though  their  hearts 
lay  in  the  thickeft  darknefs,  and  their  minds  were  intent 
upon  other  things,  and  their  behaviour  was  wild,  rude 
and  leftlefs ;  however  fomc  of  them  always  attended  the 
public  preaching  of  the  gofpel.  And'  though  favage 
Grcenlanders  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  comprehend  much 
of  a  fubject  addreiltd  to  a  believing  audience,  yet  their 
willingnefs  to  lend  an  ear  was  a  token,  that  they  had 
conceived  no  prejudice  nor  averfion  tothe  truth  ;  and  it 
was  obfervable  in  many,  that  the  bare  feeing  arid  hear- 
ing a  reafonable  fervice  of  God,  made  a  certain  impreffiott 
upon  them,  which,  at  that  time,  they  did  not  under- 
Hand.  Neither  was  the  convention  of  their  believing 
country-men,  who  accoftcd  them  vigorously,  in  vain  ;  at 
leaft  what  they  had  nqt  rightly  apprehended  in  the  public 
difcourfe,was  by  this  means  more  fully  explained  to  them. 
For  inftance,  I  find  it  once  faid :  "  After  fermon  feveral 
"  fouthlanders,  who  had  frequently  heard  the  word, 
"  vificcd  us.  We  aiked  them',  if  th«y  had  ever  heard 
"  before  of  our  Saviour?  One  (aid:  "No,  but  we  have 
"  heard  of  one,  that  is  called  God."  Now  as  we  were 
"  about  to  recommend  the  atonement  of  Jefus  unto 
"  them,  he  faid  to  a  Greenland  helper,  that  flood  by  : 
"  Do  thou  fpeak  to  us,  our  ears  are  incapable  of  un- 
**  derftanding  the  Europeans."  This  was  quite  agree- 
able to  our  Greenland  brother ;  and  he  tefiined  of  him, 
who  had  given  himfelf  up  to  death  for  our  fins,  in  fuch 
a  manner,  that  it  was  a  cordial  joy  to  hear  him.  He  many 
times  repeated :  "  So  dead  and  ftupid,  as  ye  now  are, 
"  was  i  too  formerly ;  but  when  I  heard  from  thefe 
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"  my  teachers,  that  there  is  a  Saviour,  who  has  pur- 
"  chafed  falvation  for  poor  mifcrable  men,  I  rejoiced  at 
"  it,  and  prayed  to  him,  and  he  gave  me  an  open  heart 
•'  and  ears  to  hear  and  to  underitand.  And  now  ye 
**  may  eafily  fee,  that  I  am  happy,  and  I  can  wilh  you 
if  nothing  better,  than  that  ye  alio  might  fijbmit  to  be 
**  made  happy."  Our  Saviour  owned  this  teftimony, 
and  many  a  deep  figh  broke  forth  from  the  lavages 
again  ft  their  wills.  Among  them  were  the  brothers  of 
Chriftina  mentioned  in  the  year  1750,  §9.  who  forci- 
bly dragged  her  away  from  the  northern  million  i  but 
they  now  behaved  quite  peaceably. 

Another  time  it  is  faid  :  "  Many  things  were  fpoken 
■■  with  fome  fouth-country  people  of  our  Saviour.  A 
*'  young  man  was  fo  ieized,  that  his  whole  body  begun 
*'to  tremble,  and  he  faid:  "I  would  gladly  be  the 
"Saviour's,  but  my  people  always  keep  me  back." 
*  The  moft  of  them  hearken  attentively,  when  we  • 
**  make  known  unto  them  the  death  of  the  Lord,  and- 
*'  come  alfo  into  the  public  morning  and  evening-meet- 
"  ings.  But  when  they  are  afked,  if  they  do  not  chufe 
*^  to  live  a  winter  here,  or  nigh  at  hand,  and  .  vint  us  ? 
*'  they  have  various  excufes  ;  for  in  fiance,  that  there 
'*  are  not  fo  many  rein-deer  hereabouts,  as  in  the  fouth  j 
-  "  that  they  had  eaten  none  for  a  long  time,  and  they 
"  could  not  overcome  their  longing  after  that  flelh ;  but 
"  when  they  had  eaten  their  fill  of  it,  they  would  come 
"  again,  and  hear  more  of  their  Creator." 

But  the  greateft  part  were  thrown  into  a  panic.  For 
a  Greenlander  of  Difko-bay,  who  had  been  with  a 
whalefiftier  to  Amfterdam,  and  came  back  this  year, 
fpread  a  rumour,  that  next  fpring  many  (hips  would 
come  and  kill  all  the  Europeans,  and  all  the  Green- 
landers  too  that  they  met  with  among  them,  There- 
fore the  Greenlanders,  that  would  fave  their  lives, 
fhould  flee  to  the  fouth.  This  falfe  alarm  made  many 
heathens  hurry  away  out  of  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
millions ;  above  twenty  boats  of  fouthlanders,  who  were 
come  into  our  parts,  haftened  back  again,  and  almoil 
all  in  Kangek  went  along  wi:h  them,  But  yet  four  per- 
fons  of  thefe  fojourners  who  were  uiidcr  nobody's  com- 
mand, flayed  in  New-Herrnhuth. 
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However  before  the  neighbouring  heathen  fled,  many

yifits  from  time  to  time,  and  the  word  of  life  v 


clofely  addrdTedto  their  hearts  anew,  and  always  had  its 
effect  on  fome,  though  often  in  a  flow  manner.  Again, 
when  our  Green  land -helpers  wire  abrcad  providing  the 
necefTaries  of  life,  they  were  obliged  to  take  up  a  night's 
lodging  with  fome  of  them,  and  were  often  defiied  tor 
fay  fomewhat  to  them.  I  find  fuch  accounts  now  and 
then  in  the  diary:  **  The  bre.hren,  who  have  for  fome 
"  time  been  catching  willocks  in  Kangek,  gave  us  ma-' 
«  n  habitants,  viz.  that  thejr

*'  and  endeavours  to  keep'back  the  reft," 

Two  of  our  Greenlanders,  difpatched  with  letters 
from  the  merchant  to  Fifher's-bay  and  Fred  eric's -Hope, 
on  their  paffage  met  with  an  opportunity  in  feveral  pla- 
ces, to  (hew  forth  the  death  of  the  Lord,  and  they  were 
generally  defired  to  do  it  by  the  favages. 

One,  that  returned  home  from  the  bay,  related  that 
Perfpk,  a  heathen  that  has  been  long  acquainted  with 
us,  had  talked  with  him  almoft  a  whole  night.  Among 
other  things  he  faid ;  He  was  now  as  eager  after  hearing 
what  is  good,  as  the  fca-birds  are  after  the  fifties,  who 
fwallow  them  whole  for  eagernefs  ;  yet  he  confefled 
his  thoughts  were  flill  divided.  However,  ere  three  weeks/ 
were  at  an  end,  the  good  thoughts  prevailed,  and  he 
moved  with  his  whole  family  to  the  brethren. 

■  The  ft  ogle  vifits  paid  to  the  few  heathen  flill  left  be- 
hind, had  however  effected  fo  much,  that  at  the  end  of1 
.the 
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the  year  the  number  of  inhabitants  was  increafed  witft 
twenty-five  perfons;  and  ten  of  them  gave  indications 
of  a  particular  wort  of  grace  in  their  hearts,  and  were 
already  received  among  the  baptifmal  candidates.

In  hopes  that  it  may  be  acceptable  to  many,  I  will 
proceed  to  remark  fuch  pafTages,  as  ftruck  me  in  thfi 
perufal,  concerning  the  internal  procefs  of  the  congre-. 
gation. 

1  find  it  faid  of  the  unbaptized :  "  February  3, 
**  we  had  twenty-one  of  them  together,  and  fpoke  hi 
(t  a  plain  and  hearty  manner  with  them.  When  we 
**  interrogate  them  about  their  hearts,  and  their  fcnft 
*'*  of  our  Saviour,  they  are  ready  with  their  anfwer,  and 
*'  tell  us  in  a  quite  natural  and  direct  way,  what  they 
.**  have  had  a  living  experience  of,  and  what  is  ftil! 
**  ftrange  and  unknown  to  them."  ■■  "  In  a  helpers 
•*  conference  various  things  were  related  of  our  neweft 
"  inhabitants.  The  above-mentioned  Perfok  had  faid, 
"that,  being  with  the  baptized  catching  capelins,  he 
.  *'  was  prefent  at  their  praying  the  litany.  And  the 
**  word's  :  Thy  agony  and  bloody  jweat,  comfort  us,  dear  Lord 
**  and  God,  penetrated  his  heart  fo  deeply,  that  he  often 
**  dreamt  of  it  firice  then,  and  was  fometimes  fo  con- 
"  cerned  to  obtain  that  comfort,  that  he  could  not  fleep. 
*'  His  wife  in  like  manner  is  very  defirous  of  baptrfm, 
*'  Since  that  time  both  of  them  are  frequently  coming 
™  to  enquire,  if  the  hour  will  not  foon  ftrike  for  their, 
*'  admifivon  to  baptifm,  at  leaft  for  their  previous  re- 
"  ception  as  candidates,  and  affiire  «s,  that  their  chil- 
"  dren  often  fpeak  of  it  toe." 

In  autumn  all  the  inhabitants,  according  to  cuflomj 
were  fpoken  with,  and  then  it  is  faid  of  the  young  men 
and  boys  :  "  They  were  upright,  tender  and  covered 
M  with  fhame,  and  the  hearts  of  rnoft  were  rejoiced  at 
"  the  prefervation  they  found  in  the  wounds  'of  Jefus. 
"  They  confefled  ingenuoully  and  with  many  tears, 
**  whatever  had  befallen  one  or  another  the  preceding 
"  fummer.  One  faid  :  He  had'  fome  time  ago  llefought 
'*  our  Saviour  to  forgive  his  tranfgrefiions,  and  to  warn 
**  him  anew  with  his  blood.  And  our  Saviour  had 
T  4  *'  alia 
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"  alfo  drawn  near  to  him  again,  but  yet  hi;  heart  had 
**  never  been  truly  eafy  and  comforted,  becaufe  he  had 
"  not  confefiedhis  faults.  But  now  he  hid  done  this, 
"  he  was  as  lightfome,  as  ff  he  had  been  difcharged  of 
"  a  heavy  burden,  and  he  believed  he  mould  now  be 
"  quite  chearful  again.  The  maternal  labour  of  the 
*'  Holy  Spirit,  was  at  this  time  in  a  particular  manner 
"  obfervable  in  them,  and  we  found  that  the  perpetual 
"  nearnefs  of  our  Saviour  in  his  dying  form  was  more 
*'  and  more  an  indifpe'nfably  neceffary  point  to  them," 

Now  as  the  Greenlanders  are  naturally  a  clofe  and 
referved  people,  and  it  requires  great  pains  to  leant  their 
meaning,  even  in  mere  natural  things,  which  is  often 
to  be  gathered  rather  from  their  mien  than  their  fliort 
abrupt  anfwers ;  fo  much  the  more  ought  we  to  value 
the -gift  of  open-hearted  nefs  in  thefe  young  beginners, 
and  their  owning  and  confeiling  their  own  peculiar  bad 
lituation,  which  the  felf-love*of  all  the  defendants  of 
Adam,  be  they  of  what  nation  foever,  prompts  them 
to  wrap  up  in  the  tbickefl  obfeurity  ;  and  this  grace  dis- 
plays itfelf  even  in  the  quite  imall  children.  As  a  proof 
.  of  this,  I  find  it  thus  faid  :  "  We'  fpoke  alfo  with  the 
*'  boys  betwixt  four  and  twelvejyears  old,  and  found 
*'  many  amiable  children  among .  them,  who  have  a 
*(  tender  love  for  the  dearLamb'of  God  and  his  wounds, 
'  **  and  a  clear  look  withal;  I  might  alfo  add,  a  good 
*'  underftanding ,  and  gift  of  expreffing  themfelves. 
"  One  of  fix  years  old  faid:  I  will  honeftly  confefs, 
"  that  I  fometimes  behave  ill.  When  fuch  or  fuch 
"  teaze  me,  I  fpeak  roughly  to  them  j  but  if  they  ftill 
"  will  not  let  me  alone,  I  grow  angry,  and  render 
*'  them  like  for  like.  My  heart  is  not  well,  but  is  har- 
"  dene d  by  it.  But  when  I  go  to  our  Saviour,  and 
"  pray  him  to  foftcn  my  heart  truly  with  his  blood,  I 
*'  am  well'again." 

And  I  muft  take  this  occafion  to  remark,  that  the. 
young  Greenlanders,  born  in  New-Herrnhuth,  bapti- 
zed in  their  infancy  and  kept  to  fchool,  differ  veiy  fen, 
fibly  from  fuch  as  are  come  hither  pretty  big  children 
from  anting  the  heathen. 
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Among  other  things  it  is  laid  of  the  communicants: 
f  At  this  time  they  had  in  a  quite  particular  manner, 
"  tender  and  melted  hearts.  Some  (aid  with  tears; 
**  Ah !  I  now  begin  to  feel  how  truly  poor  and  wretch- 
*'  cd  I  am  :"  or,  "  I  grow  better  and  better  acquainted 
*'  with  my  own  heart,  the  more  I  am  acquainted  with 
w-my, Saviour."— — "  I  am  afhamed,  that  I  am  frill  fo 
**  bad,  and  yet  our  Saviour  is  fo  good  to  me."  Others 
laid :  "  I  have  long  fin^erely  defired,  again  to  eat  and 
"  to  drink  the  body  and  blood  of  our  Saviour;  the  oft- 
W.  cner  I  partake  thereoF,  the  more  does  my  heart  hunger 
M  after  him." 

Another  time  it  is  faid".  "At  the  fpeaking  with  the 
"  communicants  it  was  manifeft,  that  in  general  the 
"  Holy  Spirit  is  carrying '  on  a  blefted  and  delightful 
"  work  in  their  hearts,  and  imparting  to  them  a  deeper 
f*  knowledge  of  their  own  corruption,  and  a  more  blef-

t(  forrows.  fenfe  of  his  nearnefs,  and  their 

*'  iby  in  the  difcernible  on  the  very  fore-

"  ing,  the.  b  lifters  were  found  particularly 

"■.open  and  heir  linfulnefs,'  but  yet  of  good 

"  cheer  and  in  a  difpofitipn  fincerely  longing  after  the 
"  facramental  enjoyment  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Je- 
"  fus ;  which  we  looked  upon  as  an  evident  token  of 
*'  the  unwearied  labour  of  the  omniprefent  Teacher, 
**.  even  at  the  time,  when  they  are  fcattered  among  the 
"<  heathen ;  therefore  we  had  the  fati.  faction  at  prefent, 
V  of  having  no  occafion  to  exclude  any  one  from  the 
"  holy  communion."  But  another  time  it  is  faid:  "We 
**  were  obliged  to  deal  ftridtly  with  many,  and  to  refufc 
"  feven'perfons  the  Lord's- fupper,  on  account  of  ill  be- 
"  haviour,  and  an  apparent  unfeeling  ftate  of  heart." 

Now  this  treatment  was  commonly  followed  with  a  > 
Ipeedy  wholfome  effect.  The  helper  among  the  wi- 
dows gave  the  following  relation :  Going  out  with  fome 
of  her  filters  to  gather  bill -berries,  fhe  mined  one  of 
them,  and  after  long  feeking,  found  her  behind  a  rock 
Jring  upon  her  face,  weeping  and  praying.  On  afklng 
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the  reafon,  fheanfwered:  "  I  was  the  laft  time  exclud- 
I(  cd  from  the  Lord's-fupper,.  and  now  1  am  greatly 
■*  afraid,  left  I  fliould  hot  have  leave  tb  go  ro  it  The 
*'  next  time ;  and  I  would  iiot  willuigly  be  deprived  of 
"  it  any  longer.     Therefore  1  was  praying  to  onr  Sa- 
"viour."     And  he  alfo  heard  her  prayer,  and  deriied 
her  approach  to  his  facred  body  and  blood  no  longer.      ( 
Again  it  is  faid1:  "  We  had  to-day  a  quite  lingular 
*'  helpers- conference ;   many   very  rejoicing  and  cdm- 
*'  forting,  but  fome  grievous  and  painful   matters  Oc- 
**  curred.     Thanks  and   bowednefs,   joy   and   farrow

This  year  John  Beck  and  his  wife  relumed  from  vi- 
fittng  the  churches  in  Germany,  bringing  with  them  an 
acceptable  prefent  to  the  Green!  antlers,  viz.  The  tranfta- 
tian  of  the  narrative  of  our  Lerti  pajjien  according  to  the  har- 
pany  of  the  four  evangelifit,  and  a  fmall  hymn-book,  confid- 
ing of  antient  and  modern  hymns,  which  he  with  the 
dmnance  of  other  brethren,  had  tranflated  from  time  to 
time,  and  had  now  got  printed  anew.  With  him  came 
alfo  a  new  affiftant  in  the  firhclion  of  the  million,  par- 
ticularly in  the  labour  among  the  young  men,  viz.  Hen- 
ry  Ruekd  from  Moravia  *.  At  the  fame  time  Matthew 
Stach,  and  with  him  Jens  Haven,  came  on  a  vifit  from, 
the  new  congregation  at  Fifher's-Inlet,  in  order  to  con- 
cert meafures  refpefting  the  concernments  of  his  con- 
gregation, with  the  reft  Of  the  miflionaries,  efpecially 
with  Frederic  Boehnifch,'  who  was  foon  going  with  his 
wife  on  a  vifit  to  Germany. 

The  Danifh  milfionary,  the  Rev.  Mi".  Bruun,  who 
qame  in  the  year  1752,  to  the  colony  of  Good-Hope, 
intended  to  return  with  his  family  in  the  fame  flup. 
The  farewel  was  very  .friendly  and  afte£firig,  and  he 
particularly  defirtd  the  brethren  to  treat  his  fucceilbr  in 
the  fame  manner  they  had  conftantly  done -him,  which 
they  gave  him  the  ftrongeft  aflu  ranee  of.  But  on  his 
arrival  with  the  ihlp  at  the  next  colony  Zukkertop,  he 
learnt,  that  his  fucceftor,  who  was  to  come  from  Difko, 
was  not  likely  to  come ;  and  therefore  he  let  his  family 
go  without  him  to  Copenhagen,  and  returned  to  Good- 
Rope.  The  next  year  he  was  relieved  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gregerfen,  and  was  afterwards  appointed  minuter  of 
Slazelfe  in  Zeeland.

-2-)  Hedwig,  a  widow,  came  in  the  year  1753  with 
her  hufband  and  children  from  the  north.  In  the  be- 
ginning it  feemed  as  if  nothing  was  to  be  done  with  her, .

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and  our  Saviour  was  obliged  to  knock  long  at  the  door 
of  her  heart,  before  (he  opened  to  htm  and  was  bapti- 
sed. Nay,  afterwards,  at  the  time  of  her  hufband's  de- 
ceafe  ;  ftie  behaved  in  a  pretty  heathenifri  manner  on  the 
occafion.  Soon  after,  (he  was  fcized  with  a  grievous 
leprofy,  which  (be  was  forced  to  labour  under  till  hef 
end;  infomuch  that  (he  and  her  two  children,  who  were 
likewife  infected,  were  obliged  to  live  quite  by  them- 
felves,  and  the  laft  years  (he  could  not  come  to  'anjr 
meeting  by  reafon  of  the  intolerable  fmell.  Howeverfhe 
was  frequently  vifited  j  and  this  teftimony  may  be  given 
her,  that  notwithstanding  her  miferable  cafe  externally, 
her  heart  grew  more  and  more  tender  and  defirous  of  ouf 
Saviour.  Her  defire  was  alfo  fatisfied.  She  laid  hold 
of  our  Saviour  by  faith,  relied  on  him  as  a  loft  (inner, 
and  frequently  fpoke  of  his  love  with  tears.  Her  depar- 
ture home  to  him  was  not  expected  fo  quickly ;  but  her 
leprofy  fuddenly  (hiking  in,  our  Saviour  ufed  this  as  a 
means  of  her  releafe  from  this  mifery. 

3.)  Jeremiah  a  dear  youth,  came  hither  with  his  fa- 
ther,'in  the  year  17561  from  Piuikfarbik.  The  word 
of  the  fufferings  of  Jefus  manifested  its  divine  power  in 
his  heart  very  (oon,  and  he  intimated  with  what  earneft- 
nefs  he  longed  forhaptifm,  which  he  was  made  parta- 
ker of  the  year  following.  He  went  on  his  way  in  thij 
grace  chearfully  and  calmly,  and  it  was  plain  both  from 
his  words  and  afpeft,  that  he  knew  where  his  true  hap- 
pinefs  lay.  He  had  a  fickly  body,  and  was  often  (a 
f welled,  that  he  was  fcarce  able  to  walk,  but  amidfV  all 
his  pains,  he  was  lively  and  refigned,  and  /aid  to  his 
teacher  at  his  taking  leave  of  him  in  Piffikfarbik,  where 
he  was  with  his  people  on  the  capelin-fifhery,  "  I  call 
"  to  mind  much  and  often  the  pains  of  our  Saviour, 
**  which  he  endured  for  me,  and  they  are  "a  great  com- 
"  fort  to  my  heart.  I  (hall  probably  fee  you  no  more 
**  below,  but  foon  go  to  our  Saviour  and  kifs  his 
•*  wounds."  And  this  was  his  happy  lot  and  portion 
fooh  after,  and  his  tabernacle  was  interred  in  the  bury- 
ing-ground  at  Piffikfarbik. 

4.)  Gregory,  a  youth,  'came  hither  in  the  year  1751, 
as  a  little  boy  with  his  parents;  and  when  they  returned 
b*  the  ibuth,  our  Saviour  had  already  laid  fuch  hold  of 
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his  heart,  that  he  would  not  go  away  again,  but  be  his 
property  and  baptized  with  his  blood,  which  blefling  he 
loon  obtained.  We  furru'lhed  him,  as  a  forlorn  orphan, 
with  a  kajak  and  neceflary  tackling,  to  enable  him  to 
get  his  own  living,  and  he  prefently  grew  lb  expert,  as 
to  be  able  to  maintain  bimfelf,  his  mother  and  his  two 
lifters,  who  returned  hither  after  his  father's  death. 
The.  more  he  advanced  in  years,  the  deeper  inlight  ho 
acquired  into  his  own  corruption,  bat  at  the  fame  time 
a  more  (olid  enjoyment  of  the'  comfort  fpringing  from 
the  grace  in  the  merits  and  wounds  of  jefus.  When  he 
was  fpoke  with,  he  often  fhed  tears  on  account  of  his 
deficiencies,  and  especially  the  (mall  fenfe  and  favour  he 
ftill  had  of  our  Saviour  and  his  wounds.  He  dealt 
ftri&ly  with  himfelf,  with  refpeir.  to  every  bad  thing 
that  appeared  in  him,  and  laid  it  open  to  his  teachers, 
juft  as  it  was.  And  as  he  was  pretty  orderly  too  in  ex- 
ternals, he  had  a  ihare  of  the  overfight  in  his  cbeir-houfe 
committed  to  him.  In  a  word,  we  entertained  hopes, 
of  training  him  up  as  a  truly  folid  heart,  and  for  an  ufe- 
ful  helper.  But  while  he  was  a  ii-al -catching,  he  was 
fcized  with,  fuch  a  violent  head-ach,  that  the  next  day, 
notwithstanding  all  means  ufed,  he  loft  his  fcnfcs ;  and 
though  his  hearing  and  fpeech  were  afterwards  reftored, 
yet  he  was  not  able  to  form  one  fcniible  thought.  Only 
on  being  alked,  if  he  ft  ill  remembered  our  Saviour  i  He 
anfwered :  *'  O !  yes,  I  often  remember  him."  A  full 
fortnight  he  lay  in  fuch  exquifite  pains ;  and  at  laft  loft 
both  hearing  and  Ipeech  entirely,  and  lay  as  in  an  apo- 
plectic fit,  quite  ftill,  except  that  he  often  pointed  round 
with  his  hand,  fmiling  at  the  fame  time.  And  thus  ha 
fell  aileep  gently  and  unobferved. 

5.)  Matthew,  fon  of  the  late  Boaz,  a  fenflble,  lively 
and  fteady  boy,  baving  a  tender  heart  and  a  true  fenlibi- 
lity  towards  our  Saviour  and  bis  merits,  was  baptized 
1753,  and  was  preferred  in  this  grace  from  the  fins  of 
youth.  He  went  diligently  to  fchool,  and  learnt  to  read 
and  write  well,  and  withal  became  more  eagerly  intent 
upon  work  and  managing  the  kajak,  than  we  wifhed. 
For  as  he  was  following  a  women's-boat  to  Kookcemen, 
fpytng  fbme  people  in  the  main  fea  a  good  diftance  from 
land  on  the  hallibut-fiihery,  he  had  a  mind  to  go  to 
them 
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them  alone,  but  never  reached  tbem,  and  only  Tome  of 
his  tackling  was  found,  fo  that  it  is  fuppofed,  he  over- 
fct,  and  was  carried  away  with  the  current. 

6.)  Shera,  a  married  roan,  came  a  perfectly  favage 
Greenlander  from  the  fouth  in  the  year  1 7+6,  but  the 
Holy  Ghoft  prefently  took  him  under  his  tutelage,  in- 
ftructed  him  in  the  knowledge  of  his  miferable  ftate, 
and  wrought  in  him  a  defire  after  our  Saviour  and  his 
blood,  Thebleulng  of  the  holy  lavex  had  a  very  appa- 
rent good  effect  upon  his  heart,  and  the  participation, 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  Jefus  in  the  holy  facrament 
operated  ftill  more  effectually  upon  him.  He  was  low- 
ly-minded and  of  a  contrite  fpirit,  and  when  he  com- 
mitted an  error  or  overfight,  he  was  troubled,  and  ge- 
nerally came  of  his  awn  accord  to  make  it  known.  A 
tender  love  and  adherence  to  our  Saviour  was  obfervable 
in  him,  and  he  at  all  times  fliewed  a  ready  obedience  to. 
his  teachers.  He  was  naturally  of  a  brifk  temper,  with- 
al very  expert,  and  an  excellent  provider.  Even  many 
poor  people  were  helped  on  by  him,  who,  no  lefs  than 
his  furviving  widow  and  four  dear  children,  of  whom 
the  eldeft  Ion  has  not  attained  the  age  of  twelve  years„ 
lofe  an  affectionate  father  in  him,  and  that  too  in  a  me- 
lancholy manner  known  to  God  alone ;  he  having  fome 
days  ago  battened  away  home  from  his  companions 
at  the  hay,  but  never  arrived.  A  couple  of  years 
after,  feme  figns  appeared,  which  gave  rife  to  a  con- 
jecture, that  he  was  murdered  by  a  Greenlander,  whofe 
olood-thirftinefs  had  betrayed  itfelf  mors  than  once, 
and  who  probably  wanted  to  take  revenge  for  the  lofs  of 
a  converted  friend  j  it  is  likely  he  was  buried  in  a  defo- 
late  part  of  the  country,  where  fome  of  his  utenfils  were, 
found. 

§7- 

.  Now  touching  the  new  and  fmall  Greenland-con- 
gregation at  Licf/len/eis  *  (or  Light-cliff')  on  Fifher's-bay, 
there  was  but  little  appearance  of  any  incrcafe  til!  the 
fnd  of  this  year.     It  is  true  many  fouthlanders,  as  they 

•  Uebt  in  German  figntfes  light,  and  fdt  a  rat.  Tha  reafon.  for 
calling  this  place  fo,  was  the  Gtoatidn  of  the  place  environed  with  naked 
rocks,  and  tlie  great  promife  to  the  Gentilej,  Ifg.  Ik,  i,  Arift,  {bin, 
fir  th  lirbi  ii  am.  tec. 
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palled  by,  called  there  and  heard  the  word  of  God  their 
Creator,  and  of  the  redemption  obtained  by  his  blood* 
with  aftonifhment,  and  not  altogether  without  emo- 
tion ;  but  not  one  of  them  could  be  prevailed  upon  to 
Itay  there,  and  all  the  fatisfadtion  which  could  be  had 
for  the  prefent  was,  that  they  had  got  fome  intelligence 
of  the  gofpel,  and  knew  where  they  were  to  feek  for  it, 
when  they  were  anxious  f»r  comfort. 

Some  came  on  a  vifit  from  the  inlet  and  the  circum-' 
jacent.  parts  from  time  to  time,  who  had  often  been 

,  touched  by  the  gofpel,  and  freely  owned  their  uheafi-' 
ne fs  and  our  Saviour's  demands  upon  their  hearts,  but 
ftill  made  all  kinds  of  excufes  why  it  could  not  be  for 
the  prefenr?  Among  thefe  people  came  alfo  the  practi- 
fing  angekok  of  thefe  parts  *  with  his  wife,  who  both 
protefted,  that  they  were  inclined  to  be'eenverted  too, 
and  were  only  ferry,,  that  the  miflionary  would  not  be- 
lieve them.  But  indeed  he  had  reafon  to  doubt  of  their 
fincerity,  as  he  knew  that  they  only  fought  fome  con- 
vention with  him,  with  an  intent  to  deter  their  «ie- 
mies  from  taking  vengeance  upon  them  for  the  murder 
committed   upon  one  that  belonged  to  them,'  and  to 

.  make  the  well-difpofed  Greenlanaers  entertain  a  good 
opinion  of  them,  as  of  people,  who  alfo  loved  what  is  ■ 
good ;  though  at  the  fame  time  they  could  not  forbear 
fomenting  divilions  among  them.  In  general  it  was 
plain,  that  the  angekoks  have  no  other  view  in  coming 
to  hear  what  is  good,  but  to  acquire  more  knowledge 
than  the  other  Green  landers,  to  be  able  to  talk  plau- 
fibly  to  the  fimple  gaping  crowd,  and  lay  down  various 
opinions  concerning  fupernatural  things  collected  from 
chriftians  and  heathens,  and  thus  to  be  reputed  as  wife, 
as  the  miDionaries,  The  Greenland-helpers  indeed 
could  detect  them  fooner  than  the  miflionary.  And 
therefore  on  his  once  enquiring  of  an  old  fenfible  bro- 
ther, why  he  would  not  fpeak  with  an  angekok  about 
the  way  of  felvation,  he  made  anfwer :  "  It  is  to  no 
"  purpofe  to  fpeak  of  good  and  precious  matters  to  fuch  ' 
*'  people,  who  are  full  of  deceit,  and  only  makeufe  of 

•  Where  i  number  of  Greenhnders  live  together,  they  lite  to  keep  in 
angekok,  to  confult  on  occjiiun.  And  if  they  can  get  DOWi  they  me  ei- 
ther delpifc)  oi  pitied  by  the  reft,  9!  poor  people. 
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**  everything  to  their  bane."  Which  directly  put  thd 
iniffionary  in  mind  of  our  Saviour's  words  j  "  Give1  riot 
"  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  &c.**

On  the  other  hand,  at  a  vifit  on  trie"  eaft-fide  of 
the  ifland,  he  found  a  couple  of  pretty  people,  which 
Were  an  evidence  to  him,  that  wherever  the  good  feed 
of  the  word  of  Jefus's  fuffer  jugs  but  once  falls  upon  good 
ground,  its  fruit  never  fails',  though  it  may  remain  hid 
for  many  years,  "  We  met,  ((ays  the  account)  this. 
"  time  with  but  one  fick  man  and  his  wife  and  chilJ 
*'  dren  at  home.  The  man  (hewed  us  his  fore  back; 
"  Prom  lierice  I  took  occafion  to  fpeak  to  rnerri  of  oui 
**  Saviour's  wounds  and  pains,  which  he  endured  for" 
"  our  fine  j  this  they  both  imbibed  with  great  eager-' 
*'  nets.  The  woman  faid :  My  hufband  had  formerly 
"  a  .confidence  in  the  conjurers,  but  now  he  heeds  them 
"**  no  more.  When  he  is  in  great  pain,  he  fays  to  me  t 
**  Ah!  pray  to  our  Saviour  for  me.  Bull  poor  things" 
*'  am  myfelf  very  ignorant.  I  have  indeed  heard  fome- 
*'  thing  from  the  little  miniftcr,  {the  Jletf.  Mr.  Dra- 
**  chart,)  at  Good-hope;  but  whither  is  it  fled !  And 
"  as  fhe  faid  this,  the  tears  ran  down'  Her  Cheeks.  We1 
**  were  uncommonly  Well  with  tftefe  peoulo,  arid  frf 
f  forth  the.  companionate  heart  of  oitr  Saviour  to  them' 
"  anew:"   ■  ' 

A  powerful  emotion'  was  alio  perceptible  arneng,  the 
Greenlanders  at  the  fa&ory,  arid  they  came  diligently 
to  l>ichtenfe1s  to  hear  the  word"  of  God.  Two  famw 
lies  had  determined  to  move  to  the  brethren;  but  they' 
were  diverted  from  their  good  purpofe  by  views  of  tem- 
poral advantage.  Nay,  fome  who  had  lived  there  laflf 
winter,  efpecially  the  three  Jirft  families,  moved  zWdf 
again  by  'die  inftigation  of  their  bad  wives,  who  could 
not  have  every  thing  in  abundance  immediately,  nor. 
five  in  jollity,  as  among  the  heathen.  One  of  theft 
men,  by  name  Makkigafc,  wanted  to  live  in  New-* 
Herrnhuth  a  long  time  ago,  but  Wa»  always  hindered 
by  his  bitter  wife,  and  the  following  Winter  he  depart- 
ed this  life  in  Innukfuk  in  an'  earneft  afpiration  after  outf 
Saviour;  having  before  feiit  to  his  relations* in  £ichten- 

Vtfp,  H.  ^  fell* 
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fels,  and  defired  them  to  take  his  corpfe,  and  bury  it 
with"  the  believers.  He  committed  one  of  his  children 
to  the  care  of  his  believing  filter,  but  TnVwife  in  her 
enmity  would  not  let  it  go'  along  with  her.  Neverthe- 
Jefs  the  laft  difcourfesof  her  h-ufband  had  effected  fa 
much,  upon  her,  that  after  foirle  time  fhe  came  full  of 
anguim,  and .  with  tears  begged  the  favour  and  happi- 
nejs  which  flie  was  the  forrowful  means  of  depriving 
her  huiband  of,  viz.  of  living  with  the  believers  ; 
which  was  alfo  granted  to  her,  together  with  her  chil- 
dren and  her  brother.  In  the  mean  time  another  fami- 
came  unthought  of,  twenty-four  miles  off  to  the 
(outh,  to  ftay,  which  were  the  firft-fruits  that  were 
obedient  to  the  call  of  G»d,  and  they  were  received 
Before  the  end  of  the  year  as  candidates  for  baptiim.

'    Amidll  all  the  outward  and  iriv 
little  flock  of  baptized,,  grace  and  '. 
among    them.      Indeed  they  could 
Rerrnhuth,  and  one  family  was  ob! 
thither' again.     Neither  did  they  me 
iuccefs  in  providing  the  neceflaries  o 
were  as  yet  unacquainted  with  the 
they  were  fo  kind  as  to  fupply  them 
of  angmarfet  froni   New-Herrnhutl 
ftanding  all,  this,    the    cougregation-graee-  powerfully 
approved  itfelf  among  them,  and  preferved'  them  in  obe^ 
«nence,  love  and   peace  together.     Their  "hearts  were 
comforted,  and, they  .built  up  thcmfelves  from  the  pow- 
erful word'  of  God  they  had  fo  often  tailed  the  fweetnefs 
of,. anil  former  experience  wrought  hope.     Thus  I  find 
it  once  faid :  "  Some  fpoke  of  the  imprefllon  they  feb* 
'*  yefterday  (Good-Friday)   at  the  reading  thePaflion- 
"  tranfa£tiohs,    faying:'*  Ah  !    could  We  once  every 
"  day  weep  our. fill   in  fuch  a  manner1 1   how   hapw 
V  fhould  we  be]"  Another  time  it  is  iaid :"  In  the 
"  evening- meeting  we  made'  an  end  of  the  reading  the. 
"  evangetifts.     I  have  obferved,  that  the  blefled  Spirit 
"  particularly  manifefls  his  power  at  the  reading  the 
"m  ails  of  our ,  dear  Lord,  and  the  brethren  and  Tillers 
"  talk  of  it  together  all  the  day,  nay,'  and  cottie  and" 
•     "  "  afk 
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*'!  afe  about  what  they  heard  in  the  meeting,  and  did 
*'*  not  rightly  underftand,—I  am  now  reading  in  the 
**  aits  of  the  apbftks.  >  Jt  is  a  matter  of  great  weight  to 
"  them,;  to  hear,  in  connexion  with  the  life  of  our  Sa- 
".  viour,  alio  the  acts  after,  bis  afcenilon  into  heaven. 
"f  fiyeryjOne  comes  to  it  with,  eagernefs  of  heart.— In  . 
"1  'the  evenincr-meetiher  our  dear  Saviour  was  exceeding 


that  of  heathens.  In  fuch  cafes  it  is  very  certain,  no-, 
thjjyj.  but  the  continual  remembrance  of  what  God  has 
bqftow^d .^IMO  us,  .and  the  fweet  wondrous  deed  which 
he.  peiform^d  in  paying  fuch  a  coftly  price  for  us,  is 
abje-  to.jfrejerye  a  heart  from  indifferency,  levity,  and 
being  fwept  away  by  the  torrent  of  fin  in  the  world. 

•  §   10. 

In  externals,  as  fa!  d  above,  the  Greerri  a  riders  met :  with 

no'fmall  difficulties,  which  might  indeed  be  the  prefent 

U  2  caufe 
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caufe  why  many  well-difpofed  heathens  were  deterred 
from  coming  nearer  to  them.  Their  provlfions  were 
not  only  fcarce  -and  hard  to  be  obtained,  but  the  man- 
ner of  procuring  them  was  often  connected  with  various 
dangers,  in  which  however  the  angel  of  the  Lord  faith- 
fully watched  and  prevented  all  harm.  It  frauds  record- 
ed in  March,  that  **  four  of  our  brethren,  in  a  dreadful 
11  fnow-ftorm,  fell  among  the  driving  ice,  and  could 
"  neither  get  backward  nor  forward.  After. long  and 
"  hard  toiling,  they  at  laft  made  the  land,  but  the  fed' 
"  was  fo  high  and  boifterous,  that  they  could  not  come 
"  on  fhore  without  being  dallied  to  pieces  agairrft  the 
"'  rocks.'  They  only  wifhed,  that  one  of  them  might 
"  efcapr,  to  tell  what  was  become  of  the  reft.  At  laft' 
"  the  tide  of  flood  made  fuch  an  opening  betwixt  the 
"  cakes  of  ice,  that  they  were  able  to  go  on  then:  way,. 
"  and  by  our  Saviour's  blefling  landed  fafe  and  well. 
"  It  caiifed  great  joy  and  tHankfulnefs,  to  fee  diem 
**  again  alive.' 

Two  Greenianders,  dlfpatched  with  letters  to  Fre- 
derick's-Hope,  related  at  their  return,  that  they  were 
forced  to  fit  two  nights  in  their  kajaks  upon  the  ice, 
which  at  firfVkept  continually  breaking  in  with  them, 
but  at  length  they  got  upon  a  firm  piece,  And  it  was 
the  third  night  before  they  came  to  a  houfe,  which  had 
they  not  met  with,  they  muft  have  perifhed  with  thirft, 
having  had  no  water  for  two  days  and  nights.  The 
fweat,  occasioned  by  their  fevere  labour,,  had  gone 
through  their  deaths,  and  by  the  extremity-  of  Cold 
was  in ftantly  congealed  to  tee.  Their  kajaks  were 
alfo  much  damaged,  and  one  of  them  had  his  han<f 
frozen. 

In  November  was  a  violent  ftorm,  which  made  the*- 
houfe  tremble  as  if  there  had  been  an  earthquake, 
though  it  was  very  low,  the  walls  a  yard  and  quarter 
thick,  and  fituate  under  a  hill.  Part  of  the  wall  fell' 
dawn-  In  the  country  around,  many  Greenland  houf- 
es  had  their  roofs  rent,  many  boats  were  fhattered  and 
carried  up  into  the  air,  and  eight  men  were  loft  in  the'  ■ 
fea.  Ours  had  found  it  poutblc  in  due  time  to  fecure 
tooil  of  their  things  lying  on  the  fhore,  from  the  over- 
whelming 
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'  whelming  waves*.  Before  and  after  the  ftorm,  kills 
.  of  fire  were  feen  in  the  air  in  feveral  places.  One  of 
.them  that  fell  near  a  houfe,  had  begun  to  burn.  Such 
.3  phenomenon  was  alio  feen  juft  before  Chriftmas  at 
mid-day,  while  the  fun  was  tinning  in  its  full  fplen- 
tfor  X-  The  firit- mentioned  ftorm  even  fplit  and  tone 
Open  the  ice,  but  flopped  the  holes  up  again  with  fnow. 
And  as  Peter  Rudberg,  one  of  the  brethren,  was  going 
the  next  day  over  a  pond,  the  frozen  fnow  gave  way 
under  him  and  he  fell  into  the  water.  But  having  a 
belt  about  his  body,  the  water  under  his  furr-coat  held 
him  upright,  till  he  reached  the  bottom  with  his  long 
leaping- Half,  caft  himfelf  backwards  upon  the  firm  ice, 
and  by  the  ajfiftance  of  the  kind  angels  worked  himfelf 
out  again.

WITH  regard  to  externals,  the  cafe  of  the 
Green  Landers  at  Lichtenfek  did  not  alter  much 
for  the  better  this  year,  nay,  their  proviftons  were  fo 
fcanty  in  the  beginning,  that  it  was  a  difficult  matter  ■ 
to  fupport  life.  For  the  cold  was  fuch,  till  towards  the 
end  of  May,  and  accompanied  with  inch- a  vail  quan- 
tity of  ice,  that  about  Eafter  not  the  Iea.it  open  water 
in  the  fea  was  to  be  feen  from  the  higheft  mountain* 
The  cry  of  a  general  fcarcky,  little  inferior  to  a  famine,, 

that  about  the  fame  time,  many  Ihips  were  raft  away  in  the  Cactegat  ma- 
in the  Bilttck.     And  the  next  fpring  many  pieces  of  a  wreck  were  found 
en  the  ccaft  of  Greenland,    as  aJfo    fevers]   Itone  Weight  jot  fhe-p-  net,    - 
which  without  doubt  had   been  driven  thither  from  art  Iceland  (hip  that 

J  While  I  am  fpeaking  of  this  phenomenon  in  the  air,  which  is  nit 
uftial  in  Greenland,  I  moft  take  notice  of  another  temji.it  whim  aruJ* 
Ihe  lid  of  September  1757,  with  a  violent  fouth-wind  without  rain  of 
ftnw;  it  lightened  to  fuch  a  degree  as  had  never  been  feen  in. Greenland, 
and  but  feldom  in  Europe,  and  yet  not  the  lead  rumbling  of  thunder  »« 
hsard,  nor  was  any  thing  fcuck  by  the  lighten  j^  Son*  imagined  they 
Jill  u  eirthauake  too. 

U  3  refounded 
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refounded  from  all  quarters.  Ours  fuffered  the  le aft, 
but  yet  were  obliged  to  make  a  very  poor'ffiift  ivith  no- 
ting buta  few  crow-berries  left  «n  the  ground'all  wirl- 
'ter,  and  fome  fmall  meager  fifties.  '  Our  brethren  them- 
felves  were  reduced  to  the  greater!  ftraits,  and  therefore 
had  it  n»t  in  their  power  *>  iriapart  much  fo  the;  p63r 
Grecnlandera  in  their1  indigent  condition.  '  •    1! "'

But  notwithftanding  this,  the  vifits  for  propagating 
the  gofpel  differed  no  intermimbn,  though  they  feemed 
in  the  beginning  to  bring  forth  but  little  fruit.  Near 
the  factory  the  miffionary  found  the  Greenlanders'  iri- 
.  deed  for  the  moft  part  very  defirbus  to  hear;'  and"  wheri 
he  had  preached  in  one  hoirfe;  they  followed  him  'iritb 
another,  in  order  to  hear  more.  One  of  the  bailors  de- 
clared, that  thefe  people  acted  much  more  like  christ- 
ians, than  the  Europeans,  fince  fome  of  them  joined 
together  every  evening  with  great  devotion  in  tinging 
the  verfes  they  had  learnt.  Add  to  this,  that  many  of 
thefe  people  came  to  the  congregation  and  were  bapti- 
zed :  but  flill  the  German  proverb : "  The  nearer  to 
"  the  church,  the  later  'within  it  j"  fuited  the  rnoftof 
them;  while  quite  ftrange  heathens  thatched  from  theic 
mouths  the  grace,  which  they  might  have- every  day, 
and  for  that  reatbn  treated-  with  indifferency.  The  igV 
norant  heathen  may  very  properly  be' compared  to  un- 
cultivated ground,  which  produces  nothing,  becaufe  no 
-labour has  been  bellowed  upon  it;  but  as  foon  as  it  it 
broken  up  and  fowed,  in  a  little  time  brings  forth  much 
fruit :  whereas,  on  the  contrary,  they,  that  have  con- 
verted many  years  with  Europeans,  from  whom  they 
have  feen  and  heard  many  bad  things,  may  juftly  be 
likened  to  the  ground,  which  is  full  of  thorns  and  this- 
tles, that  choak  what  is  good,  and  are  not  fo  cafiiy  ex- 
terminated. Luie'vlii.  14.  Neither  the  rhiffionary  nor 
the  Greenlanders  ever  went  to  the  factory  without  find- 
ing people  .eager  to  bear.  And  befides,  they  came  fre- 
quently to  Lichtenfels  to  attend  the  fermon,  and  efpe- 
cially  at  the  time  of  a  baptifinal  ait,  and  always  wenf 
away  with  moved  hearts.  And  yet  it  continued  a  long 
time,  before  the  Jeed  could  bring  forth  the  wifhed-for 
,  fruit1. 
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fruit.  The  cafe  was  juft  as  a  heathen  woman  pn<e 
(aid ;  "  I  know  not  how  it  is  j  we  always  will  be  coij- 
.**  verted,  and  jet  nothing  comes  but  of  it ;  for  we  wilj, 
**  and  yet  do  not  will  right,  and  prefer  other  things  be- 
"  fore  our  Saviour." 

However,  the  vifiting  of  the  Greenlanders  on  the  eaft- 
fide  of  the  ifland  feemed  to  promife  more  fruit  j  and 
fome  were  often  coming  therlce  to  vifit  here ;  and  among 
the  reft,  it  happened  once,  that  three  women  came,  tp 
whom  the  others  had  faid  they  ftiould  go  and  hear  the 
word  of  God,  and  bring  them  fomething  of  it  back  with 
them.  **  I  taught  and  explained  to  them  (writes  thje 
"  milCohary,}  that  old  verfe ;  "  Give  us  thy  Aline*  Q 
*'  thou  precious  Light ! — and  teach  us  to  know  Jems 
*'  Chrift  aright, — that  we  may  believe  in  that  faithful 
*'  Saviour, — who  to  our  real  home  brought  us  over.— 
*'  Have  mercy,  Kbrd."  They  learnt  it  by  heart  and 
**  faid :  This  we  will  take  along  with  us." 

Heathens  were  likewife  conftantly  coming  from  other 
parts  to  vifit,  who  at  leaft  (hewed  that  they  liked  the 
gofpel.  A  man,  that  had  been  at  the  fermon,  came 
home  very  well  pleafed,  and  faid  to  his  wife:  It  was 
very  agreeable  to  hear  fuch  things;  and,  if  the  brethren 
Jived  nearer  the  fea,  he  would  inftantly  move  to  them 
and  become  a  believer.  Another,  whofe  daughter  haij 
latel  I  among  the  ci  iked :

But  bare  hearing,  vifiting  and  promifing  was  not  all. 
The  year  of  releafe  for  the  heathen,  even  in  thefe  parts, 
was  come ;  and  the  feed  that  for  fome  time  had  been 


fown  in  hope,  began  fweetly  to  fpring  up.  The  only 
family  that  came  laft  year,  became  recipients  of.  holy 
feaptifm  on  the  day  of  the  manifeftation  of  Chrift  to  the

this,  family  and  that  of  Samuel  Kajamak  the  nrit-fruits 
in  New-Hermhuth  in  the  year  1739;  it  confifted  #" 
father,  mother,  fon.  and  daughter;  they  likewife  came 
from  the  foutb,  they  were  till  now  quite  ignorant,  and 

Egot  the  ftart  of  them  that  had  long  heard  the  word, 
ncerning  their  baptifm,  I  will  cite  the  miffionary's 
own  words :  "  Very  early  a  great  many  people  came 
**.out  of  the  neighbourhood.  In  the  nrft  meeting  the 
"  fubjeci  of  the  feftival  was  treated  of,  w'z.  coAcerriing 
J'  the  firft-fruits  of  the  heathen  feeking  and  finding 
**  him  that  was  newly  born  King  of  the  Jews,  worfhip- 
.'•'  ping  him,  and  offering  unto  him  their  gifts.  It  wa$ 
**  not  in  our  power  to  make  him  fuch  preients,  neither 
?*  does  he  want  or  defire  them.  We  offer  him  only, 
**  upon  his  word  and  call,  our  poor  corrupted  hearts/ 
*'  u  h:ch  he  mult  lit  up  for  his  dwelling  with  his  own 
"  blood.  And  We  will  likewife  this"  day  prefent  unto; 
**  him  the  firft-fruits,  which  his  Spirit  has  ted  hither, 
"  that  he  may  warn  and  clcanfe  them,  and  make  them 
•  *'  to  his  praifc  on  this  earth,  &c.  After  this  meeting  t 
*'  once  more  fpoke  to  the  candidates,  who  were  full  of 
"  fname  and.  joy,  but  were  at  a  lofs  for  words  to  ipeak, 
"  except  tnat  tney  had  an  earned  defire  after  the  blood 
t*  of  Jefus.  During  this,  every  one  both  great  and 
*'  final!  afiembledj  in  the  Greenlanders  boufe,  to  the 
"  baptifm .  The  audience  was  again  addrelled ;  next,. 
*c  thefe  four  nrft-fruirs  gave  believing  anfwers  to  the 
"  queilions  propounded,  and  then  1  baptized  them,  anj 
«  a  deep  fenfeof  the  prefencdof  the  blefled  Trinity  ac-: 
"  compariied  the  aft.  1  called  the  man  Kauvigak,  John  j 
**  the  woman  Puktak,  EUvabtthy  the  fon  Annertuna, 
**  Henry,  and  the  daughter  Tefliok,  Ama-Joanna.  The, 
"  fifth  of  this  family  was  a  child  three  years  old,  for 
<(  whom  this  grace  is  refervsd,  till  it  attains  to  more 
*.1  maturity  of  underftandirig."  They  had  a  fon  born 
in  May,  who,  eleven  days  after  if.  received  baptifm,  re* 
turned  to.  its. Creator,  wirH  whofe  remains  a  hill  was  de-i 
dicared  as  a  place  of  burial. 

AtWhitluritidew^s  HkeWife  a  fingle  woman  baptiz- 
ed, who  came  from  the  eaft-fide  of  t!he  ifland,  and  had 
lived  here  all  winter.     After  the  feftival -fermpn  upon, 
|he  leflbn  of  the  day,  jt3t  ii.  it  was  repreferKcd  in  thtf 
bnp* 
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jjaplifmal  difcoiirfe,  by  the  example  of  Lydia,  how  the 
Lord  opened  the  heart  to  hear  the  gofpel  of  Jefus*  to 
receive  it,  and  be  baptized  in '  the  faith.  Then  the  can- 
didate, purfuant  to  the  queffions  afked  her,  delivered 
&  joyful  confeffion  of  h;r  faith,  and  after  that  received 
Ihe  warning  of  regeneration  j  attended  with  a  powerful 
demonilration  of  grace,  and  abundance  of  tears  fried  by 
Jthofe  prefent.     She  was  called  Agues.

A  fliort  time  after,  a  (hip  arrived  and  brought  the 
brethren  the  pleafing  news,  thatnext  year  they  fliould  b* 
fumithed  with  a  dwelling-houfe,anda  hall  for  preaching 
the  gofpel.  Thefe  joyful  tidings  confirmed  their  hopes, 
that  this  work  of  the  Lord,  begun  in  great  weaknefs, 
would  be  attended  with  fuccefs  and.  profperity. 

But  not  long  after  they  received  the  painful  news, 
trouejhf.  by  the  fhip  arrived  at  Good-Hope,  of  the  wor- 
thy Difciple  of  Jefus,  and' Ordinary  of  the  protectant 
church  of  the  Brethren,  being  called  to  his  everlafting 


and  fpiritually  refreflied  the  pilgrims  and  ftrangers  of  this 
world  in  his  houfe,  and  on  their  toilfome  polls,  was  irJi- 
fcribed  too  deep  in  their  grateful  hearts,  ever  to  be  eraf- 
ed.  It  was  therefore  no  wonder,  that  this  unexpected 
jiews  drew  abundance  of  tears  from  their  eyes  both  here 
And  in  New-Herrnhuthj  and  awakerfed  a  variety  of  anxj- 
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bus  thoughts  within  them.  ''But,"  as  it  is  noted- of  this 
occurrence,  "  this  comfort  quickly  fprang  up  with 
"  unction  in  our  hearts :  The  Lord  does  ever  to  his 
"  flock— keep  without  fcparati on, — abides  their  fhield, 
"  defence  and  rock,— their  peace  and  their  falvation,  t$c. 
**  This  peace  wp  had  a  powerful  feeling  of,  notwith- 
.*'  ftanding  all  our  pain ;  and  our  dependance  is,  that 
*'  he  who  was  dead,  but  is  alive  again,  and  lives  for 
**  evermore,  will  maintain  and  fuccefsfully  carry  on  this 
"  wort  begun  in  his  name.''  The  brethren  being  thus 
powerfully  animated  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  this  aifefling 
news  was  an  incentive  to  them,  to  adhere  the  clofer  to 
the  only  Head  of  bis  church,  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  to 
look  to  his  hands  in  their  affairs,  and  to  carry  on  then- 
work  with  that  unity  and  brotherly  love  enjoined  by  the 
testament  of  Jefus,  "John  xvii.  enforced  by  the  example 
of  the  difciple  leaning  on  Jefus's  bofom,  obferved  hy 
the  late  Ordinary  throughout  his  whole  life,  and  even 
recommended  with  his  laft  breath.

ping  fpirits  were  foon  after  raifed 
reafe  of  their  little  congregation. 
:  relations  of  the  firftling  John, 
i,  and,  as  they  laid,  to  be  con- 
ne  five  own  brothers,   with  all 
It  was  a  great  pleafure  to  fee 
beep  enter  into  the  fold  at  once, 
moved  into  the  winter  houfes, 
"amilies,  which,  with  them  that 
y,  amounted  to  fifty-five  fouls, 
:  flock.     And  now  they  wanted 
illing  and  meetings,  which  they 
the  open  air,  while  the  weather 
the  Green  land  its   made  a  good 
dwell ing-houfe  as  yet,  enlarging 
s  in  length,  and   five  yards  in, 
iters  arid  the  widows,  built  each 
imfelves.     Fourteen  whole  fami- 
lies,   befides  fome   fingle   perfons,  in  all   feventy-four. 
fouls,  moved  into  the  great  family-houfe ;  in  which  the 
public  meetings  were  alio  held.     The  rniffionary  at  then: 
en  trance  j 
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entrance, '^delivered'  a  difcourfe  upon  the  word  of  the 
day :  Can  two  walk  UgtthtTy  except  they  hi  agreed  f  Amos 
Jii.:  3.  "  1  have  to  God's  pure  heart  and  mind,  my  heart 
"  and  mind  furrender'd."'  It  may  undoubtedly  be  look- 
ed upOn  as  matter  of  wonder,  how  it  is  pofSble  for  'fa 
many  perrons to  dwell  together,  not  in  different  apart- 
ments of  fame  great  houle,  but  in  a  imall  confined 
room,  with  all  their  houlhold- fluff,  not  "only  without 
Itrife  and  variance,  (which'  alfa  the  favage  Greenlanders 
'do,  though  riot  with  fuch  a  great  number,)  but  in  real 
peace  ana  unity.  But  we  need  only  confult  1  Cor.  xiii. 
to  fee  what  love  can  do,  wlieu  fhed  abroad  in  the  heart 
by  the  Holy  Ghoft ;  which,  like  faith,  does  not  confift 
in  many  learned,  or  invented  words,  but  in  deed  and 
'in  truth.

But  neverthelefs  it  mull   be    owned,    that    joy  and 

frief 'interchangeably  took  place,'  with  regard  to  this 
ttle  flock  out  of  the  heathen,  as  many  unbaptized 
and  ignorant  were  ftill  among  them.  Sometimes  afflic- 
tive circumftances  occurred,  which  excited  the  brethren 
.  to  be  watchful,  to  exerclfe  faith  and  patience,  and  yet 
'to  be  always  thankful  for  the  victory  granted  them. 
Once  there  is  this  note :  "  We  had  a  very  agreeable  con- 
**' veifation  concerning  the  winter-regulation  among 
*'  our  people.  The  helpers  related  many  pleafing  things  • 
"  of  the  new  inhabitants,  anil  their  defire  to  be  ac- 
'"  quain ted  with  our  Saviour.  But  a  couple  of  feducing 
"  boys  gave  us  great  concern,  as  no  difcrpiine  is  practi- 
"  cable  with  them,  while  their  parents  hearts  are  ftill 
*'  deftitute  of  grace,  and  they  are  ignorant  of  the  im- 
*'  portance  of  a  proper  management  of  children.  In 
*'  the  evening  I  earneftly  admbniihed  the  parents  to  take 
*'  better  care  of  their  children,  and  cut  off  all  occafioA 
f*  from  them  to  bad  things.  This  caufed  many  pa- 
"  rents  to  come  and  aik  advice  about  the  education  oF 
**  their  children." 

On  the  other  hand,  they  had  many  inftances  of  the 
baptized  children,  which  were  matter  of  great  joy  to 
them.  Two  fmall  children  excited  an  uncommon  emo- 
tion in  the  whole  houfe,  efpecially  among  the  new  peo- 
ple and  their  raw  children,  by  their  ringing.     A  little 

girl 
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girl  once  faid :  "Tobefure,  our  Saviour  muftbe  verr 
"  amiable,"  And  a  grown  period  aiking:  Why  fof  * 
flic  replied :  "  I  always  have  fuch  a  lovely  feeling  -in 
**  my  heart,  when  I  hear  his  blood  fung  or  fpoken  of. 
Speaking  of  her  mother,  who  was  fallen  into  a  difcon- 
tented  flate,  flie  faid:  "My  mother  is  fick,  her  heart 
"  pains  her." 

This  per/on,  viz.  the  mother,  was  an  instance,  how 
eafily  a  foul,  that  does  not  watch  over  itfelf,  may  Iofe 
its  heart,  how  an  infincere  mind  discovers  itfelf  even  in 
nations  efteemed  the  moft  ftupid,  and  how  the  Spirit  of 
God  oftsn  makes  ufe  of  little  incidental  occafions,  to 
bring  a  foul  to  recollection  when  it  has  flipped  away 
.  from  under  his  tutelage.  Being  inftigated  by  malice  .and 
envy,  file  was  continually  finding  fault  with  others,  and 
st  length  ah  fen  ted  herfelf  from  the  meetings.  And 
when  fne  was  fpoke  to  on  this  head,  fhe  anfwwed  with 
a  diuembled  farcaftical  humility,  "  I  am  indeed  too  un- 
.*•  worthy  of  it."  Moreover  flie  endeavoured  to  inflame 
Others ;  but  an  unbaptized  woman  gave  her  this  anfweri 
*'  While  thou  wert  happy  and  eafy  in  thy  own  mind) 
*■*  thou  fpokeft  quite  a  different  language  concerning 
."  the  believers;  either  thy  former  ox  thy  preftnt  fpeech- 
*  es  are  not  true  j  for  my  part  I  will  not  believe  thee  in 
"  any  thing  for  the  future."  She  then  went  with  ano- 
ther whom  fhe  had  made  her  parti  fan,  to  their  heathen 
neighbours.  They  immediately  requefted  her  to  fay 
fomewhat  to  them  of  our  Saviour  (  but  flie  perceiving 
that  her  heart  was  in  a  manner  flint  up,  grew  uneasy 
there,  and  went  with  her  little  daughter  to  a  company 
of  favage*,  who  were  at  a  merriment.  The  child  fell  a 
crying  at  it,  and  begged  her  mother  to  carry  her  again 
to  the  believers.  By  this  means  flie  was  brought  to  her- 
felf, went  home,  and  firft  confefled  her  falfenefs  to  the 
Greenlanders  five  had  offended,  and  then  to  the  miffion- 
ary,  begged  pardon  with  many  tears,  and  was  again  ad- 
nutted  into  the  communion  of  the  faithful.

(weetmanner.  Thus  I  find  it  faid :  "  The  meeting  of. 
"  the  catechumens  was  holden  upon  the  fecond  article 
**  of  die  apoftles  creed.  It  is  a  joy  to  fee  with  what 
**  appetite  thefe  dear  flieep  feed  upon  the  teftimony  of 
'**  Jefus.  Another  time  the  putting  off  the  old  man,' 
f  and  putting  on  Cnrift  with  his  bloody  righteoufnefs? 
"  was  the  fubjeft.  A  Greenland -helper  from  New- 
"  "Herrrtbuth,  who  was  come  on  a  vifitj  was  prefent, 
**■  ahd:told  them,  how  he  had  been,-  While  under  prepa-^ 
*■  ration  for  baptifm.  They  were  very  attentive  anil 
**  full  of  defire.  The  queftion:  "  Doft  thou  know*. 
"  that  thou  art  quite  fpoiled  and  riiiried'by  fin?  Who 
**  can  fet  thee  freefrom  iti"  they  anfwered  more  with 
•*'ttaw  than  words:" 

.At, length  the  third  baptifmal-acl  of  this  year  waj" 
.pitfefrhed  N6v.  ^3"  "  The  text  preached  upon  was;r 
*•'  Jlfyjaty  give  me  thy  heart,  and  let  thine  eyes  obferve  my 
tt:'xvap.  Prov,  Xx.iH.l6:  in  conjun&ionwith  the  words';" 
"  /  v4B  take  away  the  fieny  heart  out  of  yoQr  flejb,  and  1  wilt 
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what  they  had  heard  and  felt  the  foregoing,  week,  ft  is 
faid .  further  * .  **  In  the  meetings  of  this  day  a  very  piefled 
"  fenfation  prevailed,  at.  fye  coturderatipn  of  the  iaft 
**  words  and  :a£b  of  our  Saviour.  We  had,  "in  a  pa'rti- 
f(  cular  manner,  caufe  to  rejoice  in  the  communicant^ 
"  finding  all  their  heart*  tender  and  of  good  cheer.  It 
"  is,  as  if  each  had  moved,  in  the  Paffion-time,  a  good 
V  degree  hearer  to  our  Saviour,  and  was  grown  better 
*'  acquainted  with  him.  And  the  ardent  defire  of  aft 
"  after  the  holy  facrament  was  gratified,  a  widow  only 
**  excepted,  who  had  herfelf  no  freedom  to'. partake.-* 
And  in; November  it  is  faid:  "  It  was  afrefh  obferved, 
"  that  Cjch  as  can  read,  of  whom  are  now  a  good  num" 
•*  berv  aie  bufy  in  reading  the  harmony  of  the  four 
"  evangelifts,  and  often  corns  to  enquire  the  trUe  feftfe. 
"  Tjofday:we  had  an  affecting,  convention  with  one  of 
"  them  concerning  the  article  of  the  bloody  fweat,  and 
"  tie.  infritution  of  the  Lord's  fupper," 

It  is  once  faid  of  one  Gi'eenlander  :  "  He  made  a  fin- 
"  cere  and  finnerlike  confeffion  ;of  his  vileneft,  and  (aid ; 
*_T|jat  bit  heart  cannot  be  ■  fatisfied;  whenever  he  hag 
'*,  done,  arnifsi  and  is  not  upright.  It  is  the  greatefb 
*'  .g1**  *?  nim»-  that]  amidft  all  his  poverty  and  unwor- 
**  thsaefs,;  our:  Saviour  ftill  continually  keep's  him  happy 
**  andj cheaiful."  .  _Qf  another  it  is  faid  3 . .**. He  eXne 
*_'  with  his  wife  prefently.  after  the  facrament,  arid  la^ 
«  mented  with  tears,  that  they. had  both  forfeited  th* 
"  ficra&ent  for  their  accidentally  falling  into  variance 
*•  widr_ each. other  juA  before  ^  on  which  account  ththr 
**  hearts  forbad  them  to  draw  near."

qf  the  difcourfes  of  tt  n  to  their  be- 

lieving and  unbelieving  counrry-men;  of  which  I  will 
again  gather  a  few  fragments. 

Onjah..  19,  A.  kept  the  morning-meeting,'  and  P«*' 
his  brethren  "in  mind,  with  a  thankful  heart,  of  the  fend- 
ing the  firfl  heathen-mefiengersto Greenland.  He  firft 
fet  before  them  his  own  ftate  of  ignorance,  while  he  ■ 
knew  nothing  of  our  Saviour,  arid  Jaid  at  laft ;  "  Ah ! 
"  if 
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**  if  our  Saviour  had  not  Cent  our  teachers  to  us,  who 
•*  have  made  known  unto  us  the  paflion  of  Jefus,  what 
**  would  have  become  of  us  !  But  now  we  can  enjoy  his 
**  grace,  and  be  as  happy  as  we-will.  Our  Saviour  has 
"  not  called  us  hither  to  no  purpofe ;  he  will  be  near  us 
**  aud  make  us  happy.  But  we  have  nothing,  that  15 
"  .capable  of  giving  us  any  fatrsfaenon,  except  his  pre- 
4t  fenting  himfelf  before  our  hearts  in  his  dying  form', 
**  His  blood  makes- us  true  children"  of  God.  Therefore 
**  let  it  be  our  only  concern,  to -experience  his  blood  in 
**  ouf  hearts.-  We  cannot  defire  or  wifli  for  any  thing 
*'  greatef. " 

Another  time  he  faid :  "  As  Eve  was  formed  out  of 
"  Athm's  fide,  fo  believers  are  bom  out  of  the  fide  of 
•*  Jefus,  flefh  of  his  fl'effi,  and  bone  of  his  bone.-  Al- 
**  though  we  are  vile^  corrupted  and  miferaUe  men,  yet 
*■  our  Saviour  took  upon  himfelf  our  flefh- and  blood, 
"  and  will  ripw  make  us  one  fpirit  with  him?*' 

Again  at  another  time  he  begjpi  thus:  "Dear  bre- 
**'  thren,  ye  know,  thatour  Saviour  endured  great  pains 
**  for  our  fakes,  and  that  his  fweat  was,  ■  as  it  were. 
**  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground.     A, 

*  woman',  when  ihe  is  in  travail,  hath  forrow  j  but  it' 
"  is  certainly  hot  to  be  compared  with  that,  which"  our' 
'*  Saviour  endured  for  us.  Now  if  he  lived  in  all  our 
**  hearts,  what  a  happy  life  fhould  we"  lead  !  And  it  is  our 
**  fault  alone,  that  we  haVefuch  a  fmall  experience  of  it, 
**  Gur  Saviour  would  gladly  have  «s  thoroughly  happy' 
**  every  day  j  for  this-  end  did:  he  fuffer,  arid  for  this/ 
**  end  -does  he  grant  us  to-  partake  of  his  body  and' 
*'  blood,"   &c. 

C.  at  the  beginning  declared  what  he  had  felt  the  late 
paflion-  week,  from  the  account  of  Jefus's  fufferings,  and 
then,- amdng  ethar  things,  faid :  *' That  he  often  ex- 
**  amines  the  fituation  of  his-  own.  heart,  whether  it  be 
"  cold  f.nd  dry,  arid  if  he  is  aware  of  fuch  a  thing,  he 
**  inlhtntly  betakes- himfeify  as  a  poor  needy  fin ner,  to' 
"  our  Saviour  and    his  wounds,    and   he  is  prdently

-"  this  often,  they  would' be  cbnftantly  happy  and  chear-' 
*f  fill.  For  our  heart,  he  faid,-  is  like  dry  ground,  if 
"'our  Sayiour  does  not  rain  itpori  it  with  nis-  brood1.  - 

•  ■    Ye 
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f*  Yc  know  alio,  how  the  gnats  do,  in  hot  weather. 
"  Indeed  we  do  not  fuffer  them  upon  us,  but  beat 
.**■  them  away !  but  our  Saviour  is  quite  differently 
"  difpofed  towards  us.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  him  to  fee  us 
**  de«ve  fall  unto  his  wounds,  and  fatisfy  our  defire 
"  with  his  blood." 

Another  compared  the  heart  to  a  lamp,  which  muft 
have  a  fufficiency  of  oil,  in  order  to  burn  and  give  light 
arid  warmth  to  the  honfe.  Neither  could  we  give  forth 
any  other  light  and  warmth}  but  what  we  derive  front 
the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

/.  (aid  :  "  My  poverty  permits  me  to  fay  no  more 
*(  than  this:  The  death  of  our  Saviour  and  his  whole 
"  paffian  is  the  dearefV  fubje&  to  me;  which  I  like  to 
*'  fpeak  of  to  you.  But  even  this  I  am  not  able  to  do, 
**  if  the  Holy  Spirit  does  not  make  it  clear  in  my  hears, 
"  and  furniih  me  with  words  for  it."  Upon  this,  he 
fpoke  of  the  great  happinefs  we  enjoy  in  the  bloody 
wounds  of  the  deaj  Lamb,  and  that  we  may  come  ta 
him,  juft  as  we  are. 

£>.  naturally  a  very  unpoliflied  and  rough  man,  fpoke 
with  a  tender  heart,  his  tears  flowing  down  his  cheeks 
at  the  fame  time j  and  many  of  the  hearers  mingling  theirs 
with  his.  He  laid,  with  other  things :  "  That,  not- 
*'  withftanding  all  his  poverty  and  indigence,  he  was 
**  put  greatly  to  the  bUdh  by  the  frequent  nearnefs  of 
«  our  dear  Saviour,  and  prefcrved  thereby  in  a  blcfled* 
**  peace.  And  fince  he  loves  us  fo  very  much,  vile 
**  and  wretched  as  we  are,  let  us  truly  love  him 
'*  again." 

B.  faid  in  the  firft  morning-meeting  committed'  to 
him,  *'  that  our  Saviour  had  a  tedious  work  with  hiro, 
"  before  he  could  bring  him  to  the  enjoyment  of  his 
"  blood  and  death,  and  yet  without  thefe  it  is  not 
"  poffible  to  attain  falvation  and  have  true  life.  But  if 
!*  we  every  day  fed  on  his  flefli  and  Mood,  our  hearts 
"  would  be  warm,  would  get  fap  and  virtue,  and  remain 
"  in  an  unmoved  blened  courfe." 

Another  time  he  fpoke  of  the  unutterable  love  and 

mercy  of  our  Saviour  towards  all  the  poor  and  miferablw 

whom  he  fees  coming  to  his  wounds,   in  order  to  find 

relief.     "  The  Holy  Ghoft  is  at  fuch  a  time  very  bqfyj 
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"  by  whofe  impulfe  and  leading  alone  it  comes  to  pate*, 
"  as  it  never  entersinto  a  man's  mind  of  himtelf,  to 
"  draw  near  to  our  Saviour ;  for  no  man  has  one  good 
"  thought  of  himfelf."  :;  "    * 

D.  (poke . "  of  the  great  grace  it  is  for  a  man  to  enter* 
"  tain  a  fenfe  of  his  own  vnenefs.  He  only  ought  to  go 
**■  directly  with  it  to  our  Saviour;  who  accepts,  of  us 
•*  with  heartinefs,  and  lets  us  quickly  feel  his  heart  full 
*'  of  love,  fending  open  for  all  wretched  and  troubled 
*'  fmnersi"  ,   > 

Another  time  he  fpoke  in  an  uncommonly  folic!  man- 
ner "  Of  the  impoffibiiity  of  a  man's  being  chearful  and 
"  ferene,  as  long  as  he  continues  to  entertain  finftd 
"thoughts,  though  they  may  .not  iffue  in  fmful 
.*'  actions.  But  if,  as  .foon  as  he  is  aware  of  any  fiich 
*l  thing,  he  has  immediate  recourfe  to  our  Saviour,  and 
"  is  afhamed  and  grieved  for  whatfoever  is  not  conform- 
*«  able  to  his  mind,  he  then  wafties  'all  away  with  his 
•*'  blood,  and  the  ferenity  of  his  heart  .is  quickly 
"  reftored." 

M.  chiefly  fpoke  of  his  own  heart,  and  thanked  our 
Saviour  for  bringing  him  to  his  people!,  and  to  the 
knowledge  of  his  death  and  blood,  on  which  he  often 
reflected  with  much  fatisfac~tioriv  efpecially  when  he.  was 
alone,   or  on  the  water  in  his  kaiak. 

Another  time,  after  our  .Saviour  had  wonderfully 
delivered  him  out  of  the  water,  when  a  feal  had  overfet 
him,  and  he  at  other  times  being  feldom  able,  alone  to 
f  (-cover  himself,  he  faid  the  day  after  in  the  morning- 
meeting:  "That  he  was  very  well,  and  much,  com - 
**  farted  in  his  heart  at  the  Remembrance  of  our.  Sa- 
*'  viour's  having  purchafed  him  with  his  blood  and  death, 
"  and  made  him  his  property.  He  thanked  him  alfo 
"  heartily  for  his  deliverance  out  of  the  water." 

L.  laid  among  other  things  :  "  We  know  well,  what 
41  pain  it  gives,  when  a  perfon  under  our  authority, 
"  is  -not  obedient.  By  this  we  may  conceive,  what 
"  pain  it  muft  give  our  Saviour,  when  we  will  not  be 
'■  obedient  to  him,  though  he  means  fo  well  with 
*•  us. '  O  !  how  happy  would  it  be  for  us,  if  we  always 
**  attended  to  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  whofe  de- 
V  light  it  is  to  guide  us  to  our  Saviou;,  in  whofe  wounds 
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*  we  may  be  fo  happy.  For  of  ourfelves  we  cannot 
"  enter  into  true  communion  with  him ;  it  is  the  Holy 
11  Spirit  who  tauft  lead  us  into  it,  and  he  does  it  with 
*«  pleafiire," 

•  Again:  he  faid  "that  a  poor  (inner  may  expect  all 
*'  grace  from  our  Saviour;  but  whofoever  does  not 
u  know  hinrfe)  f -to  be  a  firmer,  -  cannot  have,  nor  enjoy 
"  his  (hare  in  our  Saviour  and  hit  wounds."

■  Upon  thts  foundation  of  the  all- prevailing  merits  of 
5efus,  twelve  fouls  this  year  departed  this  life  in  faith, 
as  poor  finners  indeed;'  but  linners  endowed  with  grace. 
Of  whom  the  folio  wing  are  worthy  of  notice. 
-  1.)  Martin1,  a  youth,  came  to  us  from  the  bay  In  the 
year  1747,  with  the  late  Barsillai.  Our  Saviour  foon 
Knocked  at  the  door  of  his  heart,  and  manifested  to  him, 
that  life  and  Salvation  was  attainable  only  in  his  blood. 
The  next  year  he  was  baptized.  He  retained  a  lafting 
impreffioii  of  this  grace,  as  he  terrified,  a  little  before  his 
end,  with  tears-.'  *'  Ah,  faid  he,  what  kindnefs  has 
**  our  Saviour  ftiewn  me,  in  bringing  me  to  his  people, 
«  and  wafljing  me  with  his  blood  f  I  am  greatly  aSham- 
**  edt  that  I  nave,  fince  then,  grieved  him  fo  often, 
.'*  and  thereby  made  my  heart  as  heavy,  as  if  it  had 
*'  been  cr.ufb.ed  between  two  great  ftones.  Which  arofe 
**  from  hence,  that  I  had  not  kept  what  I  promifed  him 
"  at  baptifm.  Ah,  how  am  I  afhamed  !"  (which  words 
he  often  repeated  with  many  tears)  "  but  our  Saviour 
"  never  failed  to  put  me  in  mind,  how  much  he  loved  me. 
"  And  now  1  rejoice,  that  I  fliall  foon  go  to  him."  &c. 

a.)  Elifha,  a  youth,  came  hither  in  the.  year  1751, 
Was  baptized  'the  next  year,'  and  got  a  lighribme  and 
chearful  heart;  fce  learned  alfo  to  read  and  write 
prettily,  but  had  a  weakly  tabernacle,  and  befides  got 
a  hurt  in  his  leg,  which  obliged  him  to  walk  with  a 
ftick.  Having  once  overfet,  and  taken  in  a  good  deal 
.  of  fea-water,  he  afterwards  grew  weaker  and  weaker, 
fell  into  a  consumption,  and  frequently  fpit  blood.  He 
was  at  the  fame  time  very  refigned,  and  got  a  more 
folid  knowledge  of  his  own  corruption,  but  had  a 
childlike  honeft  heart,  which  made  every  thing  work 
X  2  for 
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for  his  good.  And  lm.taking  an  occafion,  in  an  opes 
and  folid  manner,  to  fpeak  fully  with  his  labourer 
concerning,  all  the  .circuntftances  of  his  body  and  foul, 
proved  in  a  peculiar  manner,  an  abiding  bleffing  to  ' 
nim.  I"  bis  fieknefs  he  declared,  with  a  ferenc  coun- 
tenance, his  great  defire  to-  be  with  his  Savioar  ■,.  which 
happincfs,  a  fudden  violent  fritting  of  Wood  helped-  as> 
hatten.  .> 

j.)  Clemens,  s  married-man,  had  for  many  yean 
a  call  in  his  heart  to  be  converted,  and  whenever,  he 
fcarae  to-vifit,  was  deeply  affected,  but  be  withstood  it, 
as  Ion .5  as  he  could,  till  our  Saviour  about  a  year  ago 
„  proved  too- ftrongfgr  him- He- then  caoje,  as  a  widower*  . 
with  his  family,  and  our  Saviour  granted  hint  the  favour 
this  fpring,  to  be  waflud  in  the  laver  of  holy  baptifiru 
KoC  long  after*  he  married  the  fecond  time,  and  on  thi» 
occafion  it  was  clearly  vifibie  what  our  Saviour  had 
done  for  his  foul.  He -was  a  joy  to  us„  and  fpent  his, 
Jhort  rime  in  thti  married-Hate  in  a  very  h^ppy  manner. 
One  morning  he  went  out  in  his  kai alt  very  early,  and 
in  ftrilcing  a  feal  not  far  from  land,  be  overfet.  He 
recovered  himfelf  again,  and  bis  wife,  who-  beheld  it» 
•  called  fome-body  to  go  to  bis  afliftance.  But  before 
the  perfon  could  get  at  him,  he  was  overfet  again1,  bast' 
crept  out  of  his^kaiak,  and  probably  funk,  as  his  body 
could  not  be  found.  He  was  otherwise  very  dextrous  m 
recovering  himfelf,  and  had.  often  overfet.  But  at 
prefenthis  rudder  was  broke,  and  the  help  from  th* 
(bore  came  too  late. 

4.)  Aaron,  a  pwrried  man,  came  hither  in-  the. 
year  1755,  from  the  north.  He  was  the  laft  of  oui 
dear  Daniel's  relations,  to  whom  he  had  preached  the 
go&el.  This  perfon  had  kept  sacs;  pretty  long,  but 
it  was,  as  if  the  whole  family  was  in  a  particular  manner 
chofen  by  our  Saviour,  Our  late  brother,  being  of  a- 
rough,  ftubbom,  unbroken  difpofition,  went  on  excefi 
five  heavily  in  the  beginning.  But  our  Saviour  wrought 
fo  powerfully  upon  him,  that  he  may  be  alledged  as  a, 
living  example  of  the  truth  of  that  vcrfe  :  "  Yes,  the 
t(  rftajeftic  rays,— which  each  nail-print  difplays,— 
**  can  even  melt  a  ftone."  Holy  baptifm  vifibly  de~ 
monltrated  its-  power  upon  hint  And  whenever  after, 
that, 
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that,  any  untowardnefc  occurred,  he  Was  prefemly 
deje&er!  m  his  mind,  and  could  not  be  eafy  till  it  was 
Rrgiven  him.  After  partaking  of  the  holy  communion', 
be  became  quite  another  man,  fmnerlike,  tender  and 
fallible.  And  withal  he  had  a  good  underftanduig', 
a  ferious  turn  of  mind,  and  maintained  a  very  orderly 
©economy  with  his  wife  and  children.  At  the  falmbn- 
rifhery  he  was  taken  with  a  pleurify,  defired  tct  be 
■brought  hither,  and,  while  on  the  way,  was  very  briik, 
and  (poke  very  heartily  with  his  people  of  our  Saviour 
and  his  love  and  attachment  to  him.  Atlaft  he  faid  ; 
il\  believe,  I  fhail  now  go  , to  him }"  begged  his  wife 
2nd  relations  not -to  grieve  too  much  for  him,  which  Is 
very  unbecoming  baptised  perfcns,  who  have  a  Sa- 
viour. Amd  juft  when  they  were  about  to  lan8,  his 
jfoul  took  its  night. 

5.)  Eleazar,  a  tingle  brother,  came  hither  a  boy  fix 
Tears  old  with  his  mother  and  relations,  in  the  year  1 74.3. 
It  was  loon  perceived,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  was  bury 
in  his  heart,  preparing  him  for  eternal  life.  In  His 
thirteenth  year  he  was  baptized,  and  from  that  time 
went  on  in  a  blcfled  courie  of  grace.  In  the  year  1 75  jf, 
ife  was  made  partaker  of  the  blcfled  fupper  of  the  Lord, 
which  was  a  means  of  rendering  his  heart  Ml  more 
lively  and  feeling;  And  withal  he  was  linneriike  and 
little,  got  more  and  more  acquainted  with  his  ■neceffitous 
irate,  and  wiflwd  eameftly  to  enter  into  a  frill  clofer 
converts  with  oar  Saviour.  He  was  loved  and  reflected 
by  every  onoof  his  choir-affociates,  in  whofe  houfc  he 
was  one  of  the  overieers,  and  it  was  a  pleafure  to  them 
to  converts  with  him  of  their  hearts.  A  confumptioh 
rendered  him  unfit  for  outward  labour,  which  fometimes 
troubled  him ;  but  he  was  patient,  and  refigned  to  the 
will  x>f  Qur  Saviour.  The  nearer  his  end  approached, 
Jbe  more  chearful  he  was,  and  it  was  always  a  joy  and 
reirefliment  to  vifit  him.  Four  years  sgo  he  wrote  the 
following  letter ; 

"  Though  I  atn  very  poor,  yet  does  not  our  Saviour 
•  flight  me,  But  I  am  greatly  afliamed,  that  I  ft  ill 
4t  have  fq. little  feeling  in  my  heart,  I  Ihould  be  glad  to 
**  be  quite  near  our  Saviour  early  and  late,  being  made 
"  one  with  him  by"  his  bojy  and  blood.     Hut  my  cafe 
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"  is  ftill  very  indifferent,  though  I  am  fenlible  of  nothing 
'*  that  interpoies  betwixt  me  and  him.  When  bad 
*'  thoughts  come  into  my  mind,  I  am  prefently  difpofcd 
"  to  remember  the  bitter  fufferings  and,  death  or  out 
"  Saviour.  Thus  all  that  is  bad  vain{be"s,".&c. 
Out  of  a  letter  two  years  ago.  . 
*'  Though  my  defeats  are  exceeding  many,  yet  he  is 
**  near  to  me.  When  I  am  alone,  he  is  my  companion, 
"  with  whom  I  converfe.-  He  has  alfo  preferved  me  this1 
*'  year  in  my  Tingle  flate  from  every  bad  thing,"  &c. 

This  year  he  wrote : 
'  "lama  poor  {inner,  and  rejoice  that  I  have  a, 
"  Saviour ;  or"  elfe  I  could  not  fubnit.  1  will  alfo  as 
"  a  poor  wretch  conftamly  cleave  to  him,  and  con- 
"  tintially  remember,  him,  that  I  may  be  rtrengthned 
*'  and  prepared  by  him,  fuppoling  I  mould  foon  go  to 
"  the  church  above.  My  tabernacle  is  very  weak,  and 
"  it  is,  poffibly,  the  laft  time  that  I  (hall  write  to  you. 
**  I  mail,  very  likely,  fee  you  no  more,  but  our  Sa- 
"  viour  knows  you,  and  knows  me  too,  and  has  made 
"  us  one  by  his  death  and  blood.  To  him  will  I  cleave, 
«'  till  I  go  to  him.".  '    .  . 

6.)  Nicodcmus,  a  man  between  fixty  and  feventy 
years  of  age.  His  eldeft  fon,  who  left  him  in  the  year 
175a,  to  live  with  the  believers,  was  the  occafion  of 
his  coming  after  with  his  family ;  and  in  the  year  1754 
he  was  baptized.  Laft  Tummer  he .  fell  lick  of  the 
dropfy.  He  was  foon  convinced  that  this  would  be  an 
occafion  of  translating  him  to  our  Saviour;  and  the 
more  his  weaknefs  of  body  increafed,  the  greater  war. 
his  defire,  which,  whenever  he  was  vifited,  he  cxprefied 
with  particular  heartinefs.  ™  I  let  my  Saviour,  faid  he, 
"  continually  before  my  heart  and  eyes,  my  confidence 
**  is  only  in  him.  The  time  here  lafts  coo  long.  I 
"  mould  be  glad  to  be  foon  with  him.".  The  day  before 
his  end  he  was  in  a  particular  manner  chearful,  .and 
fung  with  a  broken  voice  the  verfe ;

THE  firft  of  Auguft  this  year  the  miflibnary  Boeh- 
nifli  and  his  wife  arrived' again  in  Greenland  from 
their  Vifit  of  the  church  in  Germany.  With'  them  I  alfg 
came  over,  in  order,  as  far  as  it  was  practicable  for  mej 
to  take  a  view  of  the  country,  but  efpeciatly  of  the  (late 
and  constitution  of  the  Greenland  congregation,  and, 
from  my  own  knowledge  and  the  records  laid  before  me, 
to  compile  a  hiftory  which  may  be  dep-ndcd  upon  as 
juft  and  true.  We  had  an  exceeding  hard  pallage  of  no 
Jefs  than  eleven  weeks  from  Copenhagen  to  New-Herrn- 
huth ;  I  fay  not  hard,  with  a  view  to  the  company  in 
"the  fhip,  for  we  were  as  civilly  treated  as  we  could  de- 
fire  on  board  the  fhip  Louifenburg,  captain  Chriftian 
Jenflen  Piil,  with  whom  we  failed  the  17th  of  May^ 
out  I  fpeak  with  refpecc  to  the  many  contrary  winds 
and  ftormy  weather;  at  one  time  not  far  from  the 
lunken  land  of  But,  we  were  fcarce  able  to  make  fix 
leagues  in  three  weeks,  and  had  five  ftorms  to  encounr 
ter,  the  laft  of  which  near  Statenhook  was  the  moft 
dangerous.  But,  on  the  other  fide,  the  many  north 
and  weft-winds,  which  detained  us  fo  long,  had  (lleaird 
our  courfe  of  floating  ice;  fo  that,  except  fome  huge 
mountains  of  ice,  which  were  at  fome  diftance,  we  had 
all  dear,  and  nothing  to  interrupt  our  entrance  into 
Ball's-River.  But  before  we  could  run  in,  a  fudd?n 
calm  enfuing,  the  (hip  was  in  the  utinqfr  danger  of 
fceing  carrieil  by  a  ftrong  tide  of  flood,  and  ftranded  on 
the  Kookcemen  rocks  lying  juft  before  us.  But,  when 
we  were  no  more  than  a  couple  of  gun-fhpts.  from  them, 
lie,  who  has'  the  fea  and  waves  under  his  command, 
gave  us  wind  fufficient  to  hold  off  frqrn,  land  and  keep 
«  fea._ 

■  At  my  return,  Sept.  7,  1762  a  ftill  more  furprizinj 
"accident  of  the  fame  kind  happened'  tq  us.  As  we  were 
pafling  into  the  open  fea  with  a  gentle  breeze  between 
the  Kookcemen  and  the  fo '  called  Fifiier-rock  (the  moft 
dangerous  place  of  this  entrance,)  it  fell  fuddeniy  calm, 
&  +  and. 
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and  wc  were  inftantly  covered  with  a  thick  fog,,  which, 
as  the  inhabitants  battening  by  us  from  the  ifiartdfr,-  «fl«* 
red  us,  was  feen  no  where  but  round  our  fhip.  And  in 
the  lame  moment,  by  the  change  of  the  current  at  the 
turn  of  the  tide,  the  fhip  was  violently  driven  betwixt 
the  Fifher-rock  and  art  ifland  we  could  not  at  all  difc«nt, 
till  the  fog  was  difperfed.  The  fhip's-yawl  and  a  pilot- 
boat  from  the  colony  were  immediately  fattened  tff  €0f 
fhip,  in  order  to  hale  her  out  of  this  dangerous  fituation  j 
but  they  could  not  move  her  off  the  fpot,  however  they' . 
prevented  the  current  from  calling  her  upon  the  hidden 
rocks.  As  foon  as  the  merchant  and  our  brethren  from 
'  the  higheft-  of  the  Kangek-iflands  fpied  the  fhip  in  this 
diftre  fe,  they  collected  and  double -mann'd  all  the  Green, 
landers  women-boats  they  could  find  there  (for  in  cafe 
of  need  the  Greenlanders  lend  a  helping  hand)  battened 
to  the  affiftance  of  the  fhip,  and  tow'd  tier  for  ten  hours 
together  two  leagues  into  a  fmall  occafional  haven  of? 
Kangek,  from  whence  we  proceeded  on  pur  voyage  the 
next  day  without  any  farther  trouble. 

*r 

Now  as  to  the  congregation  at  New- Herrnhuth,  "t 
had  looked  for  fome  years  as  if  it  would  fcarce  increase 
much  further  from  without ;  for  the  country  was  pretty 
much  evacuated,  and  the  favages  in  a  great  meafure 
moved  away.  And  though  fome  old  acquaintance  were 
continually  coming  to  viftt  from  the  inlet  and  the  iflands, 
it  was  only  for  old  acquaintance  fake.  But  this  year  a 
great  fwarm  of  fouthlanders  again  pafled  by  to  the  north, 
and  fome  families  fixed  their  abode  for  a  whole  year  upon 
the  iflands.  Thus  again  an  opportunity  offered  of  fettine 
forth  to  the  perfectly  ignorant  heathens  their  God  ana 
Saviour,  and  making  a  prize  of  here  and  there  a  foul, 
nay,  even  whole  families  out  of  them.  I  will  put  down 
l  few  extnfta  out  of  the  diary  concerning  it. 

"  The  3d  and  4th  of  July,  we  were  much  vifited  by 
**  the  fouthlanders.  Our  concern  was,  to  find  out  fuch, 
"  to  whofe  jieans  we  could  addrefs  a  word  of  their 
"  Greater;  and  fome  came  fometimes  into  the  meeting. 
*'  But  they  were  chiefly  fuch,  as  have  lived  in  the  north, 
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M  and  now  intend  to  go  thither  again,  and  are  not  eafily 
*'  drawn  from  their  purpofe. 

*.*  "The  6th,  we  had  again  fouthlanders  hen;.  They 
"  would  not  go  to  the  meeting;  hut  came  in  crowds 
**  into  our  rooms,  fpoke  of  their  fine  land  in  the  (burn, 
"  anil  endeavoured  to  incline  us  to-go  with  them  thi- 
f '  ther ;  and  then  they  would  live  with  us,  and  hear  us. 
*'  On  bur  attempting  to  recommend  to  them  our  Sa~ 
11  viour  and  the  happinefs  ,of  believers ,  they  faid, 
"  they  did  not  understand  the  difcourfes  of  the  Euro- 
*'  peans,  their  ears  were  incapable  of  comprehending 
"  fiicb  Arrange  words,  about  an  immortal  foul,  about  a 
"  Creator  and  Saviour.  Juft  then  came  in  Daniel  the 
"  Greenhuider.  ftoWj  faid  we,  here  comes  a  Green- 
**  lander,  whole  words  ye  will  underftand.  We  defired 
**  him  to  make  the  matter  plain  to  them.  He  then  firifc 
"  of  all  examined  them,  how  their  kayaks  and  women's- 
f  boats  came  into  being ;  and  they  confeJEng,  that  no- 
"  thing  could  caufe  its  own  exiftence,  but  muft  be 
*'  made  by  one  that  is  greater,  and  exifted  before,  he 
"  faid,  *!  thus  ye  may  eafily  conceive,  that  men  alio 
"  mull  be  made  by  fome  one.  Him  we  call  Pingtriitfirfity 
"  the  Creator  of  all  things. '  He  made  man,  to  be  his 
"  property.  But  he  fell  from  him,  and  joined  ilTue  by 
P  fin  with  Torngatfiiky  who  is  an  extremely  bad  fpirit. 
**  But  it  pitied  the  Creator  of  all  things,  to  fee  man  in- 
"  volved  in  ruin  and  eternal  damnation.  He  himfelf 
"  therefore  was  made  man,  like  me  and  you,  laid  down 
f*  his  life  for  us,  and  ihed  his  blood,  in  order  to  fet  us 
J*  free  from  fin  and  the  devil.  Hence  it  is,  that  we  call 
*'  him,  our  Creator  Jefiis  ChriJ},  Annaurjirpk,  our  Saviour 
"  and  Deliverer.  Now  when  we  believe  this,  and  are 
"  warned  in  his  blood  from  evil,  we  are  made  children 
"  of  God ;  and  when  we  die,  we  go  to  him,  and  re- 
f*  main  for  ever  with  him  in  felicity  unfpeakable.  But 
"  that  ye  fay,  ye  know  not  whether  ye  have  a  foul,  is 
**  not  true.  Ye  will  not  know  it,  nor  care  for  your 
*'  immortal  foul,  becaufe  ye  chufe  frill  to  aft  according 
"  to  your  pleafure  and  according  to  the  Juft  of  your 
"  flefh ;  therefore  it  is,  that  ye  will  not  hear  nor  under' 
"  ftand,  nor  come  to  the  believers :  for  ye  know  that  a 
"  change  muft  pals  upon  you.  And  ye  think,  ye  can 
then 
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*'  then  have  no  more  fatisfaction.  But  ye  are  vaftry'deceiv- 
"  ed.  I  had  formerly  no  true  t  at  ie  faction ;  bu^when  t 
"  believed  iriour  Saviour,  I  began  to  be  truly  nappy, 
"  As  often  as  I  think  on  his  death  and  b  food  -  ft  ed  ding, 
"  my  heart  is  light  and  joyful.  Hence  it  is  aUb,~T.hat 
"  I  am  no  more  afraid  of  death'  like  you j  for  I  know 
*'  that  I  go  to  my  Lover,  with  whom  I  am  even  here  Co 
' "  happy,  though  I  do  not  yet  fee  him."  '    "' 

This  difcourle,  which  in  the  prefence  of  the  merchants, 
Sowed  with  an  uncommon  freedom,  like  a  fountain,  from 
the  Greenlander*s  mouth  and  heart,  ftruck  theheatbens 
very  much,  and  vifibly  threw  them  into  great  agitation. 
of  mind.  Perhaps  it  might  be  afcribed  to  this  difcourfej 
.that  f»on  after  a  widow  with  her  two  daughters  offered 
themfelves  to  (lay  here ;  and  in  a  couple  of  weeks  two 
families  brought  their  capelins  into  the  ilore-houfe,  as  a 
token,  that  they  intended  to  live  here.  On  the  other 
hand,  a  young,  man,  who  has  been  much  acquainted 
with  us  thefe  nine  years,  not  without  imprcfiions,  and 
of  whofe  converfion  fome  time  or  other  we  had  conceiv- 
ed hopes,  he  during  his  abfence  for  two  years  in  the 
fouih,  had  taken  four  wives,  and  did  not  at  all  like  to 
come  nigh  us.  * 

§3-  •- 
A  confiderable  number  of  the  wandrrng  fouthlanders 
took  up  their  abode  in  Kangek  and  Kookccrnen ;  which 
gave  the  brethren  fo  much  the  greater  joy  and  hope,  as' 
this  their  chapel  of  eafe,  or  outer-court,  out  of  which* 
they  had  gained  the  moft  fouls  for  our  Saviour,  had  now 
flood  pretty  empty  for  near  feven  years.  Some  came  alio 
from  time  to  time  to  vifit,  and  it  was  perceptible,  that 
they  were  more  and  mote  willing  to  hear.  Some  flayed 
outright,  and  we  inherited  the  relicts  of  others.  Thus  in 
'autumn  a  dead  man  was  brought  from  Kookccrnen,  who 
had  defired  to  be  buried  near  the  believers,  becaufejie 
_had  intended  to  live  there  himfelf  and  be  converted. 
His  two  wives  alfo  came  with  their  children  at  the  fame 
time.  He  had  ordered  the  concubine  to  flay  with  the 
"brethren  j  but  had  advifed  the  right  wife  to  go  to  her 
friends  in  Kariak.-.  But  when  the  latter  faw,  that  our 
'Greenlanders  were  folrcitous  to  provide  alfo  fop  her  -and

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her  fon ,  £be  chofe  to  ftay  here  *.  On  the  other  hand, 
a  widow,  who  had  taken  refuge  in  her  diftrefe  to.the 
baptized,  in  order  to  get  a  fubnftence  through  the  win- 
ter, was  difmiiled  becaufe  flic  had  privately  lent,  off  her 
ion,  who  was  in  a  hopeful  way,  with  fome  vifiting  fa- 
yages,  fearing  left  he  mould  he  baptized,  and  flie  pre- 
vented thereby  in  her  heatbeniih  views* 

Our  Green  land -helpers,  being  deiirous  to  make,  at 
leail,  fome  of  the  new  neighbours  in  the  iilands  partakers 
of  their  happinefs,  were  very  bufy.  with  them,  vifiting 
them  frequently  and  fpeaking  to  their  hearts.  Upon 
hearing,  that  an  old  man  was  dead  in  Kookoemen, 
whofe  children  had  often  discovered  a  defire  to  come  to 
us,  a  couple  of  them  went  thith*  to  know  their  -minds. 
And  as  they  were  ftill  very  undetermined,  becaufe  the 
Greenlanders  chufe  to  remain  a  full  year  on  the  fpoc 
jwhere  any  of  their  relatives  die,  to  bewail  them,  except 
fome  infectious  diftemper  prevails  there ;  our  Daniel 
reafdned  them  out  of  this  beathenifh  and  fupcrftitioiui' 
cuftom  -f  arjd  they  brought  this  family,  confrftjng  of  fix 

Ssrfons,  along  with  them  ;  and  it  was  evident,  that  the 
pirit  of  God  had  already  begun  a  good  work  in  their 
fouls. 

§4- 
Now  the  miffionaries  found  it  worth  the  while  to  go 
to  the  i (lands  again,  a?  there  were  people  that  they  had 
hopes  of  being  a  bleffing  to.  During  the  rummer  they 
had  got  acquainted  with  them,  and  on  every  occafion 
had'  Scattered  fome  feed. "  In  December,  John  Soerenfen 
went  with  fome  Greenlanders  to  Kangek,  found  good 
entrance,  and  our  Daniel' helped- him  faithfully  in 
making  known  to  his  country-men  the  happinefs  which 
is  to  be  had  with  our  Saviour,  Several  of  the  heathen 
were  powerfully  moved,  arid  among  the  reft  a  Angle 
man,  whofe  name  was  Klgutikak,  who  refolved,  as  foon 
as  his  kajak  was  fmifhed,  to  come  to  us.  ,  This  man 
having  his  feet  frozen,  had  them  cut  off;  he  now  creeps 

1  »  Although  1  Gwenlinder  has  an  inclination  to  live  in  a  place,  yet  he 
yti'.U  till  lbtnehodj  preffes  him.  '  Fai  it  is  fcldom  their  way,  .to  Iblkit  for  ' 
a  tfliog.

along 
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■along  upon  his  fcntess,  But  can  get  til  and  outif  his  ka- 
jak  without  affiftance,  and  gain  fuffioicot  foe  a  good 
maintenance,  nay,  goes  better  dcathed  than  many  able- 
bodied  Greenlander*.  They  brought  four  women  witk 
them,  Who  intended  to  flay  a  few  days' here,  in  order  to 
hear  more  of  our  Saviour.  _  A  little  before  Chriirmasf 
the  father  of  one  of  diem  cane,  with  his  two  brothers, 
to  fetch  his  daughter  back  again.  She  earneftly  intreated 
.  him  to  let  her  ftay  hye,  becaufe  (he  was  defirotot  to  be- 
lieve on  oar  Saviour.  But  when  (he  (aw,  it  Was  all  to 
ho  purpofe,  and  that  he  would  take  her  away  by  force, 
&r.  ran  into  the  meeting-hall,  and  implored  our  pro- 
tection. The  father  and  his  brothers  were  calkd  to  her. 
He  took  all  poflible  pai*  to-perfnade  her  to  go  with  him, 
alluring  her,  ihe  fhould  only  ftay  with  him  over  the  win- 
'  ter,  and  in  the  fpring  ho  himfelf  would  move  hither  and 
\ip  Converted.  Which  was  confirmed  by  his  two  brothers; 
who  promised  her  fine  rtttwcloatbs  and  the  like.  But  no- 
thing was  to  he  done  with  her,  the  wept,  madethem  n'oan- 
fwer,  andvasthey  were  going  tolay  hold  ofher,  in  order  tp 
carry  her  away,  (he  fell  a  ihrieking  and  trembling,  in  fiich 
a  manhcr-as  to  nioVef  he  companion  of  all  around  iierex-r 
ceedingly.  At  length  Ihe  was  afked,  "  if  any  of  our  people 
"  had  pL-rfyaded  her  to  come  hither,  or  to  ftay  here?"  And 
having  imfwered  in  the  negative  to  both  thefe  quettions; 
it  was  raid  to  her :  .**  Why  then  wilt  thou  not  go  with 
"  thy  father  ? "  She  faid,  *'  Becaufe  I  want  to  be  con- 
**  verted."  Now,  faid  we  to  them,  ye  fee,  that  we  do 
not  draw  away  your  relations  from  you  to  us ;  and  they 
may  return,  whenever  they  pleafe  j  but  ye  muff,  not  re- 
quire us  to  force  them  away,  or  perfuade  them  to  be 
gone,  when  they  are  defirous  to  be  our  Saviour's.  But 
now.  what  if  ye  yourfelves' were  to  ftay,  and.  follow  her 
examp'p  i  'fe  would  not  repent  pf  it.  The  father,  after 
$me  confideratioi),  faid  :  **  If  my  daughter  (bays,  I  will 
5*  flay  too,™  But  his  two ,  brothers,  who  alfo  ate  not 
without  fofne  impreflions,  faid  :  "  We  will  fir  ft  go  to 
f'tfae  north  to  our  el  deft  brother,  and  at  our  return, 
"  we  will  live  here  too.''  The  father  then  tent  them  to 
Kangek  to  fetch  his  things,  and  his  fon.  But  the  datigh> 
forwent  out  of  the  way,  till  they  were  gone,  left  they 
ihould  carry  her  off  witk,  them  by  furpuze.  One  M 
I  -'■■  thele 


thefe  people  jxmftamly  attended  the  meetings- at  Chri$* 
mas.  **  His  heart,"  H  k  wd  in  the  diary,  "  is  appa- 
*'  rently  in,  great  perplexity  and  uneafinefs."  When, 
he. is  aiked V' Whfthe  thinks  of  the  dofirinp'.  of  Jour  Si* 
yipuj?,  peri,,  well  plw&^i^ith  every  thing,  but'he  dnes 


1  here,  you-  would  haire,  heard  and  feen  forn«hihf> !  but 
'  there  is  sprcach.ipg  agaii*  ,to?day,N  won't  you  go.aruj

they  both  came  and  li'ilened  attentively.     '     .  ,

Sonw  few  times  people  alfo  came  on  a  vifit  from  the 
JCelUngeit,  iflands  lying  twenty  leagues  to  the  foutht 
and  it  was  perceptible  that  a  motion  was  beginning 
among  the  heathen  there.  The  merchant  alfo  brought 
with  him  from  thence  a  briik  boy,  who  had  loft  bis 
parents,  and  bad  been  ufed  by  the  heathens  as  a  kind 
of  comedian,  if  is  relations,  who  are  not  void  of  a  geod 
fbark,  couid.no  longer  bear  to  fee  his  ruin  prompted  in 
fuch  a  manne*,  and  lent  him  to  the  brethren,  requeuing 
them  to  care  for  his  education,  as  they  therafelves  had 
thoughts  of  Hying  with  them  one  time  or  otheV.  As  he 
was  the'  Jirft  'time  at  a  caKehuation,  and  -Fas  aiked, 
whether  he  too  would  get  acquainted  with  our  Saviour, 
and  be  converted  ?  be  anfyered  quite  boldly  :  "  O  yes» 
"  I  fhall  loon  be  converted.''  Another,  who  came 
from  the  farae  place  a  yesjr  ago,  and  had  been  lately 
hapoxed,  Jogged  him,  faying :  "  Thou  iayeft,  thai* 
M  knowe^t  not.  what  j  thou  art  yet  ignorant,  what  cod.' 
?'  vedion  means ;  it  ugmnes,  to.  yield  up  the  heart 
*'  wholly  to  ouf  Saviour,  with  every  evil  inclination." 

JJow  as  tliis ,  boy  was  poffefled  of  a  peculiar  vivacity, 
far  above  the  ftandatd  of  rhe  Greenlanders,  I  took  mom 
ftrict  notice  of  his  deportment,  and  made  the  observa- 
tion from  himj  bow  little  dependence  is  te  be  placed 
upon  the  good-will  and  aflent  of  the  Greenlanders,  as 
foon  as  a  true  fubverfion  of  the  ground  and  bottom  of 
the  heart,  according  to  Luther's  defer  iptkrn  offaitb,  is 
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to  take  place;  and  how  little  external  circumftariee! 
Among  the  Greenlanders  hihder  or  promote  the  worlt 
of  conversion.  For  though  this  boy  was  a  poof  orphan, 
and  was  Here  with  a  wealthy  matter  without  children; 
and  his  preemptive  heir,  yet  his  uneafinefs  of  mind 
would  have  prompted  him  .to  repair  to  the  heathen  again; 
as  fobn  as  his  corruption  manirefted  itfelf,  and  he  faw 
no  other  way  of  efcaping  the  claim  our  Saviour  laid  to 
his  heart ;'  though  at  laft  he'  was  obedient  to  it.  We 
may  alfo  fee  from  .hence,  what  the  fo  called  penitential 
conflict  is  r  in  whom,  and  from  what  causes  it  Jprings  ? 
and  how  the  fimple  following  of  the  rule,  My  fin,  give 
me  thy  heart,  makes  a  fpeedy  and  joyful  end  of  that  con- 
tcft  of  the  creature  with  its  Creator. 

Again,  it  may  be  feed  from,  this  inftance,  how  the 
Greenlanders,  that  have  true  life  in  their  hearts,  endea- 
vour, according  to  their  own  experience,  to  insinuate 
juft  conceptions  of  conversion  into  the  minds  of  the  ig- 
norant and  unexperienced,  making  ufe  of  every  oppor* 
tunity  for  that  purpofe.  Thus  a  widow  from  the  north 
(poke  to  the  often -mentioned  Chriftina,  who  was  bap*  , 
tized  in  the  north :  "  It  is  indeed  an  exceeding  happy 
•'  thing  for  thee,  that  thou  goeft  to  all  the  meetings  oif 
*'  the  faithful,  and  I  fee  plainly,  that  thy  heart  at  all 
*'  times  reaps  fome  good  from  it.  The  reafon  of 
**  which  is,  no  doubt,  that  thou  art  not  fo  bad  as  I 
"  am."  il  No,"  anfweretj  fhe,  "  that  is  not  the  rea* 
*'  fon;  our  Saviour  has  not  chofen  me,  becaute  I  ani 
"  good,  but  "becaufe  I  am  a  wretched,  poor  and  cor-* 
**  rupted  finner.  He  receives  none  but  poor  Jinners, 
"  who  cannot  be  fatisned  without  him ;  juiV  fuch  he 
*'  felefts  out  of  all.  Thou  art  not  too  bad  for  him* 
"  but  perhaps  eAeemeft  thyfelf  better  than  thou  art; 
"  therefore  it  is,  that  thou  canft  not  yet  truly  rejoice  ill 
"  thy  Saviour." 

Once  fome  Greenlanders  were  with  an  European 
brother,  and  faw  him  polifhing  a  new-caft  pewter-fpoon. 
This  put  the  often-mentioned  Daniel  in  mind  of  the 
circumdfioh  of  the  heart,  according  to  Col.n.  it.  and 
hefaid  to  the  reft:  "Now  I  can  well  conceive,- how 
■*  our  Saviour  ac"ts  in  the  circumcifion  of  our  hearts,  'and 
"  how  he  proceeds  even  to  the  end  with  our  purification, 
**  "  when 
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'*'  .when  wo  furrcnder  iip  our  heart*  unto  him.  He  muft 
**  futfi  ■  cut  away  alL  the  coarfe  fluff  that  is  good  for 
■**  nought,  and'  yerhe  finds  afterwards  fo  much  flail  to 
"  rub  off.  This  caufes  .him  much  trouble,  .and  gives 
"  us :  pain  jtoo-j  but  behold,  juft  as  the  brother  pours 
**  on  th&  burni filing- waver,  to  do  it  the  eaiier,  and  to 
*'  make  the  ipoon;  the  (rhoother  and  brighter,  To  our 
*'  Saviour  I  pours  his  blood  upon  us,  makes  our  purjfi- 
V  cation  agreeable,  and-.never  ceafes  his  work,  till  we 
:  **•  art  pleating  tb  him/'  ■,     •

**  dy  recovery."  He  made  a  beautiful  application  of 
this  to  man's  fpiritual  fickncfs,  and  to  the  curev  which 
the  Holy  Ghoft.direfts  as  to,  and  applies,  in  the  fnf-  . 
ferings  of  Jefus  in  fold  :and  body,  both  on  the  mount) 
of  OEves  and  on  the-ccofs, 

.  When  the  greateft  part  of  the  baptized  returned  from, 
the  iflands,  and  were  intending  to,  ietout  for  the  Sound, 
be  faid  in  a  difcouf fet  (o  them  among  other  things: 
*'  When  we  are  among  the.  lavages,  w,e  hear  nothing  of 
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"  our  Saviour  >nd  bis  merits,  but  of  earthly  things', 
•*  which  bur  hearts  receive  no  nourimment  from:.. 
*'  Hence  it  may  cafily  happen,  that  we  grow  dry*  tri- 
**  fling,  and  deceitful.  But  we  know,  though  wc  have 
**  no  teachers  with  us  toinftruclus,-yet  we  have  theHo- 
•"  ly Spirit  every  where,  whoi delight  itutoput'ua  ift 
*'  mind  of  our  Saviour.  But  for  this  an  obedient 
*'  heart,  and  liftcning  car  is  required.  And  if  this  is 
**  wanting,  even  our  teachers  can  be  of  no  great  benefit 
*'  to  us.  Ye  well  knew,  that  "formerly  it  was.  but  of 
*'  little  advantage  to  us,  though  our  teachers  vifited  us 
*'  or  we  them  ever  fo  often  j  we  being  then  futh  bad 
"  people,  and  deftitute  of  all  reeling  in  our  hearts. 
*'  But  fince  we  are  made  fenfible  of  his  death  and  pat 
**  lion  in  our  hearts,  the  cafe  is  quits  altered  j  at  Icaft 
"  1  can  fay,  whatever  I  am  about,  I  have  him  near  M 
**  my  heart,  which  makes  me  eonftantly  happy.  But 
**  I  know,  that  many  among  us  ape  ftiU  liable  to  fwerve 
"  from  their  hearts,  and  to  fall  into  Ibmcthing  or  other 
"*  of  painful  confequenee  to  them.  But  I  in  treat  you* 
*"  give  heed  to  the  direct  way,  which  the  Holy  Spirit 
**  Stews  you  to  the  wounds  of  oui-  Saviour ;  and  whenV 
"  ever  ye  are  fenfible,  that  it  is  not' well  with  you,  gV 
«'  di«ct.!y  to  him,  who  hat  bought  us  with  his  blood, 
**  and  bcVeech  hint  to  draw  quite  near  your  hearts  *gain, 
H  And  when  ye  come  among  the  favages,  beware  or* 
**  fufforing  damage  in  your  fouls;  While  tbey  talk  lo- 
V  gcther  of  unprofitable  things,  do  ye  think  on  jefua 
**  the  crucified.  Muft  ye  (peak  Hath  them*  set  your 
**  chief  topick  be,  what  our  Saviour  has  done,  and 
**  daily  does  for  your  fouls.  Now  I  wifh,  we  all  may 
**  took  conftantly  unto  him,  how  he  was  nailed  for  us* 
**  on  the  crofs,  until  we  go  to  him,"

-  This  was  die  firft  difeourfe  I  heard  delivered  by  a 
Greenlander.  I  could  not  but  admire  die  parrhefy  and 
agreeable  manner  in  which  he  fpoke,  and  had  the  dif- 
eourfe directly  put  into  German.  It  would  be  too  te- 
dious to  give  fitch  a  large  recital  of  every  difeourfe ;  but 
yet  it  will  be  acceptable  to  many,  to  read  the  chief  con- 
tents of  a  few  fiich.  diicourics,  and  to  lee,  how  the 
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Greenlanders  grow  in  the  living  knowledge  of  Chrift. 
Thus  fpoke 

D.  "  Our  beft  and  greateft  thing  is  the  blood  of  our 
*'  Saviour.  If  we  pay  no  regard  to  that,  we  are  no  ' 
"  better  than  brutes.  His  precious  blood  renders  us 
"  precious.— —We  need  only  look  back,  how '  we 
"  thought  and  acted,  bpfore  we  had  any  acquaintance 
"w  with  our  Saviour.  We  are  now  afbamed,  that  we 
"  were  fo  wicked,  and  yet  we  could  act  no  better. 
"  Therefore  let  us  highly  efteem  the  grace,  which  fe- 
""  Iefted  us  from  among  the  heathen,  brought  us  to  our 
*'  Saviour  and  his  wounds,  and  made  other  men  of  us." 

J.  "  As  I  am  very  poor,  I  have  not  much  to  fay  to 
"  you.  But  this  I  know  and  feel:  If  we  lofe  fight  Of 
"  our  Saviour,  and  do  not  continually  fet  before  us  the 
"  wounds  in  his  hands  and  feet,  we  cannot  be  happy.— 
"  Alas !  if  our  Saviour  had  not  died  for  us  and  died  his 
"  blood,  we  mould  not  be  a  congregation,  ftiould  have 
"  no  teachers,  but  fhould  wander  about  like  the  beaHs. 
"  But  he  has' brought  us  together  by  his  death,  and  now 
"  we  can  daily  hear  the  fweet  words  of  his  fufferings,  . 
"  and  withal  be  happy  and  chearful  in  our  hearts." 

J.  begun  his  difcourfe  thus : 

"  My  brethren,  I  am  to  fpeak  to  you,  and  I  myfelf 
*'  have  a  poor  heart,  and  feel  my  deficiency  on  every 
"  fide :  but  I  cleave  daily  to  the  Lamb  and  his  woilnds, 
*'  and  confefs  my  wretchednefs  to  him,  and  he  does  not  . 
"  fail  to  blefs_  and  comfort  me.  Therefore  I  hold  fair, 
".to  him,  with  the  fame  willing  mind,  as  a  child  does 
"  to  its  mother."  He  then  interrogated  the  hearers  a 
little,  how  they  were,,  when  they  heard  the  fweet  words 
of  Jefus's  bloodand  death  ? 

A\  fpoke  in  the_  morning-meeting,  in  which  were 
fome  ftrangers,  of  rjw"  death  and  inlenfibility  of  man's 
heart,  till  our  Saviour  quickens  it  and  gives  it  a  fen-  ' 
fat  ion.  "  For,"  faid  he,  "  by  his  death  he  has  acquired 
M  life  for  all  men.  No  one  is  able  by  his  own  good 
**  thinking  or  adfing,  to  contribute  the  leaft  thing  to  it; 
'*  and  one  man  has  it  riot  in  his  power  to  debar  another 
"  of  it,iif  hehimfelf  is  concerned  to  attain  it;  but  a  man 
"  may  hinder  himfelf  from  attaining  itj  by  his  own  un- 

VpL.  II.  X  "  willing- 
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"  willingnefs,  and  conftant  turning  afide  from  our  Sa- 
"viour  who  is  in  purfuit  after  our  fouls.',' 

B.  fpoke  of  our  Maker's  love  in  becoming  a  man  for 
us,  in  fubmittiiig  to  the  infliction  of  fo  many  wounds 
on  himfelf,  and  redeeming  us  by  his  death/  "  Becaufe 
".we  are  ruined  in  foul  and  body,"  were  his  words, 
"  he  was  obliged  to  fuffer  in  foul  and  body.  Becaufe 
w  all  our  members  were  depraved  by  fin,  he  condeB 
"cended  to  have  all  his  members  wounded,  that  we 
"  might  no  more  ufe  our  members  unto  fin,  but  to  his 
"  glory." 

Another  time  he  began  thus :  "  Our  word  for  this 
"  day,  which  ye  heard  in  the  morning-fervice,  recurs 
".  to  my  mind:  Me  dutbwondiroufi^  and  we  look  oft,  Judg. 
"  xiii.  19.  When  we  look  back  and  rightly^  confider, 
**  who  we  are,  and  what  a  plight  we  Were  in  many 
*«  years  ago,  and  then  turn  our  thoughts  upon  our  pre-  , 
"  fent  condition,  that  the  moil  of  us  are  now  not  only 
" '  baptized'  with  his  blood,  but  many  of  us  even  made 
"  partakers  of  his  body  and  blood,  and  that  we  all  en- 
"  joy  To  much  grace  every  day;  then  indeed  we  muft 
"  needs  own,  that  he  has  done  wonderoufly  with  us. 
"  Which  is  caufe  both  of  abafement,  and  joy  to  us.  In 
".  particular  it  is  caufe  of  joy,  thatwe  have  our  Saviour 
"  fo  nigh  to  us.  Yes  certainly,  he  is  nearer  to  us  than 
"our  cloaths  to  our  backs.  It  is  true,  we  do  not  fee 
"him  with  theft  our-bodily  eyes;  but  the  new  man,. 
"  which  he  has  created  in  us,  has  fiich  eyes,  as  to  be 
"able  to  fee  him,  and  have  him  truly  and  fenfihly  near 
"every  day  in  his  fuffering  form," 


"But,  as  every  one  may  eafily  fuppofe  that  the  help- 
ers are  feledt  people,  in  order  to  give  fome  idea,  of  the 
whole  body,  I  wilt  now  recite,  what  (late  this  was  found 
in:  at  the  time  of  their  entering  upon  their  winter-reoeft 
and,  preiently  after.  Of  this  it  is  faid :  "  It'  is  true,  we 
"!found  fome  caufe  of  grief  here  and  there,,  and  at  that 
"  "time  eight  perfons  were  obliged  to  forego  the'  fupper 
"  of  the  Lord ;.  but  in  the  whole,  we  could  not.  render 
f*  Sufficient  thanks  to  our  Saviour'for  the'  grace  and  pre- 
"  fervation  he  had,  this  furrimer  alfo,  conferred  upon 
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"  our  people;  infomuch  that  our  comfort  in  them  out- 
"  weighed  our  anxiety."  Softie  weeks  after,  it  is  faid : 
"  At  our  fpcaking  with  the  baptized,  we  this  time  ob- 
"  ferved  a  blelled  work  of  the  Lord  upon,  their  hearts. 
■**  Many  fpoke  in  a  very  feeling  manner  and  with  tears, 
"  of  the  fituation  of  their  hearts.  One  {aid,  that  his 
*c  heart  was  formerly  like  a  large  full  veiTel ;  but  now 
"  our  Saviour  had  emptied  it  fo  entirely,  that  not  the 
**  leaft  felf- conceit. was  left  in  it.  He  is  now  very  happy 
41  and.  the  defire  of  his  foul  is  after  him,  who  redeemed 
"  him  with  his  blood.  In  the  evening  we  had  the 
"  bleffed  enjoyment  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Chrift. 
**  The  number  of  the  communicants  were  one  hundred 
«  fixty-two.  Only  one  perfon  was  wanting  at  this 
"  time." 

This  brings  to  my  thoughts  the  careful  and  exact  me- 
thod the  brethren  obferve  in  treating  the  communicants. 
Herein  they  haire  regard  not  fo  much  to  the  orderly  walk, 
(for  if  nothing  more  was  requifite  than  this,  they  might 
admit  many  more  of  the  baptized,)  as  efpecially  to  their 
hungering  and  thirfting  after  righteoufnefs,  and  to  their 
having  obtained  a  living  fpirit  from  God,  which  mull 
receive  its  conftant  nouriihment  from  the  bread  of  life. 
But  neverthelefs,  when  any  one  does  not  walk;  orderly, 
or  even  does  not  abitain  from  all  appearance  of  evil,  lie 
is  not  fuffered  to  approach,  till  he  learns  to  walk  in  th* 
light,  and  to  aft  with  more  circumfpe&ion.  Among 
the  eight  above-mentioned,  that  were  excluded,  were 
fome,  accufed  of  things  of  a  carnal  nature,  which  was  af- 
terwards found  to  be  without  foundation.  Others  by 
an  incautious  walk,  had  given  occafion  of  offence  to  th* 
heathen,  who  have  a  watchful  and  ftri&  eye  upon  the 
believers.  An  aged  perfon  had  fpread  fome  groundleft 
ofrenfive  ftorics  upon  hearfay  of  another  woman  among 
her  relations,  inftead  of  rirfl  acquainting  their  teacbeiv 
of  it.  Now  as  this  did  not  proceed  from  ignorance  and 
imprudence,  but  from  a  pharifaical  judging- fpirit,  which* 
takes  a  pleafure  in  reproaching  others,  in  order  to  bid* 
its  own  nakednefs,  they  could  do  no  otherwife  than  give, 
her  time  to  become  duly  acquainted  with  herfelf,  and 
her  owg  heart.  ' 
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'  On  the  other  hand,  it  affected  me  not  a  little,  to  hear 
an  old  fimple  man,  who  was  grown  grey  in  heathenifm, 
give  a  folid  and  feeling  interpretation  of  the  Lord's^ 
fupper,  from  whence  I  concluded  that  even  fuch  old 
people,  when  they  have  a  heart,  are  not  incapable  of 
forming  and  maintaining  there  a  fimple  and  juft  con- 
C  ption  of  myfteries,  that  by  their  nature  cannot  be 
known  nor  tnpyed  without  true  life  irr  the  heart. 
This  man  had  never  feen  nor  heard  any  thing  of  the 
pediiavium,  having  not  been  prefent  at  the  ufual  instruc- 
tion of  thofe  that  had  been  confirmed  and  admitted  to 
the  Lord's-fupper  fince  Eafter,  when  this  matter  was 
■treated  of*.  Now  having  been  this  autumn  the  firfr. 
time  at  this  act,-  fome  days  after,  he  faid  to  one  of  the 
European  afliftants :  "  Pray,  what  kind  of  a&  was  that 
*■  before  the  Lord's-fupper  ?  I  never  knew  any  thing 
*'  like  it."  Well,  afked  the  brother,  how  was  it  with 
you  then  ?  <c  Why  faid  he,  I  did  not  know,  what  it 
-"  fhould  mean ;  but  my  thoughts  were,  our  Saviour  has 
*'  certainly  ordained  this  likewife:  and  when  my  feet 
"  were  waflied,  I  was  fo  afhamed,  that  I  was  ready  to 
"  fall  ■  from  my  feat,  but  my  heart  was  drawn  away 
■*  to  our  Saviour  and  very  happy.  I  thought  it  muft 
",  certainly  figniry,  that  our  Saviour  will  wafli  me  with 
**  his  blood.  Arid  it  was  to  me,  as  if  he  waflied  me 
*'  himfelf-f.  I  thought  much  of  it  allnight;  audit  is  ftill 
**  comfortable  to  me  to  think  of  it."

\  It  is  faid  of  the  laft  congregation- day  of  this  year  : 

*  ■  We  heard  an  agreeable  echo  of  this  day  in  the  helpers- 
'*■  band.-  Some  of  the  unbaptized  had  received  a  parti- 
"  cular  impreffion  from  the  fermon,  others  from  the 
"'  accounts  of  other  heathen -congregations,  and  others 
,(  again  from  the  prayer.     An   unbaptized   man,    who 

*  moved  hither  chiefly  to  do  a  pleafure  to  his  wife  and 
^-children,   came  unwittingly  into  the  meeting  of  the 

*  baptized,   and  had' been  :  touched  fo  deeply,   that  he 

'  •  fulfil!  be  reenllefled,  (ai  already  often  mentioned)  that  the  brethren

s  if  the  Lord  JefusChrtf  himjtlf  afted  with  ubi"  a 
itechifai,  in  the  article  "of  the  office  of  the  kef 


"  was 
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*'  was  now  fully  determined  to  live  with  us,  and  be  our 

fl  Saviour's,-^— -Some  girls  had  examined  each  other  on 
"  the  particulars  they  had  heard  at  the  catechifation, 
*'  when  the  |r  eyes  were  obferved  to  be  full  of  tears.— — 
"  Another  time  fome  little  girls  were  found  fitting  in  a 
"  houfe  with  their  books  in  their  hands  finglng,  which 
"  touched  fome  ftrange  Green  landers,  that  accidentally 
"  came  there,  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  they  ftood  liften- 
"  tng  for  hours  with  emotiont  and  two  of  thefe  people 
"  came  to  a  refolution  to  ftay  here.  ■  We  were  in- 
"  formed,  that  the  head  of  a  family  often  interrogated  his 
**  people  about  what  they  had  heard  in  the  meeting, 
f  and  how  they  underftood  it. 

*^  As  to  the  new  inhabitants,  we  were  acquainted 
'*  that  a  woman  juft  come  from  among  the  lavages, 
f*  told  a  Greenland  "fter  that  me  always  prayed  morn- 
s' ing  and  evening,  and  gave  thanks  at  meals  to  the 
"  Maker  of  all  things ;  for  thus,  flie  had  heard,  the 
"  believers  did.  It  made  a.great  imprfefiion  upon  her,  to 
^'  he^r  once,  that  God  is  among  us.  This  gives  her  a 
**  hfgh  veneration  for  the  faithful. 

"  Once,,  in  treating  the  word  of  the  day:  The  inhabitant! 
"  of  this  land  have  heard,  thai  thou.  Lord,  ar(  among  this 
"  people,  that  thou  Lord,  art  feen  face  to  face,  Numb. 
"  xiv.  14.  a  great  emption  was  perceptible  among  the 
l(  auditors.  We  were  afterwards  informed  by  the 
"helpers,  that  they  had  discovered  in.  feveral,  both  of 
"  our  new  people,  and  of  thofe  heathens  that  came  on 
"  a  vifit,  a  particular  defire  after  our  Saviour,  and  the 
"  fellowship  of  the  faithful.  Some  of  them  are  con. 
f  tinually  fpeaking  of  baptifm,  nay  many  dream  of  it. 
**  At  prefent  a  bleiTed  fpirit  of  grace  rules  amongft  us, 
W  though  in  a  foft  and  gentle,  yet  obfervable  and  fenfible 
"  manner,'*

Such  was  the  appearance  towards  the  end  of  the  .year. 
At  the  entrance  of  it  were  a  couple  of  pleafing  inftaiic.es 
of  finners  grown  old  in  heathenii'm,  who  were  delivered 
at  the  la  ft  hour.  Their  account  of  it  is  as  follows; 
"  On  the  23d  of  January  in  the  inorning  an  «ld  fick 
»  widow  fent  to  us  twice,  begging  inftanlly  to  be  bap-

■*  tized,  adding  withal!,  that  indeed  flic  was  unworthy, 
««  but  would  gladly  be  faved.  She  came  hither  two 
•■  years  ago  with  her  late  fon  Clemens  and  two  daughters, 
**  both  of  whom  are  now  baptized.  But  flie  had  no 
*'  mind  to  be  converted,  and  ufed  to  fay,  we  fliould  only 
««  inftru£t  and  baptize  her  children ;  that  (he  herfelf  was 
*(  now  too  old,  and  fhould  poffibly  never  believe.  But 
*'  falling  fick  two  months  ago,  and  perceiving  that  ,her 
**  ftay  in  this  world  could  not  be  much  longer,  it  wa3 
"  a  trouble  to  her,  that  (he  did  not  know,  what  would 
**  becomeofher.  She  then  began  to  long  after  baptifm, 
"  but  was  afraid  to  apply  for  it,  left,  as  flie  had  flighted 
"  it  fo  le-ng,  flie  might  be  refu'fed.  At  laft  (he  fcnt  and 
**  petitioned  )br  it,  and  her  prayer  was  heard.  Some 
**  days  after,  our  Saviour  took  her  foul  to  himfelf. 

**  An  old  lick  widow,  baptized  the  6th  of  January, 
*'  rejoiced  greatly  at  the  profpe£t  of  her  releafe,  which 
*'  followed  January  24.  She  fpent  her  laft  hours  with 
**  particular  joy  m  the  confederation  of  her  bleeding  Sa- 
**  viour  and  reconciler.  Some  widows  fung,  in  her 
"  prefence,  many  verfes,  which  adminiftered  great  joy 
"  to  her,  and  when  (he  loft  her  fpeech,  (he  continually, 
"  like  the  little  children,  pointed  to  her  hands,  as  an 
"  indication  of  her  attachment  to  the  wounds  of  Jefus. 
"  The  helper  among  the  widows  knew  not  how  to 
"  exprefs  her  joy  on  this  occaiion,  nor,  m  general,  on 
*'  account  of  the  blefled  progrefs  of  grace  in  her 
*'  houfe." 

At  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  it  was  found,  that 
twenty-five  fouls,  among  whom  were  fifteen  children, 
were  added  to  the  congregation,  and  thirty  one  were 
come  from  among  the  heathen.  Befides  the  above- 
mentioned  two  widows,  fourteen  perfons  were  departed 
this  life.  No  body  was  this  year  loft  in  the  fea.  But 
then  Jonw  a  boy  of  three  years,  Johanan's  fon,  a  child 
of  a  lively  and   fweet  temper,   who  had  given  much 

{ileamre  to  its  parents  and  the  mifllonaries  by  its  finging, 
oft  its  life  und.8r  a  great  cake  of  ice  driven  on  (Sore, 
behind  which  feme  Greenlanders  hid  feated  thcmfclvcs, 
to  feitfk  in  the  fun,  But  the  reft  were  gone  away  juft  be- 
fore ;  and  while  the  mother  was  gone  to  fetch  this  child 
a  draught 
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a  draught  of  water,  the  heat  of  the  fun  broke  off  a  Urge 
piece,  which  crufhed  the  child  to  death. 


Our  brethren's  labour  now  grew  more  and  more 
troublefome,  as  they  were  obliged  to  go  between  twelve 
and  eighteen  miles  to  cut  turf  in  the  iflands,  and  above 
twenty  four  miles  to  gather  up  wood  on  the  outermoft 
coafts  of  the  fea.  This  autumn  thefe  dangerous  avoca- 
tions had  like  to  have  coft  two  of  our  European  brethren 
their  lives,  viz.  John  Soerenfeii  and  Henry  Huekel ;  for 
the  firft  in  bringing  the  boat  to  land  in  a  high  wind  and 
fea,  caft  the  boat-hook  Oiort  of  the  rock,  and  tumbled 
headlong  out  of  the  boat  fome  fathom  deep  into  the; 
water ;  the  other,  in  his  hurry  to  help  him  out,  Hid 
down  the  ilippery  rook  into  the  fea  likewife.  The  laft 
got  up  upon  the  rock  again,  and  the  former  got  hold  of 
the  keel  of  the  boat  underneath,  and  thus  helped  himfclf 
Up,  and  was  drawn  by  a  Greenland  woman  into  the  boat 
again.  They  were  obliged  to  continue  the  whole  night 
in  their  wet  cloaths  without  fire,  under  nothing  but 
a  fail-cloth,  and  we  thanked  God,  who  had  given  them 
to  us  anew, 

§12. 
Neither  did  the  brethren  in  LUblmfih  want  work  this 
year,  having  a  large  dwelling- hdufe  and  hall  for  the  con- 
gregation to  ereift.  But  before  I  enter  into  the  particu- 
lars hereof,  I  wil|  give  fome  recital  of  the  fpreading  of 
the  gofpel  among  the  heathen.  The  brethren,  for  the 
prefent,  had  it  not  in  their  power,  by  e^prefs  vifiting  to 


contribute  much  thereto,  and  were  obliged  to  rely  chiefly 
on  the  iffue  of  the  heathens  vifltj  to  them.  For  the 
people  on  the  eaft-fide  of  the.  Uland  were  either  come  to 
them,  or  moved  elfewhere ;  and  as  to  thofe,  who  lived 
ftill  near  to  them,  they  were  in  a  meafure  cloyed  and 
turned  back  again  into  their  heathcnifti  courfe,  not- 
withstanding their  former  continual  pretences,  that  they 
would  be  firft  and  readied  converted,  when  the  brethren 
fhould  fettle  in  their  parts  ;  fo  that  what  our  Saviour 
fays  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  :  "  The  firft  fliall  be  laft, 
and  the  laft  firlt,"  was  properly  applicable  w  them. 

1  +  How- 
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However,  that  which  feemed  to  be  fown  in  fome  with- 
out fruit,  was  not  altogether  in  vain.  A  fpark  had 
found  its  way  into  the  heart  of  one  here  and  there, 
which,  weak  as  it  was,  flwne  in  darknefs,  and  gave'  rife 
to  reflection.  Thus  the  defire  dilcovered  by  the  above- 
mentioned  Makkigak,  juft  before  his  death,  after  our 
Saviour,  and  the  rellowfhip  of-  the  faithful  (with  whom 
he  like  wife  deftred  to  be  buried)  had 'touched  many 
heathen  in  Innukfuk  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  induce 
them  to  make  more  frequent  vifits,  and  lend"  a  more  ftri& 
ear  to  the  gofpel,  not  without,  bleutng.  In  a  conversa- 
tion held  with  fome,  who  had  been  very  attentive  at  the 
fermon,  tears  flood  in  their  eyes,  and  one  of  them  faid  : 
"  It  would  not  be  in  his  power  to  ftay  away  from  us 
"  much  longer,  as  he  faw  plainly,  that  it  was  not 
"  enough  to  hear  of  our  Saviour  now  and  then,  but  it 
"  was  better  to  hear  of  htm  every  day,  and  to  fee  how 
"  happy  people  may  be  with  him."  On  the  contrary, 
though  others  difcovered  fymptoms  of  ftrong  convictions, 
yet  they  had  various  excules  in  readinefs  to  ward  .off  the 
total  furrender  of  the  heart.  A  Angle  man,  who  had 
been  before  many  years  about  Europeans,  went  away 
again,  becaufe  he  was  not  willing  to  accommodate  him- 
felf  again  to  the  Greenland  diet  and  hard  way  of  Jiving, 
and  could  havejio  expectation  of  the  meat  that  perifheth 
from  his  teachers.  A  vifitant  being  afked,  what  he 
thought  of  that  which  had  been  read  (it  was  John  xvii.) 
anfvyered :  *'  I  like  it  very  well,  but  I  cannot  now  be 
"  converted,  for  I  have  many  relations  in  the  fouth, 
"  whom  I  thfnk  much  of.  I  have' indeed  fent  them  an 
"  invitation  to  come  hither  ;  and  if  they  comply  with  it, 
"  I  will  come  to  you  and  be  converted.  But  if  they  do 
*'  not  come,  as  I  have  fuch  a  defire  to  fee  them,  I  muft 
'*  go  to  them.  And  therefore  I  will  promife  nothing, 
"  that  I  do  not  affij redly  intend  to  perform."  Another 
alledgcd  his  uiual  plea,  that  he  did  not  underftand  the 
method  of  catching  feals  here  ;  if  he  was  older,  and  his 
fons  big  enough- to  provide  their  own  maintenance,  he  . 
would  come.  However  it  was  agreeable  to  him,  that 
one  of  his  daughters  lived  with  us  and  was  baptized. 
But, 
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But,,  £ud  he,  "  I  myfelf  am  a  poor  man  *,  that  I  know, 
**  as  Haiinefe,  [Beck]  has  often  told  me." 

§  13- 

Such  vifits  were  alfo  made  from  other  places,  efpecially 
from  Kellingeit.  And  our  Greenlanders  too,  while 
employed  in  providing  the  neceflaries  of  life,  did  not  fail 
to  invite  the  heathen  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  Offome 
it  is  faid  :  "  they  came  home  very  well  pleafed,  became 
"  they  had  found  an  opportunity  of  delivering  a,  free 
*'  teftimony  of  our  Saviour."  One  man  faid  to  them  :• 
"  Thefe  my  people  would  be  glad  to  hear  a  little  of  our 
"  Saviour.  All  the1  people  prefently  auembled,  and  out 
*i  of  the  other  houfes  too,  and  our  helper  jf.  held  a  dif- 
"  courfe  to  them  of  the  love  of  our  Creator  to  his  fallen 
*'  human  creature,  which  engaged  him  to  become  man 
*'  himfelf;  of  his  walk  upon  this  earth,  and  of  the 
"  miracles  which  he  did}  but  efpecially  of  his  fufFering 
4t  and  dying  for  all  men.  They  all  liftened  with  eager 
"  attention.  Moreover  our  people  fpoke  feparately 
*f  with  many  of  them,  and  found,  that  feveral  have  a 
f  true  defire  to  be  acquainted  with  our  Saviour ;  but  it 
"  commonly  happens,  that  man  and  wife  are  not  of  one 
"  mind,  and  therefore  for  the  prefer) r,  one  prevents  the 
**  other  from  coming  nearer." 

One  time  fome  Greenland  fillers  went  to  the  factory  to 
vint  a  few  women,  who  did  not  go  to  the  dance  with 
the  reft,  and  had  often  defi red  to  be  vifitcd.  An  old 
fick  woman,  lamenting  her  fear  of  death,  received  for 
anfwer :  "  Thou  mayeft  well  be  afraid',  becaufe  thou 
"  knoweft  not  what  will  become  of  thee  after  death. 
"  We  were  afraid  too,  before  we  knew  our  Saviour. 
**  But  fmce  we  believe  on  him,  and  he  has  delivered  us 
"  from  the  fear  of  death,  and  we  know  that  after  death 
"  we  fhall  be'ever  with  him,  our  dread  is  vanilhed." 
**  Ah  !"  faid  the  woman,  "  ye  are  happy  people,"  and 
deured  them  to  tell  her  more  good  things. 

•  Jjorfunga,  "  1  am  good  for  nothing,"  which  is  as  ambiguous  with  the 
Creenlanders,  at  the  common  faying;  "  We  are  all  poor  linnets,"  and  may  as 
well  import  an  eicufe  for  being  no  Better,  u  a  penitent  confeflion  of  one's 

wrttched  condition. 
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Again  another  opportunity  offered,  to  caft  the  hook 
of  the  gofpel  into  the  hearts  of  fome  quite  raw  fouth- 
laodecs  in  their  tour  to  the  north,  in  hopes  of  one  time 
or  other  having  the  beft  draught  of  fifties  from  thence, 
after  the  example  of  New-Herrnhuth.  ■  The  following  is 
found  here  and  there  remarked  of  their  vifit :  *'  June  22, 
**  came  fcveral  fouthlartders  to  vifit  their  acquaintance 
"  and  kinsfolk. 

"  The  26th  came  eight,  and  the  27th  two  boats  full 
"  of  fouth landers,  and  pitched  their  tents  by  us.  But 
"  not  many  came  to  the  meeting,  and  fome  women 
"  being  in  the  tent,  where  the  meeting  is  kept,  ran  one 
*'  in  a  hurry.  I  got  into  converfatioh  with  fome  men 
'*  of  their  eternal  talvation,  and  the  reafon  of  our  being 
"  here. 

"  The  29th  we  were  much  vifited  by  the  foutblanders, 
"  but  they  are  in  general  exceeding  lavage,  very  fenfelefs 
"  to  all  that  is  good,  and  flee  the  occafion  of  hearing  of 
*'  our  Saviour,  as  they  would  fire.  Yet  fome  were  a. 
**  little  attentive,  but  the  young  folks  are  exceeding 
*'  diflblute.  In  the  evening  fome  went  to  the  factory, 
"  with  an  intent  to  have  a  daneing  and  fin ging- match 
"  with  the  heathen  of  thefe  parts,  that  were  difpofed  to 
"  enter  the  lifts  with  them.  The  reft  fet  forward  the 
"  next  day  to  the  north.  But  another  family  of  fouth- 
**  landers,  relations  of  Auguftus,  came  hither,  under 
"  great  concern  about  their  daughter,  whom  a  man  that 
*'  has  already  two-  wives,  will  take  by  force,  and 
"  threatens  to  be  the  death  of  her  father,  if  he  lefulcs 
"  her.  Our  Greenland  lifters  concealed  her  from  her 
"  purfuer,  who  came  in  the  night  in  queft  of  her,  but 
"  not  rinding  herwith  her  parents,  went  off  again  before 
"  we  were  up.  This  girl  would  gladly  ftay  with  us, 
"  and  the  father  too ;  but  the  mother  and  her  el  deft  fon 
*'  were  averfe  to  it.  And  a  Greenland  brother  accoftirig 
"  the  fon  on  this  head,  be  fell  into  a  rage,  which  made 
"  the  old  woman  threaten  to  repay  the  brother  for  his 
"  omcioufnefs.  And,  the  fon's  wife  foon  after  getting 
*'  a  bad  boil  on  her  finger,  we  had  enough  to  do,  to 
"  perfuade  them  out  of  the  notion  of  her  being 
*'  bewitched. 

"July 
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"  July  4,  fome  South  landers  told  us,  that  laft 
**  year  two  women's-boats  came  to  them  from  the 
**  eaft-fide,  in  order  to  exchange  pelts,  for  knives,  nee- 
**  dies,  and  other  iron-ware.  They  were  very  tall  peo- 
•*  pie,  and  when  they  talked  with  each  other,  they 
**  could  not  underftand  their  language  *.  One  of  thefe 
**  fouthlanders  had  been  once  in  New-Herrnhuth,  and 
*'  was  not  without  fome  knowledge.  And  I  gave  them 
f  ftill  farther  information  of  the  creation,  the  fall,  and 
*(  redemption  of  man,  and  the  miniftry  of  reconciliation. 
*'  I  never  faw  fuch  obfervant  fouthlanders  as  thefe. 
«  One  of  them  accompanied  every  thing  with  devout 
**  geftures ;  when,  for  inftance,  I  fpoke  of  the  wounds 
*f  of  our  Saviour,  in  his  hands,  feet  and  fide,  he  always 
"  pointed  with  his  finger  to  the  place.  He  further  de- 
*'  dared,  that  he  and  his  wife  fhould  like  to  ftay  here, 
**  but  he  could  not  get  free  from  the  reft,  as  he  himfelf 
■•*  had  no  boat,  and  therefore  was  not  his  own  mafter." 

The  preaching  of  the  gofpel,  and  the  frequent  vifit* 
•of  the  heathen  had  been  of  fo  much  benefit  this  year, 
that  the  inhabitants  of  Lichtenfels  were  increafed  with 
thirty-one  perfons  in  number,  and  thirty-four  fouls  of 
the  laft  year's  catechumens  received  holy  baptifm.  The 
conjugation  growing  in  this  unhoped-for  and  hafty 
manner,  the  brethren  ardently  wifhed  for  more  affiftants ; 
yet  if  this  had  been  the  cafe,  they  had  at  prefent  no  con- 
venient room  for  them.  For  as  to  their  Greenland- 
houfe,  it  was  not  only  too  fmall,  but  in  a  very  ruinous 
condition  $  a  piece  of  the  wall  fell  down  twice,  and  the 
hungry  ravens  had  picked  thV'feal-ikins  which  covered 
the  roof  fo  full  of  holes,  that  it  every  where  rained" 
through;  befides  that,  in  winter,  it  was  -often  fo  covered 
with  drift-fnow,  that  one  might  walk  over  the  top  of  it. 
And  they  were  as  much  at  a  ftand  with  regard  to  their 
meetings.  In  winter  indeed  they  could  keep  them  in  the 
biggeft  Greenland  houfe ;  but  when  the  Green  landers 
dwelt  in  tents,  fca«ce  the  fixth  part  could  aflemble  at 
once  in  a  tent ;  neither  would  the  weather  often  permit 
them  to  preach  without-doors.  Now  though  a  houfe 
*  More  of  this  ji»s  been  ncntioa*d  abort,  B.  IV,  §  it. 
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■  had  been  promifed  them  laft  year ;  yet  they  could  no? 
help  doubting  for  feyeral  reafons  of  its  coming  to  haii4 
this  year.  In  this  flate  of  uncertainty  therefore  they 
were  difpofed  to  repair  their  old  houfe,  though  exceed- 
ingly gone  to  decay.(  But  while  they  were  bufy  about 
it,  they  received  the  joyful  news,  the  8th  of  July,  that 
the  {hip  was  arrived  at  Frederic's -hope  with  a  houfe  pji 
board  for  them. 

§  l6-  ' 
Great  was  their  joy  j  yet  now  as  great  was  their  care 
and  embarrafl'mem,  how  they  fhould  be  able  to  ere& 
.fuch  a  large  houfe  fo  late  in  the  fummer,  as  there  were 
but  three  people  for  the  purpofc,  and  one  of  theiri  la- 
boured' under  an  indifpoution,  which  forbad  the  |eaft 
hard  exercife.  Befides,  they  were  not  able  to  make,  the 
lead  preparation  for  building,  as  they  were  obliged  to 
wait  tor  the  refolution  of  their  fcruples  concerning  the 
fitnefs  of  the  prefent  place,  as  well  as  the  ground -pi  o.t 
of  the  houfe,  which  the  captain  did  not  choote  to  truft 
in  the  Greenland  mcfi age- boats.  But  on  their  receiving 
it  the  1 6th  of  July,  together  with  the  ufual  little  watch-: 
word  book  of  this  year,  they  were  greatly  animated  amidft 
their  perplexity  and  weaknefs  by  the  admonition  of  the 
day,  which  was  :  Remember,  the  Lord  thy  God,  far  it  is  It 
that  giveth  thee  power,  that  be  may  tflabtijb  his  covenant],  at  it  if 
this  day.  Deut.  vh'i.  18.  "  Forget  it  not,  thou  heart  of 
*'  mine !" 

Therefore  they  engaged  in  the  work  chearfully,  and, 
on  the  1 8th  of  July,  when  five  Greenland  brethren  were 
juft  come  on  a  vifit  from  the  places  where  they  refort 
to  procure  their  maintenance,  they  laid  the  foundation- 
flone  with  praife  and  prayer,  wilhirig  at  the  fame  time, 
that  the  Lord  would  be"  ptcafed  to  profper  the  work  of 
their  hands,  toprcferve  all  the  workmen  from  harm,  and 
to  make  this  houfe  an  amiable  dwelling  of  peace,  a  ta- 
bernacle abounding  with  blemngs,  and  a  place,  where 
his  holy  name  may  be  honoured,  and  his  merits  and  fuf- 
ferings  be  made  known  and  embraced  by  the  heathen  for 
their  eternal  falvation  to  the  end  of  days.  But  the  work 
proceeded  very  flowly,  on  account  oT  the  great  uneven- 
nefs  and  declivity  of  the  fituation,  which  obliged  them 
to  wall  ten  feet  high  at  one  end,  and  then  to  hJl  up  all 
with 
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with  ftones  and  earth.  This  required  many  hands* 
which  in  the  beginning  they  could  not  have ;  but  at  the 
Greerilanders  return  from  the  capelin-fifhery,  they  help- 
ed them  faithfully  in  carrying  ftones  ana  earth  upoa 
their  backs,  and  in  their  old  cl  oaths,  inftead  of  bags. 
In  the  mean  while  John  Haven  came  to  their  afliftancs 
from'New-Herrnhuth;  and  the  captain,  (the  fame  they 
came  with  three  years  ago,)  purfuantto  the  kind  orders 
of  his  owners,  not  only  lightened  their  work  by  landing 
the  houle  in  a  haven,  which  he  found  near  the  place, 
inftead  of  doing  it  three  full  mijes  off  at  the  factory,  but 
with '  pleafure  employed  his  equally  willing  people  in 
landing  it ;  and,  on  his  failing  to  the  faftory,  let  them 
have  a  couple  of  fpare  hands  to  help  to  raife  it ;  fo  that, 
notwith Handing  frequent  bad  weather,  they  had  done  it 
in  the  fbortfpace  of  three  weeks*. 

.     *>7- 

The  four  brethren  were  now  exceeding  bufy  to  come 
to  a  furl  finifhing,  and  at  the  beginning  of  October  were 
gone  fo  far,  as  with  joy  to  enter  into  a  couple  of  rooms, 
when  they  thanked  their  dear  Lord  for  granting  them 
ftrength,  and  averting  all  misfortune,  (yet  they  aid  not 
efcape  without  cutting  their  hands  fometimes,  and  the 
mafter-builder  fell  down,  but  was  preferred  in  a  won- 
derful manner,)  neither  did  they  forget  to  'commend  to 
the  requital  of  the  Lord' their  benefactors  for  this  their 
prefent,  and  thofe  who  forwarded  its  conveyance  and 
erection  for  their  ready  affiftance. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  miflionary  fshn  Beck  and  his 
wife  were  come  from  New-Hermhuth,  to  join  with 
Matthew ,  Stetb,  in  ferving  the  congregation  with  the 
gofpel  and  the  needful  cure  of  fouls.  He  brought  three 
fheep  alfo  along  with  him,  to  begin  a  fmall  flock,  and 
to  give  fome  eafe  to  their  ccconomy,  though  the  provi- 
ding neceffary  provender  ftr  them  from  all  quarters  for 
fo  long,  a  winter  was  on!y*an  addition  to  their  labour. 
Moreover  they  were  now  obliged  to  go  to  the  j  Hands  in 

Sueft  of  fire-wood.     Mean  while  they  proceeded  towards 
mining-  the  meeting-hall  ■  (though  for  want  of  boards,

'  "  -  •  ■  -  they 
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they  could  only  lay  half  the  floor,)  and  took  down  the 
old  houfe,  which  flopped  up  one  of  the  houfe -doors,  and 
thus  opened  the  accefs  to  it ;  and  they  got  lb  far,  that 
on  the  firft  of  November  they  were  able  to  celebrate  a 
joyful  dedication -day  with  their  Greenland-flock. 

It  was  the  24th  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Matthew 
Staeh  preached  the  dedication- fermon  upon  the  word  of 
the  day :  Enoch  walked  with  God,  Gen,  v.  z%.  "  And 
"  by  my  faireft  Bridegroom's  fide,  fhatl  I  his  dearly  pur- 
"  chas'd  bride,  walk,  on  with  love  mod  fleady;"  and 
then  fell  upon  bis  knees  with  the  congregation,  and 

! rayed  to  our  Saviour,  that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  haj- 
ow  this  hall  and  houfe  with  his  continual  prefence,  and 
accompany  the  teflimony  of  his  death  with  his  divine 
power,  explain  his  merits  by  the  Holy  Ghoft  to  every 
ibul,  and  especially  glorify  himfelf  at  the  holy  facraments 
in  every  heart  as  the  Saviour  of  his  body.   ' 

John  Beck  preached  the  art crnoon- fermon  upon  the 
text;  /  know  thy  poverty.  Rev.  ii.  9.  Then  a  kve-feaft 
of  dried  capelins  was  kept  with  all  the  inhabitants,  is 
number  one  hundred  thirty  feven,  viz.  thirty  feven,  who 
moved  thither  from  New-iierrahuth,  and  were  the  be- 
ginning of  a  congregation,  and  a  hundred,  that  had,  in 
the  (pace  of  three  years,  been  added  to  them  put  of  the 
infidels.  At  this  opportunity  the  lxth  chapter  of  Ifaiah, 
tfrife,  Jbitx,  &q.  was  read,  and  mention  was  made,  that 
the  appellation  of  this  pl^ce,  Lkhianph,  has  an  allufion 
«o  the  faid  great  promifc  concerning  the  heathen.  At 
Tail  a  Greenland  poem  was  fung,  cbmpoied  by  John 
Beck  for  this  Jay  of  fe&ivity,  according  to  the  .purport 
of  the  above  chapter,  which  I,  will  (unjoin  with  a  literal 
Interpretation.

Now  the  brethren  having  -got  an  orderly  dwelling- 
place,  and  the  Greenlandcrs  a  line  fpacious  church,  the 
preaching  of  the  gofpel,  and  all.  the  appendant  congr«- 
gation  and  choir-meetings,  liturgies  and  bands  could  be 
more  ealily  holdcn  than  before,  and  it  was  perceivable, 
that  the  Lord  delighted  to  dwell  in  this  place,  to  walk 
in  the  midft  of  his  children,  and  to  let  the  light  of  his 
friendly  countenance,  ftilne  upon  them,  which  is  better 
felt  and  enjoyed,  than  defcribed.    It  mult  needs  be 
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an  uncommon  joy  to  a  faithful  teacher,'  in  preaching  the 
word  anil  at  the  administration  of  the  holy  facraments, 
to  be  fenlible  of  a  gentle  breathing  of-  the  Spirit  among 
his  people,  and  of  a  dew  from  the  Lord  t  it  Is  a  certain 
fign  to  him,  that  the  word  does  not  fall  fruitlcfs  to  the 
ground,  but  is  fprinkled  with  blood,  and  will,  in  due 
time,  bring  forth  its  fruit.  And  when  he  fees  the  feed 
ip  ringing  up  now  here  and  then  there;  and  though  in 
the  midft  of  divers  alterations,  growing  and  ripening 
unto  harveft;  it  mult  needs  add  .ftrength  to  his  hope, 
and  give  him  new  courage  to  plant  and  water.  As  a 
foecimen  of  this,  I  will  again  take,  the  liberty  to  inter- 
iperfe  my  narrative  with  the  few  following  remarks,  to 
the  praifc  of  our  Saviour,  who  has  promiled  to  be  with 
us,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world,  hot  only  with  his  . 
pre-elected  wJtnefies  the  apoftles,  but  with  all  that  be- 
lieve on  him  through  their  word. 

§  la- 
in the  public  meetings  of  the  week,  inftead  of  a  fcr- 
tnbn  upon  a  text,  a  portion  out  of  the  evangelifts  and 
the  epiftles  of  the  apoftles,  was  .now  and  then  read  and 
briefly  explained.  The  Greenlanders  were  uncommon- 
ly attentive,  and,  beudes  the  blef&ng  in  fellowship,  it 
was  alio  accompanied  with  this  advantage,  that  they  of- 
ten conferred  with  each  other  about  it,  made  interroga- 
tories concerning  the  true  fenle  and  the  ufeful  applies 
tion  of  this  and  the  other  matter,  and  begged  for  farr 
ther  information  in  fuch  points  as  they  had  not  rightly 
apprehended.  Thus  it  is  laid  at  the  feftival  of  Eafter : 
"  The  fimple  narrative  of  the  differing,  dying  and  re-_ 
"  furre&ioh  of  our  Saviour  approved  Ltfelf  very  power- 
**  fully  to  the  heart,  and  gave  birth  to  many  bJeiTed 
"  colloquies  in  the  houfes.  Some  came  and  afked,  what 
'*'  our  Saviour  meant  by1  the  cup,  which  he  prayed  hit 
"  Father  to  take  from  him  ?  And  on  it*  being  explained 
"  to  them,  one  faid:  This  is  the  very  matter,  which 
"  often  forces  tears  from  rae.— — On  Eafter-Monday 
"  we  held  alove-feaft  of  angmarfet  with'  all  our  people. 
"  It  jui't  happened,  that,  in  the  courfe  of  pur  reading 
"  the  acts  of  Eafter,  we  came  to  the  pafTage  of  our  Sa- 
"  viour's  (hewing  himfelf  at  the  fea  of  Tiberias,  when 
Vol.  II.  Z  «  he . 
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•"'he  kept  a:  meal  of  fifbes  with  his  difciples,  and  ex- 
"*  amined  Peter  concerning  his  love;  which  made  no 

•**  fmall  imprefllon    on  the  Greenlanders. Another 

**  time  the  widows  defired  farther  information  upon  Ails 

'*'  the  firft :  and  upon  my  explaining  ft  to  them,  and 

.*' -telling  them,  that  to-day  they  ftiould  hear  of  the  tf-

:The  hearts  and  ears  of  all  were  open,  •  Another  time  it 
'isfaid:  "  Our  people  are  very  deftrons  of  information, 
"and  would  gladly  retain  a  great  -deal.  I  anfwer  their 
3"'  mieftions  with  pleafure,  'as  I  fee  that  the  work  ofthe 
""  Holy  Spirit  is  furthered  by  this  means  in  their  hearts, 
"«*  but  take  care  withal  to  remind  them  of  the  one  thing 
**  needful,  fetting  fbmetimes  before  them  the  example 
""'  ofthe.  firft-fruits  of  this  nation,  especially  of  the  late 
"  Samuel,  Sarah,  and  Judith,  who  ftuT  remain  of  blef- 
*'  fed  memory  to  them ;  how  they-,'  "with  their  finall 
""  meafure  of  knowledge,  in  which  they  are  now  fur- 
"  patted  by  many  unreceived  among  the  catechumens, 
-**  difcovered  fuch  a  tender  love  to  oat  Saviour,  and  by 
**  word  and  walk  were  fo  edifying  to  the  heathen,  that 
"  by  that  means  they  contributed  a  great  deal  towards 
" '  the  great  awakening  among  them." 

Their  congregation-days  were  always  folemn  and  par- 
ticularly blefted,  but  they  could  not  be  kept  here  till  the 
meeting-hall  was  built.  After  the  firft  had  been  kept, 
they  write :  "  Our  brethren  and  fillers  were  filled 
*•  with  extraordinary  joy  at  the  accounts  of  their  black 
**  and  tawny  brethren  and  fifters,  viz,  the  negroes  in 
"the 
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*f  die  Well-India  iflands,  and  die  Indians  in  North  and 
**  Smith  America.  They,  all  ftayed  at  home -in  order  to  - 
"rails  nothing;  and  the  next  day  feveral  came,  and 
'-'  faid,  bow  happy  they  had  been  yefterday  in  all  the 
*f.  meetings ;  which  was  ftill  more  manifeft  at  the  bands) 
*,*■  in  the  evening.  We  underftood  too,  that  the  daily 
*'  texts  out  of  the  holy  fcriptures  are  a  real  blefling  tj»- 
*(  them,  and  that  whofo  cannot  attend  the  martins,  di- 
*'  reftiy  afks  the  reft,  what  is  the  mtmarandum  out  of 
"  Gad's  ward}  .£fb  they  call  the  word  of  the  day)  and1 
"  whofb  has  not  rightly  underftood  it,  comes  and  afks 
"  anew  about  it.  One  faid  in  his  band,  he  had  dinught 
li  much  to-day  in  his  kajak  on  the  text :  He  doth  accer- 
"  ding  fa  his  tuill  in  the  army  af  beaom*  and  among  the  in-. 
*'  habitants  of  the  earth,  &c.  Dan.  iv.  35.".'.  ..  .j 

It  is  faid  of  die  bands,  on  St.  Thomas's-day  Decem- 
berat,:  "One,  being  afked,  how  he  came  acquainted 
"with  our  Saviour?  gave  luch-a.folid  account  of  his 
"  change  of  heart,,  and  the  joy  he  felt,  when  Jefus  pre- 
*'  fented'  himfelf  the  .firft  time  before  his  heart  in  tha 
"  image  of  his  rarreringB,  that  it  wis  a  pleafure  to  hear? 
"  htm,  and  it  might  be  felt,  that  it  was  not  (earned  and 
"  zuhearfad.  from  the  head,  but  genuine  experience. 
".  And  when  the  reft  had  all  told  what  they  had  expe- 
*'  rienccd  of  it,  the  firft  concluded  wjth  a  hearty  prayer." 
.  -Of  .the  new  baptized  it  is  mentioned;  "  They  grov* 
y  brighter  from  day  to  day,  and  their  hearts  get  more 
**  feeling.  What,  they  hear  of  the  converfe  with  the 
tt.unfeen  Friend  of  their  fouls,  grows  by  degrees  mora 
**  and  more  clear  to  them,  and  they  begin  to  (peak  with. 
i<  him.  thcmfelves  of  their  hearts. — One  of.  them  once 
**  came  under  fame  trouble  to  an  European  brother, 
"  who  obferving,.  that  he  wanted  to  fay  femjtthing,  pre- 

*  Merited  bim,  laying:  You  want  a  plaiftet,  Jfuppofef 
**  {.for  he  had  a  large  boil)  O !  no,  (aid  he,  I.  am  not 
*'  come  for  ,that  now ;  and  began,  to  ween-  fo,  that  he> 
**  could  not  fpeak  for  a  goof  while.  At -length  ho. 
**  brolosout:  O  -wretched  man  that  Iram  .1  Ihaye  ftill 
V  fo  Little  fenfe  of  our  Saviowr  and  his  blood,  and  yet  | 
«'  perceive,  that  he  lote&me  lb  much..  Wfcjcl)  has  cauf- 

*  ed  me  to  pais  thegreateft  part  of  the  .night  in  tears,"  .

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As  to  the  unbaptized  and  catechumens,  a  helper  one* 
ufed  the  expreflion  :  Some  are,  as  if  they  were  already 
baptized. v  And  indeed  grace  was  working  powerfully  - 
upon  them,  to  convince  them  of  their  wretched  ftate. 
One  of  them  was  once  found  fitting  in  his  kajak  in  a 
(mall  creek  weeping.  A  Greenland  brother  afking  him, 
what  he  was  doing  there  ?  he  faid :  "  Alas,  what  a 
"  wretched  man  am  I,  when  I  confider  what  our.  teach - 
"  ers  tell  us  of  our  Saviour,  and  the  happinefs  of  thofe 
"  that  know  him ,  and  my  heart  is  fo  empty  of  him  ! " 
The  faithful  Shepherd,  who  cannot  long  bear  to  fee  a 
toft  ihcep  weeping,  had  very  foon  companion  upon  this 
old  man ;  he  being  foon  after  taken  into  the  number  of 
the  catechumens,  and  not  long  after  that,  made  partaker 
of  holy  baptifm.

Now  as  touching  feme  external  eveumftances  of  the 
year,  the  cold  continued  with  men  feverity  till  towards 
May,  that  Come  parts  were  quite  froze  up,  and  the  na- 
tives reduced  to  great  diftrefs.  In  the'  fouth  particularly 
the  want  was  fo  great,  that  many  died  with  hunger,  the 
country  being  quite  blocked  up  with  ice,  and  at  the  fame 
time  covered  by  art  -uncommonly  deep  fnow.  As  foon  as 
the  water  was  open,  fome  heathens  intended  to  go  out  of 
Fifher's-Inlet  to  a  merriment,  but  were  overtaken  by  a 
fudden  guft  of  bad  weather,  which  gave  them  hard  work 
(o  get  fafe  to  land.  And  as  they  had  taken  no  tent  with 
them,  they  were  obliged  to  fpend  two  days  and  a  night 
in  the  molt  rigorous  cold  with  the  heavens  only  for  their 
covering ;  fome  grew  fo  ftiff  and  benumbed,  that  k  was 
with  great  difficulty  they  were  brought  to  themferres 
again  by  beating  and  dragging  about,  the  method  ufed 
in  fuch  cafes.  A  baptized  woman,  to  whom  they  told 
the  ftory,  made  a  good  ufe  of  the  occafion  to  give  them 
fome  account  of  the  happinefs  of  believers,  who  know 
and  love  our  Saviour. 

-  In  Lichtenfels,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  they 
Had  fuch  good  fuccefs  in  providing  neccnaries,  that 
fometimes,  in  calm  weather,  ten  feals  a  day  were 
brought  to  land.  But  tht  cold,  and  the  ice  increafing 
towards 
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towards  fpring,  they  alfo  were  reduced  to  ftraits*.  *'  Af- 
44  ter  the  evening-meeting,"  it  is  (aid  "  April  the  8th, 
**  I  paffed  through  the  big  houfe,  and  faw,  what  th; 
'*'  Greenlanders  were  getting  for  (upper.  The  poverty 
"  offomc  of  them  pained  me  to  die  heart,  Twowi- 
'*  dows  and  their  children  had  a  piece  of  fea-grafs  in 
"  their  hands,  to  go  to  Deep  upon;  and  yet  were  To  con-1 
"  tent,  especially  the  lately  baptized  Naomi  and  her  fon, 
"  that  they  never  complained  of  want ;  for  I  had  it  not 
"  from  them felvcs,  but  from  others,  that  they  have* 
"  nothing,  but  mufcles  and  fea-grafs  which  they  gather 
"  at  low-water  on  the  fea-ftrand.  Indeed  they  help  one 
*'  another  out,  and  when  a  man  catches  a  tea],  all  in, 
"  the  houfe  get  a  fhare  of  it.  But  when  it  is  divided  into) 
*'  perhaps  above  feventy  parts,  the  portions  are  very  fmall, 
"  especially  as  at  this  feafon  only  little  young  feajs  are 
M  to  be  caught,  which  will  now  alfo  be  foon  going  far- 
*'  ther  into  the  fea.  The  next  day  we  again  divided 
**  angmarfet  among  the  poor,  which  we  are  ufed  to  ga- 
"  ther  in  the  Cummer,  in  order  to  help  out  thofe  that 
w  fufFer  need.  But,  being  defritute  of  a  proper  repofi- 
"  tory,  we  have  not  been  able  to  ftore  up  many  of  thefe 
**  capelins,  and  the  Greenlanders  have  often  a  good 
**  quantity  fpolled  by  the  wet,  having  no  fuch  ftore- 
*'  houfe  as  in  New-Herrnhuth  j  hence  it  is  that  they 
'  "  undergo  great  want  in  what  they  otherwife  cajl  their 
*'  beloved  daily  bread." 

On  the  other  hand,  in  fummer  and  autumn,  the. 
Greenlanders  were  fo  richly  biefled  in  their  provifions, 
that  the  merchant  had  enough  to  do,  all  winter  long 
to  fetch  away  the  clubber  he  bought  of  them,  and  to  bar- 
rel it  up.  He  (hewed  a  particular  fatisfa&ion,  that  lince 
the  brethren's  fettling  there,  the  trade  was  annually  fo 
augmented,  that  he  now  gets  as  large  a  quantity  from 
our  few  people,  as  formerly,  and  even  this  very  year, 
from  that  whole  diftrilt,  befides.  According  to  what  he  faid. 
it  amounted  to  a  hundred  and  fifty  barrels,  .and  he  ho- 

*  The  Inlet  once  drore  quite  full  of  ice,  at  which  time  again  (he  band 
»f  providence  wai  vifible,  The  fea-fowl,  that  cannot  fly  well,  but  feed 
themfelreiby  dipping  under  water,  were  forced  to  retreat  Iq  land  ;  and  their 
eye,  being  dazzled  bj  the  fnow,  our  Greenlanders  cangbt  them  alice  while 
lie)'  were  Jjiriclered  by  the  ice  from  doing  any  thing  by  water. 
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pet),  it  would  increafe  every  year  more  and  more,  efpe-. 
cjatly  when  (as  was  the  cafe  in  New-Herrnhuth,)  the 
congregation  mould  receive  furthar  enlargement  from  the 
extremities  of  the  fouth.  But  it  mull  he  obferved,  that 
this  was  an  extraordinary  fortunate  year  for  the  Green* 
landers  of  thefe  parts,  and  the  fuccefs  may  be  widely 
different  another  time.

To  conclude,  I  will  juft  touch  upon  fome  particular. 
deliverance*  of  the  Greenlanders  in  danger.  An  unfkiU 
ful  boy  ftuck  with  his  kajak  in  the  ice  juft  before  the 
houfe,  and  yet  not  the  leaft  aififtance  could  be  offered 
him.  After  he  had  been  driven  about  for  fome  hours, 
be  found  fo  much  opening,  as  to  reach  the  land  unhurt. 

Two  men,  while  attempting  to  catch  feals  upon  the 
jce,  fpied  a  covy  of  partridges  upon  a  hill ;  and,  in  vem 
taring  too  much  up  the  fteep  bank,  one  of  them  flipped 
on  a  piece  of  ice  covered  with  mow,  but,  as  he  was 
,  tumbling  down,  he  caught  hold  of  a  piece  of  frozen 
earth,  which  was  the  means  of  laving  his  life.  For 
ptherwife  he  muft  have  been  dallied  to  pieces  on^the  point- 
ed broken  fragments  of  die  rock  lying  below.  Whea 
he  got  up  again,  he  faid,  it  immediately  came  into  hit 
mind :  "  Ah  this  has  our  Saviour  done,  he  has  preferv- 
««  cd  me."  He  related  feveral  mftances  of  his  praying 
to  our  Saviour  in  times  of  the  .utmolt  danger,  while  be 
even  lived  among  the  heathen,  and  obtaining  help. 

A  Greenland  .helper,  in  his  return  from  Good-Hope, 
where  he  had  been  on  a  menage,  was  overtaken  with  a 
florin,  in  the  liioft  dangerous  place,  and  with  much  ado 
efcaped,  to  land  with  his  companion,  whole  kajak  got  x 
breach.  They  were  obliged  to  endure  out  the  night  in 
a  florin  of  thick  driving  fnow  without  flielter.  He  pray- 
ed pur  Saviour  to  give  them  fuitahle  weather  for  getting 
forward  ;  and  towards  morning  a  calm  enfuing,  his  un- 
baptized  companion  faid  with  great  emotion :  "  Now  I 
"  underftand  of  a  truth,,  that  our  Saviour  hears  the 
*'  prayer  of  his  people." 

To  remark  a  couple  of  natural  occurrences  •  on  the 
1 2th  of  November  in  the  morning  was  an  ecliple  of  tht 
moon,  which  was  total  about  half  an'  hour  paft  feven. 
In  the  Copenhagen-almanack  no- notice  was  taken  of  it, 

but 
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but  It  was  noted  in  that  of  Berlin  as  invifible  it  above 
half  an  hour  paft  twelve  in  the  afternoon  ;  which  at  once 
fhews  the  diftance  of  this  from  the  meridian  of  Berlin. 

An  old  Greenland  man,  afflicted  with  the  gout,  was 
inclined  by  excefs  of  pain  to  cut  open  his  feet,  in  order 
to  obtain  fome  mitigation.  But  his  wife  came  and  beg- 
ged for  a  medicine.  No  one  knowing  any  for  it,  a  few 
drops,  fuch  as  were  at  hand,  were  Tent  him  m  a  little 
brandy.  And  the  Greenlander  believing  that  this  me- 
dicine mull  relieve  him,  was  accordingly  foon  after  freed 
from  his  pain  and  (welling.  The  leaft  change  of  diet  is 
capable  of  giving  eafe  to  the  Greenlanders  in  ficknefs, 
A  piece  of  coarfe  brown  bread,  er  a  plate  of  oatmeal  is 
of  as  much  fervice  to  them,  as  a  coftly  medicine  to1 
others,  when  they  get  a  ftrong  inclination  for  it,  and  a 
firm  peifuaiion  about  it.

THE  good  appearance  of  a  quick  increafe  of  the' 
congregation  at  Lichtenfels,  at  the  end  of  the  la£ 
and  beginning  of  the  prefent  year,  dawning  from  the  nu-* 
merous  vifits  of  heathen  from  the  adjacent  parts  and  the 
fouth,  feemed  at  the  end  of  this  year  to  vanifh,  and  the 
depraved,  difinclined,  nay,  often  averfe  fituation  of  the 
heathen  caufed  the  miluonaries  much  grief  and  trouble; 
but  this  was  however  allayed  by  the  abundant  comfort 
which  the  riches  of  grace,  manireft  in  their  baptized; 
afforded  them. 

It  was  the  inceflant  concern  of  our  Greenlanders,  and 
efpecially  the  helpers,  whenever  their  bufinefs  called 
them  among  the  heathen,  to  recommend  our  Saviour 
Unto  them.  In  many  places  they  were  invited  to  preach 
ihe  gofpel. 

In  the  fpring,  Matthew  Stach  took  a  trip  with  fame 
Greenlanders  to  New-Herrnhuth,  to  fetch  fome  build- 
ing materials  and  tools  from  thence,  and  called  upon 
the  heathen  by  the  way,  with  a  view  to  blow  up  the 
glimmering  fire  within  them.  This  was  alio  done,  on 
Z  4      ■  •  ottwr 
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other  occadons,  in  the  reft  of  the  places.  And  befidei, 
fome  were  always  coming  to  vifit,  who  were  prefent  at 
the  preaching  of  the  gofpel  with  attention,  and  at  par- 
ticular conversions  gave  to  underfland,  that  they  were 
not  without  inclination  to  move  to  the  believers,  and  be 
converted,  but  were  obftrucled  in  their  defign  by  their 
people ;  however  many  of  thefe  people  alledged  very 
weak  and  idle  pleas,  why  for  the  prefent,  they  either 
could  not  or  would  not.  Among  the  reft  of  the  vifitant* 
was  an  angclcok,  who  has  been  uneafy  fome  years,  but 
,  never  would  fubmit  to  the  obedience  of  faith,  and  now 
again  has  been  fet  in  motion  by  a  dream,  which  he  re- 
lated with  great  concern.

*'  Our  people,"  (it  is  faid  in  the  diary  May  the  5th) 
"  during  the  winter,  diligently  vifited  the  heathen  in 
"  thefe  parts,  and  at  their  requeft  proclaimed  our  Sa- 
•*  viodr  to  thern  j '  and  fome  of  them  alfo  frequently 
"  came  hither  to  the  preaching,  at  which .  the  Holy 
*'  Spirit's  activity  was  perceived  to  enkindle  in  them  a 
"  longing  after  their  Redeemer;  as  a  fruit  of  .this,  yefter- 
*s  day  a  family  of  five,  and  to  day  one  of  four  pcrfons 
•*  came  to  ftay.  Some  days  ago  alfo  the  great  dancer, 
•*  a  man  hitherto  exceedingly  addicted  to  vanity,  moved* 
•*  hither  from  the  faftory,  and  faid,  that  he  would  now 
''*  renounce  all  carnal  pleasures,  and  believe  on  Jefus ; 
"  and  begged  that  we  would  admit  him,  though  he  was 
*'  a  nraft  depraved  creature,  and  had  been  exceeding 
"  abandoned.  Twelve  perfons  belong  to  this  family, 
■*  fome  of  whom  have  relations  living  here.  A  married 
'*  woman  is  among  them,   who  four  years  ago,    as  a 

"  finglc  perfon,  was  the  very  fuA  that  came  to  us  out  of 
"  thefe  parts,  and  after  fome  time  withdrew  again ;  and 
"  likewife  a  widow  with  twp  children,  who  fome  years 
"  ago  was  baptized  by  the  miilionary  at  Good-Hope, 
"  but  afterwards  went  among  the  heathen  again.  We 
"  were  glad  of  having  an  opportunity  to  direct  this  poor 
"  ftray  flieep  to  its  Shepherd  again. 

Some  families,  and  feveral  fingle  people  came  alfo 
from  other  places,  to  ftay,  and  among  the  reft  a  widow, 

who  fome  years  ago  lived  in  Kangek,  and  had  heard  in 
New-

New-Herrnhuth  a  great  deal  of  our  Saviour:  *'  But," 
faid  (he,  "  alt  this  I  have  loft  among  the  heathen,  and 
1  "  now  I  will  begin  anew,  and  be  thoroughly  converted." 
Thefe  new  people  gave  good  hopes  in  the  beginning. 
They  gave  diligent  attendance  at  the  meetings,  and  con- 
verfed  with  the  miffionaries,  and  with  the  Greenland- 
helpers,  who  teitified  of  Tome  of  them,  that  they  could 
not  have  their  fill  of  hearing  our  Saviour  difcourfed 
about.  Only,  a  bare  aflent  is  but  a  flight  beginning. 
Some  of  the  women  complained  to  one  or  the  Greenland 
female  helpers,  that  they  could  not  retain  the  good  they 
heard  ;  (he  then  told  them,  where  the  difficulty  lay,  and 
who  the  people  are,  that  are  ever  learning,  and  never 
able  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  "  I  am  well 
"  aware  (faid  in e)  how  the  cafe  ftands ;  ye  as  yet  pay 
M  no  real'regard  to  the  truth,  nor  are  quite  determined 
"  to  yield  up,  your  whole  heart  to  our  Saviour;  and 
«*  therefore  it  is,  that  ye-are  not  able  to  learn  and  retain' 
"  any  thing  to  real  purpofe."  And  this  was  the  very 
cafe  of  the  greateft  part  of"  thefe  new  people.  All 
fummer  long  their  minds  were  fo  diflipated  and  vain, 
that  many,  and  among  the  reft  the  above-mentioned 
dancer  with  his  people,  went  oft"  again  to  the  heathen  j 
when  the  bit  ftate  with  them  was  worfe  than  the  iirft ; 
of  which  the  next  winter  afforded  daily  flagrant  proofs.

The  great  occafton  of  fitch  an  overwhelming  flood  of 
mifchief  and  depravation,  and  fuch  a  ftrong  prevalence 
of  the  power  of  darknefs  among  the  heathen  of  thole 
parts  that  were  touched,  but  were  (till  wavering  and 
inconftant,  was,  that  fuch  a  great  number  of  favage- 
fouthlanders,  in  their  rout  to  the  north,  took  up  their 
abode  hereabout:  It  will  not  be  unacceptable  to  the 
reader,  to  fee  an  ample  narration  of  the  character  of  thefe 
people,  taken  out  of  the  diary  of  the  mi/nonaries,  efpeci- 
ally  as  moil  of  our  Greenlanders  derive  their  origin  from 
the  fouth. 

"  June  20,  an  old  South!  ander  vifited  us.     He  is  the 

"  widow  Rebecca's    father's  brother,    and    was  come 

*'  feveral  days  journey  from  the  eaft-fide  of  the  country, 

"  to  fee  her  and  her  children.     They  took  all  poffible 

"  pains 
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u  pains  to  induce  him  to  flay  here,  at  leaft  one  winter. 
"  And  be  feemed  inclined  to  it,  but  wis  in  doubt, 
'**  whether  his  fon,  who  was  now  mailer  pf  the  family,. 
"  would  flay,  becauie  he  had  left  feme  things  behind 
,**  inthe  fanth.  We  afterwards  heard,  that  one  of  this 
"  old  man';  daughters-in-law  gave  an  account  how  be 
"  endeavoured  to  perfuade  his  fon  and  the  reft,  to  flay 
"'here,  adding  withal :  Thefe  Kablunaet,  or  foreigners, 
«  are  not  at  all  terrible,  their  words  are  agreeable  to 
*'  hear,  and  they  love  the  Greenlanders,  and  do  them, 
«*  no  harm,  as  we  were  apt  to  imagine.  And  becaufe 
M  the  fon  would  lend  no  ear  to  it,  he  advifed  him,  to 
«*  g»  himfelf,  and  fee  and  hear  the  good  people.  Ah, 
«*  added  the  woman,  if  my  hufband  was  alive,  who  was 
*'  the  eldeft  fon,  he  would  certainly  have  flayed  j  for  he 
•'  often  fpoke  of  the  believers,  and  longed  to  be  among.' 
K  them.  We  learnt  farther  from  this  woman,  that 
**  Elizabeth,  who,  when  a  child  of  five  years  old,  was 
«  ftolen  out  of  the  houfe,  is  in  thofe  parts  with  hec 
•*  mother's  brother,  and  very  often  longs  to  be  with  her 
*'  teachers  again;  had  alio  defiled  leave,  to  come 
M  along  with  them,  and  wept  much  at  being  refufed. 

"  The  24th,  we  were  much  vifited  by  the  fouthlanders,, 
**  and  the  25th  they  pitched  eleven  tents  by  us,,  but 
11  .the  rtioft  of  them  went  up  to. the  factory,  Many* 
**  efpecially  women,  came  to  the  fermon,  which  was 
"  upon  thefe  words  :  Labour  for  the  meat  which  endurrtb 
"  unto  evtrkjiatg  life. 

**  The  26th,  we  were  again  abundantly  vifited  by 
**  them,  and  our  hall  and  rooms  were  not  empty  the 
"  whole  day.-  We  endeavoured,  in  the  moll  endearing 
"  manner,  both  in  the  public  meetings  and  in  conver- 
**  fation,  to  recommend  to  them  their  Creator  and  Sa- 
**  yiour ;  but  their  hearts  are  impenetrable  as  rocks,  and 
**  they  are  ready  with  their  excufes,  that  they  are  very 
*'  ignorant,  and  do  not  understand  us,  that  is,  in  plain 
«'  words,  they  will  not.  Our  Greenlanders  tried  to  gain 
*'  their  relaiions,  but  it  availed  nothing.  When,  after; 
*'  the  painful  view  of  fuch  a  rugged  field,  we  turn  our 
«  eyes  upon  the  delightful  little  garden,  which  the  Lord 
.**  has  planted  here,  we  are  overwhelmed  with  ihame  and 
«  thankfulnefii,        ■  ; 
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a  The  27th,  the  fermon  was  upon  the  gofpel  con- 
cerning the  loft  flieep.  But  few  Grangers  gave  atten- 
dance. A  baptized  man  of  Frederic's-Hope,  came 
from  the  fa&ory  to  the  fermon.  He  had  never  feen 
any  flieep  before,  and  was  now  able  to  form  a  concep- 
tion of  the  parable  in  the  gofpel,  and  fpolce  very 
prettily  with  us  about  it.  < 

w  The  20th,  moft  of  the  fouthlanders  went  off  again. 
But  our  Jonathan  kept  a-  youth  of  his  kindred  with 
him,  and  the  30th,  another  tingle  man  offered  himfelf 
to  ftay  here. 

"  July  the  ift,  many  fouthlanders  were  in  the  morn- 
ing-meeting, which  one  of  our  Greenland  helpers 
kept.  Among  other  things,  he  faid :  Ye  poor  people, 
you  rove  thus  about  in  queft  of  fomething  for  your 
bodies  only.  And,  at  the  fame  time,  ye  are  uneafy, 
finding  no  where  the  leaft  true  fatisfaclion  or  comfort 
of  life.  We  were  formerly  as  ye  now  are.  If  ye 
became  acquainted  with  our  Saviour,  ye  would  find 
true  reft.  He  died  for  you  alfo  on  the  crofs,  in  order 
to  deliver  you  from  fin  and  eternal  woe.  Ah  I  if  ye 
could  believe  this,  ye  would  obtain  a  fund  of  eternal 
joy,  &c.  A  man,  whofe  whole  body,  as  well  as  the 
lair  of  his  head,  is  grown  quite  white,  except  that 
his  face  looks  brown,  mentioned  his  defire  to  ftay  here 
with  his  family ;  and  by  his  advice,  on  the  2d,  a 
widow  with  three  children,  parted  from  the  fouth- 
landers, that  were  going  off,  and  flayed  with  him. 
Some  boats  of  fouthlanders  went  into  the  inlet  a 
capelin-fifhing,  uncertain  whether  they  mould  return, 
or  go  farther.  Another  boat  went  to  Innukfuk,  once 
more  to  bewail  a  dead  man,  they  had  buried  there 
feveral  years  ago.  Two  families  flayed,  with  an  in- 
tent to  live  with.  us.  An  old  acquaintance  of  our 
Nicholas,  who  is  an  angekok,  entered  into  conver- 
fation  with  him,  and  faid :  He  did  well,  fince  he 
would  be  converted,  to  be  rightly  converted,  and  a 
true  believer.  For  he  bad  been  in  heaven,  and  found 
the  true  believers  in  the  moft  glorious  ftate.  They 
were  fuie-drefled,  and  bad  no  want  of  good  victuals. 
On  the  other  hand,  they  that  were  not  rightly  con- 
verted, hung  quite  naked  in  the  air,  ana  gnalhed 
**  their 
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*'  their  teeth  with  cold  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  many  of 

«  them  had  bit  their  tongues  to  pieces. Thus  thefe 

**  apoftles  of  the  devil  know  how  to  adapt  themfelves  to 
«'«  the  humours  of  the  people  before  them,  andtofpeak 
«(  according  to  their  tafte.  They  take  care  not  to  open 
«  their  mouths  to  us,  and  can  twifl:  and  twine  like 
«  makes,  that  they  may  not  be  caught  in  their  blind- 
**  nefs. 

*'  The  6th,  the  fouthlanders,  who  had  continued  at 
"  the  factory  fince  they  arrived,  now  came  to  us.  One 
"  commended  his  brother  to  us,  who  chufes  to  ftay 
(t  here.  '  He  being  afked,  why  he  would  not  flay  him- 
*'  felf  ?  anfwexed ;  1  have  now  bought  a  great  deal  of 
"  powder  and  fliot,  which  I  mult  firfl'  lpend  in  the 
"  fouth  in  (hooting  rein-deer,  for  there  are  many  there. 
"  Another  would  eat  his  fill  of  bearVflefb  j  a  third 
"  would  buy  a  good  boat,  and  then  they  would  come 
"  and  believe.  Thus  it  is,  one  buys  a  piece  of  ground, 
*'  a  fecond  a  yoke  of  oxen,  a  third  marries  a  wife,  and  fo 
"  neglects  the  feafon  of  grace.  Among  thefe  people 
"  was  the  old  man  mentioned  June  20,  who  could  not 
"  perfuade  bis  people  to  flay  here.  They  dragged  a  young 
"  man  along  with  them,  belonging-  to  a  family,  not 
"  quite  agreed  together  about  flaying  here.  In  this 
"  cafe  the  party  oppofite  to  wha(  is  good,  generally 
"  wins  the  day.  But  we  have  many  inflances  alfo  of 
"  the  well-inclined  party  being  fet  at  liberty  by  the  death 
"  of  the  contrary-minded. 

"  The  8th,  they  brought  hither  a  patient,  ill  of  the? 
"  pleurify.  We  gave  him  what  we  had,  which  had 
"  a  good  effec}.  His  three  wives  alfo,  all  having  final! 
"  children,  came  with  the  patient's  father,  who  is  an 
"  angekok,  and  were  thankful  for  our  fcrvice.  We 
"  recommended  to  them  the  phyfician  of  fouls,  but 
"  with  little  impreffion.  If  we  would  come  to  the 
"  fouth,  they  faid,  they  would  be  converted  too.  A 
*'  white  bear,  which,  fome  years  ago,  fell  upon  the 
**  old  man  and  his  companion  in  the  fea,  bit  his  nofe 
"  off,  and  did  him  much  more  hurt,  but  killed  his 
"  comrade.  The  fouthlanders  have  brought  with  them 
**  an  infectious  diftempcr,  which  now  begins  to  prevail 
"  among  our  people. 

"  The. 
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'*  The  13th  and  14th  of  Auguft,  we  were  much 
**  vifited  by  fouthlanders,  returning  from  the  north, 
"  By  converting  with  Europeans  they  are  grown  much 
*'  more  polilhed,  than  at  their  firft  coming  from  the 
"  foutii,  but  had  no  inclination  to  hear  of  the  true 
"  knowledge  of  their  Creator  and  Redeemer. 

**  The  23d,  came  fome  others  from  thence.  A 
"  couple  of  men  were  attentive  to  the  account  given 
"  them  of  the  Incarnation,  death  and  refurre£tion  of  our 
'  "  Saviour.  They  came  into  the  meeting  alio,  and  con- 
**  eluded  to  dwell  in  the  neighbourhood." 

'      '         $4- 

Many  Ibuthlanders  took  up  their  abode  in  thefe  parts, 
efpecialfy  at  the  factory ;  but  a  good  number  of  the  un- 
liable people,  who  came  to  Lichtenfels  in  the  fpring, 
refoxted  to  them,  and  led  fuch  a  life  as  left  but  little 
hopes  of  their  recovery.  A  couple  of  families  rebuilt  the 
old  ruinous  houfe,  called  Akonamiok,  juft  Oppofite  to 
Lichtenfels,  in  order  to  winter  there.  And  though  it  is 
certain,  they  had  no  mind  at  firft  for  any  thing  good, 
yet  .at  laft  fome  of  them  were  gained.  What  palled 
among  the  ftrangers,  I  will  again  give  fome  recital  of  out 
of  the  diary. 

"  Sept.  8,  many  of  our  Greenlanders  came  home,  to 
*'  repair  their  winter-houfes.  -Two  families,  which 
**  came  hither  in  the  fpring  from  the  factory,  flayed 
f  behind,  and  have  built  near  the  Ibuthlanders,  who 
11  are  afraid  of  living  with  us,  from  an  apprehenfion, 
**  (hat  fome  of  their  people  might  believe  and  be  bap- 
*'  tized.  After  fome  weelcs  we  learned  a  farther  reafon. 
*'  The  angekolt  mentioned.  §  3.  (July  2)  had  told  our 
*'  Nicholas,  that  a,  report  prevailed  all  over  the  fouth, 
"  that  we  Europeans  prayed  to  death  the  people  that 
*'  had  once  engaged  with  us,  and  went  away  again ; 
*'  they  knew  many  inftances  of  it ;  and  therefore  he 
**  fhould  tell  him  the,  truth.  Nicholas  made  anfwer, 
"  that  he  had  never  heard  any  one  pray  thus,  but  we 
*'  prayed  conftantly  and  every  Sunday  publicly,  that 
"the  Greenlanders  might  live  and  be  faved.  The 
*'  angekok  a  few  days  after  came  to  the  fermon,  upon 
f*  the  text,  of  the  day:  /  pray  riot,  that thou  jbmUtji  takt 
them 
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«*  tbm  Mtftbf  world,  bui  that ibw  jhmldtft  keep  tbem  from 
«  tbiFud,  or.  mlene,  John  xvii.  15,  Hare,  he.  got  his 
**  queftion  farther  aitfwered.  -  • 

"  Nov.  14,  many  fouthiaaders  were  here  from  tht! 
*'  factory .  They  did  not  go  to  the  fennon ;  however' 
**  one  of  our  Greenland  helpers  held  them  a  difcourfe  ifl 

*  his  hooie,  which  Seemed  not  to  he  void  of  all  fruit. 
*'  The  merchant  complains  of  the  ^untamed  and  licenti- 
**  ous  nature  of  thefe  people..  An  angckok  bas  fo  in- 
«  fatuated  them  with  hit  legerdemain  tricks,  that  for 
,**  the  prefent  nothing  is  to  be  done  with  thent.     But 

"  once,  in  the  midft  of  his  pretended  trip  to  heaven  or 
"  hell,  he  wasjfadly  frighted  by  the  bare  report  of  a  gun. 
**  Our  neighbours  repair  thither  often  to  attend  the 
"  dancingandjuggling-bouts,  but  take  care  not  to  comft 
**  near  our  meetings.  Two"  Angle  men,  newly  come  t« 
**  us,  have  already  had  many  fn**ee  kid  for  them  by 
««  thefe  neighbours.  But  we  have  cold  them  m  eamerf, 
"  that  ttoey  mull  either  determine  to  be  wholly  con* 
*'  verted,  arid  to  have -no  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful 
ff  works  of  darknefs,  of  to  leave  as  j  for  if  not,  they 
M  would  only  lead  a  tormented  life.  To  cut  off  aft 
*'  occafron  of  complaint  on  account  -of  outward  hafd- 
"  fhips,  we  put  one  of  them  into  another  family.     Th« 

*  other  left  us,  but  repeated  of  it  fcefomthe  wwrterwas 
**  over,,  and  begged  with  many  tears  lo  be  received 
"again.  :* 

**  Nov.  23,  a  woman  called  <3#tr»de  Margaret  whb 
•*  was  baptteed  at  Good-Hope  /by  Mr.  Bruun,  and 
«*  afterwards  ran  away,  fledty  laad  in  a  deep  fnofr  wittt 
"  her  child,  and  a  litt^giflfrom'the  factory,  for  refuge1 
**  here,  becaufe  her  fifter's  htffband  wants  to  have  her  fof 
"  hisconeubine.  The  man  loon  followed  her,  and  would 
"  have  hef  by  fovce. ,  'We  let  him  know,  that  we  could 
*'  not  deny  her  protection,  as  long  as  flie  defired  it, 
"  and  endeavoured  to  diflbade-'  him  from  his  briitifll 
f*  purpofe :  On  his  pretending,  (feat  fhe  was  not  bapi 
"  tiaed  by  us,  end  therefore  we  had  no  bofinefs  td 
M  ■  trouble  ourfelvcs  about  her,  we  gave  him  this  anfwerj 
*'  he  fhould  then  go  to  Good-Hope  and  fetch  a  written 
"  licence  from  thence.  This  threw  him  into  a  great 
"•*  rage,  and  drove  him  off.  His :  wife  t«o  came  after- 
"  wards 
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""  wards  and  begged  her  filler  to  comply  with  her 
"  hufeand's  will,  for,  if  not,  he  threamed  to  put  her 
"away.  Hut  fhe  remained  firm  in  her  resolution. 
.«.  They- afterwards  twice  attempted  to  kidnap  her  child, 
"  but  it  was  refcued  out  of  their  hands.  It  is,  as  if 
-"  fatstnhad  fent  the  icrani  of  his  fcrvants  mtdthfflfe  parts; 
■»*  and  they  are  to  indefatigable  in  his  fervice,  as  not  to 
-"■  'be  jaded' out  for  fewsral  nights  fuccemvely :  with  gor- 
"  mandiung,  dancing,  juggling,  and  other  drUblutc 
'"  ptaftk-es.  Even  itieh  heathen  as  before  had  fame 
-""  fehfc  of  decency,  were  now  carried  away  with,  the 
"*'  violence -of  the  torrent.  But  it  was  a  means  of  awak- 
"'  enmg  in  our  baptised  ib  much  the  deeper  gratitude, 
•**  that  they  are  delivered  from  the  powers  1  ordarfctfoft 
?*  and -the  dominion  of  fin-;  neither  have  we  the  leaft 
*"  trace,  that  any  has  foliened  harm  fey  it,  jtay,  the 
'm  children,  who,  when  they  are  aware  of  a  ibouting 
■*'  company  of  danoers  parting  fey,  are  wont  -to  he  quite 
**  alert,  are  now  as  much  terrified  at  the  cry,  a«  if 
M  enemies  were  on  their  march.  ■■  ..:  1. 

'  -"-Dee.  7,  a  boat  full  of  Greenlandcrs,  coming  from 
■*  thfi'Sartce,  wereforcad,  by  a  fnow-ftonn,  ta  take  up 
*'  their  lodging  with  lis.  They  were  very .  attentive  ajt 
■"  'the-  meetings,  which  theiielpers  keptdrc  »heir  hau&s, 
"■te'tfeevwatber  wasfo  very  bad.  Qnoccafion  of  fc 
**  -young  angekok's  ottering  his  opinion  of:  the  origin  of 
M  miuflnnd,  a  helper  related  the  hiftory  of  the  creation, 
**  "faying,  among  other  things  : :  That  these  is.  a  C  raster, 
:" '  who  made  man  and  all  things,  is  not  at  all  hard  to 
■"  bejieve,  every  reafonable  man  muft  comprehend  And 
**  acknowledge  it ;  but  that  the  Creator  like  wife  was 
*•  made  man,  and  entered  into  death  for  loft  mankindi 
V  is  wnlit  no  man  can  comprehend  and  beliewe  of  him- 
*'  felf.  And  yet  this  is  the  hinge  dn  which  ,001  whole 
**  falvation  and  happinefs  turns.  For,,  iince  men  do 
*'  not  die  like  beafts,  but  their  fouls,  after  death,  con- 
*  tinue  to  live,  without  ceftatioh  or  drffibFution,  they 
*e  tnuft  therefore  get  acquainted  with  their  ^Creator  and 
■**  Saviour,  while  here*  if 'they  are  not  willing  to  go  to  a 
""  place  of  torment,  but  would  live  eternally  wish  their 
'"Saviour.  This  converfation  they  continued. till  late 
**  tn  the  night.     Our  helpers  are  not  willing  to  om'tt 
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**  one  opportunity  of  giving  the  heathens  a  (hake.  Oft 
*'  no  fruit  is  feeit  from  it ;  but  thefe  (hewed,  that  they 
*'  are  not  quite  eafy  in  their  loofe  life,  but  ftgh  for 
.  "  fomething  better  j  and  accordingly  defired  us  to  vifit 
*l  them." 

The  fouthlanders,  who  lived  near  Lichtenfels,  afford- 
ed  no  better  profpcd.  They  came  to  no  meeting,  and 
guarded  againft  every  occafion  of  being  made  un- 
eafy  in  their  heathenJth  turn  of  mind,  and  courfe  of  life. 
But  as  the  fpring  approached,  a  ftirring  took  place 
among  them,  and  fome  of  them  were  gained.  "An  old 
man  being  once  afked  by  a  helper,  if  he  bad  never  any 
thoughts  of  turning  to  the  faith  ?  anfwcred,  that  "  he 
"  had  many  years  ago  heard,  that  there  is  a  God, 
**  which  caufed  .him  fome  reflections  upon  the  matter  i 
*'  but  finding  it  too  high  for  him  to  comprehend,  he 
*'  dropped  the  thoughts  of  turning  believer."  Our 
Greenlander  attempted  to  fpeak  to  him  of  our  Saviour  j 
but  he  prefently  interrupted  him,  and  afked;  "  if  he 
**  had  ieenhim?"  and  upon  his  receiving  foranfwer; 
"  I  have  not  feeri  him  with  my  bodily  eyes,  but  I  know 
**  him  in  my  heart,  and  know  that  he  loves  me,"  he 
interrupted  him  again  and  ran  away. 

On  this  occafion,  what  many  of  the  fenfelefs  Green- 
landers  formerly  thought,  when  they  heard  of  God,  was 
brought  to  light.  For  when  the  Danifh  word  Gud, 
{God)  was  ufed,  they  underftood.by  it  the  Greenland 
word  fignifying  rivtrs,  and  wondered  that  they  always 
talked  of  the  exiftence  of  rivers,  which  nobody  made 
any  doubt  of.  Therefore  a  lavage  once  anfwered  the 
queftion  of  a-  baptized  one,  whether  he  believed  in  God  i 
with  indignation,  faying:  Why  fhould  I  not  believe 
that?  I  have  heard  his  voice,  meaning  the  mining 
found  of  the  river.

But  yet  I  cannot  wholly  pafs  over  in  filence  the  many- 
pleafing  instances  which  met  my  oblervation  on  divert- 
occafions,  of  the  blefled  effect  which  the  living  know- 
ledge of  Jefus  Chrift  has  upon  thefe  in  themfelves  fo  Sa- 
pid and  favage  people.  Thus  it  is  laid  of  the  public 
meetings; 

"The 
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t(  The  miflionary  Beck  having  mentioned- the  memo- 
''  rial-day  of  his  being  thirty  years  ago  wonderfully 
*'  delivered  by  the  angel  of  the  Lord  out  of  prifon, 
"  where  he  lay  in  chains  and  fetters  for  the  fake  of  reli- 
"  gion,  arid  how  he  was  afterwards  led  to  the  congre-» 
**  gasion  at  Herrnhuth,  which  he  had  hot  fo  much  as 
"  heard  the  name  of  aforetime;  and  from  whence  he 
"  was  afterwards  fent  to  Greenland,  where  he  hasjidw 
**  lived  to  fee  two  congregations  rifenout  of  the  hea* 
"  then ;  when  on  this  memorable  anniverfary  he  fell 
**  down  upon  his  knees,  and  thanked  our  Saviour  for 
"  ail  the  grace  manifefled  to  him  and  the  Grecnlanders 
"  thefe  thirty  years ;  hereat  many  burft  forth  into  tears, 
"  came  afterwards  to  him  and  laid :  "  O !  what  lhall 
*<  we  do  unto  our  Saviour,  that  he  has  loved  us  fo  much, 
"  and  been  plea  led  to  call  us  to  himfelf  by  his  meilen- 
**  gers?"  He  could  give  them  no  better  anfwer,  than: 
**  His  death  and  paflion  ever,— till  foul  and  body  fever, 
**  —(hall  in  your  heart's  recefs  prevail,"  and :  "  Ye  fhall 
"  fliew  forth  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come." 

"  May  15,  a  fweet  motion  of  heart  was  perceivable 
"  both  in  the  .morning-meeting  upon -the  word :  Hear- 
ll  ken  unto  me,  ye  that  know  rtghteoufnejiy  &c  Iia.  li.  jt. 
"  and  in  the  evening  at  reading  2  Cor.  vi.  We  could 
'*.  with  joy  apply  to  our  time  the  words :  Beheld,  new  ii  iht 
"  accepted  time,  behold  new  ii  the  day  of fahatien;  and  exhort- 
"  cd  our  Greenlanders,  every  one  of  them  to  take  due 
*'-  notice  of  this  time  of  grace,  and  to  give  diligence  to 
"  make  their  calling  and  election  furej  fo  that  each 
M  may  know  in  whom  they  have  believed,  and  may  be 
"  able  to  fay  with  boldncfs :  In  the  Lard  have  1  righieouf- 
"  ntfi  and flrtngth" 

Another  time  it  is  (aid :  "Thehelpers  gave  pleafihg  tef- 
"  ti  monies  of  the  daily  conversion  of  the  brethren  and 
"  fillers  in  their  hdufes,  and  fiat  many  a(k  each  other 
"  queftions  concerning  the  things  they,  heard  in  the 
**  meetings,  and  compare  their  hearts  with  them*:  nay, 
"  and  exhort  one  another  to  leek  our  Saviour  in  earneft, 
**,  and  enter  into  a  true  acquaintance  with  him." 

A  brother  once  letting  out  the  fheep  early  in  the  mor- 
ning before  the  general  mattins,  happened  to  hear  txtra- 

*  That  it,  prove  and  eiamint  tbeaifelvti  ihe'sby. 

,  Voi»  II.  A.  a  ordinary 
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ordinary  fweet  finging  in  a  tent,  and  found  that  the  head 
of  the  family  was  performing  his  moming-dev*tion  with 
his  people.  "  He  beckoned1  us  to  come,"  writes  the 
inulfbnary,  "  and  we  flood  ftii'l  and  liftened  to  this 
**  fweet  melody  with  hearts  exceedingly  moved,  sad 
"  with  wars  in  our  eyes,  and  X  thought :  "  On  finners" 
**  how  much  good — works  the  dear  wounds  blood !" 
M  T'defe  people  were  no  longer  than  two  years  ago  fe- 
"  vage  heathens,  and  now  they,  ling  to  the  Lamb  that 
"  was  Hain,  in  Co  fweet  a  manner,  that  it  penetrates 
"  one's  marrow  and  bdne :  We  know  not  where  our 
"  baptized  in  this  place  have  fo  fpeedily  learned  fuck 
«  fine  melodious  ringing;  for  none  of  us  can  fing  well, 
11  neither  have  we  any  inftruments,  but  an  old  flute,' 
*'  which  nobody  can  play  upon,  but  fome  Greenlanders 
**  who  learnt  in  New-Hcrmhuthi" 

*«• 

Singing,  if  fweet,  and  accompanied  with  a  feeling  of 
heart,  is  not  the  fmalleft  part  of  a  rational  worfhip ;  the' 
hymn- theology  being  of  fo  much  the  more  blefled  ten- 
dency, as  hymns  are  eafily  learnt,'  and  charmingly  fung 
even  by  the  fmalleft  children ;  and  thus  all,  even  the! 
profoundeft  truths,  may,  as  it  were,  in  a  way  ofrefrefe- 
merit,  be  insinuated  with  almoft  an  indelible  impreffion 
into  their  minds.  Our  Gfcenlanders  without  any  urgent 
methods  of  inculcation,  ipontaneoufty  make  It  their 
irudy  to  apprehend  and  learn  to  fing  the  moft  pithy 
hfrmns;  thewemngof  whichis  beyond  description,  both 
upon  the  hearts,  and  for  the  advancement  of  young  and 
old  in  knowledge. 

Thus  it  is  faid  Jan.  at,  "  In  the  evening  many  came 
w  to  learn  to  fing.  They  that  cannot  read-,  fit  in  a 
"'  row;  each  retains  a  line,  which  they  again  learn  at 
t£  home  from  each  other,"  and  thus  they  quickly  eke 
«'  feveral  verfes.  The  fitigle  fitters  do  not  need  this 
**  method,  becaufe  moft  of  them  can  read."—  ■' '  *»  In  the 
**  evening,  after  the  meeting,  we  have  many  a  pleafant 
"  hour  with  the  brethren  and  fitters,  fomerhnes  with 
«*  finging;  fbrnefiro'es  with  reading,  fometimes  with  an- 
■*"  fwering"  queffidns, '  whereby  their  growth  in  know- 
«  kdge  very  evidently  appears* 

«J*. 
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:  "  Jan.  jo,  The  ftarmy  weather  preventing  the  bre- 
"  thren  from  going  to  fen,  they  therefore  came  dili- 
"  gently,  co  learn  vcrles.  In  regard  to  tinging  and  ma- 
"  i] v  other  advantages',  the  lifters  excel  them,  as  the 
**  men  are  obliged  from  their  youth  up  to  fp-nd  almoft  . 
"  every  day  at  lea,  and  To  have  not  lb  much  time  to  ex- 
**:  crcije  theaafslves.  And  when  they  come  home,  they 
< "  are  weary  and  faint.  But  our  Saviour  has  other  ways 
"  of  making  it  up  to  them;  fo  that  they  are  no  lofers  in 
41  the  chief  point." 

Dec.  14,  it  is  (aid  of  the  fchool -children :  "  They 
"  could  not  be  tired  with  learning  and  tinging  a  new 
'*,  Chriltmas-hyrnn,  in  which  John  Beck  had  comprized 
"  the  narrative  of  our  Saviour's  birth," 

The  milEonaries  indeed  were  not  quite  comforted  con- 
cerning the   children    and   unbaptized   youth  of   the 
Greenland  congregation,  and  fent  on  high  many  a  for- 
rowful    ejaculation    in    their   behalf.     "  We  tincerely 
"  long,"  they  write,  "  for  a  gracious  vifitation  of  our 
"Saviour  among  our  young  folks,  who  are  pretty  nu- 
"  merous.     We  keep  every  day  a  feparate  meeting  for 
"  them,    it  is  true,  which  they  attend  conftantly ;  nei- 
■*  ther  have  wo  caufe  to  complain  of  any  great  enormi- 
"  ties;  but  ftill  the  fire  from  above,  which  our  Prince, 
"'.  at  the  time  of  his  fuffering,  thirfted  for,  is  not  yet 
"  kindled  in  their  hearts."— —However  the  grace  which 
manifcfted  itfclf  fo  powerfully  in' -the  grown  people  and 
baptized,  did  not  leave  itfelf  Without  witnefs  in  them, 
and  often  captivated  them  fo  ftrongty,  that  the  miilion- 
aries  had  no  need  to  be  too  anxious  on  their  account,  nor 
ta  give  up  their  hopes  of  them.     Thus  I  find  it  once 
faid;  "  After  the  morning- meeting,  a  particular  grace 
"  was  perceptible  at  the  catechifation  of  the  children, 
&c."    And  again  :   "  A  heart-penetrating  lenfation 
was  in  the  fchool,  when  the  children  came  to  the 
reading  of  the  pauagc  concerning  our  Saviour's  ago- 
ny and  bloody  fweat  on  the  mount  of  Olives.     Such 
an   emotion  arofe  all   at  once  among   them,   that 
mafter  and  fcholars  could  not  forbear  letting  their 
tears  run  freely  down,  nor  could  they  think  of  any 
thing,  but:  "I  give  thee  thanks  unfeigned, — OJefu, 
friend  in  need,— for  what  thy  foul  fuftained, — when 
A  a  %  *'  thou 
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**.  thou  to  death  wouldft  bleed."  Thus  likewife  have  we 
".  frequently  felt  an  unfpeakaUe  grace  among  the  grown 
**.  perfons  at  reading  the  account  of  the  pauion,  which 
*'  is  often  read  too  in  the  houfes."

And  this  grace  beftowcd  upon  tbem  was  not  In  vain  ; 
it  accompanied  the  labour  of  the  raiflionaries,  though  it 
is.  certain,  notwithfbuiding  their  careful  inftru&ions, 
they  had  it  not  in  their  power  to  impart  to  the  fouls  the 
neceflary  requisites  for  becoming  living  members  of 
Chnft's  body.  Once  an  old  lick  man  let  them  know  by 
a,  Greenland  helper,  that  fomething  paft  defcription, 
had  been  done  in  him  this  night.  He  now  lamented 
the  time  that  he  fpent  fo  unprofitably  before,  and  in- 
ftantly  intreated  for  reception  among  the  bap  ti  final  can- 
didates.  .  This  requeft  was  alio  granted  htm  on  his  lick- 
bed  to  the  inmoft  joy  of  his  foul ;  which  was  a  means 
at.  the  fame  time  of  greatly  abating  his  pains. 

.  A  widow  got  a  particular  cafualty  on  her  head, 
which  caufed  it  to  fwell  very  much,  fo  that  (he  and' 
every  body  expe&ed  her  end.  This  made  her  anxious 
about  her  falvation;  and  {he  lamented  with  tears  her 
want  of  an  aflurance  from  our  Saviour,  that  fhe  could 
reft  upon.  In  this  trouble  he  manifested  himfelf  to  her, 
as,'  the  true  Friend  of  all  linners  that  long  after  him.  ■ 
For  the  next  night,  laid  fhe,  "  our  Saviour  appeared 
•*  to  my  heart  in  the  attitude  of  his  fufierings,  and  affu- 
".  red  me  of  his  grace."  Her  joy  was  fo  great  on  the 
occafton,  that  fhe  was  in  a  manner  out  of  herfelf,  and 
lbcwed  to  all  that  came  near  her  (for  fhe  could  not  fpeak 
much)  how  our  Saviour  was  wounded  in  his  hands  and 
feet,  and  his  thorn-crowned  head  was  ftained  with  blood. 
She  now.longed  exceedingly  after,  the  fellowship  of  the 
faithful,  and  was  the  next  congregation-day  received  on 
her  lick-bed.  She  was  replenilhed.  with  extraordinary 
joy  at  this  token  of  grace,  and  thanked  our  Saviour  for 
not  palling  her  by.  She  now  waited  for  nothing  fo  paf- 
fionately-as  her  releafe,  fpent  her  time  like  a  little  child, 
in  chearful  reflection  Upon  the  firft  gracious  look  of  the 
crucified  and  blood  -  ftained  Saviour,  and,  after  four 
weeks  ■ 
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weeks   confinement  by    licknefs,    took    her  flight   into 
eternity  in  full  confidence  on  his  merits. 

Many  catechumens  were  forced  to  wait  long  for  re- 
ception or  baptifm ;  many  attained  to  it  foon,  according  ■ 
as  the  difpofition  of  their  hearts  was  found  to  be.  Two 
couple  of  married  people,  who  had  a  long  while  longed 
greatly  for  this  grace,  and  often  faid  with  tears* 
"  Alas !  how  long  fliall  we  ftill  be  obliged  to  remain 
'*  out  of  the  iejlowftiip  of  the  faithful  !"  were  extreme- 
ly  rejoiced  at  the  news,  that  they  mould  be  admitted 
among  the  baptifmal  candidates  :  But  upon  hearing  that 
a  few  days  after  they  mould  alfo  be  baptized,  viz.  on  the 
tnanifeftation  of  Chrift  to  the  Gentiles,  they  were  almoft 
tranfported.  ' 

Again  it  is  faid :  "  A  female  helper  acquainted  us., 
**  that  a  filter  of  the  newly  baptized  Helena,  who  was 
"  received  at  the  feme  time  with  her  as  candidate,  was 
*'  quite  inconfblable,  arid  faid  to  her  with  abundance  of 
**  tears :  Ah  wretched  me !  nothing,  to  be  fore,  will 
"  come  of  me !  Helena  comforted  her,  faying :  "  My 
■«*  filler,  thou  mult  not  talk  fo.  Our  Saviour  has  given' 
"  both  of  us  aflurance  by  our  reception  as  candidates ; 
*'  that  he  will  number  us  among  his  people,  and  not 
■"  defotfe  us.  I  did  not  deferve  to  be  baptized  fo  foonj 
'*  but  I  have  given  him  my  heart,  which  he  has  now 
"  wafhed  with  his  blood,  and  thou  haft  ftill  t&  expect 
*l  it.  To  be  fure,  it  is  thy  fault,  that  it  is  not  yet  dionei 
"  Examine  thyftlf  o»ly,  and  give  thy  whole  heart  unto 
*'  him,  he  will  not  caft  thee  out,  I  will  pray  to  him  for 
*'  thee  too,"  The  next  congregation-day  fhe  was  made 
"  partaker  of  this  fo  ardendy  defired  grace,  was  filled 
"*  with  joy  thereat,  and  anfwered  all  the  (jucftiens  afked 
**  her  before  the  congregation  with  an  undaunted  heart, 
*■  notwithstanding  her  natural  modefty.  Thus  twelve 
"  grown  perfons  and  five  boys  were  baptized  this 
"  year.'* 

It  is  above  obferved,  that  fome  run-aways  al(p  re- 
turned again.  Another,  called  Kezla,  who  was  bapti- 
sed by  Mr.  Drachart,  but  after  his  return  to  Europe 
Went  with  a  trader  to  the  diftant  fouthern  parts,  and  af- 
terwards wandered  every  where  about,  and  fell  into  all 
forts  of  bad  things,  till  file  repaired  hither  to  her  bapti- 
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zed  fifter,  began  now  to  get  acquainted  with  her  depra- 
ved heart,  wept  for  our  Saviour  and  for  the  communion 
of  the  faithful,  made  an  ingenuous  and  open-hearted 
confefllon  of  her  fins;  and,  December  19,  in  the  meet- 
ing of  the  baptized,  in  the  midft  of  abundance  of  tears, 
ana  with  a  blefled  impreffion  upon  all  prefent,  was,  by 
the  impaction  of  hands,  ahfolved  From  her, fins,  and 
'again  received  into  the  congregation  of  believers.

Of  the  baptized  it  is  once  faid  :,  "  Orje  of  our  helpers 
"  declared,  that  he  had  never  fpent  a  winter  with  the  peo- 
"  pie  in  his  houfe  fojchearfully  as  thjs,  and  that  the  new 
"  baptized  are  lb  defirous  of  mftruction,  that  he  fpvnds 
"many  half-  nights  in  blefied  converfetion  wjth  'them. 
"  But  his  wife  had  remarked  that$ne  of  them,  was  frill 
"  attached  to  the  Greenlandifli  fuperftitiqn,  having  or- 
"  dered  his  wife  to  obferve  one  year  longer  the  abfri- 
"  nence,  ufual  among  the  favages,  from  certain  kinds 
"  of  work  and  diet,  to  prevent  the  child's  fuffering 
"  harm;  but  the  wife  difapproved  of  it, and  exhorted 
"  him  to  put  his  truft  in  our  Saviour," 

Indeed  all  the  baptized  did  hot  take  equal  fteps  in  their 
growth  of  grace  and  the  pureknowle4ge  of  Chrift.  So 
much  the  more  rejoicing  were  the  examples  of  fuch,  as 
un interim ptedly  proceeded  in  the  deftre.to  be  y/hplij 
over-ftreamed  by  the  flood  of  grace.  A:  map,  that  had 
not  been  baptized  much  above  a  year,  lhed  the  bitter  eft 
tears,  becaufe  he  could  not  yet  attain  to  what  his  wife 
had  acquired.  He  meant  the  holy  communion.  On 
another  occafion  it  was  found  out  that  this  man,  with  his 
four  brothers  and  one  filler,  who  are  now  a,ll  baptized 
and  walking  in  a  happy  path,  are  firft  coufins  of  (hat  Ip- 
pegau  who  was  often  mentioned  in  the  years  1735  and 
1736,  him  who  fupported  the  brethren  with  feals  fleih  at 
the  time  of  their  greateft  neceffity.  "  It  was  a  great  plea-* 
"  fure  to  us,"  it  is  added,  "  to  underftand  that  our  dear 
*"  Lord,  who  has  promifed,  that  a  cup  of  cold  water 
**  (hall  not  go  unrewarded,  had  laid  his  bleffing  and 
"  com  pen  fat  ion  upon  this  man's  family,  and  now  grant* 
"  the  fruits  of  our  prayers  and  tears  to  fpring  up  abun* 
*''  dantty  out  of  a  collateral  branch,  when  the  direct 
"  branch- 
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*  branches  had  indeed  fee'ri  fomewhat,  but  enjoyed  little 
"  benefit,  by  realen  of  their, going  off  the  ftage  toe 
•**  early-" 

It  is  faid  of  another  man,  baptized  no  more  than  two 
■months  ago :  "  He  difcovered  a  great  defire  after  the 
**  Lord's  fuppcr,  and  embraced  the  opportunity  to'con- 
■■*  verfe  in  a  folid  manner  of  the  (bate  .of  his  heart.  He 
f*  repwtted  his  defire  feveral  times;  and,  that  verfe  juft 
■**  tranflated :  "  His  goodnefe  and  his  mercies  all — will 
**  laft  thro'  life's  duration ;— and  I'll  maintain  my  proper 
"  call-— to  his  dear  congregation ; — II)  live  with  them 
**  while  here  below,—- and  when  to  yonder  church  I  go, 
*l  — ^-fhall  live  with  Chrift  my  Saviour,"— ^his  verfe  be-  • 
**  ing  rehearicd  to  him  for  hrs  comfort,  he  was  much 
•*'  moved,  and  (aid  :  *'  Yes,  that  is  true,  I  often  expe- 
**  rience  how  our  Saviour  purfues  me  with  his  grace 
4*  and  mercy.  Being yefterday  out  in  my  kajak,  it  was 
**  juft  as  if  fomebody  faid  to  me,  Go  on  more.  I  did  fo, 
**  and  fell  upon  my  face  to  pray,  when  I  was  overpow- 
*«  ered  with  great  joy  and  inward  confolation." 

This  man  1$  again  an  inftance,  that  the  Spirit  of  God, 
when  he  can  once  get  the  better  of  a  foul,  efpecially  in 
youth,  never  ceafes  to  work,  till  he  brings  him  to  the 
experimental  fenfe  of  the  things,  which  aforetime  he. 
was  incapable  of  forming  any  adequate  idea  of,  or  calling 
.by  their  right  names.  He  gave  an  account,  that  when 
his  parents  lived  a  winter  in  Kangek,  many  years  ago, 
he,  as  a  little  child,  heard  fomething  of  our  Saviour  in 
New-Hermhutl),  and  directly  felt  an  inclination  to  ftay 
with  the  believers,  but  could  not  get  away  from  his  pa- 
rents, till  they  died,  when  he  was  obliged  to  follow  his 
brother  into  thefe  parts.  Here  he  had  Jikewife  been  long 
tormented  with  the  uneafinefs  of  his  heart,  till  at  length 
he  plucked  up  his  courage  and  broke  loofe  from  his  bro- 
ther. He  afterwards  took  much  pains  to  win  him  too, 
but  in  vain ;  and  the  poor  man  quickly  after  came  to  a 
Biiferable  end. 

Now  in  order  to  give  antra  rehearfal  of  the  external 
employments  both  of  the  miffionaries  and  the  Green- 
landers,  the  former  had  to  finim  their  houfe,   tp  rebuild 
a  chimney  throws  down  by  the  froft,  to  calk  and  mofs 
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the  roof,  to  tarr  the  walls,  and  to  finifli  the  floor  of  the 
hall,  for  which  they  got  four  dozen  of  boards  from  Good- 
tope  ;  they  alio  built  a  turret  for  a  bell  brought  from 
Copenhagen.  Moreover  they  repaired  their  old  ruinous 
boat,  dug  a  well,  laid  out  a  garden,  and  for  this  end 
raifed  a  marfiiy  ground;  and  farther  enlarged  the  wall 
round  the  houfe,  which  was  10  feet  high.  Again  they 
fought  for  turf  in  the  iflands,  and -J rift- wood  in  the  fea, 
fupplyjng  the  want  of  it  with  fmall  brulhwood  which 
they  found  in  the  valleys.  In  tht-le  employments  they 
were  often  much  retarded  in  the  midil  of  fummer  by 
fnow  and  ice,  and  were  expofed  withal,  in  cafe  of  thick: 
fogs,  to  many  dangers,  not  to  mention  that  fewel  and 
food  are  both  much  fcarcer  in  Fiiher's-Inlet,  than  in 
Balls-River;  rein-deer  and  eider-fowls  being  feldom, 
and  feveral  kinds  of  fifties  not  at  all  to  be  Teen  here. 
However  they. begun  to  catch  fome  large  codd,  and  the 
Green  landers  found,  two  leagues  oif,  a  place  where 
hallibuts  are.  . 

The  Greenlanders  met  with  greater  difficulties  in  point 
of  provifiojis  this  year  than  lait,  having  it  not  in  their 
power  to  deliver  above  half  the  quantity  of  blubber  to 
the  merchant;  which,  notwithstanding,  again  amount- 
ed to  more  than  all  he  could  otherwife  collect  out  of  all 
thefe  parts,  though  the  country  was  filled  with  ftrangers, 
Befides,  they  were  overtaken  by  many  dangers,  out  of 
which  they  were  wonderfully  delivered.  One  of  them 
being  once  obliged  to  fly  to  land  for  fhelter  from  florins 
and  ice,  jufl  then  the  wind  rent  a  great  ftone  down  from 
a  rock  above  him,  which  he  could  not  poflibly  efcape. 
But  while  he  was  expecting  to  be  darned  to  pieces,  it 
ftruck  againft  a  (mailer  piece  of  rock  and  flopped. 

A  little  boy,  playing  with  a  large  fifli-hook,  ftuck  it 
into  his  m«uth,  fo  thai  it  hung  to  his  cheek.  There 
was  no  other  way,  but  to  tear  it  out,  and  the  wound 
was  fortunately  healed. 

As  fome  Greenland  women  were  gone  out  in  thick 
weather  to  feek  eggs,  they  &w  fomething  white  lying  in 
the  Tea,  and  paddled  to  it,  luppofing  it.to  be  a  piece  of, 
ice,  which  they  defigned  to  take  with  "them  to  cool  their 
drink.  But  on  their  nearer  approach,  they  faw,  that  it 
was  a  monftrous  white  bear.     Some  that  had  never  feen 
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one  before,  were  flighted  and  fcreamed  out,  but  the  beaft 
lay  11.11  without  attempting  to  fwim  after  them.  They 
fetched  (ante  Greenlanders  with  guns,  but  he  was 
■gone-  , 

While  the  houfes  were' repairing,  a.  great  ftone  fell 
upon  a  widow's  leg,  and  a  girJ**  body,,  but  without  any 
particular  harm.  Some- children  who,  according  to  the 
cuftom  of  the  Greenlandors,  were  fitting  Qn  an  .old  roof 
lately  repaired  to  balk  in  the  fun,  were  fcarce  come 
down,  »t  fomebody'R 'bidding,  -before -the 'whole  roof 
;feBi%:      .  '.-A;   .... 

Trie-widows  being  julr  moved  into  their  houfe,  and 
all  afleep,  in  the  night  'one  of  them  was  awaked  by  the 
crackjngof  the  roof;  (he awaked  the  rejl  and  bid  them 
all  lie  clpfeto  the  wall. :  T.hey  had  lcarce done  lb,  before 
the  roofbiirft  in  the;  middle,  -  bwke  to  pieces  mod  of 
their  houfhold-ftuff,  and  left  only  a  hollow;  pauage  by 
the  walj,  on  which  the  profs -beams  rehV,  and  this  way 
they  could  all  creep  out/ uphurt.  -, 

Two  little  boys,  that  were  gone  out  a  fifhing,  were 
overtaken  by  a  norm  and  overlet.  But  two  brethren 
came  to  them,  righted  them,  and  brought  them  .to  land.  _ 
One  of  them  was  almoft  dead,  and.,  was  very  much 
bloated  by  the  quantity,  of  fcarwater  ;hc  had  taken  in. 
He  took  fame  ftamachip,  drops  in  biaiidy,  which,  foon 
recovered  him  again,  ,  .■  -  i- ,     '  ■< 

f  i.0»  ■ 
On  the_other  hand,  the  .boy  Ludwig,  who,,  in  a  high 
wind,  was  gone  after  tys  father  a  catching  foals,  loft  hi* 
life  in  the  waves,  and  could  not  be  found  again.  He  was 
bawized  this  year,  was  diligent  in  learning  to  read,  and, 
betides  the  fchool,  went  to  a  Greenland  helper  to  learn 
to  fmg;  who  teftihed  of  him,  that  he  often  ipoke  to 
him  with  feeling  of  the  irate  of  his  heart.  He  behaved 
in  general  very  well ;  only  Jbmetimes  complaints  were. 
heard,  that  he  was  very  headftrong,  and  not  to  be  drawn 
from  his  purpofe,  as  this  his  laft  a&  (hewed,  he  having 
gone  after  his  father  againft  his  mother's  Will*  This  i«_ 
the  general  fault  of  the  Greenland  youth,  and  as  the  pa- 
rents indulge  their  children  from  their  infancy  in  their 
whole  will,  they  reap  this  fruit  for  their  pains,  that  the 
-  children 
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children  afterwards  will  not  do  as'  the  parents  would  have 
them.  For  among  the  Greenlanders  the  rale  is  inverted. 
It  cannot  be  afked :  Where  is  the  father,  that  does  not 
■chailife  his  /on  ?  bat  rather,  where  is  the  father  that  does 
chaftiie  his  fon?  except  indeed  we  urge  them  toit-foV 
■faine  flagrant  crime*.  Arid  this  melancholy  accident 
afforded  us  an  occafion  -of  admortiftiing  the  parents  to 
bend  thewills  of  their  children,  while  young,  in  order 
to  fave  thetrtfelvee  much  perplexity  and  trouble  after- 
-wards. 

Itefidos' this  boy,  fist  (ogils-paned  intoetemity,  among 
whom  was  Latum,  a  relation  of  the  nrftling  John.  He, 
■with  his  wift  and  two  daughters,  was  fait  year  admitted 
4o  baptifin,  andlinee  that  rime  led  a  regular,  •quiet  and 
-unexceptionable  life,  'but  made  flew  progrefs  in  the 
knowledge  of  hbnfclf  and  our  Saviour,  and  in- the- true 
experimental  fertfe  of  his  merits;  rfo  that  he  did  not  give 
us  fo  much  joy  as -the  others, -who  were  baptised  with 
him.  But  in  his  ficknefs  it-appeared,  that  the  Holy 
Ghoft  muft  have  done  more  in  his  heart  than  we  were 
aware  of.  ForbeihgpUt  in  mind,  from  the  great  pains 
he  endured  in  his-hxeaft,  of Jthe  bitter  fnfferings  of  jefus, 
he  (aid  :  "  My  pains  are  indeed  great,  -but  tney  cannot. 
*l  hkider  mefrom  thinking  upon  the  pains  of  my  Sa- 
"  viour,  and  it  is  his  death  alone  on  which  I  place  my 
"  confidence."  :Irr  the  night-  one  of  our  helpers  heard 
his  family  crying.  He  went  into  his  .tent,  and  found 
him  departing.  He  therefore  gave  him  the  laft  blef- 
fing  in  our  ftead,  with,  the  verles :  "  O  head  fo  full  of 
w  bniifes,  $&.  Til  here  with  thee  continue,— tho*  poor, 
**  thou'lt  me  not  'flight; — keep -me  in -thy  retinue,— 
"  when  hence  my  foul  takes  flight,  &c." 

But  the  moft  pleating  inftance,  and-  at  the  fame  time 
the  firfl-  of  the  baptized  grown  perfons  that  departed -this 
life  at  Xichtenfels,  was  ihe  fmgle  fifler  Su/anha.  She 
was  born  in  Innukfuk  fix  miles  from  Lichtenfcls,  and 
after  the  death  of  her  parents,  was  taken  care  of  by  one 
of  her  relations,  with  whom  me  moved  hither  in  the  year 
1760.  The  word  of  Jefus*s  rufrerings  prefently  made 
its  way  into  her  heart ;  (he  was  endowed -with  fennbility

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.ilii  ferepiey  of  mind,  afcd  her  heart  .profited  by  every 
wetting.  Neverthelefs  a  good  part  of  thofc,  that  came 
here  with  her,  were  baptized  before  her.  This  gave 
her  -great  concern,  :and  flie  faid  to  her  btbourer-fiiter : 
"  I  know  hot  how  it  is  with  me,  that  I  cannot  yet  be 
"  wafted  wiih  the  blood  of  Jefiis  :  O !  if  I  did  hat  know 
"  where  the  fault  in  »«  lies ;  fori  would  fain  be  his." 
■She  obtained  this  grace  Jan.  19,  lafi  year,  to  her  great 

Her  character  was  -fiaosiF  wsd  open-hearted.  She 
.keptnothiagtfaat  praflaj  heiheart.  She  .afked  her  la- 
bourer-lifter about  whmfoover  appeared  to  her  of  a  fuf- 
.picious  nature,  and  did  as  fhe  dented  her.  In  things  re- 
lating to  the  hedy -file 'was  fo  patient,  that  if  (he  had  no 
..victuals  all  day,  ihe  would  not  make  any  complaints. 
Before  fhe. came  to  ,m,  ;fi»e  had  to  enfeebled  her  taber- 
nacle, by  her  too  great  wiUingneia,  and  carrying  too 
.great  burdens  at  the  .time  of  hunting  the  rein-deer,  that 
lhe  -brought  the  blopd  Spitting  along  with  her,  which 
continually  incisafed  upon  her  here,  as  ihe  had  no  not 
rion  of  (paring  herfdf  at  all.  A  month  ago  at  a  return 
of  her  dafcrder,  flie  .perceived  -that  her  dilution  ap- 
,proachad.  She.often  repeated  .to  her  fitters:  "  0  !  how 
"  glad  am  I,  that  I  have  a  Saviour !  if -I  could  not  rely 
■"  upon  him,  how  fttould  I  be  afraid  of  death!"  When 
.a  child  was  lately,  buried,  (he -few  through  the  window 
the  funeral-procdEon,  and  laid;  afterwards  to  her  lifters : 
"  O  tjkatuns  fine .'  howiwcetly  ynufuAg !  ye  will  flog 
"  at  my  funeral  in  the  fame  manner ;"  and  ftruek  up 
"  the  verie;  "  When  in  die;  asms  of  Jefus — my  mouth 
"  fball  pallidignow*  &c,"  One  of  her  nioft  favourite 
verfes  in  her  fieknets  ■was  out  of  the  litany  :  "  Think 
V  on  thy  Son's  Jo  bitter  death,— his  five  dear  wounds 
"  and  thorny  wreath,-r-for.  they  have  full  atonement 
"  made, — for  all  the  world  a  ranfom  paid : — this  com- 
"  forts  us  eternally, — and  makes  us  hope  for  mercy 
•'  free."  This  fhe  repeated -as  a  prayer  day  and  night, 
when  (he  was  able  to  ling  no  more.  Being  afked  a  few 
days  ago  by  her  hoftefs,  if  fee  then  w6uld  Kay  no  longer 
with  us?  fhe  anfwered:  "-I  do  not  like  to  hear  any 
"  thing  more  of  that,  do  but  willingly  let  me  go  to  our 
(f  Saviouft."     And  a  lifter  making  this  reply :  Go  then 
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■  in  peace :  Ihe  added :  "  Oh !  how  I  long  for  Jefus * 
"  O !  might  he  but  come  quickly,  and  take  me  to  him- 
"  felf  \"  The  day  before  yefterday,  flie  many  times  re- 
peated her  thanks  and  praifes,  that  our  Saviour  had 
lought  and  found  her,  and  that  Ihe  could  rely  firmly  up- 
on .him,  Yefterday,  being  the  feaft  of  the  annunciation 
of  the  bleffed  virgin,  her  filters  were  exceeding  chearful, 
and  fpent  the  whole  day  between  the  meetings  in  fin g- 
ing;  flic  ft  ruck  up. among  them  with  her  feeble  voice, 
and,  when  Ihe  could  fing  no  more,  fhe  fighcd  and  faid  : 
J  tent,  'tit.  true,  ftck  and  theory' d,— but  a  lively  ftirit  *.  In 
the  night  Hie  faid  feveral  times:  "Ah!  my  Saviour, 
*'  come  foon,-0  come,  yea,  come,  Lord  Jefus!"  She 
would  have  her  filters  ftill  fing  her  feveral  verfes,  which 
during  her  ficknefs  fhe  always  wanted  to  have  fung, 
among  which  one  of  her  deareft  ones  was ;  "  I  thank 
.  "  thee  with  good  reafon,— O  Jefu,  friend  in  need,  &c." 
Lafl  of  all  the  faid  ;  fing  me  yet  Pibiifara  xMuptt,  &c. 
,**i  Now  ftrikes  my  hour;  now  runs  my  fpring,— that 
"■  blood-ftream  now  does  roll  ; — its  rufliing  found  to 
"  reft  doth  fing— my  body  and  my  foul."  Then  fhe 
lay  ftill  awhile ;  but  at  day-break  me  haflily  railed  her- 
felf  up,  looking  ltedfaiHy  upwards.  And  the  fillers, 
who  fat  by  her  and  held  her,  alking,  what  fhe  looked 
at  ?  flie  anfwered  : '  "  that  great  light !  do  but  fee  that 
"  great  light  t™  and  wanted  to  get  up  and  go  and  meet 
1  it,  nut  fank  down  again  into  her  fillers  arms,  and  de- 
parted March  26,  near  fix  o'clock  in  the  morning,  about 
the  2+th  year  of  her  age. 

Now  this  is  the  flrit  of  the  flowers  planted  and  blown 
in  this  little  garden.  It  had  no  long  time  to  grow,  and 
prefently  came  to  maturity-  Now  the  Lord  has  plucked 
it,  to  rdrefli  himfelf  with  it  for  his  pains  and  labour. 
To  him  be  glory  for  ever-  Amen.- 

*  Out  of  ihe  verfe .-  "  My  heart's  inclination, — It,  i  deep  proftration — 
"  at  my  Jefu' s  pain  ; — lo  be  thereby  melted, — lb  that  each  one  felt  it—. 
"  how  I  iove  thai  Man; — afoul  by  blood  bcautifj'd, — a  tent  haply  lick

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§  11. 

Now  we  come  to  the  Greenland  congregation  at  New- 
Herrnhuth.  Many  vifits  were  made  there  during  the 
■  winter  both  by  the  old  and  new  inhabitants  of  Kangek 
and  the  iflands,  though  few  of  them  came  to  the  congre- 
gation :  for,  as  to  the  new  ones,  they  were  too  crude  and 
ignorant,  and  the  old  ones  were,  at  no  lofs  for  method:; 
of  iilertcing  the  uneafinefs  of  their  hearts.  Their  fitua- 
tion  may  bcft  be  Teen  from  the.  accounts  of  the  vifits  the 
brethren  made  to  them. 
■  Of  one  of  thofe  excursions  it  is  faid:  "After  we  had 
"  vilited  in  fome  houfes  and  fpok.e  with  the  people,  we 
"  called  upon  an  old  friendly  fouthlander,  by  name 
"  Kukillangoak,  Here  we  met  with  fome  of  our  bap- 
*'  tized,  who  had  been  with  the  factors  clerk  in  Piflu- 
**  bik,  to  fetch  blubber.  They  were  followed  by  a  boat 
"  full  of  heathen,  who  came  hither  with  a  great  fhout, 
'**  betokening  a  challenge  to  a  dancing  and  finging- 
"  match.  But,  feeing  us  ftand  there,  and  finding  no 
"echo  to  their  cry,  they  palled  by  to  another  place, 
"  Moft  of  the  young  people  ran  after  them,  but  the  old 
"  folks  ftayed  at  home ;  and  I  kept  a. difcourfe  to  them 
"  of  their  Creator  and  Saviour.  April  1,  we  vifited  in 
"  fome  other  houfes ;  They  received  us  kindly.  But 
"  being  informed  that  our  Daniel  would  keep  them  a 
"  difcourfe,  an  old  woman  began  to  make  fuch  a  noife, 
"•  that  we  were  forced  to  put  her  out  of  doors.  In  ano- 
"  ther  houfe  I  held  a  difcourfe.  A  woman  interrupted 
*'  me,  faying:  fhe  would  hear  nothing  of  that  matter , 
'.*  for  it  gave  her  pain,  and  flic  could  not  now  be  con  - 
*',  verted ;  when  fhe  returned  from  the  north,  fhe  would  • 
■*■  come  to  us  and.  hear  us.  But  I  continued  my  dif-  - 
**  courfe.  At  our  return  to  our  lodgings,  many  people 
**■  followed  us.  We  read .  to  them  the  third  chapter  of' 
"-  the  Ae~b  of  the  Apoftles,  and  I  added  a  word  of  exhor- 
"  ration.  The  old  people  heard  quietly,  and  declared 
"-  their  fatisfa&ton,  yet  they  did  not  appear  much  moved 
*'•  by  it  j  but  fome  young  people  mewed  plainly,  that 
".  they  were  affected,  and  .gave  our  Greenlanders  to  un- 
"■  derftand,.  that  they  fliould  be  glad  to  live  with  us.  In 
"  die  evening  I  defired  our  Daniel  to  keep  a  difcourfe. 
"■  April  2,  tfieirxong  north  wind, and  fevere  cold  cea- 
5*lfingj  we  all  fet  forward  on  our  return,  taking  along 
*'  with

"  with  us  a  widow,  her  fori  and  two  daughters,  who, 
"  as  her  ddeft  daughter  has  been  lately-  bipu"«ed,  will 
"  alio  live  with  us.  Did  Uikiefc,  who  at  Chriftmas 
"  ] aft  was  induced  by  thefirmnevi  of  his  daughter,  to 
",  ftay  with  us,  followed  oa  with  his  boat  and  tent,  not- 
"  with  Handing  his  two  brothers  had  once  more  at* 
*'  tempted  to  perfiiadc  him  and  bis  daughter  to.  go  with 
**  them  to  the  north."

By  means  of  this  and  the  frequent  viftts  of  the  bapti- 
sed Greenl anders,  many  heathen  were  much  moved  : 
>  but  their  propenfity  to,  and  cuftom  of  roving  about, 
their  attachment  to  their  ahfcnt  relations,  and-  hankering 
after  vain  divefitons  arid  amufements,  ftrU  withheld  the 
molt  of  them  for  the  prefent  from  mating  a  furrender  of 
themfelves  to  our  Saviour.  Oua  of  the  raid  Uikiek's 
brothers  told  our  Greenl  anders,  that  he- dreamed  ho  had 
foen  our  Saviour  upon  the  crofe,  (from  which  it  may  be 
gathered,  that  the  word  of  the  crofe  of  Jefiii  has  left  an 
irnpre/fiort  upon  his  mind,)  and  this  cauicd  him  *  great 
deal  of  (ineaiiuels ;  but  he  ftiil  could  not  withftand  his 
ftrong  inclination  to  go  to  his  eldeft  brother  in  the  north. 
If  he  could  penuiade  him  to  come  hither  with  him,  he 
would  be  converted.  The  other  brotiher  was  prefent, 
when  the  father  was  received  into  the  number  of  the 
candidates  for  baptilm,  and  the  fon  was  baptised;  and 
it  was  obferved,  that  the  tears  Hood  in  his  eyes.  But 
fhoniy  before,  having  been  challenged  irr  a  fmging- 
match  and  loft,  he  had  no  time' to  think  Upon  his  con" 
veiiiort,  being  too  intent  upon  wiping  off  the  dfcrgrace* 
and  tinging  down  his  antagonift.  A  man  in  Kookcer- 
nen,  who  ihews  our  Greenlanders  much  kindnefe  when- 
ever they  are  out  there  about  their  bufinels,  fancied  her 
had  no  occafion  to  come  to  -us  at  prefent,  became  our 
Greenlanders  who  often1  lodge  with  him,  inftru&ed  him: 
iufficiently :  When  his  fon  (who  with  his  mother  great- 
'  ly  defires  to  be  baptized)  is  grown  up  -and  able  to  -main- 
tain a  family,  he  would  be  fo  far  from  hindering  bis  mo* 
virig  to  us,  that  he  would  come  hitnfelf  too.  He  wwt 
very  fenfible,  if  he  fhould  die  in  the  mean  while,  and' ' 
not  believe  and  be  baptized,  that  his  foul  would  go  to 
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the  dark  place  y  but  he  hoped  God  would  fpare  his  life, 
till  he  attained  it. 

Such-like  well-minded  Greenlanders,  who  were  un- 
willing to  relinquish  their  convenient  dwelling-places, 
though  they  otherwt  fe  gave  evident  tokens  of  their  love  to 
the  truth  on  many  occaiiorrs,  came  alio  from  Kellingeit  on 
a  vifit  fbmetimes,  wiflied  Jerufalem's  profperity  according 
to"  their  way,  and  advifed  their  relations,  who  lived  there, 
V>  hearken  to  their  teachers. 

Many  fouthlanders  alio  pafied  by  to  the  north,  but 
very  fcW  pitched  their  tents  at  New-Hcrrnhuth,  and 
fewer  (till  attended  the  preaching,  fearing  left  they 
fliould  be  difturbed  in  their  heathenifh  turn  of  mind. 
Hut  they  in  the  neighbourhood  were  both  vifited,  and  the 
moft  of  them  came  to  vifit,  which  was  never  done  with- 
out an  opportunity  to  fcatter  the  good  feed,  though  moft 
times  but  lmgly.  Here  give  me  leave  to  obferve,  that 
there  are  probably  but  very  few  lavages,  that  have  not 
already  a  notion  ofGsd,  of  their  corrupt  ftate,  and  of 
the  neceffity  of  converfiou.  They  are  convinced,  that 
a-change  muft  be  wrought  in  them.  They  eonfider  all 
that  is  laid  of  God  and  his  attributes,  as  old  and  well- 
known.  If  you  inculcate  morality,  they  liften  with 
ftilhiefs,  but  alio  indifTercncy ;  attempt  to  illuftrate  the 
matter  with  their  own  good  qualities,  and  are  very  free 
in1  cen  faring  the  conduct"  of  others.  But  as  foon  as  yon 
begin  to  fpeak  of  faith  in  Jefus  and  his  meritorious 
blood,  it  is  juft  as  if  a  fire  feized  them.  The  young 
folks,  chiefly  fuch  tradable  minds  as  are  not  yet  drawn 
into  the  frrare  of  corruption,  attend  with  an  emotion, 
which  often  preffes  fighs  and  lovely  tears  from  them, 
but  their  general  plea  is,  that  they  are  not  their  own 
matters.  In  the  old,  who  have  been  long  convinced, 
bat  love  darknefs  rather  than  light,  it  excites  chagrine, 
enmity  and  wrath.  It  mocked  me  to  fee  many  of  them 
la  touched  to  the  quick,  that  they  trembled,  muffed  and 
blew  like  a  flighted  deer,  and  fometimes  like  a  man  in 
ftrong  convuluons,  tugged  their  coat  or  their  boots,  in 
.  order  to  ftifle  the  reftiejfhefs  of  their  hearts ;  and  as  foon 
as  the  preaching  was  over,  off  they  ran  in  all  hafte,  left 
the  matter  lhouTd.be  applied  clofer  to.thek  hearts.  And. 
thus  at  laft  out  «f  this  great  number  of  fouthlanders 
(there 
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(there  being  thirty  boats  full)  no  more  than  two  tinglo 
Women  offered  themfclves  for  flaying, 

%n- 

On  the  other  band,  a  man  flayed  in  Ncw-Herrn- 
huth  with  a  family  confuting  of  eleven,  moftly  grown 
pertbns,  that  lived  not  far  from  Lichtenfels,  and  had  of- 
ten received  inftru&ion  and  been  affe&ed  there j  and  be- 
fore the  end  of  winter,  the  greateft  part  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  neighbouring  ifland  Kariak,  who  had  often 
vifited  and  heard  the  gofpel  with  bleffing,  were  compel- 
led by  the  ice  to  defert  their  habitation ;  and  twenty  one 
of  them  took  refuge  in  Ncw-Herrnhuth.  The  reft  fol  - 
lowed  them  in  fummer,  but  at  the  approach  of  winter 
withdrew  again.  Among  the  former  were  alio  (bate, 
who  had  no  mind  to  be  converted.  For  inftance,  an  old 
man  reproved  his  fon  for  throwing  away  his  angoak  or 
amulet*,  as  foon  as  he  ftepped  on  fliore,  with  thefe 
words :  "  Now.  this  angoak  is  of  no  more  Ufe  to  me, 
•*  here  I  will  cleave  to  our  Saviour,  arid  put  my  tmft 
«(  in  him."  But  it  foon  appeared,  that  preventing 
grace  had  been  at  work  in  moll  of  them,  and  drawn 
them  hither  by  external  means ;  and  the  word  they  now 
heard  every  day,  and  that  commonly  with  eager  i  ten- 
tion,  vtry  foon  effected  a  change  in  them.  One  man, 
who  had  been  long  moved,  had  a  child  that  died,  and  his 
wife  prefently  after  bore  him  another  j  which  he  wanted 
much  to  have  baptized.  But  on  its  being  intimated  to 
him,  that  the  brethren  baptized  no  children,  whole  pa- 
rents were  heathens,  or  at  leaft  not  baptiimal  candidates, 
who  had  engaged  to  fiay  and  have  their  children  brought 
up  in  a  chriftian-Iike  manner,  he  came  with  his  wife, 
lifter  and  brother-in-law,  who  all  declared,  that  their 
intention  was  from  the  beginning  to  flay  here,  and  that 
they  ihould  confider  the  baptifm  of  the  child,  as  a  token 
that  they  were  not  flighted.  Therefore  their  requeft 
was  granted j  <and  before  the  end  of  the  year  the  father 
was  alfo  baptized,  and  the  molt  of  his  relations  were 
numbered  among  the  candidates  for  baptifm. 


Thus 
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Thus  forty  perfons  from  among  the  favages  wefe  ad- 
ded to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  and  forty-four  fouls 
to  the  congregation  by  holy  baptifm,  among  whom 
were  nine  boys  and  fix  girls.  Eighteen  perfons  were 
admitted  to  the  holy  communion,  and  three  couple  were 
joined  in  ntarriagei 

As  in  the  preceding  years  it  has  been  frequently,  and 
this  year  largely  done  in  the  accounts  of  Lichtenfels,  I 
mall  fay  nothing  farther  of  the  particular  difptays  of 

{race  in  one  and  another  foul.  Only  as  an  eye-witnefs, 
Tnuft  obferve  fo  much,  that,  when  I  have  attended  the 
catechi  fat  ions  and  the  preparation  for  baptifm  or  the 
Lsrd's-fupper,  not  only  the  anfwers  and  ingenuous  de- 
clarations made  by  the  Greenlanders  of  their  mind  and 
defire,  but  the  grace  prevailing  at  the  fame  time,  and 
the  emotion  -of  their  hearts,  which  often  caufed  abun- 
dance of  tears  to  trickle  down  their  fweetly  abafhed 
faces,  has  fo  much  affecied  and  rejoiced  me,  as  to  make 
ray  heart  leap,  and  my  eyes  overflow.  The  peace-  of 
God  which  1  have  felt  at  the  facred  acts  of  baptifm  and 
the  nipper  of  the  Lord,  is  beyond  defcription,  and  the 
broken  and  glad  afpefl  which  I  have  afterwards  feen  flit- 
rrin'g  in  their  countenances,  will  never  depart  from  be- 
fore my  eyes. 

§  14. 

But  yet  I  muft  take  fome  little  notice  of  a  few  public 
difcourfes  delivered  by  the  helpers  to  their  people. 

A.  fpoke  once  very  agreeably  of  growing  in  the  grace 
of  our  Lord,  which  he  has  purchafed  for  us  by  his  blood, 
and  how  happy  we  may  be  at  all  times  when  rightly 
weighing  his  death  and  pains  in  our  hearts. 
:  Another  time  he  ufed  a  fimilitude  :  "  When  in  fum- 
*,*  mer  we  carry  a  light*  in  a  high  wind  from  one  tent 
"  to  another,  flakes  often  fall  to  the  ground,  which  fee. 
*  the  dry  grafs  on  fire.  Thus,  when  our  Saviour  came 
*-'  upon  earth,  he  brought  fire  along  with  him,  and 
"  fcattered  it  around  among  ft  men.  But  now  he  fends 
**  his  fervants  forth  into  all  the  world,  Thefe  he  has 
"  likewife  fent  unto  us,  with  his  word  which  he  has 

*  Tit.  *  light  of  djj  mod  finked,  with  train-oil,  from  which  burning 
*ot>i  fill  down. 

Vo^.  IL  fib  "  given 
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"  given  them  for  us.  This  they  have  fcattcred  amongft 
"  us ;  and  it  has  enkindled  and  put  life  into  our  hearts* 
"  or  elle  we  fhould  ftill  be  dead  like  the  reft,  who  con- 
*'  tinue  to  walk  in  darknefs." 

B.  fpoke  once  upon  the  verfe:  "Thy  blood,  that 
**  noble  juice,  does  fuch  a  ftrength  diffufe,  &c,"  how 
"  this  has  power  to  convert  fuch  depraved  favages  into 
<*  quite  new  men." 

Another  time,  being  juft  recovered  from  a  fevere  fit 
nf  ficknefs,  he  compared  the  life  of  mart  to  a  fliadow, 
which  quickly  panes  away;  to  the  grafs,  which  flou- 
rifhes  for  a  thort  fpace,  and  then  withereth,  falleth  away 
and  rots ;  and  to  the  leaves  of  the  bufhes,  which  the 
wind  fcatters  away.  "  Ah !  how  good  is  it  therefore," 
faid  he,  "  to  have  our  Saviour  corutantly  in  our  hearts; 
"  for  then  we  know  whither  our  fouls  go,  when  the  . 
"  body  falls  away  and  turns  to  corruption. 

i>.  confelTed  publicly,  that  for  feme  time  he  had  not 
given  due  heed  to  his  heart,  and  therefore  he  had  not 
been  at  all  well  for  three  days,  "  Formerly,"  laid  he, 
"  while  I  was  not  rightly  acquainted  with  our  Saviour, 
"  nor  was  fo  fenfible  as  I  now  am  of  my  depravity,  I 
*'  could  eafily  make  light  of  every  thing,  and  footh  riiy- 
«'  felf  to  reft.  But  now  nothing  can  fet  me  to  rights, 
*'  but  a  renewed  fenle,  that  our  Saviour  is  gracious 
"  unto  me  *V* 

At  the  evening-devotions  of  the  fingle  brethren  on 
Geod-Friday  the  catechift  appointed  one  to  fpeak  a  few 
words,  and  thereof  he  retained  the  following : "  We  have 
"  this  day  been  calling  to  mind,  the  fufferings  of  Jefus, 
"  how  he,  for  our  tins,  fweated  bloody  fweat,  how  hi». 
"  head  was  rent  with  thorns,  and  his  whole  body  co- 
*(  vered  with  wounds.  Ah !  many  thanks,  that  we 
"  have  a  Saviour,  who  fo  loved  us,  as  to-  vouchfafey 
"  for  our  fins,  to  be  nailed  to  the  c.coi's,  and  to  have  his- 
"  fide  opened  with  a  fpear,  from  whence  his  precious* 
«  blood  flawed  forth  upon  the  ground,  to  redeem  alt 

•  To  this  effefl  i  widow  but  lit.ly  baptized  e.prefiid  h c rielf  to  bee  help- 
er: "How  ii  this,  pray?  while  I  wis  imotig  the  heal  hem,  I  imagined,

'*  mankind 
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K  marl  kind  !  Ah!  abundant  thanks  that  he,  the  great 
**  Lord  of  mercies,  has  gathered  us  out  of  the  ignorant, 
**  caltH  arid  brought  us  to  the  congregation,  where  we 
**  can  every  day  hear,  of  the  great  Lover  of  men  !  O  f 
'*  thatnehe  of  tts'  might  remain  ittfenfible  of  thofe  blef- 
**  firtgilj  Or  forfeit  the  participation  of  that  grace,  which 
**  he  Has  p-urchafed  for  us  with  his  own  blood  !  Who- 
*-'  ever  feels,  that  his  heart  as  yet  has  rio  tight  friare  in 
**■  his  merits  and  wounds,  iet  him  go  to  him,  and  not' 
w  ceafc  td  pray,-  till  his  heart  is  foftened  and  burns,  if 
**  we  do  this  very  often,  the  Holy  Ghoft  will  take  pdf- 
"  fefSort  df  our  hearts,  will  guide  us,  and  caution  lis 
**  not  td  (Verve  from  our  hearts,  add  grieve  Our  Saviour1! 
**  and  our  teachers.  I  well  know,  how  it  is,  when  the' 
**  thoughts'  of  our  hearts  {tray  from  our  Saviour  and  his 
H  merits  j  we  mould  be  glad  to  aft  according  to  ouf 
"  own  preafure.  But  how  is  it  with  us  then  ?  are  we 
**  fatisfied  at  the  fame  time  ?  O  no !  I  am  inftantly' 
"■  imeafy  ahd  da'rli,-  and  know  not  what  courfe  to  take, 
**  but  to  cafl  myfelf,  with  aH  the  corruption  I  am  fenfible 
*'  of  in  me,  at  his  fceti  and  to  implore  his  forgivenefs, 
"  till  he  gives  me  the  affurance,  that  he  is  again  gra- 
w  ciotis  unto  me.  If  we  did  but  do  this,  as  Toon  as  our 
"  corruption  begins  to  trouble  us,  we  fhould  never  fall 
"*  into  painful  circumftances.  To  be  Aire,  while  we 
"  are  in  this  worfdj  we  ffiaH  feel,  that  we  arc  ctirrupt- 
**  ed  creatures  j  but  it  is  as  fure",  that  we  have  aft  open 
™  way  and  accefs  to  our  SaviouY,  afid  bis  blood  is  able 
**  to  purify  and  preferve  our  hearts.  Only  let  us  not 
"  intermit,  as  long  as  we  live,  to  look  unto  him,  and'

w  now  that  the  time  draws  neat,  tjiat  we  (hall  be  obli-_ 
**  ged  to  be  abfent  front  our  teachers,-  we  will  think 
**  the  ofteiver  on  his  paffion,  and  mutually  put  one  ano- 
•*  thee  in  femerfibrarrcebf  it.  Thus  fliall  we  be  pre- 
**  ferved  fafe  from  the  wicltea  one,  and  rejoice  together 
**  at  our  meeting  here  again  hi  autumn."

It  nraft  be  faid"  alfb,  to  the  praife  of  tKe  wounds'  of 

Jems,   that  oat  Greenlanders,    both   young   and   old, 

Were  well  preferred  during   their   difperfion  and  em- 

B  b  2  ploy- 
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ployment  in  the  fummcr;  neither  did  any  of  them  fufler 
any  bodily  harm,  though  many  had  overfet,  or  even  been 
pulled  down  by  a  leal,  and  drawn  along. for  fome  time 
under  water.  ' 

.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  they  had  good  luccefs, 
caught  a  great  many  Tea-fowl,  and  now  and  then  feals, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  April  a  fea-cow,  which  is  feldora 
feen  in  thefe  parts,  this  being  the  fecond  in  thirty  years. 
At  the  capelin-fifhery,  a  great  deal  was  fpoiled  by  the 
rainy  weather ;  by  which  the  European  brethren  were 
alfo  hindered,  in  their  fecular  bufinefs;  and,  as  the 
month  of  Auguft:  was  well-nigh  elapfed  without  feeing 
the  fhip,  on  board  of  which  they  expected  two  brethren,- 
according  to  the  accounts  received  by  the  fhip  to  the 
fouthward,  they  grew  not  a  little  uneafy ;  but,  having 
made  all  ready  for  fetching  provifions  from  the  fouthern 
colonies,  they  received  the  agreeable  news  of  its  arrival' 
the  26th  of  Auguft.  The  two  brethren  were  Gterge 
Henry  Aftyer,  and  John  Boehnijh.  By  the  firft,  Peter- 
Haven's  place  was  fupphed  in  Lichtenfels,  and  the 
latter  frayed  in  New-Herrnhuth,  as  John  Haven  returned 
to  Europe  with  me. 

The  Greenlanders  had  but  indifferent  fuccefs  this 
time  in  catching  feals  in  the  found,  cfpecially  as  a  fick* 
riefs  came  among  them,  which  hindered  many  from 
providing  for  them  (elves.  And  yet,  according  to  the 
lateft  accounts,  they  had  in  winter  fuch  a  fufficiency,  as  . 
to  have  it  in  their  power  to  communicate  to  thofc  that- 
wanted.  During  the  ficknefs,  they  were  vilited  by  th«- 
Hiiflionary,  who  gives  the  following  relation  of  it. 
■  "  Sept.  25,  by  the  brethren  and  filters,  who  came  to 
n  the  Lord's-fupper  from  the  found,  we  received  the 
V  painful  news,  that  fome,  efpecially  two  men,  were- 
"  dangeroufly    ill".      We    directly    fent    them    fome 

"  medicines,  but  they  had  no  effea. The  a8th,  the 

"  ftrong  wind  being  abated,  I  went  to  the  found  to  vififc 
"  the  fick,  who  greatly  longed  for  it.  One  of  the- 
"  dangeroufly  fick,  I  found  better  and  in  a  geod 
"  fituation  of  mind.  He.  was  ready,  as  he  faid,.to  go 
*.'  with  his  Lord,  when  he  pleafed  to  fetch  him,  and 
™  found  nothing  that  flood  in  the  way  of  his  going  to  . 
*'  him.     Of  the  other,  whofe  name  was  Simon,  I  heard. 
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(  that  he  was  departed,  and  his  corpfe  carried  over  to  be 
'  interred.  After  I  had  haftily  vifited  the  reft  of  the 
1  fick,  two  men  of  them  following  me,  I  went  after  the 
1  corpfe,  and  after  a  difcourfe  upon  the  acquaintance 
'  with  our  Saviour,  which  procures  us  a  happy  life  and 

*  a  bleflkl  death,   I  buried  it, 1  would  have  gone 

{  diredtly    over    again,    but   was    detained    by   ftnrmy. 

*  weather  with  rain  and  mow  till  the  ift  of  October, 
1  when  the  corpfe  of  Beata,    Daniel's  daughter,    v/as 

*  brought  over.  The  ficknefs  prevails  more  and  more, 
(  and  the  fick.  begged  to  be  vifited,  efpecially  Kiutikak, 
(  who  has  no  feet,  and  arrived  here  but  laft  winter, 
1  in  the  fpring  was  received  'among  the  baptifmal- 
(  candidates,  and  now  longed  exceedingly  for  baptifrn : 
'  Now  though  the  other  three  brethren  were  gone  out 
'  four  days  before,  and  no  body  was  with  the  fick  here, 
'  yet  I  went  directly  to  the  found,  and  firft  went  to  the* 
'  lame  Kiutikak.  He  repeated  his  earneft  defire  of 
1  baptifm ;  and  having  fpoke  with  him  on  that  head, 
'  and  found  no  reafon  to  defer  it  any  longer,  I  bap. 
'  tized  him,  and  called  him  fl&cbaii.  The  peace  of 
4  God,  which  his  foul  felt  at  the  time,  even  firength- 
1  ened  his  tabernacle,  fo  that  from  that  moment  he 
'  began  to  recover*.  I  then  vifited  the  reft  of  the  fick, 
'  and  in  the  evening  kept  a  meeting  in  a  tent  for  as 
'  many  as  had   room,   and  we    perceived  grace  was 

*  amongtt  us.  The  2d,  I  was  acquainted,  that  our 
(  brethren,  though  in  great  danger  of  their  lives,  were 
'  come  home  fafe  with  two  laden  boats  from  Okeitfut. 
1  This  put  it  in  my  power  to  ftay  here,  and  nude  the 

*  fick.     The  3d,  I  was  called  to  Matthew,  but  he  had 

*  loft  his  rpeech,  and  anfwered  my  queftions  only  with 

*  geftures  and  a  fweet  look.  After  a  few  words  of 
'  encouragement,    I  gave  'hirn    the    laft  blefiing,    and 

*  commended  him  to  the  arms  of  our  Lord.     Then  I 

*  vifited  the  reft  of  the  fick,   let  fame  of  them  blood, 

*  who  foon  recovered;  and  underftanding,  the  24th  in 

*  the  morning,  that  Matthew  was  gone  to  reft,  I  took 
1  the  corpfe,  with  the  widow  and  her  two  children,  in 

*  my  boat,  to  its  burial  at  New-Herrnhuth." 

*  He  grew. well  again,  and  the  next  fpring  m  jnsir'.ed,  bit  Toon 
tamyt  a  widower,

Moft  of  the  fick  had  recovered,  but  were  fo  enfeebled* 
that  fome  departed  this  life  this  year,  and  others  the 
beginning  of  the  next.  Nineteen  in  all  went  home  this 
year,  but  at  prefent  I  (hall  fpecify  the  characters  of  none. 
but  the  laft. 

This  was  our  dear  and  invaluable  Daniel,  the  bleflcd 
preacher  among  his  people.  He  was  born  at  Tunnuli- 
arbik  in  the  fouth,  about  the  time  that  the  late  Rev.  Ml'. 
Egede  came  into  the  country.  His  father,  a  wife  and 
rich  Grcenlander,  had  five  Cons  and  three  daughters 
beftdes  him,  and  like  moft  of  the  fouth  land  as,  was  ufed, 
to  rove  about  the  country,  living  one.  year  in,  the  fouth* 
another  here  in  Kangek,  the  third  at  Difko,  and  thus 
continually  changed  his  abode.  Qn  one  of  tbefe  encamp-' 
ments  in  the  year  1745,  it  happened  that  the  Rev.  Me. 
Dracharr,  at  a  vifit  in  Kangek,  called  upon  this  man, 
and  preached  the  gofpel  to  the  Green  landers.  "At  the 
very  firft  tidings  of  redemption  by  the  blood  of  Jefus, 
our  Angufina,  {fo  he  was  called  before  his  baptiun,), 
received  fuch  an  impreflion  in  his  heart,  that  he  deter*. 
mined  to  become  our  Saviour's  property,  and  to  take, 
up  his  abode  with  the  believers.  But  he  could  not  get 
free  from  his  father,  and  was  obliged  to  follow  hirn  tha 
fame  fummer  to  the  fouth-bay  parts'.  In  autumn  1740* 
they  returned,  and  then,  as  he  was  the  eldeft  fon,  and 
how  had  a  family,  he  ailerted  his  independence,  parted 
from  his  father  and  brothers  and  fitters,  and  removed  to 
the  colony  of  Good-Hope.  He  became  a  believer  ia 
Jcfus,  increafed  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  was 
baptized  by  Mr.  Drachart  at  a  great  baptismal  aft  here  ia 
New-Herrnhuth,  Jan.  25,  1747.  He  proceeded  child- 
like and  undifturbed  in  his  baptifmal -grace,  and  was  a 
joy  to  his  teachers.  But,  as  his  father's  brother  lived 
w^th  us  and  was  baptized,  he  had  a  defire  to  live  wita 
him.  We  gave  him  a  denial  feveral  times ;  but  he 
infilled  upon  it,  and  begged  permijfion  of  his  rniffionary; 
who  granted  it  without  difficulty,  joining  his  hearty, 
wiih,  that  he  might  be  truly  grounded  and  preferred  in 
grace.  In  September  1748,  he  removed  to  us  with  joy, 
grew  in  grace,  obtained  a  folid  infight  into  his  poverty 
and  corruption,  and  in  a  iliort  time  was  admitted  to  the 
holy 
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Jjoly  communion.  And,  after  his  wife  was  made  par- 
taker of  this  grace,  in  the  year  1750,  the  bkftijig  of  the 
church  was  imparted  to  them  for  their  marriage.  In 
1751  he  fell  into  temptation ;  hut  he  was  prayed  for, 
that  his  faith  might  not  fail,  nor  the  enemy  be  fuftered 
to  triumph  in  the  downfal  of  this  fimple  heart.  And 
thus  in  the  ilTue  it  was  a  means  of  humbling  him,  and 
rendering  him  more  afliduoufly  faithful  and  vigilant. 
No  fooner  had  he  the  firft  time  partook  of  the  blefied 
fiipper  of  the  Lord,  but  an  impulfc  fprung  up  in  him  to 
make  known  his  death,  And  at  the  vifitation  in  the 
year  1752,  he  was  farther  encouraged  thereto,  by  hit 
reception  into  the  firft  band  of  helpers.  Out  of  the 
abundance  of  the  heart,  the  mouth  flowed  over  early  and 
late.  The  heathen  heard  him  gladly,  and  with  great 
impreffion,  and  at  all  times  (hewed  a  preference  of  love 
towards  him,  and  a  particular  veneration  for  his  words. 
We  were  frequent  eye-witnefles  of  it,  as  we  took  him 
with  us  in  our  vifite  to  the  heathen  whenever  it  was 
practicable,  in  order  to  confirm  our  teftimony  by  word 
and  example.  He  neglected  no  opportunity  of  extolling 
Jefus  to  the  heathen,  in  which  he  manjfefted  a  particular 
wifdom  and  prudence.  He  would  of  his  own  accord 
ftddrefs  quite  ignorant  (avage  heathens,  endeavoured  to> 
clear  up  their  innate  ideas  of  God  and  the  immortality 
of  the  foul  by  queftions'and  anfwers;  to  lead  them  to 
a  profpeft  of  their  corrupt  ftate,  and  the  neceflity  of 
redemption ;  and  then  with  a  burning  heart,  and  often 
with  tears  in  his  eyes,  he  would  recommend  to  them 
the  faith  in  Jefus.  For  this  end,  as  foon  as  he  urider- 
ftood,  that  a  company  of  fouthlariders  were  arrived,  he 
would  haften  home  from,  his  providing-place,  lead  them 
every  where  about,  explain  to  them  the  defign  of  fo 
many  of  their  country-folks  living  together,  and  if  they 
fhunned  coming  to  the  public  meetings,  he  Tinted  them 
in  their  tents,  and  imperceptibly  let  flip  fomefhing 
tending  to  their  everlafting  peace.  With  oppofite 
people,  towhomit  was  irkfome  to  hear  of  divine  things, 
he  was  Client,  left  he  (hould  fpeak  words  in  vain,  and 
draw  contempt  and  ridicule  upon  the  truth.  But 
Whenever  they  entered  mto  idle  talk,  or.  prefumed  to 
feoff  at  believers,  he  would  give  th«n  a  gentle  repsoof,  ■ 
B  4  and 
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and  try  to  turn  the  difcourfe  upon  fonie  ufeful  fubjeft. 
Neither  indeed  did  any  one  care  to  touch  him  too  nearly. 
When  in  his  employment  of  providing  fuftenance  he 
was  obliged  to  take  up  a  night's  lodging  in  a  place,  [and 
every  body  received  him  gladly)  he  was  comn-ynly 
defired  to  keep  them  a  difcourfe.  He  then  (as  the  agents 
of  trade  ufed  to  fay,  who  often  heard  him  with  aftonifh- 
ment,  and  called  him  by  way  of  eminence  the  man  of 
God)  would  take  off  his  cap,  fold  his  hands,  ling  a 
few  verfes,  or  pray,  and  difcourfe  to  the  heathens,  with- 
out any  concern  at  the  prefence  of  Europeans,  and  all 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  their  eyes  overflowed,  and  after- 
wards they  did  not  ceafe  talking  of  the  matter,  often  till 
late  in  the  night.  In  winter,  the  time  was  fometimes 
too  tedious  for  him  at  home,  and  therefore  he  would, 
place  himfelf  in  his  kajak,  go  a  vifiting,  where  his 
teachers  could  not,  or  wherever  he  knew  an  awakened 
foul  was  to  be  met  with.  His  teftimony  to  the  heathen 
was  lively,  engaging,  and  intrepid,  and  his  public 
difcourfes  to  his  brethren  ftmple,  affectionate  and 
penetrating.  He  generally  fpake  by  fimilitudes,  (of 
which  feme  few  examples  have  been  remarked)  and  had 
an  agreeable  method  of  applying  them  to  the  heart. 

He  had  the  falvation  of  his  country-people,  and 
efpecially  his  own  relations,  much  at  heart.  Therefore 
in  the  year  1753  he  defired  the  mimonaries  leave  to  take 
a  journey  to  the  north,  in  order  to  fhew  unto  his  father 
and  brothers  and  fifters  the  way  of  life.  They  endea- 
voured to  difluade  him  from  it,  on  account  of  various 
dangers,  that  were  to  be  apprehended  both  for  body  and 
foul  j  but  as  he  infifted  upon  it,  they  di unified  him,  and 
another  national  helper  and  their  families,  with  the 
blefling  of  the  congregation.  In  eight  weeks  they 
returned  fafe  and  happy,  having  fufrered  much  reproach 
and  ridicule,  but  at  the  fame  time  proclaimed  the  gofpel 
to  many  hundred  Greenlanders,  the  fruit  of  which  aid* 
not  fail ;  and  accordingly  all  the  relations  of  our  late 
brother  (his  father  and  a  brother,  who  were  already 
dead,  excepted)  followed  him,  were  baptized,  profpered 
in  the  congregation,  and  are  now  fame  of  them  gone  to 
reft.  Some  years  ago  he  was  alio  difpofed  to  take  fucht 
a  jour? 
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a  journey  to  his  native  country  in  the  fouth  j  but  it  could 
not  well  be  put  in  execution. 

As  to  his  way  of  thinking  and  the  iituation  of  his 
heart,  it  may  belt  be  underftood  by.  an  extract  of  fome 
of"  his  letters. 

"  I  have  not  feen  you  for  a  long  time,  but  I  ftill 
**  love  you.  And  thus  .am  I  difpofed  towards  our 
"  Saviour.  Although  I  have  not  feen  him,  yet  I  love 
"  him  heartily ;  for  ffeel,  that  he  does  not  flight  me,  as  I 
"  am,  but  fliewshimfelf  gracious  to  me  daily.  If  his  grace 
"  did  not  keep  me,  f  fiiould  often  go  aftray.  Thanks 
"  be  unto  him  for  his  prefence,"  &c. 

"  I  will  now  write  to  you,  how  I  have  found  myfelf 
"  this  winter.  I  feel  my  poverty,  and  at  the  fame  time 
*'  our  Saviour's  great  love.  This  aftonifhes  and  puts  me 
"  tofhame.  I  rejoice,  that  he  is  continually  taking 
"  away  whatfoever  is  difpleafing  to  him  in  me,  Ohl 
"  it  is  well,-  that  we  have  fuch  an  omnipotent  and 
*'  omniprefent  Saviour,  from  whofe  eyes  nothing  can  be 
"  concealed,  either  in  light  or  in  darknefs.  He  knows 
"  that  my  heart  alfo  is  fmcere  towards  him.  When  we 
"  are  to  enjoy  the  facrament  of  the  body  and  blood  of 
"  our  Lord,  I  examine  my  heart  beforehand  very 
*'  ftri&ly,  and  then  I  fpeak  with  my  teachers,  and  thus 
"  I  find,  that  I  dare  draw  near  thereto.  And  at  the 
"  time  of  eating  his  body  and  drinking  his  blood,  I 
"  receive  it  with  trembling,  as  the  difference  between 
"  this  facred  food  arid  other  meat  and  drink  is  clear  to 
,*'  me,  thinking  withal:  O!  that  the  ■  participation 
**  hereof"  may  be  a  fubftantial  blemng  to  me !  I  fur-r 
"  render  myfelf  at  the  fame  time  to  the  daily  preferva-» 
"  tion  of  our  Saviour.— — And  as  I  have  alfo  a  powerT 
"  ful  fenfe  of  the  work  of  the  holy  Spirit  in  my  heart, 
"  I  give  my  foul  and  members  to  his  care  and  protection, 
*'  and  intreat  him  to  favour  me  with  his  company  and 
*'  indwelling  when  I  am  alone  and  always,  that  I  may 
**  never  ftray  from  my  Savjour,— Ye  dear  brethren 
"  in  EurojK,  I  know  you  not  perfonally,  but  I  pray  for 
*'  you.  When  I  heard  that  the  contentious  Europeans 
*'  around  you  wage  war  with  one  another,  I  heartily" 
"  fympathized  with  you ;  yet  I  believe  that  our  Saviour 
**  can  protect  you  from  all  evil,** 

Again :' 
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Again :  «  Thefe  lines  lball  tell  you  the  thoughts  of 
*'  my  heart.  Laft  year  I  was  not  rightly  happy,  be- 
**  caufe  one  of  my  daughters  went  home.  But  sHocm. 
**  felt  that  all  was  not  well  in  my  heart,  and  begged  our 
"  Saviour  for  forgjvenefs  with  tears ;  and  before  th« 
"  winter  came,  be  comforted  me  again  with  his  near- 
"  nefs,  and  gave  me  a  happy  heart.  Afterwards  at  the 
**  great  abfolution  and  communion  fucceeding  our  win- 
"  ter -entrance,  my  heart  was  melted  in  a  peculiar  man- 
M  ner.  Alas !  the  man  that  feeks,  and  loves,  any  thing 
**  elfe  but  him,  cannot  enjoy  his  grace.  But  thofe  that 
**  are  poor  and  wretched  in  thenuelves,  thofe  that  ftand 
"  in  need  of  him  and  implore  his  grace,  they  experience 
**  it  ;  for  he  came  to  relieve  the  diftrefled.  Therefore: 
*'  I  will  not  conceal  my  finfulnefs  from  him,  nor  front 
"  his  fervants.  They  know  me,  and  as  for  him,  he 
"  fees  the  receffes  of  my  heart." 

In  his  laft  letter  wrote  this  fummer,  he  (ays  among 
other  things :  "  The  grace  of  ear  Saviour  has  prelerved 
*'  me  hitherto,  for  I  cannot  keep  myfelf.  I  confefs,  I 
*'  am  not  as  I  mould  be,  yet  he  has  not  defpifed  me  on 
*'  that  account,  but  has  even  ranked  me  among  his 
"  ftrvants.  I  put  my  confidence  (blely  in  my  Saviour, 
*'  he  knows  me  beft,  and  lees  what  I  am  defective  in. 
**  When  we  were  ahembled  together  on  the  feftival  of  the 
w  Holy  Ghoft,  I  perceived  a  great  blefSngwas  imparted 
•'  to  me  and  all  my  brethren.  He  is  our  Teacher, 
**  Tutor,  and  Comforter.  When  I  vifited  the  heathen 
*'  in  Kangek,  I  could  think  of  nothing  to  tell  diem,  but 
**  our  Saviour's  fufTerings.  Neither  have  I  myfelf  any 
*'  inclination  for  other  topics,  for  nothing  is  (o  agreea- 
*'  ble  to  me  as  his  pafRon  and  blood-fhedding,  and  this 
*'  is  the  moll  powerful,  this  is  the  greaterl  thing  we  can 
**  tell  mankind*."* 

Till  now  the  brethren  had  reaped  much  pTeafure  and 
little  pain  from  this  dear  man.  But  this  fpring  a  trivial 
circumftance,  that  he  once  with  a  little  affectation  would 
ftew  what  he  could  do,  opened  the  door  for  felf-com- 
placency  at  the  great  and  excellent  gifts  which  he  really 
poflefled,  though  he  himlelf  had  Icarce  perceived  them 

*  Or,    tbt  Grunlttiidiri;    for  ttsy   tall  thep&Lw    eltlutiely  I*Mmt, 

hitherto. 
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hitherto.  Since  then  an  alteration  was  obferved,  which, 
brought  the  brethren  imp.  fame  concern  on  his  account. 
They  perceived  tyrn,  tp  be  in  a  dangerous  crifis.  His 
gift;  vera  diminiujed,  and  his  difcourfes  were  not  at-r 
tended  with  their  ufiwl  un&ion  *nd  power.  In  Sep-. 
temher,  this  was  followed  by  the  happy  departure  of  his, 
only  furviving  daughter  fiesta,  15  years  old.  She  was 
carried  orj  by  the  contagious  difeafe  in  the  found.  Hn 
grieved  and  bemoaned  himfelf  the  more  at  this  Ms,  ag 
file  was  not  only  a  child  that  turned  out  well,  but,  34 
he  had  not  learned  \6  read  himfelf,  /he  frequently  read,

good"  i»w  pf  in  his  converfation  with  hjs  family  and  in, 
his  difcourfes  to.  t,he  heathen-  This  made  him  ftay  away 
from  the  Lord'sTfufiper.  But  (ban  after  it  toot  a  turn, 
he  was.  convinced  ofnis  error,  and  in  November  he  en-. 
joyed,  as.  a  comforted  fwner»  the  holy  bpdy  and  blood  of 
Jefus  in  the  facrament  for  the  laft  time,  and  it  proved  an 
unfpeakahle  confirroatiori  of  his  faith-  Directly  after  ha 
fell  lick  w'th  ftitchps  in  hjs  Cde.  The  brethren  imme-.

quite  chearful,  recommended  his  two  fons  and  their 
mother  to  us,  and  his  countenance  was  fo  amiable  and ' 
amicable,  that  his  face  (hone  like  the  face  of  an  angel. 
By  degrees  he  loft  his  fpeech,  and  defired  to  be  bleflcd 
for  his  difrtiiflion,  which  was  done  by  the  laying  on  of 
the  hands  of  the  miflionaries  and  a  farewell  kits,  and  the 
whole  was*  attended  with  a  penetrating  feeling  and  a 
flood  of  tears  from  all  prefent.  Scarce  had  they  reached' 
home,  before  word  was  brought,  that  he  lay  at  the  laft 
gafp.  They  flattened  back  again,  and  dcorted  the 
lively  fpirit  of  this  highly-favoured  witnefe  ofjefus  into 
the  joy  of  his  Lord  with  fame  moving  ringing.  His 
brothers,  fifters  and  other  relations,  who  werecalled  to 
this  fcene,  demeaned  themfelves  becoming  children  of 
God  i  yet  they  embalmed  his  memory  with  innumerable 
tears,  "  and  fo  did  we  toe,  (fay  the  brethren)  ft)-*;  we 
**  have  loft  in  him  an  ineftimable  prefent  of  grace,  a 
**  heart  living  in  the  merits  of  Jefus  and  warm  through 
"  his  blood,  a  brother  at  all  times  friendly  and  loving, 
*'  a  true  ornament  of  the  congregation,  a  faithful  helper, 
*'  a  blefted  evangelrft  and  preacher  of  our  Lord's  paflion, 
*'  and  a  man  of  God  approved  to  chriftians  and  heathens, 
**  Yet  why  do  we  lay,  loft  ?  he  is  only  entered  within 
"  the  veil  to  our  Lord,  and  his,  where  we  alfo  wtfh  to 
"  be  eternally.'' "  His  foul  had  left  a  lovely  and  refpecV 
able  look  on  his  remains,  which  were  carried  to  the 
tomb  on  December  the  4th,  by  fix  Greenland  helpers,  and, 
attended  by  a  large  proceffion  of  Greenlanders  and 
people  of  the  factory.  The  miffionary  kept  the  funeral 
•fcrmon  on  John  xx.  29.  BUJftd  art  they  that  boot  net 
feent  and  yet  have  believed.

Of  the  external  and  internal  Conftitution  of  tie 
■    Greenland  Congregation-,, 

%  * 

ALTHOUGH  I  have  in  the  preceding  hiftorjr 
interfperfed  feveral  remarks,  concerning  the 
good  regulation  and  order  of  the  Greenland- 
congregation,  fttfficient  to  give  a  general  idea  of  their 
Conftitution;  neverthelefs,  as  it  may  prove  too  trouble- 
£>me  to  many  readers  to  combine  detached  accounts, 
and  to  form  to  themfelves  a  fummary  view  of  things 
from  fc&ttered  hints :  I  have  thought  proper  to  give 
a'  {hort  and  connected  account  of  the  regulation  and 
cuftoms  of  the  Greenland-congregation,"  as  I  found  it 
oh  the  fpot.  Their  outward  civil  conftitution  belongs 
nbt  to  this  place,  being  already  treated  of  at  large  in  the 
third  book,  as  well  as  their  manner  of  life,  which  admits 
of  no  great  alteration,  where  there  is  nothing  wrong 
or  diforderly.  But  fince  the  baptized  Greenlanders  dwell 
together  in  One  place,  and,  tnftead  of  thofe  fmall,  ac- 
cidental and  very  changeable  heathen  -focleties,  con- 
ftttute  a  numerous,  orderly  and  fettled  community,  kept 
together  by  certain  ufeful  and  necellnry  regulations  un- 
known tfo  the  heathen,  which  have  fome  influence  upon 
their  fpiritual  conftitution ;  therefore  I  mult  firft  premife 
fomething  relative  to  the  aflociating  and  dwelling  to- 
gether of  the  baptized  Greenlanders,  and  the  feveral  re- 
gulations in  that  refpect  introduced  among  them.

There  are  at  this  time  two  Brethren's-congregations 
in  Greenland,  New  -  Htrrnbuth  on  Ball's  -  River,  and 
bichtmftls  on.  Fi&erV  Inlet. 

The  nature  and  fituation  of  BaU's-Rher,  fee  in  Bo  >k 
I.  §  4.     On  the  Ibuth-weft  fide  of  a  peninsula,  fitua:-.-d 
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in  this  bay,   three  miles  from  the  open  fea,  lib  the 
Greenland  congregation-fettlerneiit  i<I*w-Herrnkutk,  be- 
tween  the  haven   and   the  colony  Good-hope.     The 
outermoft  edge  of  this  land  forms  three  great  Strands, 
between  which  the  rocks  project  into  the  fea.     The 
lea  more  abounds  with  pebbles  thrown  up  by  the  fea 
like  a  dam;   and  afoends  gradually  between  the  rotfe 
into  a  valley,  which  has  a  rivulet  that  is  froze  up  in 
the  winter.     On  the  middle  Strand,  a  ftoneVthrow 
from  the  water -ftde,    ftands  the   Congregation  -Houfe, 
Which,  with  its  two  wings*  and  area,  appears  (at  leaft 
in  Greenland)  like  a  little  palace*  though  it  4s  but  one 
ftbry  high,  built  of  wood,  covered  with  boards  afid 
reeds,  and  pitched  all  over.     In  the  middle  of  the  roof 
ftands  a  fmall  turret  with  a  bell.     The  houfe  is  feventy 
feet  long,  and  thirty  broad.     Befide  the  large  had  which 
the  Greenlanders  ha*e  for  their  church,  are  four  dwell- 
ing-rooms and  two  antichambers,    one  of  which"  is  a 
dining-room,  and  the  other  a  fchool  forthegiils.    The 
north-wing  contains  an  antichamber,  a  fchool-room  for 
the  boys,  and  a  dwelling-room  for  the  catechift.     Un- 
der "ground  is  the  kitchen,  bakehoufe  and  oven,   and 
in  the  kitchen  a  draw-well,  which  is  a  great  advantage 
to  the  houfe,    as  they  were  obliged   in  former  times 
to  melt  ice  and  fnow  in  the  room  to  get  water  in  the 
winter  feafon.     The-  fouth-wing  is  a  ftore-hcmfe  for 
provifions  and  a  magazine  of  wood.     Not  far  off,    a 
ffieep-cote  is  built'  in  the  Grcgnlahd-tafte.      feefore  the 
houfe  is  the-  garden,   which  furnilries  their  table  with 
nothing  but  lettuce,    radtJhes;    turnips,    cabbage   and 
leeks.     A  path  leads  from  hence  to  the  fea-fhore,  whew 
a  fhed  is  built  Greenland -like,  to  (creen  their  two  large 
boats  and  timber  from  the  ftornis  and  fnow. 

The  Greenland  winter-  houfes  Hand  oh  amending 
rocks  from  the  water-fide,  on  both  fides  of  the  con- 
gregation'-houfe;  and  behind  them",  are  fmall  ftore- 
houies  containing  their  feah-neih,  and  blubber.  Bui 
their  capelins  (which  are  as  it  were -their  daily,  bread' 
the  ikins  for  their  tents,  and  other  implements,  the] 
keep  in  a  large  magazine  covered  with  cedar- fhinglcs 
This  houfe  ftands  on-  a  rock,  is  of  a  whitilh  hue,  aat 
therefore  prcfeats  itfelf  firft  to  view  whea  one  make

e  land.     Above  it,  is  the  hay-loft  for  the  {keep*,  and 
pon  the  top  of  the  great  houfe  there  is  a  turf-loft. 
Their  fummer-tents  they  pitch  between  the  two  long 
iws  of  houfes  on  the  plain.     So  that  the  congregation- 
oufe,  in  Which  the  miifionaries  dwell,  commands  the 
rofpect  of  them  all.     But-thofe  who  have  no  place 
here,   encamp  on  either  fide  of  the  houfe,   near  the 
ca-coaft.     During  the  winter- feafon,    their  women's- 
joats,  turned  upnde  down,  are  kept  in  this  place,  fop- 
ported   by  poles,    and    under  them   they  put  Up  their 
kajaks,    tent-ftakes,    and  nfhmg*uteniils.     Behind  the 
houfes  towards  the  north  is  the  burying- ground  for  the 
baptized,  and  another  juft  by  for  thofe  who  have  not 
been  baptized.     The  tombs  are  made  up  of  (tones  on  the 
rock,   and  being  covered  with  Cods,   they  grow  green, 
and  look  in  this  wildernefs  like  the  beds  of  a  garden. 

As  barren  and  rough  as  this  country  in  general  is, 
fo  green  and  pleafant  does  this  little  Greenland -village 
look}  for  the  Greenland-houfes  are  covered  on  the  toes 
and  fides  with  verdant  herbage  and  fcurvy-grafs.  On 
the  fpot,  that  formerly  confuted  of  nothing  but  iand, 
nay  on  the  very  rocks  grows  now  the  fineft  grafs,  the 
ground  being  manured  for  fo  many  years  with-  the  blood 
and  fat  of  their  feals.  And  when  the  Grecnlander* 
live  in  their  winter-houfes,  one  may  fee  every  evening, 
yea  throughout  the  whole  night,  a  beautiful  illumina- 
tion), which  is  the  more  agreeable,  as  the  houfes  ftand 
in  two  parallel  lines,  are  of  equal  height,  and  have 
light  in  all  the  windows. 

§3- 

IAehtmftk)  the  fecond  Greenland  "Congregation,  lies, 
thirty-fix  leagues  further  towards  the  fouth  111  Fifher's- 
Inlet.  On  the  moft  fouthem  ground  there,  which  is 
an  ifland  eight  leagues  in  circumference,  there  is,  not 
far  from  the  fea,  a  little  narrow  cove  running  into  the 
land,  fur-rounded  with  barren  racks-  This  place,  though 
otherwife  very  dffagreeable  to  Europeans,  was  fixed 
upon  by  Matthew  Stack  in  the  year  1758  for  a  new 
miffion,  chiefly  becaufc  it  is  above-  a  league  nearer  to 
the  open  fea  than  the  factory  is,  The  meeting- tioufo 
erected  there  in  the  year  1761,  is  indeed  only  one  (lory 
high, 
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high,  but  has  two  entries  j  and  the  congregation-hall  his 
no  pillars,  and  is  every  way  more  beautiful,  durable, 
and  fomewhat  larger  than  that  at  New-Hennhuth  ;  but 
it  ftands  in  a  nook,  where  no  one  would  have  looked 
for  human  creatures.  .  Adjoining  are  three  dwelling- 
rooms,  two  final  1  chambers,  and  a  kitchen.  Behind 
this  houfe  the  brethren  have  raifed  a  boggy  place  for  a 
garden ;  they  have  alfo  converted  partof  their  dwelling- 
houfe  into  a  fheep-cote,  and  on  the  fide  have  built  a 
ftore-hbufe  of  boards.  Before,  it  there  are  as  yet  only 
four  Greenland -houfes  built,  and  the  place  itfelf  is  but 
narrow;  but  on  the  other  fide  of  the  cove,  which  at  low 
water  can  be  walked  over,  there  is  room  fi  r  more  habita- 
tions. The  burying-ground  is  not  far  from  thence. 
They  have  this  advantage,  that  their  rivulet  neither  freez- 
es nor  grows  dry.  The  congregation  there  confifts  at 
prefent  of  about  176  Greenland ers:  I  will  chiefly  con- 
fine myfelf  to  the  defcription  of  New-Herrnhuth,  from 
whence  a  competent  idea  of  this  daughter- congregation 
may  of  courfe  be  formed. 

At  my  departure  from  Greenland  there  lived  at  iiew- 
Herrnhuth  470  Greenlanders  in  fixteen  houfes.  Three 
of  thefe  are  choir-houfes.  In  one  live  fifty-five  fingle 
men  and  boys;  in  another  fe vent y- eight  fingle  women 
and  girls;  and  to  the  third  belong  fixty- two  widows. 
The  chief  part  of  thefe  laft  live  together  in  this  houfe,  but 
others,  who  have  children,  live  with  families  in  other 
houfes. 

There  are  fixty-four  families,  a  few  widowers  in- 
cluded; thefe  have  divided  themfelves  into  the  thirteen 
other  houfes  ;  (o  that  a  fet  of  families,  from  two  to 
feven,  live  together  in  one  houfe.  Each  family  keeps 
not  only  their  own  children,-  till  they  are  of  fuch  an  age, 
that  they  can  refort  to  the  choir-houfes,  according  to  the 
cuftom  of  the  Brethren's  congregation,  (of  which  more 
hereafter)  but  if  their  circumftances  allow  of  it,  they  alfo 
take  orphans  under  their  care ;  and  if  they  have  no  chil- 
dren of  their  own,  they  frequently  adopt  others.  And 
fince  the  up-grown  fingle  women  and  widows  cannot 
maintain  themfelves  without  a  provider,  they  generally 
have

nave  a  dependence  on  fome  family,  from  whom  (added 
to  what  they  can  earn  for  themfetves)  they  receive  their 
maintenance,  and  in  return  render  them  all  the  fer vices  . 
that  they  can.  And  as  no  fingle  man  can  keep  boufe, 
except  he  has  a  mother  or  lifter,  becaufe  among  the 
very  heathen,  it  is  not  ufual  that  a  fingle  .man  keeps 
home  with  a  fer v ant- maid,'  he  is  under  a  neceffity  of 
aflbciating  himfelf  to  fome  family  or  other.  Nay  even 
though  his.  mother  houfewiies  as  fhe  pleafcs  with  what 
he  earns  for  her  and  her  children,  or  when  he  difpofes 
of  his  »wn  himfelf,  yet  it  muft  ttiil  be  done  in  feilow- 
■  (hip  with  that  family,  with  whom  fhe  and  the  reft  of 
her  children  ftand  in  connexion. 

Thus  although  the  Greenlanders  are  not  very  prolific, 
having  feldom  more  than  fix  children,  and  many  fa- 
milies none  at  all,  yet  if  the  head  is  an  able  provider; 
a  family  may  become  pretty  numerous,  by  adopting 
and  caring  for  poor  children,  widows,  and  fingle  wo- 
men, who  are  as  it  were  their  inmates.  For  the  molt 
part,  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  of  one  Greenland-provider, 
that  is,  one  that  catches  feals,  that  he  is  able  to  main- 
tain more  than  four  or  five  perfons.  Amongft  our 
people,  a  middling  family  confrfts  generally  of  eight  or 
ten  perfons.  But  there  are  fome  poor  ones,  confining 
of  fewer,  and  others  again  of  a  greater  number,  fo  that 
we  have  one  family  that  has  feventeen  fouls. 

it- 

In  the  lumrner-feafon,  when  the  Greenlanders  are 
moving  to  and  fro  to  feek  provifion,  and  dwell  in  tents, 
each  family  lives  apart.  But  the  poor,  who  can  pro- 
vide no  tent  for  themfelves*  are  taken  in  by  others  i 
thus  aged  parents  commonly  lodge  with  their  married 
children.  Many  widows  with  their  children  have  a  tent 
to  themfelves.  When  feveral  families  are  together, 
neverthelefs  each  carries  on  its  houfekeeping  apart,  and 
has  its  own  proper  fire-place  and  refling-place  in  the 
tent. 

The  women's-boats  are  the  moft  expenfive  to  keep 
in  proper  repair,  becaufe  they  muft  every  year  be  ■ 
covered  anew  with  the  beft  lkins,  and  the  wood-work 
wants  continual  mending  ;    confequently  a  family  can 
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afford  to  have  but  one.  Among  our  Greenlanders,  there  arc 
thirty-two  families  that  have  women's- boats :  the  others 
are  helped  along  by  their  friends.  On  the*  other  hand, 
every  man  muft  have  a  kajak  and  all  nccefiary  imple- 
ments, to  the  end  that  if  he  even  is  not  capable  of 
catching  feals,  he  may  at  leaft  be  able  to  come. at  fome 
fowls  and  ftfh  for  his  fuftenance. 

In  the  winter- feafon,  more  than  one  family  always 
live  together  in  one  houfe,  that  fo  it  may  the  eafier 
be  built,  kept  jn  repair,  and  competently  warmed  by 
the  number  of  lamps.  As  the  Greenland  nation  have 
no  fubortlination  among  themfelves,  no  one  has  any  ■ 
authority  over  the  other  in  the  houfe,  except  that  the 
children  obey  their  parents,  and  other  adult  fingle  peo- 
'  pie  and  widows  work  for  their  provider,  and  are  main- 
tained by  him.  However,  neareft  relations  keep  pretty 
much  together,  and  conform  to  the  advice  of  the  eldeft 
and  moil  experienced  amongft  them. 

$6. 

-  In  this  outward  regulation  and  manner  of  life,  which 
I  have  hitherto  defcribed,  there  is  little  or  no  difference 
between  the  baptized  and  the  other  Greenlanders ;  nei- 
ther has  it  been  found  convenient  to  make  any  material 
alteration.  The  capita)  difference  confifts  in  this,  that 
they  no  more  rove  to  and  fro  as  heretofore  in  the  coun- 
try, nor  live  at  feveral  miles  diftance  from  their  teach- 
ers, but  keep  dole  to  them,  in  order  to  enjoy  their 
inftruction,  infpe&ion  and  direction.  Here,  one  might 
at  nrft  be  induced  to  fuppofe,  that  it  would  be  better 
for  them  to  live  in  the  places  of  their  nativity,  or  to 
move  about  the  country,  fince  they  would  undoubtedly 
find  their  fuftenance  more  eafily  in  the  way  they  were  local- 
ly uied  to ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  that  their  walk  and 
words  might  induce  the  wild  and  diltant  heathen  to 
embrace, me  faith,  and  thus  they  would  further  the 
fpreading  of  the  gofpe],  efpecially  in  fuch  places  where 
the  miffionaries  cannot  go.  Experience  however  has 
hitherto  proved  the  contrary.  For  as  to  their  main- 
tenance, though  the  wild  Greenlanders  have  every  year 
more  (lore  of  game  and  fifti  in  their  own  places  than 
ours  have  here,  yet  before  the  end  of  the  winter  they

are  reduced  to  fitch  poverty,  that  they  are  obliged  to  apr- 
ply  to  ours  for  affiftance ;  their  carelefs  way  of  life  ten* 
tiering  them  incapable  of  huibanding  advantageoufly  the 
bleffings  and  good  creatures  of  God.  And  notwith- 
standing the  di  fad  vantage  the  baptized  labour  under, 
when  they  leave  their  former  habitations,  of  being  oblig- 
ed to  learn  a  different  method  of  railing  and  hunting 
feals,  yet  they  have  the  advantage  of  being  affiftcd  by 
the  others  in  learning  fo  good  an  oeconomy,  as  to  main- 
tain themfelves,  earn  fome thing  to  fpare  for  others,  and 
alio  prove  ferviceable  to  the  commerce. 

And  as  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gofpel,  very  little 
would  come  out  of  it,  if  the  Greenlandera  directly  after 
their  baptifm  were  allowed  to  travel  about  whitherfoever 
they  pleafed,  efpecially  in  fuch  far  diftant  parts  where  they 
could  not  eafily  be  vifited.  The  weak  fpark  of  faith, 
when  deprived  of  daily  nourishment,  would  foon  be  ex- 
tinguifhed,  and  the  mind  fo  lately  enlightened,  when 
totally  deftitute  of  inftruition,  would  be  again  over- 
whelmed with  darknels;  or  their  deeply-rooted  fuper- 
ftitioti,  recovering  Strength,  and  mixing  itfelf  with  their 
faint  notions  of  truth,  would  produce  a  Samaritan 
kind  of  religion  (2  Kings  xvii.  24,  28,  29.)  Not  to  men- 
tion that  their  heatheniw  acquaintances  and  relations, 
would  fpare  no  pains,  to  enfnare  the  young  people  if 
not  the  aged  into  downright  heathenifra  again,  in  order 
to  furnifh  matter  of  derifion  for  the  enemy,  and  to  find 
an  excufe  for  themfelves.  Therefore  the  mi  (nonaries 
are  under  fome  neceffity  of  keeping  the  new  converts  to- 
gether, that  they  may  have  conitaiit  opportunity  of  grow- 
ing in  grace  and  the  knowledge  of  Chrift,  and  may  tea  n 
to  form  their  converfation  fo,  that  the  office  of  the  Spirit 
may  not  be  dishonoured  but  glorified  among  the  unbe- 
lievers, and  that  they  may  be  induced  by  their  walking 
in  the  light,  to  draw  near  unto  that  true  light.  The 
many  inftances  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  hiftvry  pal- 
pably prove,  that  this  aim  has  been  obtained,  fo  that 
many  wild  Greenlanders  have  been  won  by  their  be- 
holding the  upright  and  godly  converfation,  as  well  as 
hearing  the  frequent  taftimonies,  of  the  believers.

Notwithstanding  what  has  been  faid  above,  every 
houfe-father  has  his  choice,  when,  in  what  company 
and  whither  he  and  his  family  will  go  in  queft  of  pro- 
visions. But  before  they  go  abroad,  they  tell  what  their 
intention  is,  that  their  teachers  may  know  the  place  of 
their  abode,  and  the  more  conveniently  vifit  them, 
which  is  generally  done  feveral  times  in  the  year.  From 
,  the  beginning  we  have  made  it  a  point  with  them,  not 
to  let  mem  depart  before  Eafter,  at  leaft  not  very  far  and 
for  a  ftay,  in  order  that  they  may  enjoy  that  facred  fefti- 
val-feafon.  And  they  have  been  To  habituated  to  it  for 
thefe  many  years,  that  very  feldom  any  of  them  thinks 
of  ftirring  till  a  good  while  after  Eafter,  becaufe  they 
learn  more  and  more  how  to  value  the  bleffing  of  the 
communion  of  faints  and  the  living  together. 

But  that  they  may  not  be  forced  before  that  time  to 
remove  for  want  of  the  neccflaries  of  life,,  a  watchful 
eye  is  kept,  notwithstanding  their  liberty  of  difpofing  of 
tiieir  own  as  they  think  beft,  left  they  fquander,  or 
barter  away  their  things  for  needlefe  articles,  or  fuffer 
them  tofpoil. 

To  this  end  the  great  ftore-houfe  was  built  for  them, 
where  each  may  put  up  his  dried  capelins,  filh  and  flefh 
in  a  fafe  and  dry  place,  and  may  fetch  as  much  as  he 
will  twice  or  thrice  in  the  week ;  for  this  is  their  moft 
common  food  throughout  the  winter,  though  they  alfo 
catch  many  forts  of  (mall  fifh  and  fea-fowl,  and  the  ex- 
pert ones  among  them  every  now  and  then  a  feal,  which 
in  .winter  (according  to  the  laudable  cuftom  of  all 
Green  landers)  they  diftribute  among  all  in  the  houle. 

In  the  month  of  May,  when  it  is  time  to  enter  upon 
the  capelin-hihcry,  the  brethren  take  care  that  tbofe 
Green  landers,'  who  intend  mean  while  to  go  to  the 
iflands  to  catch  feals,  refort  thither  in  good  time,  that 
they  may  lend  back  their  boats  the  fooner  by  their  fer- 
vants,  and  thus  the  poor  who  have  no  women's- boats* 
may,  by  being  allowed  the  ufe  of  thefe  boats,  alfo  be 
'  enabled  to  provide  fomewhat  for  themftlves.  One  or* 
4  the  miflionaries  always  accompanies  them  at  fuch  times, 
and  catches  capelins  hiirifdf  along  with  them,  that  in 
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cafe  of  neceffity  he  may  have  wherewithal  to  fupply  the 
'  wants  of  the  poor,  ana  likewife  to  fet  them  an  example 
of  induftry.  He  keeps  alfo  their  meetings  throughout 
the  whole  time,  which  generally  tails  a  month,  and 
watches  over  his  flock,  that  proper  order  may  be  pre- 
fcrved,  it  being  a  time  when  otherwife  all  forts  of  hea- 
theniih  extravagancies  were  moft  in  vogue.  He  alfo 
takes  care  that  none  remain  behind  without  need,  or  lofc 
(as  the  Greenlanders  are  naturally  very  carelefs)  their 
fummer-tcafon,  fo  very  fleeting  at  beft,  with  hunting  of 
rein-deer,  to  which  fport  they  are  vaftly  addicted.  The 
miflionaries  cannot  well  prohibit  them  altogether  from 
purfuing  this  game,  but  they  endeavour  to  diftuade  them 
from  it  as  much  as  poflible  for  the  following  reafons:  1.) 
Such  an  excurfion  often  takes  up  whole  months,  in 
which  time  they  lofe  the  comfort  of  God's  word  and 
other  good  inftructions ;  and  whilft  a  whole  family  is 
thus  traverfing  the  defarts,  one  or  another  among  them 
is  often  expofed  to  great  dangers  and  temptations.  2.) 
The  number  of  rein-deer  is  To  confiderably  decreafed, 
that  it  is  not  worth  their  while  to  fpend  fo  much  time, 
for  the  fake  of  a  few  fine  (kins ;  for  as  to  the  fldh,  they 
bring  but  little,  if  any  of  it  home  with  them.  3.)  And 
more  efpecially,  they  meanwhile  neglect  the  beft  feafon 
for  catching  fifli  and  feals ;  and  it  is  properly  the  feals 
that  fupplies  them  with  fuftenance,  cloathing,  tents, 
boats,  warmth,  and  faleabte  commodities  by  which 
they  can  purchafe  other  neceflaries  of  life.  Whoever 
therefore  mifles  this  time  of  harveft,  mull  necelTarily 
plunge  himfelf  into  penury  and  become  burdenfome  to 
others,  and  thus  not  only  renders  himfelf  ufelefs  but  de- 
trimental to  commerce,  the  induitrious  ones  among 
them  lofing  fo  much  of  their  profit,  as  thefe  drones  con- 
fume  -,  and  yet  if  they  are  not  affined,  they  commonly 
ftarve  before  the  end  of  the  winter. 

The  brethren  alio  take  -care,  that  their  Greenlanders 
bring  all  they  have  to  difpofe  of  to  the  proper  factor^  an4 
do  not  carry  on  any  clandestine  trade,  nor  keep  thejr 
moft  profitable  articles  for  Tailors  or  ftraneers. 

§8. 
'    Nothing  among  the  Greenlanders  caufes  more  trouble 
to  the  brethren  in  temporal  matters,  than  the  mainte- 
■  ■  C  c  3  nance 
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nance  of  the  poor,  efpecially  widows  and  orphans.  For 
as  the  Greenlanders  are  incapable  of  ever  gathering 
riches,  but  live  year  after  year  from  hand  to  mouth,  it 
frequently,  happens  that  die-'  wealthiejt  family,  through , 
the  deceafe  of  its  head,  falls  into  extreme  poverty,  in  de- 
fault of  adult  fons  who  are  capable  of  fupplying  his  place 
as  providers.  Even  though  the  widow  is  mtitrefs  of  a 
boat  and  tent,  their  greateft  pofTeflions,  yet  not  being 
able  to  keep  them  in  repair  for  want  of  fkins,  fhe  is  un- 
der the  difagreeable  neceflity  of  furrendering  them  to' 
another  man,  who  upon  condition  of  her  fervice,  under- 
takes to  provide  for  her  and  her  children.  But  in  cafe 
her  hufband  has  left  her  neither  boat,  tent,  nor  other 
valuable  hunting-implements,  then  (I  (peak  now  of  the 
wild  ones)  (he  may  fee  to  it  how  to  fhift  for  herfelf. 
Alt  the  fo- much -extol  led  charity  and  hofpitality  of  the 
Greenlanders  is  generally  at  an  end  when  they  can  ex- 
pect nothing  in  return,  and  the  fate  of  fuch  deferted  ob- 
jects is,  that  they  either  ftarve  or  freeze  to  death.  Nay. 
if  they  have  no  powerful  near  relation  to  protect  themx 
they  are  either  robbed  of  what  they  have,  or  loon  defert- 
ed by  the  perfons  who  undertook  to  maintain  them  for 
their  boat  and  tent  *. 

This  horrible  cuftom  of  the  Greenlanders  has  forced 
many  widows,  orphans  and  other  diftrcued  people,  to 
feek  refuge  with  the  Brethren ;  yea  many  a  man,  who 
had  given  way  to  a  little  reflection,  has  had  it  at  heart 
in  his  life-time  to  take  timely  meafures  for  the  fecurity 
of  his  family  in  cafe  of  death,  which  might  eafily  befal 
him  in  his  dangerous  calling.  If  any  temporal  advantage 
muft  he  confefled  to  have  an  influence  in  inducing  more 
Greenlanders  to  live  with  the  brethren,  than  in  any 
Other  place,  the  effect  of  which  is  ufually  that  they  be- 
come awakened  through  the  word  of  God,  and  are  made 
partakers  of  holy,  baptifm  (though  fuch  people  have  for 
the  moft  part  heard  the  gofpel  before,  perhaps  for  feveral 
years,  with,  good  impreffioos ;  whilft  on  the  other  hand 
many  others,  being  yet  dead  in  their- fins,  could,  though 
in  tiie  moft  extreme  outward  mifery,  not  be  prevailed 
upon,  by  the  moft  pathetic  perfuafions  of  their  relations, 
to  remain  with  them  :J  If,  I  fay,  there  be  any  fuch  rho- 
•  S«  B.  III.   $  j*.      . 
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ttve,  then  it  is  certainly  this :  They  fee  that  the  believ- 
ers are  an  honed  and  orderly  people ;  that  every  one  is 
fare  of  his  property ;  that  there  is  no  refpefl  of  perfons, 
be  they  rich  or  poor  j  that  the  friendlefs  widows  are  re- 
lieved, and  fatherlefs  orphans  are  maintained  and  educa- 
ted to  be  ufeful  people ;  and  ( which  to  the  angle  Green- 
land women  is  a  great  point)  that  no  one  is  obliged  to 
marry  againft  her  inclination,  no  wife  is  turned  away, 
and  no  huiband  allowed  to  marry  more  than  one  wife  *. 
Much  has  been  faid  of  the  (rumbling- blocks  and  fcan- 
dals,  which  deter  heathens  from  embracing  the  christian 
religion.  With  regard  to  the  Green  landers,  I  know  not 
how  far  that  goes  :  but  this  is  certain,  that  they  would 
be  kept  off  by  nothing  fo  much,  as  by  feeing  the  new- 
converts  and  their  children  unprofitable  drones,  who 
mull  live  at  other  people's  mercy.  For  thefe  Gentiles 
know  of  no  other  virtue,  (for  which  they  hope  to  get  a 
good  place  alfo  in  the  next  world)  f  than  to  be  dextrous 
at  fomething,  to  work  ftoutly,  and  be  able  to  help  them- 
felves  and  others.  And  our  baptized  ones,  becaufe  in 
this  refpeft  they  are  not  inferior  to,  but  rather  excel 
them,  arc  held  by  them  in  great  efteem.

Whenever  the  head  of  a  family  dies,  or  a  widow  and 
her  children,  or  fome  boys  or  girls  by  themfelves  leek 
refuge  with  the  brethren,  and  are  deftitute  of  any  near 
relation  there  who  could  Hand  their  friend,  -the  cafe  is 
laid  before  the  congregation-council  or  veflry,  confid- 
ing ef  the  wifeft  ana  moftly  alfo  the  ableft  men,  and  the 
matter  debated  in  what  manner  they  may  be  beft  helpful 
to  fuch  poor  people.  Thefe  men  are  the  beft  judges  of 
the  houfhold-circumftances  of  their  country-folks,  and 
one  or  another  among  them  generally  offers  himfelf  free- 
ly to  receive  and  to  affift  them.  If  the  children  be  very- 
young  or  fucklings,  then  the  families  who  have  but  few 
or  no  children,  arc  kindly  difpofed  to  adopt  a  boy  or  a 
girl  as  their  own. 

But  the  brethren  mull  affift  thole  people  in  providing 

cloathing  for  the  children,  and  in  finding  kajaks  for  the 

growing  boys,  that  thro'  want  of  neceffary  utenfils  in  their

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youth,  they  may  not  be  rendered  incapable  of  maintain- 
ing themfelves  when  they  come  of  age.  Here  ,-a  watch- 
ful eye  is  fo  much  the  more  required,  as  the  Greenland- 
ers  are,  generally  fpeaking,  very  negligent  in  the  edu- 
cation of  their  own  children,  ijut  prudei  ce  is  alto 
equally  necefl'ary  in  the  distribution  of  their  bounty,  fq 
as  to  beftow  it  on  none  bur.  real  objects,  left  the  Green- 
landers  grow  lazy  and  carelefs,  or  even  fecretly  conclude, 
that  the  million  is  obliged  to  maintain  them,  or  at  lea* 
their  domeflicks,  becaufe  they  have  beer)  baptized  by 
them. 

$  10. 
Thus  we  may  well  affirm,  that  our,  Greenland- 
congregation  has  chiefly  confifted  of  poor  people, 
'qfpecially  fin  ce  the  year  1752  and  I754»  when  fo  many 
ofthebeft  providers  departed  this  life,  whofe  families, 
were  obliged  to  be  fupported  by  the  others;  until  by 
degrees  th.e  growing  you  ihs  mould  become  capable  to' 
take  care  of  themfelves  and  thofe  that  belong  to  them. 
JSefides  thefe,  there  are  in  New-Herrnhuth  fonie  poor 
families  whp  by  reajforl  of  old  age,  ficknefs,  or  a  neglect 
in  their  former  education,  are  unlit  to  provide  for  them- 
felves, and  of  courfc  rriuft.be  aflifted,  by  the  Greenlanders. 
Now  although  it  cannot  he  denied,  that  fome  of  thefe 
turdenfome  poor  are  liftlefs  providers  or  bad  ceconomifts 
(and  fuch  people  are  commonly  deficient  too  in  point  of 
their chriftianity,)  yet  in  general  one  muft  own  to  the  praife 
of  the  reft,  that  it  is, a  real  wonder  to  fee  how  they 
Support  themfelves  ?~-!  'heir  families,  and  alfo  earn  fo 
much  befide,  thfct  ipc.  factors  no  where  ptirchafe  fuch 
quantities,  of  blubber,  as  in  our  conjT/egation,  over- 
loaded as  it  is  with  poor  people ;  and  that  when  hunger 
every  where  prevails,' our  people  have  ftill  fo  much  to  fpa're, 
that  they  can  give  unto  others,  arid  even  receive  whole 
families  into  their  huts,  of  which  I  have  feen  feveral 
lovely  inftances  in  this  laft,  though  pot  particularly  . 
fcvere  winjer-  For  among  the  (ixty-four  families,  there 
are  not  above  fourteen,  at  the  moft  fucteen,  whom  one 
may  call  complete  providers  or  fiiMantial  people,  .  that 
is,  fuch  who  in  a  tolerable  good  year  can  fell  from  three  • 
to  eight  barrels  of  blubber  *  the  others  can  barely  fubfiftt 
or  can  bring  but  a  trifle  to  the  market.  And  yet  in  this 
'  )'ear 
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year,  when  they  had  but  middling  fuccefs,  from 
September  1761-to  February  1762,  our  people  have 
been  enabled  to  fell  140  barrels,  at  a  time  when  four 
neighbouring  heathen- places,  inhabited  indeed  by  fewer 
numbers,  but  who  alfo  had  a  lefs  number  to  maintain, 
and  by  far  a  greater  number  of.  providers,  could  not 
produce  above  half  that  quantity,  though  they  live  moftly 
near  the  fea-coaft,  and  conlequently  more  convenient 
for  trade  than  we  do. 

And  .thus  the  wellknown  thefis  is  verified  alfo  in  wild 
Greenland :  "  That  princes  have  no  better  fubjects  than 
"  the  children  of  God."  A  minifterof  thegofpel  has 
reafon  to  rejoice,  when  the  congregation  committed 
to  his  charge  not  onjy  profpers,  but  alio  when  he  and 
his  poor  flock  can  in  any  degree  promote  the  good  of 
that ,  nation,  under  whofe  Head  the  children  of  God 
can  lead  a  .quiet  and  peaceable  life.  He  acknowledged 
it  as  a  benefaction  from  the  Lord  of  lords,  when  he  is 
pleated  to  legitimate  him  and  his  flock  as  fuch,  in  the 
hearts  of  the  rulers  .of.  this  earth  ;  and  doth  not  fuffer 
himfelf  to  be  made  weary  by  perils  and  difficulties  and 
all  forts  of  impediments,  to  approve  hirnfelf  in  faci  as  a 
fervant  ef  God,  who  ppnfumes  his  life  not  for  filthy 
,  lucre's  fake,  nor  as  an  eye-feryant  to  pleale  men,  but 
for  Chrift's  fake,  arid  for  the  everjafting  welfare  of  the 
poor  loft  heathens,  and  who  (Indies  alio  to  prefent  unto 
his  fuperiors  ufeful  men,  out  of  fuch  who  other  wife  . 
would  infallibly  have  proved  an  incumbrance  to  the 
Sate,    - 

I  hope  a  good  conftru&ion  will  be  put  upon  thefe 
thoughts  of  mine,  to  which  the  confideration  of  the 
Outward  con  ft  i  tut  ion  of  the, Greenland-congregation  and 
the  good  teftimonies  of  the  rending  faflors  have  given 
occafion,  efpecially  as  I  myielf  can  lay  jio  claim  to  the 
praife ;  and  that  the  Father  in  heaven  will  be  thanked 
for  it. 

There  are  no  beggars  in  Greenland,  who  go  about 
foliciting  alms ;  and  confequently  there  is  no  need  of 
a  poor's-box  in  New-Herrnhuth.  Among  the  heathens, 
they  endeavour  to  get  rid  of  all  poor  ufelefs  people,  or  , 
they  let  them  perifh.  Amongft  us  the  deacon  looks  after 
.  them 
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them,  and  does  his  utmoft  {as  mentioned  already)  to 
divide  them  among  the  other  families,  and  thus  to  help 
them. 

I  obferved  one  only  collection  in  the  Greenland-congre- 
gation, viz. /of  oil.  All  who  have  caught  feals,  voluntarily 
contribute  in  autumn  a  fufficient  quantity  of  blubber  or 
train-oil  to  the  hall-fervants,  to  fiipply  the  lamps  in  their 
church  or  meeting.- hall.  And  here  the  generality  of 
the  Greenlanders  deferves  praife,  as  by  nature  they  are 
covetous,  and  like  better  td  receive  than  to  give.  Nor 
is  it  improper  to  acknowledge  the  liberality  of  many 
landladies,  who  keep  houfe  more  fparingly,  that  they 
may  have  the  more  to  distribute  to  the  lick  and  needy. 
It  may  the  furer  be  looked  upon  as  the  fruit  of  faith, 
became  they  do  it  without  orientation,  and  becaufe  the 
article  of  the  fruits  of  faith  is  however  not  fo  daily 
touched  upon  to  them  as  faith  itfelf,  much  lefs  is  any 
merit  attributed  to  our  good  works.  And  thefe  good 
Works-  are  generally  undifcovered  till,  upon  enquiry, 
the  poor  tell  us  after  the  winter  is  over,  how  they  have 
been  fupported  throughout  it. 

This  may  fuffiee  concerning  the  outward  regulation 
of  the  Greenland -congregation.  Befides,  one  cannot 
fay  much  about  it,  fince  that  is  applicable  here  as  well  as 
elfe  where  :  At  is  the  country,  fo  are  its  cufiofas,  in  which 
refpefl  the  brethren  find  little  to  alter  or  amend,  except 
the  careful  prevention  of  all  dfforder  and  finfu!  ufages. 
For  they  are  not  fent  to  ait  the  part  of  lords,  or  new 
law-givers,  but  as  fervants  and  ambafladors  in  Chrift's 
ftead  to  preach  the  gofpel  Unto  them,  and  through  the 
means  of  grace  to  help  them  to  obtain  falvation.  Yet 
wherefoever  they  can  bring  them  into  a  better  courfe  for 
themfclves  temporally  an<T  fpiritually,  and  make  them 
more  profitable  to  the  government  they  belong  to,  they 
doit  with  aH  their  heart  to  the  beft  of  their  infight. 
But  this  mult  not  be  done  in  a  lordly  way,  but  by  way- 
of  exhortation  and  entreaty,  left  the  heathen  fhould  be 
confirmed  in  (he  fulpicion,  that  under  the  colour  of 
chriftianity,  we  feek  to  deprive  them  of  their  liberty, 
wjiich  would  fix  a  bar  againft  the  gofpel  of  Chrift.

As  to  the  eecUfiaflical-anJiitutian  of  the  Greenland- 
congregation,  I  muft  firft  mention  fomething  concerning 
the  miiSonaries  and  their  European  helpers. 

Molt  commonly  each  place  has  a  miffionary,  and  two 
deacon^  to  affift  him  as  Well  in  fpiritual  as  temporal 
affairs.  '  Thefe  three  perfons  are  married.  Their  wives 
are  not  only  the  managers  of  the  family-affairs,  but 
are  alfo  their  chief  helpers  among  their  own  lex,  and 
have,  under  the  direction  of  the  miffionary,  the  fpecial 
care  over  them  according  to  the  order  of  trie  brethren's 
congregations,  both  that  they  may  make  the  labour  of 
the  teachers  more  eafy  to  them,  and  alfo  prevent  all 
{lander  and  jealoufy,  which  the  Greenlanders  are  more 
addicted  to  than  any  other  nation.  Befides  thefe  there 
are  alfo.  two  unmarried  helpers;  one  of  them  as  atttcbijl 
keeps  the  boys-fchool,  and  cares  for  the  fingle  men  and 
boys ;  the  other,  as  djfiftaitt  to  the  tmffwny  is  a  helper  in 
the  outward  oeconomical  affairs,  and  muft  occasionally 
put  his  hand  to  mafonry,  carpentry  and  faith's  work,  for 
the  necefiiiry  buildings  and  repairs ;  he  is  likewife  a 
helper  to  the  catechift,  and  is  especially  intent  to  inure 
the  youths  to  labour  and  induftry,  as  they  are  the 
,  principal  pillars  of  the  Greenland  houfe.  keeping. 
■  In. this  year  1762,.  the  following  perfons  belong  to 
(he  million  in  New-Herrnhuth.  1.)  Frederic  Boehnijh 
miffionary,  fince  1734-  2.)  John  Scerenfen  deacon,  fince 
1746-  3-)  Aftfbptl  BalUnhorfl  deacon,  fince  17+7,  (at 
this  time  abTeht  in  Germany.)  Thefe  three  are  married ;

Each  miflioii  mud  confift  of  four  or  five  men.  For 
fine*  our  miffionaries  have  no  fitlaiy,  but  (except  flour 
and  things  of  that  nature,  and  lome  flelh-meat  and 
drihk,)  mull  maintain  thejnfelves  by  hunting  and  fifliing, 
mull  keep  their  church,  dwell ing-houfe  and  boats  in 
repair,  and  during  the  fliort  fummer-feafon  muft  provide 
fire-wood  and  turf  for  fo  long  a  winter;  therefore  a 
fgffkient  number  of  men  is  always  required,  who,  to  be 
lure;  fwell  the  expences  by  their  voyages  and  main- 
tenance, but  at  the  fame  time  greatly  facilitate  the 
labour  among  the  fouls,  which  orherwife  could  not  have 
juftice  done  it  by  a  couple  of  miffionaries.  Thus  in  the 
Cummer  all  hands  have  enough  to  do,  efpecially  as  they 
are' under  a  neceffity  of  viftting  their  Green  landers  and 
the  heathens  from  time  to  time.  And  thefe  air  truly 
no  tours  of  pleafure,  but  connected  with  many  diffi- 
culties and  dangers  of  their  lives,  the  fea  being  very 
boifterous,  fubjeEt  to  ftorms,  and  the  weather  to  hidden 
changes ;  not  to  mention  that  they  very  feldom  meet 
with  a  fafe  harbour,  and  when  they  come  home,  muft 
always  drag  their  boat  a  great  way  upon  the  land.  In 
the  winter,  when  they  are  molt  employed  in  the  congre- 
gation, they  have  alio  manual  labour  enough  in  repair- 
ing the  houfes,  and  fometimes  mooting  birds,  which  in  thir 
country  is  not  fo  agreeable  an  employment  as  people  in 
other  countries  may  imagine, 

5-3- 
Their  fpare-time  is  employed  in  learning  and  improv- 
ing the  language,,  and  in  tranflating  portions  out  of  the 
holy  fcripture  and  hymns,  for  the  benefit  of  their  Green- 
Imaers.  The  above  (ketch  of  the  Greenland -gram- 
mar, communicated  in  Book  III.  §  44.  will  fufficiently 
evince  chat  this  is  rio  eafy  talk  even  for  fcholars,  who 
are  ufed  to  learn  other  languages  by  grammar -rules; 
and  whoever  in  three  years  time  can  advance  fo  far,  as 
to  understand  the  Grecnlanders,  and  to  render  himfelf 
intelligible  to  them,  muft  indeed  be  endowed  with  very 
good  parts.  Hence  one  may  juftly  infer,  what  diffi- 
culties the  three  fir  ft  Moravian  brethren  were  necelfitated 
to  grapple  with,  who  had  never  feen  a  grammar,  and 
were  obliged  firft  to  learn  the  Latin  grammatical  terms 
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out  of  a  then  very  imperfect  treatife  compiled  by  the  late 
Mr.  Egede,  who  for  want  of  the  German  tongue  could 
not  explain  htmfelf  to  them,  fo  that  in  order  to  acquire 
Green  land  ilh,  they  were  under  a  neceility'  of  learning 
fome  Latin,  and  alfo  their  fchool  -m after 's  native  language 
the&anifh.  They  could  profit  nothing  at  all  by  praSif- 
jng  with  the  natives,  as  theyhad  no  Greenlanders  about 
them  the  nrft  fix  years.  The  fucceeding  brethren,  to 
be  Aire,  have  the  advantage  both  of  a  more  complete 
grammar,  and  of  improvement  by  converfation ;  but 
ftill  they  are  forced  to  begin  with  learning  by  heart  a 
great  number  of  paradigms  an*  compounds,  and  alfo 
to  underftand  many  terms  njt  at  all  cuftomary  in  other 
languages.-  By  fuch  indefatigable  application  have  thefe 
illiterate  men  however  made  fo  great  a  progrefs,  that  with- 
out notes  they  now  are  capable  of  preaching  in  the  Green-* 
land  tongue,  with  great  readinefs,  and  have  alfo  tranflated 
with  good  fuccefs  feveral  hymns  and  paflages  out  of  the 
Bible,  fome  cf  them  pretty  difficult ;  and  they  continue 
ftill  frequently  to  confult  the  moft  intelligent  Green- 
landers  in  point  of  the  language,  by  which  means  their 
dictionary  and  grammar  is  daily  improving  in  their ' 
hands.

It  is  certainly  fome  thing  very  remarkable,  that  of  all 
the  brethren  that  have  gone  to  Greenland,  not  one  has 
yet  departed  this  life  there  *,  nor  laboured  under  any  very 
acute  jifeafe,  though  they  have  had'  to  combat  with  a 

Sreat  deal  of  hard  labour,  rough  weather,  hunger  and 
lirft,  and  many  perilous  voyages  in  ftorms  and  tempeirs, 
between  iflands  and  rocks  j  when  on  the  other  hand  a 
great  many  at  the  other  minions,  efpecially  in, the 
Carybee- iflands,  very  foon  ended  their  race.  If  this 
fliould  be  afcribed  to  the  clear  and  healthy  air'  of  the 
cold  northern  countries,  yet  we  are  alfo  to  remember, 
that  the  fcurvy  ana  other  diftempers  rage  more  violently 
ip  thofe  lands  than  elfewhere,  of  which  we  have  feen 
even  here  many  inftances,  elpecially  in  the  year  172S, 
when  great' numbers  of  Europeans  at  Good-hope  were 
carried  offf.     Therefore  we  cannot  look  upon  this  as

mere 
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mere  chance,  but  are  bound  to  praife  him  who  has  given 
our  brethren  both  courage,  faith,  ftrength  and  "health, 
for  his  having  affifted  and  fupported  them  hitherto  in  fi> 
manifold  and  indeed  marvelous  ways.  It  was  in  this 
view,  that  in  a  funeral-ode  compofed  in  the  year  1736, 
on  three  perfons  in  Hermhuth,  whole  death  was  occa- 
tioned  by  feemingly  very  trifling  circumftanccs,  the 
following  was  inferted. 

One  drops  down  dead,  while  warning  at  the  brook ; 
One  laying  on  a  tile,  at  once  is  ft  ruck ; 
One  retching  billet-wood ;  and  thus,  all  three, 
In  unexpected  ways  die  fuddenly : 
Whilft  thofe  at  the  north-pole  in  keeneft  froft, 
With  hunger  pinch'd,  in  icy  tempefts  tofs'd, 
Survive,  yea  though  in  their  own  houfe  they  tend 
The  peft-fick  *,  and  inter  with  their  own  hand. 
To  our  aftonifliment  we  fee  thefe  men  t» 
Seemingly  loll,  their  health  and  ftrength  retain 
Midft  thoufand  corpfes,  peftilence  and  dread  ; 
'Tis  God  keeps  them  alive  among  the  dead  1 
He's  the  preferver  of  our  lives  and  breath  -% 
His  people  fafeft  are,  in  life  or  death,

In  order  to  ftrengtheri  and  refrejh  .themfelves  in 
the  fpirit  of  their  mind,  fo  as  to  be  better  enabled  to 
endure  the  hardships  of  their  vocation,  they  can  by  turns 
vilit  Germany,  and  ftay  in  fome  of  the  congregations 
there  a. winter,  and,  if  their  return  is  not  found  abso- 
lutely neceflary,  alio  the  next  fummer.  Such  a  voyage 
may  come  round  to  each  perhaps  once  in  fix  years, 
though  fome  of  them  have  waited  for  it  ten  years  and 
more. 

Befldes  the  neceflary  affiftance  for  their  bodily  fupporc 
which  is  yearly  fent  over,  they  alfo  receive  at  the  fame 
time  all  the  writings  published,  and  all  the  accounts  of 
the  kingdom  of  Chrift  among  chriftians  and  heathens 
for  the  whole  year  paft  ;  fo  as  they  alfo  in  return  com- 
municate ah  account  of  their  miffion ;  that  they  may  con-

tinuc  in  connexion  with  the  other  congregations,  and 
with  them  grow  and  increafe  in  grace  and  the  know- 
ledge of  Chrift.  Thefe  writings  and  accounts  are  the 
focial  entertainment  of  the  long  winter-evenings j  after' 
the  reading,  they  conclude  with  an  evening-blefling  or 
prayer,  fo  as  they  begin  every  day  with  a  morning-  blefs- 
ing,  except  Sunday,  when  they  pray  the  Church-litany: 
they  have  befides  a  fhort  family-devotion  every  day  at 

§  16. 
Their  houie-keeping  is  carried  on  in  fellowlhip  under 
the  direction -of  a  conftituted  deacon,  who  fends  every 
year  a  lift  of  what  is  chiefly  wanted  to  thofe  deacons 
who  care  for  the  millions,  and  it  is  bought  in  at  Copen- 
hagen. They  have  all  equal  fare,  none  expects  either 
falary,  prefents  or  perquuites.  None  thinks  himfelf 
above  bodily  labour,  and  what  one  provides,  the  reft  en- 
joy alike.  But  by  fiftiing  and  hunting,  which  is  but  a 
poor  affair  at  beft,  there  is  no  way  of  providing  for 
themfelves ;  and  as  for  gain,  there  is  no  fuch  thing  to 
be  thought  of.  The  moll  part  therefore  muft  be  fent  to' 
them,  and  this  cannot  but  be  attended  with  very  great 
expences.  The  heathen-meflengers  muft  not  only  be 
provided  with  neceffary  money  and  cloaths  at  their  lirlt 
fettingout,  but  every  year  a  confiderable  fupply  is  fent 
of  victuals  and  cloathing,  alfo  from  time  to  time  boats, 
and  timber  for  their  dwelling-houfes,  and  for  the  meet- 
ing-houfe  of  the  Greenlanders,  for  which,  as  well  as 
for  the  pane  tigers,  a  competent  freight  is  paid.  When 
they  are  called  back  to  the  congregation,  as  they  can 
"bring  nothing  with  them,  they  are  maintained  gratis 
whilft  they  ftay,  and  when  they  fet  out  again,  their  ne- 
cefiaries  are  found  as  before.  Their  labour  among  the 
heathen  cuts  off  all  time  and  opportunity  for  the  educa- 
tion of  their  own  children  ;  therefore  they  are  placed  ia 
the  nurferies  of  the  Unity,  and  there  maintained  gratis^ 
with  equal  care  to  thofe  for  whom  their  parents  pay ; 
afterwards  they  are  either  put  to  learn  trades,  or  fent  to 
the  academy,  according  to  their  capacities.  They  can 
expect  nothing  from  the  believing  Greenlanders.  And 
although  it  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  the  brethren,  never 
to  attach  any  heathens  to  themfelvej  by  bounties,  and 
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to  be  very  cautious  when  and  how  they  beftW  themV 
left  the  beneficiaries  receive  more  hurt  than  benefit  by  h> 
yet  what  our  dear  Saviour  faith,  Ye  have  the  poor  akuayt 
with  you,  is  here  verified.  Such  muft  be  fupported  who 
are  helplefs  through  age  and  infirmities ;  the  youths 
muft  be  brought  up  and  introduced  to  labour  and  in- 
duftry ;  the  fick  muft  be  fupplied  with  medicines,  and 
be  waited  on  and  nurfed  without  fee  or  pay ;  the  child' 
ren  alfo  are  taught  to  read,  and  books  are  given  to.tho.fo 
that  can  read.  Such  unavoidable  occafions  of  bellow- 
ing fome times  more  and  fometimes  lefs  on  the  heathen, 
offer  continually  alfo  in  the  millions  among  the  Negroes* 
and  more  fo  mil  among  the  Indians,  the  particulars 
whereof  cannot  be  fpetified  here. 

For  this  our  heathen-  meffengers  have  no  other  fund, 
than  the  bleffing  of  God  which  accompanies  the  labour 
of  their  own  hands,  and  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
fuch  brethren  and  friends  whofe  hearts  are  filled  with 
love  and  fympathy  towards  the  poor  heathens.  They 
went  firft  among  them  with  this  Ample  thought :  Could 
we  but  once  get  to  the  heathens !  this  will  be  the  harddfc 
point ;  when  we  are  there,  we  will  live  with  them,  fare 
as  they  do,  or  earn  our  bread  from  others.  This  they. 
alfo  did  faithfully  put  in  practice,  and  they  continue 
ftill,  as  much  as  poflible,  to  make  their  own  hands  mi- 
nifter  to  their  neceffities. 

But  left  this  fhould  reduce  them  to  pinching  want,  fo 
as  to  fink  under  the  burden,  or  oblige  them  to  neg- 
lect their  principal  affair,  viz.  the  labour  among  the  hea- 
then, (not  to  mention  many  by-expences,  which  their 
own  exigencies,  as  well  as  the  well-being  of  their  hea- 
then congregations  require;)  our  brethren  in  Europe  " 
have  been  obliged  to  amft  them  with  fome  thing  confider- 
able,  to  which  every  one  contributes  with  the  greateft 
ehearfulnels  according  to  his  ability.  The  very  children 
themfelves'  will  not  be  excluded,  and  the  pooreft  .day- 
labourers  rather  (pare  it  out  of  their  own  mouths,  than 
not  have  the  pleafure  to  take  fbare  in  the  furtherance 
of  the  work  of  God  among  the  heathen. 

Thefe  collections  are  received  by  fome  judicious  men, 

who  ferve  the  heathwi-miffions  as  deacons  without  any 
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(alary.  Thefe  keep  a  regular  account,  and  lay  out  the 
money  for  the  good  of  all  the  miffions  without  diftindt- 
ion.  Indeed,  hitherto  it  has  never  been  found  fufficient 
to  anfwer  all  arid  every  demand,  fo  that  they  have  been 
under  a  neceffity  of  borrowing  fo  me  thing  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  which  fums  they  have  endeavoured  to  pay  off  from 
time  to  time.  But  we  praife  the  Lord,  the  giver  of 
every  good  thing,  who  has  made  our  brethren  and 
friends  fo  willing  to  concur  in  this  blcffed  work,  and 
who  has  evidently  anfwered  the  prayers  of  his  fervants, 
in  repaying  our  benefactors  in  a  rich  meafure.  And  we 
truft  in  him,  that  fince  this  work  is  his  aum,  lie  will 
further  fupport  it  amidft  all  difficulties,  and  alfo  ftir  up 
the  fame  wilHngnefs  in  well-inclined  people,  in  othet 
places,  to  affift  in  this  matter,  whofe  benevolence  will 
be  acknowledged  by  the  believers  among  the  heathen, 
,  and  by  their  minifters  with  thankful nefs,  and  will  alfs 
undoubtedly  be  remembered  by  him,  who  hath  faid: 
Hfhatye  have  dene  to  the  leafl  of  theft  my  brtihrmy  ye  have  dam 
it  unto  mt.    ■  ■  H 

§'7- 
The' brethren  have  from  time  to  time  trained  up  fbme 
of  the  moft  folid,  exemplary  and  approved  perfons  of  both 
fexes  as  helpers  among  their  nation,  and  thefe,  to  the 
number  of  twenty  or  upwards,  were  at  the  vifitatioh  in  die 
year  1 752  formed  into  a  regular  clafs  of  helpers,  to  lead  on 
the  reft.  With  thefe  they  confer  twice  every  week,  and 
are  informed  of  the  ftate  of  their  people  in  the  country 
and  in  their  houfes,  (there  being  one  of  this  company 
generally  living  m 'each  houfe;)  they  enquire  in  parti- 
cular about  their  children's  education,  their  houfe- order, 
.  their  converfation,  and  the  general  walk  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  place.  At  the  lame  time  they  give  them 
heedful  exhortations,  which  thefe  occafionally  endeavour 
to  introduce  among  the  reft. 

The  teachers  lea/n  of  them  efpecially  the  fituation  of 
the  new-comers  who  as  yet  are  no  catechumens,  or  what 
they  perceive  among  the  heathen  that  vifit  them ;  they 
alfo  encourage  them  to  fay  fomething  to  them  of  the-1 
way  of  falvation,  which  they  are  indeed  commonly  ur- 
ged by  their  countrymen  to  do,  when  they  are  abroad 
among- them.      -    .  - 

Vol.  II.  J>  d  What 
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What  concerns  the  interior  direction  of  the  mUEon 
is  not  reforved  in  this  conference  of  Gveenland-helpers, 
but  is  considered  of  at  a  conference  held  every  week,  by 
the  miffionaries  and  their  affiftarits,  and  the  relult  after- 
wards notified  to  the  Greenland-helpers.  But  what 
pertains  to  the  outward  well-being  of  the  people,  par* 
ticulai  ly  when  they  are  preparing  to  fifli  or  hunt  in  re- 
mote places,  is  treated  of  in  common  with  them,  when 
they  are  enjoined  at  the  lame  time  to  maintain  goad  or- 
der among  their  people.  Thofe  men  who  are  qualified 
for  it,  are  then  commiffioned  to  keep  meetings,  as  often 
as  they  can,  with  thofe  that  rende  in  the  fame  place  with 
them,  and  alio  not  to  forget  the  heathen.  But  when 
they  are  all  at  home' in  the  winter;  they  are  aiked  by 
turns,  perhaps  once  or  twice  in  the  week,  to  keep  the 
public  morning- meeting,  and  the  miffionary  is  always 
ffrefent. 

Out  of  thefe  helpers  there  are  finwtts  of  both  frxes ' 
appointed,  whole  bufmefe  it  is  to  keep  the  church  or 
meeting-hall  clean  and  in  decent  order,  to  place  the 
benches,  to  take  care  of  the  lamps,  to  bring  in  the  wa- 
ter at  baptifms,  and  what  otherwile  falls  to  the  office  of 
a.  clerk.  Befides  thefe,  none  are  diftinguilhed  by  par- 
ticular appellations  or  offices,  fuch  as  elders,  church? 
wardens,  caieehifls,  &c,  though  they  do  in  fa&  lupply 
all  thofe  places,  and  that  freely  without  fee  or  prece- 
dence of  rank.  If  it  even  was  in  the  power  of  the 
brethren  (which  is  not  the  cafe)  to  let  fuch  peribns  who 
axe  in  any  way  helpful  to  them,  enjoy  in  return  any 
preferable  advantage,  yet  they  would .  thereby  only  mils 
their  aim,  and  do  harm  inftead  of  good  to  the  people.

This  naturally  leads  me  to  the  delcription  of  their 
public  divine  woiihip,  both  on  Sundays  and  working- 
days.  ■ 

Every  day  in  the  week  at  fix  o'  clock  in  the  morning 
a  fhort  meeting  is  kept,  called  the  moming-birjjmg  or 
prayer,  at  which  all  the  baptized  great  and  fmall  attend. 
At  eight  is  a  meeting  for  all  the  people,  in  which  a  text 
out  of  the  fcripture  is  always  treated  of,  but  ftiH  lb 
fliort,  that :  both  (peaking  and  Tinging  feldom  exceeds 
hair" 
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half  an  "hour.  After  this,  the  men  fbi!6w  their  ufual 
occupations  on  the  feai  ■  Directly  aftef,  the  children  have 
■a  meeting,  in  which  (hey  are  catechiftfdj  and  from 
thence  they  proceed-to  fchool,  the  girls  to  a  miifionary 
or  deacon  who  is  married,  and  the  boys  to  the  catechift, 
whither  alfo  fome  grown  young  people:,  Who  have  tirncj 
refort  to  improve  in  reading  and  writing,  and  occaiion ally 
to  affift  in  teaching  the  younger  children,  In  the  evening 
when  the  men  are  returned  from  fea,  there  Is  another 
meeting  for  all  the  people*  at  which  the  minifter  either 
ipeaks  on  a  textj :  or  only  fingsj  Which  is  therefore  called 
the  Jingiitg-bmo: 

Thefe  are  the  public  meetings  commonly  kept  every 
day.  After  the  -  finging-hour  the  communicants  remain 
In  the  hall,  and  have  a  fliort  exhortation.  Twice  every 
week  the  above-mentioned  helpers- conference  is  kepn 
And  after  their  work  and  fupperis  oyer,  they  conclude 
the  day  with  evening»-prayer,  which  they  call  theeven- 
ing-blefling. 
■     ■  $  »9* 

On  oV«abj*,  after  the  moriiing^hleffihg  each  c'hoir- 
divifion,  according  to  their  fex,  ftate  and  age,  have  a 
fliort  meeting ;  thefe  are  called  chsir-mtcungt  or  cboir~ 
homilies.  But  in  very  bad  weather,  and  in  fummer  when 
many  are  abroad,  a  diicourfe  to  the  whole  together  ii 
kept  inftead  of  thefe  homilies.  The  prtachtng,  which  is 
either  on  the.gofpel  for  the  day  {according  to  the  ufage 
atriongft  the  Lutherans)  or  on  any  other  text,  is  in  the 
afternoon,  and  differs  from  another  exhortatory  dtfcourie" 
•nly  in  this,  that  it  generally  is  more  fyltematical  and 
fomewhat  longer;  perhaps  an  hour,  and  that  the  miffion- 
ary  delivers  it  Handing,  and  not  fitting  behind  the  table, 
(for  he  has  no  pulpit)  that  fo  every  one  may  hear  di<» 
ftinctty,  the  hall  as  well  as  adjoining  rooms  being  gene-« 
Ally  very  much  crowded  on  fuch  days. 

Every  Sunday  evening,  the  Litany,  Intertperled  with 
chorus's,  is  prayed  with  die  baptized  and  the  received 
catechumens;  and  at  the  ihterceffion  for  all  Chriften* 
dom,  and  for  the  governors  of  the  lands  where  we  dwells 
thefe  -words  are  tifed  :  "  Guide  and  protect  our  deaf 
**  King,  Frederic  the  Vth*,  and  all  that  are  put  ia 
"  authority  under  him,  that  We  may  lead  under  him  a' 
D  d  2  "  quia 

•  KM  ehr,ftiwi  Iht  VII*. 
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"  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godlinefs  and  honefty. 
f*  Hsarus,  O  dear  Lord  and  Ged I" 

Next  to  the  holy  communion  and  the  folemn  mini- 
ftrations  of  baptifm,  this  is  accounted  the  moll  weighty 
meeting  among  the  Greerdanders,  at  which  the  comforta- 
ble and  yet  awful  pre  fence  of  our  dear  Lord,  and  of  his  Fa- 
ther, and  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  is  often  perceived  in  fuch  a 
(enfible  manner,  that  many  tears  are  fhed ;  for  which  reafon 
very  few  if  any  among  them  neglect  this  meeting ;  and 
die  very  children,  who  for  want  of  room  cannot  attend, 
frequently  follicjt  to  have  the  Litany  repeated  to  them 
the  next  day.  Directly  after  this  meeting,  the  mar- 
ried-people have  their  evening-bleffing  in  the  hall,  and 
The  tingle  choirs  in  their  refpe&ive  choir-houfes. 

§  20. 
Befides  Sundays,  they  alfo  celebrate  in  Greenland, 
in  common  with  the  reft  of  Chriftendom,  the  feftivals  «f 
Eafter,  Pentecoft,  and  Chriftmas.  On  Eajier-mormng  at 
'fun-fifing  the  whole  congregation  afiembles  in  the  hall, 
and  having  been  fatuted  by  the  miflibnary  with  that  joy- 
ful acclamation ;  Tl>t  Lord  it  rifm  indiid,  a  fliort  difcounc 
is-  kept,  and  then  they  repair  to  the  burying-ground,  and 
pray  the  Earter-liturgy  ufual  in  the  brethren's  congre- 
gations, mentioning  by  name  thoie  Greenlanders,  who 
fmce  the  preceding  Eatter  departed  in  the  faith,  and  im- 
ploring for  themfelves  a  like  happy  confununation  of 
their  faith,  and  an  entrance  into  everlafting  reft  in  the 
wounds  of  Jefus.  After  this  they  return  to  the  hall, 
and  the, portion  of  fc  nature  out  of  the  harmony  of  the 
four  evangelifts  concerning  the  refurre&ion  of  Jefus,  is 
-  read,  explained,  and  interfperfed  with  applicable  cho- 
rus's. In  the  afternoon  a  difcourfe  is  held  either  on  the 
fcftival-leuon,  or .  any  other  Eafter-text,  and  the  day. 
concluded  with  the  litany,  as  other  Sundays.'  Oil 
Rafter-Monday  in  the  morning  choir- homilies  are  kept, 
and  in  the  afternoon  a  fennon  preached,  and  in  cafe 
there  are  any  candidates  for  it,  holy  baptifm  admini- 
ftercd. 

.  Nearly  after  the  fame  manner  are  Whiffxnday  and 
Chrifimai  obferved,  only  with  this  difference,-  that  in 
regard  to  the  farmer  they  muft  conform  to  cuxumftan- 
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ces,  (the  people  being  moftly  at  that  time  employed  in' 
their  capejin-fiQiery)  and  keep  it  where  they  .then  hap- 
pen to  be:  and  that  on  Chriftmas-eve  they  keep  a 
Chriftmas-vigil,  at  which  faeftdes  ringing  hymns  of  the 
Nativity  of  God  our  Saviour,  that  awful  fubjeft  is  read 
and  treated  of  at  large.  About  this'  time  the  congrega-i 
tion,  in  its  feveral  divifions,  is  ufed  to  keep  agape's  or 
love-feafts;  that  of  the  children  is  always  on  Decern- - 
ber  28,  being  Innocents-day,  when  after  a.folemri  ca-^ 
tech  ifat  ion,  iome  fmall  prefents  lent  from  Europe  are  alio 
distributed  among  them.  "  ' 

1  MaiDidy-ThuTJday,  Goad-Friday,  and  Afcenfim-d&f  are 
alio  obferved  with  reading  and  expounding  the  refpeAive 
narratives  out  of  the  evangelifts ;  and  befides,  on  Good- 
Friday,  the  commemoration  of  the  Death  of  Jefus  is 
performed  in  the  holy  facrament  of  his  body  and  blood, 
always  with  quite  peculiar,  and  dift'inguiihed  grace  and 
devotion. 

:  On  New-Ytar's-day  the  merit  of  the  circumcifion  of 
Jefus,  as  his  firft  blood-fhedding,  and  his  blefl'ed  name 
of  JESUS  is  the  fubjed  of  meditation.  In  the  preceding 
New-year's  vigil,  the  congregation  is  reminded  of  all 
the  grace  and  favours  bellowed  upon  them  by  the  Lord 
throughout  the  whole  year  paft,  and  the  old-year  is  con- 
cluded with  a  prayer,  thankfgiving  and  ihtercelEon, 
which  is  often  accompanied  with  innumerable  tears. 

The  Epipbtny,  or  Jan.  6,  being  die  Heathen-feftival, 
or  the  memorial-day- of  the  firft  Gentiles  paying  homage 
to  the  new-born  King  of  glory,  is  folemnized  with  a 
fermon,  with  reading  of  accounts  from  other  converted 
heathens,  and  generally  alio  holy  baphfin  is  admini- 
ftered. 

On  Feb.  2.  the  widowers  and  widows  call  to  mind' 
at  a  lov<5-feaft  the  example  pfSijneon  and  Anna,  who  with 
joy  obtained  that  confolation  of  Ifrael  which  they  had 
waited  for.  But  the  25th  of  March  is  obferved  by  the 
whole  -congregation,  as  a  memorial-day  of  the  Incar- 
nation of  Jefus ;  and  fince  this  is  the  foundation  and 
beginning  of  our  redemption  and  fanftirJcation,'aha  fince 
alfo  all  our  Green  landers  are  generally  at  home  at'  this 
time,  the  weighty  fubjeft  of  the  fanctincation  of  our  fout 
and  members  through  the  merit  of  the  manhood  of  jefus,  is 

-  _  Dd  3  prefied 
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preffed  home  with  particular  application  to. the  different 
fexcs  and  ages,  and  the  growing  youth  efpecially  recom-i 
mended  in  prayer  W  his  care  and  prefervation. ; 

Other  days  obferved  in  many  proteftant  countries, 
fuch  as  St,  'John  Baptift's  and  St.  Michael's,  are  here  not 
particularly  obferved,  the  Greenlanders  being-  for  the 
moil  part  abroad  at  this  time  of  the  year ;  hut  yet  the 
feftival-mbje&s  are  applied  in  the  ufual  daily  meetings. 

On  St,  fbimaCs'dajy  December  ar,  as  the  Green- 
landers "  were  ufed  of  old,  about  this  time  to  make  afeaffc 
on  account  of  the  return  of  the  fun  j  the  words  of  Jefus, 
John  xx.  Reach  bitbfr  thy  finger,  and  behold  my  bands,  and 
Teach  hither  thy  hand,  and  tbruji  it  into  my  fide;  and  be  net 
faitble/s  but  believing,  are  treated  of  in  the  meeting,  and 
afterwards  they  (irig  at  their  meals  in  their  houfes  rood 
melodious  hymns  on  that  fubjefl. 

The  congregation-day  or  payer-day  is  kept  every 
month,  trie  Sunday  fortnight  after  the  holy  communion, 
in  cafe  the  Greenlanders  tan  corne  together  during  the 
fummer-feafon-  At  fuch  times  befides  a  public  difcQurfe, 
fome  translated  accounts  of  the  heathen-congregations  or 
others,  efpecially  ipine  liyes  of  departed  brethren  and  fif- 
ters  are  communicated,  a  portion  out  of  thePfalmsor 
Prophets  read  and  expounded,  and  generally  fome  of  the 
catechumens  received  with  the  kifs  of  peace,  among  the 
candidates  for  baptifm,  or  fome  of  thefe  embodied  by/ 
rjaptifm  into  the  chriitian  church,  and  trjefe  tranfa£rions 
are  concluded  with  a  prayer  kneeling. 

In  the  public  meetings  a  text  of  Scripture  is  alway* 
laid  for  the  foundation,  and  treated  of  more  inapacEne-. 
tjcal  than  exegetical  manner.  As  for  the  Greenland- 
helpers,  they  (peak,  chiefly  of  their  own  daily  experience 
and  enjoyment  of  grace,  and  what  is  ufed  to  hinder,  ar 
further  them  therein ;  and  this,  manner  of  (peaking ' 
makes  a  deep  impreffion  upon,  the  Greenlanders.  On  ■ 
tcftival  and  memorial -days,  as  alio  when  it  happens  that 
fhe  daily  words  and  texts  contain  no  particular  doctri- 
pal  matter  applicable  tp  the  Greenlanders,  a  leflon  is 
read  out  of  the  holy  fcripture,  efpecially  the  evangelifts,- 
.and  tf  needful,  expounded  with  forne  few  plain  and  fim, . 
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pie  words.  And  as  many  of  the  Greenlanders  can  read 
very  well,  they  will  frequently  read  to'  one  another  in 
their  houfes,  which  gives  them  many  opportunities  for 
uTefui  conyerfation,  and  for  enquiring  of  their  teachers 
What  they  thcmfclves  do  not  as  yet  understand, 

One  often  hears  the  Greenlanders,  efpecially  the  wo- 
men and  children,  itnging  fpiritual  hymns,  at  their 
work,  both  without  ana  within  their  houfes.  Formerly 
thofe  who  had  good  voices  were  inftructed  apart  in  ring- 
ing i  hut  this  is  now  no  more  needful,  fince  moll  of. 
them  ring  well,  know  the  moft  common  hymns  by 
heart,  or  can  learn  them  out  of  the  hymn-book.  And  as- 
ftrangers  are  generally  ftruck  with  the  orderly  and  fweet 
ringing  at  divine  worfhip  in  the  brethren's  congrega- 
tions ;  fo  I  muft  likewife  own,  that  I  was  lb  well-pica- 
fed  with  tile  GreenlanBers  manner  of  ringing  in  their 
meetings,  that  I  thought  they  almoft  excelled  fomc  of 
our  European  congregations.  It  is  true  the  men  have 
commonly  coarfe  voices,  and  therefore  exert  them  the 
lefs ;  but  on  the  contrary  the  women  have  clear  and  fore 
voices,  and  fing  fo  regular  and  harmoniouily,  that  it 
founds  at  a  drftance  like  one  voice.  And  among  them 
the  little  girls  claim  apreference,  on  account  of  the  clear- 
nefs  and  hvelinefs  of  their  ringing. 

Their  only  fault  is,  that  they  are  apt  to  let  their 
voices  fink,  efpecially  in  a  long  metre,  but  this  is  reme- 
died by  the  help  of  mufic.  Their  band  of  mulic  is  very 
fimple,  and  confifts  only  of  two  or  three  violins,'  a  cou- 

5>le  of  flutes,  and  a  few  guitars.  Some  of  the  Green*- 
anders  have  learnt  to  play  fuch  church-tunes  as  they 
know,  pretty  well  on  thefe  inftruments  in  two  parts, 
and  might  become  greater  proficients  in  mufic  if  thought 
neceflary,  for  they  themfelves  have  a  tafte  for  it.  Some 
of  them  have  alio  learnt  to  blow  the  trumpet  .and  french- 
horn ;  yet  thefe  inftritments  never' accompany  their 
church-mufic,  but  are  wed  as  a  fignal,  inftead  of  the 
bell,  to  call  the  baptized  or  communicants  to  their 
meetings. 
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§  23- 

In  all  public  difcourfes,  catcchi Cations  and  converfa- 
tions,  the  living  koowledge  of  Jefus  Chrift  and  him  cru- 
cified is  chiefly  inculcated,  and  every  other  truth  dedu- '. 
ced  from  that  fountain.  The  miifionaries  direct  all  fouls, 
to  him  to  feek  remiflion  of  fins,  life  an<f  falvation  in  his 
wounds,  to  be  wafbed  in  his  blood,  and  thereby  to  be 
fancttfied  and  preferved  in  foul  and  body.  It  is  their 
principal  concern  to  eftablifh  a  real  acquaintance  be- 
tween every  individual  and  the  near  though  invifible. 
Friend  of  their  fouls,  and  to  keep  them  in  prayer  and 
filent  heart's  intereourfe  with  him,  which  (applies  .the. 
life  of  God  in  their  fouls  with  daily  nourishment,  and 
preferves  the  lamp  of  faith  from  extingui&ing* 

Their  method  of  convening  with  the  wild,  heathen 
and  bringing  them  to  the  knowledge. of  the  truth,  is  al- 
ready exemplified  in  the  preceding  niftory.    .   - .  _ 

They  have  experienced  how  little  is  effected  by  fitft 
endeavouring  to  make  rational  creature*  of  them,  then 
proving  the  exiftence  and  attributes  of  God,  and  from 
thence  inforcing  the  confequent  duties,  la  order  the 
better  to  prepare  them  to  receive  the  do&rinc  of. the 
atonement,  and  to  ihew  its  neceffity.  Aifter  fix  years 
wifuccefsful  labour,  they  found,  that  the  plain  tefti-* 
tnony  concerning  the  Death  and  Pailton  of  Jefus,.  toge- 
ther with  its  caufc  and  happy  confequences,  delivered 
by  a  heart  touched  with  a  warm  and  experimental  fenfe 
of  it,  is  the  beft  preparation,  and  the  fureft  way  of  en- 
lightening the  dark  .-and  benighted  minds  of  the  wild, 
heathen,  in  order  to  lead  them  afterwards  fiep  by  iter* 
into  all  truth.  And  I  have  been  filled  with  the  greater 
amazement  to  behold  the  powerful  effe&s  of  the  word 
of  the  crofs  on  the  molt  ignorant  and  favage  heathens, 
who  according  to  their  fir  ft  appearance  feemed  utterly 
incapable  of  comprehending  this  great  myftery  of  godT 
linefe.  j 

,  They  have  been  confirmed  in  this  method  of  teach- 
ing, not  only  by  their  own  experience  of  many  years, 
hut  alfo  by  the  example  and  alterations  of  their  fellow- 
labourers  among  other  heathen  nations.  This  method 
has  further  been  found  to  be  the  beft  by  other  Servants 
of  God,  who  have  laboured  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft-In- 
dies, 
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dies,  among,  heathens  of  a  more  refined,  in  their  way 
more  learned,    but  alto  more  corrupted  turn  of  mind.' 
To  prove  this,  I  will  only  .quote  a  paflage  out  of  "John-' 
J.uke  Nieiamf's  Jbort  account  if  the  Eafi-Tndia-Mtffvm,  to/ 
which  Piipfeflbr  Frattie  wrote  a  preface ;  the  words  are 
thefe  :    rt.  The  mrffionarics  have  frequently  remarked* 
**  that  nothing  makes  fuch  a  powerful  impreiEon  on  the 
*'  minds  of  the  heathen,  or  makes  them  fo  defirous  of 
**.  receiving  .further  information  concerning  the  firiful- 
"  nets  of  human  nature,  and  the  vanity  of  their  idols, 
"  as  when  one,  immediately  at  the  first  speaking 
*  TO  them,,  declares  to  their"  hearts  the  gracious  meiT- 
**  age  concerning  the  free  Mercy  of  God  m  Chrift  Jefus 
*'  towards  the  loft  human  race.     On  the  contrary,  our 
**  eatechiirs,  before  they  were  rightly  acquainted  with 
"  the  chief  mattb^  which  aMinifter  of  the  New- 
**  Teirarnent  has  to  declare,  have  made  manifold  cx- 
"  peiimetjts,  Haw  little  is  te  he  tfftStd  enmwft  thefe  hea- 
41  them,  b\y  aty  mural  reprejintatimr  of  the  glorious  Attribute) 
*l  ofG«dt  and  of  various  duties  of  virtue.     Even  fuppofing 
"  4hey  dutwarctly  aflent  to  all  fuch  truths,  frill  whilit, 
**  their  ftubborn  will  is  not  gained  over,  they  only  feek 
"  the  more  by  various  pretences  to  invalidate  the  fame.^ 
likewife  .page  465.     "  We  obferved  that  the  greateft 
"  devotion  ana  awakening  was  excited  among  them,  by, 
*'  propounding  to  them  thegofbel-topicks,  and  difplaying 
igsofChnft,.&c." 
a  confirmed  by  the  late  David 
a  Prefbyterian  fociety  in  Scot- 
in  the  province  of  Jerry  and 
well  informed  concerning  that 
f  .too  early)  death,  indefatiga- 
ifervable  throughout  the  whole 
of   his   account,   that    as   long   as   he  continued  the 
ufual  method  of  preaching,  and  endeavouring  to  convince 
die  Indians  by  connected  arguments,  he  could  effect  no- 
thing among  them ;  but  fo  foon  as  he  took  pattern  by 
his  neighbours,  whofe  good  fuccefs  among  the  heathen 
he  was  an  cye-witnefs  of,  and  ventured  ltraightway  to 
preach  to  thera  limply  the  Saviour  and  bis  love  even  till 
the  death    on  the  crofs,    fuch  a  large  and  quick  awa-

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Vening  fnfued,  that  both  he,  and  all  die  ministers  of 
his  pcrfuafion  who  faw  it  were  aftonifhed,  and  forced  to 
afctibe  glory  to  God,  Was  I  to  quote  all  his  beautiful 
paflages  of  this  kind,  I  could  fill  whole  meets  of  paper.

"  by  any  terrifying  fermons,  but,  what  h  exceeding 
"  remarkable,  whenever  in  my  dtfeourfes  I  ftrongly  . 
* '  dwelt  on  that  moving  fcene  or  a  Saviour  dying  on  the 
"  crofs,  and  his  meek  behaviour  under. the  whole,  as 
«  alfo  on  the  exceeding  great  riches  of  the  gofpcl-falva. 
"  t ion,  and  how  kindly  an*  out  of  mere  unmerited  grace 
"  thedivincmercy  offers  the  fame  unto  all  needy,  forrow- 
"  ful  and  diftrefted  fouls;  there  appeared  immediately 
"  amongft  the  hearers  art  extraordinary  ftirring  anij 
"  awakening,  tltc*.'*

This  and  no  other  foundation  (1.  Or.  ill.  Ii.)  is  lata 
among  our  Greenlanders,  and  what  has  already  been: 
communicated  out  of  their  drfcourfes  and  letters,  and 
will  be  further  added  in  the  Appendix,  will  fufEciently 
evince,  that  they  grow  and  increafc  in  grace  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  upon  this  foundation.  But  fine* 
thefe  public  confeffions  witnefs  only  of  the  ftateof  a  fear 
members  of  the  congregation,  I  will  fpeak  my  thoughts 
concerning  the  whole,  as  far  as  I  have  had  opportunity 
to  difcern  from  daily  converfation  and  divers  incidents. 

I  have  obferved  among  the  Greenlanders  little  or  no- 
thing of  that  mere  head-knowledge,  which  pufreth  up, 
but  leaves  the  heart  empty,  or  even  fills  the  mind 
with  curious   fpeculations  that  an  .hurtful.    Neither

have 
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have  they  .any  opportunity  for  it;  bccaufe  they  hear  no- 
thing but  the  truth,  and. that  according  to  the  Scripture, 
and  the  method  of  .teaching  is  Ample,  and  calculated 
not  only  for  the  underftanding,  but  chiefly  for  the  bet- 
tering of  the  heart.  They  are  not  forced  to  learn  much 
by  rats,  fince  the  relu&ahce  to  that,  talk  would  in  many 
produce  an  averfion  to  the  truth,  and  then  of  courfe  ei- 
ther a  fretful  ftupidity  or  fecret  criticifuig.  Ambitious 
emulation  is  not  fct  at  work  as  a  fpur  to  learning;  and 
tie  proverb,  "  The  more  learned,  the  more  efteemed,"  ! 
has  no  place  among  them  in  regard  to  fpiritual  Icience. 

Neyerthelefe  moft  of  the  baptized  are  mailers  of  a  good 
(hare  of  tiuclrinal  knowledge.  But  there  is  a  difference 
between  thofc  who  were  joined  to  them  in  an  advanced 
age,  and  thoii;  who  as  children  or  in  their  youth  were 
baptized,  kept  at  fchool,  and  trained  up  by  the  bre- 
thren. For  thefc  laft  have  not  only  a  daily  catechifa- 
tion,  which  the  adult  have  no  leifure  to  attend ;  but, 
beildes,  moft  of  them  can  read  themfelves,  and  confe- 
quently  can  better  comprehend,  and  retain  what  they 
hear.  A  remarkable  difterence  may  be  perceived  in 
thefe  with  regard  to  their  growth  in  clear  infight  and 
knowledge ;  yet  there  are  many  old  ones  too,  who  by 
nfature  reflexion,  accompanied  with  a  heart's-comp  unct- 
ion, have  made  furprizing  advances. 

The  main  point  infifted  upon  by  the  brethren  among 
the  Greenlanders,  both  baptized  and  unbaptized,  is  the 
heart's  feeling,  or  the  living  knowledge,  and  perfonal 
experience  of  the  grace  of  God  in  Chrift,  The  candi- 
dates for  bapturn,  nuft  no  more  be  deficient  in  a  falu- 
tary  fenie  of  their  own  raifery,  joined  with  a  defire  after 
Jems  and  a  confidence  in  his  merits,  than  in  the  necef-  , 
ury  knowledge.  If  any  perfbns  even  abounded  in  the , 
latter,  but  wanted  the  former  qualification,  the  miffion- 
aries  would  not  once  think  of  them  as  fit  fubjeifts  for 
baptifm.  On  the  other  hand  they  look  upon  fuch  as 
worthy  candidates  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  who, 
though  endued  with  but  a  fmall  degree  of  intellectual 
jcnowledge,  in  good  earneit  weep  for  mercy  and  grace, 
bccaufe  they  are  perfiiaded  that  fuch  are  capable  of  being 
enriched  with  all  knowledge  and  underftanding. 

.    .    .  And 
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And  I  have  indeed  obferved,  that  the  Greenlanders 
who  have  been  baptized,  and  obtained  a  happy  heart, 
a  peaceful  confidence,  and  a  fincere  defirc 

"  To  learn  all  that,  whereby  they  may 
"  Adorn  Chrift's  doftrine  every  way," 
begin  from  that  time  to  take  large  (brides  towards  the 
attainment  of  all  neceftary  and  ufeful  knowledge  ac-  ' 
cording  to  the  touchftone  of  the  letter.     I  have  further  ' 
obferved,  that  thofe  Greenlandersi  who  have  been  pof- 
ling  than  knowledge,  at  the" 
very  little  time  outftrip'ped 
hers,   in  whom  the  reverie 
:  the  other  hand  all  who  af- 
1  ftill,  and  make  no  advances 
d-hand  in  regard  to  know-' 
le  baptized  make  thefe  equal

§  *5- 

■  I  now  proceed  td  the  holy  facraments,  viz.  Baptifm, 
and  the  Lord's-fupptr. 

"Holy,  baptiim  is  adminiftered,  either  to  children  of 
believing  parents,  or  to  adult  perfom. 

As  to  the  baptifm  of  thildm,  the  father  immediately 
notifies  the  birth  of  his  child,  to  the  miffionary,  and  fo- 
licits  for  baptifm.  This  tranfa&ion  is  performed  in  the 
next  enfuing  meeting  where  all  are  together  (for  it  is 
generally  done  in  trie  pretence  of  the  whole  congtega-- 
tion)  and  needs  no  delay,  as  the  Greenlaqders  are  under 
3ie  neceflity  of  preparing  any  thing,  a  chriftening-feaft 
or  the  like.  But  if  the  child  is  weakly,  it  is  baptized . 
directly  in  the  houfe  or  tent  of  the  parents }  and  if  it  is 
late,  or  bad  weather*  it  is  poftponed  till  the  next  morn- 
ing. The  midwife,  and  often  the  mother  with  her, 
brings  the  child  quite  naked  (for  they  have  no  fwad- 
dling  cloaths)  to  a  deaconefs,  who  drelfcs  it  in  its  bap- 
ttfmal  garment,  and  after  the  mimonary  has  addrefled 
the  congregation,  and  efpecially  the  children  in  a  fhort 
djfcourfe,  fie  prefents  the  chijd  to  him,  and  he  bleflea 
if  m-a  fhort  prayer  with ,  impofition  of  hand,  and  then 
baptizcth

baptizetb  it  ijito  the  death  of  Jefus  with  the  uiual  words ; 
N.  N.  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  tie  Father,  and  of  the 
Sat,  and  if  the  Hofy  Qhoft.  The  child  is  then  carried  to 
fome  of  the  helpers,  who  as  fponfors,  impart  alfo  their 
blcffing  unto  it  with  imposition  of  hands,  and  the. 
whole  is  concluded  with  Jlnging  fome  fuitable  verfes. 

In  the  fununer  when  the  parents  live  abroad  in  tents* 
they  themfelves  bring  their  child  to  be  baptized ;  but  in 
cafe  of  neceflity  one  of  the  ■  miffionaries  goes  to  them, 
and  vifits  at  the  fame  time  the  neighbouring  heathens. 

The  brethren  do  not  baptize  the  children  of  heathens, 
not  even  of  thole  who  live  with  the  congregation,  fince 
they  have  no  fure  profpe&  of  their  education  till  one 
of  the  parents,  if  not  both,  are  baptized,  or  at  leaft 
received  among  the  candidates  for  baptiuji.  And  when 
they  are  (b,  yet  thofe  children  whom  they  brought  with 
them  not  quite  young,  and  no  more  (to  ufe  that  phrale) 
innocent,  are  not  baptized  until  they  arrive  to  years  of 
difcretion,  and  have  received  needful  inftru&ion. 

§  26. 

With  thefe  laft  and  with  all  the  adult,  they  proceed 
in  the  following  order :  ■    , 

When  they  are  fully  fatisfied  that  it  is  their  fixed 
intent  to  continue  with  the  believers,  and  sue  allured  by, 
the  helpers,  that  they  have  frequently  exprefied  a  defire 
after  baptifm,  conftantly  attended  the  public  meetings, 
dropt  their  fuperftitious  cuftams,  and  walked  orderly; 
among  the  heathens  as  well  as  among  the  believers; 
and  when  it  alfo  appears,  by  frequent  converfarions 
with  them,  that  they  are  inwardly  moved  with  longing 
l;o  change  their  unhappy  ftate  for  a  happy  one ;  then  a 
mjfEonary  fpeaks  with  them,  (with  the  women  a  dea- 
donefs  fpeaks,  or  at  leaft  (he  is  always  prefant)  and  puts 
their  defire,  and  the  tefti  monies  of  the  helpers,  to  a 
farther  proof.  Their  requeft  is  then  confidered  of  in  a 
conference  of  the  German  labourers,  and  if  no  material 
objection  appears,  they  are  received  among  the  cut* 
didates  for  baptifm  on  the  next  congregation-day,  and  re- 
commended in  a  prayer  unto  the  Lord. 

From  that  time  they  are  properly  looked  upon   as 

catechumens  or    candidates    for    baptifm ;   it  may   be 

depended 
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depended  upon  that  they  will  flay,  (and  indeed  their 
heathen  relations  now  give  up  all  hopes  of  drawing  them 
aWay)-  they  enjoy  henceforth',  in  common  with  the 
baptized,  their  proper  meetings  for  inftrudion,  and  are 
more  vifitcd,  fpoke  to,  and  cared  for  than  heretofore, 
in  order  to  give  them  a  clear  idea  of  the  fundamental 
truths  of  the  chriftian  religion,  and  efpecially  the  better 
to  attend  the  inward  work  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  thei? 
hearts.  Trial  is  alfo  made  whether  they  can  learn  by 
heart  fome  cardinal  pieces  which  comprize  the  chriftian 
doctrine,  particularly  the  Apoftles  creed,  with  Luther 'i 
exposition  of  it ;  but  it  is  not  abfohitely  required; 
efpecially  of  aged  people,  that  they  mould  be  able,  td 
-repeat  it  thus  by  memory,  but  the  miftionaries  are1 
latisfted,  if  in  a  way  of  free  catechifafioh,  they  can  give 
anfwers  concerning  their  conceptions  of  the  gofpel -truth i 
and  concerning  the  ground  of  the  hope  that  is  in  titan  f 
in  all  which  more  regard  is  paid  to  the  uprigHtncfs  of 
their  heart,  than  the  promptnefs  of  their  memory  and 
underftanding,  or  the  fluenoy  of  their  mouth. 

The  reafon  why  our  miffionaries  infift  fo  little  on 
learning  by  rote,  and  are  content  with  fo  much  as  the 
catechumens  retain  of  what  they  are  taught  frttn  time  id 
time,  may  probably' be,  becaufe  they  have  with  forrow 
obferved,  how  little  ufually,  even  in  the  midfl  of1 
Chriftendom,  the  many  years  toil  in  learning  by  hearty 
and  repeating  fo  many  doctrinal  formularies  and  fyftems; 
has  contributed  towards  even  enlightening  the  under- 
ftanding, not  to  fay  changing  the  heart  and  promoting 
true  practical  chriftianity.  The  truth  of  this  many  of 
the  ferious  clergy  acknowledge  and  bemoan. 

However  I  muft  not  omit  mentioning'  on  this  oceafion,- 
that  at  prefent  many  Grecnlanders  of  both  rexes,  whoi 
have  had  their  education  among-  the  brethren,  and  have 
learnt  at  fchool  to  read  well,  take  plea fu re  in  entertaining 
the  aged  people  at  leifure  hours  with  reading  tbthetbing 
to  them;  and  thefe  latter  retain  more  in  their  memories 
by  this  method  than  if  they  were  forced  to  commit  it  to* 
memory..  For  love  and  inclination  to  a  thing,  make* 
all  labour  eafy.      ■  •

Now  fince  not  much  fcjence  is  required  of  the  cate- 
chumens) bur  a  Ample,  yet  heart- fprung  knowledge  and 
confeffion  of  their  unhappy  fituation, '  and  a  true  defue 
after  the  riches  of  falvauon  in  the  kingdom  of  God ; 
it  may  lb  fail  out,  that  fome  attain  to  holy  baptifm  in 
four  weeks  time,  (though  this  cafe  is  very  rare)  and 
others,  who  remain  defective  in  theft  points,  not  till 
after  whole  years ;  for  care  is  taken  to  adminifter  it  only 
to  thofe,  who  not  only  fue  for,  but  know  what  it  is,  and 
why  they  fue  for  it. 

Adult  per&ns  are  not  baptized  fingly,  but  always 
fcveral  together.  Theft  folemn  (ranfaclions  are  generally 
performed  on  a  congregation-day,  or  feltival,  when  all 
the  people  can  be  prcfent,  the  catechumens  having  been 
Erft  cloftly  examined  once  more  concerning  their  mind 
'  and  heart ;  (but  the  ficfc,  and  thofe  upon  the  point  of 
death,  are  baptized  in  their  boufes  in  pretence  of  fome 
of  their  friends.)  After  a  difcourfe  to  the  congregation 
and  a  particular  addrefs  to  the  .candidates,  they  are 
publickfy  alked  feveral  quefhons,  which  they  muft 
anfwer,  confiding  chiefly  of  an  acknowledgment  of  their 
rniftry,  a  profeffion  of  their  foul's  defire  after  the  blood 
of  Jems,  and  an  open  and  folemn  declaration  of  their 
intention  in  regard  to  their  future,  courfc.  Then  the 
mjffionary  with  impofition  of  hands,  and  during  a  moft 
fervent  prayer,  pronounces  the  exorcifm,  declares  them  to 
he  now  fet  free  from  the  powers  of  darknefs,  abfolves 
and  claims  them  for  Chrift  as  their  rightful  Lord, 
Thereupon  the  ftrvants  bring  in  the  water,  and, fome 
fuitable  -  verfes  are  fung,  as  **  The  water  ipouting  from 
**  his  fide,— the  fbldier*s  fpear  had  open'd  wide, .  &c." 
Or,  '*  The  eye  fees  water,   nothing,  more,— how  it  is 


'  poured  out  by  men ;*— but  faith  alone  conceives  the 
■*  pow'r— of  Jefu's  blood  to  make  us-  clean,  &c." 
Then  one  candidate  after  the  other  kneeling  down 
before  the  water,  is  by  the  munonary  with  a  Won 
plentifully  overitreamed  three  times,  whilft  the  words 
ulual  at  baptiim  ate  repeated,  This  being  done, 
each  of  than  feparatelv  is  hleffbd  by  the  German 
labourers  of  his  or  her  m,  with  impofition  of  hands, 
■ -...  n   ..'  ':....  ...       *°^ 
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and  confirmed  in  a  view  'to  the  perpetual  preferv&tjon 
of  their  garments  of  Salvation. 

What  an  emphatkal  hnprelion  holy  baptifin  makes 
on  the  Greenlandera,  how  efficacious  the  blood  of  Jefits 
is  upon  -them,  and  how  moft  of  them  go  on,  ant!  grow 
in  the  grace  then  conferred,  the  following  general'  omer- 
vation,  betides  many  joyful  inftances  already  mentioned 
may  demonltrate,  viz.  that  of  all  the  Greenlahders  hi- 
therto baptized  by  the  brethren,  only  one  has  gone  away 
and  relapfed  into  his  former  heathenifm.  May  our  Sa- 
viour, maintain  this  blefEng  for  the  future  alio  to  tBi 
Greenland  miffion  for  his  holy' wounds  lake  [ 

§28. 

In  regard  to  the  admifSofl  to  the  LofdVfupper,  it 
proceeds  flower  ftill.  Speculative  knowledge  is  not  the 
qualification  they  look  after  in  this  cafe  neither,  but  yet 
they  require  a  living  knowledge,  and,  betides  a  blame- 
lefs  walk  and  converumont  above  all  things  a  true 
feeling  of  poverty  of  fpirity  and  an  inward  hung*  and 
thirft  after  all  the  good  things'  difpenfcd  in  the  houfe  of 
God. 

The  candidates  having  received  a  competent  idea  of 
this  great  myftery  by  frequent  inftru&ions,  are  allowed 
to  be  prefent  as  fpe&ators  at  the  adm  initiation  of  $K 
holy  communion  for  the  firft  time;  for  hitherto  they 
have  feen  nothing  of  it,  to  the  end,  they  may  be  (pared 
all  reprefentations  and  (peculations  ufelefe,  yea  perfiaps 
hurtful  to  the  heart  tin  fo  weighty  a  fubjeet.  The  com- 
munion being  ended,  they  are  placed  before  the  con- 
gregation, receive  the  kifs  of  peace  from  their  labourers, 
and  are  thereby  confirmed  and  allured  of  s  Ibccdy 
admimon  to  the  participation  itfeTf ;  and  in  cafe  nothing 
intervenes  mean  while  which  mould  juftly  retard  mis 
bleuing,  they  are  admitted  the  next  time,  having  bean, 
previoufly  blefied  thereto  by  impofirion  of  muMi  ioft 
before  the  confecration  of  the  elements. 

§  «9*    ■ 
A  few  days  before  each  communion,   the  communi- 
cants come -to  the  rai ffionarie*  -tot  be  fpokeii -wfth,  who 
Jam.  thereby   their    prefent  Situation  of  roindj   what 
defire 
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defire  they  have  after  the  holy  facrament;  what  im-, 
pediment  may  perhaps  have  occurred  to  obftruft  it ;  and 
they  endeavour  either  totally  to  remove  fuch  an  impedi- 
ment, or  perfuade  them  not  to  partake  for  this  time. 
They  fpeak  feparately  with  every  communicant,  though, 
fometimes  the  miffionary  and  his  wife  fpeak  with  a 
married  couple  together.  , 

The  Lord's- (upper  is  commonly  held  once  a  month. 
The  table  (which  ferves  for  laying  the  book  on  ac, 
preaching  as  well  as  for  an  altar)  is  on  this  occafion- 
covered  with  a  white  cloth.  The  miffionary  and  deacon 
wear  white  furplices.  This  is  all  that  occurs  in  regard 
to  the  ceremonial  part. 

After  a  fhort  difcourfe,  the  public  penitential  con-. 
feflion  is  made  in  a  prayer  kneeling,  and  thereupon  the 
abfolution  is  pronounced  in  the  name  of  Jefus  Chrrft. 
Then  the  element  of  bread  is  confecrated  with  the  words, 
of  institution,  and  diftributed  by  two  deacons  during 
the  finging'of  fome  facrament-hymns.  The  communi- 
cants remain  in  their  places  Handing,  and  when  the 
bleffed  bread  has  been  diftributed,  they  all  together  kneel 
down,  and  at  the  words :'  Take,  ialt  this  is  bis  body  !  they 
partake  together  at  once,  adoring  him  for  his  goodneu 
in  filence. 

Some  verfes  afterwards  concerning  the  holy  body  of  tho 
Lord  being  fting  ;  the  wine  is  likewife  confecrated,  and 
then  diftributed  to  one  after  the  other,  whilft  the  Tinging 
out  of  fome  hymns  concerning  his  paflion  is  continued, 
La'ftly  they  give  each  other  the  kifs  of -peace. 

On  the  morning  following,  the  communicants 
aflembte  again  in  the  hall,  and  keep  a  liturgy  either 
kneeling,  or,  if  there  be  place  fumcient,  proftrate  on 
their  faces,  expreffing  their  gratitude  of  heart  with  fo 
many  tender  fighs  and  affectionate  tears,  that  even  a 
heart  of  ftone  might  be  affected  with  the  fight. 

Thofe.that  are  lick,  receive  their  mare  thereof  in  their 
houfes.     There  is  no  communion  kept  apart  for  thofe 
in  the  article  of  death,   except  it  happens' at  the  ufual    ' 
Commun  ion  -time. 

With  what  defire  the  Greenlariders  are  looking  out 
for  the  time  of  every  communion,  and  what  peculiar 
grace  prevails  at  the  participation  thereof,  the  accounts 
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of  me  lsft  yean  fuffidendy  teftifjr.    Ineed  not,  nordol 
rfioofe  to  expatiate  upon  it.

On  Msundy-Thurfday,  (about  which  time  they  are 
all  together  again)  another  felemnity  is  coniietlod  with 
the  holy  fecramerrt,  viz.  that  the  communicants  have 
-their  Agape  and  Pedifavium. 

'  The  agape'3  or  rbve-feaib  (which  are  alfo  kept  on 
other  occasions,  as  on  feftivals  or  rftemorial-days,  fome- 
times  with  all  the  baptized,  at  other  times  with  a  certain 
elafe  of  them)  are  generally  begun  with  a  hymn,  con- 
tinued with  'fnitabre  converfation,  and  concluded  with 
a  fhort  difcourfe.  The  repaft  cormfts  of  dried  capeiins, 
or  btfeuits,  that  are  fent  to  them  from  Eur6pe  by  fome 
friend  or  other  for  this  purpofe. 

The  labourers  admJnifter  the  pedilavium  in  two 
dHtinct  meetings,  each  among  their  own  lex  apart,  firft 
the  brethren  and  then  the  fifters.  Firft  of  all,  when  the 
paflage,  concerning  this  holy  ad,  John  xiii.  has  been 
read,  theyjointly  implore  absolution.  Then  the  miffio- 
hary,  amfted  by  the  deacons,  and  fometimes  alfo  by 
fotne  of  the  GreenlandVhelpers,  begins  to  waft  the 
brethren's  feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  a  towel,  and  all 
the  while  feme  verfes  are  fung  concerning  the  cleanfing 
firtue  of  the  blood  of  Chrift.  Among  the  women,  the 
eeaconenes,  aflifted  by  fome  of  the  national  helpers  ot 
their  fcx,  perform  this  fame  aft,  the  pialmcxfy  by  the 
miffionary  being  ftill  continued  and  heard  by  the  af- 
fembly. 

§  31- 

About  this  trnifc,  when  the  GreenlandVfs  wilt  fhortly 
difperfe,  and  alfo  when  they  are  come  together  again, 
the  miffionaries  take  an  opportunity  of  fpeaking  ieparate- 
ty,  not  only  with  the  communicants,  as  they  do  once 
a  month,  but  alfo  with  all  the  baptized  and  catechumens, 
great  and  fmail,  in  order  to  be  afceftained  how  far  they 
have  ihcreafed  during  that  (pace  in  their  knowledge  and 
acquaintance  with  the  Saviour ;  to  put  them  in  mind, 
before  their  difperfion,  upon  what  foundation  they  were 
brought  together  and  baptized,  and  to  exhort  them  to 
a  godly  walk  and  converfation  among  the  heathens ;  and 
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to  be  able  to  judge  at  their  return,  how  far  they 
hyjtve  acted  conformably  to  their  promifes  and  engage-. 
roenta. 

In  cafe  any  differences  happen  between  them,  they 
are  made  up  ia  love,  and  further  variance  prevented. 
If  any  one  has  erred,  he  is  fet  right  with  the  fpirit  of 
mecknefs,  and  exhorted  to  the  needful  circumfpe&ion 
a!nd  vigilance.  But  fuch,  whole  hearts  have  deviated 
from  the  Lord,  and  who  have  a£lcd  ajrainft  their  know- 
ledge and- conscience,  are  once  or  oftner  deprived  of  the 
privilege  of  partaking  of  the  holy  lacrament;  or,  in 
cafe  of  public  offence,  or  according  to  other  circum- 
fiances,  even  publickly  excluded  the  congregation,  until 
the  party  feeks  and  finds  his  heart  again,  and  having 
obtained  new  grace,  is  enabled  to  reform  his  conversation, 
and  lead  a  better  life. 

§  32. 
Hence  it  will  appear,  why  the  brethren  have  alfo 
introduced  among  the  Greenlanders  the  fo  called  cboir- 
divifions,  or  a  ieparatioryof  the  adult  unmarried  people 
of  both  fexes,  which  it  fettled  in  all  proper  and  r«gu~ 
lated  congregations  of  the  brethren.  The  molt  depio- 
Cabk  experience  of  .the  general  corruption  of  all  nations, 
let  them  live  in  hot  or  cold  climates,  let  them  be  rough- 
er polite,  bond  or  free,  has  put  the  watchmen  of  the 
hretarenVchurch  under  a  nece/fity  of  thinking  in  time,. 
of  a,  needful  fepararion  of  the  two  fexes,  in  order  tb» 
better,  to  realize  die  rule  of  the  apoitle:  Thiittvtryimeofyoit 
JhvuL'i  innv  bow  U  pojje/i  bis  vtjtl  in  fan£Uficatlm  and  bantiur  y 
Ml  is  tin  luft  of  anatftfietist,  wen  as  tbs  Gtritilts  which  input 
mi  Gad,  The  brethren  have  found  the  Greenlanders,  m 
tefpe&  to  this  depravity,  natwithfiandiiig  t&eir  appear- 
ance of  modefty  and  refeFvednefs,  nothing  better  than 
others,  and  therefore  determined  to  prevent  fuch  things 
by  means  of  a  chr&tan  regulation  j  which  at  the  firft 
view,  one  fhoudd  be  inclined  to  pronounce  impracticable, 
wkh  fuch  an  unreftrained  and  djferderly  nation.  But 
fince  the  late  Judith,  after  her.  return  from  EsFope 
1-744,  .made  a  riegwausg  with  the  young  women  her 
companions,  to. live  in  a  houfe  Separately  by  thcmfelvts-; 
'  the  widows,  and  loon  after  the  young  men,  followed- 
the  example,  and  built  themlelves  chojr-houits ;  and  w* 
Ee  2  have 
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have  found  that  this  manner  of  life  is  not  detrimental  to* 
their  outward  ceconomy,  nor  flops  the  mutual  aid 
betwixt  diem  and  the  families,  but  in  many  jefpe£b 
makes  it  eafier.  On  the  other  hand,  it  contributes 
greatly  to  their  growing  in  grace,  to  the  prefervatioo ' 
of  young  and  tender  minds  in  foul  and  body,  and  to  the 
cutting  off  innumerable  dangers  and  accafions  of  fin. 
In  theie  houfes  they  dwell,  pray,  and  work  for  them- 
felves,  under  the  infpe&ionof  one  or  more  of  their  own 
fort  and  rank;  and  here  they  alfo  prove  very  beneficial 
to  tbofe  youths,  or  great  girls  refpe£Hvely,  who  do  not 
live  any  more  with  their  parents,  and  perhaps  on  account 
of  work  cannot  Co  often  frequent  the  fchools,  by  in- 
structing them  in  reading  and  other  needful  learning, 
and  by  initiating  them  in  Tuch  labour  as  will  be  ufeful  to 
them  in  their  future  courfe.      .  *■

Every  week  there  is  a  feparate  exhortation  given  to- 
each  of  thefe  choir-dtviftons,  vizi  the  children,  the  Angle 
brethren,  the  fingle  fillers,  the  married  people,  and  the 
widows.  Befides  this,  each  choir  is  fubdivided  into 
claffes  or  bands,  each  of  which  confifts  of  from  fix  to 
ten  perfons.  » 

The  choir-exhortations  are  delivered  on  Sundays  by 
one  of  the  miffionaries.  Next  to  j  unification  or  forgive- 
nefs  of  fins  by  grace  through  faith  in  Jefus  Chrift,  which 
is  the  beginning  and  foundation  of  all  happtnefs  and1  . 
Salvation,  there  is  efpecially  recommended  to  them  the 
fan  £li  ft  cat  ion  of  the  foul  and  a)l  the  members,  as  grounded 
on  the  merits  of  Chrift,  through  the  daily  renewal  and 
fprinkling  of  his  blood ;  and  this,  according  to  the 
different  outward  Situation  of  each,  and  his  inward 
capacity.  : 

The  bands'  are  kept  once  or  twice  a  week,  moflly 
by  the  national  helpers  of  the  fame  fex  and  ftate,  and  are 
alfo  vifitcd  from  time  to  time  by  the  miffionaries  and 
their  German  alHftants. 

In  thefe  fmall  companies,  the  bufinefs  is  hot  preaching 
or  catechizing,  but  in  a  way  of  familiar  converfation* 
each  fpeaka  openly  and  frankly  of  the  flate  of  his  heart 
in  general,  his  inereafe  in  grace,  or  whatever  has  proved 
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an  impediment  to  him  therein,  and  they  are  oecafionally 
directed  how  to  proceed,  admonished  or  encouraged. 
■At  times  the  miflionarics  have  a  conference  with  the 
helpers  who  prefide  in  thefe  bands,  to  learn  the  iituation 
of  their  people,  and  to  give  them  fome  needful  in- 
ftructiona. 

»     ■  5  34-    .    .       . 

I  will  now  giver  a  fliort.  description  of  thefe  feveral 
choirs  from  the  youngdt  to  the  oldeft,  according  to  their 
outward  circumrtances.  1  fliall  follow  the  order  in  which 
on  Sundays  their  meetings  are  kept,  and  the  doftrine 
fuitable  for  each  applied  to  them. 

The  fucklings  or  children  on  the  arm  are  carried  by 
thetr  mothers  into  the  hall;  the  mimonary  iings  fome 
verfes  with  them,  and  gives  the  mothers  fome  ufeful 
coiinfel  concerning  a  chriftian  education  of  them. 
.  When  they  are  above  four  years  old,  they  are  reckoned 
among  the  chii&rm.  Thefe  on  Sundays,  the  boys  as  well 
as  the  giils,  have  their  exhortation  apart,  buc  on  the 
weekdays  they  are  catechized  every  morning  together, 
and  then  they  have  their  ieparate  fchools  according  to 
their  fexes,  where  they  learn  to  read,  and  the  bigger 
ones  to  write.     Their  Ichool-books  are  a  Greenlandifb." 


primer  and  reading-book,  which  alfo  contains  the  edifying 
-lives  of  feveral  happy  deceafed  little  children.  When 
farther  advanced,  they  read  Luther's  catcchifm,  the  four 
evangelifts,  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apoftles,  as  translated  by 

ftfofeflbr  Paul  Egede,  if  they  can  procure  them  j  alfo  a 
ittle  hymn-book  tranflated  by*  the  brethren,  together 
with  the  hiftory  of  our  Saviour's  paffion  and  his  laft 
-difcburfes,  according  to  the  harmony  of  the  four 
evangelifts,  printed  at'  Utrecht  1759*.  As  they  have 
no  letters  of  their  own,  the  Latin  letters  were  introduced 
among  them,  as  the  ealielt  and  plainer!,  and  thefe  they 
have  learnt  to  write  in  a  very' neat,  and  pretty  orthogra- 
phical manner. ^  Thefe  that  have  tafte  and  capacity  for 
rnunc,  .are  inftr'acYed  apart  therein.  At  the  conclufion 
of  their  daily  fc  hod-hours,  they  learn  fome  fcripture- 
<ext,  or  fome  verfe  out  of  the  hymn-book,  which  proves

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no  difficult  taflt  to  them,  as  they  are  daily  occupied  with, 
fend  catechized  upon  fuchlite  matters.   ' 

lit  the  afternoon  there  is  no  fcaooJ  kept,  becaufc  both 
the  brethren'**-*  etherwife  engaged,  and  the  children 
-then  aCft  their  parents  in  houfaold  affaifj  ;  the  boys  alio 
mull  exercife  themfelves  in  rowing  their  kajaks,  and 
throwing  darts.  In  the  fummer,  when  they  go  abroad 
with  their  parents,  the  fchool  is  intircly  intermitted. 
And  yet  they  make  quicker  progrefs  in  learning,  than 
one  (houkl  expert  from  Greenland  children.  I  obicrved, 
that  many  child  ran  learnt  to  read  in  one  winter,  and 
ibme  youths  by  repeating  their  leflbn  at  home  to  one 
another,  have  learnt  by  heart  the  fecond,  which  is  the  ■ 
largeft  part  of  the  Creed  in  one  day.  But  all  nuft  be 
done  without  oompulften.  They  are  in  general  very 
willing  and  eager  to  learn,  and  when  they'  grow  weary, 
the  only  way  to  encourage  them  is,  by  kindnefs  and 
faeartinefs.  : 

When  they  attain  to  die  age  of  twelve  yean,  they  are 
received  into  the  grttt  kojt  or  gr tat  girls  choir.  From 
that  time  they  commonly  live  in  the  ft*gU  brtthrtn'iorfit- 
gbjjflen  choir-honfe ;  and  when  twenty  yews  «f  age,  they 
are  incorporated  into  the  choir  of  the  Angle  brethren  or 
Cngk;  fitters.  The  boys  diet  with  their  parents  or 
relations}  but  the  girls  fetch  their  victuals  from  their 
parents,  and  drefs  it  in  their  houfe.  Yet  fuch  of  them 
who  are  at  fcrvke  in  fonte  family,  and  perhaps  tend 
children,  have  their  fupport  and '  abode  with  them  by 
day. 

§35- 

How  the  marrUi  pttpli  conduct  their  oeoonomical  af»- 
fairs,  and  treat  their  children,  is  already  mentioned 
above  •, 

The  brethren  do  not  allow  here,  any  more  than  in 
other  congregations,  that  fingle  people  of  different  foxes 
have  ..any  familiar  converfation  with  each-  other  publicly 
(much  lefs  privately)  except  what  the  moft  ncceflary  a-> 
vil  affairs  may  require ;  or  that  they  carry  on  courrfhips 
for  years  together,  whereby  occafion  is  often  given  ft* 
hurtful  fpeeches,  if  not  actions.  A  widower,  efpecially 
if  he  hath  fmall  children,  cannot  remain  long  without  a 

help- 
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helpmate.  And  as  foon  as  a  fingle  Greenlander  has  at- 
tained his  ?.Oth  year,  and  is  judged  capable  of  maintain* . 
ing  a  family,  marriage  muft  be  thought  of  for  him  too. 
In  this  point  they  are  cared  for  by  their  parents,  or,  if 
they  have  none  living,  by  their  teachers.  For  although 
every  one  is  at  liberty  to  move  the  matter  himfelf,  yet 
they  felikim  do  it,  well-knowing  that  the  brethren  ftudy 
their  good,  and  yet  withal  allow  them  all  the  liberty 
they  can  wifh  for.  ■  The  altering  of  his  condition  is  pro- 
Doled  to  fuch  a  young  man;  he  is  interrogated  whether 
Or  no  he  has  made  his  choice  already?  if  he  has,  it  is 
gladly  approved  of,  unlefs  there  is  ground  to  fear  its  pro- 
ving detrimental  to  his  temporal  and  fpiritual  welfare, 
or  that  it  is  the  contrivance  of  orer-bufy  and  unwife 
people.  But  if  he  has  not  fixed  on  any  perfon,  then  a 
propofal  is  mads  to  him.  And  as  the  miifionaries  re- 
ferve  the  power,  in  cafe  of  a  too  hafty  or  abfurd  choice, 
to  deny  the  Greenlander  the  marriage-ceremony  j  fo 
likewise  the  Greenlander  has  it  at  his  option,  to  reject  a 
prepofal  made  to  him.  Proper  time  having  been  taken 
to  coniider  of  the  matter,  and  the  nun  being  come  to 
a  refolution,  the  affair  is  communicated  to  the  intended 
fpoufe:  the  men  indeed  are  not  (6  difficult,  but  the 
women  ftart  more  fcruples.  For  though  they  no  more 
imitate  the  former  unfeemly  geftures  of  the  heathens, 
pull  off  their  hair  and  run  away  in  a  fury,  yet  they  of-  . 
ten  give  a  flat  denial,  after  which  all  perflations  are  in 
vain.  When  the  two  parties  concerned  are  come  to  an 
agreement,  they  are,  after  a  fhort  exhortation,  promifed 
or  betrothed  in  prefence  of  their  relations ;  and  their  in- 
tention is  then  made  known  to  the  congregation,  and 
they  are  recommended  to  their  prayers.  After  foma 
time  they  are  joined  together  in  holy  matrimony  by  the 
miffionary,  in  the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity ;  where- 
upon each  takes  leave  of  his  or  her  former  choir  at  a 
love-feair,  and  receives  its  befl:  wifhee  for  their  new 
ftate. 

§36. 
.  The  brethren  do  not  allow  their  men  to  marry  hea- 
then wives,  nor  do  they  give  or  yield  up  any  baptized 
woman  in  marriage  unto  an  heathen  man,  with  the  in 
this  cafe  precarious  hope,  that  the  unbeliever  may  be 
£  e  4  won. 
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won  bjr  the  believer.  No  one  has  liberty  to  many  more 
than  one  wife,  nor  to  put  away  the  wife  he  has.  They 
efteem  the  marriage-bond  indiflbluble,  even  when  mar- 
riages were  contracted  by  perfons  in  the  ftate  of  their 
ignorance  and  heathenifm,  and  not  in  the  moft  orderly 
manner;  and  for  this  reafon  they  exhort  them  to  al) 
conjugal  fidelity  and  benevolence.  Neither  do  they  per- 
mit any  Greenlander,  to  dwell  among  their  people,  who 
has  left  his  wife  under  the  pretence  of  her  being  a  hin- 
drance to  him  in  becoming  a  chriftian :  fiich  a  one 
might  fecretly  have  entertained  the  unifier  view  to 
obtain  another,  perhaps  a  baptized  fifler  that  was  more 
agreeable  to  him.  No  married  woman  is  received  into 
the  brethren's  fettlement  without  her  hufband's  content, 
except  fhe  has  indeed  been  put  away.  The  brethren 
abhor  all  fuch  means  of  increafing  the  number  of  their 
chriltian  flock,  and  all  fuch  profelytes  that  are  made  out 
of  carnal  views,  and  contrary  to  divine  as  well  as  human 
regulations.' 

But  when  married  people  from  among  the  heathen 
are  baptized,  and  at  length  both  of  them  admitted  to 
the  Lord's- flipper,  they  are  bled  by  imposition  of  hands, 
in  the  face  of  the  congregation,  and  recommended  to 
the  grace  of  God  by  prayer,  in  order  to  be  enabled  to 
conduct  themfelves  in  their  ftate,  as  becomes  members 
of  Chrift,  and  as  is  pleaiing  unto  God;  which  tran- 
faction  they  ftile,  the  receiving  the  bleffing  of  the 
church. 

5  37- 

When  married  people  are  parted  by  death,  the  widow- 
er remains  in  his  cottage,  and  after  fome  time  marritf 
a^ain  if  he  is  not  Superannuated. 

In  cafe  a  widow  has  fmall  children,  fhe  continues  in 
her  former  habitation  for  their  fake,  till  they  are  fit  to 
move  into  the  choir-houfe  either  of  the  fingle  brethren 
or  fingle  fitters,  or  go  to  fervice  in  fome  family.  Then 
fhe  herfelf  moves  into  the  widows  houfe,  except  fha  has 
children  who  are  married,  and  continues  with  them  to 
tend  her  little  grand -children ;  but  fhe  concerns  her- 
felf  no  further  in  houfe-keeping.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  fhe  has  up-grown  unmarried  fonr,  fhe  keeps  houfe 
for  there,  but  always  in  connexion  with  that  family 
with,

laid  on  a  bier,  it  is  coi 
a  Greenlandifh  verfe 
being  formed  with  rec 
jepoje—ai  once  they  bar 
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refii—ji  mine  Jhcdl  be  rtjlir'd.  A  funeral -drfcourfe  beinjj 
kept  in  the  hall,  four  Greenlandcrs  carry  the  ce-rpfo  h» 
the  burying- ground,  the  miflionary  going  before,  and 
the  Grcenlanders  following  after,  two  by  two.  There  it 
it  depofited  in  a  tomb  walled  up  with  Hones,  during  the 
£ng'ng  °f  *  hymn ;  and  after  praying  out  of  the  litany 
the  following  petitions,  among  others :  Keep  m  in  ever* 
ktfting  fellwjbip  with  the  whole  church  triumphant,  particu~ 
larfy  with  tier  brother  {eye  filer)  N.  N.  &e.  the  bleffing  of 
the  Lord  is  pronounced,  and  the  grave  covered  in  with 
broad  ftones  and  green  Ibds. 

One  cannot  cenfure  the  Greenlanden  on  account  of 
the  tears  they  fhed  at  the  departure  of  their  beloved  re- 
lations ;  but  their  former  fuperfhtious  cuftoms,  and  vifttv 
of  condolance  accompanied  with  howling*,  both  at  their 
houfes  and  graves,  are  utterly  abolifhed,  becaufe  they 
believe  the  reforre&ion  of  the  body,  and  the  lite  ever* 
lading. 

§  39- 

For  a  conclufion,  I  will  infert  out  of  the  brethren's 
church-book,  the  number  of  Greenlanden  baptized  by 
them  from  the  year  1739  till  the  fall  1762.  Their 
number  in  Ncw-Herrnhuth  amounts  to  fomewhat  above 
700,  befides  thofe  at  whofe  baptifm  they  affifted  the 
late  mimonary  Drachart,  or  whom  they  baptized  at  the 
colony  by  fpecial  requeft,  in  the  abfence  of  the  Danun 
milnonary;  and  befides  thofe  baptized  at  Lichtenicls. 
Out  of  thefe,  250  are  already  at  home  with  the  Lord,  and 
many  have  been  fpared  for  the  fetflement  at  Lichtenfels, 
and  yet  the  congregation  at  New-Herrnhuth  confiftr 
at  prefent  of  421  baptized  brethren  and  lifters,  of  whom 
174  are  communicants.  Befides  thefe,  there  are  39  cate- 
chumens, and  1 1  new-comers  ;  fo  that  the  fum  total 
of  inhabitants  is  at  this  time  471. 

To  take  them  according  to  the  choir-divi lions,  there 
are  122  married  people ;  3  widowers;  62  widows,  of 
whom  46  became  fuch  in  heathenifm,  and  they  and 
their  children  fought  their  refuge  among  the  brethren- 
There  are  101  fingle  brethren,  including  fuch  youths 
who  go  to  fchool,  and  are  learning  the  management 
of  kajaks;  1 16  fingle- fillers  and  great  girls;  31  little 
boys,  and.  25  little  girls ;  in  all  460  fouls.

They  are  commonly  ex* 
reeding  averfe  to  leaving  the  place  of  their  nativity,  (or, 
.if  they  once  move  front  it,  they  feel  a  conftant  afrnofr. 
irrefiftible  itch  for  roving  from  one  place  to  another  ;.) 
and  yet  now  they  fpontaneoufly  quit  their  country, 
friends  and  acquaintance,  fettle  with  their  teachers, 
and  form  as  it  were  an  orderly  republic  of  their  own, 
nfcful  to  others  as  well  as  to  themfelves ;  and  all  this 
from  no  other  motive,  but  to  hear  fuch  doctrines  as 
yield  nourishment  to  their  fouls.  Thefe  people,  fa 
ftupid,  at  leaft  fo  though tlefs,  careleft  and  remifs,  that 
they  think  of  nothing  but  what  touches  and  gratifies 
their  outward  fenfes  (for  which  reafon  feme  people  in- 
cline to  place  them  in  one  clafs  with  the  brute  creation, 
and  many  of  themfelves  knoW-nodtfrerence  to  make 
between  themfelves  and  other  animals)  thefe  very  peo- 
ple, by  means  of  competent  inftruction,  and  through 
the  grace  and  illumination  of  the  holy  Spirit,  become 
fo  difcreet,  attentive,  carefully  conftderate  and  wife', 
that  they  comprehend  the'  greaCeft  myfleries  of  Faith", 
and  realize  them  in  their  fouls, m  an  experimental  and 
happy  manner,  fo  as  to  be  able  to  deliver  the  nraft 
gloridus  teftimoriies  thereof  with  fpirit  and  power.  The 
wild  Greenlanders  are  fo  inflexible  and  felf-willed,  that 
-they  will  rather  fuffer  death  than  have  their  felf-will 
thwarted  ;  and  I  was  aflured,  that  many  a  one,  that  had 
been  curbed  in  his  will  by  his  relations,  has  ltarved 
himfelf  to  death  in  a  pet,  or  otherwife  put  an  end  to 
his  life:  At  the  fame  time  one  perceives  on  the  other 
hand,  among  the  baptized  Greenlanders,  a  tender,  flex- 
ible and  docil  turn  of  mind,  which  fubmits  with  love 
and  manly  meeknefs  to  be  advifed  and  guided  by  fo- 
reigners, who  are  looked  upon  at  firft  by  them,  as  weH 
as  by  other  nations,  as  barbarians.  And  it  is  evident 
that  this  is  hot  the  effect  of  temperament,  but  of  grace, 
fince  one  often  oWerves,  in  the  public  meetings,  or  in 
private  conventions,  and  even  in  the  moft  remote  pla-

1  litre  long  been  undetermined  whether  I  fhoiild  com* 
monicate  any  letters  of  the  GvcenJandsrs  ftill  living* 
partly  hecaufe  they  may  feem  pretty  much  alike,  and 
partiy  becxafe  it  might  be  expofed  to  uncharitable  otn- 
lures ;  but  flill  1  could  not  prevail  with  myfelf  wholly 
to  fupprefs  all  that  I  found  of  that  fort,  u  I  have  per- 
ceived on  many  oceanoos,  that  the  letters,  wrote  by  con- 
verted heathens,  particularly  the  Greenlandera,  have* 
made  a  deep  impreffion  upon  alt  that  have  feen,  or  hcavn 
them,  and  have  not  only  noted  than,  to  extol  mat  Sa- 
viour, whofe  grace  fo  {kanoufly  snews  it&lf  amoagft 
the  wildeft  pagan  nation*,  but  fomeoaits  have  tended  te* 
awaken  in  them  a  ndutary  {haute,  aad  *  new  aess  to  ram 
their  race.  Such  perfans  might  have  regretted  the  lob 
of  focnething,  perhaps  the  mwft  rcihxung  to  their  hearts, 
if  thefe  letters,  of  which  there  are  a  rood  many,  fkoukt 
totally  have  been  omitted.  This  is  the  only  reafon 
why  I  here  infer!  a  fhort  extract  oat  of  lone  of  thatr 
letters.  Indeed  familiar  betters,  which  are  not  written 
in  a  dogmatical  ftraia,  hut  when  one  (peaks  fienatr 
about  himfelf,  cannot  be  fuppufed  et  exhibit  people's 
whole  uaderftaading  of  the  go&d-docuine,  aad  the 
growth  in  the  fame ;  yet  they  may  «ocarer  the  founda- 
tion that  is  laid,  and  the  faperftro&urc  built  thereon. 
At  the  fame  time  one  may  fee  out  of  fuch  letters  the 
Greenlanders'  way  of  thinking,  and  the  nidation  of*  their 
hearts.  It  is  pothole  in  general,  that  the  ftatc  of  foosc 
men  may  be  better,  than  they  can  ex  pre  6  it  in  words  ; 
and  it  is  not  impoffible  that  others  may  affirm  more  of 
themfdvts,  than  they  are  really  pohened  of:  But  wo 
cannot  well  fuppofe  the  latter  of  toe  Greealanden,  ha* 
caufe  they  are  an  upright  and  ample  people,  who  nei- 
ther chute  nor  are  able  to  fpeak  intelligently  of  things 
they  have  no  heart-experience  of ;  at  lead  they  Would 
ncceftarily  be  afraid  to  tell  their  miniftea  any  thing,

I  am  a  poor  and  needy  finner :  but  ft  ill  our  Saviour 
doth  not  deipife  me,  but  gives  me  his  flefh  to  eat  and  hia 
blood  to  drink.  He  momfieth  in  me  more  and  mors 
whatever  is  difpleaiing  to  him,  and  vivifieth  and  warm- 
eth  my  heart  with  his  blood.     Now  lince  he  does  not 

fut  ate  away,  though  I  am  fuch  a  poor  fpoiled  creature, 
am  determined  to  keep  him  always  before  my  eyes,  &c. 
2-)  A,  Our  Saviour  has  done  great  things  for  me, 
for  he  has  redeemed  me  with  his  own  blood  and  death. 
And  becaufe  I  im  allured  of  this,  and  feel  it  in  my  heart, 
1  will  thank  him  for  it  as  long  as  I  live  in  this  world, 
and  never  let  him  depart  out  of  my  fight,  (cc.

..   At  prefent  1  feel  that  I  am  poor,  but  at  the  fame 

time  I  feel  alio  the  great  love  of  our  Saviour  in  my  heart. 
That  is  my 'daily  prefervation  and  life.  Beftdes  this  I 
have  no  fatisfactton.  I  had  great  joy  in  my  John  Ludwig 
when  our  Saviour  took  him  home  this  winter  to  himfclf, 
.  feecaufe  to  his  tail  moments  he  was  continually  pointing 
at  the  wounds  of  our  Saviour  in  his  hands  and  feet,  &c 

——-I  can  never  be  happy  but  in  the  enjoyment  of  Je- 
fus's  fufferings.  When  I  cannot  embrace  him,  or  when  he 
does  not  prefs  me  to  his  wounded  breafr,  I  am  not  hap- 
py :  but  when  I  feel  that,  then  I  am  well.  And  be- 
caufe his  love  is  {o  exceeding  great,  I  have  furrendered 
myfelf  quite  to  him  as  his  own,  and  all  I  do  fhali  be  fojr 
him,  &c.

And  fince  he  glorifies  Jefus's  death  and  fufferings  in.  my 
heart,  I  am  willing  to  make  it  known  unto  others.  I 
have  once  given  my  whole  heart  and  foul  unto  our  Sa- 
viour, and  will  no  more  take  it  back  again,  &c. 

4.)  C.  I  thank  my  Saviour  with  all  my  heart  that  he 
.  has  made  me  obedient  to  follow  his  will,  he. 

I  have  not  forgotten  to  this  very  hour,  that 
fome  years  ago  thou  didft  make  ufe  of  me  as  interpreter 
amongft  the  favage  fouthlanders.  Though  my  heart's 
Situation  was  then  but  indifferent,  yet  I  complied  out 
of  obedience.  Now  I  begin  to  perceive,  that  I  have  , 
got  a  little  more  to  pour  out  of  my  heart,  and  when  I 
travel  among  the  wild  heathen,  our  Saviour  is  very  near 
tome,  and  gives  me  words  to  freak  to  them.

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When  I  fed  myfclf,  weak,  I  apply  to  his  precious  blood, 
beg  him  to  moiften  my  heart  therewith,  and  to  remain 
continually  near  to  me  with  bis  grace  and  mercy,  &c. 

6.)  G.  I  know  thy  mind,  and  1  know  alfo  (hy  face. 
And  now  I  kifs  thee  out  of  the  inmoft  part  of  Jcfu's 
wounds.  They  are  the  caule  of  all  my  yay*  O  F  that 
I  may  never  lefc  the  fenfation  of  his  blood!  Wherever 
I  live  or  move,  he  is  continually  with  and  about  me. 
Therefore  I  will  always  rejoice  in  him,  though  ever  fo 
poor,  and  will  keep  clofe  to  his  pierced/ufe,  whither  I 
have  found  a  free  accefs. 

j.)  John  (who  not  long  ago  was.  baptized,  and  is 
fince  departed  this  life  :) 

■  I  am  alfo  now  here,  and  fupplicate  my  Saviour  often 
with  tears,  to  warm  my  heart  throughout  with  his  pre- 
cious blood.  I  love  my  teachers  j  I  will  give  our  Saviour 
my  whole  heart,  and  will  part  entirely  with  all  heathen- 
ifh  cuflonw,  for  I  am  here  for  that  end*. 

8.)  Another  of  the  fame  name,  the  firft  that  was 
baptized  at  Lichienfels : 

——I  was  in  very  deed  a  dark  voluptuous,  licen- 
tious, wicked  and  ignorant  man,  but  our  Saviour  has 
called  me  by  his  word  and  Spirit,  enlightened  and

my  joy,  that  he  does  not  defpifc  the  miferaMe^ '" 

——Whenever  my  heart  is  poor,  I  feel  alfo  the  grace 
of  our  Saviour.  '  Though  he  might  with  good  reafon  de- 
part from  me  on  account  of  my  great  unworthinefs,  yet 
he  does  not.  That  amazes  me  exceedingly.  Well 
then !  he  (hall  have  my  whole  heart,"  ice. 

lo.)  Jen.  I  hide  myfelf  daily  in  our  Saviour's  open 
fide,  as  the  binds  hide  in  the  rock  clefts,  arid  I  fuck  his 
blood  like  a  fuckling  child.

(Although  our  eyes  overflow*  with  tears  (which  was 
really  the  cafe,  as  Coon  as  they  begun  to  yiftate)  our 
hearts  are  nevcrtbelefs  happy.  Our  Saviour  has  made 
us  to  be  of  one  mind ;  and  he  has  alio  warmed  our 
hearts ;  n6w  our  confront  prayer  is,  that  they  may  never 
.grow  cold  again.  By  his  blood  he  can  preferve  them 
burning,  &c. 

-  *- — >I  fuppofe  thou  knoweff  that  Our  Saviour  has 
brought  me'  and  my1  family  fcither  to  Lichtenfels.  Atouf 
fiift  arrival  we  found  no  people  here,  the  land  was  dcrritute 
if  every  thing,  and1  we  bad  no  meeting-houfe.  But  now 
I  rejoice  that  there  are  many  here,  whom  our  Saviour 
has  warned  with  rjis  blood  ±  and  I  give  you  thanks  thai: 
you  fent  us  a  houfe,  in  which  we  now  can  daily  hear 
of  our  dear  Suvionr,  and  hold  our  meetings,  &c. 

Although  I  am  frill  very  deficient,  yet  I  feel  that 

our  Saviour  often  melts  my  heart  as  the  fan  melts  the 
(no*.  And  then  it  is  as  with  the  lamp,  when  frefh  oil 
is  poured  into  it,  ft  barns  brighter,  and  can  enkindle 
others.  If  I  happen  to  be  with  heathens  who  Hill  walk 
in  darknCfs,  I  tell  theni  that  our  Saviour  has  redeemed 
therrt  alfo  with  his  blood,  and  that  if  they  would  believe 
in  him,  they  might  become  as  happy  as  I  ^d  the  other 
DtJieTfers  are.  Iaifb  tel(  them,  that  he  has  delivered  me 
but  of  darknefs  and  brought  me  into  the  light  of' his 
wounds,  and  that  I  now  have  his  bleeding  form  every 
day  before  my  heart,  and  befeech  hinj  to  teach  me  how 
to  walk  before  his  face.  Yes  (fay  1)  I  reprefent  him  to 
myfdf  as  wounded  all  over  his  body,  his  hands  and  feet 
pierced  with  nails,  arid  his  fide  transfixed  with  a  fpear, 
from  whence  blood  and  water  flows  upon  my  poor  heart.

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Ab  the  miulonary  FrtdericBotbtijb  departed  to  his  Lord 
i.:on  July  ao,  1763,  I  will  here  inftrt  his  life,  and 
,'  fo  conclude  this  Huftory  of  the  miflion. 

"f'tVas  born  (writes  he  of  himfdf)  the  16th  rf 
"  Jt  Apfif  1710,  at  Kbh/utoaU  in  Moravia,  where  my 
*'  father  was  a  mirier,  and  according  to  his  beft  infight 
"  recommended 'the  rear  of  God  to  me.  -  At  firftl  had 
•'  no  inclination  for  a  proris  life ;  Bat  as  I  grew  in  years 
V  and  underftaxiding,  1  became  very  uneafy  in  my  mindi 
**  efpeeially  when  Fthought on  death;' and  I  often  went 
"  weeping  alone  into  the  field,  without  properly  know- 
**  ing  why.  At  the  time  of  the  general  awakening  in 
'"  Moravia,' aboufEafter  1722,  coming  the  firfttime  into 
"  a  meeting  of  the  brethren,  and  hearing  the  late  happy 
*'  witnefs  of  Jefus  Melcbior  Nitfchman,  preaching  and 
,**  playing,  my  heart  was  fo-  powerfully  laid  hold  of  by 
*"  gface,  that  it  was  melted  in-  riumberlefs  team 
"V  Upon  this  I  refolved  immedifltery  to  emigrate,  and  tt 
_  look  out  for  children  of  God.  I  went  every  morning 
~**J  and  evening1  into  a  garden  with  my  coufin  Motthrw 
'*'  Baebnijh,  where  we  prayed  on  our  knees,  with  oar 
"*'  faces  turned  towards  Shiemy^  in  hopes  that  God  in 
**  his  good  time"  would  'cohduA'  us  thither.  The  firfj 
""^ company"  that"  fled,  would  Hot  take  me  along  with 
"  them,  in  ordt-r  not  to  expofe  my  parents  to  vexa- 
**  tipus  examinations  and  troubles.  But  on  Palm-  Sun- 
"  day  1725.  I  intruded  myfajf  upon  another  company 
*'  almofr  by  force,  and  fled  with  them  the  fame  night. 
"*  On  Eafter-Sunday  we  heard  the  firlt  Lutheran  fermon 
"  at  Pontes,  and  foon  after  the  late  fervant  of  God  Mr. 
"  Scbwtdltr  in  Niederwiefe,  whofe  prayer  made  a  pow- 
"  erful  impreflion  upon  my  heart.  On  the  firft  Sunday 
**  after  Eafter  we  arrived  at  BerthoUdorf,  juftto  the  repe- 
**  tition  of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Rothe's  fermon,  and  there  we 
*«  found  the  whole  congregation  .of  fiermbutb  aflembled 
.♦*  together.     It  was  indeed  no^fmall  joy  to  me,  that 
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*'  our  Saviour  had  brought  me  acconiing'  to  my  heart-'s 
"  wiih  fafe  to  Herrnhuth;  but  outwardly  I  law  little 
.  **  profpect  of  finding  a  maintenance,  every,  tfcing  there 
**  appearing  frill  very  uncultivated  and  bare.  I  attempt-  ■ 
"  ed  to  learn  the  weavers-trade,  but  as  it  di  (agreed 
**  with  sny  health,  I  was  placed  in  the  orphan-houfe 
"  at  that  time  as  affiftant  among  the  children.  But 
**  growing  more  fickly  here  than  before,  I  refolved  to 
"  become  a  gardener.  '  In'  the  mean-while  1  took  font 
«*■  journies  into  Moravia,  •and  at  the  third,  I  -brought  out 
**  With  me  five  perfoa*,  'among  whom- was  my:  young* 
•t^ftirother. 

-,,«ibi.the  year  173.1-,  at  the  return  of  the  Right  Hon- 
"  ourabie  the  Count  of  Zinzendorf  from  Copenhaganj 
"  much  was  fpoken  concerning  the  Negroes  and  Grjiev- 
"  landerr:  this  excited'  a  ftrong  impulse  in  my  mind  to 
"  -go  to  Greenland  ;  and  as. I  communicated  it  to  Mat* 
"  /arm  Stacb,  who  was  at  work  with  me  in  laying  out 
"  and  =  levelling,  the  burying-ground,  he  told  me  to  my 
•*'  joy  that  he  had  the  lame  thoughts.  W.e  made  our 
"mind  known  to  the '. congregation  in  a  letter,  and 
"continued  meanwhile  our  work  in  ftiilnefs,  in  ex- 
■"- pedfation  of  hearing  further  of  the  miffion  to  Green*. 
**  land.  Some  time,  after,  I  accompanied  Brother 
Mi  Cbrj/itpbir  Damtt/r  on  his.  journey  to  Prufliai  and  Li*- 
**.thuarti*;  to  vifit  the  Sakburg-cxiles  ;  .and'  as  Matthew 
i"JStach  during  that  interval,  Anno  j 733,  was  gone  to 
**  Greenland,  1  together  with  brother  jihit.  Bft^lol\ow>- 
"  cd- him  thither  Anno  1734.*,'  At  que  arrival  we  found 
**  that  the  inhabitants «f  Greenland. were  carried  off  by 
i"  an  epidemical  ftcknefs  for  many  miles  round  about 
".us  ;  nevertheWs  we  made  a  covenant,  and :  figned  ka, 
:**  importing,  thatif  even  in  ten  years,  not  one  Green*. 
;"  lander  mould  be :  converted,  we  would  not.fuffer  our 
,«  foirits;  to  fink,  bnt  would  endure  -to  the  end.  Our 
»**.  outward  want  of  Decenaries,  the  dangerous  and  ditfi- 
-"cult  lea -voyages  to-  feek  provifions,  .the  contempt  of 
;'*  aup;  neighbours,  .the .'reproaches  and  fpiteful  machr- 
™  nations  of  the  heathens,  who  were  prejudiced  againft 
,*'  us  and  would  not  hear  us,  the  difficult  language,  arid 
•*'  many  inward  and  outward  fufTerings,  often  oppreflep1 
*'  me  inexprculbly,  and  it  was  in  this  fituation  that  j 
*■  '*  "  com. 
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**  corapoiei  that  hymn  :  Here  is  »  little  company,  &**: 
««  But  ftill  the  livdy  hope,  that  wc  fhoujd  onccfoei 
"  flock  of  believing  Greenlandeis  about   us,    and   the 
*'  great  love  to  theie  lavages,  whom  I  .could  have  wept 
*'  into  the  very  heart  of  our  Saviour  (if  I  may  be,  allow- 
**  ed  the  expreSon)  encouraged  .me  again,    arid  ena* 
"  bled  me  to  fuftrr  every  amtSktn  cbearfully,  /When 
**  our  Saviour  made  us  a  preterit  of  the  firftUng  of  thii 
"  nation  Samuel  Kajarnalt ;  I  thought  for  joy  with  :Si- 
M  meon:  "Lordl  now  letteft  thou  thy  fervsstt  depart 
*'  in  peace,  fince  mine  eyeahatic  ten  thy  ialvatson  in 
"  this  heathen."   But  this  joy  was  but  fbort-lived.  Oar 
**  Samuel  was  obliged  to  fly*,  being  purfued  by  mur- 
"  derers.     We  were  frightened  by  various  falft  reports, 
"  aa  if  the  Count  of  Zinzendnrf  was  loft  in  his  voyage 
"  to  St.  Thomas's,  and  were  often  told  that  our  miffioji 
"  would  foon  be  at  an  end.     Through  the  blefled  vifi- 
"  ration  of  the  Rev.  brother  Grefmtn,  Anno  1740,  we 
**  were  afrefh  strengthened ;  and  at  that   time  I  ww 
"  joined  in  matrimony  with  lifter  Anna  Stack,     Soon 
"  after  enfued  the  blefled  awakening  amongft  the  hea- 
"  thens,  which  greatly  encouraged  us  to  labour  among 
**  them.    But  having  endured  many  internal  and  aqter- 
*'  nal  heavy  circumitances  for  the  (pace  of  nine  years ; 
*<  I  let  out  in  \  743  for  Gtrmimy,  to  reftefh  myfejf  in  the 
**  congregation.     I  iha.ll  never  forget  with  what  grace 
"  ]  was  there  overpowered,  and  how  often  I  was  mated 
"  down  with  joy  and  flnnw  before  the  feet  of  my  dear 
-**  Saviour.     Inthemean-while  my  wife  came  also,  and 
"  brought  our  two  children  into  the  nurfery.    In  the 
"  year  1745  we  returned  again  to  Grtmkmd  on  board! 
"  (hip  from  Jtqfttrdam  deftined  for  the  whale-fifbcry, 
**  where  I  was  obliged  to  perform  the  chaplain's  office'; 
"  and  we  enjoyed  the  years  following  very  happy  times 
■*'  among  our  dear  Greenlanders,  till  in  the  year  174.9 
-**  we  obtained  leave,  for  the  fecond  time  to  vifit  die 
"  congregations.     We  (leered  our  courfc  firft  to  Plf 
**  fylvania,  when  we  not  only  vihted  the  congregations 

*  Oar  Ute  brother  eamptifed  many  other  hpnm  j  bat  I  Iiavi  onlj  **W* 
tht  above-mentioned  to  lie  printed  it  the  e*d  of  the  year  l^%^l  beelDie* 
givei  fuch  a  lively' idea  of  the  filiation  of  afltin  relative  lo  ihit  mUBo11  * 
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<*  at  BilbUhem-,  Na%artth,  Gnadntfjal,  Cbrijiiori s-hnmnt 
**  &c.  but  alio  partook  of  the  holy .  facrament  with  the 
**  Imiiau-congregation  at  the  Mahmi,  and  affifted  at  a 
*'  baptifm.  From  hence  we  went  to  England,  and 
*.'  were  for  four  months  together  refrefhed  both  tempo- 
f*  rally  and  fpiritually  at  die  houfe  of  the  late  Ordinary 
"  «f  the  brethren  in  London.  In  the  year  1750  we  vi- 
y  flted  the  congregations  in  Holland,  Germany  and  SiUJia, 
?*  and  were  truly  aftoniihed  at  all  the  good  which  the 
**  Lord 'had  done  for  his  people  in  Co  fhort  a  time.  Hav- 
"  ing  been  prefent  at  the  fynod  in  Barby,  we  returned 
"■  again  in  1751  with  new  Strength  and  courage  to  our 
**  work.  During  the  years  1757  and  1758,  when  I 
"  fupplied  brother  Bui's  place,  the  grace  of  my  Lord 
tl  Jefus  Chrilt  -approved  itfelf  in  a  very  powerful  man- 
f*  ner  on  my  heart,  notwithstanding  all  my  weaknefs 
f<  and  unfitnefs;  and  he  owned  my  poor  tcftimony 
"  aiBortgft  the  heathen.  Being  releafed  again  by  bro- 
♦'  fher  Bid,  I  went  the  third  time  to  Htrrabutb  in  the 
**  year  I7$9>  in^  enjoyed  many  Meffuigs,  particularly 
**  whilfjt  attending  the  lectures  -and  dilcourfes  of  the 
"  late  Ordinary.  But  little  did!  then  imagine,  that  in 
"  the  month  of  May  4 760  I  fhould  affift  in  carrying  hit 
"  venerable  remains  to  the  burying-ground  !  This  loft 
**  made  me  flted  numberkfs  tears,  and  earned  me  a  deep 
"  concern  and  forrow. '  But  our  Saviour  comforted  my 
*'  heart  with  a  full  aflurance,  that  he  would  not  let  the 
"  work  which  he  had  begun  through  this  his  chofeu 
"  Servant,  drop  or  be  interrupted,  but  complete  it  by 
"  means  of  his  fucceflbrs.  With  this  hope  I  fet  out 
"  again  to  Granland  in  the  year  1761,  and  arrived  with 
**  my  company  on  Aug.   1,    fare  and  well  at  New- 

Thus  far  our  late  brother's  own  hand-writing. 
During  this  long  and  dangerous  voyage,  he  was  al- 
ways feen  chearful  and  happy :  but  inwardly  he  believed, 
that  it-  probably  would  be  the  laft ;  and  his  mind  Teemed 
■0  be  much  engaged  with  the  thoughts  of  departing  and 
being  at  home  with  the  Lord.  He  would  frequently  re- 
cite to  his  companion,  the  compiler  of  this  hiftory,  (who 
■had  not  been  prefent  himfelf)  fome  paflage  or  other  of 
Che  late  Ordinary*!  laft  hours  and  flyings,  and  alwaysjwith 
tears 
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tears  in  his  eyes.  He  employed  himfeif  chiefly  with 
reading  die  lateft  congregation-writings,  and  generally 
concluded  with  ringing  foftly  fome  hymns;  efpecially 
ihofe  compofed  by  the  late  happy  Count  Cbriflian  Ri-

halm,  which  were  particularly  relifhed  by  him.     He  ei 


E 


tered  anew  upon  his  office  in  Greenland  with  an  humble 
and  yet  confident  and  believing  heart,  and  his  difcomfes 
were  hearty,  moving,  attended  with  unction,  and  often 
with  tears.  Their  chief  contents  were,  the  unfpeakable 
love  of  our  Lord  Jefus  towards  his  poor  creature  man, 
which  conftrained  him,  even  to  fufFer  death  for  them. 
He  made  it  his  principal  concern  to  obtain  a  true  know- 
ledge of  the  heart's- lit uati on  of  the  Greenlanders,  to  dif- 
tinguifh  properly  between  human  infirmities  and  actual 
unfaithful  nefles,  and  to  treat  them  accordingly  with  le- 
nity or  rigour,  and  yet  at  the  fame  time  to  endeavour  to 
gain  the  perfons  with  meeknefs  and  maternal  love.  In 
his  converfation  with  the  Greenland  helpers,  one  ob- 
served a  peculiar  tendernefs  and  un£Hon.  He -heard 
what  they  advanced  with  friendlinefs  and  patience,  gave 
them  folid  advice,  rejoiced  when  things  went  well,  but 
was  alio  not  dejected  when  it  did  not  lucceed  among  the 
people  according  to  his  wifh ;  he  then  pointed  out  the 
caufe  of  every  diforder,  gave  them  ufeful  admonitions, 
and  exhorted  them  to  new  faithfulnefs,  and  to  fhew 
;ood  example  to  the  others.  In  the  conferences  with 
lis  European  fellow-labourers,  he  was  condescending 
and  not  felf- opinionated,  and  was  always  intent  upon 
keeping  up  the  unity  of  the  fpirit  in  the  bond  of  love- 
One  could  perceive  that  his  office  among  the  Greenland- 
ers lay,  efpecially  for  thefe  Jaft  years,  with  great  weight 
upon  his  mind,  and  he  was  frequently  obferved  to  re- 
tire into,  folitary  places  to  pour  out  his  own  concerns, 
and  thofe  of  the  people  committed  to  his  charge,  in  fer- 
vent prayer  to  our  Saviour.  He  was  exceedingly  con* 
cerned  left  the  Greenland  flock  might  increafe  in  numb* 
by  means  of  fuch,  who  come  to  them  rather  with  * 
View  of  temporal  than  fpiritual  advantages :  and  he  coM 
not  reft  fatisned  in  this  fcrutiny,  until  he  was  convince* 
upon  folid  grounds,  that  they  were  indeed  awakened  of 
the  Spirit  of  God,  and  had  experienced  the  power  of  th« 
rofpdof  Chrift.  .  He  affifted -his  brethren  in  tempoR" 
«  -  ™  affairs 
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affairs  as  his  Strength  and  other  avocations  would  per- 
mit. In  Auguft  176'i,  he  returned  from  an  excur- 
sion in  a  very  rainy  day  wet  to  the  (kin,  and  complain- 
ed of  a  violent  rread-ach.  We  advifed  him  to  be1 
more  careful,  and  not  exrfofe  himfelf  to  fuch  weather, 
whicti  caufes  the  moff.  ficknefles  in  this  country  ;  but 
fteirig  the  accumulated  labour  of  his  Brethren;  be 
Would  ftill  rifk  his  own  health  to  affift  them.  In  Au- 
tumn, the  fame  year,,  he  took  a  journey  to  the  Iflands^ 
to  vifit  Some  fick  Greenlanders,  and  to  adminifter 
rhedicincs  to  them  as  well  as  spiritual  advice;  for  he  was 
alio  their  phyftcian  in  ordinary.  Towards  the  clofe 
of  the  year  his  head-ach  increafed  to  that  degree',  that 
he  was  obliged  to  preach  and  to  keep  the  meetings 
with  his  head  bound.  ■  In  May  1763  his  head  Swelled, 
which  grew  fo,  painful  to  him,  that  he  was  often 
fcarce  matter  of  his  fenles ;  and  yet  he  continued  bis 
function  among  the  Greenlanders  with  unparalleled 
faithfulness  and  bleffing,  till  within  three  weeks  of  his 
departure ;  and  the  laft  Sermons  which  he  preached 
will  not  be  forgotten  among  that  nation.  On  the  12th 
of  July,  attempting  in  company  with  a  Greenlander 
to  ufe  fome  exercife  and  to  take  frem  air-  in  the  field", 
as  he  was  defcending  from  a  rock,  he  was  Seized  with 
a  dizzinefs,  and  falling  down,  was  wounded  on  the 
bead.  He  was  now  obliged  to  take  to  his  bed.  He 
foon  lignified  not  only  his  defire,  but  likewife  his  full 
afliirance,  that  he  mould  foon  go  home ;  he  Sighed  of- 
ten to  our  Saviour,  but  was  compoSed  and  happy,  tho* 
he  could  not  fpeak  much.  But  in  the  night  of  July 
16,  he  fcemed  to  recover  his  vivacity  and  Speech,  (a 
as  to  be  able  to  coiiverfe  with  his  Collegue,  who  watch- 
ed with  him,  about  Several  material  affairs.  He  then 
called  for  his  wife,  who  was  alfo  fick,  and  had  a  hearty, 
meek  and  humblo  convention  with  her,  recommend- 
ed her  and  their  children  to  the  care  and  protection 
of 'the  Lord,  and  at  laft  laid  his  band  on  her  ancE 
his  youngeft  fon  lately  born,  and  imparted  his  bleffing 
to  them.  We  prefented  him  fome  bread  and  wine  for  re> 
f rem ment  ;  this  made  him  recollect  the  great  grace  and 
favour  of  having  adminiftered  the' Sacraments- to  the  be- 
.  lieving  Greenlanders  ;  and  at  tot  fame  tim»-  he  mod 
-■    Vot.lt  Hh  arienf 
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ardently  implored  our  Saviour's  pardon  for  every  omiffi- 
on  in  his  Office  and  calling.  And  when  bis  Collegue 
pot  him  in  mind  of  our  Saviour's  gentlenefs  and  ten- 
dernefs,  he  replied :  "  O  !  yes !  that  is  true,  fo  he, 
"  has  ever  approved  himfdf  to  me."  From  that 
time  he  fpent  the  remaining  moments  in  (till  conver- 
fati^ns  with  his  Lord,  of  which  w«  could  underftand 
fome  broken  fentences.  Oncehefeid  diftin&ly :  "  Our* 
"  Saviour  pays  me  frequent  vifits,  and  will  foon  fetch 
"  me  home."  July  24,  he  received  the  holy  facra- 
mentfor  the  laft  time,  and  then  lay  moftly  in  a  con- 
ftant  (lumber,  till  July  28,  when  he  once  more  joined 
in  Tinging  fome  verfes  treating  of  the  happinefs  of  be- 
ing with  the  Lord.  On  the  20th  of  July  he  faid  with 
a  broken  voice,  "  My  dear  Saviour  is  now  come  to 
"  take  me  home ,"  and  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
the  moment  came,  when  he  gave  up  his  foul  unto  his 
faithful  Creator  and  Redeemer,  during  a  happy  departure- 
liturgy  held  by  the  Brethren  prefent,  in  the  5,+th  year  of 
hisage,  29  years  of  which  he  had  fpentin  theferviceof  ihe 
Greenland -congregation,  and  23  in  a  contented  and  hap- 
py marriage,  which  had  been  blelTed  with  8  children. 

As  many  of  the  Greenlanders  as  at  this  time  or  the 
year  were  at  home,  were  immediately  called  together  to 
Thear  the  notification  of  the  happy  departure  of  this 
their  faithful  minifter,  the  firft  inftance  during  al- 
moft  thirty  years ;  which  caufed  a  very  tender  emotion 
and  innumerable  tears.  Letters  were  fent  by  two  Green- 
landers  to  the  colony  at  South-bay,  80  leagues  North 
of  this,   to  convey,   if   poiTible,    an   account  of  this 

■  event  to  Europe  by  the  fiiip  there  ready  to  fail,  and  we 
fucceeded  to  our  with.  Mean  while  all  our  Green-  , 
landers   aflembled,  anil   alfo  many  Heathens  from  the 

■  neighbouring  iflands,  to  be  prefent  at  the  burial;  and 
in  their  prefencc,  a  difcourfe  was  preyioufly  held  by 
the  Miffionary  Ballenhorft ;  and  then  the  tabernacle  of 
this  venerable  witnefs  of  the  death  and  fufferings  of 

'  Jefus  Cliriil  among  the  Greenlanders,  was  decently 
interred  in  the  burying-ground  of  the  Greenland -con- 
gregation: Let  his  bancs jkurijb  again  out  of  their  place- 
Ecclui.  xlix.    io.
